We  are  planning,  in  connection  with  the  Times  Build- 
ing, to  enlarge  the  station,  and,  through  the  Times  Building,  to  have  access  to  it 
from  Seventh  avenue.  Owing  to  the  conspicuous  position  which  the  “ Times  ” holds, 
it  being  one  of  the  leading  New  York  journals,  it  would  seem  fitting  that  the  square 
on  which  its  building  stands  should  be  known  as  “ Times  Square,”  and  the  station 
named  “ Times  Station.”  “ Long  Acre,”  the  present  name  of  the  square,  means  noth- 
ing, and  is  not  generally  known  throughout  the  City.  I therefore,  on  behalf  of  the 
company,  apply  to  the  Commission  to  use  its  best  efforts  with  the  City  authorities  to 
change  the  name  of  “ Long  Acre  Square  ” to  “ Times  Square,”  and  apply  to  your 
Board  for  permission  to  name  the  station  “ Times  Station”  in  conformity  therewith.

The  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  22,  1896  (Public  No.  146),  authorizing  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his  discretion,  to  loan  or  give  to  soldiers’  monument  asso- 
ciations, posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  municipal  corporations,  for 
ornamental  use,  condemned  ordnance,  guns  and  cannon  balls,  which  may  not  be  needed 
in  the  naval  service.  The  act  provides  that  these  loans  or  gifts  shall  be  made  subject 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Department,  and  that  the 
Government  shall  be  at  no  expense  in  connection  therewith. 

Accordingly,  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  has  prepared,  the  following  list  of  con- 
demned guns,  mounts  and  projectiles  which  are  available  for  issue  in  accordance  with 
the  act  aforesaid,  and  these  will  be  loaned  to  soldiers’  monument  associations,  posts  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  municipal  corporations  upon  written,  official 
applications  for  the  same,  indorsed  or  approved  by  the  member  of  Congress  represent- 
ing the  district,  or  by  one  of  the  Senators  representing  the  State  in  which  the  organi- 
zation applying  is  located.  There  are  no  guns;  mounts  or  projectiles  obtainable  other 
than  those  shown  in  the  list,  and  no  applications  will  be  considered  for  articles  not 
specified  therein. 

In  making  applications,  state  the  particular  kind  of  gun,  mount  or  projectile 
desired  and  the  name  of  the  navy  yard  at  which  it  is  located.  When  applications  are 
granted,  arrangements  must  be  made  by  the  donees,  by  correspondence  with  the  navy 
yard  of  issue  and  with  transportation  companies,  for  removing  the  articles  loaned, 
placing  them  on  cars,  and  transporting  them  to  destination  The  Bureau  can  render 
no  assistance  whatever  in  effecting  the  removal  and  shipment  of  loans,  nor  can  it  give 
any  information  in  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  latter.

The  petition  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  of  New  York  City  respectfully 
shows : 

First — Your  petitioner  is  a street  surface  railway  corporation  duly  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  has  duly  filed,  pursuant 
to  section  90  of  the  Railroad  Law,  a statement  of  the  extensions  of  its  road  and 
branches  thereof  herein  proposed. 

Second — Your  petitioner  desires  to  obtain  from  The  City  of  New  York,  and 
hereby  respectfully  applies  for,  its  consent  to,  and  a grant  of  the  right,  privilege 
and -franchise  for,  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  double-track  street 
surface  railways  (including  the  necessary  connections,  switches,  sidings,  turnouts, 
turn-tables,  crossovers  and  suitable  stands  or  other  structures  necessary  for  the 
accommodation  and  operation  of  said  railroad  by  the  overhead  or  other  system  of 
electricity  or  other  motive  power  which  may  be  lawfully  employed  upon  the  same) 
as  extensions  and  branches  of  its  existing  railroad,  and  for  public  use  in  the  con- 
veyance of  persons  and  property  for  compensation  in,  through,  upon  and  along  the 
surface  of  certain  streets,  avenues,  public  places,  parkways  and  highways,  and  also 
to,  upon  and  across  certain  public  viaducts,  bridges  and  approaches  which  are 
adjacent  to  or  within  one-half  mile  of  the  route  or  routes  of  its  existing  railroads, 
for  the  purpose  of  connecting  with  and  reaching  the  tracks,  depots,  stations  or 
termini  of  other  railroads  which  are  not  more  than  one-half  mile  distant  from  such 
bridges  or  viaducts.

(12)  Beginning  at  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  at  the  intersection 
of  Jerome  avenue  and  Mosholu  parkway,  South;  thence  northwesterly  upon  and 
along  Mosholu  parkway,  South,  to  its  intersection  with  Sedgwick  avenue,  all  in  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

(13)  Beginning  at  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  at  the  intersection  of 
Jerome  avenue  and  Gun  Hill  road;  thence  easterly  upon  and  along  Gun  Hill  road  to 
the  tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  at  the  intersection  of  said  Gun  Hill  road 
with  Webster  avenue,  all  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in 
the  State  of  New  York. 

Third — Said  corporation  proposes  to  operate  said  extensions  and  branches  by  the 
overhead  trolley  system,  substantially  similar  to  that  now  in  use  on  its  other  lines,  or 
by  any  other  motive  power,  other  than  locomotive  steam  power,  which  may  be  approved 
by  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  consented  to  by  the  owners  of 
property  bounded  on  the  same,  as  provided  by  law. 

Wherefore  your  petitioner  prays  that  public  notice  hereof  and  of  the  time  and  place 
when  and  where  this  application  will  be  first  considered  be  given,  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  section  92  of  the  Railroad  Law  and  all  other  laws  applicable  thereto ; 
and  that  the  desired  consent  or  grant  be  given  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance,  and  upon 
terms  as  to  compensation  and  otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Greater  New  York  Charter.

or  routes  of  its  existing  railroad  and  the  extensions  thereto  and  across,  being  for  the 
purpose  of  connecting  with  or  reaching  the  routes,  depots,  stations  or  termini  of  other 
existing  street  surface  railroads  respectively  not  more  than  one-half  mile  distant  from 
such  public  viaducts,  bridges  and  approaches,  a description  of  such  streets,  avenues, 
public  places,  parkways,  highways,  viaducts,  bridges  and  approaches  being  as  follows :

Communication  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City 
of  New  York,  Transmitting  Resolutions  Proposing  an  Extension  of  the  Rapid 
Transit  Railway  Along  Flatbush  and  Ocean  Avenues,  in  the  Borough  of 
Brooklyn — March  31,  1904 —

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of  New  York, 
constituted  under  chapter  4 of  the  Laws  of  1891  as  amended,  was  duly  organized,  and 
since  such  organization  it  has  conducted  the  inquest  and  investigation  necessary  in  the 
premises  as  to  whether  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  public  and  of  The  City  of 
New  York  that  a rapid  transit  railway  or  railways  for  the  transportation  of  persons 
and  property  should  be  established  therein;  and  after  such  inquest  and  investigation 
said  Board  has  duly  determined  that  such  rapid  transit  railway,  in  the  Borough  of 
Brooklyn,  in  addition  to  those  already  existing  or  in  course  of  construction,  is  neces- 
sary for  the  interests  of  the  public  and  of  said  City;  and  by  the  concurrent  vote  of 
six  members  of  the  Board  has  determined  and  established  the  routes  and  general  plan, 
and  herewith  transmits  to  your  Honorable  Body  a copy  of  the  plan  and  conclusions  as 
adopted,  including  such  routes  and  general  plan  of  construction. 

The  rapid  transit  railway  now  in  course  of  construction  in  the  boroughs  of  Man- 
hattan and  Brooklyn  will  terminate  at  the  intersection  of  Flatbush  and  Atlantic  ave- 
nues in  Brooklyn.  In  transmitting  to  the  Municipal  Assembly  the  route  and  general 
plans  for  that  railway  in  February,  1901,  this  Board  said: 

“ The  route  now  proposed  does  not  afford  a complete  solution  of  the  rapid  transit 
problem  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn.  It  is,  however,  beyond  doubt  the  best  route  for 
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the  first  rapid  transit  connection  between  the  boroughs.  It  reaches  two  great  distribut- 
ing points  in  Brooklyn,  Borough  Hall  Park  and  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Station.  The 
new  road  can  be  thence  conveniently  extended,  as  the  financial  means  of  the  City  will 
permit,  to  any  and  every  important  district  in  Brooklyn.” 

This  Board,  in  pursuance  of  the  views  then  expressed,  now  proposes  an  extension 
in  Brooklyn  from  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Station  under  Flatbush  avenue  and  the 
Park  Plaza,  along  Prospect  Park  to  the  Willink  Entrance,  and  thence  under  Ocean 
avenue  to  the  southerly  side  of  Parkside  avenue,  where  a junction  can  readily  be  made 
with  the  depressed  tracks  of  the  Brighton  Beach  Road. 

The  road  is  to  be  a >ubway  through  its  entire  length  and  will  not  in  any  way  dis- 
figure Park  Plaza  or  Prospect  Park.  The  principal  features  of  construction  are  to  be 
the  same  as  those  of  the  subway  now  nearly  completed  in  Manhattan,  with  which  your 
Honorable  Body  are  already  familiar. 

It  is  proposed  to  authorize  the  building  of  four  tracks  from  Atlantic  avenue  to 
the  Park  Plaza,  although  only  two  tracks  will  probably  be  built  at  first.  At  the  Park 
Plaza,  a loop  is  proposed  which  will  enable  cars  to  be  conveniently  turned  back  at  that 
point,  will  afford  some  temporary  storage  capacity,  and  will  permit  of  easy  extension  of 
another  subway  along  the  Eastern  parkway,  if  that  course  is  thought  desirable  in 
future.  Care  will  be  taken  in  preparing  the  detailed  plans  for  the  proposed  subways 
across  and  around  the  Plaza,  to  preserve  all  its  surface  features  intact  and  especially 
to  avoid  any  interference  with  the  fountain  or  arch. 

From  the  Plaza  it  is  proposed  to  carry  two  tracks  along  Flatbush  avenue  as  far 
as  the  Willink  Entrance.  From  this  point,  the  route  will  proceed  along  Ocean  avenue, 
under  which  eight  tracks  are  to  be  constructed — two  for  passing  trains  and  the, other 
six  for  terminals  and  storage  of  cars.  The  plan  contemplates  that  ultimately  four  more 
storage  tracks  may  be  built  under  Prospect  Park,  adjacent#to  Ocean  avenue;  and  this 
Board  is  satisfied  that  if  such  additional  tracks  are  hereafter  built,  they  will  be  at 
such  a depth  beneath  the  surface  as  not  to  cause  any  injury  whatever  to  the  Park  itself. 

The  tracks  are  to  be  placed  substantially  on  a level  with  each  other,  except  where 
engineering  reasons  may  require  a greater  or  less  depression  of  one  or  more  tracks. 
The  road  is  to  be  as  near  the  surface  as  street  conditions  will  permit,  thus  rendering 
the  stations  as  accessible  to  passengers  as  possible.  The  work  of  contruction  will, 
it  is  expected,  be  so  expedited  that  the  discomforts  and  delays  resulting  therefrom 
will  be  rendered  as  slight  as  practicable.  The  railway  tracks  will  be  of  standard  gauge; 
the  cars  will  be  large  and  commodious;  the  motive  power  will  either  be  electricity 
or  some  other  power  not  requiring  combustion  within  the  tunnel;  and  the  motors 
are  to  be  capable  of  moving  trains  at  not  less  than  forty  miles  an  hour  for  long  dis- 
tances, exclusive  of  stops. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  reasons  which  have  induced  this  Board  to  lay  out 
the  proposed  route: 
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1.  It  will  serve  a large  and  rapidly  growing  district  in  Brooklyn  which  is  now 
not  served  at  all,  except  by  surface  lines. 

2.  The  proposed  railroad  will  afford  a new,  easy  and  convenient  access  to  Pros- 
pect Park  at  the  Plaza  and  at  the  Willink  entrance. 

3.  The  opportunity  to  make  a connection  with  the  Brighton  Beach  Railroad 
will  permit  the  establishment  of  a continuous  line  of  electric  railroad  from  Brighton 
Beach  through  Brooklyn  and  Manhattan  to  the  termini,  in  the  Borough  of  The 
Bronx. 

4.  The  establishment  of  numerous  tracks  for  terminal  and  storage  purposes  in 
Ocean  avenue  follows  the  precedent  already  adopted  in  creating  terminal  facilities 
under  the  surface  of  Broadway,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan.  It  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  elevated  railroads  to  acquire  private  property  for  terminal  yards,  and 
the  same  custom  has  been  followed  by  the  Interborough  Company  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances in  connection  with  the  Subway.  Such  a method  in  certain  localities  is  highly 
objectionable.  The  property  thus  devoted  to  a railroad  yard  becomes  an  eyesore, 
and  is  apt  to  be  very  detrimental  to  the  proper  development  of  surrounding  terri- 
tory. The  use  of  the  soil  under  Ocean  avenue  for  terminal  purposes  removes  any 
such  objection,  creates  a railroad  yard  which  the  Board  is  advised  by  its  Engineer, 
is  in  a favorable  location  for  satisfactory  operation  and  avoids  the  payment  by  the 
City  of  the  cost  of  land  for  terminals. 

The  consent  of  your  Honorable  Board  to  the  proposed  route  is  respectfully  re- 
quested.

Resolutions. 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City 
of  New  York  has  determined  that  a rapid  transit  railway,  for  the  conveyance  and 
transportation  of  persons  and  property  in  addition  to  those  already  existing,  is 
necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  public  and  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  should 
be  established  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  therein,  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

Whereas,  This  Board  has  duly  made  the  inquest  and  investigation  necessary  or 
proper  in  the  premises  and  all  such  inquests  and  investigations  as  are  necessary  or 
proper  for  such  determination; 

Now,  therefore,  this  Board  does  hereby  adopt  the  following  route  for  an  addi- 
tional Rapid  Transit  Railway  in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  does  hereby  determine 
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and  establish  the  said  additional  route  as  follows,  and  does  hereby  adopt  a general 
plan  of  construction  of  the  said  railway,  the  route  of  which  is  herein  provided,  and 
does  in  such  ge'neral  plan  hereby  adopted  show  as  follows  the  general  mode  of  oper- 
ation and  such  details  as  to  manner  of  construction  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the 
extent  to  which  any  street,  avenue  or  other  public  place  is  to  be  encroached  upon. 

Route. 

A route,  the  centre  line  of  which  shall  commence  at  a point  at  or  near  the  inter- 
section of  Flatbush  and  Atlantic  avenues,  at  the  terminus  of  the  Rapid  Transit  road, 
described  in  the  route  and  general  plans  of  January  24,  1901,  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  on  the  21st  day  of  May,  1901,  and  contracted  for  under  Contract  No.  2 
on  the  21st  day  of  July,  1902;  and  such  centre  line  shall  run  in  a subway  from  thence 
under  Flatbush  avenue  to  Park  Plaza,  passing  under  Park  Plaza  and  then  again 
under  Flatbush  avenue  to  Ocean  avenue,  occupying  if  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
the  curve  from  Flatbush  avenue  to  Ocean  avenue  a portion  of  Prospect  Park;  and 
thence  under  Ocean  avenue  to  the  southerly  side  of  Parkside  avenue.  The  route 
shall  also  include  a loop  around  and  under  the  Park  Plaza.  A suitable  connection 
shall  be  provided  for  between  the  terminus  of  the  subway  described  above  at  Park- 
side  avenue,  with  the  railroad  known  as  the  Brighton  Beach  route,  which  extends 
southerly  from  the  south  side  of  Parkside  avenue  to  Brighton  Beach. 

The  general  plan  of  construction  hereby  adopted  is  as  follows: 

For  the  route  under  Flatbush  avenue  from  Atlantic  avenue  to  a suitable  point 
under  Park  Plaza,  four  parallel  tracks;  for  the  route  from  such  point  under  Park 
Plaza,  two  parallel  tracks;  for  the  route  under  Flatbush  avenue  from  Park  Plaza 
to  Ocean  avenue,  two  parallel  tracks;  for  the  route  under  Ocean  avenue,  eight  par- 
allel tracks,  except  that  if  necessary  for  additional  terminal  purposes  four  additional 
parallel  tracks  may  be  laid  under  the  easterly  side  of  Prospect  Park  and  contiguous 
to  the  westerly  side  of  O'cean  avenue;  for  the  route  of  the  loop  around  Park  Plaza, 
two  parallel  tracks. 

All  of  the  above-mentioned  tracks  shall  be  placed  in  subway  on  substantially  the 
same  level,  except  that  wherever  required  by  special  necessities  of  surface  or  sub- 
surface structures,  or  other  special  or  local  necessities  and  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding: 
grade  crossings  at  the  junction  with  the  southerly  tracks  of  the  subway  at  Flatbush 
and  Atlantic  avenues  or  with  the  Brighton  Beach  road  at  Parkside  avenue  or  else- 
where, any  one  or  more  of  the  tracks  may  be  depressed  below  the  level  of  the  other 
tracks  to  a depth  of  nofmore  than  twenty  feet,  and  the  route  under  Park  Plaza  may 
be  so  arranged  as  to  pass  either  under  or  over  the  tracks  extending  across  the  Park 
Plaza  on  the  line  of  Flatbush  avenue. 

The  four  tracks  above  provided  for  along  Flatbush  avenue  from  Atlantic  ave- 
nue to  and  across  a part  of  Park  Plaza  need  all  not  be  built  at  the  same  time  as  the 
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remaining  tracks,  but  two  of  such  tracks  may  be  constructed  at  such  time  hereafter 
as  may  be  found  necessary  or  convenient. 

The  tracks  shall  be  of  standard  gauge,  that  is  to  say,  of  a width  of  four  feet  and 
eight  and  a half  inches  between  the  rails.  There  shall  be  a width  of  twelve  and  a half 
feet  for  each  track  in  addition  to  the  thickness  of  the  supporting  walls,  except  that 
at  stations,  switches,  turnouts,  curves  and  crossovers  the  width  may  be  increased  to 
the  extent  permitted  by  the  width  of  the  tunnel. 

The  tracks  shall  be  placed  in  general  .under  the  central  part  of  Flatbush  avenue 
and  Ocean  avenue,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable  and  convenient,  but  wherever  re- 
quired by  special  or  local  necessities  or  for  curves,  the  tracks  may  be  diverted  as  far 
as  necessary  to  one  side  or  the  other  of  the  street.  But  no  wall. of  the  tunnel  or  part 
thereof,  except  at  stations,  station  approaches,  curves  and  places  of  access  to  sub- 
surface structures,  as  hereinafter  provided  and  except  adjacent  to  Prospect  Park, 
shall  be  within  a distance  of  five  feet  of  the  exterior  line  or  side  of  the  street. 

The  roof  of  the  tunnel  shall  be  as  near  the  surface  of  the  street  as  street  condi- 
tions and  grades  will  permit.  The  tunnel  shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  feet  in 
height  in  the  clear.  The  maximum  widths  of  the  tunnel  in  the  clear  shall  be  as 
follows : 

For  the  route  along  Flatbush  avenue,  from  Atlantic  avenue  to  and  across  the 
Park  Plaza,  fifty  feet;  for  the  route  under  Flatbush  avenue  to  Ocean  avenue,  twenty- 
five  feet;  for  the  route  under  Ocean  avenue,  one  hundred  feet;  for  the  loop  under 
the  Park  Plaza,  twenty-five  feet;  for  terminal  tracks  (if  constructed)  under  Pros- 
pect Park,  fifty  feet. 

Whenever  necessary  for  the  proper  support  of  the  street  surface  the  roof  of  the 
tunnel  shall  be  of  iron  or  steel  with  brick  or  concrete  supported  by  iron  or  steel 
columns  and  masonry  walls,  or  the  roof  shall  be  a masonry  arch. 

Adjacent  tracks  shall  be  connected  by  necessary  and  suitable  switches  and  con- 
nections and  an  additional  track  for  siding  accommodations  may  be  constructed  not 
to  exceed  in  length  one  quarter  of  a mile  for  each  mile  of  roadway,  but  provided 
always  that  the  side  of  the  tunnel  shall  not,  by  the  enlargement  of  the  tunnel  for 
that  purpose,  be  brought  within  five  feet  of  the  exterior  line  or  side  of  the  street. 

Pipes,  wires,  sewers  and  other  sub-surface  structures  shall,  at  any  part  of  the 
said  routes,  be  removed  or  disturbed  when  necessary  for  the  construction  and  opera- 
tion of  the  railway,  and,  if  removed  or  disturbed,  shall  be  placed  under  the  streets 
in  such  manner  and  in  such  location  that  the  use  and  service  thereof  shall  not  be 
impaired.  Such  pipes,  wires,  sewers  and  other  sub-surface  structures  shall  be  left  or 
shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  give  free  access  for  their  repair  or  alteration,  or  for  the 
placing  with  them  of  new  pipes,  wires,  sewers  and  other  like  structures,  and  for 
making  connections  between  the  same  and  buildings  at  any  time. 
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Stations  and  station  approaches  shall  in  general  be  at  the  intersections  of  streets 
and  shall  be  built  under  the  streets  and  immediately  adjoining  private  abutting  prop- 
erty, or  through  private  property  to  be  acquired  for  the  purpose,  or  their  approaches 
may  be  from  the  centre  of  the  street.  The  streets  under  which  stations  or  station 
approaches  shall  be  built  may  include  cross  streets,  but  no  part  of  any  cross  street 
shall  be  used  for  a station  approach  at  a distance  greater  than  seventy-five  feet  from 
the  exterior  line  or  side  of  the  street  of  the  route. 

The  word  “ street  ” wherever  used  herein,  shall  include  an  avenue  or  public  place. 

The  general  mode  of  operation  shall  be  by  electricity  or  some  other  power  not 
requiring  combustion  within  the  tunnel,  and  the  motors  shall  be  capable  of  moving 
trains  at  a speed  of  not  less  than  forty  miles  per  hour  for  long  distances,  exclusive  of 
stops. 

The  manner  of  construction  shall  be  by  tunneling  or  open  excavation.

Resolved,  .That  this  Board  hereby  adopts  the  drawings  now  produced  and 
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numbered  — and  — as  showing  the  route  and  general  plan  hereby  adopted.

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  part  31,  section  156  of  the  Building  Code. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  .follows: 

Section  1.  Part  31,  section  156,  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  156.  Application  for  order  to  remove  violations  and  to  vacate  buildings.  In 
case  any  notice  or  direction  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  code  is  not  complied  with 
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within  the  time  designated  in  said  notice.  The  City  of  New  York,  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  may,  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  having  jurisdiction, 
apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  at  a Special  Term  thereof,  for  an  order 
directing  said  Superintendent  to  proceed  to  make  the  alterations  or  to  remove  the 
violation  or  violations,  as  the  same  may  be  specified  in  said  notice  or  direction. 
Whenever  any  notice  or  direction  so  authorized  shall  have  been  served  as  directed  in 
this  code,  and  the  same  shall  not  have  been  complied  with  within  the  time  designated 
therein,  the  Corporation  Counsel  may,  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ings having  jurisdiction  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of  the  remedy  last  above  provided, 
apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  at  a Special  Term  thereof,  for  an  order 
directing  the  said  Superintendent  to  vacate  such  building  or  premises,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  said  Superintendent  may  deem  necessary,  and  prohibiting  the  same  to  be 
used  or  occupied  for  any  purpose  specified  in  said  order  until  such  notice  shall  have 
been  complied  with. 

Application  for  either  of  the  foregoing  remedies  shall  be  made  to  the  Supreme 
Court  by  verified  petition,  setting  forth  the  facts  upon  which  such  application  is  based; 
and  upon  presentation  of  such  petition  the  Court,  or  a Justice  thereof,  shall  make  an 
order,  directed  to  the  person  named  therein,  requiring  him  to  show  cause  at  Special 
Term  why  the  application  should  not  be  granted;  copies  of  such  order  and  the  papers 
upon  which  it  is  granted  shall  be  served  upon  the  person  therein  named  at  least  two 
days  before  the  order  is  returnable.  The  expenses  and  disbursements  in  the  carrying 
out  of  any  said  order  or  orders  shall  become  a lien  upon  said  building  or  premises 
named  in  the  said  notice,  from  the'time  of  filing  of  a copy  of  the  said  notice,  with  a 
notice  of  pendency  of  the  action  or  proceeding  as  provided  in  this  code  taken  there- 
under, in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  county  where  the  property  affected  by  such 
action,  suit  or  proceeding  is  located;  and  the  said  Supreme  Court,  or  a Judge  or  Jus- 
tice thereof,  to  whom  application  shall  be  made,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
grant  any  of  the  orders  above  made,  and  to  take  such  proceedings  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  make  the  same  effectual,  and  any  said  Judge  or  Justice  to  whom  application 
shall  be  made  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enforce  such  lien  in  accordance 
with  the  Mechanic’s  Lien  Laws  applicable  to  The  City  of  New  York.  Nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  in  any  way  affect,  change  or  modify  the  provisions  or 
procedure  provided  by  sections  153,  154  or  155  of  this  Code. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  Hon.  P.  J Scully,  City  Clerk,  has  just  favored  me  with  a copy  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel’s  opinion  of  March  18,  1904.  as1  to  the  imposing  of  different  penalties 
for  the  different  portions  of  the  city  under  one  general  ordinance. 

The  conditions  of  the  boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond  are  so  different  from 
those  of  Manhattan  and  the  built-up  portions  of  Brooklyn  and  The  Bronx  as  to  call 
for  different  legislation  for  each  in  such  matters  as  cleaning  the  streets  and  removing 
snow  and  ice,  etc. 

I think  it  would  be  advisable  if  a conference  could  be  had  on  this  matter  between 
your  Law  Committee  and  tfye  Presidents  of  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond 
and  myself,  and  suggest  that  this  be  held  as  soon,  as  possible.

Gentlemen — At  a meeting  of  the  Van  Nest  Property  Owners’  Association,  held 
Saturday,  March  26,  1904,  the  inclosed  resolutions  were  adopted,  which  I am  in- 
structed to  send  you. 

This  association,  the  members  of  which  are  essentially  interested  in  that  part  of 
The  Bronx  which  will  be  affected,  earnestly  and  sincerely  beg  of  you  to  take  no 
action  on  the  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  affair  until  they  have  shown  that 
they  have  a sound  legal  position.  The  members  of  this  association  own  millions  of 
dollars’  worth  of  property  whfch  will  be  injured  if  any  favorable  action  is  taken  on 
that  affair  if  they  have  not  a souncHegal  position. 

We  are  in  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  recent  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  called  for  an  opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  Westchester  and  Boston  charter.  It  appears  to  us  that  it  may  be  interpreted 
as  a request  for  information  as  to  whether  the  Board  of  Estimate  had  any  right  to 
consider  their  legality.  Our  members  earnestly  request  that  the  latter  view  be  not 
taken,  but  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  insist  upon  an  opinion  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel  as  to  the  legality  of  that  affair,  and  that  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate look  into  the  matter  themselves.  You  will  appreciate  the  absurdity  of  confer- 
ring any  rights  upon  a defunct  corporation,  the  only  effect  of  which  will  be  to 
assist  them  in  giving  some  color  to  what  is  nothipg  more  than  a promotion  scheme. 
It  will  be  directly  against  all  the  property  owners’  interests  of  this  section  if  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  takes  favorable  action  upon  that  application 
by  recognizing  it  in  any  way  whatever  without  first  assuring  itself  that  they  have 
an  established  legal  status. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  is  more  than  a mere  advisory  Board.  It  is  an  institution 
organized  for  the  protection  of  the  public,  as  are  all  city  officers,  and  we  ask  you  to  pro- 
tect us  now  by  not  jeopardizing  our  property  interests  and  rights  and  involving  us  in 
needless  litigation,  which  you  will  do  if  any  corporation  which  applies  to  you  for  rights 
is  not  perfectly  sound,  and  you  should  take  any  notice  of  them. 

It  would  be  perfectly  proper  for  you  to  reject  their  application  if  they  are  not  legally 
sound,  and  let  them  establish  their  position  by  applying  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  the 
right  to  cross  highways  of  Westchester  County,  not  in  cities.  All  of  their  legal  affairs 
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will  then  be  brought  to  light,  and  will  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Court,  in  any 
action  which  it  may  take.  Whether  their  application  be  accepted  or  rejected,  there 
will  be  an  appeal,  either  by  them  or  by  the  representatives  of  the  public,  which  appeal 
will  be  carried  to  the  court  of  last  resort,  where  they  must  either  stand  or  fall.  Will 
you  not  kindly  bear  this  in  mind  ?

The  question  you  ask  is  this : At  what  time  will  the  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  act  upon  said  resolution  expire,  under  section  48  of  the  Charter?  My 
answer  is  this : In  my  opinion,  and  I am  quite  clear  upon  the  point,  the  time  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  to  act  upon  said  resolution  will  expire  upon  the  expiration  of  the  forty- 
second  day  after  the  day  of  receipt  by  President  Fornes  of  said  certified  copy  of  said 
resolution,  namely,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  day  April  2,  1904. 

You  further  ask  this  question : What  further  steps  shall  be  taken  in  order  to  have 
said  resolution  go  finally  into  effect  ? The  steps  are  these : 
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1 st.  The  City  Clerk,  on  April  4,  1904,  will  be  in  duty  bound  immediately  to  perform 
the  merely  administrative  duty  of  certifying  said  resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his 
approval  or  disapproval. 

2d.  The  Mayor  will  then  have  the  discretionary  power  to  approve  or  disapprove 
said  resolution. 

3.  When  he  has  acted  upon  said  resolution  -he  will  return  the  same  to  the  City 
Clerk,  and  if  his  action  constitutes  an  approval  thereof  the  City  Clerk  would  imme- 
diately forward  the  same  to  the  Comptroller,  who  will  then  proceed  to  issue  the  stock 
in  pursuance  of  the  authority  and  directions  so  given. 

I annex  hereto  a copy  of  an  opinion  which  I gave  some  time  since  to  City  Clerk 
Scully  in  response  to  a 'very  similar  question,  but  the  facts  presented  by  you  make  to 
my  mind  a much  clearer  case  as  to  the  time  when  the  time  during  which  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  can  act  upon  the  resolution  received  from  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment shall  begin  to  run.  Respectfully,

York,  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  removable  by  him  at  his  pleasure,  who  shall  be  paid  a salary  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum”;  and 

Whereas,  There  now  exists  no  appropriation  from  which  said  salary  can  be  paid 
and  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  office  can  be  defrayed;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  pursuant  to  subdivision  8 of  section  188  of  the  Charter,  That  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  be  and  they  hereby  are  requested  to  authorize  the 
Comptroller  to  issue  Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  three  thousand  dollars, 
to  provide  the  means  necessary  to  make  said  payments  for  the  year  1904,  from  and  in- 
cluding the  first  day  of  April,  1904.

Whereas,  The  Williamsburg  Bridge  across  the  East  river  has  been  completed  and 
opened  for  public  travel,  thereby  directly  connecting  the  populous  section  of  The  City  of 
New  York  at  Williamsburg  with  one  of  the  most  thickly  settled  portions  of  Manhat- 
tan Island;  and 

Whereas,  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  the  Williamsburg  Bridge 
for  elevated  railroad  trains  on  the  bridge  so  that  trains  can  start  from  the.  Plaza  in 
Williamsburg,  at  which  point  there  will  be  a close  connection  with  the  rapid  transit 
system  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  can  pass  over  the  bridge  to  its  terminus  in 
the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  at  Clinton  and  Delancey  streets ; and 

Whereas,"  It  is  essential  to  the  complete  usefulness  of  the  Williamsburg  Bridge 
and  the  convenience  of  the  populations  of  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx  and 
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Brooklyn  that  there  should  be  an  elevated  railroad  connected  with  the  Williamsburg 
Bridge  at  Clinton  and  Delancey  streets  that  will  deliver  passengers  to  and  from  points 
in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  so  that  they  can  avail  themselves  of  the 
facilities  of  the  present  rapid  transit  systems  of  The  City  of  New  York,  both  elevated 
and  underground ; now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission 
should  forthwith  initiate  and  adopt  plans  for  the  building  of  an  elevated  structure  in 
the  Borough  of  Manhattan  connecting  with  the  Williamsburg  Bridge  at  Clinton  and 
Delancey  streets  that  will  make  close  connection  at  appropriate  points  with  the  present 
systems  of  rapid  transit  of  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  both  elevated 
and  underground,  and  this  Board  pledges  itself  to  give  the  necessary  municipal  consent 
to  the  construction  and  operation  of  such  an  elevated  structure. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  such  proposed  new  elevated  struc- 
ture should  be  built  at  the  expense  and  upon  the  credit  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
either  as  an  extension  of  the  rapid  transit  railroad  now  under  construction  by  the  City, 
or  otherwise;  but  under  such  agreements  as  to  insure  the  carriage  of  passengers  from 
and  to  the  Plaza  in  Williamsburg,  for  a fare  of  five  (5)  cents,  with  free  transfers 
from  and  to  all  elevated  and  subway  connections;  and  over  the  bridge  only  for  the 
same  fare  as  is  now  charged  on  the  Brooklyn  Bridge — namely,  three  (3)  cents  for 
one  ticket  and  five  (5)  cents  for  two  tickets. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroads.

By  Alderman  James — 

Whereas,  The  Volunteer  Firemen  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  desire  definite  infor- 
mation and  instruction  as  to  certain  matters  concerning  their  organization  and  gov- 
ernment; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  pass  upon  the  several 
questions  specified  in  the  following  statement  and  return  his  answer  to  this  Board  for 
their  future  guidance  in  such  matters  as  may  come  before  the  Board  relating  to  the 
said  Volunteer  Fire  Department  of  the  Borough  of  Queens. 

Statement. 

The  several  Fire  Departments  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  were  duly  authorized, 
under  charters  granted  by  the  State,  to  the  various  villages  and  towns  in  the  borough, 
whose  Trustees  were  empowered  to  organize  and  control  the  said  Fire  Departments 
within  the  limits  of  the  localities  where  located. 

As  a case  in  point,  the  latest  charter,  granted  by  the  State  to  the  Village  of  Flush- 
ing, April  19,  1883,  under  title  III.,  section  4,  reads  as  follows:  “They  (the  Trustees) 
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shall  also  have  power  within  the  limits  of  the  said  village  * * * to  organize, 
maintain  and  regulate  a Fire  Department,  to  appoint  engineers,  fire  wardens  and 
other  members  thereof;  to  organize,  govern  and  disband  fire,  hook  and  ladder  and 
hose  companies;  to  procure  and  hold  lire  engines,  hose  carriages,  ladders  and  other 
instruments  and  implements  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  erect  houses,  etc.” 

Under  this  authority,  the  Village  Trustees,  on  August  8,  1883,  passed  “ An 
ordinance  to  establish  and  regulate  a Fire  Department,”  from  which  the  following 
sections  are  copied: 

Section  1.  “ The  Fire  Department  of  the  Village  of  Flushing  shall  consist  of  a 
chief  engineer,  a first  and  second  assistant  engineers,  a treasurer,  and  such  engine  men, 
hose  men  and  hook  and  ladder  men  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the 
Village  Trustees.” 

“ Sec.  3.  The  Firemen  shall  be  divided  into  engine,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose  com- 
panies, and  each  company  shall  consist  of  as  many  members  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  from  time  to  time  order  and  direct.” 

“ Sec.  6.  Every  member  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  receive  a certificate  of  mem- 
bership, duly  executed  and  signed  by  the  Village  Clerk  and  the  Chief  Engineer,  to  be 
delivered  by  the  Chief  Engineer  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same.  The  com- 
mencement of  the  term  of  service  of  each  member  shall  be  computed  from  the  date  of 
such  certificate.” 

A resolution  was  passed  by  the  Trustees  prior  to  1880  limiting  the  number  of 
members  in  each  company  to  45. 

The  election  of  a member  required  the  confirmatory  action  of  the  Trustees  before 
full  membership  was  completed,  and  discharges  and  certificates  of  service  were  given  , 
by  the  same  direct  authority. 

Since  the  date  of  consolidation  with  the  Greater  New  York  some  of  these  com-  1 
panies  have  increased  their  membership  beyond  the  number  prescribed  by  the  Trustees,  < 
and  have  changed  their  by-laws  limiting  the  membership  to  residents  in  the  old  Village  ; 
of  Flushing,  and  now  permit  members  to  join  from  any  section  of  the  Greater  New  York. 

As  a result  of  such  action,  to  claim  exemption  frqm  jury  duty,  taxes  and  certain 
civil  service  benefits,  men  have  joined  the  Flushing  Fire  Department  from  The  Bronx, 
Brooklyn  and  other  boroughs,  now  under  the  protection  of  the  paid  Fire  Department,  ' 
and  some  of  the  companies  have  increased  their  membership  much  above  the  limit 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  many  of  the  Firemen  believe,  to  the  detriment  j 
of  the  service. 

This  brief  statement  of  affairs  concerning  the  Flushing  Volunteer  Department  indi-  1 
cates  the  questions  which  are  hereby  submitted  for  solution. 

1st.  Has  a fire  company  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  the  right  within  itself  to  in-  j 
crease  or  decrease  the  limits  of  membership  other  than  the  number  designated  by  j 
the  trustees  previous  to  consolidation  unless  so  authorized  by  some  authority  upon

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whom  has  descended  the  powers  originally  invested  in  the  several  boards  of  village 
trustees? 

2d.  Is  a citizen  eligible  to  membership  in  a Flushing  Volunteer  fire  company,  who 
resides  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  old  village  Fire  Department? 

3d.  Do  the  powers  originally  invested  in  the  village  trustees,  to  regulate  and 
govern  the  volunteer  fire  departments,  in  the  Borough  of  Queens,  descend  upon  the 
present  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The.  City  of  New  York,  under  sections  41,  42,  43  of 
the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  so  far  as  to  confirmation  of  membership,  giving 
certificates  of  service,  or  acting  upon  dicharges? 

4th.  If  your  decision  should  be  averse  to  the  action  of  the  companies,  what 
action  should  be  taken  in  regard  to  those  members  elected  above  the  quota  and  from 
other  boroughs?

The  said  front  platform  of  said  car  to  be  construed 
as  the  platform  occupied  by  the  motorman,  no  matter  in  what  direction  the  said  car 
may  be  going. 

Sec.  2.  For  each  and  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  there  shall 
be  recoverable  against  the  company  so  offending  a penalty-  of  fifty  dollars  in  an  action 
brought  in  the  name  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinance  of  the  former  municipal  and  public 
corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York  inconsistent  or  conflicting  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed.

Also 
a shelter,  to  be  provided  by  the  City  in  each  borough.  I believe  if  this  ordinance  is 
passed  and  the  license  collected  by  the  City,  that  this  long-suffering  nuisance  will  be 
abated.

AN  ORDINANCE  relative  to  licensing,  keeping  and  harboring  of  dogs  and  cats  in 

The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  I. — Any  person  who  shall  keep  or  harbor  any  dog  or  dogs  in  The  City 
of  New  York,  in  any  apartment  house,  flat  house  or  tenement  house,  occupied  by 
more  than  one  family,  shall  tie  such  dog  or  dogs  with  a rope,  strap  or  chain,  so  that 
such  dog  or  dogs  will  be  under  the  physical  control  of  said  owner  in  passing  through 
the  public  halls  and  public  stairs  of  said  apartment  house,  flat  house  or  tenement 
house. 

Sec.  II. — The  Mayor’s  Marshal  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
and  collect  all  license  or  fees  for  dog  or  dogs  harbored  or  kept  in  The  City  of  New 
York;  the  said  license  or  fee  shall  be  one  dollar  for  each  he  dog  and  two  dollars  for 
each  she  dog  so  harbored  or  kept.  License  granted  under  this  act  shall  date  from  the 
first  day  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sec.  III. — Every  dog  so  licensed  shall  at  all  times  have  a collar  about  its  neck, 
with  a metal  tag  attached  thereto,  bearing  the  number  of  the  license.  Such  tag  shall 
be  supplied  by  the  Mayor’s  Marshal  to  the  owner  with  the  certificate  of  license,  and 
shall  be  of  such  form  and  design  as  the  Mayor’s  Marshal  shall  designate,  and  dupli- 
cate tags  shall  be  issued  only  on  proof  of  loss  of  the  original  and  the  payment  of  the 
sum  of  fifty  cants  therefor. 
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Sec.  IV. — The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  create  a bureau  for 
the  licensing  and  sheltering  of  dogs  and  cats  in  The  City  of  New  York.  He  shall, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  appoint  a Superin- 
tendent for  each  Borough  in  the  City  of  New  York,  who  shall  appoint  ten  Inspectors 
for  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  ten  for  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  five  for  the  Bor- 
ough of  The  Bronx,  three  for  the  Borough  of  Richmond  and  three  for  the  Borough 
of  Queens. 

Sec.  V. — The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall  regulate  the  salaries 
of  said  Superintendent  and  Inspectors  for  the  said  boroughs,  and  the  said  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall  provide  a shelter  in  each  borough  for  the  harbor- 
ing and  keeping  of  dogs  and  cats,  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  from  time  to 
time  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  this  act  and  maintain  said  shelters. 

Sec.  VI. — All  dogs  not  licensed  by  this  act  shall  be  seized  by  the  Inspectors 
and  detained  in  the  shelters  hereinbefore  provided,  and  if  not  claimed  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  said  seizure  and  the  license  paid  they  shall  be  destroyed. 

Sec.  VII. — All  cats  that  are  harbored  and  kept  in  The  City  of  New  York  shall 
have  a collar  about  their  neck  with  the  inscription  of  the  owner  of  said  cat  or  cats. 

Sec.  VIII. — All  license  received  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  IX. — The  American  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  rights 
and  powers,  as  now  existing  for  the  punishment  of  person  or  persons  for  the  tor- 
turing and  cruelty  to  dogs  and  cats,  shall  not  be  abridged  or  curtailed  in  any  way. 

Sec.  X. — Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  hinder  or  molest  or  interfere  with  any 
Superintendent  or  Inspector  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  enjoined  by  this  act,  or 
who  shall  use  a license  tag  on  a dog  for  which  it  was  not  issued,  or  any  person  who 
owns  or  harbors  a dog  or  dogs  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  guilty  of  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  of  no  more  than  five 
dollars,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine  be  imprisoned  until  the  same  shall  be 
paid,  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  five  days. 

Sec.  XI. — All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  of  the  former  municipal  and 
public  corporations  consolidated  in  The  City  of  New  York  inconsistent  or  conflicting 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  XII. — This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  City : 

Gentlemen — By  direction  of  the  Park  Board,  I beg  to  forward  herewith  for  your 
approval,  as  required  by  section  610  of  the  City  Charter,  the  accompanying  code  of 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  parks,  parkways,  etc.,  in 
The  City  of  New  York,  the  same  having  been  duly  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  Parks.

The  Park'  Board  of  the  Department  of  Parks  of  The  City  of  New  York  ordains 
as  follows: 

All  persons  are  forbidden — 

I.  To  cut,  break  or  in  any  way  injure  or  deface  the  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  grass, 
posts,  railings,  chains,  lamps,  lampposts,  benches,  tree-guards,  buildings,  structures 
or  other  property  in  or  upon  any  of  the  public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places 
of  or  within  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Parks,  or  to  dig  into  or  upon  the  soil  within  the  boundaries  of  any  such  parks,  park- 
ways, squares  or  places,  or  of  any  roads  or  roadways  upc>n  or  across  the  same. 

II.  To  go  on  foot  or  otherwise  upon  the  grass,  except  when  and  where  per- 
mitted, or  to  throw  or  leave  any  paper,  refuse  or  rubbish  on  any  of  the  lawns  or 
walks  of  the  said  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places. 

III.  To  expose  any  article  for  sale  or  exhibition,  unless  previously  licensed  by 
the  Department  of  Parks  therefor,  on  any  part  of  such  public  parks,  parkways, 
squares  or  places. 

IV.  To  post  any  bill,  placard,  notice  or  other  paper  upon  any  structure  within 
such  public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  or  upon  any  street  or  avenue  adjacent 
thereto  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Parks,  unless  previously  licensed 
so  to  do  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  XVI.  hereof. 

V.  To  play  upon  any  musical  instrument  within  such  public  parks,  parkways, 
squares  or  places,  or  take  into,  carry  or  display  any  flag,  banner,  target,  or  trans- 
parency without  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

VI.  To  erect  any  structure,  stand  or  platform,  or  hold  any  meetings  in  such 
parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  without  previous  permission  therefor  from  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 
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VII.  To  use  threatening,  abusive  or  insulting  language  upon  any  of  such  public 
parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,.  or  doing  any  obscene  or  indecent  act  thereon, 
or  any  act  tending  to  a breach  of  the  public  peace. 

VIII.  No  hackney  coach,  carriage,  wagon,  cart  or  other  vehicle  for  hire  shall 
stand  upon  any  such  public  park,  parkway,  square  or  place,  or  upon  any  street  or 
avenue  adjacent  thereto  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Parks  without 
previous  lincense,  and  then  only  at  such  place  as  shall  be  indicated  and  allowed  by  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

IX.  No  horse  or  other  animal  shall  be  allowed  to  go  at  large  upon  such  public 
parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  except  that  dogs  may  be  allowed  therein  when 
led  by  a chain  or  proper  dog-string  not  exceeding  six  feet  in  length. 

X.  No  person  shall  bathe  or  fish  in  any  of  the  waters  or  fountains,  nor  cast 
any  substance  therein,  nor  disturb  or  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  fish,  birds  or 
animals  within  such  public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  except  in  the  waters 
adjacent  to  Pelham  Bay  Park,  where  bathing  and  fishing  shall  be  permitted,  subject 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Bor- 
ough of  The  Bronx.  Fishing  may  be  allowed  in  the  lakes  of  Prospect  Park  under 
permits  granted  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XI.  All  drunken,  disorderly,  or  improper  persons,  and  all  persons  doing  any 
act  injurious  to  such  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  shall  be  removed  therefrom 
by  the  parkkeeper  or  police  in  charge  thereof.  When  necessary  to  the  protection 
of  life  or  property,  the  officers  and  keepers  of  the  park  may  remove  all  persons 
from  any  designated  part  thereof. 

XII.  No  animal  or  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stand,  nor  any  incumbrance 
of  any  kind  be  allowed  to  remain  upon  any  street  adjacent  to  or  bounding  upon  any 
public  square  or  place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Parks,  without  permission  of  the  Commissioner  for  the  boroughs  wherein 
located,  except  that  vehicles  may  be  permitted  to  take  up  and  set  down  passengers,, 
and  to  load  and  unload  merchandise  in  the  usual  manner,  and  may  occupy  the  street 
a reasonable  time  for  the  purpose;  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  not,  while 
so  doing  unnecessarily  incumber  the  street  or  obstruct  travel  therein. 

XIII.  No  one  shall  throw  stones  or  other  missiles,  nor  beg  or  publicly  solicit 
subscriptions  or  contributions,  nor  tell  fortunes,  nor  play  games  of  chance  or  with 
any  table  or  instrument  of  gaming,  nor  make  any  harangue,  nor  climb  upon  any  wall, 
fence,  shelter,  seat,  statue  or  other  erection  within  such  public  parks,  parkways, 
squares  or  places  within  The  City  of  New  York. 

XIV.  No  automobile  or  horseless  vehicle  shall  be  driven  upon  or  over  the  drives 
of  such  public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  at  a greater  rate  of  speed  than 
eight  miles  an  hour. 
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XV.  No  fence  in  or  about  any  land  fronting  upon  or  adjacent  to  any  pubic  park, 
parkway,  square  or  place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  erected  until  a plan, 
showing  the  height,  character  and  method  of  construction  of  the  proposed  fence,  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  having  jurisdiction,  and  approved  by 
him,  and  a permit  in  writing  issued  therefor. 

XVI.  No  poster  or  advertising  device  shall  be  placed  upon  any  fence  or  other 
structure  used  for  advertisement  or  the  exhibition  in,  about  or  upon  any  land  front- 
ing upon  or  adjacent  to  any  public  park,  parkway,  square  or  place  in  The  City  of 
New  York,  until  a description  or  a drawing  of  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Parks  having  jurisdiction,  and  approved  by  him,  and  a permit  in  writing 
issued  therefor. 

XVII.  Owners  of  fences  or  other  structures  now  existing  in,  about  or  upon 
lands  fronting  upon  or  adjacent  to  any  park,  parkway,  square  or  place  in  The  City 
of  New  York  used  for  advertising  or  exhibition  of  advertisements,  shall  not 
modify  or  alter  such  structures  or  the  advertising  device  placed  thereon  until  a writ- 
ten application  has  been  made  to  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
same,  requesting  his  permission  for  the  said  alteration  or  modification,  which  shall 
be  fully  described  in  the  said  application,  and  the  necessary  permit  obtained  therefor. 

XVIII.  No  military  or  target  company,  or  civic  or  other  procession,  shall  be 
allowed  to  parade,  drill  or  perform  upon  any  of  the  parks,  parkways,  squares  or 
public  places,  without  permission  from  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  having  jurisdic- 
tion, except  in  the  case  of  the  use  of  Van  Cortlandt  parade  ground  in  Van  Cortlandt 
Park  and  the  Parade  Ground  adjacent  4o  Prospect  Park,  by  the  National  Guard  of 
the  State  of  New  York. 

XIX.  No  automobile,  stage  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  allowed  to  carry  pas- 
senger's for  hire  over  or  upon  any  of  the  parks,  parkways  or  drives,  concourses, 
plazas  or  circles,  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Parks,  excepting  upon 
traffic  roads  and  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  juris- 
diction. 

XX.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  operator  of  any  automobile  or  other 
vehicle  to  stop  near  any  of  the  music  stands  or  other  places,  in  or  about  any  of  the 
parks,  parkways,  plazas,  concourses,  circles  or  squares,  of  the  said  Department  of 
Parks,  where  any  number  of  persons  are  accustomed  to  congregate,  or  where  such 
automobiles  would  be  a source  of  danger  to  life  and  limb,  except  by  permission  of 
the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXI.  No  garbage,  ashes,  manure  or  other  offensive  material,  is  to  be  carried 
over  any  of  the  parkways  or  through  such  parks,  circles,  squares  or  concourses, 
except  upon  traffic  roads  set  apart  for  such  purpose.  When  such  refuse  is  to  be 
removed  from  residences  fronting  on  any  of  the  above  parkways,  etc.,  the  vehicles 
collecting  such  refuse  must  leave  the  parkway  as  soon  as  such  collection  is  accom- 
plished, and  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 
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No  earth,  sand  or  broken- stone  is  to  be  carted  over  any  of  the  parkways, 
except  on  traffic  roads,  unless  special  permit  for  the  same  is  obtained  from  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXII.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  modify,  alter,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with 
the  lines  or  grades  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  parks,  parkways,  concourses,  circles, 
squares,  avenues,  roads,  streets,  entrances  or  approaches  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  said  Department  of  Parks,  nor  to  take  up,  move  or  disturb  any  of  the  curb  and 
gutter-stones,  flagging,  trees,  tree-boxes,  railing,  fences,  sod,  soil  or  gravel,  or  to  go 
upon  or  cross  said  parks,  parkways,  concourses,  circles,  squares,  roads,  streets  or 
avenues,  except  by  the  means  and  in  the  manner  provided  therefor;  nor  shall  it  be 
lawful  to  open  or  otherwise  expose  or  interfere  with  any  of  the  water,  gas  and 
sewer  pipes,  or  any  of  the  hydrants,  stop-cocks,  basins  or  other  constructions 
within  or  upon  said  places,  nor  to  take  any  water  or  gas  therefrom,  nor  to  make 
any  connection  therewith,  except  by  special  written  consent  of  the  Commissioner 
having  jurisdiction,  and  where  such  consent  is  given  a deposit  of  money  may  be 
required  to  insure  the  restoration  of  the  said  curbs,  gutters,  flagging,  etc. 

XXIII.  No  person  in  bathing  costume  will  be  permitted  to  walk  or  ride  upon 
any- parks,  parkways  or  beaches,  except  Pelham  Bay  Park,  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Department  of  Parks.  No  boat  or  vessel  shall  be  placed  upon  any  of  the 
waters  of  the  said  parks,  except  by  special  permission  from  the  Commissioner 
having  jurisdiction.  No  skating  or  sledding  will  be  allowed  on  the  lakes  unless  the 
ice  is  declared  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction  to  be  in  a suitable  condi- 
tion for  that  purpose. 

XXIV.  No  one  shall  fire  or  carry  any  firearm,  fire  cracker,  torpedo,  or  fire- 
works, nor  make  a fire,  nor  make  any  oration,  nor  conduct  any  religious  or  other 
meeting  or  ceremony  within  any  of  the  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  in  The 
City  of  New  York  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Parks  without 
special  permission  from  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXV.  No  one  shall  enter  or  leave  the  parks  except  at  the  established  entrance- 
ways;  nor  shall  any  one  enter  or  remain  therein  after  12  o’clock  at  night,  except  as, 
on  special  occasions,  use  thereof  may  be  authorized  beyond  the  regular  hours. 

XXVI.  The  drives  shall  be  used  only  by  persons  in  pleasure  vehicles,  on  bicy- 
cles, or  on  horseback;  the  bridle  paths  only  by  persons  on  horseback.  Animals  to 
be  used  on  either  shall  be  well  broken,  and  constantly  held  in  such  control  that 
they  may  be  easily  and  quickly  turned  or  stopped;  they  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
move  at  a rate  of  speed  on  the  drives  or  bridle  paths  of  more  than  eight  miles  an 
hour;  and  when  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  safety,  good  order,  or  the  general 
convenience  that  the  speed  of  an  animal  or  vehicle  should  be  checked,  or  that  it 
should  be  stopped,  or  its  course  altered,  and  the  officers  on  duty  shall  so  direct,  by 
gesture  or  otherwise,  such  direction  shall  be  obeyed;  and  no  horse  or  other  beast 
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of  burden  nor  automobile  shall  be  driven  or  suffered  to  stand  anywhere  except  on 
the  drive  or  bridle  path. 

XXVII.  No  hackney  coach  or  other  vehicle  for  hire  shall  stand  within  the  pub- 
lic parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Parks  for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  passengers,  other  than  those  whom  it  has 
brought  in,  excepting  with  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 
No  public  omnibus  or  express  wagon,  and  no  wagon,  cart  or  other  vehicle,  carrying 
or  ordinarily  used  to  carry  merchandise  goods,  tools  or  rubbish  shall  enter  such 
public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  without  permission  of  the  Commissioner 
having  jurisdiction,  excepting  upon  traffic  roads  provided  for  the  purpose.  No  fire 
engine  or  other  apparatus  on  wheels  for  extinguishing  fire  shall  enter  or  be  allowed 
upon  any  part  of  the  park  excepting  the  Transverse  and  Traffic  roads. 

XXVIII.  No  military  or  target  company  and  no  civic,  funeral  or  other  proces- 
sion, or  a detachment  of  a procession,  and  no  hearse  or  other  vehicle,  or  person 
carrying  the  body  of  a dead  person  shall  enter  or  be  allowed  on  any  part  of  the 
public  parks,  except  by  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXIX.  No  person  shall  bring  into  or  carry  within  the  parks  any  tree,  shrub, 
plant  or  flower,  nor  any  newly  plucked  branch  or  portion  thereof  without  a permit 
from  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXX.  No  person  shall  solicit  passengers  for  any  coach  or  other  vehicle  for 
hire  within  or  upon  any  of  the  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Department  of  Parks.  All  drivers  or  attendants  of  vehicles  for  hire 
standing  upon  or  within  any  such  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  shall  remain 
in  close  proximity  to  their  vehicles  while  so  standing,  and  shall  not  follow,  solicit 
or  importune  any  person  entering  or  leaving  the  said  parks,  parkways,  squares  or 
places. 

Ordinances  relating  to  the  use  of  vehicles  in  the  public  parks,  parkways  and 
streets  under  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  Parks  of  The 
City  of  New  York: 

1.  All  vehicles  must  carry  a lighted  lamp,  showing  a white  light  ahead,  from 
thirty  minutes~after  sunset  until  thirty  minutes  before  sunrise. 

2.  All  vehicles  and  horsemen  when  passing  another  vehicle  or  horseman  going 
in  the  same  direction,  must  keep  to  the  left  and  leave  the  vehicle  or  horseman  they 
are  passing  on  the  right  hand. 

3.  All  vehicles  orffiorsemen  going  at  a walk  or  slow  trot  must  keep  near  the 
curbstone  or  gutter  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road;  those  going  more  rapidly 
must  keep  nearer  the  middle  of  the  road. 

4.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  for  any  purpose  without  drawing  up  to  the  curbstone 
or  gutter,  and  always  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road. 
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5.  Before  pulling  up  and  before  crossing  from  one  side  to  the  other  of  the  road 
or  street  the  driver  should  signal  to  those  behind  him  by  raising  his  whip. 

6.  On  all  drives  and  parkways  where  grass  plots  divide  the  drive  all  vehicles 
and  horsemen  must  keep  on  the  right  hand  side  drive  or  bridle  path. 

7.  Drivers,  riders  and  cyclists  must  not  exceed  a speed  of  eight  miles  an  hour 
in  the  parks  and  parkways. 

8.  Cyclists  must  not  coast  in  the  parks,  nor  on  the  parkways,  or  bicycle  paths, 
and  must  keep  their  feet  on  the  pedals  and  their  hands  on  the  handle  bars. 

9.  Cyclists  must  not  mount  or  dismount,  except  on  the  extreme  right  of  the 
roads  or  bicycle  paths. 

10.  All  bicycles,  tricycles,  velocipedes  or  other  vehicles  of  propulsion  must  be 
provided  with  a bicycle  bell,  not  to  exceed  three  inches  in  diameter. 

11.  Riding  more  than  two  abreast  is  prohibited. 

12.  Instruction  in  operating  automobiles,  bicycles,  tricycles,  velocipedes  or  other 
such  vehicles  of  propulsion,  and  all  trick  or  fancy  riding  on  the  same,  is  prohibited  in 
the  parks  and  parkways  at  all  times. 

13.  Wheelmen  shall  not  ride  on  the  paths  in  any  park;  those  walking  upon  the 
park  paths  may  push  their  wheels  along  said  paths;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  wheels 
be  taken  upon  the  turf. 

14.  The  delivery  of  supplies  to  the  residences  of  West  Seventy-second  street, 
West  Eighty-sixth  street,  Riverside  drive,  Cathedral  parkway  and  Morningside 
avenue,  west,  in  Manhattan,  and  the  Shore  road  in  Brooklyn,  will  be  permitted  in 
the  forenoon;  but  no  business  vehicles  shall  enter  upon  or  pass  over  said  parkways 
after  the  hour  of  noon,  excepting  by  special  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having 
jurisdiction.  In  passing  over  the  said  parkways,  business  vehicles  must  go  direct 
to  place  of  delivery,  must  leave  the  said  parkways  without  unnecessary  delay,  and 
by  the  shortest  route — the  place  of  entry,  if  possible.  The  said  parkways  must  not 
be  used  to  enable  business  vehicles  to  reach  places  exterior  to  them. 

Ordinances  applying  to  the  Harlem  River  Driveway: 

1.  The  use  of  the  Speedway  is  restricted  to  light  vehicles  of  the  classes  known 
as  buggies,  runabouts,  surreys  and  other  like  vehicles  adapted  to  the  speeding  of 
light  harness  horses,  seating  not  more  than  four  persons  and  drawn  by  one  or  two 
horses,  except  by  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction.'  Exercising 
carts  may  be  used  until  1 p.  m only. 

2.  Speeding  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  after  3 o’clock  p.  m.  on  other  days, 
will  be  permitted  in  one  direction — from  north  to  south  only. 

Turning  is  forbidden  except  at  the  ends  of  the  driveway  and  at  the  bridges. 

3.  When  not  speeding,  drivers  must  keep  closely  to  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
road  and  keep  moving. 
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4.  Pedestrians  must  not  cross  on  the  Speedway;  subways  are  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

5.  Loud  shouting  to  make  horses  break  or  to  urge  them  on  is  strictly  forbidden. 

6.  The  use  of  hobbles,  or  other  similar  device  or  apparatus  to  fetter  or  con- 
nect the  legs  of  horses,  for  the  purpose  of  restricting  or  hampering  their  motion  or 
gait,  is  forbidden  upon  the  Harlem  River  Driveway. 

Rules  and  regulations  for  establishing  limits  of  projection  for  constructions  on 
the  line  of  Riverside  drive: 

1.  No  structure  or  construction  of  any  description  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
placed  or  permitted  on  or  under  Riverside  avenue  until  working  plans  in  duplicate, 
drawn  to  a scale  of  one-quarter  inch  to  the  foot,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the 
Department  of  Parks,  with  an  application  for  the  erection  or  construction  of  the 
said  structure;  said  drawings  to  show  elevations,  floor  plans  and  vertical  sections  of 
the  extent  of  projections,  and  that  the  applicant  has  received  permission  to  erect 
the  said  projection,  as  shown  on  drawings  from  the  Department  of  Parks. 

A (a)  Stoops  or  steps,  courtyards  and  areas,  or  any  part  or  appurtenance 
thereof  shall  not  project  in  the  avenue  beyond  the  building  line  to  the  extent  of  more 
than  5 feet  where  the  sidewalk  is  16  feet  wide;  7 feet  where  the  sidewalk  is  20  feet 
wide;  8 feet  where  the  sidewalk  is  25  feet  wide;  and  in  proportion  to  the  above 
where  the  sidewalk  is  between  16  and  20  feet  or  between  20  and  25  feet. 

(b)  No  stoop  or  steps  shall  be  covered,  except  over  the  landing  or  platform  at 
the  top;  nor  shall  they  be  inclosed  except  by  an  open  railing  not  more  than  4 feet 
in  height. 

B (a)  Bay  windows  shall  not  project  in  the  avenue  beyond  the  building  line  to 
the  extent  of  more  than  4 feet. 

(b)  Bay  windows  when  allowed  to  project  in  the  avenue  shall  not  occupy  longi- 
tudinally with  the  avenue  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  width  of  the  building  from 
which  they  project. 

C (a)  No  balcony,  cornice  or  ornament  shall  project  in  the  avenue  beyond  the 
house  line  to  the  extent  of  more  than  4 feet. 

(b)  No  balcony  shall  be  inclosed  on  the  front  or  side,  except  by  a railing  not 
over  4 feet  in  height. 

D.  No  vault  or  other  construction  below  the  sidewalk  shall  be  built,  except  in 
such  manner  as  shall  leave  the  sewers,  gas  and  water  pipes,  or  space  proposed  to 
be  occupied  by  the  same,  free  and  uninclosed  and  in  safe  condition;  nor  in  any  case 
to  extend  in  the  clear  beyond  the  curb  line. 

Ordinance  adopted,  pursuant  to  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of  1902: 

1.  No  shade  or  ornamental  tree  or  shrub  shall  be  planted  in  any  of  the  streets, 
avenues  or  public  thoroughfares  of  The  City  of  New  York  until  such  tree  or  shrub 
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shall  have  been  first  approved  by  a duly  appointed  employee  or  expert  of  the  Com- 
missioner having  jurisdiction,  and  a permit  granted  therefor. 

2.  No  holes  or  excavation  shall  be  prepared  for  planting  any  tree  or  shrub 
unless  sufficient  'mould  of  satisfactory  quality  shall  be  used,  and  a duly  appointed 
employee  or  expert  of  the  Department  of  Parks  shall  report  that  the  conditions, 
such  as  the  absence  of  poisonous  gas  and  deleterious  substances,  have  been  made 
satisfactory  and  a permit  granted  therefor. 

3.  No  stem,  branch  or  leaf  of  any  such  tree  or  shrub  shall  be  cut,  broken  or 
otherwise  disturbed  until  a permit  has  been  granted  therefor  by  the  Commissioner 
having  jurisdiction. 

4.  No  root  of  any  such  tree  or  shrub  shall  be  disturbed  or  interfered  with  in  any 
way  by  any  individual  or  any  officer  or  employee  of  a public  or  private  corporation  until 
a permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

5.  The  surface  of  the  ground  within  three  feet  of  any  tree  or  shrub  growing  on  any 
street,  avenue  or  other  public  thoroughfare  shall  not  be  cultivated,  fertilized,  paved,  or 
given  any  treatment  whatever,  except  under  permit  granted  of  the  Commissioner  having 
jurisdiction. 

6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  attach  or  maintain  any  guy  rope,  cable  or  other  con- 
trivance to  any  tree  or  shrub,  or  to  use  the  same  in  connection  with  any  banner,  trans- 
parency, or  any  business  purpose  whatever,  except  under  a permit  from  the  Commis- 
sioner having  jurisdiction. 

7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  To  cut,  deface,  mutilate,  or  in  any  way  misuse,  any  tree  or 
shrub,  nor  shall  any  horse  or  other  animal  be  permitted  to  stand  in  a manner  or  position 
where  it  may  or  shall  cut,  deface  or  mutilate  any  tree  or  shrub,  nor  shall  any  building 
material  or  other  material  of  any  kind  or  any  debris  be  piled  or  maintained  against  any 
tree  or  shrub. 

8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  attach  or  string  any  electric  or  other  wire,  or  to  adjust 
or  carry  the  same  into  or  over  any  park  or  parkway,  except  under  a permit  from  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

9.  Any  person  violating  the  foregoing  ordinances  of  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of 
1902  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  on  conviction  thereof  before  a City 
Magistrate  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  $50,  or  in  default  of  payment  of  such 
fine,  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Rules  and  regulations  relating  to  projections  and  line  of  curb  and  surface  con- 
structions, under  provisions  of  section  612  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  as 
amended  by  chapter  723  of  the  Laws  of  1901 : 

1.  Each  Commissioner  may  grant  permits  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  pro- 
jections on  any  park,  parkway,  square  or  public  place  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  on  all 
streets  and  avenues  within  a distance  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  outer 
boundaries  thereof,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  and  upon  the  making  of  such  com- 
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pensation  to  the  City  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  determine  with  respect  to  the  particular 
locality. 

2.  Where  permits  have  heretofore  been  granted  upon  the  making  of  compen- 
sation and  a new  permit  is  desired  to  correct  any  irregularity,  defect  or  supposed 
want  of  jurisdiction  in  the  granting  of  such  permit,  a new  permit  may  be  granted 
without  the  making  of  further  compensation. 

3.  Each  Commissioner  may  determine  the  line  of  curb  and  the  surface  con- 
structions of  all  streets  and  avenues  lying  within  any  park,  parkway,  square,  or 
public  place  in  his  jurisdiction  or  within  a distance  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
from  the  outer  boundaries  thereof  as  he  may  deem  advisable  according  to  the  particular 
locality,  and  best  calculated  to  maintain  the  beauty  and  utility  of  such  parks,  parkways, 
squares  and  public  places. 

4.  All  applications  for  the  privilege  of  erecting  bay  windows  or  other  house  pro- 
jections shall  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  in  whose  administrative  jurisdiction  the 
park  or  parkway  affected  lies,  who  may  in  his  discretion  grant  the  same  upon  payment 
of  a fee  to  be  determined  in  each  case  by  said  Commissioner. 

5.  Working  plans  in  duplicate,  drawn  to  a scale  of  one-quarter  inch  to  the  foot, 
shall  be  required  to  accompany  each  application,  showing  elevation,  plans  and  vertical 
section  of  extent  of  projection,  one  copy  of  which  will  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner having  jurisdiction,  and  one  other  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant  for  filing 
in  the  Department  of  Buildings,  with  the  approval  of  said  Commissioner. 

6.  No  permit  will  be  granted  to  cover  more  than  four  feet  of  projection  beyond 
the  house  or  building  line,  nor  shall  the  projections  occupy  longitudinally  with  the  street 
or  avenue  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  width  of  the  building  from  which  they  project. 

Affecting  CentraUPark  and  Fifth  Avenue,  Manhattan. 

1.  Owners  of  property  on  the  easterly  side  of  said  Fifth  avenue,  between  Fifty- 
eighth  and  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  streets,  are  permitted  to  inclose,  for  court- 
yard purposes,  and  not  otherwise,  fifteen  feet  of  the  sidewalks  adjacent  to  and  in 

■ front  of  their  respective  lots;  and  the  stoops  of  buildings  erected  on  said  avenue  may, 
in  such  cases,  project  to  the  extent  of  such  courtyards;  provided  further,  that  such 
stoop°s  shall,  in  every  instance,  be  open  above  the  railing  or  balustrade  thereof,  and 
the  form,  size  and  character  thereof,  together  with  the  form,  size  and  character  of  the 
area  railings,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction; 
and  provided  further,-  that  no  stoop  or  area  railing  shall  be  constructed  or  put  upon  said 
Fifth  avenue,  or  upon  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  surrounding  said  park,  within  the 
boundaries  first  above  mentioned,  until  the  plan  thereof  has  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  said  Commissioner. 

2.  No  more  than  four  horses  shall  be  allowed  to  be  'driven  together  in  the  parks 
of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  then  only  when  attached  to  private  vehicles,  except 
by  special  permit. 
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3.  No  person  shall  go  on  the  turf  without  the  permit  of  the  Commissioner  having 
jurisdiction  except  when  and  where  a blue  flag  with  a white  star  is  shown  as  an  indica- 
tion that  at  that  time  and  place  all  persons  are  allowed  to  go  on  it. 

4.  No  bicycle  or  tricycle  shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  upon  or  remain  on  the  Mall 
in  Central  Park  during  the  progress  of  a concert. 

Rules  Relating  to  Park  Conservatories. 

1.  The  Conservatories  will  be  open  daily  between  10  a.  m.  and  4.30  p.  m. 

2.  Visitors  on  entering  will  keep  to  the  right  in  order  to  avoid  crowding. 

3.  Any  person  found  pilfering  flowers  or  leaves  or  causing  damage  to  the  build- 
ings or  plants  will  be  arrested  and  punished. 

4.  No  intoxicated,  noisy  or  disorderly  persons  will  be  admitted. 

5.  Children  under  eight  years,  of  age  will  not  be  admitted  except  when  accom- 
panied by  parents  or  guardians. 

6.  No  dogs  will  be  allowed  inside  the  buildings  or  on  the  grounds. 

7.  The  scattering  of  paper  or  refuse  inside  the  buildings  or  on  the  grounds  is 
prohibited. 

8.  Any  incivility  on  the  part  of  employees  should  be  reported  to  the  Commis- 
sioner having  jurisdiction.  Visitors  are  requested  not  to  engage  in  unnecessary  con- 
versation with  employees. 

9.  Fifteen  minutes  before  closing  time  visitors  will  be  warned  by  the  call 
“ All  out.” 

10.  No  person  will  be  permitted  in  a house  or  wing  of  the  conservatory  which  is 
shown  to  be  closed. 

11.  No  smoking  will  be  allowed. 

12.  Loud,  indecent  or  noisy  language  is  strictly  prohibited. 

Rules  and  Regulations  Relating  to  the  New  York  Botanical  Garden  in  Bronx  Park. 

1.  The  picking  of  flowers,  leaves,  fruits,  nuts,  or  the  breaking"  of  branches  of  any 
plants  either  wild  or  cultivated,  the  uprooting  of  plants  of  any  kind,  the  defacing  of 
trees,  and  the  carrying  of  flowers,  fruits  or  plants  into  or  from  the  grounds  of  the 
Garden,  are  prohibited,  except  by  written  permission  of  the  Director-in-Chief  of  the 
Garden. 

2.  Leaving  or  depositing  paper,  boxes,  glass  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  within  the 
grounds  of  the  Garden  is  forbidden. 

3.  Dogs  are'  not  allowed  within  the  limits  of  the  Garden  except  in  leash. 

4.  It  is  forbidden  to  take  fish  from  within  the  Garden,  or  to  molest  in  any  way 
squirrels,  birds,  snakes,  frogs,  toads,  turtles  or  any  other  wild  animal. 
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5.  Throwing  stones  or  other  missiles,  playing  ball,  football,  tennis  or  any  other 
game  is  prohibited. 

6.  It  is  forbidden  to  offer  for  sale  food,  candy,  newspapers,  books,  tobacco, 
beverages,  flowers  or  other  objects,  without  written  permission  from  the  Director- 
in-Chief  and  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

7.  Boating  or  rafting  on  the  ponds,  lakes  and  streams  is  forbidden. 

8.  Trucking,  or  the  driving  of  business  wagons  of  any  kind,  is  forbidden  on  the 
roads  of  the  Garden,  except  those  designated  for  such  purposes. 

. 9.  It  is  forbidden  to  accept  or  solicit  passengers  for  any  cab,  carriage,  or  other 
conveyance  at  any  point  within  the  grounds  of  the  Garden  without  written  permis- 
sion from  the  Director-in-Chief  of  the  Garden  and  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for 
the  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

10.  Visitors  are  not  allowed  within  the  Garden  after  11  o’clock  at  night  nor 
before  6 o’clock  in  the  morning,  except  upon  driveways  and  paths  designated  for  their 
use  between  those  hours. 

Ordinances  Applicable  to  the  Ordinary  Use  of  the  Ocean  Boulevard , the  Eastern 
Parkway  and  the  Speedway  in  the  Boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens. 

Light  harness  driving  on  the  Speedway,  Ocean  parkway  (Ocean  Parkway, 
between  Bay  parkway  and  Kings  Highway)  shall  not  be  restricted  as  to  speed 
between  the  hours  of  sunrise  and  sunset;  speeding,  however,  is  only  to  be  permitted 
from  Bay  parkway  toward  Coney  Island,  and  drivers  shall  be  compelled  to  observe 
the  rules  of  the  road.  Automobiles  will  not  be  permitted  on  the  Speedway,  but  must 
take  the  west  road  on  the  Ocean  parkway,  between  Bay  parkway  and  Kings  High- 
way, at  all  times. 

Business  wagons,  trucks,  etc.,  heavy  or  light,  are  prohibited  from  using  the  main 
drive  of  the  Ocean  parkway,  and  must  use  the  west  road  at  all  times.  Business 
wagons,  trucks,  etc.,  must  use  the  block  pavement  at  either  side  of  the  main  road 
or  the  traffic  roads  of  the  Eastern  parkway. 

Prospect  Park. 

1.  All  lawns  in  Prospect  Park  are  commons,  and  may  be  used  as  such,  except 
those  restricted  by  special  order,  and  such  restricted  sections  plainly  indicated  by 
proper  signs. 

Coney  Island  Cycle  Paths. 

Cyclists  must  use  the  west  path  when  going  toward  Coney  Island  and  the  east 
path  in  returning. 

Cyclists  must  not  exceed  a speed  of  twelve  mtles  an  hour  on  the  bicycle  paths. 

Racing  on  the  bicycle  paths  is  prohibited,  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

Horses,  wagons,  carriages  and  pedestrians  must  not  use  the  bicycle  paths. 
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All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  heretofore  adopted  affecting  the  parks, 
parkways  and  public  places  of  The  City  of  New  York  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Department  of  Parks  inconsistent  with  or  in  conflict  with  the  ordinances  above  set 
forth  are  hereby  repealed.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  the  proposed  ordinance  to  be 
necessary.

AN  ORDINANCE  relative  to  fireproofing  buildings. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  Every  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  as  a theatre,  hotel, 
lodging  house,  school,  jail,  police  station,  hospital,  asylum,  institution,  for  the  use  or 
treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  which  exceeds  thirty-five  feet,  excepting  all 
buildings  for  which  specifications  and  plans  have  been  heretofore  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  proper  public  authorities,  and  every  other  building  the  height  of 
which  exceeds  seventy-five  feet  shall  be  built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say:  They  shall 
be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in 
which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landing 
shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  wood- 
work or  other  inflammable  material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or 
ceilings  in  any  such  buildings,  excepting,  however,  the  doors  and  windows  and  their 
frames  and  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when  filled  solid  at  the  back  with 
fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly  thereunder  may  be  of 
wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings  or  other  public 
authorities,  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof  or 
of  wood  covered  with  metal,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly 
filled  with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards.

Resolved,  That  the  following  ordinance  to  provide  for  a new  market  in  the 
Eighth  Ward  of  Brooklyn  be  amended  to  conform  with  the  objections  made  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  in  his  Veto  No.  5 presented  at  the  stated  session  of  the  Board  on 
March  8,  1904. 

(ORIGINAL  ORDINANCE.) 

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  location  of  a public  market 
place  and  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a public  market  in  the 
Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York,  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  lands  for  this  purpose,  and  for  the  regulation  and  maintenance  of  the 
same. 

Whereas,  The  requirements  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  southerlv  and  westerly  por- 
tion of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  comprising  an  area  equal  to  one-third  of  the  en- 
tire Borough,  demand  the  location  of  a public  market  in  that  yicinity,  there  being  no 
market  south  of  the  Wallabout  Market,  distant  about  four  miles  from  said  localities;

Whereas,  The  means  of  transportation  by  vehicles  and  cars,  both  trolley  and 
steam,  throughout  said  localities  concentrate  at  or  near  the  Thirty-ninth  Street 
Ferry,  in  said  borough;  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity  would  tend  to 
greatly  increase  the  assessed  valuations  of  real  estate . throughout  said  localities, 
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which  are  capable  of  sustaining  a population  at  least  four  times  greater  than  that 
now  existing. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Provision  is  hereby  made  for  the  acquisition  and  establishment  of  a 
public  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York, 
upon  the  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbelow  described,  which  are  hereby  se- 
lected for  a public  market  in  said  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  surveys  and  maps  there- 
of are  hereby  directed  to  be  made  and  filed  as  provided  bv  law.  Said  lands  or  lands 
under  water  shall  be  acquired  for  said  purposes  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation 
proceedings  as  required  by  law;  provided,  however,  that  this  matter  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  that  no  further  proceedings  be  taken 
until  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  is  approved  and  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, as  required  by  law.

Sec.  2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  directed  and  instructed  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  acquire  title  to  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and  any  and  all  rights 
and  hereditaments  in  and  to  the  same  by  condemnation  proceedings  to  be  conducted 
as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  so  selected,  whether  purchased  or!  ac- 
quired as  above  specified,  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a market  and  dedicated  to 
market  purposes,  and  shall  be  used  and  occupied  as  such  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  expense  of  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water  and  interests  therein  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  amounts  of  the  awards  made 
in  condemnation  proceedings  for  the  value  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and 
interests  therein,  and  the  money  for  the  payment  thereof,  together  with  the  fees  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Estimate,  compensation  of  such  necessary  clerks  or  assistants 
as  they  may  employ,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  said  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  including  the  fees  of  counsel  employed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
in  the  proceeding,  and  all  other  reasonable  expenss  incurred  by  said  Corporation 
Counsel  in  the  conduct  of  said  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  through  the  issue  of  Corpo- 
rate Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  upon  the  requisition  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, to  issue  such  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  from  time  to  time 
to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisitions,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
and  the  amount  so  issued  is  hereby  created  a fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  no 
bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance  unless  the  proposition  for  creating  such  debt  shall  first  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  provided  by 
law.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  and  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 
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Sec.  5.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinabove  mentioned  and  referred  to 
are  described  as  follows:  All  that  certain  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land  or  land  under 
water  situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  County 
of  Kings,  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  bounded  and  described  as  follows, 
to  wit:  Beginning  at  a point  on  the  westerly  line  or  side  of  Second  avenue,  375  feet 
northerly  from  the  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street,  as  said  street  is  laid  down  on 
the  map  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York  to  lay  out  streets,  avenues  and  squares  in  The  Citv  of  New  York,  running 
thence  westerly  on  a line  parallel  with  and  distant  375  feet  from  said  centre  line  of 
Thirty-ninth  street  and  a line  drawn  in  continuation  thereof  994.52  feet;  thence  north-

The  lands  and  lands  under  water  so  selected  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a 
public  wholesale  market,  provided,  however,  that  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  or 
any  part  thereof,  whenever  they  shall  no  longer  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  a 
market,  may  be  assigned  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  use  for  any 
other  public  purpose,  or  may  be  sold  by  said  Commissioners  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water,  whether  such  lands  or  lands  under  water  be  acquired  by  purchase  or  by  condemna- 
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tion  proceedings,  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  construction  of  said  market,  the 
Comptroller,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law,  is  authorized  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New 
York.  Such  Corporate  Stock  shall  be  issued  from  time  to  time  upon  the  requisition  of 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisi- 
tions, and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  and  shall  constitute 
a fund  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  referred  to  are 
described  as  follows :

The  public  feeling  of  this  section 
is  becoming  more  and  more  aroused  on  account  of  this  delay,  which  they  do  not 
understand  and  about  which  no  reasonable  excuse  has  been  offered  by  any  member  of 
your  Board.  The  matter  has  been  thoroughly  gone  over,  and  all  of  the  details  are 
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known  to  every  man,  woman  and  child  of  Westchester  County  and  The  Bronx  as 
well  as  to  every  member  of  your  Board,  and  there  can  be  no  valid  public  reason  for  this 
delay,  which  is  an  injury  to  the  public.

Gentlemen — The  New  Rochelle  Board  of  Trade  respectfully  beg  to  be  informed 
when  your  Honorable  Board  will  pass  the  ordinance  of  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad,  now  before  your  body. 

We  have  appeared  before  your  body  at  every  hearing  which  has  been  held  on  this 
matter,  and  upon  behalf  of  our  taxpayers,  citizens  and  workingmen  urged  immediate 
favorable  action  on  this  ordinance.  The  delay  to  which  this  matter  is  being  subjected 
by  the  New  York  Board  of  Aldermen  is  working  irreparable  injury  to  the  public  of 
Westchester  County,  and  as  representatives  of  a portion  of  that  public  we  beg  to 
inquire  the  reason  therefor. 

We  are  advised  by  competent  counsel  that  the  extinct  Westchester  and  Boston 
Railroad  cannot  use  any  assent  or  grant  which  your  Honorable  Board  might  give  to 
them,  for  the  reason  that  they  have  long  since  ceased  to  exist  and  that  no  Legislature 
whatever  can  ever  revive  them.  Counsel  inform  us  that  the  only  effect  that  any 
favorable  action  on  the  extinct  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  will  be  to  cloud 
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property  titles  and  to  precipitate  a large  number  of  law  suits  against  property,  thus 
vastly  injuring  the  public  and  taxpayers  of  this  section  as  well  as  The  Bronx. 

We  cannot  see  why  you  cannot  now  take  up  and  pass  the  Port  Chester  ordinance. 
We  do  not  perceive  why  there  should  be  any  hearing  of  further  reference  on  the 
matter.

As  you  are  probably  aware,  Hon.  W.  W.  Niles,  one  of  the  most  eminent  lawyers  in 
New  York  City,  was  recently  retained  by  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance,  having  a membership 
of  5,000  taxpayers,  for  the  purpose  of  advising  the  Alliance  as  to  whether  the  already 
recognized  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  really  had  any  legal  rights  left.  Mr.  Niles 
reported  to  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance  that  that  affair  had  been  and  was  now  absolutely 
dead  beyond  the  power  of  ever  being  revived  by  any  legislation.  Two  of  his  conclusions 
are  as  follows: 

“ My  conclusion,  therefore,  on  this  point  is  that  the  railroad  company  is  left  a mere 
corporation,  divested  of  all  its  property  and  franchises  constituting  property,  and  so 
without  ability  to  change  the  route  or  to  locate  a new  one. 

“ The  result  of  this  conclusion  is  that  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston 
Railroad  is  in  no  position  to  locate  and  build  a railroad  in  the  event  that  the  consent  for 
which  they  have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  should  be  granted. — W.  W.  Niles, 
counsel  to  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance.” 

The  Bronx  as  well  as  Westchester  County  are  practically  unanimous  in  asking 
the  immediate  favorable  action  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  New  York  and 
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Port  Chester  Railroad  ordinance.  The  Bronx  is  now  absolutely  devoid  of  transporta- 
tion facilities  and  the  entire  public,  laborers  and  wage  earners  are  being  grievously 
injured  by  the  delay  to  which  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  is  being 
subjected.  The  entire  public  realize  that  it  is  only  through  the  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road that  you  will  get  rapid  transit  in  The  Bronx,  and  relief. 

\\  e ask  you  in  the  interest  of  the  laborers,  wage  earners,  taxpayers,  citizens  and 
public  generally  of  The  Bronx  to  kindly  support  President  Haffen  and  Alderman 
Goodman  and  The  Bronx  Aldermen  in  the  efforts  which  we  understand  they  are 
now  going  to  make  and  continue  to  make  to  secure  favorable  action  on  the  Port 
Chester  Railroad. 

It  is  the  unanimous  hope  and  prayer  of  all  of  the  wage  earners,  taxpayers  and 
citizens  of  The  Bronx  that  Messrs.  Goodman  and  Haffen  will  continue  this  fight  in 
the  interests  of  the  taxpayers  and  wage  earners  at  every  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  until  favorable  action  is  secured  on  the  ordinance  of  the  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road. Every  Alderman  and  public  man  who  will  assist  in  this  matter  will  win  the 
undying  gratitude  of  the  entire  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  We  trust  that  you  will  help 
us  through  our  friends.  President  Haffen,  The  Bronx  Aldermen  and  Alderman  Good- 
man, in  this  contest. 

The  public,  wage  earners  and  taxpayers  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  respect- 
fully call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  the  fact  that  a hearing  on  the 
Port  Chester  application  is  absolutely  unnecessary,  for  the  reason  that  two  hearings 
have  already  been  held,  at  both  of  which  there  was  a unanimous  request  for  im- 
mediate action  on  that  matter.  A hearing  will  simply  be  wasting  the  time  of  the 
public.  It  is  an  unnecessary  delay,  and  we  respectfully  submit  that  justice  and  fair 
play  to  the  wage  earners  and  taxpayers  demands  immediate  favorable  action  on  the 
Port  Chester  application  by  sending  it  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  or  by  passing  it 
directly  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

LEGAL  OPINION  OF  HON.  WM.  W.  NILES  TO  TAXPAYERS’  ALLIANCE 
OF  THE  BRONX,  ON  THE  DEFUNCT  NEW  YORK,  WESTCHESTER 
AND  BOSTON  RAILROAD. 

Hon.  ADOLPH  C.  HOTTENROTH,  President,  Taxpayers’  Alliance: 

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  legal  status  at  the  pres- 
ent time  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company  and  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  I would  advise  you  as  follows: 
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I assume  the  following  facts : 

First — As  to  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company. 

That  the  company  was  incorporated  in  March,  1872. 

That  the  articles  of  incorporation  were  defective  in  that  they  did  not  include  the 
affidavit  required  in  section  2 of  the  Railroad  Law  of  1850. 

That  in  1876  the  company  became  insolvent  and  a receiver  was  appointed. 

That  in  1861  the  receiver,  acting  under  an  order  of  the  Court,  sold  all  the  rights, 
title  and  interest  of  the  company  to  its  roadbed,  right  of  way  and  all  real  estate,  tracks 
and^  fixtures,  which  rights,  etc.,  were  purchased  at  said  sale  by  one  Van  Pelt,  and  which 
sale  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

That  Van  Pelt  subsequently  conveyed  whatever  he  purchased  to  a corporation 
known  as  the  East  River  and  Connecticut  Railway  Company. 

That  in  1903  the  company  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  authority  to  cross 
certain  streets  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  and  that  this  application  is  now  pending 
before  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Second — As  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company. 

That  this  company  was  incorporated  on  April  1,  1901. 

That  it  has  applied  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  a certificate  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity  and  received  such  certificate. 

That  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  has  been  reviewed  by 
the  courts,  and  has  been  finally  approved  by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

That  it  has  received  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council  of  New  Rochelle  and 
of  the  Common  Council  of  Mt.  Vernon  to  cross  the  streets  within  the  limits  of  these 
cities.  By  the  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Westchester  County  it  has  received 
authority  to  cross  streets  outside  of  the  limits  of  cities  within  Westchester  County. 

That  it  has  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  leave 
to  cross  streets  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  which  application  is  still  pending  before 
that  Board. 

Assuming  that  these  facts  are  true,  the  question  arises  as  to  what  is  the  conclusion 
to  be  drawn  from  them. 

As  to  the  failure  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company 
to  attach  the  proper  affidavit  to  its  application,  the  defect  might  be  perhaps  cured  by 
' application  to  the  court,  or,  if  the  court  is  without  power,  by  a simple  enabling  act  of 
the  Legislature.  ^ 

The  receiver’s  sale  of  the  corporate  rights  and  property,  however,  presents  a 
much  more  serious  question. 
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The  order  under  which  the  sale  was  made  provided  that  the  receiver  should  sell 
all  the  rights  of  said  company,  and  all  the  rights,  title  and  interest  of  said  company, 
legal  or  equitable,  in  and  to  the  roadbed  and  right  of  way,  and  all  its  real  estate, 
tracks  and  fixtures.  It  did  not  expressly  specify  its  franchises.  I understand  that  the 
Railroad  Company  attempts  to  make  a distinction  between  the  word  “ rights  ” and 
“ franchises,”  and  while  admitting  the  sale  of  the  former,  claims  that  the  latter  did  not 
pass  by  such  sale.  In  my  opinion,  the  distinction  is  a fine  one,  and  cannot  be  main- 
tained. If,  however,  such  a distinction  does  exist,  it  is  not  conclusive  of  this  question. 

The  judgment  under  which  the  receiver  was  appointed  decreed  that  he  be  ap- 
pointed receiver  of  the  rights,  estates,  franchises,  credits,  and  all  the  property  of  the 
said  defendant  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever.  These  franchises  undoubtedly  passed 
to  the  receiver  upon  his  appointment.  Those  here  referred  to  are,  of  course,  the 
franchises  which  constitute  property  and  not  the  franchise  to  be  a corporation,  and 
the  order,  therefore,  directing  him  to  sell,  and  under  which  he  did  sell  all  the  rights 
of  the  corporation  included  all  the  franchises  of  the  corporation  constituting  the 
property  rights. 

Among  the  rights  which  passed  by  such  receiver’s  sale  were  the  rights  springing 
from  the  statutory  location  of  the  company’s  route,  and  since  the  sale  the  company, 
therefore,  has  no  route,  and  no  dhange  of  its  route  could  therefore  be  made,  nor  can 
it  locate  a new  route  under  section  13  of  the  Railroad  Law. 

My  conclusion,  therefore,  on  this  point  is  that  the  railroad  company  is  left;  a 
mere  corporation  divested  of  all  its  property  and  franchises  constituting  property, 
and  so  without  ability  to  change  the  route  or  to  locate  a new  one. 

The  result  of  this  conclusion  is  that  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston 
Railroad  is  in  no  position  to  locate  and  build  a railroad  in  the  event  that  the  consent 
for  which  they  have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  should  be  granted. 

A«  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  from  the  assumed 
facts,  it  would  appear  that  they  have  complied  with  all  requirements  of  law,  and  are 
in  a position  to  locate  and  construct  a road  as  soon  as  the  consent  for  which  they 
have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  granted.

Dear  Sir — I would  respectfully  ask  your  Honorable  Board  to  permit  me  to  enter 
into  a contract  with  the  Van  Dorn  Iron  Works  Company,  without  public  letting,  to 
place  on  the  remainder  of  the  cells  at  the  Workhouse,  Blackwell’s  Island  (163  cells), 
new  locks  with  emergency  lever  opening  device,  at  twenty-six  dollars  ($26)  per  cell, 
a total  cost  of  $4,238. 

In  the  event  of  fire,  by  this  device,  all  the  cells  on  a tier  can  be  opened  simultane- 
ously. The  present  system  is  antiquated  and  requires  each  cell  to  be  opened  with  a 
key  separately,  and  in  case  of  fire,  great  loss  of  life  might  occur.  About  four  years 
ago  I had  the  above-mentioned  locking  device  placed  on  three  (3)  tiers  and  find  it 
excellent.

(ORIGINAL  ORDINANCE.) 

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  location  of  a public  market 
place  and  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a public  market  in  the 
Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York,  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  lands  for  this  purpose,  and  for  the  regulation  and  maintenance  of  the 
same. 

Whereas,  The  requirements  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  southerly  and  westerly  por- 
tion of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  comprising  an  area  equal  to  one-third  of.  the  en- 
tire Borough,  demand  the  location  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity,  there  being  no 
market  south  of  the  Wallabout  Market,  distant  about  four  miles  from  said  localities; 
and 

Whereas,  The  means  of  transportation  by  vehicles  and  cars,  both  trolley  and 
steam,  throughout  said  localities  concentrate  at  or  near  the  Thirty-ninth  Street 
Ferry,  in  said  borough;  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity  would  tend  to 
greatly  increase  the  assessed  valuations  of  real  estate  throughout  said  localities, 
which  are  capable  of  sustaining  a population  at  least  four  times  greater  than  that 
now  existing. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Provision  is  hereby  made  for  the  acquisition  and  establishment  of  a 
public  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York, 
upon  the  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbelow  described,  which  are  hereby  se- 
lected for  a public  market  in  said  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  surveys  and  maps  there- 
of are  hereby  directed  to  be  made  and  filed  as  provided  bv  law.  Said  lands  or  lands 
under  water  shall  be  acquired  for  said  purposes  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation 
proceedings  as  required  by  law;  provided,  however,  that  this  matter  be  submitted  to 
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the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  that  no  further  oroceedings  be  taken 
until  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  is  approved  and  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  directed  and  instructed  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  acquire  title  to  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and  any  and  all  rights 
and  hereditaments  in  and  to  the  same  by  condemnation  proceedings  to  be  conducted 
as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  so  selected,  whether  purchased  on  ac- 
quired as  above  specified,  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a market  and  dedicated  to 
market  purposes,  and  shall  be  used  and  occupied  as  such  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  expense  of  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water  and  interests  therein  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  amounts  of  the  awards  made 
in  condemnation  proceedings  for  the  value  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and 
interests  therein,  and  the  money  for  the  payment  thereof,  together  with  the  fees  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Estimate,  compensation  of  such  necessary  clerks  or  assistants 
as  they  may  employ,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  said  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  including  the  fees  of  counsel  employed  bv  the  Corporation  Counsel 
in  the  proceeding,  and  all  other  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  said  Corporation 
Counsel  in  the  conduct  of  said  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  through  the  issue  of  Corpo- 
rate Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  upon  the  requisition  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, to  issue  such  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  from  time  to  time 
to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisitions,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
and  the  amount  so  issued  is  hereby  created  a fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  no- 
bonds or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance  unless  the  proposition  for  creating  such  debt  shall  first  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  provided  by 
law.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  paid  into  the  Citv  Treasury  and  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  5.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinabove  mentioned  and  referred  to- 
are  described  as  follows:  All  that  certain  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land  or  land  under 
water  situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  County 
of  Kings,  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  bounded  and  described  as  follows* 
to  wit:  Beginning  at  a point  on  the  westerly  line  or  side  of  Second  avenue,  375  feet 
northerly  from  the  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street,  as  said  street  is  laid  down  on 
the  map  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature'  of  the  State  of  New 
York  to  lay  out  streets,  avenues  and  squares  in  The  Citv  of  New  York,  running 
thence  westerly  on  a line  parallel  with  and  distant  373  feet  from  said  centre  line  of 
Thirty-ninth  street  and  a line  drawn  in  continuation  thereof  gg4.52  feet;  thence  north- 
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easterly  350.89  feet  to  a point  717  feet  northerly  from  the  continuation  of  the  centre 
line  of  Thirty-ninth  street;  thence  easterly,  parallel  with  said  centre  line  of  Thirty- 
ninth  street,  916.02  feet,  to  the  westerly  line  or  side  of  Second  avenue;  thence  south- 
erly along  the  westerly  side  of  Second  avenue  342  feet  to  the  point  or  place  of  be- 
ginning, be  the  said  several  dimensions  more  or  less.

Such  Corporate  Stock  shall  be  issued  from  time  to  time  upon  the  requisition  of 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisi- 
tions, and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  and  shall  constitute 
a fund  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  referred  to  are 
described  as  follows : 
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All  that  certain  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land  and  land  under  water,  situate,  lying  and

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  pro- 
vides moneys  for  the  especial  use  of  high  schools,  which  moneys  are  known  as  the 
“ Books  and  Apparatus  Fund,”  and  the  “ Regents’  Bonus  Fund,”  and  which  moneys 
are  deposited  with  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York;  and 

Whereas,  These  moneys  are  expended  for  scientific  apparatus,  library  books  and 
the  peculiar  supplies  incident  to  high  school  work,  which  supplies  are  in  many  respects 
peculiar  to  the  needs  of  the  various  high  schools ; and 

Whereas,  The  tabulation  and  preparation  of  bid  books  for  these  supplies  causes 
great  delay  and  inconvenience  to  the  said  high  schools,  and  the  cause  of  education  is 
imperilled  thereby;  now  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  and  hereby  is  permitted  to  procure  such 
supplies,  chargeable  to  the  “ Special  High  School  Fund,”  as  may  be  needful  for  the  use 
of  the  high  schools  in  The  City  of  New  York,  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  forty 
thousand  dollars  during  any  one  calendar  year,  without  entering  into  advertised  contract 
therefor. 

In  connection  with  the  above  resolution  the  following  brief  was  submitted: 

Brief  to  accompany  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Education  to  expend  moneys  in  the  “ Books  and  Apparatus  Fund  ” and  the 
“ Regents’  Bonus  Fund  ” for  apparatus  and  supplies  for  high  schools,  without 
entering  into  advertised  contract  therefor. 

The  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  appropriate  to  the  sec- 
ondary schools  of  the  State  from  the  revenue  of  the  United  States  Deposit  Fund  moneys 
for  the  encouragement  of  secondary  education,  that  may  be  expended  for  library 
books,  apparatus,  and  supplies  peculiar  to  the  needs  of  high  school  instruction.  These 
moneys  appropriated  to  the  high  schools  of  Greater  New  York  are  deposited  with  the 
Comptroller,  who  becomes  simply  the  custodian  of  such  funds  and  carries  them  in  a 
separate  account,  known  as  the  “ Special  High  School  Fund.” 

Heretofore  the  moneys  in  the  two  funds  known  as  “ Books  and  Apparatus  Fund  ” 
and  “ Regents’  Bonus  Fund  ” have  been  expended  without  contract.  Section  419  of 
the  Revised  Charter  says:  “ Whenever  any  work  is  necessary  to  be  done  to  complete 
or  perfect  a particular  job  or  any  supply  is  needful  for  any  particular  purpose,  which 
work  and  job  is  to  be  undertaken  or  supply  furnished  for  The  City  of  Newr  York,  and 
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the  several  parts  of  the  said  work  or  supply  shall,  in  the  aggregate,  involve  the  ex- 
penditure of  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  the  same  shall  be  by  contract  * * * 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.”  The  interpretation  of  this  section  has  been  deemed  to  make 
necessary  the  tabulation  of  apparatus,  supplies  and  library  books,  which  tabulation 
not  only  requires  a vast  amount  of  labor  and  time,  but  produces  a volume,  encyclo- 
pedic in  proportion,  at  an  expenditure  of  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
purchase  of  goods  amounting  to  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars.  But  the  greatest 
evil  resulting  is  the  delay  in  the  purchase  of  necessary  supplies  caused  by  this  tabula- 
tion and  advertising. 

A majority  of  all  the  articles  purchased  are  in  single  units,  and  the  articles 
themselves  are  often  patented  articles,  so  that  no  competition  results  from  the  adver- 
tisement. In  fact,  most  of  the  biological  supplies  can  be  purchased  in  the  open 
market  cheaper  than  any  contractor  can  afford  to  furnish  them  when  he  is  compelled 
to  deliver  them  to  schools  as  far  apart  as  Long  Island  City  and  Staten  Island. 

As  illustrations  of  the  delay  to  the  several  high  schools  caused  by  the  necessity 
for  such  advertising:  The  High  School  of  Commerce  moved  into  its  new  building  in 
September,  1903,  and  has  not  yet  received  the  equipment  of  scientific  apparatus  and 
supplies  asked  for  in  the  previous  June;  the  same  is  true  of  the  Morris  High  School; 
the  Commercial  High  School,  on  the  14th  day  of  April,  1903,  placed  an  order  for  four 
hundred  dollars’  worth  of  chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus  and  supplies,  which 
order  the  Supply  Department  has  not  yet  been  able  to  fill,  although  every  reasonable 
effort  that  can  be  made  to  furnish  the  supplies  to  the  above-named  high  schools  has 
been  made  by  the  Supply  Department,  and  the  entire  delay  has  been  caused  by  the 
necessity  for  tabulation,  specification  and  advertisement.  The  same  conditions  may 
be  found  in  practically  all  of  the  other  high  schools. 

The  pressing  needs  of  the  high  schools,  the  serious  harm  that  has  already  resulted 
and  the  effective  working  of  these  schools  in  the  future,  make  urgent  the  speedy 
adoption  of  the  resolution.

Dear  Sir — At  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Merchants’  Association 
held  last  Friday,  a communication  was  presented  from  the  Van  Nest  Property  Own- 
ers’ Association  and  other  organizations  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  which 
direct  request  is  made  for  the  Association  to  take  the  lead  in  such  steps  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  compel  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  at  once  take  definite  action  on 
the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  for  permission  to  cross 
the  streets  and  highways  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  As  you  know,  this  appli- 
cation has  been  pending  for  over  a year. 

After  mature  consideration  the  subject  was  referred  to  our  Committee  on  Fran- 
chises and  Transportation,  of  which  I am  Chairman,  with  full  power  in  the  premises, 

Our  Association  feels  that  an  improvement  of  this  character,  which  would  be  of 
such  vast  benefit  to  the  residents  in  that  section  by  increasing  realty  values,  affording 
better  transportation  facilities,  etc.,  should  not  be  held  up  without  good  and  sufficient 
reasons  being  given  to  the  public,  which  explanation  has  not  been  forthcoming.  Be- 
fore starting  an  agitation  I respectfully  request  that  you  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  to  the  unanimous  sentiment  of  the  citizens  of  the  Borough  of 
The  Bronx,  as  also  the  majority  of  the  citizens  living  throughout  the  rest  of  the 
City,  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  act  promptly  upon  this  application,  whether 
the  action  be  favorable  or  unfavorable.  The  people  of  this  great  city  feel  that  it  is 
unjust  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  intentionally  refrain  for  over  a year 
from  taking  any  action  on  so  important  a matter.

Department. 

I am  very  anxious  to  secure  the  consent  of  the  Board  for  the  purchase,  without 
advertising  and  public  letting,  of  10,000  cubic  yards,  more  or  less,  of  garden  mold,  to  be 
delivered  at  Crotona  Park,  in  The  Bronx  Borough. 

We  are  very  much  in  need  of  this  mold,  and  it  is  important  that  we  secure  it  at 
once,  as  it  will  be  difficult — impossible,  perhaps — to  get  another  lot  so  good  or  so  cheap 
as  that  offered  at  present. 

I have  a proposition  from  a reliable  contractor,  who  agrees  to  furnish  in  place 
10,000  cubic  yards  of  garden  mold,  at  60  cents  per  cubic  yard,  and  will  furnish,  in  addi- 
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tion,  20,000  cubic  yards  of  good  earth  fill,  for  which  no  charge  whatever  will  be  made 
to  the  Park  Department,  provided  he  can  begin  the  delivery  of  this  material  at  once, 
as  the  work  he  has  in  hand  must  be  completed  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Our  experience  here  has  shown  that  it  is  difficult — in  fact,  t may  say  impossible 
— to  secure  vegetable  mold  at  anything  like  the  price  at  which  this  contractor  offers 
it;  and  it  is  important  that  we  secure  this  mold,  as  we  require  it  at  once.  And-,  in 
addition  to  that,  we  shall  have  20,000  cubic  yards  o good  fill  at  a point  where  it  is 
very  much  neded  to  fill  in  low  and  swampy  lands,  for  which  no  charge  whatever  will 
be  made. 

From  what  I can  learn,  it  has  been  much  more  advantageous  to  the  City  to 
purchase  garden  mold  by  private  purchase  than  by  public  letting;  hence  I make  this 
appeal  both  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  expedition  in  the  matter  of  delivery  of 
material  of  which  we  are  in  great  need.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment: 

Gentlemen — I have  received  a letter  from  your  Secretary,  Deputy  Comptroller 
Stevenson,  dated  April  4,  1904,  forwarding  a communication  from  the  Department  of 
Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  relative  to  an  insufficiency  in  the  appropriation  for 
lighting  public  buildings  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  year  1904. 
This  letter,  dated  March  15,  1904,  was  presented  to  you  at  the  meeting  held  March  31, 
1904,  and  referred  to  me  for  my  consideration  and  advice. 

My  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  the  major  part  of  the  expense  for  lighting 
school  buildings  for  the  year  1903  has  not  been  paid,  and  that  my  predecessor  advised 
that  the  cost  of  lighting  school  buildings  should  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  made 
to  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity.  It  is  stated,  however,  that 
the  Board  of  Education  declined  to  transfer  from  its  own  account  to  the  account  of  the 
other  department  the  amount  which  had  been  appropriated  for  lighting  school  build- 
ings for  the  year  1903,  on  the  ground  that  the  Board  of  Education  had  exclusive  juris- 
diction in  this  matter. 

You  also  refer  to  a recent  decision  which,  I presume,  is  in  the  case  of  Gunnison  vs. 
the  Board  of  Education,  176  N.  Y.,  11,  and  request  my  opinion  as  to  which  department 
should  be  provided  with  the  funds  to  pay  for  the  lighting  of  school  buildings. 

With  the  letter  from  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  dated 
March  15,  1904,  are  forwarded  certain  other  papers,  the  principal  ones  of  which  are 
reports  to  him  from  the  Engineer  of  Surface  Construction,  dated  January  25,  1904,  and 
March  1,  1904.  There  is  also  a report  to  the  Comptroller  from  Duncan  Maclnnes, 
Expert  Accountant,  dated  March  4,  1904. 

There  are  thus  presented  three  subjects,  each  of  which  is  nearly  independent  of  the 
other. 
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The  first  and  most  important  one  relates  to  what  shall  be  done  as  to  the  lighting  of 
school  buildings  during  the  year  1904. 

The  situation,  as  I understand  it  from  the  papers  forwarded,  may  be  stated  as  fol- 
lows, without  going  into  the  matter  in  great  detail : 

No  money  was  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the 
lighting  of  school  buildings  for  the  year  1904,  except  a small  sum  ($15,542.73),  which 
is  only  enough  to  light  the  school  buildings  for  a few  days ; that  is  to  say,  no  money  has 
been  appropriated  either  to  the  Department  of  Education  or  to  the  Department  of  Water 
Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  for  the  specific  purpose  of  lighting  school  buildings  during 
the  year  1904,  except  the  small  amount  just  referred  to. 

Just  how  or  why  this  happened  is  not  entirely  clear  from  the  papers,  but  it  was 
doubtless  due  to  some  oversight  or  mistake,  the  occurrence  of  which  it  seems  unneces- 
sary to  try  to  explain  now. 

It  was  apparently  intended  that  an  appropriation  should  be  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  sufficient  to  state  that  an  appropriation  has  been  made  to  the  Department  of 
Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  of  only  enough  to  pay  its  usual  expected  bills  for 
other  purposes,  exclusive  of  any  expense  for  lighting  school  buildings.  It  is  true  that 
an  appropriation  of  $1,675,563.50  for  “ lamp's  and  lighting  ” in  the  Boroughs  of  Man- 
hattan and  The  Bronx  has  been  made  to  this  Department,  and  further  appropriations 
for  the  same  purpose  in  the  other  boroughs,  which  the  Commissioner  would  have  pow^r 
to  apply  to  the  lighting  of  school  buildings. 

If  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  should  use  a sub- 
stantial part  of  this  appropriation  for  lighting  school  buildings,  there  would  be  a de- 
ficiency at  the  end  of  the  year,  or  else  it  would  be  necessary  to  cease  lighting  a part  of 
the  streets  of  the  City. 

One  of  two  alternatives  is  thus  presented,  and  it  is,  I think,  a question  of  good 
judgment  and  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioner  as  to  which  one  shall  be 
adopted,  unless,  indeed,  some  other  source  of  financial  supply  can  be  found,  the  most 
obvious  of  which  is  an  issue  of  Special  Revenue  Bonds  under  subdivision  8 of  section 
188  of  the  Charter. 

The  second  subject  presented  in  the  communication  from  your  Secretary  relates  to 
the  expense  of  lighting  school  buildings  for  the  year  1903. 

The  difficulty  on  this  subject  has  arisen,  no  doubt,  in  part  from  the  dispute  with  the 
lighting  companies  as  to  their  alleged  contracts  with  the  City  for  public  lighting  during 
the  year  1903.  This  question  is  still  in  litigation,  and  it  is  hardly  possible  to  answer  it 
fully  at  the  present  time,  nor  is  it  advisable  to  attempt  to  do  so,  and  fortunately  it  is  not 
necessary  to  do  so.  A part  of  the  difficulty  also  arose  from  the  doubt  as  to  whether 
the  appropriation  for  lighting  school  buildings  should  be  made  to  the  Department  of 
Education  or  to  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity. 
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My  predecessor  held  distinctly  in  several  opinions  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
lighting  of  such  buildings  should  be  made  to  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas 
and  Electricity;  that  this  Department  has  full  and  exclusive  charge  of  the  contracts  for 
lighting  of  public  buildings,  and  that  all  bills  for  such  expenditure  should  be  certified 
by  the  Commissioner  thereof.  Two  of  his  principal  opinions  on  this  subject  were  dated 
June  16,  1902,  and  November  6,  1902,  respectively,  and  were  forwarded  to  the  Comp- 
troller. 

The  appropriation,  however,  was  made  for  the  year  1903,  to  the  Department  of 
Education,  and  no  money  for  that  year  for  the  lighting  of  school  buildings  was  appro- 
priated to  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity. 

I do  not  see,  however,  that  this  is  a matter  of  very  much  practical  importance.  The 
school  buildings  have  been  lighted  and  the  City  should,  of-  course,  pay  the  proper 
charges  therefor.  The  fact  that  money  has  been  appropriated  through  the  wrong  de- 
partment is  a matter  of  no  great  consequence.  The  Board  of  Education  certainly  could 
not  use  it  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  not  appropriated,  and  hence  it  would  seem 
that  either  the  bills  should  be  paid  directly  out  of  this  money,  or  a transfer  thereof  made 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas 
and  Electricity,  and  that  the  two  departments  should  co-operate  in  order  to  overcome 
any  technicality  that  may  stand  in  the  way. 

The  third  subject  relates  to  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  Gunnison  vs. 
The  Board  of  Education,  176  N.  Y.,  11.  I am  informed  that  my  predecessor  had  this 
decision  before  him  subsequent  to  the  opinions  deferred  to  above,  but  thought  that  it 
furnished  no  ground  for  changing  the  advice  which  he  had  previously  given.  I know 
of  no  reason  to  question  the  correctness  of  his  views,  but  have  made  no  original  re- 
examination of  the  subject.  I think  that  the  decision  in  the  Gunnison  case  has  no 
practical  bearing  upon  the  advice  which  has  been  given  in  this  opinion. 

If,  when  the  estimates  for  the  year  1905  are  to  be  made,  a review  of  the  question  is 
thought  desirable,  I shall  take  pleasure  in  making  it  when  requested  to  do  so.

Gentlemen — I have  received,  through  the  City  Clerk,  a copy  of  Resolution  No.  451 
adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  April  13,  1904,  which  reads  as  follows : 
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“ Resolved..  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  hereby  requested  to  inform  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  if  Resolution  No.  100,  now  in  Committee  of  Streets,  Highways  and  Sewers, 
permitting  the  Kings  County  Refrigerating  Company  to  lay  pipes  connecting  with  Walla- 
bout  Market,  is  drawn  up  in  such  form  as  to  be  or  not  to  be  affected  by  the  reasons 
assigned  by  the  Mayor  in  his  veto  of  Resolutions  Nos.  114  and  115  on  March  18  last.” 

I have  examined  Resolution  No.  100,  to  which  you  refer,  and  have  drawn  in  lieu 
thereof  a form  of  resolution,  which  I inclose,  covering  the  objects  sought  to  be  attained 
and  conforming  to  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  veto  message  of  the  Mayor  relating  to  the 
giving  of  a permit  to  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company  to  lay  certain  tracks  in  The  Bronx.

And  provided  further,  that  the  said  Kings  County  Refrigerating  Company  shall 
pay  to  The  City  of  New  York  as  compensation  for  the  privilege  hereby  granted, 
such  amount  as  may  be  deemed  equivalent  therefor  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  and  that  the  permission  hereby  granted  shall  take  effect  only  upon 
and  after  the  payment  by  the  said  Kings  County  Refrigerating  Company  of  any 
sum  or  sums  so  provided  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment;  and  no 
permit  shall  be -issued  to  said  company  for  the  construction  of  said  pipe-line  until 
a proper  receipt  for  the  amount  so  paid  is  produced  and  submitted  to  the  President 
of  the  said  Borough.

This  amount  is  re- 
quired to  maintain  the  parks  and  parkways  in  the  boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens, 
and  it  is  very  urgent  that  the  amount  asked  for  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men.  Please  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aider- 
men  at  its  meeting  on  May  3.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen— I hereby  respectfully  request  that  your  Honorable  Body  in  its  dis- 
cretion, authorize  the  issue  of  Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and 
fifty-five  cents  ($179,421.55).  This  amount  is  required  to  make  good  a deficiency 
caused  by  the  failure  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  of  1903  to  provide  sufficient  money 
to  take  care  of  the  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Parks, 
Boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens,  for  the  year  1904. 
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Herewith  I beg  to  submit  a schedule  of  the  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary 
for  the  maintenance  of  parks  and  parkways,  the  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and 
the  furnishing  of  music  in  the  various  parks,  as  formulated  by  my  predecessor,  the 
Hon.  Richard  Young.  I have  carefully  gone  over  this  estimate  and  have  found 
it  a just  and  equitable  one,  but  in  the  interest  of  economy  have  deducted  certain 
amounts,  which  were  asked  for  repairs  to  buildings,  the  establishment  of  a bureau 
of  arboriculture  and  the  purchase  of  trees,  which  can  be  deferred  for  another  year. 

Chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of  1902  put  all  the  shade  trees  in  the  streets  of  the 
City  under  the  care  of  the  Department  of  Parks.  In  compliance  with  this  act  it  was 
proposed  to  create  a bureau  of  arboriculture  at  a cost  of  fifty-six  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  ($56,775)  for  the  current  year.  The  last  Board  of 
Estimate  not  having  granted  this  amount  and  the  season  being  now  well  advanced,  it 
is  deemed  prudent  to  postpone  the  establishment  of  the  bureau  of  arboriculture  for 
another  year. 

Last  year  the  Department  furnished  thirty  (30)  concerts  in  Prospect  Park  and 
fifty-one  (51)  concerts  in  the  smaller  parks  of  the  two  boroughs.  These  concerts 
were  distributed  among  about  one  dozen  parks,  making  an  average  of  about  four 
each  during  the  season,  and  there  has  been  a persistent  demand  for  more  concerts 
all  over  the  city.  In  order  to  satisfy  the  clamor  of  the  people  the  Department 
asked  for  an  appropriation  for  this  year  of  eighteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
forty  dollars  ($18,740),  which  amount  would  provide  for  thirty-six  (36)  concerts  in 
Prospect  Park  and  one  hundred  (100)  concerts  in  the  small  parks  of  the  boroughs 
of  Brooklyn  and  Queens.  Only  eleven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars 
($11,864)  of  this  amount  has  been  granted  by  the  former  Board  of  Estimate. 

Salary  Account — The  clerical  force  as  well  as  the  engineering  force  of  the  De- 
partment, as  at  present  constituted,  is  totally  inadequate  and  unable  to  conduct  the 
business  of  this  Department  as  it  ought  to  be  done.  A number  of  new  positions  have 
been  asked  for,  and  the  demand  for  the  money  necessary  to  pay  the  respective  salaries 
should  be  granted. 

The  increase  in  the  salary  account,  amounting  to  nine  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twelve  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents  ($9,912.55)  is  explained  as  follows:

Required  for  new  positions,  twenty-one  hundred  dollars  ($2,100). 

Positions  transferred  from  the  per  diem  account  to  salary  account,  six  thousand 
two  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents  ($6,212.55). 

Increase  in  salary,  sixteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,600). 

Of  the  latter  amount  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  is  to  be  applied  to  the  increase 
of  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  from  three  thousand  to  four  thousand  dollars 
($3,000  to  $4,000)  per  annum;  of  the  salary  of  the  Chief  Clerk,  two  thousand  to 
twenty- five  hundred  dollars  ($2,000  to  $2,500),  which  amount  he  was  paid  previous  to 
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1902,  and  fifty  dollars  ($50)  each  to  restore  the  salaries  of  the  Assistant  Paymaster 
and  the  Property  Clerk  to  what  they  were  previous  to  1902. 

The  salary  of  the  Stenographer  in  1903  was  increased  to  twelve  hundred  dollars 
($1,200),  while  in  fact  only  ten  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($1,050)  is  being  paid,  al- 
though the  increase  was  granted  by  Commissioner  Young  in  July,  1903.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  New  York: 

Gentlemen — In  a recent  report  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  the  matter  of  the 
defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company  he  states,  in  answer 
to  a question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has 
any  jurisdiction  to  inquire  into  the  legal  status  of  a corporation,  that  the  reply  must 
be  found  by  an  examination  of  section  74  of  the  present  Charter. 

Among  others,  the  Corporation  Counsel  makes  the  statement  that  upon  the 
introduction  of  an  ordinance  granting  a franchise  for  the  use  of  any  street,  avenue, 
water-way,  parkway  or  highway  it  “shall,  on  its  introduction  and  first  reading,  be 
referred  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
who  shall  make  inquiry  as  to  the  money  value,  etc.” 

We  are  advised  by  competent  legal  counsel,  and  we  hereby  furthermore  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  entirely  in  error  in  his 
interpretation  of  the  application  for  the  right  to  cross  streets  over  or  under  the 
grades  thereof,  as  coming  under  the  provisions  of  section  74  of  the  present  Charter. 

An  application  of  this  kind,  as  has  been  repeatedly  pointed  out,  is  not  a fran- 
chise, but  is  an  application  made  under  section  11  of  the  general  Railroad  Law, 
which  is  very  specific  and  clear  in  its  conditions  and  provisions. 

We  have  submitted  this  matter  to  a number  of  attorneys,  and  they  all  advise  us 
that  there  is  no  doubt  whatever  but  that  an  application  of  the  kind  which  we  are  here 
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discussing  has  no  relation  to  any  provision  of  the  present  Charter,  but  is  entirely  an 
application  under  the  general  Railroad  Law. 

We  also  call  your  attention  to  the  opinion  of  Ex-Corporation  Counsel  George 
L.  Rives,  in  the  matter  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company, 
which  opinion  was  made  to  the  Railroad  Committee  of  the  last  Board  of  Aldermen. 
In  tjie  accompanying  opinion  you  will  see  that  Mr.  Rives  "holds  that  applications  of 
this  kind  do  not  come  under  sections  71  to  77  of  the  provisions  of  the  present 
Charter. 

We  submit  to  your  Board  the  following  axioms: 

1.  That  any  Board  or  body  which  has  the  power  of  determining  or  granting 
any  application  also  has  the  power  of  refusing  or  rejecting  the  same  application. 

2.  That  any  board  or  body  deliberating  upon  any  matter  manifestly  has  the 
right  or  manifestly  should  inform  itself  of  every  detail  relating  to  the  matter  under 
consideration. 

3.  That  it  is  manifestly  absurd  and  ridiculous  for  any  municipal  body  to  grant 
a right  to  any  corporation  which  has  no  de  facto  legal  existence  or  right  to  use 
a proposed  grant,  and  that  therefore  the  City  authorities  must  inform  themselves 

whether  or  not  the  applicant  has  a legal  existence. 

« 

4.  That  it  is  the  sworn  duty  of  the  City  authorities  to  protect  the  property 
rights  of  the  citizens  and  property  owners  of  the  city,  and,  consequently,  that  the 
City  authorities  shall  not  cloud  property  titles  by  recognizing  an  alleged  corpora- 
tion, the  non-existence  of  which  has  been  conclusively  proved. 

We  desire  to  bring  this  entire  matter  to  your  attention  and  to  point  out  that 
you  not  only  have  the  right  to  inquire  into  the  legal  status,  but  that  you  are  morally 
bound  to  do  so. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  refer  to  a recent  remark  of  Comp- 
troller Grout,  to  the  effect  that  “we  have  the  right  to  grant  a thing,  and  they 
can  do  nothing  until  we  grant  it,  consequently  they  must  conform  to  our  condi- 
tions.” We  are  quoting  this  from  a newspaper  interview  which  occurred  some  time 
ago,  and  do  not  claim  to  have  it  verbatim,  but  know  that  we  have  the  sense  of  it. 

We  also  inclose  you  copy  of  the  opinion  of  the  Hon.  W.  W.  Niles,  made  to  the 
Taxpayers’  Alliance  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  wherein  Mr.  Niles  shows  that 
the  alleged  Westchester  arid  Boston  has  absolutely  no  existence  or  life,  and  that  it 
could  not  use  any  grant  or  alleged  right  which  it  might  obtain  from  the  City.  We 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  two  of  Mr.  Niles’  conclusions  are  as  follows: 

“My  conclusion,  therefore,  on  this  point  is  that  the  railroad  company  is  left  a 
mere  corporation  divested  of  all  its  property  and  franchises  constituting  property, 
and  so  without  ability  to  change  the  route  or  to  locate  a new  one.” 
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The  result  of  this  conclusion  is  that  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston 
Railroad  is  in  no  position  to  locate  and  build  a railroad  in  the  event  that  the  con- 
sent for  which  they  have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  should  be  granted. 

As  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  from  the  assumed 
facts  it  would  appear  that  they  have  complied  with  all  requirements  of  law  and  are 
in  a position  to  locate  and  construct  a road  so  soon  as  the  consent  for  which  they 
have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  granted. 

Trusting  that  you  will  take  absolutely  no  action  upon  this  matter  until  you  give 
The  Bronx  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  and  state  their  wishes  and  desires  and  inter- 
ests, thanking  you,  and  awaiting  notice  of  a hearing  from  your  Board  in  this  mat-

Legal  Opinion  of  Hon.  William  W.  Niles  to  Taxpayers’  Alliance  of  The  Bronx  on  the 
Defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad. 

Hon.  Adolph  C.  Hottenroth,  President,  Taxpayers’  Alliance: 

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  legal  status  at  the  pres- 
ent time  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company  and  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  I would  advise  you  as  follows : 

I assume  the  following  facts: 

First — As  to  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company. 

That  the  company  was  incorporated  in  March,  1872. 

That  the  articles  of  incorporation  were  defective  in  that  they  did  not  include  the 
affidavit  required  in  section  2 of  the  Railroad  Law  of  1850. 

That  in  1876  the  company  became  insolvent  and  a receiver  was  appointed. 

That  in  1881  the  receiver,  acting  under  an  order  of  the  Court,  sold  all  the  rights, 
title  and  interest  of  the  company  to  its  roadbed,  right  of  way  and  all  real  estate,  tracks 
and  fixtures,  which  rights,  etc.,  were  purchased  at  said  sale  by  one  Van  Pelt,  and  which 
sale  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

That  Van  Pelt  subsequently  conveyed  whatever  he  purchased  to  a corporation 
known  as  the  East  River  and  Connecticut  Railway  Company. 

That  in  1903  the  company  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  authority  to  cross 
certain  streets  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  and  this  application  is  now  pending  before 
the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Second — As  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company. 

That  this  company  was  incorporated  in  April  1,  1901. 
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That  it  has  applied  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  a certificate  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity  and  received  such  certificate. 

That  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  has  been  reviewed  by  the 
courts,  and  has  been  finally  approved  by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

That  it  has  received  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council  of  New  Rochelle  and  of  the 
Common  Council  of  Mount  Vernon  to  cross  the  streets  within  the  limits  of  these  cities. 
By  the  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Westchester  County  it  has  received  authority  to 
cross  streets  outside  of  the  limits  of  cities  within  Westchester  County. 

That  it  has  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  leave 
to  cross  streets  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  which  application  is  still  pending  before 
that  Board. 

Assuming  that  these  facts  are  true,  the  question  arises  as  to  what  is  the  conclusion 
to  be  drawn  from  them. 

As  to  the  failure  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company  to 
attach  the  proper  affidavit  to  its  application,  the  defect  might  perhaps  be  cured  by  appli- 
cation to  the  Court,  or,  if  the  Court  is  without  power,  by  a simple  enabling  act  of  the 
Legislature. 

The  receiver’s  sale  of  the  corporate  rights  and  property,  however,  presents  a 
much  more  serious  question. 

The  order  under  which  the  sale  was  made  provided  that  the  receiver  should  sell 
all  the  rights  of  said  company,  and  all  the  rights,  title  and  interest  of  the  said  company, 
legal  or  equitable,  in  and  to  the  roadbed  and  right  of  way,  and  all  its  real  estate, 
tracks  and  fixtures.  It  did  not  expressly  specify  its  franchises.  I understand  that 
the  railroad  company  attempts  to  make  a distinction  between  the  word  “rights” 
and  “ franchises,”  and  while  admitting  the  sale  of  the  former,  claims  that  the  latter 
did  not  pass  by  such  sale.  In  my  opinion,  the  distinction  is  a fine  one  and  cannot  be 
maintained.  If,  however,  such  a distinction  does  exist,  it  is  not  conclusive  of  this 
question.  . 

The  judgment  under  which  the  receiver  was  appointed  decreed  that  he  be  ap- 
pointed receiver  of  the  rights,  estates,  franchises,  credits  and  all  the  property  of  the 
said  defendant  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever.  These  franchises  undoubtedly  passed 
to  the  receiver  upon  his  appointment.  Those  here  referred  to  are,  of  course,  the 
franchises  which  constitute  property  and  not  the  franchise  to  be  a corporation,  and 
the  order,  therefore,  directing  him  to  sell,  and  under  which  he  did  sell  all  the  rights 
of  the  corporation,  included  all  the  franchises  of  the  corporation  constituting  the 
property  rights. 

Among  the  rights  which  passed  by  such  receiver’s  sale  were  the  rights  spring- 
ing from  the  statutory  location  of  the  company’s  route,  and  since  the  sale  the  com- 
pany, therefore,  has  no  route  and  no  change  of  its  route  could,  therefore,  be  made, 
nor  can  it  locate  a new  route  under  section  13  of  the  Railroad  Law. 
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My  conclusion,  therefore,  on  this  point  is  that  the  railroad  company  is  left  a 
mere  corporation  divested  of  all  its  property  and  franchises  constituting  property, 
and  so  without  ability  to  change  the  route  or  to  locate  a new  one. 

The  result  of  this  conclusion  is  that  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston 
Railroad  is  in  no  position  to  locate  and  build  a railroad,  in  the  event  that  the  con- 
sent for  which  they  have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  should  be  granted. 

As  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  from  the  assumed 
facts  it  would  appear  that  they  have  complied  with  all  requirements  of  law,  and  are 
in  a position  to  locate  and  construct  a road  as  soon  as  the  consent  for  which  they 
have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  granted.

Report  of  Committee  on  Buildings — 

No.  309 — (G.  O.  No.  62).. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred  on  March  8,  1904  (Minutes, 
page  808),  the  annexed  ordinance  in  favor  of  amending  section  109  of  the  Building 
Code,  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance 
be  amended  as  follows:  By  striking  therefrom,  in  the  8th,  9th  and  10th  lines  the 
words:  “No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code,  is  not  in  actual 
use  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and  ” and  by  striking  therefrom,  in  the  5th 
line  of  section  2,  the  words  and  figures  “ and  on  or  before  January  1,  1904”;  also  by 
inserting  in  the  4th  line  of  section  2,  between  the  words  “ purposes  ” and  “ for," 
the  words  “ now  erected  or.” 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  ordinance,  as  so  amended,  be  adopted. 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  Amend  Section  One  Hundred  and  Nine  of  the  Building  Code. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  nine  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

Section  109.  Theatres  and  Places  of  Public  Amusement.— Every  theatre  or  opera 
house,  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for 
public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  hereafter  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  more 
than  three  hundred  persons  shall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. [No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code  is  not  in  actual  use 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and]  no  building  hereafter  erected  not  in  conformity 
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with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  shall  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes, 
or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  made  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  And  no  building  hereinbefore  described  shall 
be  opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments 
of  any  kind,  until  the  Department  of  Buildings  and  the  Fire  Commissioner  shall  have 
approved  the  same  in  writing  as  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  Every 
such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the  street,  and  in  such  front  there  shall 
be  suitable  means  of  entrance  and  exit  for  the  audience,  not  less  than  twenty-five 
feet  in  width.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits  on  the  street  there  shall 
be  reserved  for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency  an  open  court  or  space  in  the  rear  and 
on  the  side  not  bordering  on  the  street,  where  said  building  is  located  on  a corner  lot ; 
and  in  the  rear  and  on  both  sides  of  said  building,  where  there  is  but  one  frontage  on 
the  street  as,  hereinafter  provided-  The  width  of  such  open  court  or  courts  shall  be 
not  less  than  (seven)  ten  feet  where  the  seating  capacity  is  not  over  one  thousand 
people,  abovq  one  thousand  and  not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people  (eight)  twelve 
feet  in  width,  and  above  eighteen  hundred  people  (ten)  fourteen  feet  in  width.  Said 
open  court  or  courts  shall  (begin  on  a line  with  or  near  the  proscenium  wall,  and  shall 
extend  the  length  of  the  auditorium  proper  to  or  near  the  wall  separating  the  same 
from  the  entrance  lobby  or  vestibule)  extend  the  full  length  and  height  of  the  building 
and  across  on  each  side  and  rear  thereof  where  its  sides  or  side  does  not  abut  on  a 
street  or  alley,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  width  at  all  points,  and  exits  hereafter  specified 
shall  lead  into  such  open  courts.  (A  separate  and  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to 
the  street  from  each  open  court  through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the 
street  side  of  the  auditorium,  with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fireproof  materials  on 
each  side  the  entire  length  of  said  corridor  or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors 
shall  be  fireproof.  Said  corridor  or  corridors  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width  to  more 

than  three  feet  less  than  the  width  of  the  open  court  or  courts,  and 

there  shall  be  no  projection  in  the  same;  the  outer  openings  to 

be  provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening  toward  the  street.)  Dur- 

ing the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corridors  shall  be  kept 
open  by  proper  fastenings;  at  other  times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by  mov- 
able bolts  or  locks.  The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not  be  used  for  storage 
purposes,  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and  to 
the  auditorium  and  stage,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during  performances. 
The  level  of  said  corridors  at  the  front  entrance  to  the  building  shall  be  not  greater 
than  one  step  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk  where  they  begin  at  the  street  en- 
trance. The  entrance  of  the  main  front  of  the  building:  shall  be  not  on  a higher 
level  from  the  sidewalk  than  four  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Buildings.  To  overcome  any  difference  of  level  in  and  between  courts,  corridors, 
lobbies,  passages  and  aisles  on  the  ground  floor,  gradients  shall  be  employed 

of  not  over  one  foot  in  twelve  feet,  with  no  perpendicular  rises.  From  the  audi- 
torium opening  into  the  said  open  courts  or  on  the  side  street,  there  shall  be  not 
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less  than  two  exits  on  each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  including  the  parquet  and 
each  and  every  gallery.  Each  exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  in  the  clear 
and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or  wood;  if  of  wood,  the  doors  shall  be  constructed 
as  hereinbefore  in  this  code  described,  All  of  said  doors  shall  open  outwardly, 
and  shall  be  fastened  with  movable  bolts,  the  bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  during  per-' 
formances.  There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than  (four)  six  feet  in  width  in  the 
(said  open  court  or  courts  at  each  level  or  tier  above  the  parquet,  on  each  side  of 
the  auditorium,  of  sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits,  and  from  said  bal- 
conies there  shall  be  staircases  extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a rise  of  not 
over  eight  and  one-half  inches  to  a step  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread,  ex- 
clusive of  the  nosing.  The  staircase  from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below 
shall  be  not  less  than  (thirty-six)  forty-eight  inches  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from 
the  first  balcony  to  the  ground  (three)  four  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  where  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  auditorium  is  for  one  thousand  people  or  less  (three  feet 
and  six  inches)  four  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  one  thousand  and 
not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people,  and  five  feet  in  the  clear  where  above 
eighteen  hundred  people  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  people,  and  not 
over  five  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  twenty-five  hundred  people.  All 
the  before-mentioned  balconies  and  staircases  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  through- 
out, including  the  floors,  and  of  ample  strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  be  carried 
by  them,  and  they  shall  be  covered  with  a metal  hood  or  awning,  to  be  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  Where  one 
side  of  the  building  borders  on  the  street,  there  shall  be  balconies  and  staircases 
of  like  capacity  and  kind,  as  before  mentioned,  carried  to  the  ground.  When 
located  on  a corner  lot,  that  portion  of  the  premises  bordering  on  the  side  street 
and  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  theafre  may,  if  such  portion  be  not  more  than 
twenty-five  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  provided  the  walls 
separating  this  portion  from  the  theatre  proper  are  carried  up  solidly  to  and 
through  the  roof,  and  that  a fireproof  exit  is  provided  for  the  theatre  on  each  tier, 
equal  to  the  combined  width  of  exits  opening  on  opposite  sides  in  each  tier,  com- 
municating with  balconies  and  staircases  leading  to  the  street  in  manner  provided 
■elsewhere  in  this  section ; said  exit  passages  shall  be  entirely  cut  off  by  brick  walls 
from  said  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  and  the  floors  and  ceilings  in  each  tier  shall 
be  fireproof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a roof  garden,  art  gallery  or 
rooms  for  similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a theatre  or  public  building,  provided 
the  floor  of  the  same  forming  the  roof  over  such  theatre  or  building  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron  or  steel  and  fireproof  materials,  and  that  said  floor  shall  have  no 
covering  boards  or  sleepers  of  wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over 
said  garden  or  rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of  iron  or  steel,  and  be  cov- 
ered with  glass  or  fireproof  materials,  or  both,  but  no  such  roof  garden,  art  gallery 
or  room  for  any  public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above  that  portion  of  any 
theatre  or  other  building  which  is  used  as  a stage.  No  workshop,  storage  or  general 
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property  room  shall  be  allowed  above  the  auditorium  or  stage,  or  under  the  same,  or 
in  any  of  the  fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms  or  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear 
or  at  the  side  of  the  stage,  but  in  such  cases  they  shall  be  separated  from  the  stage 
by  a brick  wall,  and  the  openings  leading  into  said  portions  shall  have  fireproof  doors 
on  each  side  of  the  openings,  hung  to  iron  eyes  built  into  the  wall.  No  portion  of 
any  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical 
or  other  purposes  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  occupied  or  used  as  a hotel, 
boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory,  workshop  or  manufactory,  or  for  storage  purposes, 
except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially  provided  for.  Said  restriction  relates  not  only 
to  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  but  ap- 
plies also  to  the  entire  structure  in  conjunction  therewith.  No  store  or  room  contained 
in  the  building,  or  the  offices,  stores  or  apartments  adjoining,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
let  or  used  for  carrying  on  any  business,  dealing  and  articles  designated  as  specially 
hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  or  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  No  lodging  accommodations  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part 
of  the  building  communicating  with  the  auditorium.  Interior  walls  built  of  fire- 
proofing materials  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  entrance  vestibule,  and  from 
any  room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  lobbies,  corridors,  refreshment  or  other 
rooms.  All  staircases  for  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  inclosed  with  walls  of 
brick,  or  of  fireproof  materials  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  in  the 
stories  through  which  they  pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier 
shall  be  the  full  width  of  said  staircase.  No  door  shall  open  immediately  upon  a flight 
of  stairs,  but  a landing  at  least  the  width  of  the  door  shall  be  provided  between  such 
stairs  and  such  door.  A firewall,  built  of  brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from 
the  stage.  The  same  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  stage  roof, 

or  the  auditorium  roof,  if  the  latter  be  the  higher*  and  shall  be  coped. 

Above  the  proscenium  opening  there  shall  be  an  iron  girder  of  sufficient 

strength  to  safely  support  the  load  above,  and  the  same  shall  be  covered  with  fire- 

proof materials  to  protect  it  from  the  heat.  Should  there  be  constructed  an  orchestra 
over  the  stage,  above  the  proscenium  opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on 
the  auditorium  side  of  the  proscenium  fire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from  the- 
auditorium  side  of  said  wall.  The  moulded  frame  around  the  proscenium 
opening  shall  be  formed  entirely  of  fire-proof  materials;  if  metal  be  used,  the  metal 
shall  be  filled  in  solid  with  non-combustible  material  and  securely  anchored  to  the 
wall  with  iron.  The  proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a fire-proof  metal 
curtain,  or  a curtain  of  asbestos  or  other  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Buildings,  sliding  at  each  end  within  iron  grooves,  securely  fastened  to  the 
brick  wall  and  extending  into  such  grooves  to  a depth  not  less  than  six  inches 
on  each  side  of  the  opening.  Said  fire-proof  curtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  performance  and  lowered  at  the  close  of  said  performance,  and 
be  operated  by  approved  machinery  for  that  purpose.  The  proscenium  curtains 
shall  be  placed  at  least  three  feet  distant  from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point. 
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No  doorway  or  opening  through  the  proscenium  wall,  from  the  auditorium,  shall  be 
allowed  above  the  level  of  the  first  floor,  and  such  first  floor  openings  shall  have 
fire-proof  doors  on  each  face  of  the  wall,  and  the  doors  shall  be  hung  so  as  to  be 
opened  from  either  side  at  all  times.  There  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  metal 
skylights  of  an  area  or  combined  area  of  at  least  one-eighth  the  area  of  said  stage, 
fitted  up  with  sliding  sash  and  glazed  with  double  thick  sheet  glass  not  exceeding 
one-twelfth  of  an  inch  thick,  and  each  pane  thereof  measuring  not  less  than  300 
square  inches,  and  the  whole  of  which  sky-light  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
open  instantly  on  the  cutting  or  burning  of  a hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged 
to  hold  said  sky-lights  closed,  or  some  other  equally  simple  approved  device  for 
opening  them  may  be  provided.  Immediately  underneath  the  glass  of  said  sky-lights 
there  shall  be  wire  netting,  but  wire  glass  shall  not  be  used  in  lieu  of  this  requirement. 
All  that  portion  of  the  stage  not  comprised  in  the  working  of  scenery,  traps  and 
other  mechanical  apparatus  for  the  presentation  of  a scene,  usually  equal  to  the  width 
of  the  proscenium  opening,  shall  be  built  of  iron  or  steel  beams  filled  in  between 
with  fire-proof  material,  and  all  girders  for  the  support  of  said  beams  shall  be  of 
wrought  iron  or  rolled  steel.  The  fly  galleries  entire,  including  pin  rails,  shall  be 
constructed  of  iron  or  steel,  and  the  floors  of  said  galleries  shall  be  composed  of 
iron  or  steel  beams,  filled  with  fire-proof  materials,  and  no  wood  boards  or 
sleepers  shall  be  used  as  covering  over  beams,  but  the  said  floors  shall  be  entirely 
fire-proof.  The  rigging  loft  shall  be  fire-proof.  All  stage  scenery,  curtains  and 
decorations  made  of  combustible  material,  and  all  woodwork  on  or  about  the 
stage  shall  be  painted  or  saturated  with  some  non-combustible  material,  or  otherwise 
rendered  safe  against  fire,  and  the  finishing  coats  of  paint  applied  to  all  wood  work 
through  the  entire  building  shall  be  of  such  kind  as  will  resist  fire  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Department  of  Buildings.  The  roof  over  the  auditorium  and  the  entire  main 
floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  also  the  entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the 
front  superstructure  over  the  entrance,  lobby  and  corridors,  and  all  galleries  and  sup- 
ports for  the  same  in  the  auditorium  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  and  fire- 
proof materials,  not  excluding  the  use  of  wood  floorboards  and  necessary  sleepers 
to  fasten  the  same  to,  but  such  sleepers  shall  not  mean  timbers  of  support,  and  the 
space  between  the  sleepers,  excepting  a portion  under  the  stepping  in  the  galleries, 
which  shall  be  properly  fire-stopped,  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  incombustible  mate- 
rial up  to  under  side  of  the  floor  boards.  The  fronts  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed 
of  fireproof  materials,  except  the  capping,  which  may  be  made  of  wood.  The  ceiling 
under  each  gallery  shall  be  entirely  formed  of  fireproof  materials.  The  ceiling  of 
the  auditorium  shall  be  formed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  lathing,  whenever  used, 
shall  be  of  wire  or  other  metal.  The  partitions  in  that  portion  of  the  building  which 
contains  the  auditorium,  the  entrance  and  vestibule  and  every  room  and  passage 
devoted  to  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials,  includ- 
ing the  furring  of  outside  or  other  walls.  None  of  the  walls  or  ceilings  shall  be 
covered  with  wood  sheathing,  canvas  or  any  combustible  material.  But  this  shall  not 
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exclude  the  use  of  wood  wainscoting  to  a height  not  to  exceed  six  feet,  which  shall 
be  filled  in  solid  between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  with  fireproof  materials. 
The  walls  separating  the  actors’  dressing  rooms  from  the  stage  and  the  partitions 
dividing  the  dressing  rooms,  together  with  the  partitions  of  every  passageway  from 
the  same  to  the  stage,  and  all  other  partitions  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  con- 
structed of  fireproof  material  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  All  doors 
in  any  of  said  partitions  shall  be  fireproof.  All  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and 
every  dressing  room,  property  room  or  other  storage  rooms  shall  be  constructed  of 
metal,  slate  or  some  fireproof  material.  Dressing  rooms  may  be  placed  in  the  fly 
galleries  provided  that  proper  exits  are  secured  therefrom  to  the  fire  escapes  in  the 
open  courts,  and  that  the  partitions  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  dressing  rooms 
shall  conform  to  the  requirements  herein  contained,  but  the  stairs  leading  to  the 
same  shall  be  fireproof.  All  dressing  rooms  shall  have  an  independent  exit  leading 
directly  into  a court  or  street,  and  shall  be  ventilated  by  windows  in  the  external 
walls;  and  no  dressing  room  shall  be  (more  than  one  story)  below  the  street  level. 
All  windows  shall  be  arranged  to  open,  and  none  of  the  windows  in  outside  walls 
shall  have  fixed  sashes,  iron  grills  or  bars.  All  seats  in  the  auditorium,  excepting 
those  contained  in  boxes,  shall  be  not  less  than  thirty-two  inches  from 
back  to  back,  measured  in  a horizontal  direction,  and  firmly  secured  to 
the  floor.  No  seat  in  the  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  six  seats 
intervening  between  it  and  an  aisle  on  either  side.  No  stool  or  seat 
shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle.  All  platforms  in  galleries  formed  to  receive  the 
seats  shall  not  be  more  than  21  inches  in  height  of  riser,  nor  less  than  32  inches  in 
width  of  platform.  All  aisles  on  the  respective  floors  in  the  auditorium  (having 
seats  on  both  sides  of  same)  shall  be  not  less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin, 
and  shall  be  increased  in  width  towards  the  exits  in  a ratio  of  one  and  one-half 
inches  to  five  running  feet.  (Aisles  having  seats  on  one  side  only  shall  be  not  less 
than  two  feet  wide  at  their  beginning  and  increased  in  width  the  same  as  aisles  hav- 
ing seats  on  both  sides.)  The  (aggregate  capacity  of  the)  foyers,  lobbies,  corridors, 
passages  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  audience,  not  including  aisles  spaced  between 
seats,  shall  (on  each  floor  or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the  entire  number  to 
be  accommodated  on  said  floor  or  gallery,  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
superficial  feet  of  floor  room  for  every  one  hundred  persons)  on  the  first  or  main 
floor  where  the  seating  capacity  exceeds  500  or  more,  be  at  least  16  feet  clear,  back 
of  the  last  row  of  seats,  and  on  each  balcony  or  gallery  at  least  12  feet  clear  of  the 
last  row  of  seats.  Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  employed  instead  of  steps 
where  possible  to  overcome  slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  cor- 
ridors and  passages.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hundred  persons  shall  have 
at  least  two  exits;  when  accommodating  five  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exits 
shall  be  provided;  these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open  court 
at  the  side  of  the  theatre.  Doorways  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the  public 
shall  be  not  less  that  five  feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons

or  portions  thereof  to  be  accommodated,  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an  aggregate  of 
twenty  inches  additional  exit  width  must  be  allowed.  All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance 
shall  open  outwardly  and  be  hung  to  swing  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  become  an 
obstruction  in  a passage  or  corridor,  and  no  such  doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked 
during  any  representation,  or  when  the  building  is  open  to  the  public.  Distinct  ana 
separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided  for  each  gallery  above  the 
first.  A common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the  main  floor  of  the 
auditorium  and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to  the  aggregate 
capacity  of  ihe  outlets  from  the.  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  No  passage  lead- 
ing to  any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit  shall  be  less  than  four 
feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof.  All  stairs  within  the  building  shall  be  constructed 
of  fireproof  material  throughout.  Stairs  from  balconies  and  galleries  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  basement  or  cellar.  All  stairs  shall  have  treads  of  uniform 
width  and  risers  of  uniform  height  throughout  in  each  flight.  Stairways  serving 
for  the  exit  of  fifty  people  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  wide  between  railings  or  be- 
tween walls,  and  for  every  additional  fifty  people  to  be  accommodated  six  inches 

must  be  added  to  their  width.  The  width  of  all  stairs  shall  be  measured  in  the  clear 
between  hand  rails.  In  no  case  shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a 
half  inches  in  height,  nor  shall  the  treads,  exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less 
than  ten  and  one-half  inches  wide  in  straight  stairs.  No  circular  or 

winding  stairs  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  permitted.  Where 

the  seating  capacity  is  for  more  than  one  thousand  people,  there  shall  be  at  least 

two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  provided  for  each  gallery 
in  the  auditorium,  where  there  are  not  more  than  two  galleries,  and  the  same  shall 
be  located  on  opposite  sides  of  said  galleries.  Where  there  are  more  than  two 
galleries  one  or  more  additional  staircases  shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which 
shall  communicate  directly  with  the  principal  exit  or  other  exterior  outlets.  All 
said  staircases  shall  be  of  width  proportionate  to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere 
herein  prescribed.  Where  the  seating  capacity  is  for  one  thousand  people,  or  less, 
two  direct  lines  of  staircases  only  shall  be  required,  located  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  galleries,  and  in  both  cases  shall  extend  from  the  sidewalk  level  to  the  upper 
gallery,  with  outlets  from  each  gallery  to  each  of  said  staircases.  At  least  two  in- 
dependent staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall  also  be  provided  for  the 
service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  sides  of  the  same.  All  in- 
side stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium  shall  be  inclosed  on 
both  sides  with  walls  of  fireproof  materials.  Stairs  leading  to  the  first  or  lower 
gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  constructed  as 
herein  provided  for  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  main  floor 
of  the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on 
both  sides.  When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a landing  of  the 
full  width  of  both  flights,  without  any  steps,  shall  be  provided.  The  outer  line  of 
landings  shall  be  curved  to  a radius  of  not  less  than  two  feet,  to  avoid  square  angles. 
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Stairs  turning  at  an  angle  shall  have  a proper  landing  without  winders  introduced 
at  said  turn.  In  stairs,  when  two  side  flights  connect  with  one  main  flight,  no 
winders  shall  be  introduced,  and  the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the  side  flights.  All  stairs  shall  have  proper  land- 
ings introduced  at  convenient  distances.  All  inclosed  staircases  shall  have,  on  both 
sides,  strong  hand-rails  firmly  secured  to  the  wall  about  three  inches  distant  there- 
from and  about  three  feet  above  the  stairs,  but  said  hand-rails  shall  not  run  on  level 
platforms  and  landings  where  the  same  is  more  in  length  than  the  width  of  the 
stairs.  All  staircases  eight  feet  and  over  in  width  shall  be  provided  with  a centre 
hand-rail  of  metal,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  placed  at  a height  of  about 
three  feet  above  the  centre  of  the  treads,  and  supported  on  wrought  metal  or  brass 
standards  of  sufficient  strength,  placed  not  nearer  than  four  feet  nor  more  than  six 
feet  apart,  and  securely  bolted  to  the  treads  or  risers  of  stairs,  or  both,  and  at  the 
head  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  on  each  landing,  the  post  or  standard  shall  be  at  least 
six  feet  in  height,  to  which  the  rail  shall  be  secured.  Every  steam  boiler 
which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other  purposes  shall  be  located 
outside  of  the  building,  and  the  ^ space  allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  in- 
closed by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such  space 
shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have 
fireproof  doors.  No  floor  register  for  heating  shall  be  permitted.  No  coil  or 
radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  used  as  an  exit,  but  all  said 
coils  and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  partition  to 
receive  the  same.  All  supply,  return  or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased 
and  protected  where  passing  through  floors  or  near  woodwork.  Standpipes  four 
inches  in  diameter  shall  be  provided  with  hose  attachments  on  every  floor  and 
gallery,  as  follows,  namely:  One  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier,  also 
on  each  side  of  the  stage  in  each  tier,  and  at  least  one  in  the  property  room  and 
one  in  the  carpenter’s  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to  the  building.  All  such 
stand  pipes  shall  be  kept  clear  from  obstruction.  Said  stand  pipes  shall  be  separate 
and  distinct,  receiving  their  supply  of  water  direct  from  the  power  pump  or  pumps, 
and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall 
be  kept  constantly  filled  with  water  by  means  of  an  automatic  power  pump  or 
pumps,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all  the  lines  of  hose  when  operated  simul- 
taneously, and  said  pump  or  pumps  shall  be  supplied  from  the  street  main  and  be 
ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times  during  a performance  in  said  building.  In 
addition  to  the  requirements  contained  in  this  section,  the  standpipes  shall  also 
conform  to  the  requirements  contained  in  section  102  of  this  Code.  A separate  and 
distinct  system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  with  fusible  plugs,  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  Buildings,  supplied  with  water  from  a tank  located  on  the  roof  over 
the  stage  and  not  connected  in  any  manner  with  the  standpipes,  shall  be  placed 
each  side  of  the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceiling  or  roof  over  the  stage  at 
such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot  of  stage  surface  when  said  sprink- 
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lers  are  in  operation.  Automatic  sprinklers  shall  also  be  placed,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, in  the  dressing  rooms,  under  the  stage  and  in  the  carpenter  shop,  paint 
rooms,  store  rooms  and  property  room.  A proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two 
and  one-half  inch  hose,  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  fitted  with  the 
regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto, 
and  with  hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be  kept  attached  to  each  hose 
attachment  as  the  Fire  Commissioner  may  direct.  There  shall  also  be  kept  in 
readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the  stage,  at  least  four  casks  full  of  water,  and  two 
buckets  to  each  cask.  Said  casks  and  buckets  shall  be  painted  red.  There  shall  also 
be  provided  hand  pumps  or  other  portable  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  and  at  least 
four  axes  and  two  twenty-five-foot  hooks,  two  fifteen-foot  hooks,  and  two  ten-foot 
hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage.  Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to 
the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the  public,  also  all  outlets  leading  to  the  streets  and 
including  the  open  courts  and  corridors,  shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted 
during  every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  remain  lighted  until  the  entire  au- 
dience has  left  the  premises.  All  gas  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corri- 
dors, lobby  or  any  other  part  of  said  buildings  used  by  the  audience,  except  the  audi- 
torium, must  be  controlled  by  a separate  shut-off,  located  in  the  lobby,  and  controlled 
only  in  that  particular  place.  Gas  mains  supplying  the  building  shall  have  independent 
connections  for  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  shutting 
off  the  gas  from  the  outside  of  the  building.  When  interior  gas  lights  are  not  lighted 
by  electricity  other  suitable  appliances,  to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings, 
shall  be  provided.  All  suspended  or  bracket  lights  surrounded  by  glass  in  the  audi- 
torium, or  in  any  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public,  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  wire-netting  underneath.  No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  inserted  in  the  walls, 
woodwork,  ceilings,  or  in  any  part  of  the  building,  unless  protected  by  fireproof  mate- 
rials. All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors  in  said  buildings,  and  wherever  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  shall  be  protected  with  proper  wire  network. 
The  footlights,  in  addition  to  the  wire  network,  shall  be  protected  with  a strong  wire 
guard  and  chain,  placed  not  less  than  two  feet  distant  from  said  footlights,  and  the 
trough  containing  said  footlights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fireproof  mate- 
rials. All  border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best  known  methods,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Buildings,  and  shall  be  suspended  for 
ten  feet  by  wire  rope.  All  ducts  or  shafts  used  for  conducting  heated  air  from  the 
main  chandelier,  or  from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  and 
made  double,  with  an  air  space  between.  All  stage  lights  shall  have  strong  metal  wire 
guards  or  screens,  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter,  so  constructed  that  any  mate- 
rial in  contact  therewith  shall  be  out  of  reach  of  the  flames  of  said  stage  lights  and 
must  be  soldered  to  the  fixture  in  all  cases-  The  standpipes,  gaspipes,  electric  wires, 
hose,  footlights,  and  all  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fire  or  guarding  against  the 
same,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  in  charge  and  under  control  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, and  the  Commissioner  of  said  Department  is  hereby  directed  to  see  that  the 
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arrangements  in  respect  thereto  are  carried  out  and  enforced.  A diagram  or  plan  of 
each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the  exits  therefrom,  each  occupying  a 
space  not  less  than  fifteen  square  inches,  shall  be  printed  in  black  lines  in  a legible 
manner  on  the  programme  of  the  performance.  Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same 
on  the  inside  the  word  “Exit”  painted  in  legible  letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean 
or  made  to  apply  to  any  theatre,  opera  house  or  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  now  erected  or  for  which  plans  have  heretofore  (and  on 
or  before  January  1,  1904)  been  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings. 

Section  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  Committee  on  Buildings,  to  which  was  recommitted  on  April  13,  1904  (Min- 
utes, page  139),  the  annexed  resolution  and  ordinance  to  amend  section  109  of  the 
Building  Code,  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  therefore  recommend  that  the  annexed 
substitute  ordinance  be  adopted. 

SUBSTITUTE  REPORT. 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  Amend  Section  One  Hundred  and  Nine  of  the  Building  Code. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  nine  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

Section  109.  Theatres  and  Places  of  Public  Amusement. — Every  theatre  or  opera 
house,  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for 
public  entertainment  of  any  kind,  hereafter  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  more 
than  three  hundred  persons  shall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code  is  not  in  actual  use 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and  no  building  hereafter  erected  not  in  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  shall  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes, 
or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  made  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  And  no  building  hereinbefore  described  shall 
be  opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments 
17 
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of  any  kind,  until  the  Department  of  Buildings  and  the  Fire  Commissioner  shall  have 
approved  the  same  in  writing  as  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  Every 
such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the  street,  and  in  such  front  there  shall 
be  suitable  means  of  entrance  and^  exit  for  the  audience,  not  less  than  twenty-five 
feet  in  width.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits  on  the  street  there  shall 
be  reserved  for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency  an  open  court  or  space  in  the  rear  and 
on  the  side  not  bordering  on  the  street,  where  said  building  is  located  on  a corner  lqt; 
and  in  the  rear  and  on  both  sides  of  said  building,  where  there  is  but  one  frontage  on 
the  street  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  width  of  such  open  court  or  courts  shall  be 
not  less  than  (seven)  ten  feet  where  the  seating  capacity  is  not  over  one  thousand 
people,  above  one  thousand  and  not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people  (eight)  twelve 
feet  in  width,  and  above  eighteen  hundred  people  (ten)  fourteen  feet  in  width.  Said 
open  court  or  courts  shall  (begin  on  a line  with  or  near  the  proscenium  wall,  and  shall 
extend  the  length  of  the  auditorium  proper  to  or  near  the  wall  separating  the  same 
from  the  entrance  lobby  or  vestibule)  extend  the  full  length  and  height  of  the  building 
and  across  on  each  side  and  rear  thereof  where  its  sides  or  side  does  not  abut  on  a 
street  or  alley,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  width  at  all  points,  and  exits  hereafter  specified 
shall  lead  into  such  open  courts.  (A  separate  and  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to 
the  street  from  each  open  court  through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the 
street  side  of  the  auditorium,  with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fireproof  materials  on 
each  side  the  entire  length  of  said  corridor  or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors  shall 
be  fireproof.  Said  corridor  or  corridors  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width  to  more  than 
three  feet  less  than  the  width  of  the  open  court  or  courts,  and  there  shall  be  no  pro- 
jection in  the  same;  the  outer  openings  to  be  provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening 
toward  the  street.)  During  the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corridors  shall 
be  kept  open  by  proper  fastenings ; at  other  times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by 
movable  bolts  or  blocks.  The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not  be  used  for 
storage  purposes,  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and 
to  the  auditorium  and  stage,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during  performances. 
The  level  of  said  corridors  at  the  front  entrance  to  the  building  shall  be  not  greater 
than  one  step  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk  where  they  begin  at  the  street  en- 
trance. The  entrance  of  the  main  front  of  the  building  shall  be  not  on  a higher 
level  from  the  sidewalk  than  four  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Buildings.  To  overcome  any  difference  of  level  in  and  between  courts,  corridors, 
lobbies,  passages  and  aisles  on  the  ground  floor,  gradients  shall  be  employed  of  not  over 
one  foot  in  twelve  feet,  with  no  perpendicular  rises.  From  the  auditorium  opening 
into  the  said  open  courts  or  on  the  side  street,  there  shall  be  not  less  than  two  exits  on 
each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  including  the  parquet  and  each  and  every  gallery.  Each 
exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or 
wood;  if  of  wood,  the  doors  shall  be  constructed  as  hereinbefore  in  this  code  described. 
All  of  said  doors  shall  open  outwardly,  and  shall  be  fastened  with  movable  bolts,  the 
bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  during  performances.  There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than 
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(four)  six  feet  in  width  in  the  said  open  court  or  courts  at  each  level  or  tier  above  the 
parquet,  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium,  of  sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits, 
and  from  said  balconies  there  shall  be  staircases  extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a 
rise  of  not  over  eight  and  one-half  inches  to  a step  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread, 
exclusive  of  the  nosing.  The  staircase  from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below  shall 
be  not  less  than  (thirty-six)  forty-eight  inches  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from  the  first 
balcony  to  the  ground  (three)  four  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  where  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  auditorium  is  for  one  thousand  people  or  less  (three  feet  and  six  inches)  four 
feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  one  thousand  and  not  more  than  eighteen  hun- 
dred people,  and  five  feet  in  the  clear  where  above  eighteen  hundred  people  and  not 
more  than  twenty-five  hundred  people,  and  not  over  five  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear 
where  above  twenty-five  hundred  people.  All  the  before-mentioned  balconies  and  stair- 
cases shall  be  constructed  of  iron  throughout,  including  the  floors,  and  of  ample 
strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  be  carried  by  them,  and  they  shall  be  covered  with  a 
metal  hood  or  awning,  to  be  constructed  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Buildings.  Where  one  side  of  the  building  borders  on  the  street,  there 
shall  be  balconies  and  staircases  of  like  capacity  and  kind,  as  before  mentioned,  carried 
to  the  ground.  When  located  on  a corner  lot,  that  portion  of  the  premises  bordering 
on  the  side  street  and  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  theatre  may,  if  such  portion  be 
not  more  than  twenty-five  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  pro- 
vided the  walls  separating  this  portion  from  the  theatre  proper  are  carried  up  solidly 
to  and  through  the  roof,  and  that  a fireproof  exit  is  provided  for  the  theatre  on  each 
tier,  equal  to  the  combined  width  of  exits  opening  on  opposite  sides  in  each  tier,  com- 
municating with  balconies  and  staircases  leading  to  the  street  in  manner  provided 
elsewhere  in  this  section;  said  exit  passages  shall  be  entirely  cut  off  by  brick  walls 
from  sa[d  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  and  the  floors  and  ceilings  in  each  tier  shall 
be  fireproof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a roof  garden,  art  gallery  or 
rooms  for  similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a theatre  or  public  building,  provided 
the  floor  of  the  same  forming  the  roof  over  such  theatre  or  building  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron  or  steel  and  fireproof  materials,  and  that  said  floor  shall  have  no  cover- 
ing" boards  or  sleepers  of  wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over  said  garden- 
or  rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of  iron  or  steel,  and  be  covered  with  glass 
or  fireproof  materials,  or  both,  but  no  such  roof  garden,  art  gallery  or  room  for  any 
public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above  that  portion  of  any  theatre  or  other 
building  which  is  used  as  a stage.  No  workshop,  storage  or  general  property  room 
shall  be  allowed  above  the  auditorium  or  stage,  or  under  the  same  or  in  any  of  the 
fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms  or  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side  of  the 
stage,  but  in  such  cases  they  shall  be  separated  from  the  stage  by  a brick  wall,  and  the 
openings  leading  into  said  portions  shall  have  fireproof  doors  on  each  side  of  the  open- 
ings, hung  to  iron  eyes  built  into  the  wall.  No  portion  of  any  building  hereafter  erected 
or  altefed,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  other  purposes  as  in  this  section 
specified,  shall  be  occupied  or*used  as  a hotel,  boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory, 
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workshop  or  manufactory,  or  for  storage  purposes',  except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially 
provided  for.  Said  restriction  relates  not  only  to  that  portion  of  the  building  which 
contains  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  but  applies  also  to  the  entire  structure  in  con- 
junction therewith.  No  store  or  room  contained  in  the  building,  or  the  offices,  stores  or 
apartments  adjoining,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  let  or  used  for  carrying  on  any  business, 
dealing  and  articles  designated  as  specially  hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  New 
York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  or  for  manufacturing  purposes.  No 
lodging  accommodations  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part  of  the  building  com- 
municating with  the  auditorium.  Interior  walls  built  of  fireproofing  materials 
shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  entrance  vestibule^  and  from  any  room 
or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  lobbies,  corridors,  refreshment  or  other 
rooms.  All  staircases  for  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  inclosed  with  walls  of 
brick,  or  of  fireproof  materials  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  in  the 
stories  through  which  they  pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier 
shall  be  the  full  width  of  said  staircase.  No  door  shall  open  immediately  upon  a 
flight  of  stairs,  but  a landing  at  least  the  width  of  the  door  shall  be  provided  between 
such  stairs  and  such  door.  A firewall,  built  of  brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium 
from  the  stage.  The  same  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above'  the  stage  roof,  or 
the  auditorium  roof,  if  the  latter  be  the  higher,  and  shall  be  coped.  Above  the 
proscenium  opening  there  shall  be  an  iron  girder  or  sufficient  strength  to  safely 
support  the  load  above,  and  the  same  shall  be  covered  with  fire-proof  materials  to 
protect  it  from  the  heat.  Should  there  be  constructed  an  orchestra  over  the  stage, 
above  the  proscenium  opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on  the  auditorium 
side  of  the  proscenium  fire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from  the  auditorium  side 
of  said  wall.  The  moulded  frame  around  the  proscenium  opening  shall  be  formed 
entirely  of  fire-proof  materials;  if  metal  be  used,  the  metal  shall  be  filled  in  solid 
with  non-combustible  material  and  securely  anchored  to  the  wall  with  iron.  The 
proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a fire-proof  metal  curtain,  or  a curtain 
of  asbestos  or  other  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings, 
sliding  at  each  end  within  iron  grooves,  securely  fastened  to  the  brick  wall  and 
extending  into  such  grooves  to  a depth  not  less  than  six  inches  on  each  side 
of  the  opening.  Said  fire-proof  curtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  commencement  of  each 
performance  and  lowered  at  the  close  of  said  performance,  and  be  operated  by  ap- 
proved machinery  for  that  purpose.  The  proscenium  curtains  shall  be  placed  at  least 
three  feet  distant  from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point.  No  doorway  or  opening 
through  the  proscenium  wall,  from  the  auditorium,  shall  be  allowed  above  the  level 
of  the  first  floor,  and  such  first  floor  openings  shall  have  fire-proof  doors  on  each  face 
of  the  wall,  and  the  doors  shall  be  hung  so  as  to  be  opened  from  either  side  at  all 
times.  There  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  metal  skylights  of  an  area  or  com- 
bined area  of  at  least  one-eighth  the  area  of  said  stage,  fitted  up  with  sliding  sash 
and  glazed  with  double  thick  sheet  glass  not  exceeding  one-twelfth  of  an  inch  thick, 
.and  each  pane  thereof  measuring  not  less  than  300  square  inches,  and  the  whole  of 
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which  skylight  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  open. instantly  on  the  cutting  or  burn- 
ing of  a hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged  to  hold  said  skylights  closed,  or  some 
other  equally  simple  approved  device  for  opening  them  may  be  provided.  Imme- 
diately underneath  the  glass  of  said  skylights  there  shall  be  wire  netting,  but  wire  glass 
shall  not  be  used  in  lieu  of  this  requirement.  All  that  portion  of  the  stage  not  com- 
prised in  the  working  of  scenery,  traps  and  other  mechanical  apparatus  for  the 
presentation  of  a scene,  usually  equal  to  the  width  of  the  proscenium  opening,  shall 
be  built  of  iron  or  steel  beams  filled  in  between  with  fire-proof  material,  and  all  gird- 
ers for  the  support  of  said  beams  shall  be  of  wrought  iron  or  rolled  steel.  The  fly 
galleries  entire,  including  pin  rails,  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel,  and  the  floors 
of  said  galleries  shall  be  composed  of  iron  or  steel  beams,  filled  with  fire-proof  ma- 
terials, and  no  wood  boards  or  sleepers  shall  be  used  as  covering  over  beams,  but 
the  said  floors  shall  be  entirely  fire-proof.  The  rigging  loft  shall  be  fire-proof.  All 
stage  scenery,  curtains  and  decorations  made  of  combustible  material,  and  all  wood- 
work on  or  about  the  stage  shall  be  painted  or  saturated  with  some  non-combustible 
material,  or  otherwise  rendered  safe  against  fire,  and  the  finishing  coats  of  paint 
applied  to  all  wood  work  through  the  entire  building  shall  be  of  such  kind  as  will 
resist  fire  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Buildings.  The  roof  over  the 
auditorium  and  the  entire  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  also  the 
entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the  front  superstructure  over  the  entrance,  lobby 
and  corridors,  and  all  galleries  and  supports  for  the  same  in  the  auditorium  shall 
be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  and  fire-proof  materials,  not  excluding  the  use  of 
wood  floorboards  and  necessary  sleepers  to  fasten  the  same  to,  but  such  sleepers 
shall  not  mean  timbers  of  support,  and  the  space  between  the  sleepers,  excepting  a 
portion  under  the  stepping  in  the  galleries,  which  shall  be  properly  fire-stopped, 
shall  be  solidly  filled  with  incombustible  material  up  to  under  side  of  the  floor 
boards.  The  fronts  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed  of  fire-proof  materials,  except 
the  capping,  which  may  be  made  of  wood.  The  ceiling  under  each  gallery  shall  be 
entirely  formed  of  fire-proof  materials.  The  ceiling  of  the  auditorium  shall  be 
formed  of  fire-proof  materials.  All  lathing,  whenever  used,  shall  be  of  wire  or 

other  metal.  The  partitions  in  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  audi- 

* 

torium,  the  entrance  and  vestibule  and  every  room  and  passage  devoted  to  the 
use  of  the  audience  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  including  the  furring 
of  outside  or  other  walls.  None  of  the  walls  or  ceilings  shall  be  covered  with  wood 
sheathing,  canvas  or  any  combustible  material.  But  this  shall  not  exclude  the  use 
of  wood  wainscoting  to  a height  not  to  exceed  six  feet,  which  shall  be  filled  in  solid 
between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  with  fire-proof  materials.  The  walls  separating 
the  actors’  dressing  rooms  from  the  stage  and  the  partitions  dividing  the  dressing 
rooms,  together  with  the  partitions  of  every  passageway  from  the  same  to  the 
stage,  and  all  other  partitions  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  constructed  of  fire- 
proof material  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  All  doors  in  any  of  said 
partitions  shall  be  fireproof.  All  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and  every  dressing 
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room,  property  room  or  other  storage  rooms  shall  be  constructed  of  metal,  slate  or 
some  fire-proof  material.  Dressing  rooms  -may  be  placed  in  the  fly  galleries  pro- 
vided that  proper  exits  are  secured  therefrom  to  the  fire  escapes  in  the  open  courts, 
and  that  the  partitions  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  dressing  rooms  shall  con- 
form to  the  requirements  herein  contained,  but  the  stairs  leading  to  the  same  shall 
be  fireproof.  All  dressing  rooms  shall  have  an  independent  exit  leading  directly 
into  a court  or  street,  and  shall  be  ventilated  by  windows  in  the  external  walls;  and 
no  dressing  room  shall  be  (more  than  one  story)  below  the  street  level.  All  win- 
dows shall  be  arranged  to  open,  and  none  of  the  windows  in  outside  walls 
shall  have  fixed  sashes,  iron  grills  or  bars.  All  seats  in  the  auditorium,  excepting 
those  contained  in  boxes,  shall  be  not  less  than  thirty-two  inches  from 
back  to  back,  measured  in  a horizontal  direction,  and  firmly  secured  to 
the  floor.  No  seat  in  tire  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  six  seats 
intervening  between  it  and  an  aisle  on  either  side.  No  stool  or  seat  shall  be  placed  in 
any  aisle.  All  platforms  in  galleries  formed  to  receive  the  seats  shall  not  be  more  than 
21  inches  in  height  of  riser,  nor  less  than  32  inches  in  width  of  platform.  All  aisles  on 
the  respective  floors  in  the  auditorium  (having  seats  on  both  sides  of  same),  shall  be  not 
less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin,  and  shall  be  increased  in  width  towards  the 
exits  in  a ratio  of  one  and  one-half  inches  to  five  running  feet.  (Aisles  having  seats  on 
one  side  only  shall  be  not  less  than  two  feet  wide  at  their  beginning  and  increased  in 
width  the  same  , as  aisles  having  seats  on  both  sides.)  The  (aggregate  capacity  of  the) 
foyers,  lobbies,  corridors,  passages  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  audience,  not  including 
aisles  spaced  between  seats,  shall  (on  each  floor  or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the 
entire  number  to  be  accommodated  on  said  floor  or  gallery,  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  superficial  feet  of  floor  room  for  every  one  hundred  persons)  on  the  first  or  main 
floor  where  the  seating  capacity  exceeds  500  or  more,  be  at  least  16  feet  clear,  back 
of  the  last  row  of  seats,  and  on  each  balcony  or  gallery  at  least  12  feet  clear  of  the 
last  row  of  seats.  Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  employed  instead  of  steps 
where  possible  to  overcome  slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  corridors  and 
passages.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hundred  persons  shall  have  at  least  two 
exits ; when  accommodating  five  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exits  shall  be  provided ; 
these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open  court  at  the  side  of  the 
theatre.  Doorways  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  not  less  than 
five  feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons  or  portions  thereof  to  be 
accommodated,  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an  aggregate  of  twenty  inches  additional  exit 
width  must  be  allowed.  All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance  shall  open  outwardly  and  be  hung 
to  swing  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  become  an  obstruction  in  a passage  or  corridor,  and 
no  such  doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked  during  any  representation,  or  when  the  building 
is  open  to  the  public.  Distinct  and  separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided 
for  each  gallery  above  the  first.  A.  common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the 
main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to  the 
aggregate  capacity  of  the  outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  No  passage 
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leading  to  any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit  shall  be  less  than 
four  feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof.  All  stairs  within  the  building  shall  be  constructed 
of  fireproof  material  throughout.  Stairs  from  balconies  and  galleries  shall  not  commu- 
nicate with  the  basement  or  cellar.  All  stairs  shall  have  treads  of  uniform  width  and 
risers  of  uniform  height  throughout  in  each  flight.  Stairways  serving  for  the  exit  of 
fifty  people  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  wide  between  railings  or  between  walls,  and  for 
every  additional  fifty  people  to  be  accommodated  six  inches  must  be  added  to  their  width. 
The  width  of  all  stairs  shall  be  measured  in  the  clear  between  hand-rails.  In  no  case 
shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a half  inches  in  height,  nor  shall  the 
treads,  exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less  than  ten  and  one-half  inches  wide  in  straight  stairs. 
No  circular  or  winding  stairs  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  permitted.  Where  the 
seating  capacity  is  for  more  than  one  thousand  people,  there  shall  be  at  least  two  inde- 
pendent staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  provided  for  each  gallery  in  the  audi- 
torium, where  there  are  not  more  than  two  galleries,  and  the  same  shall  be  located  on 
opposite  sides  of  said  galleries.  Where  there  are  more  than  two  galleries  one  or  more 
additional  staircases  shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which  shall  communicate  directly 
with  the  principal  exit  or  other  exterior  outlets.  All  said  staircases  shall  be  of  width 
proportionate  to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere  herein  prescribed.  Where  the  seat- 
ing capacity  is  for  one  thousand  people,  or  less,  two  direct  lines  of  -staircases  only  shall 
be  required,  located  on  opposite  sides  of  the  galleries,  and  in  both  cases  shall  extend 
from  the  sidewalk  level  to  the  upper  gallery,  with  outlets  from  each  gallery  to  each  of 
said  staircases.  At  least  two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall 
also  be  provided  for  the  service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  sides  of 
the  same.  All  inside  stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium  shall  be 
inclosed  on  both  sides  with  walls  of  fireproof  materials.  Stairs  leading  to  the  first  or 
lower  gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  constructed  as 
herein  provided  for  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  main  floor  of 
the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on  both 
sides.  When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a landing  of  the  full  width 
of  both  flights,  without  any  steps,  shall  be  provided.  The  outer  line  of  landings  shall  be 
curved  to  a radius  of  not  less  than  two  feet,  to  avoid  square  angles.  Stairs  turning  at 
an  angle  shall  have  a proper  landing  without  winders  introduced  at  said  turn.  In  stairs, 
when  two  side  flights  connect  with  one  main  flight,  no  winders  shall  be  introduced,  and 
the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the  side 
flights.  All  stairs  shall  have  proper  landings  introduced  at  convenient  distances.  All 

inclosed  staircases  shall  have,  on  both  sides,  strong  hand-rails  firmly  secured  to  the 

wall  about  three  inches  distant  therefrom  and  about  three  feet  above  the  stairs,  but 
said  hand-rails  shall  not  run  on  level  platforms  and  landings  where  the  same  is  more 
in  length  than  the  width  of  the  stairs.  All  staircases  eight  feet  and  over  in  width 
shall  be  provided  with  a centre  hand-rail  of  metal,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter, 
placed  at  a height  of  about  three  feet  above  the  centre  of  the  treads,  and  supported 

on  wrought  metal  or  brass  standards  of  sufficient  strength,  placed  not  nearer  than 
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four  feet  nor  more  than  six  feet  apart,  and  securely  bolted  to  the  treads  or  risers  of 
stairs,  or  both,  and  at  the  head  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  on  each  landing,  Jthe  post  or 
standard  shall  be  at  least  six  feet  in  height,  to  which  the  rail  shall  be  secured.  Every 
steam  boiler  which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other  purposes  shall 
be  located  outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same 
shall  be  inclosed  by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such 
space  shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have 
fireproof  doors.  No  floor  register  for  heating  shall  be  permitted.  No  coil  or 
radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  .used  as  an  exit,  but  all  said  coils 
and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  partition  to  receive 
the  same.  All  supply,  return  or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased 
and  protected  where  passing  through  floors  or  near  woodwork.  Standpipes  four 
inches  in  diameter  shall  be  provided  with  hose  attachments  on  every  floor  and 
gallery  as  follows,  namely:  One  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier,  also 

on  each  side  of  the  stage  in  each  tier,  and  at  least  one  in  the  property  room  and 
one  in  the  carpenter’s  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to  the  building.  All  such 
stand  pipes  shall  be  kept  clear  from  obstruction.  Said  stand  pipes  shall  be  separate 
and  distinct,  receiving  their  supply  of  water  direct  from  the  power  pump  or  pumps, 
and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall 
be  kept  constantly  filled  with  water  by  means  of  an  automatic  power  pump  or 
pumps,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all  the  lines  of  hose  when  operated  simul- 
taneously, and  said  pump  or  pumps  shall  be  supplied  from  the  street  main  and  be 
ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times  during  the  performance  in  said  building.  In 
addition  to  the  requirements  contained  in  this  section,  the  standpipes  shall  also 
conform  to  the  requirements  contained  in  section  102  of  this  Code.  A separate  ard 
distinct  system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  with  fusible-  plugs,  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  Buildings,  supplied  with  water  from  a tank  located  on  the  roof  over 
the  stage  and  not  connected  in  any  manner  with  the  standpipes,  shall  be  placed 
each  side  of  the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceiling  or  roof  over  the  stage  at 
such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot  of  stage  surface  when  said  sprink- 
lers are  in  operation.  Automatic  sprinklers  shall  also  be  placed,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, in  the  dressing  rooms,  under  the  stage  and  in  the  carpenter  shop,  paint 
rooms,  store  rooms  and  property  room.  A proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two 
and  one-half  inch  hose,  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  fitted  with  the 
regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto, 
and  with  hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be  kept  attached  to  each  hose 
attachment  as  the  Fire  Commissioner  may  direct.  There  shall  also  be  kept  in 
readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the  stage,  at  least  four  casks  full  of  water,  and  two 
buckets  to  each  cask.  Said  casks  and  buckets  shall  be  painted  red.  There  shall  also 
be  provided  hand  pumps  or  other  portable  fire  extinguishing  apparatus, and  at  least 
four  axes  and  two  twenty-five-foot  hooks,  two  fifteen-foot  hooks,  and  two  ten-foot 
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hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage.  Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to 
the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the  public,  also  all  outlets  leading  to  the  streets  and 
including  the  open  courts  or  corridors,  shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted  during 
every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  remain  lighted  until  the  entire  audience  has 
left  the  premises.  All  gas  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corridors,  lobby  or  any 
other  part  of  said  buildings  used  by  the  audience,  except  the  auditorium,  must  be 
controlled  by  a separate  shut-off,  located  in  the  lobby  and  controlled  only  in  that 
particular  place.  Gas  mains  supplying  the  building  shall  have  independent  connec- 
tions for  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  and  provision  shall.be  made  for  shutting  off 
the  gas  from  the  outside  of  the  building.  When  interior  gas  lights  are  not  lighted  by 
electricity  other  suitable  appliances,  to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings, 
shall  be  provided.  All  suspended  or  bracket  lights  surrounded  by  glass  in  the  audi- 
torium, or  in  any  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public,  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  wire-netting  underneath.  No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
walls,  woodwork,  ceilings,  or  in  any  part  of  the  building,  unless  protected  by  fire- 
proof materials.  All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors  in  said  buildings,  and  wherever 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  of  Buildings  shall  be  protected  with  proper  wire 
network.  The  footlights,  in  addition  to  the  wire  network,  shall  be  protected  with  a strong 
wire  guard  and  chain,  placed  not  less  than  two  feet  distant  from  said  footlights,  and 
the  trough  containing  said  footlights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fireproof 
materials.  All  border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best  known 
methods,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Buildings,  and  shall  be 
suspended  for  ten  feet  by  wire  rope.  All  ducts  or  shafts  used  for  conducting  heated 
air  from  the  main  chandelier,  or  from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed 
of  metal  and  made  double,  with  an  air  space  between.  All  stage  lights  shall  have 
strong  metal  wire  guards  or  screens,  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter,  so  con- 
structed that  any  material  in  contract  therewith  shall  be  out  of  reach  o the  flames  of 
said  stage  lights  and  must  be  soldered  to  the  fixture  in  all  cases.  The  standpipes, 
gas  pipes,  electric  wires,  hose,  footlights,  and  all  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of 
fire  or  guarding  against  the  same,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  in  charge  and 
under  control  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  Commissioner  of  said  Department  is 
hereby  directed  to  see  that  the  arrangements  in  respect  thereto  are  carried  out  and 
enforced.  A diagram  or  plan  of  each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the 
exits  therefrom,  each  occupying  a space  not  less  than  fifteen  square  inches,  shall  be 
printed  in  black  lines  in  a legible  manner  on  the  programme  of  the  performance. 
Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same  on  the  inside  the  word  “ Exit  ” painted  in  legible 
letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean 
or  made  to  apply  to  any  theatre,  opera  house,  or  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  now  erected  or  for  which  plans  have  heretofore  been 
approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings. 
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Section  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ORDINANCE  granting  to  the  New  York  and  Queens  County  Railway  Company 
the  right  or  franchise  to  construct  and  operate  a street  surface  railway  as  an 
extension  of  its  existing  railway  in,  upon  and  along  the  surface  of  certain 
streets,  avenues  and  highways. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Section  I. — The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  hereby  grants  to 
the  New  York  and  Queens  County  Railway  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  and 
provision  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  franchise  or  right  to  extend  its  railway  and  to 
use  the  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  and  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a double- 
track street  surface  railway  as  an  extension  of_its  existing  railway  for  street  railway 
purposes  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property  in,  upon  and  along  the  following- 
named  streets,  avenues  and  highways : 

Beginning  at  and  connecting  with  the  present  tracks  of  the  New  York  and  Queens 
County  Railway  Company  on  Borden  avenue,  at  its  intersection  with  Celtic  avenue, 
formerly  known  as  Bowery  Bay  road;  thence  northerly  in,  upon  and  along  said  Celtic 
avenue,  to  the  intersection  of  said  avenue  with  the  centre  line  of  Locust  street,  all  in 
the  Borough  of  Queens,  City  of  New  York  and  State  of  New  York. 

Sec.  II. — The  grant  of  said  franchise  or  right  to  use  said  streets,  avenues  and  high- 
ways is  made  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

First — The  consent  in  writing  of  the  owners  of  half  in  value  of  the  property 
bounded  on  said  streets,  avenues  and  highways  to  the  construction  and  operation  of 
said  railroad  shall  be  obtained  by  the  grantee,  or,  in  the  event  that  said  consent  cannot 
be  obtained,  the  grantee  shall  obtain  the  favorable  determination,  confirmed  by  'the 
Court,  of  three  Commissioners  ordered  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Railroad  Law,  before  said  railroad  is  built  or 
operated. 
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Second — The  said  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to  construct  and  operate  said 
railway  shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  said  railway  company,  its  lessee  or  successors  for 
the  term  of  twenty-five  years,  with  the  privilege  of  renewal  of  said  grant  for  a further 
period  of  twenty-five  years  upon  a fair  valuation  of  said  right,  privilege  and  franchise. 

Third — The  said  railway  may  be  operated  by  overhead  electrical  power,  substan- 
tially similar  to  the  system  of  overhead  electrical  traction  now  in  use  by  the  New  York 
and  Queens  County  Railway  Company,  and  by  any  other  mode  of  power  except  locomo- 
tive steam  power,  which  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
and  consented  to  by  the  owners  of  property  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Railroad  Law. 

Fourth — Said  railway  shall  be  constructed  and  operated  in  the  latest  improved 
manner  of  street  railway  construction  and  operation,  and  property  of  said  company 
shall  be  maintained  in  good  condition  throughout  the  term  of  this  grant.  r 

Fifth — In  case  of  any  violation  or  breach  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
provisions  herein  contained,  this  grant  may  be  forfeited  by  suit  brought  by  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  on  notice  . of  ten  days  to  the  said  railway  company. 

Sixth — This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  and  express  condition  that  the  pro- 
vision of  Article  IV.  of  the  Railroad  Law  applicable  thereto,  and  all  laws  or  ordinances 
now  in  force,  or  which  may  be  adopted,  respecting  surface  railroads  operating  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  shall  be  strictly  complied  with  by  said  railroad. 

Sec.  III. — This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

At  no  time  since  the- application  of  this  company  has  been  before  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  New  York  City  has  any  Alderman  or  any  representative  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  made  any  request  of  me,  or  any  other  representative  of  the  New  York  and 
Port  Chester  Railroad,  so  far  as  I can  learn,  to  give  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  any 
member  thereof  any  information  whatever  relating  to  the  financial  ability  and  resources 
of  this  corporation.  Neither  myself,  nor  any  other  representative  of  the  New  York  and 
Port  Chester  Railroad,  so  far  as  I can  learn,  has  ever  been  called  upon  or  asked  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  any  member  of  that  Board,  for  any  information  whatever 
relating  to  this  Company. 

We  always  have  been  and  are  yet  ready  to  at  any  time  give  to  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men,  or  any  committee  appointed  by  that  Board,  evidence  that  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad  Company  will  build  its  railroad,  and  put  the  same  in  operation,  and 
that  it  has  the  financial  ability  and  resources  with  which  to  do  it. 

I inclose  you  herewith  copy  of  a report  made  by  a Commission  appointed  by  Hon. 
Martin  J.  Keogh,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  inquire  into  the  intentions,  financial 
ability  and  resources  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  at  the  time  that 
the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  applied  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  order 
of  that  Court  to  cross  all  of  the  highways  of  Westchester  County  not  in  the  cities  of 
New  Rochelle  and  Mt.  Vernon,  which  the  line  of  its  road  will  cross.  The  applica- 
tion of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  was  granted  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  the  inclosed  is  a copy  of  a part  of  that  record,  which  I trust  will  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  open  meeting. 

I also  inclose  you  herewith  copy  of  the  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  authorizing 
and  empowering  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  to  cross  all  of  the  high- 
ways in  Westchester  County  not  within  the  cities  of  Mt.  Vernon  and  New  Rochelle. 

I also  inclose  you  copies  of  the  ordinances  passed  by  the  cities  of  Mt.  Vernon  and 
New  Rochelle,  granting  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  the  right  to 
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cross  every  street  in  New  Rochelle  and  Mt.  Vernon  which  will  be  crossed  by  the  line 
of  its  road. 

Should  you  desire,  I will  transmit  to  you  copies  of  the  decisions  of  the  Courts  of 
this  State  sustaining  the  charter  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  and 
which  decisions  were  rendered,  first,  in  the  case  of  the  “ People  ex  rel.  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  against  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,” 
and,  second,  the  case  of  the  “ People  ex  rel.  the  New  York  City  and  Westchester  Rail- 
way Company  against  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  New  York 
and  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company.”  This  last  company  is  the 
corporation  which  was  used  by  the  same  interests  before  the  Railroad  Commission  and 
in  the  Courts  to  oppose  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  which  are 
now  using  the  defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  opposing  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  and  during 
which  opposition  repeated  attempts  were  made  to  sell  alleged  charters  or  rights  to  the 
New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company. 

If  there  be  any  other  information  which  I can  give  your  Board  about  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  I am  now,  as  I always  have  been,  ready  to 
comply  with  your  just  and  reasonable  requests.

Dear  Sir — In  March  of  last  year  I wrote  the  following  letter  to  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  : 

_ “ Mr.  C.  L.  Bostwick,  the  Richmond  County  Clerk,  has  called  to  my  attention  the 

bad  condition  of  the  records  in  his  office,  and  the  urgent  necessity  of  an  appropriation 
for  the  purpose  of  recopving  certain  of  the  indices  for  deeds,  mortgages,  lis  pendens, 
etc. 

**'  An  appropriation  was  made  for  the  year  1902,  of  which  only  a part  was  expended 
by  Mr.  Bostwick’s  predecessor,  the  balance  of  which  is  not  available  to  Mr.  Bostwick, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  it  has  under  the  law  been  transferred  to  the  general  fund. 
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“ I accordingly  beg  respectfully  to  ask  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  pass  a resolution 
requesting  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  an  issue  of  revenue  bonds  in 
the  amount  of  $700,  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  placed  at  Mr.  Bostwick’s  disposal  for  his 
use  in  causing  to  be  recopied  such  of  the  indices  as  seem  to  him  in  the  poorest 
condition.” 

On  April  14  of  that  year  the  necessary  resolution  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was 
passed,  requesting  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  authorize  a revenue 
bond  issue  in  the  amount  asked  for. 

The  issue  of  bonds  was  not  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, owing  to  the  fact  that  at  that  time  the  Board  took  the  position  that,  there  being 
so  small  a margin  of  special  revenue  bonds  available,  it  could  not  see  its  way  to  any 
further  issues,  and  the  matter  was  accordingly  not  placed  upon  the  calendar  for  action 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment;  thus,  the  issue  of  this  $700,  which  had 
been  requested  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  was  not  granted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  for  the  above  reason. 

The  reason  only  the  sum  of  $700  was  asked  for  was  because  the  County  Clerk 
fixed  upon  that  sum  as  sufficient  for  his  use  during  the  portion  of  1903  that  would  re- 
main after  the  bonds  became  available.  The  sum  of  $700  would,  of  course,  be  only 
sufficient  to  complete  a small  portion  of  the  work. 

The  condition  of  the  indexes  of  deeds,  mortgages  and  lis  pendens  in  the  office  of 
the  County  Clerk  of  Richmond  County  is  most  deplorable,  and  the  necessity  of  the  same 
being  copied  at  as  early  a date  as  possible  is  most  immediate.  In  this  connection,  I beg 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  petition  that  was  addressed  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  referred  by  that  Board  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in 
March,  1903: 

“ To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  The  City  of  New  York : 

“ The  undersigned  officers  of  Richmond  County  and  members  of  the  bar  of  the 
Borough  of  Richmond,  and  Examiners  of  Records,  respectfully  call  your  attention  to 
the  condition  of  the  index  books  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  Richmond  County, 
being  the  indices  to  conveyances,  mortgages  and  notices  of  pendency  of  action,  with  the 
view  of  asking  the  favorable  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  upon 
this  their  application  to  have  said  books  replaced,  repaired  and  otherwise  improved, 
including  new  copies  when  necessary.  The  indices  of  deeds  and  mortgages  are  much 
worn  and  in  many  instances  substantially  destroyed.  New  indices  should  be  made,  and 
when  so  made  some  modern  system  of  vowel  indexing  should  be  adopted.  The  present 
chronological  order,  alphabetical  style,  being  antiquated,  inconvenient  and  cumbersome, 
certain  books  now  occupy  several  hours  for  an  examination,  which  under  a vowel  sys- 
tem would  require  but  a few  minutes.  Other  books  demand  attention,  as  for  example : 
An  important  index  book  of  notices  of  pendency  of  action  is  simply  a bundle  of  loose 
and  ragged  leaves ; there  are  other  books  in  similar  condition  for  the  particulars  as  to 
which  we  refer  to  the  County  Clerk. 
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“ We  recommend  that  your  Board  refer  it  to  some  competent  person  to  examine 
the  books,  etc.,  and  report  to  you  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  work,  with  an  estimate  of 
the  cost.” 

This  petition  was  signed  by  nearly  all  the  attorneys  in  Richmond  County. 

I have  taken  up  the  question  as  to  the  amount  that  is  needed  and  can  be  used  for 
this  purpose,  and  I am  advised  by  competent  printers  that  the  volumes  necessary  for  a 
modern  lexicographical  index  system  for  the  County  of  Richmond  will  cost  about  $3,125 ; 
and  that  the  necessary  copying  into  these  new  books  will  cost  a considerable  sum.  It  is 
doubtful,  however,  whether  more  than  the  balance  of  the  apppropriation  asked  for  can 
well  be  expended  during  the  remainder  of  the  present  year. 

I am  advised  by  Martin  B.  Brown  Company  that  the  system  they  advise  “ is  to  be 
similar  to  that  in  use  in  Kings  County,  and  the  books  on  which  we  have  estimated  are 
to  be  of  the  first  quality  and  thoroughly  adapted  to  the  system.” 

The  petition  above  cited  clearly  shows  the  need  for  an  immediate  issue  of  bonds 
for  the  purpose  in  question.  I beg  respectfully,  therefore,  to  ask  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  to  pass  a resolution  requesting  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  an 
issue  of  Revenue  Bonds  in  the  amount  of  $5,000,  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  placed  at 
the  County  Clerk’s  disposal  for  his  use  in  purchasing  a modern  lexicographical  index 
system,  the  balance  to  be  used  in  causing  the  necessary  recopying  in  the  books. 

I cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  necessity  for  the  issue  of  Revenue  Bonds  in  this 
amount  ($5,000  ),  for,  as  I have  stated  above,  the  condition  of  the  records  in  question  is 
•exceedingly  bad  and  should  be  remedied  at  once.

Sir — In  relation  to  the  appropriation  for  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  in  the  amount 
of  $25,000,  for  the  completion  of  the  new  Richmond  County  Jail,  I would  report:  In 

pursuance  to  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  July  18,  1902, 
asking  the  issue  of  $3,000,  to  be  applied  to  the  construction  of  the  new  jail,  and  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  adopted  September  12,  1902,  authorizing  the  employment  of  William 
H.  Mesereau,  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the  new  Richmond  County  Jail. 
Mr.  Mesereau,  the  architect,  prepared  the  general  plans  and  specifications  and  submitted 
an  estimate  of  $85,000,  for  the  total  cost  of  the  building;  upon  application  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  author- 
ized on  May  8,  1903,  an  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  to  the  amount  of  $85,000,  for  the  erec- 
tion of  said  jail.  During  the  time  that  the  matter  was  being  considered  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  after  the  appropriation  of  $85,000  was  authorized 
the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  recommended  and  ordered  that  certain  alterations  and 
additions  should  be  made;  all  of  these  alterations  and  additions  were  made  in  the  plans 
and  specifications,  and  the  work  advertised  for,  and  finally  approved  by  the  State  Com- 
mission of  Prisons  and  the  Building  Department;  and  on  July  27,  1903,  the  bids  were

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  amount  of  the  bids  received  is  $20,362  more  than  the

It  will  be  noted  that  the  appropriation,  $88,000,  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Rich- 
mond County  Jail  is  practically  used  up. 

The  present  application  for  an  additional  $25,000  is  to  complete  the  structural  iron 
and  steel  work  omitted,  as  noted  above,  from  the  original  plans  and  specifications,  and 
to  pay  the  architect’s  fees  on  same;  it  will  be  noted  that  the  bid  received  for  the 
entire  structural  iron  and  steel  work  was  $58,015,  and  the  bid  received  on  the  revised 
plans  and  specifications  was  $36,175,  showing  that  $21,840  worth  of  work  was  omitted 
from  the  original  plans  and  specifications,  adding  the  architect’s  fees,  5 per  cent.,  to 
this  amount,  will  make  a total  of  $22,932,  hence  the  request  for  $25,000  is  not  out  of 
the  way ; as  stated  by  the  architect,  it  is  important  that  provision  be  made  for  the 
window  guards  in  the  near  future,  as  the  mason  work,  as  called  for  in  the  contract 
of  Henry  Spruck  & Son  will  soon  be  in  a position  to  receive  same,  and  it  will  greatly 
add  to  the  expense  to  put  them  in  after  the  windows  are  built.

Honorable  and  Dear  Sir — At  our  last  meeting  you  asked  me  when  I thought  the 
appropriation  of  $25,000  would  be  needed.  I promised  to  write  to  you.  I will  now  ad- 
vise you  to  get  it  as  quickly  as  possible,  as  the  portion  of  building  we  are  now  erecting 
has  the  roof  blocks  in  position,  main  corner  set,  and  tiling  of  roof  will  be  started  just  as 
soon  as  we  can  get  the  copper  gutters  in.  Three  cars  of  the  cell  work  have  been  shipped 
from  St.  Louis,  one  on  April  1,  one  on  April  5 and  one  on  April  12.  The  fireproof  filling 
of  the  first  tier  will  be  put  in  this  week  and  then  the  erecting  of  cells  can  be  started  as 
soon  as  they  arrive.  As  the  cells  have  all  been  erected  and  fitted  at  the  mill  before  being 
shipped,  they  can  be  erected  very  quickly.  The  wall  of  the  entire  easterly  side  of  jail  is 
built  the  entire  length  about  three  feet  high,  and  the  footings  are  in  the  entire  length 
of  the  opposite  side;  so  it  will  be  a very  short  time  after  we  get  the  old  jail  down 
before  we  will  be  ready  for  the  window  guards,  and  I do  not  think  a satisfactory  job 
can  be  done  by  putting  the  guards  in  afterwards,  as  they  should  be  built  in  at  least  nine 
inches  in  the  walls  at  either  end.  Taking  the  time  required  for  advertisement,  making 
contracts,  etc.,  I do  not  think  we  have  any  time  to  waste.

Honorable  and  Dear  Sir — I submit  herewith  a statement  showing  in  detail  the 
actual  difference  between  the  jail  building  for  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  as  shown 
by  the  sketches,  on  which  the  appropriation  was  made  and  on  which  original  price 
was  based  and  the  finished  working  plans.  A great  many  of  these  changes  were 
demanded  by  the  State  Commission,  for  whom  the  plans  were  altered  before  being 
finally  approved  by  them. 

A few  changes  were  added  to  bring  the  building  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Building  Law  and  to  complete  details  impossible  to  work  out  on  sketches.  Increasing 
the  size  of  cells  meant  increasing  the  size  of  the  building  and  the  double  steel 
partition  across  each  story  to  form  the  requisite  classifications,  together  with  the 
kalaemined  windows  and  the  additions  to  the  locking  device,  entailed  a heavy  ex- 
pense.

An  emergency  exists  which  compels  me  to  ask  for  this  authorization:  The  Croton 
water  supply  pipe  to  Riker’s  Island  is  broken  in  several  places,  permitting  large  vol- 
umes of  water  to  escape,  thereby  diminishing  very  considerably  the  supply  to  the  public 
institutions  on  that  island. 

I am  advised  by  the  Hon.  Francis  j.  Lantry,  Commissioner  of  Corrections,  that 
any  delay  in  the  work  which  it  is  proposed  to  carry  out  under  this  contract  will  entail 
great  hardship  to  the  working  forces  in  his  Department  on  Riker’s  Island,  and  will 
seriously  interfere  with  the  Department  of  Correction  in  carrying  out  its  plans  on  that 
island.  The  Commissioner  of  Correction  reports  that  a force  of  men  is  now  required  to 
carry  water  in  buckets  to  the  upper  floors  of  the  buildings  on  Riker’s  Island  and  that  with 
the  approach  of  warm  weather,  when  a greater  quantity  of  water  will  be  necessary,  the 
conditions  will  become  absolutely  intolerable. 

The  Merritt  & Chapman  Derrick  and  Wrecking  Company,  which  is  practically  the 
only  concern  in  this  vicinity  who  can  handle  this  class  of  work,  propose  to  repair  this 
main  and  make  it  practically  tight  for  the  sum  of  $3,000.  The  total  expenditure  will 
be  about  $5,500,  which  will  include  the  expense  of  the  examination  already  made  on 
this  line.

Whereas,  In  a communication  under  date  of  April  29,  1904,  copy  of  which  is  made 
part  hereof,  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  for  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  writing  to 
the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  sets  forth  conditions  and  submits  matters 
and  suggestions  relating  to  the  conduct  and  organization  of  his  bureau,  which  deserve 
and  should  receive  more  than  passing  consideration;  and 

Whereas,  The  increased  detail  work  of  said  bureau,  the  more  or  less  recent  un- 
fortunate events  which  it  has  experienced,  the  anticipated  increase  in  building  opera- 
tions and  the  protection  of  business  and  realty  interests,  let  alone  the  better  protection 
and  safety  of  the  community  at  large,  demand  a more  drastic  application  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Building  Code,  and  such  other  legal  requirements  surrounding  the  con- 
struction of  buildings,  and  make  it  necessary  that  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  in  its  operat- 
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ing  office  and  otherwise,  be  made  more  effective  and  raised  to  a plane  befitting  The 
City  of  New  York;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  prepare  a comprehensive  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  said  bureau,'  the 
salient  points  of  which  shall  be : 

1st.  A numerical  increase  in  the  force  of  Inspectors  commensurate  with  the  needs 
of  said  bureau. 

2d.  The  laying  out  of  inspection  districts,  which  shall  cover  reasonable  territory,  and 
in  and  for  which  an  Inspector  may  be  held  to  account  for  transgressions  of  the  building 
rules  and  regulations. 

3d.  More  reasonable  compensation  for  Inspectors,  so  that  the  head  of  the  bureau 
may  be  enabled  to  procure  the  services  of  the  best  informed,  in  relation  to  building  re- 
quirements. 

4th.  A system  of  examinations  under  which  appointments  are  to  be  made  which 
will  bring  to  the  service  practical  and  experienced  men,  rather  than  men  whose  qualifica- 
tions are  theoretical  and  academic. 

Resolved,  That  when  such  plan  shall  have  been  prepared,  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  be  and  hereby  is  requested  to  take  under  advisement  and  allow  such 
additional  and  necessary  appropriation  as  will  be  required  to  carry  its  provisions  into 
effect. 

Resolved  further,  That  upon  the  adoption  of  said  plan,  the  Municipal  Civil  Service 
Commission  be  and  hereby  is  requested  to  modify  or  amend  the  rules,  classification  and 
examinations  for  appointments  to  positions  in  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  so  that  the  same 
may  accord  with  the  ideas  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  that,  where  necessary,  the  Munici- 
pal Civil  Service  Commission  invoke  the  aid  and  approval  of  the  State  Civil  Service 
Commission  thereto.

Hon.  JOHN  F.  AHEARN,  President,  Borough  of  Manhattan: 

Dear  Sir — I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  some  matters  and  suggestions 
in  connection  with  this  Bureau  which  I think  are  deserving  of  serious  consideration. 

The  continual  increase  of  the  duties  of  the  office  is  apparent  to  all,  but  appre- 
ciated by  few  of  the  business  and  realty  interests  of  our  community.  Some  days  ago 
I transmitted  to  you  a statistical  report  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  year. 
Following  this  I would  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  a betterment  of  our  operating 
system.  From  the  experience  of  the  past  we  should  have  an  eye  and  a care  to  the 
future.  While  the  building  improvement  of  our  borough  is  increasing  the  sufficiency 
or  adequacy  of  the  Bureau  in  its  operating  force  seems  to  be  overlooked  or  neglected. 
During  my  short  incumbency  the  community  has  been  shocked  by  some  unfortunate 
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experiences  in  the  building  line.  While  these  matters  were  in  no  way  chargeable  to 
the  Bureau,  still  it  has  shown  us  the  necessity  for  increased  competency  to  protect 
and  guard  the  public  interests. 

Our  force  to-day  consists  as  follows: 

Five  Engineers,  sixty-five  Inspectors  of  Masonry  and  Carpentry,  twenty-three 
Inspectors  of  Plumbing,  twelve  Elevator  Inspectors,  eight  Iron  Inspectors,  twenty- 
nine  clerical  force,  seventeen  Messengers. 

As  to  the  numerical  force  of  Inspectors  we  are  remarkably  deficient.  We  should 
have  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty.  The  territory  of  each  Inspector  is  unreasonably 
large,  and  naturally  difficult  for  efficient  work.  The  compensation  of  our  force  is 
entirely  too  small.  The  foreman  of  a building  under  construction  gets  from  $36 
to  $60  per  week,  while  one  of  our  Inspectors,  with  an  average  of  at  least  ten  times 
as  much  work  to  do,  or  responsibility  to  carry,  receives  only  $23.07  a week.  This 
will  appeal  to  all  fair-minded  people  as  being  anything  but  fair  or  just.  The  only 
attraction  for  our  men  continuing  in  our  service  is  that  their  compensation  may  be, 
or  is,  more  certain  and  secure,  from  the  fact  that  positions  are  permanent,  unless 
forfeited  under  charges,  which  must  be  proven  to  be  effective. 

I would  recommend  that  the  compensation  of  our  inspectors  be  increased 
to  at  least  $2,000  a year,  and  would  urge  that  the  standard  for  appointment  be  raised 
and  that  the  qualifications  of  the  individual  be  passed  upon  by  some  practical  body 
of  men,  such  as  the  present  Board  of  Building  Examiners,  which  is  composed 
of  practical  and  experienced  men,  rather  than  the  present  system  of  going  through 
the  Civil  Service,  where  the  standard  of  qualification  is  determined  more  on  the- 
oretical and  technical  lines.  j ; 1,  . , 

The  compensation  of  our  Chief  Engineer  and  Chief  Inspector  is  not  com- 
mensurate with  the  importance  of  their  positions.  We  now  pay  them  $3,000  a year. 
They,  should  receive  not  less  than  $4,000. 

I would  further  recommend  that  this  Bureau  be  equipped  with  six  more  assist- 
ants, to  be  designated  as  Assistant  Chief  Inspectors,  who  must  have  at  least  five 
years’  experience  as  architects  or  engineers  in  building  construction,  whose  com- 
pensation should  be  not  less  than  $2,500  or  $3,000  a year. 

With  such  additions  the  efficiency  of  the  Bureau  will  be  wonderfully  increased 
by  dividing  the  city  into  districts',  each  of  which  would  be  presided  over  by  one  of 
these  Assistant  Chief  Inspectors,  who  will  be  held  responsible  to  the  Superintendent 
for  their  respective  districts. 

I call  your  attention  to  these  matters  now,  for  the  reason  that,  in  my  judgment, 
they  are  of  urgent  necessity,  particularly  in  view  of  the  prospect  of  an  increase 
in  building  operations1,  and  further  because  of  the  number  of  high-class  buildings 
in  course  of  erection. 
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The  building  business,  which  was  once  a mere  mechanical  calling,  is  in  this 
century  reaching  the  point  of  a profession,  and  is  deserving  of  the  best  and  most 
intelligent  attention  that  the  community  will  give  it. 

In  conclusion,  I would  ask  the  favor  of  your  earliest  attention  to  these  matters, 
as  I have  reason  to  believe  that  your  efforts  will  be  supported  by  the  architectural 
and  building  interests  of  this  City  toward  the  betterment  and  improvement  of  this 
branch  of  your  care  and  responsibility.

Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  accidents  on  the  elevated  railroads  of  this 
City  have  amply  demonstrated  the  increasing  negligence  of  the  management  of  these 
roads,  and  by  which  the  lives  of  the  people  who  travel  on  these  roads  are  constantly, 
imperiled;  and 

Whereas,  The  recent  accident  on  the  Third  Avenue  Elevated  Railroad  which 
resulted  in  a loss  of  life  and  injury  to  many  passengers,  was  caused  by  the  present 
inadequate  system  of  employing  only  one  motorman  to  regulate  and  run  a train  of 
cars,  and  by  which  method  the  lives  of  a train-load  of  passengers  depend  on  one  man; 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  That  all 
elevated  railroad  companies  operating  in  this  City,  shall  immediately  upon  the  passage 
or  this  ordinance  provide  each  train  of  cars  with  two  motormen,  for  the  proper  regu- 
lation of  traffic  and  the  safeguarding  of  the  lives  of  the  traveling  public,  under  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  violation  of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir — As  an  organization  of  taxpayers  vitally  concerned  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Throg’s  Neck  District  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  we  desire  to  present 
to  your  Honorable  Body  certain  considerations  which  to  us  seem  paramount  in 
connection  with  the  application  now  pending  before  you,  to  grant  a permit  to  the 
New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  to  construct  a railroad  across 
the  streets  between  the  Harlem  river  and  the  boundary  line  of  this  city. 

First — Companies  which  in  the  past  have  advanced  a plan  to  construct  a railroad 
from  the  Harlem  to  Westchester  County  have  either  been  without  financial  backing 
or  have  been  mere  blinds  for  the  New  York  Central  or  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  railroads.  The  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  whose 
application  is  now  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  is  also 
without  any  visible  financial  support.  We  verily  believe  that  the  New  York,  West- 
chester and  Boston  Railway  Company,  whose  bankers  have  pledged  some  $13,000,000 
for  the  construction  of  this  railroad,  is  the  first  bona-fide  attempt  which  has  been 
made  to  bring  about  the  construction  and  operation  of  which  this  borough  is  so 
thoroughly  in  need. 

Second — We  have  learned  upon  inquiry  that  the  necessary  surveys  and  prelim- 
inary preparations  for  the  building  of  this  road  have  been  completed,  and  that  the 
legal  position  of  the  company  has  been  adequately  fortified.  So  far  as  we  can  learn, 
therefore,  this  company  is  in  a position  to  proceed  without  delay  to  the  construction 
of  this  road  and  to  the  providing  of  actual  rapid  transit  for  the  Borough  of  The 
Bronx. 

Third — We  deem  it  of  vital  importance  that  in  the  arrangement  of  terms  upon 
which  the  permit  shall  be  granted,  your  Honorable  Body  should  be  most  zealous  in 
securing  for  the  City  adequate  return  for  the  valuable  privileges  to  be  granted.  We 
most  respectfully  urge,  however,  that  if  the  necessary  funds  to  build  this  railroad 
speedily  and  properly  are  to  be  obtained,  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  City  must 
not  be  such  as  to  render  a reasonable  dividend  upon  that  capital  impossible. 

Fourth — In  view  of  the  very  urgent  necessity  for  this  improvement,  we  earnestly 
petition  your  Honorable  Body  to  act  favorably  upon  this  application  at  the  earliest 
convenient  opportunity.

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Memorandum  Concerning  Increase  in  Salary  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Police 

Commissioner. 

Referring  to  the  question  of  fixing  the  salary'  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Police  Com- 
missioner at  $4,000  per  annum,  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  fdllowing  facts: 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  are  now  twice  as  taxing  as  those 
of  any  Departmental  Secretary  in  New  York;  in  fact,  the  energies  of  all  his  waking 
moments  during  every  day  in  the  week  have  to  be  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  Police 
) Department.  The  business  of  the  Commissioner’s  office  has  attained  larger  proportions 
than  heretofore  known — the  important  work  is  greater,  matters  requiring  careful  and 
exhaustive  examination  and  attention  are  more  numerous,  callers  far  outnumber  those 
who  have  visited  the  office  heretofore,  and  much  more  correspondence  and  detail  have  to 
be  attended  to. 

• The  hours  of  practically  all  the  other  attaches  of  the  Police  Department  are  from 
9 to  4.  The  office  of  the  Commissioner  seldom  closes  before  seven  o’clock,  and  the 
Secretary  is  not  infrequently  engaged  at  his  own  residence  until  midnight  or  later  on 
matters  of  an  official  nature,  which,  on  account  of  the  constant  interruptions  and  lack 
of  time  at  the  office,  cannot  be  taken  up  and  disposed  of  during  the  day. 

The  mail  numbers  several  hundred  letters  daily,  treats  of  every  conceivable 
subject,  and  comes  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  abroad.  Everything  addressed 
to  the  “Police  Commissioner,”  “Police  Department,”  “Chief  of  Police,”  “Superin- 
tendent,” etc.,  comes  to  the  Secretary’s  desk.  The  morning  mail  alone  requires  an  hour 
and  a half  to  digest  and  distribute,  and  thereafter  each  delivery  brings  a large  batch. 
A number  of  routine  letters  are  answered  in  the  Secretary’s  office  under  his  personal 
supedyisioin.  The  Correspondence  passed  to  the  Commissioner  for  initial  action  is 
taken  up  with  the  Secretary,  who  in  turn  redictates  the  replies  to  the  Stenographers 
in  the  office.  His  work  in  connection  with  the:  correspondence  alone  would  more 
than  keep  him  busy  the  entire  day,  especially  as  he  has  to  read  every  reply  after  it 
has  been  prepared  for  the  signature  of  the  Commissioner  or  himself,  to  see  that  the  work 
is  free  from  errors.  Every  written  complaint,  anonymous  or  otherwise — and  there  are 
hundreds  of  them,  although  in  many  instances  groundless— is  ordered  investigated. 
The  reports  returned  thereon  are  read  by  the  Secretary,  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  further  action  is  required. 

In  addition  to  the  written  complaints,  many  matters  are  presented  verbally.  The 
Secretary  has  to  listen  to  these  and  see  that  the  necessary  action  is  taken,  and  while 
many  of  them  could  very  properly  be  taken  in  hand  by  someone  else,  the  callers  are 
not  satisfied  unless  they  have  vented  themselves  to  the  Commissioner  or  his  personal 
representative. 

Besides  this  class  of  callers,  the  anteroom  is  always  well  filled  with  persons  whom 
the  Secretary  must,  as  far  as  possible  and  without  being  discourteous — always  a 
delicate  task — keep  from  encroaching  upon  the  valuable  time  of  the  Commissioner. 
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Then  the  convenience  of  the  telephone  entails  upon  the  Secretary  no  end  of  labor. 
The  bell  rings  every  few  minutes,  calls  exceeding  a hundred  some  days;  and,  as  with 
visitors,  no  one  wishes  to  talk  with  anybody  in  the  office  except  the  Secretary,  when  he 
cannot  have  the  ear  of  the  Commissioner. 


Personal  calls,  telephone  calls  and  the  attention  which  must  be  given  to  the  corre- 
spondence, etc.,  as  above  indicated,  continue  uninterruptedly,  and  this  pressure  is  on  the 
increase.  Added  to  these  duties,  the  various  officials  of  the  Department  drop  into  the 
Secretary’s  office  at  all  hours  with  official  matters,  which  are  usually  disposed  of  by  the 
Secretary  or  left  with  him  for  presentation  to  the  Commissioner  at  an  opportune  mo- 
ment. Also  at  the  morning  and  afternoon  audiences  given  to  the  press  by  the  Com- 
missioner, the  Secretary  is  required  to  be  present  to  make  notes  or  listen  and  see  that 
nothing  is  incorrectly  reported.  The  same  rule  applies  with  reference  to  many  other 
callers  on  the  Commissioner,  the  Secretary  being  asked  in  to  make  a memorandum  of 
the  request  or  look  up  something  connected  therewith.  His  position,  as  a matter  of 
fact,  is  not  only  that  of  Secretary  to  the  Commissioner,  but  largely  Secretary  of  the 
Department.  It  may  be  in  order  to  invite  attention  to  some  of  the  other  branches  of  the 
municipal  service,  which  in  addition  to  Chief  Clerks  and  personal  Secretaries,  provide 
for  departmental  Secretaries,  all  of  whom  receive  larger  salaries  than  that  of  the  Secre- 
tary to  the  Police  Commissioner.  (See  schedule  of  salaries  attached  marked  “A.”) 

Furthermore,  the  Secretary  is  called  upon  to  attend  to  many  official  matters  which 
take  him  outside  of  the  Department,  such  as  investigating  certain  matters,  making  ar- 
rangements and  acting  for  the  Commissioner  where  a personal  representative  is  neces- 
sary. 

Never  before  has  the  Secretary  to  the  Police  Commissioner  had  one-half  the  volume 
of  work  that  devolves  upon  the  present  incumbent,  and  the  increase  to  $4,000  per  annum 
asked  is  but  just,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  considering  the  amount  of  work 
performed  and  its  nature,  the  position  is  comparatively  the  most  poorly  paid  one  in  the 
Police  Department.  (See  schedule  of  salaries  attached  marked  “B.”)

“ Resolved,  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  47  of  the  Greater  New 
York  Charter,  as  amended  by  chapter  409  of  the  Laws  of  1904,  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of 
New  Yqrk^  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  six  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars 
($640,000),  to  provide  means  for  expenses  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
new  Fordham  Hospital  at  the  junction  of  Crotona  avenue  and  Southern  Boulevard,

Sir — Hon.  John  W.  Brannan,  President,  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied 
Hospitals,  in  communication  under  date  of  November  21,  1903,  requests  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  authorize  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  to  the 
amount  of  $592,400,  in  order  that  the  construction  of  the  New  Fordham  Hospital  may 
be  promptly  begun.  I would  report: 

That  the  specifications  are  full  and  minutely  describe  the  work  to  be  done,  and  the 
plans  give  a general  layout  and  plan  of  the  hospital. 

The  drawings  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  New  Fordham  Hospital,  at  the 
junction  of  Crotona  avenue  and  the  Southern  Boulevard,  Borough  of  The  Bronx, 
show  and  describe  a group  of  four  (4)  buildings,  so  disposed  on  the  property  that 
the  main  or  hospital  building  proper  faces  the  Southern  Boulevard,  and  is  an  entirely 
fireproof  building.  Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  relative  ground  levels  to  so  set 
the  hospital  that  it  not  only  stands  out  as  the  main  central  .feature,  but  also  so  covers 
the  power-house,  stable  and  morgue  that  these  will  not  be  especially  noticeable.  The 
hospital  building  is  designed  as  a central  building,  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  feet 
by  forty-three  feet  (12x43  feet),  five  (5)  stories  high,  with  two  wings  each  ninety- 
two  feet  by  thirty-five  feet  (92x35  feet),  four  (4)  stories  high.  The  exterior  is 
in  brick  and  stone,  the  central  pavilion  being  treated  with  some  architectural  em- 
bellishment, the  wings  being  made  subservient  and  left  nearly  plain.  The  central 
building  is  devoted  to  administrative  offices,  kitchen,  storerooms,  and  the  like,  doctors’ 
sleeping  rooms  and  special  rooms.  The  top  floor  is  devoted  to  the  main  operating 
rooms  and  accessory  rooms. 

Each  wing  ninety-two  feet  by  thirty-five  feet  (92x35  feet),  four  (4)  stories  high, 
has  wards  on  the  first,  second  and  third  floors,  with  a roof  garden  above.  In  the 
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basement  of  the  north  wing  is  the  dispensary,  with  examining  rooms  and  apothecary 
shop,  while  the  south  wing,  basement  floor,  is  occupied  by  the  accident  ward,  with 
waiting  rooms,  examining  rooms,  an  operating  room,  and  male  and  female  detention 
wards  and  isolation  rooms.  The  wards  are  provided  with  fire-escape  balconies  along 
the  entire  rear,  six  (6)  feet  wide,  which  are  designed  to  be  used  as  outside  balconies 
for  convalescents.  The  entire  hospital  is  heated  by  both  direct  and  indirect  heat,  and 
thoroughly  ventilated  by  a forced  system.  Provision  is  made  for  two  (2)  additional 
ward  wings  equal  to  those  now  to  be  built,  and  the  administrative  portion  of  the 
hospital  has  been  designed  throughout  to  properly  provide  for  additional  accommoda- 
tions required  by  these  wings. 

To  the  north  of  the  hospital  is  a dormitory  building  for  the  hospital  nurses,  fifty- 
six  feet  by  forty-three  feet  (56x43  feet),  five  (5)  stories  high,  providing  good  and  sani- 
tary accommodations. 

In  the  northwest  corner  of  the  property  is  placed  the  power  house,  set  about 
twenty  feet  (20')  lower  than  the  hospital  building,  and  provided  with  complete 
heating,  electrical  and  refrigerating  plants,  Storage  is  provided  for  about  four 
hundred  (400)  tons  of  coal.  From  the  power  house  a four  foot  by  five  foot  (4'  x 5') 
tunnel  runs  to  the  hospital  building,  and  the  full  length  of  the  latter,  carrying  all 
pipes  and  wires.  A branch  tunnel  leads  to  the  nurses’  house.  Annexed  to  the 
power  house  is  a complete  steam  laundry,  fire-proof  throughout  on  two  (2)  floors, 
with  a fumigating  and  sterlizing  room.  Above  the  laundry  are  two  (2)  floors  of 
dormitories  for  the  hospital  female  attendants,  with  independent  entrance.  The 
power  house  and  laundry  have  been  designed  so  as  to  provide  for  future  extension. 

The  stable,  ambulance  house  and  morgue  building  are  located  at  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  property  where  Cambreling  avenue  enters  the  property.  Pro- 
vision is  made  for  four  (4)  ambulances,  with  the  requisite  number  of  horses,  and 
a repair  shop.  Above  the  ambulance  house  and  stable,  provision  has  been  made- 
for  the  sleeping  quarters  of  the  drivers  and  male  attendants.  The  morgue,  with 
refrigeration  for  twelve  (12)  subjects,  contains  an  autopsy  room,  an  undertaker’s 
room  and  a small  chapel. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  on  account  of  lack  of  proper  City  sewers,  to- 
provide  private  sewers  for  both  rain  water  and  sewerage  disposal. 

The  Architect  has  submitted  to  me  the  following  approximate  estimate:

The  architect’s  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  building,  including  architect’s  fees,  is 
$603,602.40.  From  this  amount  is  to  be  deducted  the  appropriation  of  $11,250  made  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  February  27,  1903,  to  provide  means  to 
pay  the  expense  of  the  preparation  of  the  necessary  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  hospital  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  This  will  leave  a 
balance  of  $592,352.40  to  be  provided  for  the  erection  of  the  hospital. 

The  architect’s  estimate  appears  to  have  been  carefully  made,  and  I think  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  may  properly  authorize  the  Comptroller,  pursuant  to 
section  47  of  the  Amended  Greater  New  York  Charter,  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  to  the 
amount  of  $592,400,  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Fordham  Hospital,  at  the 
junction  of  Crotona  avenue  and  Southern  Boulevard,  Borough  of  The  Bronx.

Hon.  JOHN  T.  OAKLEY,  Commissioner: 

Dear  Sir — I send  you  herewith  estimate  for  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, as  requested  in  their  letter  of  January  26,  1904,  of  the  amount  of  Corporate 
Stock  which  will  be  required  for  necessary  extensions  and  improvements  to  the  plant 
under  the  control  of  this  Bureau  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx,  Queens 
and  Richmond.  While  the  amount  may  at  first  seem  large,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  one  item  alone,  the  laying  of  the  48-inch  mains  from  the  Jerome  Park  Reservoir 
in  Jerome  avenue  and  the  laying  of  the  main  in  Southern  Boulevard,  involve  an  expendi- 
ture of  nearly  a million  and  a half  dollars.  This  matter  will  be  referred  to  later. 
Th,e  annual  appropriations  for  the  Department  for  the  last  four  years  have  been 
entirely  inadequate,  and  although  requests  have  been  made  for  funds  to  enable  this 
Bureau  to  make  necessary  extensions,  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  has  been  limited. 
This  necessarily  involves  a proportionately  larger  expenditure  this  year  to  properly 
provide  for  extensions  of  mains  and  improvements  to  pumping  stations  in  the  several 
boroughs,  in  order  that  an  adequate  supply  of  water  may  be  furnished  the  residents 
in  various  parts  of  these  districts. 

' Items  1 and  2.  The  Jerome  Park  Reservoir  is  being  pushed  to  completion,  but  no 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  distribution  of  the  water  stored  in  this  reservoir  when 
the  water  is  turned  into  this  basin.  It  has  been  decided  that  it  is  the  function  of  this 
Department,  and  not  of  the  Aqueduct  Commission,  to  lay  these  mains,  and  it  is  there- 
fore incumbent  upon  us  to  provide  the  necessary  means  of  utilizing  this  reservoir 
when  finished.  The  total  cost  of  laying  all  the  trunk  lines  necessary  to  equip  The 
Bronx  with  a sufficient  and  adequate  supply  and  procure  the  full  benefits  of  the  storage 
in  the  Jerome  Park  Reservoir  would  cost  about  $6,000,000.  Work  on  the  greater 
part  of  these  trunk  lines  should  be  commenced  at  an  early  date,  but,  in  order  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  the  estimates  for  this  year  as  far  as  possible,  I have  restricted  the  request 
for  appropriations  for  this  purpose  to  the  laying  of  48-inch  mains  in  Jerome  avenue  to 
the  Harlem  river,  and  under  the  Harlem  river  to  Seventh  avenue,  and  down  Seventh 
avenue  to  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street,  and  the  main  in  Southern  Boulevard 
from  Boston  avenue  to  Hunt’s  Point  road.  The  two  mains  in  Jerome  avenue  will  supple- 
ment the  present  .aqueduct  and  connect  the  Jerome  Park  Reservoir  with  the  Borough 
of  Manhattan,  thus  allowing  the  storage  at  this  point  to  supplement  the  present  storage 
in  Manhattan.  As  the  present  storage  in  the  reservoirs  in  the  City  is  limited,  and  as 
we  have  reached  the  limit  of  the  capacity  of  the  present  aqueduct,  this  is  an  important 
step  to  take  to  provide  against  a possible  shortage  of  water  in  dry  seasons  in  the  future. 
The  construction  of  these  mains  will  also  facilitate  any  necessary  repairs  to  the  aque- 
duct at  a future  date. 
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Item  3.  There  are  many  points  in  Manhattan  where,  owing  to  the  development  of 
factories,  large  apartment  houses  and  hotels,  the  old  6-inch  mains  have  become  entirely 
inadequate,  and  the  pressures  as  a consequence  have  become  so  reduced  as  to  provide 
a very  poor  supply  of  water.  It  is  urgently  necessary  to  supplement  these  mains  with 
pipes  of  a larger  size,  and  the  $500,000  requested  for  necessary  distributing  mains  in 
Manhattan  is  for  the  purpose  of  reinforcing  the  service  in  these  sections. 

Item  4.  In  The  Bronx  there  are  many  streets  which  have  already  been  graded,  and 
in  many  cases  paved,  with  curbstones  set  and  sidewalks,  and  in  some  cases  supplied 
with  sewers,  where  there  is  no  water  supply.  Of  course,  this  materially  affects  the 
development  of  this  section,  as  well  as  the  values  of  property,  and  I have  requested 
$500,000  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains  in  streets  in  this  condition.  This  work,  I 
think,  is  imperative.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  City  to  anticipate  the  certain  growth  of  The 
Bronx  in  these  various  streets. 

Item  5.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  is  doing 
an  enormous  amount  of  work  in  establishing  new  grades  for  streets  upon  which  houses 
have  already  been  built.  A change  of  grade  necessitates  relaying  the  water  mains,  and 
as  our  annual  appropriations  for  the  operation  of  this  Bureau  are  entirely  inadequate  to 
take  care  of  this  work,  I have  made  request  for  the  necessary  money  to  provide  for  relay- 
ing mains  where  needed. 

Item  6.  The  City  acquired  the  property  of  the  New  York  and  Westchester  Water 
Company  on  the  first  of  February  of  last  year.  This  company  formerly  supplied  the 
territory  in  The  Bronx  lying  east  of  the  Bronx  river.  The  distribution  system  of  this 
company  was  in  very  poor  condition,  and  there  are  many  streets  upon  which  there 
are  houses  which  have  no  water  supply.  During  the  past  year  we  have  laid  about 
twenty  miles  of  mains  in  this  section,  but  there  is  much  more  to  be  done  in  this  line 
in  order  to  furnish  an  adequate  supply,  and  an  appropriation  of  $300,000  is  asked 
for  this  purpose. 

Item  7.  There  are  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  eight  thousand  hydrants"  of  an 
old  pattern,  which  are  not  provided  with  the  means  of  draining  the  barrel  after  use. 
As  a result,  our  repair  gangs  are  continually  at  work  thawing  out  these  hydrants,  in 
cold  weather.  Without  considering  the  expense  of  maintaining  these  hydrants,  the 
question  of  danger  from  fire  due  to  failure  of  the  hydrants  to  furnish  water  at  a critical  * 
moment  makes  it  imperative  to  replace  these  hydrants  with  others  of  a newer 
and  more  modern  type. 

Item  8.  At  the  present  time  there  is  but  one  36-inch  suction  main  at  the  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy-ninth  Street  Pumping  Station,  and  as  the  total  capacity  of  this 
station  is  about  63,000,000  gallons  per  day,  this  main  is  entirely  too  small  for  the 
service.  It  is  desired  to  supplement  this  main  with  a second  one  in  order  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  water  for  the  station.

Item  9.  The  boilers  and  steam  piping  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth 
Street  Pumping  Station  are  old,  and  the  steam  piping  is  not  properly  designed  or 
erected.  This  results  m a loss  of  efficiency,  causing  an  excessive  use  of  fuel.  It  is 
desired  to  change  the  present  boilers  and  piping,  with  a view  to  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  plant.  I have  no  doubt  the  saving  in  fuel  resulting  from  such 
change  would  more  than  repay  the  interest  and  fixed  charges  on  the  cost  of  the  in- 
stallation. 

Item  10.  The  present  coal  conveying  system,  which  elevates  the  coal  from  the 
river  to  the  coal-house,  has  been  in  use  for  a number  of  years  and  is  completely 
worn  out.  The  plant  is  continually  breaking  down  and  is  in  need  of  frequent  re- 
pair. The  breakage  of  this  plant  at  times  is  a serious  matter,  as  a large  portion  of 
the  City  is  dependent  on  the  operation  of  this  station.  It  is  necessary  to  replace 
this  machinery  at  as  early  a date  as  possible. 

Item  11.  All  the  oil  used  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth  Street  Pumping 
Station  is  now  stored  in  the  cellar.  It  §eems  preposterous  to  have  twenty  or  thirty 
barrels  of  oil  stored  in  the  basement  of  a pumping  station  where  machinery  worth 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  is  stalled,  and  subject  the  plant  to  the  possible 
danger  of  fire.  It  would  be  impossible  to  supply  the  upper  West  Side  and  the 
Murray  Hill  District  with  water  if  a fire  should  occur  at  this  point.  It  is  desired, 
therefore,  to  remove  the  oil  from  this  station  and  store  it  on  the  outside  in  a safe 
place.  The  cost  of  this  work,  as  shown  on  the  estimate,  will  be  about  $8,000. 

Item  12.  Proper  provision  for  the  ventilation  of  the  engine  and  fire  rooms  at  the 
One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth  Street  Station  was  not  made  by  the  architect 
who  designed  these  buildings,  the  result  being  that,  in  summer  the  temperature  on 
the  galleries  of  the  engines  reaches  140  degrees.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  Engine- 
men  will  properly  care  for  their  machinery  when  they  have  to  work  in  such  a 
temperature.  I feel  that  the  value  of  the  machinery  is  such  as  to  warrant  any  ex- 
pense which  would  tend  to  maintain  it  in  the  best  condition.  It  is  desired  to  place 
ventilators  in  the  roof  so  that  the  men  may  work  with  more  comfort. 

Item  13.  The  above  applies  to  the  roof  of  the  Jerome  Park  Pumping  Station 
also. 

Item  14.  It  is  customary  throughout  the  watershed  for  the  City  to  build  fences 
on  the  boundary  lines  of  all  their  property.  No  such  fencing  has  been  provided  at 
Rye  Lake,  and  this  work  should  be  completed  at  an  early  date. 

, Item  15.  Contract  has  also  been  let  for  the  repairs  to  the  spillway  and  a portion 
of  the  channel  at  the  East  Branch  Reservoir,  which  was  badly  washed  in  the  freshet 
in  December,  1901.  It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  continue  this  work  further 
down  stream  in  order  to  properly  protect  our  property. 

Item  16.  The  Village  of  Mt.  Kisco  has  already  prepared  plans  and  specifications 
for  a sewage  system,  and  has'  requested  us  to  confer  with  the  State  Board  of  Health 
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and  provide  the  necessary  means  of  protecting  our  water  supply  from  contamina- 
tion. It  is  proposed  to  empty  the  sewage  into  the  Kisco  river,  which  is  a tributary 
of  the  Crotop.  It  will  be  incumbent  upon  us,  in  the  near  future,  to  provide  such  a 
plant,  and  plans  have  already  been  completed  for  the  same.  This  work  should  be 
commenced  without  delay,  and  not  later  than  the  spring  or  early  summer. 

Item  17.  During  the  past  year  several  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid  in  Long 
Island  City,  but  there  are  several  districts  where  large  manufacturing  interests  have 
centred  in  which  there  is  no  fire  protection.  It  is  incumbent  upon  the  City  to  protect 
this  property  and  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  industries  of  this  kind  in  this 
section.  The  appropriation  of  $200,000  requested  is  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
mains  to  supply  water  in  these  sections. 

Item  18.  The  statements  in  regard  to  the  shortage  of  water  in  Long  Island  City 
apply  equally  to  the  Flushing  districts  in  Ward  Three,  and  it  is  desired  to  lay  a 
force  main  of  sufficient  capacity  from  Bayside  Pumping  Station  to  the  stand- 
pipe in  Flushing  to  supplement  the  present  system.  The  urgency  for  the  appropria- 
tions for  Queens  cannot  be  too  strongly  put  before  you.  There  is  hardly  a town 
of  five  thousand  people  in  the  United  States  which  is  as  poorly  supplied  with  water 
as  Long  Island  City  and  Ward  Three,  and  the  situation  is  really  a disgrace. 

Item  19.  The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  has  been  in  deplorable 
condition,  and  while  during  the  past  year  the  system  has  been  very  much  aug- 
mented, it  is  necessary  to  go  further  to  provide  for  the  coming  summer.  There  is 
a possibility  of  getting  more  water  at  Station  No.  1,  and  I recommend  that  an 
appropriation  of  $15,000  be  made  for  wells  at  that  point. ' 

Item  20.  During  the  year  the  water  service  from  the  Tottenville  Station  has  been 
extended  along  the  Amboy  road,  and  it  is  desired  to  extend  this  still  further.  An 
appropriation  of  $50,000  is  asked  for  this  purpose.  This  is  done  in  order  to  in- 
crease the  usefulness  of  the  Tottenville  Pumping  Station. 

Item  21.  The  -present  engine-house  at  the  Tottenville  Pumping  Station  is  in- 
adequate and  unsuitable.  It  is  desired  to  replace  it  with  a house  of  proper  dimen- 
sions. For  this  purpose  $10,000  has  been  asked.

Hon.  THOMAS  F.  BYRNES,  Deputy  Commissioner: 

Dear  Sir — In  compliance  with  your  request  of  the  14th  inst.,  I beg  to  report  here- 
with on  the  works  for  the  maintenance,  improvement  and  extension  of  the  water 
supply  in  this  borough,  which  it  is  necessary  to  undertake  during  the  present  year, 
and  for  which  bond  issues  will  be  required. 

In  preparing  this  report,  I have  carefully  borne  in  mind  the  explicit  directions 
from  the  Commissioner  and  from  you  to  exclude  whatever  was  not  necessary  during 
the  present  year,  and  to  endeavor  by  all  means  to  reduce  the  amount  of  appropriations 
to  be  asked  as  much  as  possible,  with  due  regard,  however,  to  the  safety  and  proper 
maintenance  of  the  water  supply  and  its  efficient  and  economical  management. 

The  works  to  be  carried  out  during  the  present  year  and  their  estimated  cost  are 
'as  follows,  mentioned  in  their  order  of  precedence:

The  various  items  in  the  above  schedule  will  now  be  briefly  discussed : 

Item  1.  Increased  Pumping  and  Boiler  Capacity  for  Ridgewood,  South  Side — The 
battery  of  Bigelow  boilers,  installed  at  this  station  in  1890,  have  long  passed  the  limit 
of  economical  operation,  so  that  the  cost  of  repairs  is  excessive  and  the  interruptions 
to  the  service  due  to  their  poor  condition  too  frequent.  It  is  proposed  to  replace  these 
boilers  by  a new  battery  of  somewhat  larger  capacity  than  the  existing  one.  The 
pumping  capacity  at  this  station  is  also  to  be  increased  to  the  extent  of  20,000,000 
gallons  a day  by  installing  a centrifugal  pump  driven  by  a steam  turbine.  The  present 
daily  pumping  capacity  at  the  North  Side,  Ridgewood  Station,  is  90,000,000  gallons, 
and  the  daily  capacity  of  the  South  Side  is  50,000,000  gallons,  making  an  aggregate 
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total  for  both  plants  of  140,000,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  Owing  to  the  frequent  over- 
hauling and  repairs  needed  on  the  high  duty  and  complicated  engines,  the  safe  aggre- 
gate capacity  of  both  stations  should  not  be  estimated  at  more  than  100,000,000  gallons 
per  day,  assuming  one  20,000,000  gallon  engine  on  the  North  Side  and  two  10,000,000 
gallon  engines  on  the  South  Side  to  be  out  of  commission.  The  average  pumping  at 
Ridgewood  in  February  last  was  approximately  110,000,000  gallons,  or  10,000,000  gallons 
beyond  the  above  estimated  safe  capacity,  and  next  winter,  with  the  normal  increase 
in  consumption,  the  conditions  will  be  still  worse.  The  additional  engine  is,  there- 
fore, imperatively  needed.  The  engine  proposed  is  extremely  simple,  and  can  be 
installed  at  a low  cost  and  within  a comparatively  short  time.  Should  the  results  o:6 
this  centrifugal  be  such  as  we  have  reason  to  anticipate,  it  will  be  adopted  later  on  to 
entirely  remodel  this  station,  whch  is  very  uneconomical,  and  also  for  the  proposed 
remodeling  of  the  Ridgewood  Station  on  the  North  Side.  There  is  sufficient  floor 
space  on  the  South  Side  engine-room  for  this  engine  without  interfering  with  the 
existing  ones. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  engines  and  boilers  herein  proposed  is,  as  already  stated, 
$70,000,  and  the  work  would  be  completed  within  about  eight  or  nine  months  from  the 
beginning  of  work. 

Item  2.  Extending  and  Remodeling  Ridgewood,  North  Side — This  work  is  required 
not  only  to  provide  pumping  capacity  for  both  the  Ridgewood  and  the  high  service,  but 
also  to  secure  a considerable  economy  of  opeartion  as  well  as  increased  efficiency.  In 
the  Annual  Report  for  1902  will  be  found  a discussion  of  the  plan  to  concentrate  both 
the  Ridgewood  and  high  service  pumping  at  the  Ridgewood  Station  and  to  suppress 
the  Mt.  Prospect  Station.  It  is  shown  in  that  report  that  a yearly  saving  of  about  $35>5oo 
would  thereby  be  secured,  which,  capitalized  at  3 per  ecnt.,  would  represent,  in  round 
figures,  the  sum  of  about  $1,180,000.  Furthermore,  that  by  this  plan  the  high  service  dis- 
trict could  be  enlarged,  as  requried  by  present  and  prospective  conditions,  and  its 
efficiency  increased;  and  lastly,  that  if  the  Prospect  Station  were  to  be  continued,  it 
would  have  to  be  enlarged  and  extended  at  considerable  cost.  In  pursuance  of  this 
plan,  the  advantages  of  which  are  obvious,  a 48-inch  force  main  is  at  present  being 
laid  from  the  Ridgewood  engine-house  to  the  Mt.  Prospect  reservoir  and  tower,  which 
will  be  ultimately  used  to  deliver  from  Ridgewood  the  water  required  for  the  high 
service  system  at  the  Mt.  Prospect  reservoir  and  tower. 

The  plan  for  the  remodeling  of  the  Ridgewood  Station  provides  for  the  removal  of 
the  old  No.  3 beam  engine,  now  35  years  old,  which  would  be  replaced  by  a new’ 
20,000,000-gallon  engine.  Also  for  two  15,000,000-gallon  engines  for  the  Mt.  Prospect 
service,  besides  the  necessary  boilers  and  building  extension.  Should  the  turbine  and 
centrifugal  pumps  which  it  is  proposed  to  install  in  the  South  Side  yield  the  results 
expected,  similar  types  of  engines  will  be  adopted,  as  already  stated,  on  the  North  Side, 
and  two  20,000,000-gallon  engines  will  be  erected  for  the  Ridgewood  service  instead  of 
the  single  one  already  mentioned,  which  is  to  replace  No.  3.  And  in  that  case  a new

boiler  house  would  be  erected  to  the  west  of  the  present  engine  house,  which  would  be 
a counterpart  of  the  boiler  house  to  the  east  of  the  latter,  and  the  new  engines  would  be 
erected  within  the  existing  engine  house  and  passageway  leading  from  the  latter  to  the 
new  boiler  house.  The  new  boilers  would  be  erected  in  the  new  boiler  house. 

The  whole  work  could  be  completed  for  $500,000,  which  is  the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation herein  asked.  If,  on  the  other. hand,  the  results  from  the  centrifugal  and  turbine 
to  be  installed  on  the  South  Side  fell  short  of  our  anticipation,  the  engines  to  be  erected 
on  the  North  Side  would  be  of  the  usual  vertical  compound  or  triple  expansion  type, 
and  the  total  cost  of  remodeling  the  station  would  probably  be  about  $80,000  more  than 
herein  asked.  In  this  case  the  $500,000  now  to  be  appropriated  would  be  devoted  to  the 
work  of  remodeling  the  building  and  for  the  boilers  and  an  additional  appropriation 
would  be  asked  next  year  for  the  erection  of  the  engines.  Should  the  centrifugal  and 
turbine  plan  be  carried  out,  the  whole  work  could  be  completed  in  about  eighteen  months 
from  the  beginning  of  work. 

Item  3.  Cross-connecting  Force  Mains  Leading  from  the  Ridgewood  Engine  House 
to  Ridgewood  Reservoir — This  work  is  required  in  order  to  connect  the  six  force  mains 
leading  from  the  Ridgewood  Engine  House  to  Ridgewood  Reservoir,  four  of  which 
are  36  inches  in  diameter,  one  42  inches  and  the  other  48  inches.  By  this  means  a large 
decrease  would  be  secured  in  the  frictional  head  against  which  the  engines  now  work, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  old  36-inch  mains  are  badly  tuberculated  and  that  one  of 
these  36-inch  mains  is  often  out  of  service,  since  in  only  one  case  is  there  more  than  one 
engine  connected  to  a main.  In  other  words,  the  whole  main  capacity  would  at  all  times 
be  available,  whatever  the  number  of  engines  in  service,  with  the  resulting  advantage  of 
a considerable  decrease  in  frictional  resistance,  which  means  wasteful  work. 

This  work  could  be  completed  in  four  months  after  beginning  work,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  cost,  as  already  stated,  would  be  $10,000. 

Item  4.  Replacing  Existing  Small  Tuberculated  Mains  and  Laying  Additional 
Mains,  to  Remove  Dead  Ends  on  the  Mt.  Prospect  and  New  Lots  Systems — As  stated  in 
the  last  annual  report  and  in  previous  ones,  a comprehensive  plan  has  been  prepared  by 
this  Bureau  for  remodeling  the  distribution  system  throughout  the  older  section  of 
Brooklyn,  of  which  the  main  features  are  the  provision  of  new  48-inch  trunk  mains  with 
the  necessary  branches,  and  the  laying  of  other  mains  from  12-inches  to  24-inches,  block- 
ing the  whole  territory  through  which  these  mains  would  be  laid  in  rectangles,  so  that  no 
house  would  be  more  than  two  blocks  distant  from  one  of  these  new  mains,  and  leaving 
for  the  future  the  replacing  of  the  smaller  tuberculated  mains  within  these  rectangles. 
By  this  means  the  benefits  to  the  remodeled  system  were  spread  over  the  largest 
possible  territory.  Furthermore,  this  work  was  to  be  carried  on  in  three  or  four 
years,  not  only  to  distribute  the  expense  over  a longer  period,  but  to  prevent  the 
wholesale  and  impracticable  tearing  up  of  the  streets  and  the  resulting  interruption  to 
traffic.  In  pursuance  of  this  plan  we  have  already  made  contracts  for  the  48-inch 
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mains,  which  are  under  way,  and  for  practically  all  the  mains  from  20  inches  up.  The 
appropriation  herein  requested,  therefore,  is  for  that  part  of  the  plan  which  it  is 
deemed  advisable  to  carry  out  this  year,  of  laying  12-inch  and  16-inch  mains.  The 
appropriation  also  provides  for  the  connection  of  dead  ends,  of  which  there  are  190 
on  the  Mt.  Prospect  service  and  about  100  on  the  New  Lots  service.  Much  difficulty 
is  experienced  both  from  leakage  in  the  gates  forming  the  boundary  between  the  high 
and  low  service  and  from  the  stagnation  of  water  at  the  dead  ends.  It  is  proposed  to 
lay  boundary  mains  in  the  street  forming  the  limits  of  the  New  Lots  service  and  of 
the  Mt.  Prospect  Reservoir  and  Tower  service.  This  would  greatly  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  distribution  system  for  fire  purposes  and  would  do  away  with  the 
leakage  through  the  gates  and  avoid  the  complaints  from  stagnation  of  water  at  the 
dead  ends. 

The  amount  of  the  appropriation  asked  for  this  work  is  $700,000,  and  the  work 
could  be  completed  within  about  one  year  after  commencing  work. 

Item  5.  Filter  Beds  for  Valley  Stream — The  water  from  Valley  stream  is  subject 
to  serious'  pollution,  and,  following  out  the  general  policy  of  filtering  all  the  water 
from  the  surface  streams  on  the  west  or  old  watershed,  it  is  proposed  to  establish  slow 
sand  filters  for  the  water  from  this  brook.  The  filter  beds  would  be  probably  of  the 
same  type  as  those  adopted  for  the  Simonson’s  stream,  and  the  water  after  being 
filtered  would  have  to  be  pumped  into  the  conduit  at  either  our  present  Watts  Pond 
Station  or  at  the  proposed  Watts  Pond  Infiltration  Gallery  Station.  We  are  at  pres- 
ent filtering  the  flow  from  our  Baisleys,  Springfield  and  Horse  Brook  streams,  and 
have  under  contract  filters  for  the  Simonson’s  stream.  This  leaves  the  Valley 
Stream,  Pines  and  Schodack  brook  as  the  only  streams  on  the  old  watershed  which 
are  not  filtered,  and  of  these  three  streams  the  Valley  stream  is  much  more  liable  to 
contamination.  It  will  be  proposed  next  year  to  filter  the  Pines  and  Schodack  brook 
supplies. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $40,000,  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about  six 
months  after  beginning  work. 

Item  6.  Extension  of  Distribution — The  work  under  this  head  comprises  the 
yearly  extension  of  the  distributing  mains,  for  which  we  have  now  a particularly  large 
number  of  petitions  from  the  outlying  wards,  mainly  in  the  Eighth,  Thirtieth  and 
Thirty-first  Wards.  It  is  proposed  to  apply  about  $150,000  of  the  amount  herein, 
asked  for  these  extensions,  which  will  only  be  made  where  houses  are  either  in  course 
of  construction  or  about  to  be  commenced.  The  other  $150  000  are  intended  to  pro- 
vide for  the  cost  of  laying  the  most  important  sections  of  the  large  trunk  mains  from 
our  48-inch  main  on  Fort  Hamilton  avenue,  which  will  be  necessary  to  deliver  the 
requisite  supply  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes  throughout  the  outlying  wards.  This 
Bureau  has  recommended  the  policy  of  laying  each  year  a portion  of  these  trunk 
mains  and  also  the  distribution  mains,  as  required,  so  as  to  ultimately  provide  adequate 
distribution  for  both  domestic  and  fire  purposes. 
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The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $300,000,  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about 
one  year  from  the  time  of  beginning  work. 

Item  7.  Additional  Hydrants  on  Existing  Large  Mains — When  the  system  of  dis- 
tribution was  originally  laid  out,  hydrants  were  not  placed  on  mains  larger  than  12 
inches  in  diameter,  and  this  practice  has  been  followed  up  to  recent  years.  It  has 
resulted  in  there  being  a comparatively  large  length  of  20  and  30  inch  mains  on 
which  no  hydrants  have  been  placed  and  where  hydrants  would  prove  of  -great  ad- 
vantage in  case  of  fire,  it  being  possible  to  obtain  a large  supply  through  these  mains. 
It  is  proposed  to  place  hydrants  on  these  mains  at  intervals  of  about  200  feet.  The 
estimate  includes  the  cost  of  a main  laid  around  the  Borough  Hall  Park,  with  twelve 
triple  nozzle  hydrants  connected  thereto,  this  main  being  supplied  by  the  36-inch  main 
at  present  crossing  the  park,  thus  giving  an  adequate  supply  for  the  fire  engines  to 
fight  a fire  in  any  of  the  large  buildings  surrounding  the  Borough  Hall. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $90,000,  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about  one 
year  from  the  time  of  beginning  work. 

Item  8.  Remodeling  of  New  Lots  Station — The  existing  New  Lots  Station  was 
acquired  by  the  City  through  the  purchase  of  the  Long  Island  Water  Supply  Com- 
pany’s plant  and  is  ill-adapted  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  was  put.  The  Engineer’s 
house  is  a frame  structure  located  over  the  engine  room,  and  the  plant  has  been 
criticized  by  the  Fire  Underwriters  on  account  of  danger  of  interruption  of  the  ser- 
vice by  fire  in  the  dwelling  over  the  engine  room.  This  plant  can  safely  supply  about 
4,000,000  gallons  a day  with  the  present  wells,  and  the  deep  wells  which  are  now  being 
tested  may  probably  give  an  additional  supply  of  from  1,000,000  to  2,000,000  gallons 
a day,  making  the  total  capacity  of  the  plant  between  5,000,000  and  6,000,000  gallons 
a day.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  remodeling  for  a new  building  and  steel 
chimney,  with  new  deep  wells,  boilers,  engines,  delivery  main  and  standpipe,  so  that 
the  station  when  completed,  can  pump  into  a standpipe  to  supply  the  high  section 
adjoining  the  Ridgewood  Reservoir,  which  cannot,  at  present,  be  supplied  by  our 
Ridgewood  or  New  Lots  service,  and  the  system  will  be  so  cross-connected  to  the 
Ridgewood  service  that  the  full  capacity  of  the  station  can  be  utilized  at  all  times, 
even  though  the  consumption  of  the  area  supplied  be  less  than  the  capacity  of  the 
station.  As  has  already  been  discussed  in  my  previous  reports,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  make  some  arrangement  whereby  water  can  be  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Queens 
from  the  high  service  standpipe,  as  it  will  be  many  years  before  the  system  in  the 
Borough  of  Queens  could  economically  supply  this  district. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $160,000  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about 
one  year  from  the  time  of  beginning  work. 

Item  9.  Remodeling  of  Spring  Creek  Station — The  operation*  of  this  station  is 
relatively  too  costly,  as  we  have  two  separate  pumping  plants  within  a short  distance, 
requiring  a separate  crew  at  each  plant.  The  engines  and  boilers  at  the  old  perma- 
nent plant  are  old  and  wasteful  and  the  engines  and  boilers  at  the  new  plant,  which 
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- was  intended  to  be  a temporary  one,  are  equally  antiquated  and  uneconomical,  the 
material  being  second-hand  when  first  installed.  This  results  in-  a very  large  amount 
of  expenditure,  both  for  fuel  and  repairs.  It  is  proposed  to  build  a new  engine  and 
boiler-house  and  equip  it  with  modern  high  duty  engines  and  new  boilers.  A main 
would  be  laid  connecting  this  point  with  the  New  Lots  or  Ridgewood  systems,  so 
that  the  water  would  be  pumped  directly  into  the  distribution  system  instead  of  being 
pumped,  as  at  present,  into  the  conduit  and  flowing  for  about  a mile  to  Ridgewood, 
where  it  is  again  pumped  into  the  reservoir.  By  this  remodeling  we  would  obtain 
the  economy  of  high  duty  in  the  operation  of  the  engines,  a reduction  in  the  force 
required  and  the  doing  away  with  the  cost  of  pumping  at  the  Ridgewood  Station.' 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $175,000,  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about 
one  year  from  the  time  of  beginning  work. 

Additional  Improvements  and  Extensions  Which  Are  Not  Asked  for  but  Which 
Will  Be  Needed  in  the  Near  Future — In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  above,  there 
will  be  required  not  later  than  next  year,  additional  conduit  capacity,  both  for  the 
eastern  and  western  watersheds,  and  it  will  probably  prove  to.  be  economical  to  have 
this  conduit  constructed  to  withstand  a pressure  sufficient  to  pump  the  water  directly 
into  the  Ridgewood  Reservoir. 

The  infiltration  galleries  now  being  built  can  be  equipped  with  high  pressure 
pumps  and  directly  connected  to  this  conduit,  and  the  conduit  could  be  laid,  for  a 
greater  part  of  the  distance,  along  the  line  other  than  the  existing  conduit  line,  thus 
removing  the  danger  of  an  interruption  to  the  entire  service  by  a breakage  of  the 
mam  while  under  high  pressure.  This  conduit  would  be  laid  so  that  it  could  be 
readily  connected  to  the  Forest  Park  Reservoir,  if  it  is  decided  to  construct  that 
reservoir. 

To  increase  the  supply  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  additional  infiltration  galleries, 
and  the  most  available  site  to  be  developed  is  the  proposed  gallery  with  a central 
station  near  the  present  Springfield  Station.  If  it  be  deemed  advisable,  an  additional 
station  can  readily  be  established  within  the  City  limits  and  so  designed  as  to  pump 
directly  into  the  distribution  system.  By  this  means  the  water  could  be  furnished  at 
a comparatively  low  cost.

Sir — By  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  February  16,  1904,  re- 
ceived from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  March  1,  1904,  without  his  approval  or  disapproval ; 
therefore,  as  provided  in  section  40  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  the  same  took 
effect  as  if  he  had  approved  it.

I beg  to  report  that  I have  had  the  court-house,  Administration  Building  and  jail 
examined,  and  the  following  repairs  were  found  to  be  necessary : 

First— Removal  of  mansard  roof  of  court-house  and  all  gutters  and  leaders ; the 
repairs  and  renewal  of  all  rafters  and  supports  of  roofs,  cornice,  etc.,  and  the  renewal  of 
the  mansard  roof,  gutters  and  leaders  throughout  with  copper;  the  cleaning  and  repair- 
ing of  the  present  cornice,  balustrades^  finials,  etc.,  with  renewal  of  defective  portions, 
and  the  painting  and  sanding  of  the  entire  exterior  metal  work,  excepting  the  copper. 

Administration  Building  and  Jail,  and  replacing  of  roofs  by  new  tin  roofs  with 
copper  gutters  and  leaders.  After  removal  of  old  roofs  the  present  fireproofing  should 
be  repaired,  renewed  when  necessary,  and  boarded  on  the  interior  to  furnish  proper 
nailing  for  the  tin  roof. 

Third — A thorough  overhauling  of  the  plumbing  of  all  these  buildings ;«  renewal 
of  all  main  drain  and  vent  lines  with  galvanized  wrought  iron  pipe",  resetting  and 
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adjusting  of  present  fixtures  with  renewals  where  defective.  Where  cell  fixtures  are 
defective  or  out  of  repair  I would  replace  by  fixtures  from  cells  not  in  use.  Unused 
cells  now  amount  to  more  than  25  per  cent,  of  entire  number  of  cells.  In  this  connection 
I would  recommend  that  proper  ventilation  be  provided  for  all  toilet  room  inclosures. 

P'ourth — The  removal  of  kitchen,  dining  room,  etc.,  to  the  rooms  at  present  used 
by  the  Bar  Association  on  the  third  story  of  the  Administration  Building,  with  renewal 
of  fixtures  where  necessary. 

Fifth — Repair  of  all  defective  painting  in  all  the  buildings  with  all  necessary  re- 
painting and  decorating. 

Sixth — Repair  and  put  in  order  present  heating  apparatus  with  new  fittings,  grates, 
valves,  etc.,  where  necessary.  Install  new  boiler,  engine,  fan-blower,  heating  chamber, 
etc.,  with  all  necessary  ducts,  dampers  and  connections  for  heating  and  ventilating 
Court-house  and  the  three  floors  of  the  Administration  Building  now  used  for  admin- 
istrative or  office  purposes. 

My  estimate  as  to  the  cost  of  the  above  is  in  detail  as  follows :

Dear  Sir — On  March  12  I addressed  a letter  to  you  stating  that  as  the  business 
of  this  Bureau  was  increasing  so  rapidly,  owing  to  the  great  increase  in  building 
operations  in  this  borough,  that  the  appointment  of  a Chief  Inspector  and  several  Con- 
struction Inspectors  was  necessary  in  order  to  properly  administer  the  duties  of  the 
Bureau.  The  business  of  this  office  has  increased  over  100  per  cent,  in  the  first  four 
months  of  this  year  over  the  same  period  last  year,  as  will  appear  by  the  following 
figures,  viz. : 

First  four  months  of  1903 — Number  of  buildings,  232;  estimated  cost,  $2,291,500. 

First  four  months  1904 — Number  of  buildings,  496;  estimated  cost,  $4,995,620. 

These  figures  show  an  increase  of  264  new  buildings,  and  $2,704,120  in  the  cost, 
and  at  the  present  rate  the  business  will  increase  fully  150  per  cent,  before  fall. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent  to  attend  to  outside  matters 
affecting  plumbing  and  drainage,  and  construction  too.  The  time  of  the  Superintendent 
is  fully -occupied  in  the  office,  giving  his  attention  to  the  public  and  architects  and 
builders. 

For  the  reasons  above  stated,  I again  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  an  additional 
appropriation  for  this  Bureau  so  that  I may  be  able  to  appoint  a Chief  Inspector,  three 
Construction  Inspectors  and  one  Clerk  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  so  as  to  enable 
me  to  keep  abreast  of  the  increased  business  of  the  Bureau.

Dear  Sir — I would  respectfully  request  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  to  pass

Hon.  WILLIAM  McADOO,  Police  Commissioner : 

Sir — I am  in  receipt  of  a communication  from  your  Chief  Clerk,  under  date  of  April 
27,  1904,  inclosing  for  my  consideration  and  advice  communication  received  by  you 
from  Messrs.  Black,  Olcott,  Gruber  & Bonynge,  attorneys  for  Inspector  Grant,  request- 
ing that  his  back  salary  be  paid  to  him. 

There  is  a grave  question  whether  Inspector  Grant  can  recover  any  back  salary 
from  the  City.  By  law  the  Police  Department  is  only  entitled  to  fifteen  Inspectors,  and 
when  Inspector  Grant  was  dismissed,  some  one  else  was  appointed  or  promoted  in  his 
place  and  stead.  The  salary  of  the  office  was  paid,  if  I understand  the  situation  cor- 
rectly,. to  the  de  facto  incumbent  and  Inspector  Grant’s  cause  of  action,  it  seems  to  me, 
is  not  against  the  City  but  against  the*officer  to  whom  his  salary  was  paid. 

My  advice  is  to  refuse  to  certify  any  pay-rolls  in  the  matter  until  you  are  compelled 
to  do  so  in  an  appropriate  proceeding.

The  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  22,  1896  (Public  No.  146),  authorizes  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  his  discretion,  to  loan  or  give  to  Soldiers’  Monument  Asso- 
ciations, posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  municipal  corporations,  for 
ornamental  use,  condemned  guns,  mounts  and  projectiles  which  may  not  be  needed^ 
in  the  naval  service.  The  act  provides  that  these  loans  or  gifts  shall  be  made  subject 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Department,  and  that  the 
Government  shall  be  at  no  expense  in  connection  therewith. 
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Accordingly,  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  has  prepared  the  following  list  of  con- 
demned guns,  mounts  and  projectiles  which  are  available  for  issue  in  accordance 
with  the  act  aforesaid,  and  these  will  be  loaned  to  Soldiers’  Monument  Associations, 
G.  A.  R.  posts  and  municipal  corporations  upon  written  official  applications  for  the 
same,  indorsed  or  approved  by  the  Member  of  Congress  representing  the  district,  or 
by  one  of  the  Senators  representing  the  State  in  which  the  organization  applying  is 
located.  There  are  no  guns,  mounts  or  projectiles  obtainable  other  than  those  shown 
in  the  list,  and  no  applications  wil  be  considered  for  articles  not  specified  therein. 

In  making  applications,  state  the  particular  kind  of  gun,  mount  or  projectile  desired 
and  the  name  of  the  navy  yard  at  which  it  is  located.  When  applications  are  granted 
arrangements  must  be  made  by  the  donees,  by  correspondence  with  the  navy  yard  of 
issue  and  with  transportation  companies,  for  removing  the  articles  loaned,  placing 
them  on  cars  and  transporting  them  to  destination.

PETITIONS  AND  COMMUNICATIONS. 

No.  605. 

Petition  of  the  Cemetery  Association  of  the  Jewish  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the 
Spanish-American  War  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

Your  petitioners,  the  undersigned,  are  veterans  of  the  military  and  naval  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States  who  participated  in  the  war  with  Spain  and  in  the  inci- 
dental wTar  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  some  of  whom  are  at  present  engaged  in 
the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  National  government,  and  all  of  your  petitioners 
are  residents  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

There  participated  in  said  wars  several  thousand  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the 
Jewish  faith,  as  appears  by  the  records  of  the  War  and  Navy  Departments  of  the 
United  States,  a great  number  of  whom  died  in  the  service.  A still  greater  number 
have  been  fatally  stricken  by  diseases  contracted  in  the  service,  as  a result  of  which 
the  muster  roll  of  our  dead  is  continually  lengthening. 

Because  dead  comrades  are  buried  in  scattered  and  isolated  cemeteries  in  New 
' York  City  and  contiguous  territory,  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  the  preserva- 
tion and  decoration  of  the  graves  of  the  dead,  in  the  holding  of  proper  com- 
memorative services  for  the  departed,  and  in  the  discharge  of  the  many  functions 
incidental  to  their  interment.  It  is  particularly  desired  to  prevent  unfortunate  com- 
rades from  suffering  the  ignominy  of  burial  in  a pauper’s  grave. 

The  Cemetery  Association  of  the  Jewish  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War  was  duly  incorporated,  and  its  incorporators  and  directors  are 
either  officers  or  members  of  the  Hebrew  Veterans  of  the  War  with  Spain,  an 
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association  organized-  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  one  of  the  paramount  purposes 
of  the  formation  of  which  was  “to  provide  proper  interment  for  and  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  dead  comrades.” 

The  said  Cemetery  Association  has  complied  with  all  the  preliminary  statutory 
requirements  preparatory  to  making  this  application  for  the  consent  of  this  Honor- 
able Board  to  the  acquisition  of  the  land  hereinafter  described  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses, inasmuch  as  it  caused  to  be  published  notice  of  its  application  to  this  Board, 
in  the  manner  required  by  the  statute,  as  appears  by  the  affidavits  of  publication 
attached  to  and  made  part  of  this  petition. 

The  land  to  be  used  for  the  cemetery  is  situated  in  the  County  of  Queens,  Bor- 
ough of  Queens,  City  and  State  of  New  York,  and  is  described  as  follows:  Be- 

ginning at  a point  formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  northerly  side  of  the  old  South 
road  with  the  westerly  side  of  the  road  to  the  landing  (otherwise  known  as  Wood- 
haven  road);  running  thence  northwesterly,  or  nearly  so,  along  the  northerly  side 
of  the  old  South  road  1,150.80  feet  to  the  easterly  line  of  a four-acre  piece  of  land, 
now  or  late  of  Doxsey;  running  thence  northerly,  or  nearly  so,  along  said  easterly 
line  798  feet  to  the  southeasterly  line  of  land  of  the  Ridgewood  Land  and  Im- 
provement Company;  running  thence  northeasterly,  or  nearly  so,  along  said  south- 
easterly line  405.45  feet  to  the  westerly  line  of  a five-and-one-fourth-acre  piece  of 
land,  now  or  formerly  of  Sumeremdyke;  running  thence  southeasterly,  or  nearly 
so,  along  said  westerly  line  503.45  feet  to  the  southerly  line  of  said  last  mentioned 
piece  of  land;  running  thence  northeasterly,  or  nearly  so,  along  said  southerly 
line  464.14  feet  to  the  westerly  side  of  the  road  to  the  landing;  and  thence  running 
southerly,  or  nearly  so,  by  a broken  line  along  the  westerly  side  of  the  road  to 
the  landing  1,130.92  feet  to  the  point  or  place  of  beginning;  be  the  said  several  dis- 
tances and  dimensions  more  or  less;  said  piece  of  land  having  an  area  of  24  acres, 
more  or  less. 

By  reason  of  the  foregoing  facts  petitioners  desire  to  establish  and  maintain 
the  said  cemetery,  and  so  to  embellish  it  that  it  will  not  only  be  an  eminently 
fitting  resting  place  for  departed  comrades,  but  also  a crowning  memorial  to  the 
valorous  dead.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  it  is  intended  that  so  much  of  the 
cemetery  ground  as  shall  not  be  required  fdr  the  interment  of  the  remains  of  Jewish 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Spanish-American  War  shall  be  sold  to  persons  and 
associations  of  the  Jewish  faith,  and  that  the  resulting  proceeds  shall  be  applied 
not  only  to  the  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness  which  will  be  necessarily  incurred 
in  the  acquisition  of  the  aforesaid  lands,  but  also  to  the  preserving,  improving  and 
embellishing  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and  the  avenues  and  roads  thereof,  and  to 
defraying  the  incidental  expenses  and  liabilities  of  the  cemetery  association. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  your  petitioners  respectfully  ask  that  the  consent  of 
this  Honorable  Board  be  given  to  the  taking  by  deed,  devise  or  otherwise,  by  the 
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Cemetery  Association  of  the  Jewish  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Spanish-American 
War,  its  successors  and  assigns  of  the  land  aforesaid  for  cemetery  purposes.

Preamble. 

Dear  Sir — For  a great  many  years  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  has  been  in  most 
urgent  need  of  adequate  transportation  facilities.  The  development  of  this  bor- 
ough has  been  seriously  retarded  by  the  absence  of  them.  The  people  of  this  sec- 
tion, therefore,  have  observed  with  great  satisfaction,  the  efforts  which  are  now  being 
made  by  two  rival  railway  companies  to  secure  a permit  to  construct  and  operate 
a new  railroad  above  the  Harlem  river.  One  of  these  applications,  we  note,  has 
progressed  sufficiently  to  be  now  pending  before  the  Honorable  Body  of  which  you 
are  a member. 

This  organization,  composed  of  representative  citizens  of  the  Borough  of  The

Dear  Sir-— Application  is  hereby  respectfully  made  to  your  Department  by  the 
New  York  Zoological  Society  for  $550,000  during  the  current  year,  or  $275,000  to  be 
appropriated  in  1904  and  $275,000  in  1905,  for  the  improvement  of  that  portion  of  the 
Bronx  Park  allotted  to  the  said  Society. 
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The  New  York  Zoological  Society  was  incorporated  in  the  year  1895,  and  on 
March  24,  1897,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  The  City  of  New  York  by  which 
that  portion  of  Bronx  Park  now  known  as  the  New  York  Zoological  Park,  was 
allotted  to  the  Society  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a zo-ological  park  thereon.  A 
copy  of  this  agreement  is  hereto  attached  marked  Schedule  “ A.” 

This  park  was  equipped  with  buildings  and  a collection  of  animals  installed 
therein  by  the  Society,  and  was  opened  to  the  public  on  the  8th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1899. 

The  Society  has  expended  on  the  Park,  from  Its  own  funds,  $342,826  to  January 
1,  1904,  and  is  constantly  engaged  in  extending  its  installations  and  collections.  This 
money  has  been  spent  in  the  permanent  development  of  the  park,  in  buildings  and 
improvements  Actually  attached  to  the  land  or  in  the  collections  of  animals. 

The  skins  and  skeletons  of  all  dead  animals  of  value  are  turned  over  to  scientific 
institutions,  chiefly  to  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  Histoty  and  the  Brooklyn 
Institute  of  Arts  and  Science,  where  they  are  of  permanent  educational  value. 

No  other  scientific  society  in  The  City  of  New  York  has  contributed  so  great 
an  amount  toward  the  improvement  of  public  property  in  comparison  with  the 
amount  of  money  supplied  by  the  City  as  has  the  New  York  Zoological  Society,  and 
the  money  subscribed  by  it  has1  not  been  retained  in  the  form  of  an  endowment 
fund  or  in  the  form  of  permanent  assets,  since  the  animal  collections  require  constant 
replacement. 

The  Zoological  Park  is  free  to  the  public  five  days  of  the  week,  including  all 
Sundays  and  holidays.  During  the  year  1903  the  attendance  was  1,164,146,  as  against 
73B5I5  for  the  preceding  year  (1902),  an  increase  of  59  per  cent.  On ‘May  10,  1903,. 
the  park  was  visited  by  34,050  people. 

The  rapid  transit  system  terminates  at  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Zoological 
Park  and  will,  when  completed,  give  direct  access  to  the  park  for  a single  fare  of 
five  cents.  By  reason  of  this  the  attendance  will  be  enormously  increased,  and  at  a 
very  early  date.  It  is  largely  to  provide  for  this  increase  in  attendance  that  the 
Zoological  Society  requests  the  present  grant  of  bonds! 

The  society  finds  itself  in  possession  of  a park  of  261  acres  in  extent,  which,, 
during  the  past  five  years,  has  been  developed  under  the  control  of  the  society. 
The  maintenance  of  such  a park,  with  an  enormous  attendance  of  visitors,  is,  in 
itself,  a heavy  burden,  in  addition  to  the  care  of  the  animals,  and  a very  considerable 
proportion  of  the  funds  heretofore  furnished  for  this  park  have  been  used  in  the 
draining,  grading  and  sewering  of  this  uncultivated  area,  in  constructing  the  neces:- 
sary  roads  and  walks,  and  in  planting. 

• Thus- far  the  City  has  expended  on  the  park  the  sum  of  $925,000  for  the  above 
purposes  and  for  the  erection  of  several  large  buildings,  notably  the  Primates” 
house,  completed  in  1901;  the  lion  house,  completed  in  1902;  the  antelope  house. 
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completed  in  1903;  and  the  bird  house,  and  the  ostrich  and  small  mammal  houses, 
now  under  way.  Practically  all  of  the  other  large  buildings  and  other  installations 
in  the  park  have  been  paid  for  by  the  society  itself  from  its  own  funds. 

With  the  completion  of  the  lion  house  and  the  bird  house,  both  on  Baird  court, 
it  becomes  absolutely  necessary  to  improve  the  court  itself.  When  completed,  this 
court  will  be  the  centre  of  attraction  in  the  park,  and  the  Concourse  and  entrance 
leading  from  Pelham  avenue  on  the  north,  giving  direct  access  to  this  court  by 
carriage,  must  be  developed  at  the  same  time.  A very  handsome  single-arch 
granite  bridge  is  being  constructed  across  the  Bronx  river  at  this  point,  and  the 
surrounding  improvements  render  necessary  the  completion  of  this  end  of  the  park 
at  a very  early  date.

If  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  is  unwilling  to  grant  immediately 
the  entire  amount  asked  for,  namely,  $550,000,  the  New  York  Zoological  Society 
respectfully  requests  that  one-half  be  granted  for  work  in  1904  and  the  remainder 
for  work  in  1905.  The  above  schedule  of  needed  improvements  is  approximately  in 
the  order  of  their  importance. 

With  the  completion  of  the  work  indicated  above,  the  park  will  be  very  near 
practical  completion.  If  this  money  is  promptly  granted  as  now  requested,  the 
year  1906  will  see  The  City  of  New  York  in  possession  of  the  finest  zoological  park 
in  the  world,  and  it  will  be  no  exaggeration  to  assert  that  it  has  been  completed 
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in  half  the  time  which  has  heretofore  been  necessary  for  zoological  gardens  to  attain 
a similar  degree  of  development 

Following  the  precedent  established  by  previous  legislation  and  previous  ap- 
propriations by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the  Zoological  So- 
ciety and  other  similar  institutions  the  society  respectfully  requested  that  the  funds 
herein  applied  for  shall  be  expended  by  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Bor- 
ough of  The  Bronx  in  the  following  manner: 

Prior  to  the  expenditure  of  any  amount  appropriated  hereunder,  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  several  improvements,  buildings,  structures  and  other  items 
of  expenditure  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  prepared  by  the  said  New  York  Zoo- 
logical Society  and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Borough  of 
The  Bronx;  and  all  work  done  from  funds  hereby  provided  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  said  society  and  of  the  said  Commissioner. 

The  construction  and  equipment  of  the  large  buildings  hereby  provided  for,

be  paid  out  of  the  funds  provided  hereby.  All  payments  made  on  account  of  work 
under  the  supervision  of  said  architects  shall  be  made  on  the  certificate  of  said 
architects  that  such  work  has  been  done  in  a satisfactory  and  workmanlike  manner, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  all  payments  shall  be 
finally  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx, 
upon  the  certificate  of  the  Engineer-in-Chief  of  said  department,  and  by  the  New 
York  Zoological  Society. 

The  form  of  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
and  which  was  agreed  upon  between  the  Comptroller  and  the  society  for  the  last 
two  appropriations,  is  hereto  attached. 

To  carry  out  the  above  improvements,  the  New  York  Zoological  Society  respect- 
fully requests  you  to  take  the  proper -steps  to  secure  the  necessary  funds,  through 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  by  the  sale  of  the  City  stock  to  the 
extent  of  $550,000,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.

REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES. 

At  this  point  Alderman  Doull,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  of  Inquiry 
as  to  the  charges  in  the  matter  of  alleged  official  misconduct  in  the  matter  of  the 
application  of  the  New  York,  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  presented  the  following 
report,  with  the  findings,  the  Stenographer’s  minutes  and  also  opinions  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel: 
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No.  621. 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

The  undersigned,  your  Committee  duly  appointed  by  resolution  passed  May  10, 
1904,  “to  inquire  into  the  alleged  charges  made  by  the  public  press  of  the  city,  that 
some  consideration  has  been  demanded  from  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road Company  for  a favorable  consideration  of  their  proposed  franchise  now  pend- 
ing before  the  Board  of  Aldermen,”  do  hereby  make  report  of  their  proceedings  as 
follows: 

The  Committee  immediately  upon  their  appointment  organized  with  Reginald 
S.  Doull,  Chairman,  and  as  such  Chairman  Alderman  Doull  made  application  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  the  assignment  of  an  assistant  to  take  charge  of  the  in- 
vestigation on  behalf  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  William  P.  Burr  was  assigned  to  this  Committee  as  such  assistant  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel. 

On  the  13th  of  May,  1904,  the  Committee  met  for  the  purpose  of  determining, 
under  the  advice  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  its  powers  to  subpoena  witnesses  and 
compel  the  production  of  books  and  papers  when  necessary.  The  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  on  that  subject  was  substantially  that  your  Committee  had, 
under  the  law,  ample  power,  not  only  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  person  as 
a witness,  together  with  papers,  but  to  enforce  punishment  of  such  as  might  neglect 
to  obey  the  subpoena  issued  by  the  Committee. 

Upon  investigation  it  appeared  to  the  Committee  that  the  origin  of  these  charges 
against  this  Board  was  the  publication  by  the  New  York  Tribune,  on  the  4th  of 
May,  1904,  of  an  article  reading  as  follows: 

“ Graft  Fund  $300,000,  Demanded  by  Aldermen.” 

“ Large  Amount  Asked  from  Port  Chester  Company,  it  is  Alleged.” 

“ Three  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  the  sum  now  mentioned  as  the  price  de- 
sired for  passing  the  Port  Chester  Railway  permit  resolution.  This  is  the  amount 
it 4s  alleged  that  certain  men  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  demanded  from  President 
Gotshall.  They  insist  on  receiving  it  before  anything  is  done  for  furnishing  The 
Bronx  needed  transit  facilities.” 

This  article  was  reproduced  in  various  forms  by  almost  all  the  newspapers  in 
The  City  of  New  York,  and  on  the  7th  of  May  the  New  York  World  published  an 
article  in  part  as  follows: 

“ The  World  learned  yesterday  that  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars was  the  price  demanded  by  certain  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for 
favorable  consideration  of  the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road Company  for  the  Bronx  franchise.” 
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These  publications  gave  rise  to  much  adverse  criticism  against  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  the  public  press  from  day  to  day  published  stories,  more  or  less  de- 
tailed, to  the  effect  that  the  Board  refused  to  grant  the  petition  of  the  Port  Chester 
Railroad  for  a right  of  way,  until  he  Board,  or  some  members  thereof,  had  been  paid 
a large  sum  of  money.  The  Merchants’  Association  of  this  city  and  similar  bodies 
were  reported  by  the  press  to  be  taking  an  active  interest  in  procuring  the  evidence 
against  the  Board,  or  the  members  thereof,  guilty  of  attempted  bribery,  and  upon 
the  organization  of  your  Committee  it  proceeded  to  compel  the  attendance  before 
it  of  those  responsible  for  the  publications  referred  to,  and  of  -every  person  named 
in  connection  with  the  alleged  demand  for  bribery.  We  caused  subpoenas  to  be 
served  upon  the  managing  editor,  the  night  city  editor  and  the  day  city  editor  of 
the  New  York  Tribune;  Mr.  William  C.  King,  of  the  Merchants’  Association;  Mr. 
S.  Christie  Mead,  of  the  Merchants’  Association,  and  the  city  editor  of  the  Morn- 
ing World. 

Mr.  Roscoe  C.  E.  Brown,  one  of  the  editors  of  the  Tribune,  being  examined,  tes- 
tified that  the  article  headed  “ Graft  Fund,  $300,000,  Demanded  by  Aldermen,”  pub- 
lished in  their  paper  of  May  4,  1904,  was  written  by  the  City  Hall  reporter  of  the 
Tribune,  whose  name  is  Mr.  Charles  T.  White.  Mr  Brown  would  give  no  further 
information,  nor  could  he  aid  or  assist  the  Committee  in  any  way  to  ascertain  whether 
the  statements  contained  in  that  article  were  true  or  false,  but  suggested  that  Mr. 
Mead,  the  city  editor  of  the  Tribune,  had  more  information  than  he  had  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

Mr.  Mead,  the  city  editor  of  the  Tribune,  testified  in  corroboration  of  Mr.  Brown 
that  the  article  in  question  was  written  by  Mr.  Charles  T.  White,  and  that. Mr.  White 
wras  on  his  vacation  and  would  not  return  for  a week.  Mr.  Mead  explained  the 
origin  or  cause  of  the  publication  of  May  4 as  follows: 

“ I received  information  on  the  3d  day  of  May,  the  day  before  that  publication 
from  Mr.  Gotshall,  President  of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  that  he  had 
information  that  three  hundred  thousand  dollars — the  payment  of  $300,000 — would  be 
necessary  before  that  permit  could  be  obtained. 

“ Q.  Did  he  refer  to  the  use  that  the  $300,000  would  be  put  to ; was  it  to  im- 
prove the  road,  or  was  it  to  be  used  in  any  other  way? 

“A.  No,  sir;  he  did  not  refer  to  the  use  of  it. 

“ Q.  He  did  not  refer  in  any  way  as  to  what  that  $300,000  was  to  be  used  for? 

“ A.  I don’t  know  that  he  put  it  specifically ; I knew  what  he  meant  by  it. 

“ Q.  Where  did  this  consultation  take  place,  Mr.  Mead? 

“A.  Took  place  over  the  telephone. 

“ Q.  Where  were  you  ? 

“A.  I was  in  the  ‘Tribune’  office  at  my  desk. 
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“ Q.  You  don’t  know  where  he  was,  1 presume? 

“A.  Well,  I don’t  know  absolutely;  I do  know  where  he  was;  he  was  at  his 
office ; I called  him  up  and  asked  him  if  there  was  any  news,  and  as  near  as  I 
can  remember  when  I asked  him  if  he  had  any  news,  I don’t  remember  the  exact 
language,  but  the  substance  of  it  was  that  he  had  information  that  $300,000  would 
be  necessary  to  secure  the  passage  of  that  franchise  or  permit;  I had  often  asked 
him  questions  as  to  whether  he  had  any  news  in  regard  to  the  fight  that  was  going 
on,  but  that  was  the  only  time  that  he  ever  vouchsafed  that  information  that  $300,000 
was  necessary  to  procure  the  passage  of  the  franchise.” 

Subsequently  Mead  had  an  interview  with  Gotshall,  and  then  Gotshall  informed 
him  that  the  information  as  to  $300,000  being  needed  for  the  passage  of  the  granting 
of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company’s  petition  was  derived  from  William  Wirt. 
Mills,  connected  with  the  editorial  department  of  the  “Mail  and  Express.”  Mead 
thereupon  sought  out  Mills;  he  sent  for  Mills  to  come  to  the  “Tribune”  office  (36 
Sten.  Min.)  because  President  Gotshall  had  mentioned  his  name  in  connection  with 
the  matter,  and  he  wished  to  verify  as  far  as  possible  the  information  which  Mr. 
Gotshall  had  given.  This  interview  was  after  May  4.  It  was  about  the  7th  or  8th 
of  May.  Mead  asked  Mills  if  he  had  given  Mr.  Gotshall  this  story,  and  he  said 
he  had,  and  “He  told  me  in  confidence  where  he  got  his  information;”  and  the 
witness  thereupon  being  pressed  to  disclose  all  he  knew  about  it  stated  that  Mills 
told  him,  he  (Mills)  got  the  story  from  a man  named  Davis,  but  Mead  never  saw 
Davis  and  did  not  press  the  investigation  into  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  story  any 
further.  Mead  gave  the  information  to  White,  upon  which  the  latter  wrote  the 
article  appearing,  in  the  “Tribune”  on  May  4,  and  in  his  testimony  Mr.  Mead  stated 
that  Alderman  Hayes,  of  Mount  Vernon,  and  Mr.  Louis  A.  Cuvillier  had  also  pre- 
viously made  charges  of  bribery  against  the  Board  in  connection  with  the  with- 
holding of  the  permit  from  the  Port  Chester  Railroad.  Mead  admitted  that  Gotshall 
never  stated  at  any  of  these  interviews  that  anybody  ever  asked  him  (Gotshall)  for 
any  money  or  ever  approached  him  or  asked  him,  or  told  him  he  was  expected  to 
deliver  up  $300,000,  or  any  other  money  (page  53,  Sten.  Min.). 

W.  Wirt  Mills  testified  he  is  assistant  editor  of  the  “ Evening  Mail ;”  that  he 
knew  President  Gotshall  and  had  met  him  in  connection  with  his  work  as  a newspaper 
man,  and  that  the  source  of  his  information  as  to  $300,000  being  demanded  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  as  a bribe  from  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  was  one  - 
Davis,  Harry  Davis.  This  was  during  a conversation  he  had  with  Davis  at  the 
Press  Club.  The  witness  says  : 

“ In  the  course  of  a conversation  upon  a motion  that  Alderman  Goodman  had 
made  for  the  bringing  of  a Port  Chester  ordinance  out  -of  committee  this  remark 
was  made  by  Mr.  Davis : 

The  people  over  at  the  City  Hall  know  that  $300,000  in  stock  was  distributed 
in  Albany  by  those  people,  and  they  want  the  same  amount  over  at  the  City  Hall.’  ” 
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This  conversation,  the  witness  testified,  occurred  the  Saturday  afternoon  after 
either  the  first  or  second  motion  that  Mr.  Goodman  made  to  bring  the  Port  Chester 
matter  out  of  committee. 

“ Q.  How  did  the  conversation  come  up  ? 

“ A.  The  conversation  began  by  my  remarking : ‘I  presume  there  will  be  more 
debate  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  when  Mr.  Goodman  renews  his  motion  next  week.’ 

“ Q.  And  to  that  Mr.  Davis  replied  ? 

“A.  He  replied  that  it  was  useless  for  a Republican  leader  to  make  such  a 
motion,  and  that  the  Board  would  give  more  attention  to  it  if  made  by  a Bronx 
member;  I had  known  Davis  for  several  years;  his  first  name  is  Harry;  I don’t  know 
where  he  resides;  I have  seen  him  recently;  I saw  him  this  afternoon  here;  he  is 
here.” 

And  Mr.  Davis’s  name  being  called,  he  answered  “ Here.” 

“ Q.  Is  that  the  gentleman  to  whom  you  have  reference  ? 

“A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  the  gentleman. 

“ Q.  Is  that  the  only  source  of  information  you  had  in  regard  to  that  allegation 
or  claim? 

“A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  the  reason  I criticized  the  word  ‘information;’  I simply 
repeated  his  remark  to  Mr.  Gotshall  in  hope  of  drawing  something  from  him,  asked 
him  what  there  was  in  it. 

, “ Q.  And  did  Mr.  Gotshall  tell  you  there  was  anything  in  it? 

“ A.  He  said  that  ‘ No  one  has  asked  me  for  any  money,  and  I don’t  care  to 
discuss  any  question  of  bribery,’  or  something  to  that  effect.” 

(Sten.  Min.,  p.  94.) 

The  witness  testified  he  prepared  several  special  interviews  with  Mr.  Gotshall, 
and  that  he  gave  at  least  one  of  these  interviews  to  the  City  News  Association,  which 
appeared  in  all  the  daily  papers. 

(Page  97,  Sten.  Min.) 

“ Q.  Now,  is  there  anything  else  that  you  desire  to  say  in  regard  to  this  matter,  in 
regard  to  this  investigation? 

“ A.  No,  sir. 

“ Q.  Any  information  that  you  can  give  this  Committee  whereby  they  can  ascertain 
whether  these  statements  which  have  appeared  in  the  public  press  are  true  or  false  ? 

“A.  No,  sir;  absolutely  none. 

“ Q.  So  that  this  statement  which  appeared  in  the  ‘Tribune’  that  the  sum  of 
$300,000  was  demanded  from  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  resolves  itself  into  this : That 
Mr.  Davis  made  a remark  which  you  construed  into  a statement  that  such  a demand 
had  been  made,  and  that  you  reported  that  to  Mr.  Gottshall;  is  that  true? 

“ A.  That  is  not  quite  accurate. 
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“ Q.  Tell  it  in  your  own  language. 

“ A.  It  was  his  remark  that  I used  as  a vehicle ; I place  no  value  on  the  remark 
whatever  except  that  it  gave  me  an  opening  to  ask  questions  of  Mr.  Gottshall,  and  for 
that  reason  I have  never  repeated  the  remark  to  anyone  else  until  Mr.  Mead  asked  me. 

“ Q.  That  is  all  you  know  about  this  matter? 

“A.  That  is  all,  sir.” 

And  further  on  page  99,  Stenographic  Minutes,  the  witness  testified  as  follows : 

“ I am  interested  in  the  building  of  a road  through  a certain  section  of  The  Bronx;  I 
had  an  interest  in  seeing  the  road  built  through  a certain  section  of  The  Bronx ; Mr. 
Gottshall  was  interested  in  that  road ; naturally,  I wanted  to  do  everything  I could  to- 
help  him  get  the  franchise  for  the  road;  I am  interested  in  certain  property,  certain  real 
property,  up  there  through  which  that  road  would  come,  and  that  actuated  me  in  the 
matter;  it  was  a personal  interest  on  my  part  to  use  my  newspaper  to  endeavor  to  put 
that  forward ; I have  options  on  property  up  there.” 

Harry  Davis,  the  person  referred  to  by  the  witness  Mills,  and  identified  by  him  at 
the  hearing  before  this  Committee,  asked  to  be  called  as  a witness  then  and  there,  and*, 
being  examined,  testified  he  was  a reporter  for  the  past  twelve  years,  and  is  engaged 
reporting  political  news  for  the  New  York  News  Association,  and  was  at  that  moment 
reporting  the  proceedings  of  this  Investigating  Committee ; that  he  had  heard  the  testi- 
mony of  the  witness  Mills. 

“ Q.  You  have  heard  him  testify  that  on  a certain  occasion,  within  the  past  year,  he 
had  a conversation  with  you  at  the  Press  Club,  at  which  you  volunteered  the  statement 
that  you  knew  that  $300,000  was  being  demanded  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the 
passage  of  the  franchise  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  or  words 
to  that  effect ; is  that  true  or  not  true  ? 

“ A.  It  is  absolutely  a lie,  and  if  I knew  any  words  more  emphatic  I would  use 
them. 

“ Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  such  interview  with  Mr.  Mills? 

“ A.  I did  not ; I don’t  believe  I have  spoken  to  Mr.  Mills,  except  to  say  ‘ How  d’ye- 
do  ? ’ in  a year. 

“ Have  you  ever  met  him  in  the  Press  Club  ? 

“ A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

“ Q.  And  that  is  as  positive  as  you  can  make  it? 

“ A.  Absolutely.” 

Lyman  Hart,  an  editorial  writer  on  the  “New  York  Tribune,”  was  also  subpoenaed 
as  a witness  to  testify  regarding  the  article  appearing  in  the  “ Tribune  ” headed  “ Where 
the  Probe  Should  Go,”  being  examined,  testified  as  follows  (page  70)  : 

“ Q.  You  were  not  here  when  it  was  stated  what  the  object  of  this  investigation  is, 
Mr.  Hart.  This  inquiry  is  an  inquiry  into  the  alleged  charges  made  in  the  public  press 
of  this  City  that  some  consideration  has  been  demanded  from  the  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company  for  a favorable  consideration  of  their  proposed  franchise,  now  pending  before 
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the  Board  of  Aldermen;  certain  statements  have  appeared  in  your  paper  in  regard  to  this 
very  subject;  have  you  any  information  in  regard  to  this  article? 

“No,  sir. 

“ Q.  Have  you  any  general  knowledge  to  the  truth  or  falsity  of  it? 

“A.  No  specific  knowledge. 

“ Q.  Can  you  aid  the  Committee  in  any  way  in  this  inquiry? 

“ A.  I am  afraid  not.” 

With  reference  to  the  publication  in  the  “World”  of  May  7,  and  in  an  endeavor  to 
investigate  into  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  contained,  “the  ‘World’  learned 
yesterday  that  $125,000  was  the  price  demanded  by  certain  members  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  for  a favorable  consideration  of  the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad  Company  for  The  Bronx  franchise,”  your  Committee  caused  a 
subpoena  to  issue  and  be  served  upon  the  City  Editor  of  the  “ Morning  World,”  Mr. 
William  Thayer.  This  gentleman  testified  he  had  no  knowledge  on  the  subject.  He 
knew  who  wrote  the  article  in  question  and  refused  to  name  him  for  the  reason  that  the 
gentleman  who  wrote  it  “ is  still  investigating  this  matter,  and  I don’t  think  I care  to 
give  his  name  under  the  circumstances.” 

The  witness  persistently  refusing  to  name  the  writer  of  the  article  on  the  ground 
that  the  matter  was  still  being  investigated  on  behalf  of  the  “ World,”  counsel  to  the 
Committee  asked  that  the  witness  be  instructed  to  answer  the  question. 

“ Mr.  Burr — Then  I submit,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  witness  should  be  instructed  to 
answer  the  question. 

“The  Chairman — I think  the  witness  should.  I think  if  the  ‘New  York  World’  is 
investigating  that,  that  they  should  help  this  Committee,  and  do  it  publicly,  not  in  a 
private  manner;  this  is  a public  investigation,  and  I think  if  the  ‘World,’  or  any  other 
paper,  has  any  information  whatever,  they  should  give  it  readily  to  help  this  Committee, 
and-  fiot  compel  the  Committee  to  go  to  law  to  enforce  its  orders. 

“ I respectfully  submit  to  Mr.  Thayer  that  the  name  of  the  gentleman  should  be 
given  to  this  Committee. 

“ The  Witness — Well,  I don’t  think  it  should;  the  Committee  will  have  another 
session,  will  it  not? 

“ Mr.  Burr — Yes,  sir. 

“ The  Witness — I will  leave  that  open  for  another  session. 

“ The  Chairman — We  will  leave  that  open,  and  I hope  you  will  reconsider  your 
decision.” 

Mr.  Thayer,  being  recalled  and  asked  to  divulge  the  name  of  the  writer  of  the 
article  of  May  7 in  the  “ New  York  World  ” regarding  the  alleged  attempt  to  compel 
the  payment  of  $125,000  by  the  Port  Chester  Railroad,  stated  he  had  talked  over  the 
matter  with  the  member  of  the  “ World”  staff  who  wrote  the  article,  and  that  the  writer 
had  no  objection  to  going  on  the  stand.  His  name  was  Frank  W.  Hughes. 
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Mr.  Hughes  was  thereupon  called  to  the  stand  and  testified  regarding  the  inter- 
views in  question  appearing  in  the  “ World  ” on  May  7,  1904.  He  said : 

“ I wrote  that  article  after  spending  about  an  hour  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Gotshall, 
President  of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  on  the  evening  of  May  6;  I went  up 
there  to  question  him  about  this  matter;  there  had  been  reports  published  in  other 
papers,  and  especially  the  article  in  the  ‘Tribune’  referred  to  in  this  investigation;  my 
principal  purpose  in  going  to  see  him  was  to  have  as  close  a talk  with  him  as  I could, 
and  to  find  out  what  had  occurred,  if  possible — to  find  out  if  there  was  any  basis  for 
this  charge;  I wanted  to  know  whether  it  was  a matter  that  ought  to  be  pursued  and 
followed  up  by  the  ‘World,’  or  by  me  as  a ‘World’  reporter,  or  whether  there  was 
nothing  to  it  and  a matter  that  simply  ought  to  be  dropped  and  ignored;  that  was  the 
purpose  of  my  call  on  Mr.  Gotshall. 

“ Q.  You  wanted  to  do  that  in  justice  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  also  to  your 
paper  ? 

“A.  I didn’t  care  anything  about  the  Board;  in  justice  to  my  newspaper;  that  was 
the  only  purpose  of  my  call  there ; from  what  he  said  and  from  what  he  refused  to  say 
and  from  his  attitude  throughout  the  evening  and  his  refusal  to  answer  certain  ques- 
tions, and  from  answers  he  gave  to  other  questions,  I came  away  with  a very  distinct 
impression  that  money  had  been  demanded.” 

At  page  1 13  Sten.  Min.,  the  witness  continues: 

“ I asked  him  that  and  I asked  him  if  it  was  $100,000,  and  I asked  him  a great 
many  different  figures,  and  could  not  pin  him  down  to  say  it  was  a cent,  but  he  said  ‘ It 
is  a matter  you  don’t  want  to  drop,  it  wants  to  be  investigated ; it  is  a matter  that  should 
be  probed  to  the  bottom.’ 

“ Q.  And  you  were  conscientiously  engaged  in  trying  to  probe  it  to  the  bottom ; is 
that  true? 

“A.  Yes,  sir 

“ Q.  Is  there  any  other  information  you  acquired  on  the  subject  with  which  you 
would  like  to  acquaint  this  committee  in  regard  to  this  matter,  in  the  course  of  your 
investigation  ? 

“ A.  No,  sir ; nothing  that  has  not  been  published  from  day  to  day  in  the  newspapers ; 
I have  not  concealed  anything ; I have  heard  statements  made  by  various  persons ; Mr. 
Curvillier,  Mr.  Maxon,  of  Mount  Vernon,  and  Mr.  Hayes,  of  Mount  Vernon;  I got  the 
impression  from  Mr.  Gotshall  that  if  he  cared  to  talk  he  could  tell  all  about  it,  and  that 
is  all  the  information  I can  give  upon  the  subject.” 

Diligent  effort  was  made  to  compel  the  attendance  of  Mr.  Maxon,  but  as  appears 
by  the  testimony  of  the  process  server  Mr.  Maxon’s  whereabouts  were  not  known,  and 
his  testimony  could  only  refer  to  certain  statements  he  made  as  to  what  he  had  been 
told  by  Mr.  James  P.  Hayes,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Mount  Vernon. 
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James  P.  Hayes  was  duly  subpoenaed,  but  declined  to  attend,  and 'his  reason  for  so 
declining  was  stated  in  a letter  to  the  Committee  written  by  Roger  M.  Sherman,  Cor- 
poration Counsel  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon,  which  letter  is  spread  out  on  the  record 
of  the  proceedings. 

Alderman  Hayes  declined  to  attend  because  his  duties  as  Acting  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Mount  Vernon  would  not  permit  him  to  do  so,  and  proceeds  further  in  his  letter 
(Sherman’s),  above  referred  to,  to  say: 

“ So  far  as  he  (Alderman  Hayes)  is  aware  the  only  basis  for  requiring  his  attend- 
ance is  newspaper  reports  of  some  statements  attributed  to  him  which  relate  to  a sup- 
posed conversation  between  some  members  of  your  Board  and  himself.  Assuming,  for 
the  purposes  of  this  inquiry  that  the  newspapers’  reports  are  true  and  accurate  they 
can  only  merely  be  expressions  of  surprise  on  the  part  of  members  of  your  Board  that  the 
franchise  granted  by  the  Common  Council,  of  Mount  Vernon  to  the  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road was  granted  without  exacting  conditions.  On  the  one  side,  the  inference  was 
drawn  that  it  was  made  to  intimate  private  and  improper  conditions,  as  contrasted  with 
public  and  proper  conditions.  The  language  quoted  is  ambiguous,  it  depending  upon 
the  point  of  view  of  the  speaker.  In  any  aspect  of  the  matter,  Mr.  Hayes’s  testimony 
cannot  amount  in  any  degree  to  evidence  bearing  upon  the  matter  to  be  investigated  by  • 
your  Committee.  Unless,  therefore,  it  should  be  made  to  appear  that  Mr.  Hayes  is 
under  a duty  to  attend  upon  your  subpoena,  or  that  his  evidence  is  material,  he  will  not 
feel  called  upon  to  set  aside  his  public  duties  in  order  to  testify  before  your  Committee.”' 

Mr.  William  F.  King  testified  (page  121,  Sten.  Min.)  : 

Now,  in  regard  to  this  question  which  every  paper  has  reported  the  current  runs 
to  all  one  point ; I strove  to  get  from  every  newspaper  man  what  they  had,  where  they 
got  their  information  from,  and  it  all  traced  down  to  one  man,  and  that  is  Mr.  Gotshall, 
the  President  of  the  road.” 

Mr.  King,  on  behalf  of  the  Merchants’  Association,  endeavored  to  ferret  out  the 
truth  of  these  published  statements,  to  clear  up  these  rumors,  and  declared  he  had  no 
hesitancy  in  saying  that  he  had  found  no  basis  for  the  publication  of  the  articles 
charging  bribery  against  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  He  says  (page  129)  : 

“ There  had  been  no  statements  brought  to  me  that  had  any  foundation,  those  state- 
ments charging  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  wrong  doing  were  nothing 
but  rumors ; they  came  to  me,  and  it  is  traced  down  to  one  man  as  far  as  our  informa- 
tion is  concerned — all  the  information  received,  and  that  is  Mr.  Gotshall.” 

Mr.  S.  Christie  Mead,  Secretary  of  the  Merchants’  Association,  testified  to  the 
same  effect. 

At  the  hearing  of  the  Committee  held  on  the  18th  day  of  May,  1904,  the  Chairman 
announced  to  the  public  that  if  any  of  the  newspapers  have  any  additional  information 
whatsoever  and  give  it  to  the  Committee,  or  give  the  name  of  any  person  having  such 
information,  the  Committee  would  appreciate  it  very  much. 
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The  last  public  hearing  before  your  Committee  was  held  on  the  20th  day  of  May. 
At  this  hearing  Mr.  Louis  Curvillier,  whose  name  had  been  mentioned  in  connection 
with  these  charges  of  attempted  bribery,  was  examined  as  a witness. 

Mr.  Albert  E.  Davis  was  also  called  and  they  each  testified  as  follows : 

“ Your  name  in  some  way  or  somehow  has  been  mixedjjp  with  this  matter  of  the 
charges  of  bribery  which  have  appeared  in  the  public  press ; do  you  know  of  your  own 
knowledge,  or  have  you  any  information,  in  regard  to  any  bribery  or  attempted  bribery, 
on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  any  member  of  that  Board,  in  connection  with 
withholding  the  franchise  of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad?^ 

“A.  No,  sir.” 

“ Q.  If  you  did  have  any  such  knowledge  or  information,  would  you  have  any  hesita- 
tion in  now  declaring  or  stating  it? 

“ A.  I would  not  have  any  hesitation ; all  I know  is  hearsay. 

“ Q.  An  opportunity  is  now  given  you,  and  you  have  nothing  to  give  this  Committee 
In  the  way  of  knowledge  on  your  part? 

"A.  No,  sir.” 

Mr.  Davis  is  a citizen  of  The  Bronx  whose  name  was  mentioned  in  connection  with 
these  charges  in  the  public  press.  He  testified  positively  he  had  no  knowledge  or  in- 
formation whatever  on  the  subject. 

Having  carefully  examined  all  these  various  witnesses,  and  all  the  testimony  point- 
ing to  one  direction  and  one  source,  as  the  origin  of  these  rumors  and  published  state- 
ments, the  Committee  caused  a subpoena  to  be  served  upon  Mr.  W.  C.  Gotshall,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company. 

Mr.  President  Gotshall  positively  and  emphatically  denied  under  oath  that  he  had 
ever  stated  to  any' person  that  any  money  had  been  demanded  from  him  or  from  his 
railroad  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  any  one  assuming  to  act  for  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men,  or  by  any  person  whatever  for  the  payment  of  any  consideration  for  a favorable 
consideration  of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  franchise  now  pending  before  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.  He  denied  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Mead  and  by  Mr.  Mills  and 
by  Mr.  Hughes. 

He  testified  (page  154)  : 

“In  regard  to  this  article  in  the  ‘Tribune/  which  you  referred  to,  appearing  on 
May  4,  on  May  3 the  ‘Tribune’  called  me  up;  they  asked  me  about  the  Port  Chester 
road  and  about  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  to  which  you  refer;  I told  the 
* Tribune’  that  I knew  nothing  about  that,  and  that  that  had  been  going  about  for  ten 
days  and  that  I had  heard,  it  at  least  three  times  by  different  people;  the  ‘Tribune’ 
asked  me  again  whether  I knew  anything  about  it  and  whether  any  approach  had  been 
made  to  me ; I told  them  there  was  absolutely  nothing  in  it,  that  no  approach  had  been 
made  to  me,  and  as  far  as  I knew  it  was  simply  an  idle  rumor  and  that  they  could  prove 
nothing  by  me  on  that;  that  statement  was  made  by  me  to  Mr.  Mead;  a few  days  after 
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that  I was  in  Cleveland  and  I received  a long  telegram  from  the  ‘ Herald/  asking  me 
about  that  story ; I telegraphed  back  to  the  ‘ Herald  ’ that  I knew  nothing  about  the 
three  hundred  thousand  dollar  story  and  that  nobody  had  made  any  demand  upon  me; 
I came  back  from  Cleveland  a day  or  so  after  and  I think  on  the  night  of  the  6th  of 
May  a man  called  representing  the  New  York  ‘ World,’  on  his  card  was  the  name  ‘ Frank 
W.  Hughes’;  he  started  off  by  saying  that  he  had  come  to  talk  to  me  about  this  bribery 
story ; I told  him  that  I was  going  to  give  him  my  answer  at  the  outset  and  it  would  be 
the  same  answer  throughout  the  entire  evening,  and  it  made  no  difference  what  he  said 
and  that  answer  was,  ‘ I don’t  know  anything  about  it,  I have  no  comment  to  make  ’ ; 
he  asked  a number  of  questions  and  invariably  he  received  the  answer,  • I don’t  know 
anything  about  it,  I will  not  comment  on  it’;  there  was  one  question  which  he  did  ask 
and  which  I did  answer,  and  that  was  ‘ If  you  are  subpoenaed  by  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men,  will  you  run  away?  ’ I told  him  I would  not;  now,  that  was  all  there  was  to  that; 
there  was  another  question  he  asked  me  and  that  was  whether  I had  ever  been  on  the 
witness  stand ; I told  him  I had,  that  I had  spent  a good  deal  of  time  on  the  witness 
stand  in  the  last  ten  years ; it  is  not  true  that  a demand  had  ever  been  made  on  me  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  or  any  member  of  it  for  a consideration  for  the  passage  of  our 
franchise  or  right  of  way.  (Page  160.) 

“ Mr.  Hughes  asked  me  as  a matter  for  his  information  whether  I would  give  him 
any  information  that  would  help  him  ferret  out  this  matter,  as  he  stated;  I told  him  I 
knew  nothing  about  it,  had  nothing  to  say  and  would  not  comment  on  it;  regarding  the 
‘.Tribune’  article,  about  the  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  I got  that  story;  that  story 
was  told  to  me  by  a Mr.  Mills,  who  is  a ‘ Mail  and  Express  ’ man ; he  told  me  he  got 
that  story  from  somebody  at  the  City  Hall  named  Davis;  Mr.  Mills  is  not  connected 
with  me  or  my  road  in  any  way — in  no  sense  of  the  word ; I did  not  communicate  any 
information  to  Mr.  Mead;  Mr.  Mead  asked  me  what  I knew  about  it  and  I told  him 
it  was  simply  a rumor,  that  I knew  nothing  and  that  I would  not  comment  on  it;  there 
was  no  communication  of  information  by  me;  (page  168)  ; I told  Mr.  Mead  there  was 
nothing  in  it.  that  I knew  anything  about  and  that  no  demand  had  been  made  upon  me; 
I am  not  responsible  for  this  statement  that  $300,000,  or  any  other  sum  was  demanded 
by  this  Board  of  Aldermen ; I am  absolutely  not  responsible ; the  statement  was  sup- 
posed to  come  from  me. 

“ Q.  Let  me  ask  you  Mr.  Gotshall,  did  you  ever,  by  anything  you  said  or  anything 
you  refused  to  say,  or  anything  you  did,  or  anything  that  you  refused  to  do,  desire  to 
have  it  intimated  or  to  go  abroad  that  your  road  had  a demand  made  upon  it  for  the 
"payment  of  a dollar  for  the  passage  of  this  franchise? 

“ A.  I did  not ; I have  got  to  qualify  that — I don’t  know  what  inference  they  will 
draw  from  what  I refused  to  say;  when  I decline  to  answer  a man,  I cannot  tell  what 
his  conclusions  are. 

“ Q.  Of  course  you  are  not  responsible  for  the  conclusions  of  a third  party,  what 
conclusions  a third  party  may  draw? 
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“A.  No.  sir;  I didn’t  state  to  Mr.  Hughes  that  this  was  a matter  ‘you  don’t  want 
to  drop,  it  wants  to  be  investigated,  it  is  a matter  that  wants  to  be  probed  to  the  bot- 
tom’; I made  no  such  statement  to  anybody;  I told  Mr.  Hughes  I had  nothing  to  say 
and  would  not  make  any  comment  upon  it. 

“ Q.  Did  anybody,  any  member  of  this  Board,  or  anybody  assuming  to  act  for  any 
member  of  the  Board,  or  for  the  Board  as  a whole,  ever  demand  the  payment  of  one 
dollar  or  any  other  consideration  for  the  passage  of  the  franchise  for  your  road? 

“A.  No  Alderman  has  ever  approached  me  for  any  money. 

“ Q.  Or  any  other  person  assuming  to  act  on  their  behalf? 

“A.  I know  of  nobody  else  acting  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

“ Q.  Is  there  anything  that  you  desire  to  say  further  in  explanation  of  the  matter 
in  which  you  now  claim  that  your  words  were  contorted  or  distorted  into  a charge  of 
bribery  against  this  Board? 

“ A.  No,  sir. 

“ Q.  You  have  full  opportunity  here  publicly  to  say  whatever  you  please  in  regard 
to  this  charge  of  bribery.  Do  you  desire  to  say  anything? 

“ A.  Nothing.” 

Your  Committee  now  respectfully  reports : 

The  Committee  closed  its  public  hearings  on  May  20,  1904,  having  held  three 
public  hearings,  to  wit:  May  16,  18  and  20.  It  examined  ten  witnesses  and  took 
one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  pages  of  testimony,  which  testimony  is  filed  herewith. 

From  the  testimony  so  taken,  and  all  the  evidence  presented,  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry  finds,  and  does  hereby  report  its  findings  and  conclusions  as  follows : 

1.  There  is  absolutely  no  justification  for  the  charges  made  in  the  public  press  of 
the  City  that  some  consideration  has  been  demanded  from  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad  Company  for  a favorable  consideration  of  its  proposed  franchise,  now 
pending  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  said  charges  are  wholly  false  and  untrue. 

2.  The  article  published  in  the  “ New  York  Tribune  ” of  May  4,  1904,  stating 
that  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  demanded  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  from 
the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  and  the  article  published  in  the  “ New  York 
World”  on  May  7,  1904,  stating  that  $125,000  was  the  sum  demanded  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  from  the  Post  Chester  Railroad  Company,  are  wholly  false  and  untrue. 

3.  No  demand  for  the  payment  of  any  consideration  whatever  was  ever  made 
on  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  by  any  person  assuming 
to  act  for  such  Board,  or  by  any  person  whatever,  to  secure  favorable  consideration 
of  the  petition  of  said,  railroad  for  a right  of  way. 

4.  The  Committee  deems  it  but  just  and  proper  to  say  that  too  much  credit  cannot 
be  given  to  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel,  Mr.  William  P.  Burr,,  for  the  thorough 
and  able  manner  in  which  he  conducted  the  legal  part  of  the  inquiry.  He  was  untiring 
in  his  efforts  and  masterly  in  his  examination  of  witnesses  to  bring  forth  the  whole 
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truth,  and  the  advice  he  gave  and  the  assistance  he  rendered  to  the  Committee  was 
invaluable. 

5.  To  sum  up,  the  Committee  finds  that  in  view  of  the  sworn  testimony,  the 
charge  that  some  consideration  was  demanded  from  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
Railroad  Company  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  proposed  franchise,  now  pending 
before  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  is  without  any  foundation  of  truth  or  fact.

On  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  which  motion  was  unanimously  adopted, 
William  E.  McReynolds  was  appointeed  official  Stenographer  to  report  the  testi- 
mony and  proceedings  of  this  committee. 

On  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  the  following  communication  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel  was  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes:

“Hon.  R.  S.  DOULL,  Chairman,  Special  Committee  on  Inquiry  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen: 

“Sir— I advised  you  yesterday,  orally,  in  relation  to  the  powers  of  your  com- 
mittee to  issue  subpoenaes,  and  stated  to  you  that,  while  there  was  no  special  power 
given  under  the  Charter  which  could  be  used  for  procuring  the  attendance  of  per- 
sons not  officers  or  employees  of  the  City  departments,  or  under  the  general  laws 
of  the  State,  I think  it  perfectly  practicable  to  obtain  the  attendance  of  witnesses. 

“As  there  seems  to  be  an  opinion  abroad  that  your  committee  has  not  the 
power  to  subpoena  witnesses,  I think  it  advisable  to  state  to  you  formally  that  while 
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there  is,  as  I have  said,  no  specific  power  anywhere  given  to  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  or  a committee  thereof,  to  subpoena  persons  not  officers  or  employees  of 
the  City  government,  yet  there  is,  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  such  broad 
and  general  power  that  I have  no  doubt  your  committee  has,  under  the  statute 
mentioned,  ample  power  not  only  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  person  as  a 
witness,  together  with  papers,  but  to  compel  punishment  of  such  a person  who  may 
neglect  to  obey  your  subpoena. 

“I  think  it  well  to  advise  you  to  this  effect,  because  a contrary  impression 
might  very  much  embarrass  your  investigation. 

“I  have  instructed  Mr.  Burr,  whom  I have  assigned  to  aid  you  in  your  investiga- 
tion, and  requested  him  if  any  witness,  duly  subpoenaed,  refused  to  attend  the  meeting 
of  your  committee,  to  take,  under  your  direction,  steps  to  procure  the  punishment 
of  such  witness.

On  motion,  made  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  unanimously  ordered  that  the  ar- 
ticle originally  appearing  in  the  New  York  Tribune  of  May  4,  1904,  be  spread  upon 
the  minutes* 

“ Graft  Fund,  $300,000. 

“ Demanded  by  Aldermen. 

“ Large  Amount  Asked  from  Port  Chester  Company,  it  is  Alleged. 

“Three  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  the  sum  now  mentioned  as  the  price  de- 
sired for  passing  the  Port  Chester  Railway  permit  resolution.  This  is  the  amount 
29 
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it  is  alleged  that  certain  men  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  demanded  from  President 
Gottshall.  They  insist  on  receiving  it  before  anything  is  done  toward  furnishing 
The  Bronx  needed  transit  facilities. 

“Not  only  are  the  ‘business’  men  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  disinclined  to  pay 
any  attention  to  the  business  needs  of  the  people  of  The  Bronx  and  Westchester, 
but  they  resent  any  suggestion  that  it  is  time  for  them  to  be  doing  something. 
John  T.  McCall,  leader  of  the  Tammany  majority,  yesterday  refused  to  allow  the 
reading  of  a letter  from  the  Merchants’  Association,  asking  for  immediate  considera- 
tion of  the  Port  Chester  permit.  He  characterized  the  merchants  and  civic  organi- 
zations in  The  Bronx  and  Westchester,  which  have  asked  for  fair  treatment,  as 
‘ fakirs.’  President  Fornes  is  one  of  those  in  favor  of  immediate  action  on  the 
permit.” 

On  motion,  made  and  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted: 

“ That  should  any  person  violate  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  service  of 
a subpoena  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  charge  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Committee 
be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  proceed  forthwith  to  punish  the  individual  by  way 
of  contempt  proceedings.” 

On  motion,  made  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  unanimously  decided  that  the  Alder- 
manic  Chamber  be  the  place  for  public  hearings  and  that  the  first  public  hearing 
be  held  on  Monday,  May  16,  1904,  at  3 o’clock  p.  m. 

The  Committee  then  adjourned. 


Meeting  of  Special  Committee  on  Inquiry  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  appointed 
pursuant  to  a resolution  of  said  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York 
adopted  May  10,  1904.

Present — Alderman  Doull,  Chairman ; Alderman  Marks,  Alderman  Sheil,  Alderman 
Kenny,  Alderman  Boyhan,  Alderman  Wentz  and  Alderman  Jones. 

Appearances — William  P.  Burr,  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel;  Mr.  Henry  W. 
Sacket,  representing  the  “ New  York  Tribune.” 

The  Chairman — At  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  which  was  held  on 
May  10,  1904,  the  following  resolution  was  introduced  and  adopted: 

“ Resolved,  That  the  following-named  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be 
and  hereby  are  appointed  a committee  to  inquire  into  the  alleged  charges  made  in  the 
public  press  of  the  City  that  some  consideration  has  been  demanded  from  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  a favorable  consideration  of  their 
proposed  franchise  now  pending  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 
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“ Said  committee  to  have  power  to  send  for  persons,  to  administer  oaths  and  to 
have  the  production  of  books  and  papers. 

“Said  committee  are  required  to  make  a report  of  its  inquiry  to  this  Board  as 
soon  as  possible. 

“ Said  committee  to  consist  of : 

“ Alderman  Doull. 

“ Alderman  Marks. 

“ Alderman  Sheil. 

“ Alderman  Kenny. 

“ Alderman  Boyhan. 

“ Alderman  Wentz. 

“ Alderman  Jones.” 

In  response  to  that  resolution  this  committee  now  meets  for  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  the  resolution.  Counsel  Burr,  you  can  proceed,  if  you  will. 

Mr.  Burr — If  the  committee  please,  acting  under  your  instructions,  we  have 
caused  subpoenas  to  be  served  upon  the  following  gentlemen : 

Managing  Editor  of  the  “ New  York  Tribune,”  the  Night  City  Editor  of  the 
“ New  York  Tribune.” 

The  Day  City  Editor  of  the  “ New  York  Tribune.” 

Mr.  William  T.  King,  of  the  Merchants’  Association. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Merchants’  Association. 

The  City  Editor  of  the  “ Morning  World.” 

We  were  unable  to  have  subpoenas  served  upon  Mr.  Charles  White  of  the  “ New 
York  Tribune,”  nor  were  we  successful  in  having  a subpoena  served  on  Mr.  Gotshall. 

I will  call  as  my  first  witness  Mr.  Brown,  of  the  “Tribune.” 

Mr.  Sacket — On  behalf  of  Mr.  Whitelaw  Reid,  the  editor  and  principal  proprietor 
of  the  “Tribune,”  I wish  to  say  that  these  gentlemen  who  have  been  subpoenaed  are 
here,  that  they  come  at  Mr.  Reid’s  request  and  with  his  approval,  to  give  public 
information  in  regard  to  anything  that  they  can,  that  will  afford  the  public  authorities 
any  aid  in  any  work  upon  which  they  may  be  engaged,  but  at  the  same  time,  without 
waiving  any  rights,  in  the  first  place — with  all  due  deference — without  conceding  the 
rights  of  the  Honorable  Board,  this  committee,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  these 
gentlemen  or  without  waiving  any  rights  to  assert  any  privilege  with  respect  to  any 
matters  to  be  inquired  into,  which  seems  to  entrench  upon  their  legal  privileges. 
Roscoe  C.  E.  Brown,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  examination. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr. 

Q.  What  is  your  name  and  address? 

A.  154  Astor  street,  “New  York  Tribune”  office. 
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Q.  Mr.  Brown,  what  is  your  business  or  occupation? 

A.  I am  one  of  the  Editors  of  the  “Tribune.” 

Q.  And  how  long  have  you  been  such? 

A.  About  ten  years. 

Q.  You  have  heard  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  state  the  object  for  which 
this  Committee  is  in  session? 

A.  I have. 

Q.  I will  state  it  again;  it  is  to  inquire  into  the  alleged  charges  made  in  the 
public  press  of  the  City  that  some  consideration  has  been  demanded  from  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  a favorable  consideration  of  their 
proposed  franchise  now  pending  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  did  your  paper, 
to  your  knowledge,  publish  anything  on  that  subject? 

A.  It  has  published  a great  deal  in  the  last  six  months  on  that  subject. 

Q.  Can  you  recall,  without  reference  to  any  memorandum,  the  date  of  the  first 
article  on  this  subject  which  appeared  in  your  paper? 

A.  I cannot. 

Q.  I call  your  attention  specifically  to  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  “ New 
York  Tribune”  of  May  4,  1904,  reading  as  follows: 

“ Graft  fund,  $300,000. 

“ Demanded  by  Aldermen. 

“ Large  amount  asked  from  Port  Chester  Company  it  is  alleged. 

“ Three  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  the  sum  now  mentioned  as  the  price  desired 
for  passing  the  Port  Chester  Railway  permit  resolution.  This  is  the  amount,  it  is 
alleged,  that  certain  men  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  demanded  from  President  Gott- 
shall.  They  insist  on  receiving  it  before  anything  is  done  toward  furnishing  The 
Bronx  needed  transit  facilities. 

“ Nor  only  are  the  ‘ business  ’ men  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  disinclined  to  pay 
any  attention  to  the  business  needs  of  the  people  of  The  Bronx  and  Westchester — 
leave  that  out.” 

Referring  specifically  to  what  I have  read,  is  your  memory  at  all  refreshed  in 
regard  to  that  statement  or  charge? 

A.  I know  of  that  article. 

Q.  And  that  appeared  in  your  paper  on  the  date  to  which  I have  referred,  to 
wit,  on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1904? 

A.  I can’t  be  certain;  I assume  it  is  correct;  I know  of  the  article;  just  the  date 
I can’t  say. 

Q.  Now,  is  there  any  information  which  you  can  give  us  in  regard  to  the  truth 
or  falsity  of  the  statement  contained  as  I have  read  it  from  your  paper? 

A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  Can  you  tell  me  the  name  of  the  gentleman  who  wrote  that  article? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Please  give  me  his  name? 

A.  Mr.  Charles  T.  White. 

Q.  And  who  is  Mr.  Charles  T.  White? 

A.  Mr.  White  is  the  City  Hall  Reporter  of  the  “ Tribune. ” 

Q.  What  position  did  he  occupy  with  the  “ Tribune  ” on  the  4th  of  May,  1904? 

A.  City  Hall  Reporter  of  the  “ Tribune.” 

Q.  And  did  he  hand  this  article  to  you  as  Managing  Editor? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  To  whom  was  it  handed  by  him,  do  you  know? 

A.  I don’t  know. 

Q.  But  you  do  know  it  was  received  from  him? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I know  by  inquiry  afterwards;  I didn’t  know  at  the  time  which  per- 
son had  written  it  of  the  staff;  it  would  not  be  customary  that  I should  know. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  where  Mr.  White  is  at  present? 

A.  I don’t  know;  I believe  he  is  out  of  the  City  on  business;  I don’t  know  where. 
Q.  Do  you  know  where  a subpoena  issued  by  this  Committee  would  reach  him? 
A.  I don’t  know. 

Q.  How  long  has  he  been  out  of  the  City? 

A.  I don’t  know;  he  is  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  City  Editor  and  I don’t  know 
his  movements. 

Q.  Can  you  say  now,  that  he  is  out  of  the  City  under  orders  of  the  City  Editor? 

A.  I don’t  know  that;  the  City  Editor  can  tell  you. 

Q.  Can  you  state  when  he  is  to  return? 

A.  I cannot. 

Q.  Who  would  be  the  person  having  positive  information  in  that  regard? 

A.  Mr.  Mead,  the  City  Editor. 

Q.  Mr.  Mead,  the  City  Editor? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Your  paper  subsequently  contained  other  articles  to  the  same  effect,  if  I am  not 
misinformed? 

A.  Very  likely;  I don’t  remember. 

Q.  Do  you  know  by  whom  those  articles  were  written? 

A.  I don’t  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  source  from  which  they  emanated  ? 

A.  What  source?  \ j 

Q.  The  source  from  which  they  emanated? 

A.  That  is  rather  a general  question ; I don’t  know  that  I can  answer  that. 

Q.  I mean  it  to  be  general,  because  the  inquiry  is  general. 

A.  I don’t  know  what  you  mean;  they  came  up  in  the  general  course  of  news,  I 
suppose. 
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Q.  Can  you  tell  me  from  what  source  that  piece  of  news  emanated? 

A.  What  piece  of  news  ? 

Q.  You  say  that  in  addition  to  the  article  of  May  4,  1904,  your  paper  published 
other  articles  of  the  same  tenor,  or  nature,  in  general  terms,  alleging  charges  of  bribery 
against  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  some  members  of  that  Board;  I ask  you  now  if  you 
know  what  source  those  allegations  or  statements  emanated? 

Mr.  Sackett — By  courtesy  of  the  Board,  may  I make  one  suggestion.  I know  that 
the  gentleman  did  not  intend  to  put  into  Mr.  Brown’s  mouth  what  he  did  not  say,  but 
Mr.  Brown  has  only  said  he  assumes  “ you  are  correct  as  to  the  inquiry  you  made,” 
but  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  any  subsequent  articles,  so  that  it  is  hardly  fair  to  have 
it  stand  on  the  record  he  has  said  that  there  were  subsequent  articles  which  made  such 
charges ; I know  you  didn’t  intend  to  put  Mr.  Brown  in  that  light. 

Q.  Mr.  Brown,  is  there  any  doubt  in  your  mind,  as  a gentleman  connected  with  the 
editorial  department  of  the  New  York  “Tribune,”  that  subsequent  to  May  4,  1904,  other 
and  further  articles  appeared  of-  the  same  general  nature  and  tenor  as  the  article  I have 
read? 

A.  I don’t  remember  any  other  specific  article  of  the  kind;  there  have  been  many 
articles ; I doubt  not,  that  have  been  generally  discussed — that  is,  the  Port  Chester  busi- 
ness— not  discussed  in  the  light  of  this  investigation,  but  whether  there  has  been  any 
repetition  of  such  pointed  charge  or  resolution  as  was  in  the  article  of  May  4,  I don’t 
remember. 

Q.  Now,  referring  to  the  subsequent  statement  or  publication  after  the  4th  of  May, 
I will  ask  you,  can  you  state  here  and  now  the  sources  from  which  they  emanated? 

A.  I don’t  think  I can;  I don’t  remember  any  specific  articles;  if  you  have  the 
specific  articles,  and  I can  give  you  any  information  about  them  I will  be  glad  to  do  so. 

Q.  Would  you  have  me  understand  that  the  subsequent  statements  or  allegations 
regarding  this  matter  appeared  from  the  same  source  from  which  the  article  of  May  4 
appeared  ? 

A.  I don’t  know. 

Q.  Or  emanated? 

A.  I don’t  know. 

Q.  If  you  knew  of  any  other  source  from  which  these  subsequent  articles  emanated 
you  would  be  ready  and  willing  to  state  that,  would  you  ? 

A.  That  is  a hypothetical  question;  I don’t  think  I care  to  answer  it. 

Q.  Well,  would  you  state  the  ground  upon  which  you  don’t  care  to  answer  it,  Mr. 
Brown  ?• 

A.  I don’t  care  to. 

Q.  Do  I understand  you  to  say  that  you  refuse  to  answer? 

Mr.  Sackett — Refuse  to  answre  what,  please  ? 

Mr.  Burr — The  Stenographer  will  read  the  question. 
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(The  Stenographer  here  reads  the  question)  : 

“ Q.  If  you  knew  of  any  other  source  from  which  these  subsequent  articles  ema- 
nated you  would  be  ready  and  willing  to  state  that,  would  you?” 

Mr.  Sackett — The  meaning  of  the  witness  is  this:  He  means  he  does  not  care  to 
answer  so  hypothetical  a question,  as  he  has  put  it.  He  is  called  upon  to  answer  a pure 
supposition,  he  says,  under  the  circumstances-- — 

The  Chairman — It  is  in  line  with  your  opening  remarks,  when  you  said  you  would 
be  glad  to  help  this  Committee.  We  would  like  to  have  the  information. 

Mr.  Sacket — Quite  so;  on  th-t  ground;  I don’t  want  him  to  be  put  in  the  position 
of  refusing  to  answer  a question ; I think  my  learned  friend  appreciates  the  point  of  the 
suggestion. 

Q.  I suppose,  Mr.  Brown,  you  could  readily  procure  for  me  the  various  articles  which 
have  appeared  since  the  4th  of  May  in  your  paper? 

A.  I should  think  it  would  be  easy  to  do  so  from  the  files  and  papers  in  existence. 

Q.  Let  me  hand  you  two  articles  from  your  paper  and  see  if  they  refresh  your 
memory? 

A.  That  (indicating)  seems  to  be  from  The  New  York  “Times.” 

Q.  Yes,  that  is  the  “ Times.” 

A.  I know  nothing  of  that  article^  sir ; that  was  this  morning’s ; I know  nothing  of 
the  article. 

Q.  With  reference  to  the  article  which  appeared  in  your  paper  this  morning  regard- 
ing this  investigation,  you  say  you  know  nothing? 

A.  That  article  you  pointed  to  there,  that  is  this  morning’s  paper;  I know  nothing 
about  it. 

Q.  This  article  which  appeared  May  16,  you  know  nothing  about  it? 

A.  No,  sir;  I know  nothing  of  it. 

Q.  Now,  coming  back  to  the  article  of  May  4,  you  are  quite  certain  that  that  artic’e 
was  handed  in  or  written  by  Mr.  White,  but  you  are  uncertain  as  to  the  source  from  which 
it  emanated? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I can  easily  explain  that,  if  you  wish. 

Q.  I wish  you  would? 

A.  I am  only  Acting  Managing  Editor  at  the  present,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the 
regular  Managing  Editor,  and  it  happened — some  nights  I have  been  in  charge  of  the 
paper  and  some  I have  not ; it  happened  on  the  night  before  May  4 I was  in  charge  of ' 
the  paper,  and  I happen  to  know  from  the  article  I was  in  charge,  and  I was  not  in 
charge  last  night,  and  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  tell  this  night  and  that  night  when  I was 
in  charge  and  when  I was  not. 

Q.  So  that  in  that  way  you  are  unable  to  answer  more  particularly? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  But  there  is  some  one  else  in  your  office  who  can  probably  give  those  particulars  ? 

A.  Very  likely. 
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Q.  Now,  in  your  ten  years  of  experience  in  the  position  you  have  occupied,  you 
know  these  are  serious  charges  which  have  been  brought  in  the  public  press  against  this 
body  known  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  this  Committee  is  appointed  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any  truth  or 
foundation  for  these  charges  as  they  appeared  in  the  public  press ; can  you  aid  us  or  assist 
us  in  any  way,  assist  this  Committee  in  any  way  to  ascertain  whether  those  statements 
are  true  or  false? 

A.  I cannot  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  who  can? 

A.  Not  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  there  is  a person  in  existence  that  can? 

A.  I have  heard  so,  but  I can’t  give  anything  definite  about  all  the  articles  that  come 
to  us  through  other  sources,  through  the  City  Editor  and  others ; I cannot  give  anything 
definite  about  that. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  Committee 'the  name  of  any  other  person  who  hss  more  infor- 
mation on  the  subject  than  you  have? 

A.  Well,  any  person  where — in  the  “ Tribune?  ” 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  Mr.  Mead,  the  City  Editor,  would  have  much  more  information  than  I. 

Q.  I will  ask  you  this  specific  question : Can  you  give  me  the  name  of  any  person 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  or  elsewhere,  that  has  more  information  on  the  s-bject 
than  you  have  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge,  not  to  my  own  knowledge;  I have  read  in  the  pap  rs  the 
various  names  of  people,  like  Mr.  Hayes  of  New  Rochelle,  that  he  has  made  charges;  I 
have  read  that  Mr.  Gottshall  has  said  things;  I have  heard  that  Mr.  Cirvilker  made 
charges  and  said  the  Aldermen  have  said  things  to  him,  but  I know  nothing  of  it  at  all. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  any  of  the  gentlemen  that  you  have  named  make  any  state- 
ment of  that  character? 

A.  I have  not. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  further  you  can  say  by  way  of  throwing  any  light  or  enlight- 
enment upon  this  subject,  Mr.  Brown? 

A.  I don’t  know  of  anything. 

Q.  Of  your  own  knowledge,  do  you7  know  anything  about  this  matter? 

A.  Of  my  own  knowledge,  I know  nothing. 

Q.  Does  Mr.  Mead  know  when  Mr.  White  will  return,  or  has  he  more  information 
on  the  subject  than  you  have? 

A.  I don’t  know;  Mr.  Mead  can  give  you  the  information  if  he  has  it. 

Mr.  Burr — I think  that  is  all  I care  to  ask,  unless  some  member  of  the  Committee 
desires  to  ask  some  questions ; I will  ask  one  further  question : 
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Q.  Do  you  know  who  was  in  charge  of  the  editorial  rooms  last  night  that  would 
be  responsible  for  the  publication  this  morning? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I do. 

Q.  Who? 

A.  Mr.  Hart  Lyman. 

Q.  Who? 

A.  Mr.  Hart  Lyman. 

Q.  Is  he  here? 

A.  He  is  not. 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all,  Mr.  Brown,  I thank  you. 

Charles  W.  Mead,  called  and  sworn  as  witness,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  examination : 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr : 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside? 

A.  No.  53  Washington  Square,  New  York  City. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  or  profession? 

A.  City  Editor  of  the  “ Tribune.” 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  City  Editor  of  the  “Tribune”? 

A.  Since  the  15th  of  January,  1903. 

Q.  You  have  heard  me  read  the  abstract  from  the  article  which  appeared  in  your 
paper  under  the  date  of  May  4,  1904,  regarding  a certain  attempted  bribery  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  connection  with  the  Port  Chester  Railway? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  wrote  that  article? 

A.  I do,  sir. 

Q.  His  name,  if  you  please? 

A.  Charles  T.  White. 

Q.  Was  Mr.  White  at  that  time  connected  with  “The  New  York  Tribune”? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  what  capacity? 

A.  City  Hall  reporter  and  reporter  of  Democratic  politics. 

Q.  Is  Mr.  White  in  the  city  now? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  his  whereabouts? 

A.  I don’t  know,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  inform  the  Committee  where  a subpoena  issued  by  the  Committee 
would  reach  him? 

A.  Well,  I can’t  tell  you  where  it  would  reach  him  now;  I can  tell  you  where  it 
will  reach  him  when  he  gets  back. 

Q.  When  do  you  expect  his  return? 

A.  I expect  him  back  about  a week  from  to-day. 
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Q.  Is  he  absent  under  orders  from  the  Editor? 

A.  No,  sir,  he  is  on  his  annual  vacation  of  two  weeks. 

Q.  He  will  return  in  a week  from  to-day? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  article  to  which  I have 
referred  of  May  4? 

A.  I only  know  the  information  I have  received. 

Q.  Have  you  formed  an  opinion  about  it  from  the  information  you  have  received? 
A.  Well,  no,  I can’t  say  that  I have  formed  any  opinion  of  it. 

Q.  What  information  have  you  received,  Mr.  Mead? 

A:  Well,  I have  received  information — I receiyed  information  on  the  3d  day  of 
May,  the  day  before  that  publication,  from  Mr.  Gottshall,  President  of  the  Port  Chester 
Railroad  Company,  that  he  had  information  that  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the 
payment  of  $300,000,  would  be  necessary  before  that  permit  could  be  obtained. 

Q.  Did  he  refer  to  the  use  that  the  $300,000  would  be  put  to ; was  it  to  improve  the 
road  or  was  it  to  be  used  in  any  other  way? 

A.  No,  sir,  he  did  not  refer  to  the  use  of  it. 

Q.  He  did  not  refer  in  any  way  as  to  what  that  $300,000  was  to  be  used  for? 

A.  I don’t  know  that  he  put  it  specifically:  I knew  what  he  meant  by  it. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  his  exact  language  as  well  as  you  can  remember? 

A.  No,  sir,  I have  no  recollection  of  his  language  at  all;  I only  remember  the  in- 
formation irf  a general  way. 

Q.  Where  did  this  consultation  take  place,  Mr.  Mead? 

A.  It  took  place  over  the  telephone. 

Q.  Where  were  you? 

A.  I was  in  the  “Tribune”  office  at  my  desk. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  where  he  was,  I presume? 

A.  Well,  I don’t  know  absolutely;  I do  know  where  he  was;  he  was  at  his  office. 

Q.  Did  you  call  him  up  or  did  he  call  you  up? 

A.  I think  I called  him  up  first. 

Q.  For  what  reason  did  you  call  him  up? 

A.  I called  him  up  and  asked  him  if  there  was  any  news. 

Q.  Was  it  in  that  language  you  spoke  to  him? 

A.  I think  that  is  the  very  question  I used. 

Q.  And,  as  near  as  you  can  remember,  when  you  asked  him  if  he  had  any  news, 
what  did  he  answer? 

A.  I don’t  remember  the  exact  language,  but  the  substance  of  it  was  that  he  had  in- 
formation that  $300,000  would  be  necessary  to  secure  the  passage  of  that  franchise  or 
permit. 

Q.  He  said  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  franchise? 

A.  I don’t  remember  that  he  used  that  language,  but  that  was  the  idea. 
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Q.  Would  you  say,  as  well  as  you  can  remember,  that  he  used  the  language,  “ to 
secure  the  passage  of  the  franchise  ” ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I can’t  remember  what  language  he  used. 

Q.  When  you  asked  him  for  any  news,  was  it  a general  question  or  was  it  in  rela- 
tion to  this  railroad  of  which  he  was  president? 

A.  In  relation  to  the  railroad  company  and  the  fight  over  the  permit. 

Q.  Then,  in  addition  to  asking  him  for  any  news  you  asked  him  for  news  regarding 
the  fight  over  the  permit? 

A.  I didn’t  put  it  that  way;  he  knew  what  I wanted. 

Q.  Why,  had  you  been  in  consultation  with  him  before  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  but  I have  often  asked  him  that  question. 

Q.  Is  this  the  only  time  he  has  responded  to  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  it  is  not  the  only  time  he  has  responded  to  it. 

Q.  You  often  asked  him  questions  as  to  whether  he  had  any  news  in  regard  to  the 
fight  that  was  going  on,  but  this  is  the  only  time  he  ever  vouchsafed  that  information 
that  $300,000  was  necessary  to  procure  the  passage  of  the  franchise? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  He  said  he  had  information  that  that  amount  would  be  necessary? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  state  from  whom  he  had  that  information? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  state  then  or  since  from  whom  he  had  that  information? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  he  has  since,  not  then. 

• Q.  Let  me  know  from  whom  he  has  told  you  he  since  got  that  information? 

Mr.  Sacket — I dislike  very  much  to  interrupt  by  an  objection,  but  isn’t  this  going 
beyond  the  purview  of  the  proper  examination  of  this  witness  ? He  has  given  the  source 
of  his  information  fully  as  to  this  publication  inquired  about. 

Now,  to  ask  a newspaper  man  as  to  what  he  has,  subsequent  to  the  publication,  been 
told,  or  what  may  have  been  said  to  him  seems  to  me  as  not  a proper  inquiry. 

I don’t  like  at  all  in  any  way  to  put  any  obstacle  in  the  way  of  your  getting  in- 
formation upon  the  points  which  the  “Tribune”  is  concerned  about,  but  you  are  going 
beyond  that. 

Mr.  Burr — I submit,  gentlemen  of  the  Committee,  it  is  a perfectly  fair  question. 

I have  asked  this  witness  in  regard  to  this  conversation  with  Mr.  Gottshall. 
He  has  stated  that  Mr.  Gottshall  stated  to  him  at  this  particular  time,  on  this 
particular  occasion,  that  he,  Gottshall,  had  information  that  $300,000  was  necessary 
to  procure  the  passage  of  the  franchise  for  this  railroad  company. 

I have  asked  him,  did  Gottshall  state  to  him  then  from  where,  he,  Gottshall, 
procured  that  information? 

He  said:  “Not  then,  but  subsequently.” 
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I ask  him  now  to  tell  me  what  Gottshall  said  was  the  source  of  his  information 
subsequently  from  whom  did  he  receive  the  information  that  $300,000  was  necessary 
before  the  franchise  could  be  procured. 

The  Chairman — I think  the  question  is  perfectly  proper  and  strictly  in  line 
with  your  own  statement  to  the  committee  that  you  were  willing  to  assist  us;  we 
want  to  probe  this  to  its  foundation  absolutely;  we  want  to  get  the  reliability  of 
the  statements  and  the  proof  of  it,  and  that  question  is  strictly  in  line,  and  I think  is 
a proper  one. 

Mr.  Sacket — As  I understand,  it  is  confined  to  what  Mr.  Gottshall  subsequently 
told  Mr.  Mead  himself. 

Mr.  Burr — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Sacket — Well,  I don’t  object  to  it. 

Q.  Now,  will  you  tell  me  when  you  had  subsequently  the  conversations  with 
Mr.  Gottshall  in  regard  to  this  information  which  he  said  he  hid  that  $3:0,000 
was  needed  for  the  passage  of  this  franchise,  from  what  source  did  he  say  he  derived 
that  information? 

A.  He  told  me  he  got  it  from  Mr.  Mills,  of  the  New  York  “Evening  Mail.” 

Q.  From  Mr.  Mills  of  the  New  York  “Evening  Mail”? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  , 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Mills’  full  name? 

A.  William  Wirt  Mills. 

Q.  William  Wirt  Mills? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  position  he  has  on  the  New  York  “Evening  Mail”? 

A.  No,  sir,  I don’t  know  definitely. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  connected  with  the  business  or  editorial  de- 
partment? 

A.  I know  generally  he  is  connected  with  the  editorial  department,  the  news 
end,  but  what  his  position  is,  I don’t  know. 

Q.  Did  he  say  anything  further  as  to  the  course  of  his  information  in  regard 
to  that  $300,000? 

A.  Well,  he  told  me  where  Mr.  Mills  had  gotten  his  information. 

Q.  Where  did  he  say  Mr.  Mills  told  him  he  got  his  information? 

A.  Do  I have  to  answer  that? 

Q.  I wish  you  would. 

A.  Why  don’t  you  call  Mr.  Mills  and  let  him  state  it? 

Mr.  Sacket — There  is  this  to  be  thought  of  in  this  connection. 

If  the  learned  Corporation  Counsel  should  turn  out  to  be  incorrect  in  the 
opinion  which  he  has  given  to  you  as  to  your  right  to  compel  the  answering  of 
questions  here,  then  any  testimony  given  by  the  witness  upon  the  stand,  which  is 
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libellous  in  its  nature,  I suppose  he  is  not  privileged  as  to  that  evidence.  That  is 
the  only  thought  I have  in  connection  with  that.  I do  not  want  to  prevent  you 
getting  all  the  information  you  can,  but  this  quetsion,  as  you  know,  is  an  open  one; 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  himself  feels  that  it  is  a new  question  and  that  there 
is  no  statutory  authority  for  his  opinion,  and  it  is  rather  a grave  question,  whether, 
under  those  circumstances,  a witness  should  be  asked  to  give  testimony  the  nature 
of  which  is  libellous  if  it  is  not  privileged. 

I don’t  want  to  object  to  that  if  that  objection  in  any  way  can  be  overcome, 
and  it  is  not  from  any  desire  to  restrict  the  inquiry  or  the  examination,  but  only 
to  protect  the  witnesses  that  I make  that  suggestion. 

The  Chairman — We  leave  that  with  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Mr.  Sacket — That  does  not  protect  the  witnesses. 

The  Chairman — We  are  guided  by  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Mr.  Burr — I suggest  that  the  good  name  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  requires  the 
fullest  answers  on  the  part  of  witnesses,  as  well  as  the  people  of  The  City  of  New 
York.  The  Chair  has  received  your  offer  in  the  proper  spirit,  and  it  seems  to  me 
I should  proceed  to  examine  this  witness  in  that  spirit. 

Mr.  Sacket — I will  only  say  that  the  witness — speaknig  for  the  witness — answers 
under  protest  and  under  the  assurance  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  under  the 
advice  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  that  he  is  obliged  to  answer  the  question. 

The  Chairman — That  is  satisfactory. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Mills,  yourself? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Has  Mr.  Mills  told  you  that  he  was  the  gentleman  who  informed  President 
Gottshall  that  $300,000  was  needed  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  franchise? 

A.  Well,  I could  not  say  that  he  had  made  a direct  statement  that  he  had  made 
that  statement,  but  he  talked  with  me  with  the  understanding  that  he  had  made  Mr. 
Gottshall  that  statement. 

Q.  Give  us  his  exact  language  as  well  as  you  can,  Mr.  Mead? 

A.  I can’t  do  it;  I don’t  recall  it;  but  that  is  the  substance  of  it. 

Q.  Under  what  circumstances  was  it  you  had  this  conversation  with  Mr.  Mills? 

A.  I had  it  up  in  the  “Tribune”  office. 

Q.  Did  you  send  for  Mr.  Mills? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  sent  for  Mr.  Mills  because  President  Gottshall  had  mentioned  his  name 
in  connection  with  the  matter? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  wished  to  verify,  as  far  as  possible,  the  information  which  Mr.  Gottshall 
has  given  you;  is  that  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I 
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Q.  You  had  a conversation  with  Mr.  Mills  at  your  office? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  won’t  you  kindly  tell  us  what  he  said  to  you  and  what  you  said  to  him? 
A.  Well,  I can  not  do  that  very  definitely. 

Q.  What  was  the  date  of  this  interview? 

A.  I can’t  tell  you  that;  it  was  since  May  4,  as  near  as  I can  get  at  it. 

Q.  Can’t  you  approximate  the  date? 

A.  I can  say  about  the  7th  or  8th  of  May. 

Q.  What  time  of  the  day  was  it? 

A.  I think  about  4 o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Q.  And  you  had  sent  for  Mr.  Mills? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  he  came  in  response  to  your  invitation? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  what  was  his  language;  what  was  the  first  thing  you  said  to  him,  do 
you  remember? 

A.  I asked  him  if  he  had  given  Mr.  Gottshall  this  story. 

Q.  Will  you  speak  a little  louder? 

A.  I asked  him  if  he  had  given  Mr.  Gottshall  this  story. 

Q.  Yes? 

A.  And  he  said  he  had. 

Q.  Did  you  refer  to  what  story  you  meant? 

A.  Of  course,  he  knew;  I told  him  the  story  I was  talking  about. 

Q.  You  told  him  you  were  speaking  of  this  $300,000  that  Mr.  Gottshall  told  you 
he  was  informed  was  demanded  before  the  passage  of  this  franchise?. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  what  did  he  say? 

A.  He  said  yes,  he  had  told  him. 

Q.  What  else  did  he  say? 

A.  I don’t  remember. 

Q.  Didn't  you  ask  him  ‘‘How  do  you  know;  where  did  you  learn  this?” 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I asked  him  that. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  in  response  to  that  question? 

A.  He  told  me  that  in  confidence. 

Q.  Well,  you  can  take  people  of  New  York  in  your  confidence,  Mr.  Mead;  from 
whom  did  he  say  he  got  that  information? 

A.  Well,  that  was  given  me  in  confidence  as  a newspaper  man;  I have  given  you 
the  name  of  Mr.  Mills;  you  can  call  him  and  have  him  testify. 

Q.  I want  to  ask  you  and  I am  now  asking  you,  Mr.  Mead,  from  whom  did  Mr. 
Mills  say  he  got  that  information? 

A.  Well,  he  told  me  he  got  it  from  a man  named  Davis. 

Q.  From  a man  named  Davis? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  What  Davis? 

A.  I don’t  know. 

Q.  Was  this  prior  or  after  the  publication  of  this  article  by  you? 

A.  It  was  after. 

Q.  And  you  were  seeking  to  verify  the  truth  of  this  statement  which  had 
appeared  in  your  paper;  is  that  so? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  were  seeking  to  get  as  much  information  upon  the  subject  as  you  pos- 
sibly could  as  an  experienced  newspaper  man? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  he  told  you  he  got  his  information  from  Mr.  Davis? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ask  him  what  Davis? 

Mr.  Sackett — I am  going  to  suggest  now  that  as  Mr.  Davis’  name  is  mentioned, 
that  Mr.  Mead  state  fully  what  Mr.  Mills  told  him. 

Mr.  Burr — I wish  he  would. 

The  Witness — He  said  a man  named  Davis  who  was  a reporter;  that  is  all  I 
know;  he  did  not  mention  his  first  name. 

Q.  Had  you  ever  seen  Mr.  Davis,  to  your  knowledge? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Would  you  know  him  if  you  saw  him? 

A.  I would  not. 

Q.  Do  you  recognize  him  here? 

A.  I used  to  know  a man  by  the  name  of  Davis  on  the  “ Sun  O.  K.  Davis — 
but  that  is  not  the  man. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  him  in  the  room  since  you  have  testified? 

A.  I don’t  know  the  man  Mr.  Mills  referred  to  at  all. 

Q.  Of  course,  yon  sent  for  Mr.  Davis? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  in  regard  to  Mr.  Davis? 

A.  I didn’t  do  anything. 

Q.  You  let  it  drop  with  him? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  consider  you  had  arrived  at  .the  root  of  the  matter  when  he  said 
a man  named  Davis  had  told  him  about  these  serious  charges? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Sacket — I meant  to  suggest  that  you  ask  him  to  give  the  whole  conversation 
between  Mr.  Mills  and  himself,  as  to  what  passed  between  Mr.  Davis  and  Mr.  Mills, 
so  that  he  can  tell  you  fully  about  it. 

Q.  If  I understand  you  correctly,  Mr.  Mead,  we  have  arrived  at  a point  where  Mr. 
Gotthshall,  having  mentioned  Mr.  Mills’  name,  you  then,  desiring  to  trace  this 
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rumor,  sent  for  Mr.  Mills,  and  when  you  asked  Mr.  Mills  as  to  the  source  of  his  infor- 
mation he  said  he  got  it  from  a man  named  Davis;  that  is  true? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  New,  did  Mr.  Mills  give  you  any  further  information  upon  that  subject  at  that 
time? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  told  me  he  had  seen  Davis  at  the  Press  Club,  I think. 

Q.  Yes,  and  what  had  Davis  done  or  said  when  he  saw  him  at  the  Press  Club? 

A.  That  Davis  had  said  they  wanted  $300,000  over  at  City  Hall. 

Q.  Who  wanted  it  at  the  City  Hall? 

A.  Well,  he  said  “They”;  I presume  he  meant  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Q.  You  presume? 

A.  Yes,  .sir;  they  are  the  people  who  are  responsible  for  this  permit,  are  they  not? 
Q.  Well,  was  there  anything  further  said? 

A.  No,  sir;  that  is  all. 

Q.  Did  Mills  say  that  Davis  said  anything  further? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  mention  to  you  the  man’s  knowledge  in  that  connection? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  At  that  time? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ask  Mr.  Mills  if  he  could  give  you  the  name  of  a single  individual 
connected  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  who  had  intimated  any  such  proposition. 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  hunt  up  Davis  to  find  out  if  he  was  able  to  give  you  the  name  of  a 
single  individual  connected  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Or  outside  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  who  would  assume  to  speak  for  it  in 
that  connection? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  drop  the  matter  there? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I hadn’t  given  up  the  idea  of  tracing  the  matter;  I haven’t  had  a 
chance  to  do  anything  further  with  the  story  since. 

Q.  Is  this  the  best  you  could  do  to  trace  the  statement  to  its  origin? 

A.  That  is  the  best  I could  do  at  that  time. 

Q.  What  have  you  done  since? 

A.  I haven’t  done  anything  since. 

Q.  Then  this  statement  remains  with  Davis,  does  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  So  far  as  you  are  concerned? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  upon  the  strength  of  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Gottshall,  that  a man 
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named  Mills  told  him  that  a man  named  Davis  told  him  you  have  as  Managing 
Editor  of  the  “Tribune” 

A.  I am  not  Managing  Editor  of  The  “ Tribue.” 

Q.  Well,  you  are  one  of  the  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Editorial  Department? 

A.  I am  City  Editor  of  the  “ Tribune.” 

Q.  You  have  continued  to  publish  this  statement  in  regard  to  this  matter  as  far 
as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  are  concerned. 

A.  We  have  not  continued  to  publish  the  statements;  we  have  published  the 
news  which  developed  from  day  to  day  as  a result  of  the  publication  of  the  first  news. 

Q.  But  so  far  as  the  original  information  is  concerned,  you  have  told  us  the  source 
of  all  your  original  information? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  true. 

Q.  And  that  is  all  you  know  about  this  matter? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  all. 

Q.  Is  there  any  persons,  to  your  knowledge,  connected  with  your  paper  who 
knows  more? 

A.  Well,  possibly  Mr.  White  might. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Mr.  White  and  Mr.  Davis  together? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  seen  Mr.  White  to  talk  with  him  since  this  occasion  you  refer 
to?  • 

A.  I don’t  know  him  at  all;  I don’t  know  him  by  sight,  even. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  seen  Mr.  Mills  since  this  occasion  you  speak  of  at  the  Press 
Club? 

A.  I didn’t  see  Mr.  Mills  at  the  Press  Club;  I say  Mr.  Mills  told  me  he  saw 
. Mr.  Davis  in  tlje  Press  Club. 

Q.  You  saw  him  at  the  “Tribune”  office? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  seen  Mr.  Mills  at  the  Press  Club  or  the  “Tribune”  office 
since  that  occasion  when  he  mentioned  Mr.  Davis? 

A.  No,  sir;  never. 

Q.  Can  you  give  any  further  information  on  the  subject? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  did  you  see  Mr.  Mills  last? 

A.  That  time  I spoke  of  before;  I don’t  remember  the  exact  date. 

Q.  Have  you  not  seen  him  about  since  without  having  any  conversation  with 
him? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  of  him  being  about? 

A.  I guess  he  is  about. 

Q.  But  you  have  not  seen  him? 

A.  No,  sir.  1 
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Q.  Are  you  the  gentleman  who  was  in  charge  last  night  of  your  office? 

A.  No,  sir;  I am  never  in  charge  at  night. 

Q.  Now,  I ask  you  as  a citizen,  can  you  throw  any  light,  any  further  light,  upon 
this  investigation  than  you  have  already  given  by  your  testimony? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Burr — I think  that  is  all,  Mr.  Chairman,  I have  to  ask  this  witness. 

The  Chairman — Did  you  ask  him  if  he  knows  as  to  where  Mr.  White  got  his 
information  when  he  wrote  his  article  of  May  4? 

The  witness — He  got  it  from  me. 

Q.  Mr.  White  got  his  information  from  you? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  got  it  from  Mr.  Mills? 

A.  No,  sir;  I got  it  from  Mr.  Gottshall. 

Q.  And  Mr.  Gottshall  told  you  he  got  it  from  Mr.  Mills? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  Mr.  Mills  told  you  he  got  it  from  Mr.  Davis? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  that  is  all  you  know  about  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all,  Mr.  Mead. 

Mr.  Sacket — Can  I ask  one  question,  or  suggest  that  you  ask  one  question, 
whether  he  knows  of  any  further  information,  any  further  source  of  information,  that 
Mr.  White  had? 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  any  enlightenment  as  to  any  further  source  of  information 
that  Mr.  White  had  at  the  time  he  handed  in  this  article? 

A.  I don't  know  that  he  had  any  information  about  this  specific  matter,  but  he 
had  information  about  previous  charges  of  bribery  that  had  been  made;  for  in- 
stance, Alderman  Hayes,  of  Mt.  Vernon,  told  an  interesting  story  and  Mr.  Curvillier 
told  a story  that  was  printed,  I think,  on  the  14th  of  February  along  the  same  lines. 
Q.  Mr.  Hayes  is  an  Alderman  at  Mt.  Vernon? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  anything? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  He  didn’t  tell  you  anything? 

A.  No,  sir;  he  didn’t  tell  anything. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anybody  that  he  ever  told  anything  to  regarding  this  matter? 

A.  No,  sir;  I do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anybody  who  was  ever  present  at  any  time  when  he  said  any- 
thing about  this  matter? 

A.  Mr.  Hayes. 
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Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  No,  sir;  I do  not. 

The  Chairman — Is  that  Mr.  Louis  A.  Curvillier,  the  lawyer? 

The  Witness — Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  did  you  get  any  information  from  Mr.  Curvillier? 

A.  No,  sir;  I did  not,  directly. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  person  who  did,  to  your  knowledge? 

A.  No,  sir,  ' 

Q.  Were  you  ever  present  at  any  conversation  between  Mr.  Curvillier  and  some- 
body else,  in  regard  to  this  matter? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Give  us  any  other  information  you  have? 

A.  Mr.  Curvillier  sent  to  the  “ Tribune  ” last  winter — I think  the  publication  was 
on  the  14th  of  February,  arrived  in  our  office  on  the  night  of  the  13th — a letter  in 
which  he  detailed  a conversation  he  had  with  a member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  at 
New  Rochelle,  in  which  this  Alderman  at  New  Rochelle  told  about  a conversation 
he  had  had  with  a New  York  Alderman. 

Q.  Have  you  got  that  letter? 

A.  I think  I have  the  text  of  it  here. 

Q.  Can  you  produce  the  original?  v 
A.  The  original  of  the  letter? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  Oh,  no. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  that  letter  was  written  by  Mr.  Curvillier? 

A.  It  was  typewritten,  as  I remember  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  it  was  signed  by  him? 

A.  The  only  knowledge  I have  on  that  point  is  the  signature  is  exactly  like  Mr. 
Curvillier’s  signature ; is  exactly  like  the  signature  which  Mr.  Curvillier  has  appended  to 
a good  many  other  letters  to  the  Editor  of  the  “Tribune.” 

Q.  He  was  in  the  habit  of  writing  letters  to  the  “ Tribune?” 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  wrote  letters  to'  the  “ Tribune  ” and  all  papers. 

Q.  You  are  familiar  with  his  handwriting,  are  you? 

A.  Only  his  signature. 

Q.  Only  his  signature? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  to  the  best  of  your  knowledge  and  belief  the  signature  appended  to  this 
letter  to  which  you  have  referred  was  his? 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Will  you  let  me  have  the  text  of  that  letter,  please? 

A.  Here  is  the  substance  of  it;  my  recollection  is  it  was  printed  verbatim  in  the 
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Q.  This  refers  to  the  letter  which  was  sent  to  the  “ World?  ” 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  But  I am  speaking  now  of  the  letter  which  you  say  was  sent  to  the  “ Tribune?  ” 

A.  I think  it  was  the  same  thing  as  that. 

Q.  Your  understanding  of  the  letter  was  it  was  considered  a general  letter  and  sent 
to  all  papers  ? 

A.  I thought  he  was  sending  it  to  all  papers. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  special  conversation  with  him  in  regard  to  the  letter?  . 

A.  No,  sir;  I didn’t  see  him  at  all. 

Q.  And  you  don’t  know  whether  any  statement  contained  in  that  letter  is  true  or 
false? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  I want  to  ask  you,  did  Mr.  Gottshall,  when  you  spoke  to  him,  say  anybody  ever 
asked  him  for  any  money? 

A.  No,  sir;  he  didn’t  say  that. 

Q.  Did  he  say  anybody  ever  approached  him  or  asked  him  or  told  him  he  was  ex- 
pected to  deliver  up  $300,000,  or  any  other  amount  of  money  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  These  clippings  which  you  have  produced,  are  they  in  reference  to  this  matter? 

A.  Well,  they  are  some  clippings  about  bribery  rumors  which  appeared  in  the  papers 
in  the  last  few  months  past. 

Q.  You  understand  that  all  these  things  are  rumors;  now,  we  are  trying  to  get  at 
the  truth  of  the  rumors ; you  have  told  us  all  you  possibly  can  as  far  as  arriving  at  the 
foundation  of  these  rumors  ? 

A.  I have ; yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  did  you  say  was  the  other  gentleman  connected  with  your  office? 

A.  Mr.  White. 

Q.  Some  other  gentleman  here  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  nobody  here;  Mr.  White  is  away  on  his  vacation;  he  will  be  back  next 
Monday. 

Mr.  Burr — I think  that  is  all  I wish  to  ask  this  witness. 

William  A.  Thayer,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination : 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  Mr.  Thayer,  what  is  your  business  or  occupation? 

A.  City  Editor  of  the  “ World,”  the  “ Morning  World.” 

Q.  And  how  long  have  you  been  City  Editor  of  the  “ Morning  World  ” ? 

A.  About  a year;  something  more  than  a year. 

Q.  Are  you  at  all  familiar  with  this  published  statement  in  regard  to  the  charges 
that  some  consideration  has  been  demanded  from  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
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Railroad  Company  for  a favorable  consideration  for  their  proposed  franchise  now 
pending  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen? 

A.  I have  read  what  has  been  published  by  them. 

Q.  Your  paper  has  published  some  articles  in  regard  to  the  matter? 

A.  I believe  it  has. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  who  supplied  you  with  the  information  upon  which  those  articles 
were  based? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  of  my  own  "knowledge. 

Q.  Sir? 

A.  Not  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  at  all  upon  the  subject,  Mr.  Thayer? 

A.  I have  none  to  give. 

Q.  Do  you  know  from  whom  or  from  what  source  or  person  any  information  in 
regard  to  these  alleged  charges  as  published  in  your  paper  emanated  ? 

A.  Not  of  my  own  knowledge ; no,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  upon  the  subject? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  opinion  upon  the  subject? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  I understand  you  have  neither  information  or  knowledge  upon  the  subject, 
Mr.  Thayer  ? / 

A.  I don’t  know  what  you  understand,  sir. 

Q.  I asked  you  if  you  had  any  information  on  the  subject? 

A.  I told  you  I had  no  information. 

Q.  Any  knowledge  on  the  matter? 

A.  No  knowledge;  I know  nothing  about  it,  except  as  I had  read  the  articles. 

Q.  You  have  no  knowledge  or  information  on  the  subject? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  the  name  of  the  gentleman  who  would  have  knowledge  or 
information  connected  with  your  paper? 

A.  No,  sir;  I don’t  think  I care  to  tell  it. 

Q.  I call  your  attention  to  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  “ World  ” of  May  7,  in 
which  it  is  stated : 

"The  ‘World’  learned  yesterday  that  $125,000  was  the  price  demanded  by  certain 
members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  application  ot 
The  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  The  Bronx  franchise.’* 

Do  you  know  the  source  from  which  that  information  was  derived? 

A.  Well,  let  me  see  the  article,  please. 

(Hands  same  to  witness.)  , 

A.  I don’t  know  the  source  of  that  article. 
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Q.  You  don’t  know  the  source  of  information  contained  in  that  article? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  who  wrote  it? 

I don’t  care  to  tell  who  wrote  it. 

Q.  Was  it  some  one  connected  with  your  office. 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  Was  it  an  employee  of  your  paper? 

A.  If  connected  with  the  office,  yes,  certainly. 

Q.  And  do  you  refuse  to  answer,  Mr.  Thayer? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Upon  what  ground  do  you  refuse  to  answer? 

A.  The  gentleman  who  wrote  it  is  still  investigating  this  matter,  and  I don’t  think 
I care  to  give  his  name  under  the  circumstances. 

Q.  Do  you  think  if  he  was  subpoenaed  here,  he  might  tell  all  he  knew  about  it? 

A.  I think  he  might. 

Q.  Will  you  give  me  his  name? 

A.  No. 

Q.  You  say  that  the  gentleman  who  wrote  that  article  in  which  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  are  accused  of  demanding  $125,000  is  an  employee  of  your  office? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  an  attache  of  your  paper  and  still  investigating  this  matter,  and  you  refuse 
to  give  his  name? 

A.  Yes,  because  we  are  not  through  investigating  it  yet. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  the  name  of  any  person  or  any  persons  who  are  connected 
with  your  office  in  investigating  this  matter  on  behalf  of  your  paper? 

A.  I don’t  care  to  tell  you  any  names  at  all. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  the  name  of  any  person  connected  with  your  paper  who  knows 
more  about  the  matter  than  you  do  yourself? 

A.  No. 

Q.  You  could,  if  you  wished,  give  us  the  name  of  the  gentleman  who  is  responsible 
for  this  statement,  if  that  twur,  of  April  7,  in  which  it  is  stated : “ The  World  learned 
yesterday  that  $125,000  was  the  price  demanded  by  certain  members  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  application  of  the  New  York  and 
Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  they  Bronx  franchise  ” ? 

A.  I could  possibly  find  out;  I might  know  it  now,  possibly. 

Q.  Well,  as  a matter  of  fact,  don’t  you  know  it  now,  Mr.  Thayer? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  legal  knowledge,  I didn’t  see  him  write  the  article;  I don’t  know 
that  I care  to  swear  that  a certain  man  is  the  author  of  that. 

Q.  You  know  that  all  these  statements  are  rumors  which  have  appeared  in  the 
public  press. 

A.  I know  that  all  statements  are  rumors. 
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Q.  You  know  that  all  these  statements  to  which  I am  referring  are  rumors,  which 
have  appeared  in  the  public  press,  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  demanding  a sum 
of  money  before  passing  that  franchise? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I have  read  them. 

Q.  You  know  this  is  a Committee  appointed  to  investigate  those  rumors,  to  find 
out  if  there  is  any  truth  as  to  those  rumors? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

O.  You  are  in  a position  to  enlighten  this  Committee,  and  you  refuse? 

A.  No,  sir,  I am  not  in  a position. 

Q.  You  are  not  in  a position  to  tell  me  who  is  responsible  for  the  article  'just 
read  to  you? 

A.  I have  told  you  I didn’t  know. 

Q.  You  have  told  me,  if  I did  not.  misunderstand  you,  you  knew  the  name  of  the 
man  who  wrote  the  article? 

A.  I told  you  I could  find  out  the  name  of  the  man  who  wrote  it. 

Q.  Will  you  find  the  name  of  the  man  who  wrote  it? 

A.  No,  I don’t  think  I will. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  name  of  any  other  person  outside  of  this  special  man  whose 
name  you  refuse  to  divulge  who  has  any  information  upon  this  subject  in  connection 
with  your  paper? 

A.  No. 

Q.  And  this  man  whose  name  you  refuse  to  divulge  is  the  gentleman  you  referred 
me  to  when  you  say  he  is  still  investigating  this  matter? 

A.  Yes,  he  is. 

Q.  I ask  you  as  a citizen,  Mr.  Thayer,  can  you  give  this  Committee  any  information 
to  show  whether  the  statements  which  have  appeared  in  your  paper,  as  well  as  in 
other  papers,  has  any  foundation  in  fact? 

A.  I don’t  think  I can  assist  the  Committee  as  a citizen. 

Q.  When  do  you  expect  this  gentleman  you  have  referred  to  to  conclude  his 
investigations  ? 

A.  It  is  a little  doubtful. 

Q.  Is  he  a resident  of  this  City? 

A.  I think  he  is ; I don’t  know  of  my  own  knowledge  that  he  is. 

Q.  Have  you  had  a conversation  yourself  with  him  regarding  his  investigation? 

A.  I have  had  conversations,  yes. 

Q.  When  did  you  have  the  last  conversation  with  him? 

A.  I could  not  tell  the  exact  time. 

Q.  Within  a day  or  two? 

A.  Yes,  within  a day  or  two. 

Q.  And  where  was  that  conversation  held? 

A.  In  the  “World”  office. 
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Q.  And  who  was  present  besides  yourself  and  that  gentleman  whose  name  you 
refuse  to  divulge? 

A.  Twenty  or  thirty  people  probably. 

Q.  Twenty  or  thirty  people? 

A.  There  may  have  been;  I don’t  know  how  many  were  present. 

Q.  Was  this  subject  discussed  in  the  presence  of  this  gentleman,  yourself,  and 
twenty  or  thirty  other  people? 

A.  There  may  have  been  twenty  or  thirty  other  people  in  the  room;  we  were  not 
■discussing  this  subject. 

Q.  Anybody  besides  this  gentleman  whose  name  you  refuse  to  give  and  yourself 
present  at  any  conversation  you  had  with  him,  relative  to  any  investigation  he  had 
in  this  matter,  where  others  were  discussing  the  subject? 

A.  Others  were  present. 

Q.  Were  there  others  who  heard  it? 

A.  I don’t  know  whether  they  heard  it  or  not. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  with  any  others  at  that  time  and  place  in  regard  to  this  in- 
vestigation this  gentleman  was  making? 


A. 

No. 

Q. 

Have  you  seen  that  gentleman  to-day? 

A. 

Yes.

Where? 

A. 

I saw  him  at  the  “World”  office.

Did  you  see  him  after  you  had  received 

a subpoena  to  testify  in  this  case? 

A. 

I received  the  subpoena  Saturday,  and  as 

I saw  him  to-day  I must  have  seen 

him  after  I received  the  subpoena. 

Q.  Did  you  tell  him  about  having  received  the  subpoena  to  testify  in  this  case? 
A.  I think  it  was  mentioned  Saturday,  I will  not  be  positive. 

Q.  And  did  you  then  arrange  with  him  not  to  divulge  his  name? 

A.  I haven’t  said  anything  about  not  divulging  his  name  to  him. 

Q.  Has  he  asked  you  not  to  divulge  his  name? 

A.  He  has  not. 

Q.  So  that  you  have  no  good  reason  outside  of  what  you  have  stated,  that  this 
man  is  still  investigating  this  matter,  or  your  refusal  to  give  his  name? 

A.  The  only  reason  I have  for  not  giving  his  name  is,  as  I say,  we  are  .still 
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investigating  this  and  I don’t  see  that  we  would  gain  anything  by  giving  you  his 
name. 

Q.  Now,  you  say,  “we  are  investigating  this”;  do  you  mean  somebody  else 
besides  this  gentleman? 

A.  By  “we”  I mean  the  “World.” 

Q.  Is  this  gentleman  investigating  on  behalf  of  the  “World”? 

A.  He  is. 

Q.  Is  anybody  else  investigating  on  behalf  of  the  “World?” 

A.  Not  as  I know  of. 

Q.  So  that  when  you  say  “we”  you  mean  “he?” 

A.  When  I say  “we”  I mean  the  New  York  “World.” 

Q.  The  only  one  investigating  for  the  “World”  is  this  gentlemen  whose  name 
you  have  refused  to  give? 

A.  The  only  one  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  You  refuse  to  give  his  name,  although  he  did  not  request  you  to  do  it? 

A.  I do,  yes. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  else  you  know  about  this  matter? 

A.  Nothing  else. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Gottshall  or  any  of  the 
gentlemen  whose  names  have  been  mentioned  here  to-day? 

A.  I don’t  know  what  gentlemen’s  names  have  been  mentioned  here  to-day; 
if  you  will  tell  me  the  names,  I will  tell  you  whether  I have  had  any  conversation 
with  them. 

Q.  Well,  Mr.  Hayes,  of  Mount  Vernon? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Mr.  Curvillier? 

A..  No,  sir. 

Q.  Mr.  Gotshall? 

A.  No,  sir ; I have  not  had  a conversation  with  Mr.  Gottshall. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a man  by  the  name  of  Ellis? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a man  by  the  name  of  Mills  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a man  by  the  name  of  Davis  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Is  Mr.  Davis  here. 

A.  I know  several  men  by  the  name  of  Davis. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Davis  who  is  connected  with  the  “Mail  and  Express  ” ? 

A.  I do  not. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  talk  with  those  gentlemen  in  regard  to  this  matter? 

A.  I have  not;  I don’t  know  the  gentlemen  whose  names  you  have  mentioned  are 
the  ones  I know. 
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Mr.  Burr — Then,  I submit,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  witness  should  be  instructed  to  an- 
swer the  question. 

The  Chairman — I think  the  witness  should;  I think  if  the  “New  York  World”  is  in- 
vesigating  that,  that  they  should  help  this  Committee,  and  do  it  publicly,  not  in  a private 
manner.  This  is  a public  investigation  and  I think  if  the  “World”  or  any  other  paper 
has  any  information  whatever,  they  should  give  it  readily  to  help  this  Committee  and 
not  compel  the  Committee  to  go  to  law  to  enforce  its  orders. 

I respectfully  submit  to  Mr.  Thayer  that  the  name  of  the  gentleman  should  be  given 
to  this  Committee. 

The  Witness — Well.  I don’t  think  it  should. 

The  Chairman — You  simply  put  the  Committee  to  the  trouble  of  inforcing  its  orders, 
Mr.  Thayer. 

The  Witness — The  Committee  will  have  another  session,  will  it  not? 

Mr.  Burr — Yes,  sir. 

The  Witness — I will  leave  that  open  for  the  other  session. 

Mr.  Burr — I will  suggest  that. 

Mr.  Chairman — We  will  leave  that  open,  and  I hope  you  will  reconsider  your 
decision  on  that. 

Q.  I will  ask  you  one  further  question;  is  this  gentleman  that  you  refer  to  an 
assistant  of  yours  or  under  you  in  the  office? 

- A.  Yes,  he  is  under  me. 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all. 

By  an  Alderman — 

Q.  Will  you  be  present  at  the  next  hearing  without  any  further  subpoena? 

The  Witness — Yes,  sir,  I will  be  present  at  any  hearing. 

By  an  Alderman — 

Q.  The  next  hearing  will  be  on  Wednesday,  at  3 o’clock. 

The  Witness — Yes,  sir,  I will  be  present. 

Lyman  Hart,  called  as  a witness  was  duly  sworn  by  the  Chairman,  and  testified  as 
follows : 

Q.  What  is  your  full  name? 

A.  Lyman  Hart. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  or  occupation,  Mr.  Lyman? 

A.  Editorial  writer  on  the  New  York  “ Tribune.” 

Q.  I call  your  attention  to  an  article  which  appears  in  this  mornings  issue,  head 
“ Where  the  probe  should  go,”  and  ask  you  whether  you  are  the  author  of  that  article? 
A.  I am  not. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  who  is  ? . . 1! 

A.  I do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  from  what  souce  it  emanated? 

A.  Not  at  all ; so  far  as  I know  it  is  the  production  of  the  general  news  report. 

Q.  You  were  not  here  when  it  was  stated  what  the  object  of  this  investigation  is, 
Mr.  Hart?  this  inquiry  is  an  inquiry  into  the  alleged  charges  made  in  the  public  press 
of  this  City  that  some  consideration  has  been  demanded  from  the  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company  for  a favorable  consideration  of  their  proposed  franchise  now  pending  before 
the  Board  of  Aldermen;  certain  statements  have  appeared  in  your  paper  in  regard  to 
this  very  subject;  have  you  any  information  in  regard  to  this  article? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  general  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  truth  or  falsity  of  it? 

A.  No  specific  knowledge. 

Q.  Have  you  any  specific  knowledge  with  regard  to  the  sources  from  which  those 
articles  emanated? 

Mr.  Sacket — Mr.  Brown  stated  to  you  here  just  what  his  position  was  on  his 
paper  and  Mr.  Lyman  is  in  the  same  position,  he  would  not  know  anything  about  it; 
he  was  simply  in  charge  as  Mr.  Brown  was  on  that  evening,  at  the  desk,  and  this 
matter  went  through  his  hands  as  the  editor  in  charge. 

Q.  You  were  the  editor  in  charge  last  night? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  This  article  came  under  your  observation? 

A.  I am  not  absolutely  positive  about  that;  if  it  so  came  it  passed  through  my 
hands  as  current  matter  in  the  routine  way. 

Q.  You  have  no  sources  of  knowledge  where  it  came  from? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  I could  obtain  that  information? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  from  whom  I could  obtain  that  information? 

A.  I could  not. 

Q.  You  have  no  information  whatever  on  the  subject? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  aid  the  Committee  in  any  way  in  this  inquiry? 

A.  I am  afraid  not. 

Mr.  Burr— I wish  to  state  to  the  Committee  that  I expected  to  have  some  more 
witnesses  here  this  afternoon,  but  inasmuch  as  I have  no  other  witnesses  present,  I 
will  ask  for  an  adjournment;  I expect  to  have  Mr.  Gottshall  here  at  the  next  hear- 
ing; I cannot  go  on  any  further  now,  and  for  that  reason  I ask  for  an  adjournment 
of  the  hearing  until  Wednesday  at  3 o’clock. 

It  is  so  ordered.

“Hon.  REGINALD  DOULL,  Chairman,  Special  Committee  of  Board  of  Aldermen 
to  Investigate  Charges  of  Alleged  Corruption  in  the  Matter  of  Granting  Right- 
of-Way  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad: 

“ Dear  Sir — The  committee  of  which  you  are  Chairman  exists  because  of  a general 
demand  upon  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  other  parts 
of  the  City  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  its  committees  shall  perform  their  duties 
by  examining  and  acting  upon  matters  brought  before  them  for  their  attention.  One 
of  the  reasons  alleged  for  inaction  is  that  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have 
been  corruptly  influenced  to  suppress  such  action,  but  there  may  be  other  and  possi- 
bly proper  motives  which  will  explain  and  justify  the  failure  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
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mittee  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  act  upon  a matter  of  such  pressing  importance 
as  this  subject. 

“ On  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  Franchises  and  Transportation  of  the  Merchants’ 
Association  I therefore  beg  to  ask  you  the  following  questions : 

“ 1.  Has  your  special  committee  power  to  summon  before  it  the  members  of  the 
Railroad  Committee  and  to  inquire  into  their  reasons  for  not  acting  upon  the  matter 
submitted  to  them  for  investigation  and  report? 

“2.  Will  your  committee  summon  before  them  the  members  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mittee and  ask  of  them  such  questions  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  reasons  for 
their  inaction? 

“ 3 . If  you  deem  that  your  committee  lacks  power,  will  you  ask  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  delegate  the  necessary  power  to  you? 

“4.  Will  you  permit  the  Merchants’  Association  of  New  York  to  be  represented 
by  its  counsel,  former  United  States  Attorney-General  John  W.  Griggs,  to  put  such 
questions  to  the  Railroad  Committee  as  may  be  fitting  and  proper  in  this  connection?

“WILLIAM  F.  KING,  Esq.,  Chairman,  Committee  on  Franchises  and  Transportation, 
the  Merchants’  Association  of  New  York: 

“ Dear  Sir — I am  in  due  receipt  of  your  communication,  bearing  date  May  16, 
in  which  you  propound  four  questions  to  me  as  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  investigate  charges,  etc. 

“ These  questions  must  be  answered  in  the  negative. 

“ They  are  as  follows  : 

“ ‘ 1.  Has  your  special  committee  power  to  summon  before  it  the  members  of  the 
Railroad  Committee  and  to  inquire  into  their  reasons  for  not  acting  upon  the  matter 
submitted  to  them  for  investigation  and  report?’ 

“The  answer  to  this  question  is  that  I do  not  understand  that  this  committee  has 
power  or  that  any  committee  would  have  power  to  ‘ inquire  into  their  reasqns  for  not 
acting  upon  the  matter.’ 

“ I do  not  understand  that  a member  of  any  legislative  body  can  be  called  upon 
to  give  his  ‘ reasons  ’ for  acting  and  not  acting  upon  any  matter. 

“ If  a charge  is  made  of  corruption,  that,  of  course,  is  a very  different  thing,  and 
that  is  what  the  committee  has  been  appointed  to  investigate. 
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“ ‘ 2.  Will  your  committee  summon  before  them  the  members  of  the  Railroad 
Committee  and  ask  of  them  such  questions  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  reasons 
for  their  inaction  ? ’ 

“ The  answer  to  the  first  question  carries  with  it  the  answer  to  the  second. 

“ ‘ 3.  If  you  deem  that  your  Committee  lacks  power,  will  you  ask  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  delegate  the  necessary  power  to  you  ? ’ 

“ This  Committee  does  not  think  that  the  inquiry  suggested  by  you  is  in  any  way 
within  the  scope  of  this  Committee’s  investigation,  nor  have  they  felt,  up  to  the  present 
time,  any  want  of  power. 

“ Should  it  appear  by  later  developments  that  the  Committee  is  hampered  by 
reason  of  the  limitations  of  the  resolution  under  which  it  has  been  constituted,  steps 
will  be  taken  to  obtain  leave  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  inquiry. 

“‘4.  Will  you  permit  the  Merchants’  Association  of  New  York  to  be  represented 
by  its  counsel,  former  United  States  Attorney  General  John  W.  Griggs,  to  put  such 
questions  to  the  Railroad  Committee  as  may  be  fitting  and  proper  in  this  connection?’ 

“ This  request  seems  to  us  to  be  of  the  most  extraordinary  character.  As  you,  of 
course,  are  well  aware,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  this  Committee  have  no  power  to 
employ  or  authorize  the  employment  of  any  counsel  to  conduct  its  investigation  except 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  who,  by  the  Charter,  is  their  only  and  exclusive  adviser. 

, “ The  suggestion  contained  in  your  question  is  apparently,  however,  that  this  Com- 

mittee direct  the  attendance  before  it  of  the  members  of  the  Railroad  Committee  in 
order  that  they  may  be  interrogated  by  private  counsel. 

“ There  can  be,  in  the  first  place,  no  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  one  for 
the  purpose  of  being  interrogated  by  private  counsel,  and  certainly  such  a proceeding 
would  only  introduce  confusion  and  delay  in  the  inquiry  into  what  now  is  a perfectly 
simple  question,  namely,  the  tracing  to  their  source,  if  they  have  any  source,  the  rumors 
of  alleged  corruption  in  the  matter  of  granting  a right  of  way  to  the  New  York  and 
Port  Chester  Railroad,  etc. 

“ In  conclusion,  I will  say  that  I desire  to  impress  upon  you  very  earnestly  the 
desire  of  this  Committee  to  obtain  information  from  whatever  source  it  may  come  and 
to  broaden  the  scope  of  the  inquiry  sufficiently  to  make  the  investigation  thorough  and 
complete. 

“ So  far  as  you  can  aid  us  in  this  direction,  you  will  be  entitled  to  our  thanks,  and 
we  will  be  glad  to  have  you  submit  to  us  any  such  information  which  may  throw  light 
upon  the  matters  now  under  examination. 

“ Yours  very  truly, 

“ R.  S.  DOULL,  Chairman,  Special  Committee,  Board  of  Aldermen,  etc.” 
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And  further,  to  say  that : 

“I  am  also  instructed  by  the  Committee  to  say  that  this,  being  an  investigation 
solely  into  the  charges  of  bribery,  or  attempted  bribery,  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or 
some  members  of  that  Board  in  relation  to  the  franchise  sought  by  the  Port  Chester 
Railroad,  which  charges  have  appeared  in  the  public  press,  that  if  during  the  course  of 
this  investigation  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be  charged  or  connected 
by  the  evidence,  directly  or  indirectly,  with  such  bribery  or  attempted  bribery,  such 
member  or  members  will  be  thereupon  duly  subpoenaed  to  attend  and  testify  here,  and 
their  attendance,  if  need  be,  compelled.” 

Mr.  Burr — Now,  gentlemen,  I have  to  state  that  Mr.  President  Gotshall  is  here, 
and  requests  to  be  excused  from  testifying  this  afternoon,  owing  to  a prior  engagement 
of  importance,  and  I now  ask  that  he  be  sworn,  and  if  you  deem  it  proper,  his  exam- 
ination be  adjourned. 

(Mr.  Gotshall  was  thereupon  sworn  by  the  Chairman.) 

W.  C.  Gotshall,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  examination : 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr : 

Q.  What  is  your  business,  sir? 

A.  Railroad  president. 

Q.  Are  you  president  of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company? 

A.  I am. 

Q.  Is  that  the  railroad  company  which  sought  to  have  a franchise  passed  by  the 
present  Board  of  Aldermen? 

A.  We  are  still  seeking. 

Q.  And  still  seeking  to  have  that  franchise  passed? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  have  heard  or  read  of  the  charge  of  bribery  which  has  been  made  in 
the  public  press  in  that  connection? 

A.  I have. 

Q.  In  regard  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I understand  you  desire  to  have  your  examination  adjourned  for  the  reason 
that  you  have  another  engagement? 

A.  It  would  be  very  agreeable  to  me  if  you  can  do  it. 

Q.  For  the  reason  that  you  have  another  important  engagement  to  attend  to  thi* 
afternoon  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  will  you  be  here  at  the  next  session  of  this  Committee,  on  Friday? 

A.  I will.

Q.  At  3 o’clock? 

A.  At  3 o’clock? 

The  Chairman — Yes,  sir. 

The  Witness — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Burr — Is  the  witness  excused,  Mr.  Chairman? 

The  Chairman — The  witness  is  excused  until  that  time. 

Mr.  Burr — I would  suggest  that  you  subpoena  him. 

An  Alderman — You  will  appear  without  a subpoena,  will  you  not? 

The  Witness — Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman — You  had  better  have  Mr.  Gottshall  subpoenaed  so  that  there  will 
be  no  question  about  it. 

(Mr.  Gottshall  was  thereupon  subpoenaed  to  attend  at  the  next  hearing,  on  Friday, 
May  20,  1904,  at  3 o’clock  p.  m.) 

Mr.  Burr — I will  now  call  Mr.  Curvillicr. 

Mr.  Coffin — I represent  Mr.  Curvillier,  and  I desire  to 

The  Chairman — Anything  said  will  have  to  be  said  through  the  counsel  of  the 
Board. 

Mr.  Coffin — Is  he  entitled  to  have  counsel? 

The  Chairman — There  is  no  charge  against  Mr.  Curvillier,  and  no  one  is  entitled  to 
appear  by  counsel. 

Mr.  Curvillier — I wish  to  state 

The  Chairman — Anything  you  wish  to  state,  state  it  to  counsel. 

Mr.  Burr — I desire  to  state,  upon  reading  an  editorial  in  this  morning’s  “ Tribune,” 
in  which  it  is  stated : 

“ As  was  pointed  out  to  the  Committee  at  the  beginning  of  the  investigation  on 
Monday  by  the  first  witness,  Mr.  Brown,  and  afterwards  by  Mr.  Meade,  distinct  rumors 
of  corrupt  purposes  were  put  forth  publicly  months  ago  by  James  P.  Hayes,  President 
of  the  City  Council  of  Mount  Vernon,  and  by  Louis  A.  Curvillier.” 

I immediately  called  Mr.  Curvillier  on  the  ’phone  and  asked  him  if  he  would  be 
good  enough  to  attend  at  this  session  this  afternoon. 

He  said  he  had  an  important  engagement,  but,  upon  my  assurance  that  I would  not 
detain  him  on  his  statement  over  the  ’phone,  that  he  knew  nothing  about  the  matter;  he 
said  he  would  attend,  and  I ask  him  now  to  take  the  stand. 

Mr.  Coffin — I stated  to  the  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  that  Mr.  Curvillier  had 
retained  me  as  counsel,  and  I also  stated  to  the  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  that  Mr. 
Curvillier  had  not  acquainted  me  with  all  the  facts  in  the  case  of  which  he  has  some 
knowledge,  and  suggested  to  him  that  the  matter  be  put  over  until  I had  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  consulting  him  in  regard  to  the  legal  situation  in  this  case,  because  if  it  is  to  be 
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investigated  there  should  be  a full  investigation,  and  I understand  the  Committee  desires 
to  have  that  kind  of  an  investigation,  and  it  is  for  that  reason  that  I suggest  that  the 
examination  of  Mr.  Curvillier  be  deferred  to  Friday,  until  I have  had  an  opportunity  to 
consult  with  him  in  regard  to  the  matter  which  is  before  you. 

As  far  as  the  power  of  the  Committee  is  concerned — and  I say  that  with  all  due 
respect — Mr.  Curvillier  takes  the  position  that  he  is  here  voluntarily,  that  the  Committee 
has  no  power  to  examine  him  or  compel  his  attendance  as  a witness ; but  at  the  same 
time,  if  there  is  anything  he  knows  that  you  want  to  know  it  is  possible  there  will  be  no 
objection  to  his  stating  it  voluntarily,  and  I therefore  again  suggest  to  you  that  his 
examination  be  deferred  until  Friday,  until  I shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  consult 
him  in  regard  to  the  matters  concerning  which  he  is  before  you. 

Mr.  Burr — It  is  true,  as  I have  stated,  that  this  gentleman  is  here  voluntarily, 
and  I am  willing  to  accede  to  counsel’s  request,  provided  he  is  sworn  as  a witness. 

Mr.  Coffin — There  is  no  objection  to  his  being  sworn  as  a witness,  as  far  as  I can 
see;  it  will  neither  help  nor  hurt  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Burr — We  are  not  here  to  take  advice  from  you,  Mi*.  Coffin. 

The  Chairman — Mr.  Curvillier  will  be  sworn. 

Louis  A Curvillier,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  examination: 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  What  is  your  business  or  profession?  : ‘ 

A.  Lawyer. 

Q.  Where? 

A.  29  Broadway.  'I  >■ 

Q.  You  are  not  here  under  subpoena? 

A.  I am  not.  1 * 

Q.  But,  you  volunteered  to  appear  over  the  ’phone?  - ; 1 

A.  Yes,  sir;  over  the  ’phone. 

Q.  And  to  tell  what  you  knew  about  this  matter? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I 

Q.  And  you  did  state  to  me  you  knew  nothing  about  the  matter? 

Mr.  Coffin — I understood  his  examination. was  to  be  adjourned  until  Friday. 

Mr.  Burr — Will  the  Stenographer  read  the  question? 

(The  Stenographer  here  reads  the  question,  as  follows) : 

“ Q.  And  you  did  state  to  me  you  knew  nothing  about  the  matter?” 

A.  Only  as  far  as  I told  you  I had  sent  my  communication  to  the  Mayor,  a letter. 

Q.  You  are  the  Louis  A.  Curvillier  who  wrote  a letter  to  the  “ Times  ” in  re- 
gard to  this  matter,  I believe? 

A.  I cannot  recall. 

3i 
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Q.  I mean  to  the  “Tribune?” 

A.  I cannot  recall  that  I wrote  a letter  to  the  “ Tribune  ” at  all. 

Q.  You  now  desire  that  your  examination  may  be  suspended  or  adjourned  to 
Friday,  Mr.  Curvillier? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I do;  I wish  to  say  that  I did  write  a letter  to  the  Mayor,  and  that 
I also  have  the  Mayor’s  reply. 

1 Q.  Will  you  kindly  furnish  me  with  a copy  of  that  letter? 

A.  I will  gladly  do  so. 

Q.  On  Friday? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman — Will  you  be  here? 

The  Witness — I will  gladly  be  here;  I have  nothing  to  copceal,  because  the 
Board  has  always  been  courteous  to  me  in  the  past  and  I want  to  return  the  courtesy 
in  the  future. 

Mr.  Burr — I have  no  objection  to  the  witness’s  being  excused,  if  agreeable  to 
the  Board. 

The  Chairman— Be  here  at  3 o’clock  Friday? 

The  Witness — Yes,  sir. 

William  Wirt  Mills,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  Examination: 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  What  is  your  business,  Mr.  Mills? 

A.  I am  Assistant  City  Editor  of  the  “ Evening  Mail.” 

Q.  And  how  long  have  you  been  Assistant  City  Editor  of  the  “Evening  Mail?” 

A.  About  one  year. 

Q.  You  are  here  under  subpoena? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  your  subpoena  has  undoubtedly  acquainted  you  with  the  fact  that  this 
Committee  is  sitting  as  a Committee  to  inquire  into  the  alleged  charges  made  in  the 
public  press  of  the  city  “ that  some  consideration  has  been  demanded  from  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  a favorable  consideration  of-  their 
proposed  franchise,  now  pending  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen”? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  President  Gottshall,  the  first  witness  here  at 
this  session?  t 

A.  I met  him  in  connection  with  my  work  as  a newspaper  man. 

Q.  How  often  have  you  met  him  in  that  connection? 

A.  Probably  a dozen  times. 

Q.  During  the  past  year? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  _ u - ,v  t 
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Q.  Did  you  seek  him  out  as  a newspaper  man,  or  did  he  seek  you  out  as  a 
newspaper  man? 

A.  I sought  him  out. 

Q.  It  has  been  testified  to  here,  at  a previous  hearing,  at  which  you  were  not 
present,  Mr.  Mills,  that  you  were  the  gentleman  who  informed  President  Gotshall 
that  the  sum  of  $300,000  was  demanded  by  this  Board  of  Aldermen  before  they  would 
pass  the  franchise  for  the  Port  Chester  Railroad? 

A.  I repeated  to  President  Gotshall  a remark  in  which  that  sum  was  named. 

Q.  Mr.  Meade,  of  the  “ Tribune,”  has  testified  that  upon  President  Gotshall’s 
informing  him  that  he  had  information  that  $300,000  was  demanded  before  this  fran- 
chise would  be  granted,  that  he  sought  out  President  Gotshall  and  inquired  what  was 
the  source  of  his  information,  and  he,  Gotshall,  told  him,  Meade,  that  you  were  the 
source  of  his  information;  whereupon,  Mr.  Meade,  of  the  “Tribune,”  sought  you  out 
and  that  you,  thereupon,  told  him  that  the  source  of  your  information  was  one  Davis, 
a newspaper  reporter,  and  you  gave  him  circumstantially  the  account  as  appears  in 
the  evidence  of  when  and  where  Mr.  Davis  gave  you  that  information,  that  on  a certain 
occasion  you  met  Mr.  Davis  at  the  Press  Club,  and  that  there  and  then  Mr.  Davis  gave 
you  that  information ; is  that  true  or  not  true  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  true. 

Q.  It  is  true  that  you  gave  Mr.  Meade  that  information  and  it  is  equally  true  you 
did  see  Mr.  Davis  and  that  Mr.  Davis  gave  you  that  information? 

A.  Yes',  sir;  except,  sir,  “information”  is  rather  a broad  word  to  use  in  connection 
with  the  remark;  it  was  a mere  remark  that  was  repeated. 

Q.  Will  you  tell  us  the  language  in  which  that  remark  was  repeated? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  the  language  was  this:  In  the  course  of  a conversation  upon  a motion 
that  Alderman  Goodman  had  made  for  the  bringing  of  the  Port  Chester  Ordinance 
out  of  Committee,  this  remark  was  made  by  Mr.  Davis : 

“The  people  over  at  the  City  Hall  know  that  $300,000  in  stock  was  distributed  .in 
Albany  by  those  people  and  they  want  the  same  amount  over  at  the  City  Hall.” 

Q.  Mr.  Davis  stated  that  to  you? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  Mr.  Davis  state  that  to  you? 

A.  In  the  Press  Club. 

Q.  Can  you  remember  the  occasion,  the  date,  month  or  day  of  the  week? 

A.  It  was  the  Saturday  afternoon  after — either  the  first  or  the  second  motion  that  Mr. 
Goodman  made  to  bring  the  Port  Chester  matter  out  of  Committee ; I think  it  was  the 
Saturday  after  the  first  motion. 

Q.  How  did  the  conversation  come  up? 

A. ' The  conversation  began  by  my  reriiarking : 

“ I presume  there  will  be  more  debate  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  when  Mr.  Goodman 
renews  his  motion  next  week.” 
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Q.  And  to  that  Mr.  Davis  replied? 

A.  He  replied  that  it  was  useless  for  a Republican  leader  to  make  such  a motion, 
and  that  the  Board  would  give  more  attention  to  it  if  made  by  a Bronx  member. 

Q.  Had  you  known  Mr.  Davis  long?  \ 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I had  known  him  for  several  years. 

Q.  What  is  his  first  name? 

A.  Harrie. 

Q.  Where  does  he  reside? 

A.  I don’t  know. 

Q.  Is  he  still  engaged  in  newspaper  work  in  this  City? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  him  recently? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I saw  him  this  afternoon,  here. 

Q.  Is  he  here? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Burr — Is  there  a Mr.  Davis  here? 

A voice — Yes,  I am  here. 

Q.  Is  that  the  gentleman  to  whom  you  have  reference?  (pointing  to  the  reporters). 
A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  the  gentleman. 

Q.  Now,  what  date  was  that? 

A.  It  was  either  the  first  or  second  Saturday  after  Mr.  Goodman’s  first  motion 
to- bring  the  matter  out  of  Committee;  I think  it  was  the  first  Saturday. 

Q.  You  don’t  recall  the  day  of  the  month? 

A.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman — About  April,  1904?  , 

The  Witness — I think  about  the  middle  of  April. 

Q.  Is  that  the  only  source  of  information  you  had  in  regard  to  that  allegation  or 
claim? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  the  reason  I criticised  the  word  “ information  ” ; I simply  repeated 
his  remark  to  Mr.  Gotshall  in  the  hope  of  drawing  something  from  him,  asked  him  what 
there  was  in  it. 

Q.  And  did  Mr.  Gotshall  tell  you  there  was  anything  in  it? 

A.  He  said  that  “ no  one  has  asked  me  for  any  money,  and  I don’t  care  to  discuss 
any  question  of  bribery,”  or  something  to  that  effect. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  prepared  any  interviews  with  Mr.  Gotshall? 

A.  I interviewed  Mr.  Gotshall  several  times. 

Q Do  you  recall  any  special  interview  which  you  had  with  him? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I interviewed  him  last  January  for  “The  Evening  Mail”  and  I inter- 
viewed him  I think  about  a month  ago  and  gave  the  interview  to  the  City  News  As- 
sociation. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  if  that  interview  appeared  in  the  daily  papers? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  recall  the  purport  of  that  interview? 

A.  The  leading  point  in  it  was  in  regard  to  the  effect  of  the  provision  proposed  by 
Comptroller  Grout,  requiring  that  the  Westchester  Company  should  spend  one  million 
dollars  in  a year  or  two  years. 

Q.  Did  this  appear  in  the  interview  prepared  by  you:  “He  (Gotshall)  was  asked 
if  he  was  willing  to  substantiate  the  charge  that  a demand  for  a financial  consideration 
had  been  made  upon  him  for  the  granting  of  a franchise  ?” 

“ That  is  a matter,”  he  said,  “ which  I will  not  talk  about  through  the  newspapers ; 
if  called  upon  to  testify  before  a Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  before  any 
Magistrate,  I will  tell  the  facts  just  as  they  have  occurred;  I will  not  evade  the  service 
of  a subpoena,  and  I will  hold  back  nothing  if  I am  called  upon  in  any  legal  procedure  ” ? 

A.  No,  sir,  that  is  no  part  of  the  interview. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Gotshall  in  any  interview  ever  make  any  such  statement  to  you? 

A.  All  he  said  to  me  on  the  subject  was  that  he  would  not  discuss  it  and  that  no 
money  had  been  asked  of  him,  and  I never  made  use  of  such  interview. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  get  any  information  out  of  anybody  else  besides  Mr.  Davis  at  this 
conversation  which  you  say  you  had  with  him  at  the  Press  Club  in  regard  to  the  claim 
that  bribery  was  sought  to  be  exacted  by  this  Board  or  any  member  of  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Please  give  me  their  names. 

A.  The  gentleman  who  repeated  a certain  conversation  to  me  in  regard  to  that  is 
now  dead;  a Mr.  Armstrong,  who  is  now  dead,  and  who  was  a City  Hall  Reporter  and 
I don’t  think  I could  or  should  repeat  his  conversation  to  me. 

Q.  How  long  has  he  been  dead? 

A.  fHe  died  the  13th  of  April. 

Q.  And  did  you  hold  the  knowledge  that  you  got  from  Mr.  Armstrong  until  you 
saw  Mr.  Mead  on  the  3d  of  May? 

A.  I never  have  repeated  to  a living  soul  what  Mr.  Armstrong  said. 

Q.  Did  you  publish  anything  that  Mr.  Armstrong  said? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  So  that  you  retained  that  knowledge  within  the  caverns  of  your  own  heart? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  is  there  anything  else  that  you  desire  to  say  in  regard  to  this  matter,  in 
regard  to  this  investigation? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Any  information  that  you  can  give  this  Committee  whereby  they  can  ascertain 
whether  these  statements  which  have  appeared  in  the  public  press  are  true  or  false? 

A.  No,  sir;  absolutely  none. 
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Q.  So  that  this  statement  which  appeared  in  the  “ Tribune  ” that  the  sum  of  $300,000 
was  demanded  from  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  resolves  itself  into  this : 

That  Mr.  Davis  made  a remark,  which  you  construed  into  a statement  that 
such  a demand  had  been  made  and  that  you  reported  that  to  Mr.  Gotshall;  is  that 
true? 

A..  That  is  not  quite  accurate. 

Q.  Tell  it  in  your  own  language? 

A.  It  was  his  remark  that  I used  as  a vehicle;  I placed  no  value  on  the  re- 
mark whatever  except  that  it  gave  me  an  opening  to  ask  questions  of  Mr.  Gotshall, 
and  for  that  reason  I never  have  repeated  the  remark  to  any  one  else  until  Mr. 
Meade  asked  me. 

Q.  That  you  saw  reported  in  the  “Tribune,”  that  Mr.  Meade  asked  you? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I had  no  part  in  it,  and  that  was  a month  or  three  weeks  after- 
wards. 

Q.  That’s  all  you  know  about  this  matter? 

A.  That  is  all,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you,  during  the  past  year,  acted  as  press  agent  for. Mr.  Gotshall? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Isn’t  it  a fact  you  have  been  his  press  agent  during  the  last  year? 

A.  It  is  a fact  that  I have  taken  considerable  interest  in  the  matter,  but  it  is 
not  a fact  that  I am  Mr.  Gotshall’s  press  agent. 

Q.  To  what  extent  has  your  interest  in  this  matter  gone,  to  the  extent  of  re- 
porting these  bribery  rumors? 

A.  No,  sir,  I have  had  nothing  to  do  with  that;  I have  attended  certain  meetings 
in  The  Bronx,  and  I have  given  a certain  publicity  to  those  meetings;  that  is  the 
extent  of  it. 

Q.  In  other  words,  you  are  very  much  interested  with  Mr.  Gotshall  and  his 
company  getting  this  franchise? 

A.  I can’t  say  that;  I am  interested  in  the  building  of  a road  through  a certain 
section  of  The  Bronx. 

Q.  You  are  interested  with  Mr.  Gotshall  in  building  a road  through  a certain 
section  of  The  Bronx? 

A.  No,  sir,  I am  entirely  independent  of  Mr.  Gotshall. 

Q.  You  had  some  interest  in  what  Mr.  Gotshall  was  doing  in  regard  to  the 
Port  Chester  franchise? 

A.  I had  an  .interest  in  seeing  the  road  built  through  a certain  section  of  The 
Bronx. 

Q.  Was  Mr.  Gotshall  interested  in  that  road? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q..  Naturally,  you  wanted,  to  do  everything  you  .could  to  help  him  get  the  fran- 
chise for  the  road? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  And,  in  the  course  of  doing  that  for  him,  in  that  connection,  you  had  this 
interview  with  Mr.  Davis  and  your  interview  with  Mr.  Meade? 

A.  That  occurred  accidentally. 

Q.  Not  with  Mr.  Meade? 

A.  No,  sir,  with  Mr.  Davis. 

Q.  That  occurred  by  design,  didn’t  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  entirely  accidentally. 

Q.  Didn’t  your  interview  with  Mr.  Meade  occur  by  design? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  Mr.  Meade  asked  me  who  my  informant  was. 

Q.  The  information  you  got  by  accident  was  from  Mr.  Davis? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all. 

By  an  Alderman: 

Q.  Did  I understand  you  right  to  say  you  were  interested  in  a certain  property, 
certain  real  property,  up  there  through  which  that  road  would  come,  and  that  that 
actuated  you  in  the  matter? 

The  Witness — Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  own  property? 

A.  No,  sir,  I have  a part  interest;  it  was  a personal  interest. 

Q.  It  was  a personal  interest  on  your  part  to  use  your  newspaper  to  endeavor 
to  put  that  forward? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  an  Alderman: 

Q.  May  I ask  you  if  you  have  options  on  property  up  there? 

A.  Partly  options. 

Harrie  Davis,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  examination: 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  What  is  your  occupation,  sir? 

A.  Reporter. 

Q.  And  how  long  have  you  been  a reporter? 

A.  Off  and  on,  12  years. 

Q.  Are  you  a reporter  in  The  City  of  New  York? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Reporting  political  news  especially? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  for  the  New  York  News  Association. 

• ' ■ ) 
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Q.  Just  at  this  moment  you  are  now  reporting  the  proceedings  of  this  Investi- 
gating Committee? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  have  listened  to  the  testimony  of  the  witness  who  has  just  vacated 

the  witness  chair? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  ' 

Q.  Mr.  Mills? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  heard  him  testify  that  on  a certatin  occasion,  within  the  past  year, 

he  had  a conversation  with  you  at  the  Press  Club  at  which  you  volunteered  the  state- 
ment that  you  knew  that  $300,000  was  being  demanded  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for 
the  passage  of  the  franchise  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company, 
or  words  to  that  effect? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  that  true  or  not  true? 

A.  It  is  absolutely  a lie,  and  if  I knew  any  words  more  emphatic  I would  use 
them. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  such  interview  with  Mr.  Mills? 

A.  I did  not;  I don’t  believe  I have  spoken  to  Mr.  Mills,  except  to  say  “How 
d’ye-do,”  in  a year. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  met  him  in  the  Press  Club? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  And  that  is  as  positive  as  you  can  make  it? 

A.  Absolutely. 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all;  I thank  you. 

William  A.  Thayer,  recalled,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  Examination: 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  Mr.  Thayer,  referring  to  your  testimony  at  the  last  hearing  and  to  that  por- 
tion of  it  especially  in  which  you  refused  to  state  or  give  the  name  of  the  gentleman 
who  wrote  the  article  in  the  “ World  ” which  appeared  in  the  “ World  ” on  the  7th, 
and  to  which  your  especial  attention  was  called  at  the  time,  in  which  it  w>as  stated: 

“ The  ‘ World  ’ learned  yesterday  that  $125,000  was  the  price  demanded  by  cer- 
tain members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  applica- 
tion of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  The  Bronx  franchise.” 

We  left  off  at  the  last  hearing  with  the  understanding  you  would  reconsider  your 
refusal,  and  I now  ask  you,  sir,  have  you  reconsidered  your  refusal  and  what  deter- 
mination you  have  arrived  at? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I have  talked  over  the  matter  with  the  member  of  the  “World” 
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staff  who  wrote  the  article,  and  he  has  no  objection  to  going  on  the  stand;  I had  not 
talked  over  that  phase  of  it  with  him  before,  and  consequently  I have  no  objection  to 
giving  his  name. 

Q.  Tell  the  Committee  his  name,  if  you  please. 

A.  His  name  js  Mr.  Hughes — Mr.  Frank  W.  Hughes. 

Q.  And  is  Mr.  Hughes  still  with  the  “ World  ”? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  can  be  reached  by  subpoena? 

A.  He  can  be  reached  by  calling  him  now,  if  you  desire;  he  is  here  in  the  room. 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all;  I thank  you,  Mr.  Thayer. 

Frank  W.  Hughes,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  Examination: 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  You  were  not  subpoenaed,  Mr.  Hughes? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  are  not  under  subpoena;  you  are  here,  called  here,  from  your  table  where 
you  were  at  work  reporting  the  proceedings  of  this  Investigating  Committee  for 
your  newspaper,  the  “World”? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  sat  here  long  enough,  however,  to  know  this  is  a proceeding  to 
investigate  alleged  charges  of  bribery  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or 
some  member  of  that  Board,  in  connection  with  the  granting  or  withholding  of  the 
franchise  of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Your  superior,  Mr.  Thayer,  has  been  on  the  stand  as  a witness  and  has  just 
testified  that  you  are  the  author  of  the  article  which  appeared  in  the  “ World  ” of 
May  7;  is  that  true? 

A.  I wrote  that  article  substantially  as  it  appeared;  I will  not  say  there  was  not 
some  verbal  .changes-  made  in  it  by  the  copy  reader  or  one  of  the  Editors,  but  sub- 
stantially. 

Q.  I call  your  attention  to  the  only  part  of  it  with  which  I am  immediately  con- 
cerned : 

“The  ‘World’  learned  yesterday  that  $125,900  was  the  price  demanded  by  certain 
members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  application  of  the 
New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  The  Bronx  franchise.”  Do  you 
recall  that  paragraph  in  your  article  substantially  as  I have  read  it? 

A.  I don’t  recall  whether  I used  those  exact  words  or  not ; I can’t  say. 

Q.  Mr.  Thayer  has  testified  that  since  the  publication  of  that  article  you  have  been 
investigating  that  matter;  is  that  true? 

A.  I have  been  investigating  the  general  charge — not  what  is  stated  distinctly  in  that 
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paragraph,  but  I have  been  investigating  all  the  reports  connected  with  the  holding  up 
of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  franchise. 

Q.  But  in  your  article  to  which  I have  referred  you  state  this  as  a fact : 

‘The  ‘World’  learned  yesterday  that  $125,000  was  the  price  demanded  by  certain 
members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  application  of  the 
New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  The  Bronx  franchise.” 

Now,  do  I understand  you  to  say  you  have  been  since  investigating  that  as  a rumor? 

A.  I have  been  investigating,  I say,  all  of  the  reports  and  following  the  proceedings 
in  connection  «%vith  the  Pert  Chester  Railroad  franchise,  reporting  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  and  of  this  Committee  and  whatever  has  occurred. 

Q.  But  when  you  wrote  that  article  containing  that  special  statement,  you  didn’t 
know  it  to  be  a fact,  Mr.  Hughes? 

A.  I didn’t  know  it  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  You  had  some  information  on  the  subject,  probably? 

A.  I had  a good  deal  of  information,  yes,  from  a good  many  sources. 

Q.  Now,  will  you  be  kind  enough  to  give  this  Committee  the  information  upon  which 
you  acted  when  you  wrote  the  article  saying: 

“The  ‘World’  learned  yesterday  that  $125,000  was  the  price  demanded  by  certain 
members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  application  of  the 
New  York  and  Portchester  Railroad  Company  for  The  Bronx  franchise”  ? 

A.  I wrote  that  article  after  spending  about  an  hour  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Gotshall, 
President  of  The  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  on  the  evening  of  May  6 ; I went  up 
there  to  question  him  about  this  matter ; there  had  been  reports  published  in  other 
papers,  and  especially  the  article  in  the  “ Tribune”  referred  to  in  this  investigation;  my 
principal  purpose  in  going  to  see  him  was  to  have  as  close  a talk  with  him  as  I could,  and 
to  find  out  what  had  occurred,  if  possible — to  find  out  if  there  was  any  basis  . for  this 
charge;  I wanted  to  know  whether  it  was  a matter  that  ought  to  be  pursued  and  followed 
up  by  the  “World”  or  by  me  as  a “ World”  reporter,  or  whether  there  was  nohting  to 
it  and  a matter  that  simply  ought  to  be  dropped  and  ignored ; that  was  the  purpose  of  my 
call  on  Mr.  Gotshall. 

Q.  You  wanted  to  do  that  in  justice  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  also  to  your 
paper? 

A.  I didn’t  care  anything  about  the  Board;  in  justice  to  my  newspaper;  that  was  the 
only  purpose  of  my  call  there. 

Q.  Proceed? 

A.  As  I said,  I went  there  and  had  an  hour’s  talk  with  Mr.  Gotshall,  and  I came 
away  with  the  very  distinct  impression  that  money  had  been  demanded. 

Q.  From  what  he  said? 

A.  From  what  he  said  and  from  what  he  refused  to  say,  and  from  his  attitude 
throughout  the  evening  and  his  refusal  to  answer  certain  questions,  and  from  answers 
he  gave  to  other  questions ; you  will  notice  in  the  article  there  I quote  him  distinctly  as

saying  that  no  money  had  been  demanded ; in  fact,  he  said — I believe  you  will  see  in  the 
next  paragraph — that  it  was  a matter  he  did  not  wish  to  discuss  in  the  newspapers. 

Q.  You  refer  to  this  part  of  the  article : 

“That  is  a matter,”  he  said,  “which  I will  not  talk  about  through  the  newspapers.” 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  first  asked  him : “ He  was  asked  if  he  was  willing  to  substantiate  the  charge 
that  a demand  for  a financial  consideration  had  been  made  upon  him  for  the  granting 
of  a franchise.” 

He  replied  : “ That  is  a matter,”  he  said,  “ which  I will  net  talk  about  through  the 
newspapers.  If  , called  upon  to  testify  before  a Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermerr 
or  before  any  Magistrate,  I will  tell  the  facts  just  as  they  have  occurred.  I will  not 
evade  the  service  of  a subpoena,  and  I will  hold  back  nothing  if  I am  called  upon  in  any 
legal  procedure.” 

Is  that  what  you  refer  to? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  and  what  follows;  he  said  a great  deal  more  than  that. 

Q.  You  asked  him  this  question: 

“ Will  you  tell  the  inside  story  of  this  transaction  it  called  upon  to  testify  before 
a Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  a Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court?”  Mr. 
Gottshall  was  asked. 

“Yes,”  he  replied,  “I  think  I will  make  a pretty  good  witness;  out  of  the  last 
ten  years  of  my  life  I think  I have  spent  about  two  years  on  the  witness  stand  in 
various  legal  proceedings.  I will  tell  in  this  case  everything  that  has  occurred  ex- 
cept what  may  be  ruled  out  by  the  Court  as  irrelevant  or  improper;  I don't  want  to 
make  any  charges  in  the  newspapers,  but  I will  say  this  much — that  the  situation  is 
one  well  worthy  of  persistent  investigation;  let  the  press  go  ahead  and  demand  a 
searching  inquiry  into  the  manner  in  which  this  franchise  lias  been  treated,  and  1 
assure  you  that  there  is  rich  material  warranting  such  an  investigation.” 

Q.  Is  that  what  he  said? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  substantially. 

Q.  Is  that  what  you  reported  him  as  saying? 

A.  I am  not  a stenographer;  I did  not  take  short-hand  notes  of  what  he  said,  but 
that  is  the  substance  of  what  he  said. 

Q.  How  was  the  sum  of  $125,000  arrived  at?  * 

A.  That  was  arrived  at  by  the  general  talk  more  than  anything  else;  I could  not 
name  any  specific  authority  for  that  sum  of  money;  if  you  will  read  the  rest  of  the 
paragraph  you  will  notice  that  the  purport  of  that  paragraph  is  this — that  a charge 
had'  been  made  that  $300,000  had  been  demanded  from  tatyes  with  a great  many  per- 
sons, and  from  the  general  purport  of  the  talk  that  I had  with  Mr.  Gottshall,  though 
he  did  not  mention  any  sum,  and  he  refused  even  to  say  any  money  had  been  de- 
manded, but  I gathered  the  impression  that  no  such  sum  as  $300,000  had  been  de- 
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manded  or  considered  at  any  time,  but  that  money  had  been  demanded,  and  it  was  a 
much  smaller  sum. 

Q.  Then,  did  you  ask  him  if  it  was  $125,000? 

A.  I asked  him  that  and  I asked  him  if  it  was  $100,000,  and  I asked  him  a great 
many  different  figures  and  could  not  pin  him  down  to  say  it  was  a cent,  but  he  said 
“ it  is  a matter  you  don’t  want  to  drop;  it  wants  to  be  investigated;  it  is  a matter 
that  should  be  probed  to  the  bottom.” 

Q.  And  you  were  conscientiously  engaged  in  trying  to  probe  it  to  the  bottom; 
is  that  true? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  1 

Q.  Is  there  any  other  information  you  acquired  on  the  subject  with  which  you 
would  like  to  acquaint  this  Committee  in  regard  to  this  matter,  in  the  course  of  your 
investigation? 

A.  No,  sir;  nothing  that  has  not  been  published  from  day  to  day  in  the  news- 
papers; I have  not  concealed  anything. 

Q.  You  were  making  strenuous  efforts  as  an  experienced  newspaper  man  to 
find  out  if  these  rumors  were  true,  were  you,  in  the  course  of  that  investigation? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  1 , 

Q.  Have  you,  in  the  course  of  that  investigation,  arrived  at  any  conclusion,  or 
have  you  any  information  which  has  not  been  developed  before  this  Committee? 

A.  I have  heard  statements  made  by  various  persons;  Mr.  Curvillier,  who  was 
on  the  stand  here  this  afternoon,  has  made  a statement  to  me;  I heard  a statement  by 
Alderman  or  ex- Alderman  Maxon,  of  Mt.  Vernon;  I have  heard  of  the  statement 
and  heard  it  repeated  by  persons  who  heard  him  make  it  himself,  made  by  Mr.  Hayes, 
of  Mt.  Vernon,  former  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  there. 

Q.  Do  you  carry  in  your  memory  at  all  distinctly  and  definitely  what  Mr.  Hayes 
said  to  you? 

A.  I never  talked  with  Mr.  Hayes  personally;  I said  I have  had  it  repeated  to 
me  by  persons  who  heard  him  make  the  statement,  and  I have  seen  his  statement  in 
print. 

Q.  When  did  you  have  the  talk  with  Mr.  Maxon? 

A.  I heard  him  make  the  statement  <at  a public  meeting. 

Q.  Will  you  repeat  the  statement  you  heard  him  make  at  a public  meeting? 

A.  Substantially  this,  at  Albany  last  winter,  during  the  consideration  of  a bill 
affecting  in  some  way  the  rights  of  one  of  these  railroad  companies,  but  I don’t 
recall  which  one  it  was,  either  the  Port  Chester  or  the  Westchester  Road;  at  any 
rate,  he  said,  he  had  had  a talk  with  a man  who  was  interested  in  the  bill  on  the  other 
side,  and  that  this  man  asked  him  how  much  the  Mt.  Vernon  Board  of  Aldermen,  or 
the  Railroad  Committee  of  that  Board,  of  which  he  was  a member,  received  for 
granting  a permit  to  the  Port  Chester  Company,  and  he  said,  “ Not  a cent.” 

Q.  In  reply  to  this  man? 

A.  This  man,  whose  name  he  did  not  give,  said,  “ Then,  you  are  a lot  of  damn 
fools.” 
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Q.  And  that  statement  was  reported  in  the  newspapers? 

A.  That  statement  has  been  published  in  every  newspaper  in  New  York. 

Q.  As  made  by  Mr.  Hayes? 

A.  As  made  by  Mr.  Maxon. 

Q.  Made  by  Mr.  Maxon? 

A.  Mr.  Maxon  made  that  statement,  and  that  statement  I never  heard  person- 
ally, but  it  has  been  reported  in  the  newspapers;  Mr.  Curvillier  repeated  it  to  me 
this  afternoon. 

Q.  Well,  Mr.  Hughes,  that  is  all  you  know  about  this  matter? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  all  I know. 

Q.  That  is  all  the  information  you  can  furnish  us  with? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  connection  with  this  alleged  bribery,  or  this  charge  of  bribery,  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  connection  with  the  Port  Chester  Railroad? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman — I suggest  you  ask  him  specifically  in  regard  to  the  $125,000. 

Q.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Chairman,  I will  ask  you  why  was  the  sum  of 
$125,000  centred  on  as  the  figure  which  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  demanding? 

A.  Well,  it  was  an  amount  which  I gathered  from  conversations  with  a great 
many  persons — I could  not  give  you  the  names  of  the  persons,  because  there  were  too 
many  of  them,  and  while  the  article  says  that  this  information  was  gathered  that  day 
it  was  gathered  during  several  days  beforehand,  and,  in  fact,  similar  publications  had 
been  made  weeks  before. 

Q.  And  when  you  asked 'Mr.  Gotshall  if  the  sum  of  $300,000  was  demanded  from 
him  he  said  he  didn’t  care  to  say,  and  he  made  the  same  answer  to  the  question  as  to 
the  $125,000  or  $100,000;  is  that  true? 

A.  He  did  not  always  make  the  same  answer;  I cannot  repeat  to  you  everything 
he  said,  but.  I got  the  impression  that  money  had  been  demanded,  and  it  was-  a less 
amount  than  $300,000. 

Q.  And  that  if  he  cared  to  talk  he  could  tell  you  all  about  it;  is  that  the  im- 
pression you  got? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  the  impression  I got. 

Q.  On  the  occasion  on  which  you  had  this  interview  he  did  not  care  to  speak  about 
it,  but  he  gave  you  the  impression  that  money  had  been  demanded  from  him,  and  it 
was  $300,000  or  $125,000? 

A.  It  was  less  than  $300,000,  and  I got  that  impression. 

Q.  You  got  that  impression  from  what  he  said  as  well  as  from  what  he  left 

unsaid? 
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By  an  Alderman — 

Q.  You  said  before  when  you  wrote  the  article  you  were  doing  it  in  justice  to 
your  newspaper,  and  didn’t  care  anything  at  all  about  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  did 
yon  mean  by  that  that  you-  would  write  any  article  which  would  reflect  upon  the 
Board  as  long  as  your  paper  would  print  it? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  do  you  explain  that? 

A.  I will  explain  it  this  way;  I am  employed  by  the  “New  York  World”  to 
gather  news ; I am  not  employed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen ; I have  no  more  interest 
in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  than  any  other  citizen;  I try  to  tell  the  truth  in  the  “ World  ” 
as  far  as  I can  ascertain  it. 

The  Chairman — Go  ahead. 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all,  Mr.  Hughes. 

William  F.  King,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  examination. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  King,  you  were  here  at  the  last  session  of  this  committee,  and 
you  very  kindly  agreed  to  come  again? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  So  that  you  are  entirely  familiar  with  the  purpose  of  this  investigation  ? 

' A.  Perfectly. 

Q.  An,d  you  have  read  the  various  rumors  and  statements  which  have  appeared 
in  the  public  press  in  regard  to  this  £>oard  of  Aldermen,  or  some  members  of  it,  de- 
manding or  attempting  to  demand  a consideration  for  the  passage  of  the  franchise 
for  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company? 

A.  All  of  them. 

Q.  And  you  have  had  conversations  with  numerous  gentlemen  in  that  regard? 

A.  A great  many. 

Q.  And  those  conversations  have  extended  over  quite  a period  of  time? 

A.  No,'  sir;  about  ten  days. 

Q.  But  I understand,  sir,  for  some  considerable  period  of  time  you  have  been 
making  inquiries  on  behalf  of  the  Merchants’  Association,  with  which  you  are  identified, 
to  ascertain  the  truth  or  falsity  of  these  statements  which  have  so  appeared  in  the 
public  press? 

A.  No,  sir;  not  for  any  length  of  time;  can  I tell  the  story  in  my  own  wa}T 

Q.  Yes,  sir;  confine  yourself  to  the  question  of  these  allegations  of  bribery? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  in  regard  to  the  question  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad, 
that  matter  has  come  before  our  association  for  the  past  nine  months  by  applications 
made  by  different  organizations  in  The  Bronx  for  us  to  take  it  up.  It  was  finally  taken 
up  by  the  association,  and  I stated  at  that  time  that  this  association  was  not  interested 
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in  any  way,  shape  or  manner  in  the  Westchester  or  Port  Chester  road,  but  they  were 
interested  in  the  role  of  a citizen,  but  so  far  as  the  bribery  charges  were  concerned,  we 
were  not  interested  in  that  matter;  I presume  every  newspaper  in  New  York  has  inter- 
viewed me  on  this  question,  and  I stated  to  them  it  was  a very  serious  matter  for 
any  public  body  to  make  charges  of  bribery  against  any  individual  without  first  having 
the  evidence.  The  different  reporters — and  I see  most  of  them  are  all  here — made 
the  statement  that  "the  evidence  would  be  forthcoming  in  case  the  charges  would  be 
made  in  the  Supreme  Court;  I finally  stated  to  them,  under  no  consideration,  would 
we  go  into  the  Supreme  Court  to  make  any  charges  against  anybody  unless  we  had 
the  evidence  full  in  hand ; now,  in  regard  to  this  question,  which  every  paper  has 
reported,  the  current  runs  to  all  one  point;  I strove  to  get  from  every  newspaper  man 
what  they  had,  where  they  got  their  information  from,  and  it  all  traced  down  to  one 
man,  and  that  is  Mr.  Gotshall,  the  President  of  the  road,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
point  that  the  press  had  in  our  taking  this  matter  up  was  for  us  to  go  into  the  courts ; 
at  the  last  meeting  of  our  people  I sated  the  proper  thing  for  us  to  do  with  this  charge 
of  bribery  against  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was — as  it  was  a reflection  upon  our  City, 
that  it  was  copied  all  over  the  United  States — what  is  done  here  is  known  everywheres, 
and  something  ought  to  be  done  to  relieve  this  Board  of  the  charges  which  were  made 
of  bribery,  etc. — to  raise  a certain  sum  of  money,  and  at  the  same  time  do  one  thing 
more ; I felt  positive  no  action  would  be  taken  by  this  Board  upon  the  Port  Chester 
franchise  until  these  charges  were  either  cleared  up  or  proven,  and  I believe  I am 
right  on  that  question ; I then  saw  Attorney  General  Griggs,  who  was  Governor  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  a man  who  stands  high,  and  retained  him,  which  cost  our 
association  a goodly  sum  of  money  to  do  so,  and  he  gave  one  week  for  these 
gentlemen  to  place  before  him  any  charges  of  bribery  and  corruption,  and  if  in  his 
opinion  the- charges  made  were  satisfactory  to  him,  that  they  had  a case,  we  would 
go  into  the  courts ; if  not,  we  would  pass  a resolution  vindicating  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men. 

Q.  In  accordance  with  the  views  just  expressed,  you  addressed  this  letter  to  the 
Chairman  of  this  Committee,  did  you  not? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Burr — I ask  to  read  this  and  to  have  it  spread  upon  the  record. 

“ New  York,  May  17,  1904. 

"‘Hon.  Reginald  S.  Doull,  No.  418  West  Thirty7fifth  Street,  City: 

“ Dear  Sir — It  has  been  persistently  rumored,  and  allegations  and  accusations  of 
a most  general  and  indefinite  character  have  continually  been  made,  that  there  have 
been  attempts  at  bribery  and  corruption  in  connection  with  the  application  of  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  a permit  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
for  the  right  to  cross  the  streets  and  highways  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx ; such 
a condition  of  affairs  is  highly  injurious  to  the  good  name  of  our  City;  if  such  allega- 
tions and  rumors  are  well  founded,  the  vindication  of  the  good  name  of  our  City 
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requires  that  the  facts  should  become  known  and  the  guilty  be  punished;  on  the  other 
hand,  if  such  allegations  and  rumors  are  unfounded,  justice  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  our  citizens  require  that  that  fact  should  be  established. 

“ General  statements  are  made  that  people  who,  it  is  alleged,  have  knowledge  of 
the  facts  are  unwilling  to  testify  before  any  Aldermanic  Committee,  but  would  be 
willing  to  appear  in  proceedings  brought  in  the  Supreme  Court  under  provisions  of  the 
City  Charter. 

“ In  order  to  give  an  opportunity  to  those  who  may  have  knowledge,  and  that 
justice  may  be  done  and  the  good  name  of  our  City  be  vindicated,  the  Merchants’  Asso- 
ciation of  New  York  has  engaged  the  services  of  Hon.  John  W.  Griggs,  ex- Attorney- 
General  of  the  United  States,  to  receive,  in  confidence,  any  information  in  regard  to 
this  matter.  After  a reasonable  length  of  time  for  the  presentation  of  such  evidence, 
Mr.  Griggs  will  advise  the  Merchants’  Association  Committee  on  Franchises  and  Trans- 
portation whether,  in  his  opinion,  sufficient  evidence  exists  to  warrant  proceedings  in 
the  Supreme  Court.  If  his  decision  be  in  the  affirmative,  the  Association  will  then 
secure  the  five  taxpayers  necessary  to  begin  proceedings,  and  will  continue  the  prosecu- 
tion. If,  on  the  other  hand,  he  advises  the  Association  that  evidence  of  a sufficient  and 
authentic  character  has  not  been  presented,  the  Association  will  drop  the  matter, 
considering  that,  proof  not  having  been  forthcoming  after  the  fullest  opportunity  was 
afforded  to  all  having  knowledge  of  the  subject,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  has  been  vindi- 
cated, in  so  far  as  allegations  of  corruption  and  bribery  are  concerned. 

“ If  Mr.  Griggs  advises  that  proceedings  are  warranted,  the  evidence  submitted  to 
him  will  be  used  in  the  proceedings  before  the  Supreme  Court,  otherwise  statements 
made  to  him  will  be  held  in  confidence,  not  even  being  divulged  to  the  Association. 

“We  therefore  urge  that  if  you  have  any  information  you  immediately  report  the 
same  direct  to  Hon.  John  W.  Griggs,  No.  27  Pine  street,  City,  as  we  believe  this  matter 
ought  to  be  cleared  up  one  way  or  another  at  once.  We  shall  ask  Mr.  Griggs  for  his 
opinion  one  week  from  to-day. 

“ Yours  very  truly,

“ By  William  F.  King,  Chairman.” 

I will  state,  if  you  will  allow  me  to  add  to  my  testimony  that  a copy  of  that  letter 
was  sent  to  every  City  Editor,  to  every  City  Editor  in  The  City  of  New  York;  a copy 
of  it  was  sent  to  Mr.  Gotshall,  the  President  of  the  Port  Chester  road,  and  one  to  the 
President  or  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  other  roads,  and  also  a copy  to  those  gentlemen 
mentioned  in  the  newspapers — in  the  newspapers  here  to  give  them  the  same  opportunity. 

Q.  Was  it  your  idea  when  you  addressed  that  communication  to  this  Committee 
that  this  Committee  should  attend  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  only  that  we  were  doing  this  in  good  faith  to  them. 
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Q.  Was  it  your  idea  in  devising  this  plan  to  Mr.  Griggs  that  these  gentlemen  who 
had  some  information  concerning  this  subject  would  be  more  willing  or  more  likely  to 
whisper  it  to  Mr.  Griggs,  than  to  testify  here  before  the  Board  or  in  open  court? 

A.  The  question  is  broad;  with  regard,  as  I stated  before,  that  the  people  who 
were  supposed  to  have  the  information  which  came  to  us  in  a general  wav  would  not 
go  before  the  Board  and  divulge  what  information  they  might  have,  but  would  if  we 
took  the  matter  up  they  would  do  so;  the  point  was  this:  To  enable  us  to  go  into  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  our  position  was  to  find  ways  and  means  to  clean  up  this  matter. 

Q.  You  have  endeavored  to  clean  it  up,  and  to  clear  it  up — what  has  been  the 
result? 

A.  What  do  you  mean  ? 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  on  the  subject? 

A.  Not  one  word;  not  a particle. 

Q.  I am  informed  you  are  reported  as.  saying,  I believe,  incorrectly,  that  you 
believed  this  investigation  would  be  a farce;  is  that  true? 

A.  I never  said  so. 

Q.  In  one  communication,  as  reported  in  the  public  press,  you  are  made  to  say  as 
follows : . . , 

“ If  everything  our  informant  has  told  is  true,  said  William  F.  King  of  the  Mer- 
chants’ Association,  we  will  have  ample  evidence  to  work  on.  The  statements  made  to 
us  are  of  a sensational  character.  We  should  be  regarded  as  insane  if  we  disclosed  the 
nature  of  his  statements  until  we  have  thoroughly  investigated  them.” 

“This  man  claims  to  be  able  to  secure  affidavits  from  witnesses  who  were  present 
at  meetings  between  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  representatives  of  the 
Port  Chester  Road  in  hotels  and  other  places.  We  wish  to  be  understood  as  not  mak- 
ing charges  against  any  individuals  or  body  of  individuals  until  we  can  substantiate  the 
charges.  The  informant  in  question  is  not  connected  with  the  Port  Chester  Railroad.” 

Have  you  anything  to  say  in  regard  to  that  statement  ? 

A.  I know  nothing  about  it ; I saw  it  in  the  papers. 

Q.  Those  sentiments  are  not  your  sentiments — contained  in  that  paper — they  are 
not  your  sentiments  or  belief? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  I notice  on  the  head  of  your  letter — your  letter-head,  your  motto  is  this  : “ To 
foster  the  trade  and  welfare  of  New  York,” 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  There  is  something  besides  trade  here — there  is  something  besides  trade  here, 
there  is  the  reputation — is  that  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  and  several  other  public  citizens  having  made  an  investigation  so  far! 

have  you  any  hesitation  in  saying  that  you  have  found  no  basis  for  this  article  of  arti- 

- 

cles  of  the  same  kind  ? 
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A.  There  have  been  no  statements  brought  to  me  that  had  any  foundation,  those 
statements  charging  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  wrong  doing,  nothing  but 
rumors;  they  came  to  me. and  it  is  traced  down  to  one  man  as  far  as  our  information 
is  concerned — all  the  information  received. 

Q.  Who  is  he,  Mr.  Gotshall? 

A.  As  far  as  I gather  from  all  the  papers. 

Q.  You  have  stated  all  you  know  about  this  matter  under  no  obstruction  what- 
soever ? 

A.  I have  told  my  story. 

By  the  Chairman — 

Q.  Is  it  not  a fact,  Mr.  King,  that  I called  upon  you  before  our  first  meeting  and 
solicited  the  assistance  of  the  association? 

A.  And  I agreed  with  you  to  give  it ; we  are  interested  in  this  matter  and  my  point 
in  this  question  is  if  this  Board  will  not  act  on  that  franchise  until  it  is  cleared  up  and 
with  Mr.  Griggs  examining  or  investigating  it — if  he  can  not  get  the  information  with 
his  standing  in  the  community  then  there  is  no  bribery — and  then  this  bribery  does  not 
exist. 

Q.  That  is  the  understanding  of  it  so  fair  as  your  association  is  concerned? 

A.  Y"es,  sir. 

S.  Christy  Meade,  called  as  a witness  by  the  Chairman,  was  duly  sworn,  and  testified 
as  follows: 

Direct  Examination: 

By  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  Mr.  Meade,  I see  your  name  on  this  letter  of  the  Merchants’  Association  with 
the  names  of  all  the  distinguished  gentlemen  there,  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Merchants’ 
Association  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  still  occupy  that  position? 

As  I -do. 

Q.  You  are  acquainted  with  Mr.  King  who  has  just  testified? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Qr  You  fyave  heard  all  his  testimony? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  all  these  rumors  which  have  been  probed  for  regarding 
the  doings  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  some  members  in  regard  to  compen- 
sation to  be  paid  before  they  would  pass  upon  the  franchise  for  the  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road ? •••••. 

A.  Only  as  rumors  as  they  appeared  in  the  press. 
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Q.  Did  you  make  any  effort  yourself  to  ascertain  if  any  of  those  rumors  had  any 
foundation  in  fact  or  truth? 

A.  Only  as  far  as  my  duties  as  Secretary  led  me  to  take  part  in  the  retention  of 
Mr.  Griggs. 

, Q.  To  co-operate  with  Mr.  King — in  other  words  to  co-operate  with  Mr.  King? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  result  of  such  co-operation — did  you  ascertain  anything  further  than 
Mr.  King  has  already  testified  to? 

A.  Not  at  all. 

Q.  And  he  has  told  that  he  has  discovered  nothing  to  justify  such  claims? 

Ar  Nothing  has  yet  been  discovered  as  far  as  reported. 

Q.  And  you  have  free  opportunity  here  to  state  to  this  Committee  anything 
which  you  may  know  upon  this  subject,  and  inform  them  of*  anything  in  regard  to 
it  which  would  lead  to  some  additional  information — any  additional  information  you 
have? 

A.  Having  no  such  knowledge,  I am  unable  to  assist  the  Committee  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Burr — I have  nothing  further. 

By  the  Chairman: 

Q.  Have  any  of  the  members  of  the  Association  any  such  knowledge  that  you 
know  of? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

By  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  Is  there  any  person  outside  of  yourself  who  has  such  information  if  you  know. 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Burr — In  view  of  the  testimony  elicited  it  would  be  unwise  to  go  on  any 
further  until  we  have  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Gotshall;  everything  tends  in  his  direc- 
tion as  being  the  party  responsible  for  this  information  given  to  the  public  press; 
until  he  is  fully  and  thoroughly  examined  on  the  subject  I would  not  deem  it  advisable 
to  swear  any  other  witness.  I ask  for  an  adjournment  until  3 o’clock  on  Friday 
afternoon. 

If  there  is  any  witness  that  we  can  get  to  give  any  further  information  we  wilL 
examine  him  also. 

The  Chairman — I think  it  is  well  to  announce  to  the  public  that  if  any  of  the 
newspapers  have  any  additional  information  whatsoever,  and  give  it  to  us,  or  present 
the  name  of  any  person  having  additional  information,  this  Committee  will  appreciate 
it  very  much;  and  we  deem  it  the  bounden  duty  of  the  people  who  have  such  infor- 
mation to  give  it  to  us,  as  well  as  the  names  of  persons  whose  testimony  may  aid  us 
in  this  investigation  and  which  may  come  to  them  in  any  manner  whatsoever. 
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Mr.  Burr — If  they  give  me  the  names  of  such  parties  I will  see  that  they  are  duly 
subpoenaed.  1 i.iC.  J 

Hearing  adjourned  until  Friday,  May  20,  at  3 o’clock  p.  m. 


Meeting  of  Special  Committee  on  Inquiry  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  appointed 
pursuant  to  a resolution  of  said  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
adopted  May  10,  1904. 

Aldermanic  Chamber,  New  York,  May  20,  1904, 1 
3 o’clock  p.  m.  j 

Present — Alderman  Doull,  Chairman;  Alderman  Marks,  Alderman  Sheil,  Aider- 
man  Kenney,  Alderman  Boyhan,  Alderman  Wentz  and  Alderman  Jones. 

Appearances — William  P.  Burr,  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel. 

The  Chairman— The  Committee  will  please  come  to  order. 

Mr.  Burr — Mr.  Murphy,  take  the  stand,  please. 

William  E.  Murphy,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  Examination: 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  What  is  your  occupation,  Mr.  Murphy? 

A.  I am  a Patrolman  of  Police,  detailed  as  an  Examiner  of  Claims  in  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel’s  office. 

Q.  Have  you  been  engaged  in  serving  subpoenas  upon  the  various  witnesses 
called  before  this  Committee  on  this  investigation? 

A.  I have. 

Q.  And  did  you  receive  from  this  Committee  a subpoena  to  serve  upon  Mr. 
Maxon? 

A.  I did,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  his  full  name? 

A.  William  F.  Maxon. 

Q.  What  is  his  address? 

A.  His  office  is  in  the  “Argus”  building  at  Mount  Vernon;  his  residence  is 
No.  239  South  Tenth  avenue,  Mount  Vernon. 

Q.  Did  that  subpoena  require  his  attendance  here  to-day? 

A.  It  did. 

Q.  Have  you  served  it  ? 

A.  I have  not. 

Q.  Will  you  state  the  reasons  why  you  were  unable  to  serve  it? 

A.  I called  at  Mr.  Maxon’s  office  in  the  Argus  Building  yesterday  afternoon,  and  his 
office  is  in  the  same  place  where  the  Republican  Club  is;  he  is  the  manager  of  the 
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Washington  Life  Insurance  Company,  it  states  on  the  door;  he  was  not  in;  there  was  a 
large  card  on  the  door  which  said  he  was  out  and  would  not  be  back  until  Friday;  I saw 
a young  man  in  the  office  who  said  he  left  the  office  on  Wednesday  and  went  out  of  town, 
and  that  he  would  not  be  back  until  Friday;  I then  went  to  his  residence,  No.  239  South 
Tenth  avenue,  and  saw  Mrs.  Maxon,  and  she  toldjme  he  had  left  town  on  Wednesday 
and  went  to  Albany,  and  she  did  not  expect  him  back  until  Friday  night;  that  there  was 
a possible  chance  of  his  coming  back  to-night — that  was  last  night — but  she  didn’t  expect 
him  back  until  to-night-^-that  is,  to-day — Friday — and,  after  leaving  the  house,  I went  to 
the  village  and  called  up  the  house  on  the  telephone  and  received  the  same  message  on 
the  telephone  that  I received  at  the  house';  this  morning  I called  up  the  house  again  and 
was  told  by  the  person  who  answered  the  telephone  that  he  was  still  away,  and  they  did 
not  expect  him  to  return  until  to-night. 

Q.  Although  you  made  this  diligent  effort  to  serve  him,  you  did  not  serve  him? 

A.  No,  sir;  I also  asked  where  he  was  in  Albany,  and  the  reply  I got  was  they  did 
not  know. 

Q.  One  more  question;  I will  ask  you  in  regard  to  Mr.  White;  did  you  receive  a 
subpoena  to  serve  on  Mr.  White  of  the  “Tribune”  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I did.' 

Q.  Did  you  succeed  in  serving  him? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  effort  did  you  make  to  serve  him? 

A.  I called  at  the  “ Tribune  ” office  this  morning  between  11  and  12  o’clock  and  asked 
for  Mr.  White ; he  was  not  in,  and  Mr.  Meade,  the  City  Editor,  was  not  in ; I went  back 
at  12  and  saw  Mr.  Meade ; he  said  that  Mr.  White  at  that  time  was  not  in,  but  he  expected 
him  in  most  any  time ; I waited  there  until  five  minutes  after  1,  and  Mr.  Meade  came  out 
and  told  me  that  Mr.  White  was  gone  to  a meeting  of  the  State  Committee,  the  Republi- 
can State  Committee,  and  he  didn’t  know  when  he  would  be  back,  and  he  didn’t  know 
where  he  was,  and  he  didn’t  know  whether  he  was  there  or  not,  but  he  was  detailed  to 
this  examination  this  afternoon,  and  the  probabilities  were  he  would  be  here. 

Q.  Mr.  White  had  just  returned  from  his  vacation? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  his  vacation  was  hurried  by  the  death  of  his  mother,  so  Mr.  Meade 
told  me. 

Mr.  Burr— Is  Mr.  White  here? 

(No  response.) 

Mr.  Burr — Now,  if  it  please  the  Committee,  I desire  to  read  and  have  spread  upon 
the  record  the  following  communication  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of 
Mount  Vernon : 

“ Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  May  20,  1904. 
“Hon.  REGINALD  DOULL,  Chairman,  Committee  of  Investigation: 

“What  purports  to  be  a , writ  of  subpoena  was  on  the  18th  day  of  May  left  with 
the  Hon.  James  P.  Hayes,  Acting  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon,  requiring  him 
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to  attend  on  the  20th  day  of  May,  at  3 o’clock,  before  your  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

“ Mr.  Hayes  is  at  this  time  actually  engaged  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  said 
office  and  cannot  attend  in  obedience  to  the  subpoena  except  with  detriment  to  the  public 
business. 

“ I have  been  instructed  by  the  Acting  Mayor  to  present  these  reasons  for  his  absence 
and  to  request  of  you  for  his  guidance  information  as  to  the  necessity  for  his  attendance 
at  any  other  time,  avowing  his  readiness  to  arrange  his  public  duties  so  as  to  conform  to 
any  lawful  command  made  by  your  Committee. 

“ He  is  embarrassed,  however,  by  the  conflict  of  demands  upon  his  time,  and  to 
justify  his  putting  aside  his  public  duties  he  requests  information  as  to  what  power  your 
Committee  claims  to  exercise  through  the  medium  of  a subpoena. 

“ So  far  as  he  is  aware  the  only  basis  for  requiring  his  attendance  is  newspaper 
reports  of  some  statements  attributed  to  him,  which  relate  to  a supposed  conversation 
between  some  members  of  your  Board  and  himself.  Assuming,  for  the  purpose  of 
this  inquiry,  that  the  newspaper  reports  are  true  and  accurate  they  amount  merely  to 
expressions  of  surprise  on  the  part  of  members  of  your  Board  that  the  franchise 
granted  by  the  Common  Council  of  Mt.  Vernon  to  the  Port  Chester  Road  was 
granted  without  exacting  conditions.  On  the  one  side  the  inference  is  drawn  that 
it  was  meant  to  intimate  private  and  improper  conditions,  as  contrasted  with  public 
and ' proper  conditions.  The  language  quoted  is  ambiguous,  depending  upon  the 
point  of  view  of  the  speaker.  In  any  aspect  of  the  matter,  Mr.  Hayes’  testimony 
cannot  amount  in  any  degree  to  evidence  bearing  upon  the  matter  to  be  investigated 
by  your  Committee.  His  impression  is  that  your  powers  to  send  for  persons  and 
papers  are  confined  to  the  procurement  of  legal  evidence  which  may  guide  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  in  the  performance  of  their  appropriate  and 
legitimate  functions.  If  other  or  ulterior  objects  are  to  be  attained,  it  would  seem 
that  there  are  other  tribunals  or  bodies  more  properly  charged  with  dealing  with 
the  subject  of  the  investigation  than  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

“ Unless,  therefore,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  Mr.  Hayes  is  under  a duty 
to  attend  upon  your  subpoena  or  that  his  evidence  is  material  he  will  not  feel  called 
upon  to  set  aside  his  public  duties  in  order  to  testify  before  your  Committee. 

“ Very  respectfully,

And  I am  bound  to  say,  may  it  please  the  Committee,  in  that  connection,  at  this 
juncfure  I don’t  think  Mr.  Hayes’  evidence  is  at  all  material. 

Mr.  Curvillier,  please  take  the  stand. 
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Louis  A.  Curvillier,  recalled,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  Examination:  1 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  Your  full  name? 

A.  Louis  A.  Curvillier. 

Q.  You  have  already  been  sworn? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I have. 

Q.  You  are  a lawyer,  practising  in  The  City  of  New  York? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  , ■-  ■ 

Q.  And  a resident  of  The  Bronx? 

A.  ,Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  an  interest  in  the  affairs  of  The  Bronx? 

A.  I have.  1 

Q.  And  taking  such  an  interest  you  some  time  since  addressed  a letter  to  the 
Mayor  of  The  City  of  New  York  apropos  the  delay  in  granting  a franchise  to  the 
Port  Chester  Road? 

A.  I did.  j 

Q.  And  in  that  letter,  a copy  of  which  you  have  been  kind  enough  to  supplv 
me  with,  you  state:  1 

“ It  is  the  duty  of  all  good  citizens,  if  they  know  any  one  has  been  approached 
in  behalf  of  either  company  by  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  be  manly 
enpugh  to  come  forward  and  so  state.” 

Now,  taking  that  as  a text,  I ask  you  if  you  know  anything  in  regard  to  this 
charge  of  bribery  against  the  Board  of  Aldermen  which  has  appeared  in  the  public 
press;  please  state  it. 

A.  I know  absolutely  nothing. 

Q.  If  you  did  know  anything  would  you  have  any  hesitation  in  stating  it  now? 
A.  I would  not;  I would  be  glad  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all,  Mr.  Curvillier;  I thank  you. 

Mr.  Burr — I will  call  Mr.  Davis. 

Albert  E.  Davis,  called  and  sworn  as  a witness,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  examination:  J 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  What  is  your  full  name? 

A.  Albert  E.  Davis. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  or  occupation? 

A.  An  architect. 

Q.  And  where  do  you  carry  on  the  business  of  architect? 

A.  In  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  4 
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Q.  How  long  have  you  been  so  engaged  in  carrying  on  that  business? 

A.  Sixteen  years. 

Q.  Your  name  in  some  way  or  somehow  has  been  mixed  up  with  this  matter 
of  the  charges  of  bribery  which  have  appeared  in  the  public  press.  Do  you  know 
of  your  own  knowledge,  or  have  you  any  information,  in  regard  to  any  bribery 
or  attempted  bribery,  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  any  member  of 
that  Board,  in  connection  with  withholding  the  franchise  from  the  Port  Chester 
Railroad? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  If  you  did  have  any  such  knowledge,  or  information,  would  you  have  any 
hesitation  in  now  declaring  or  stating  it? 

A.  I would  not  have  any  hesitation;  all  I know  is  hearsay. 

Q.  An  opportunity  is  now  given  you,  and  you  have  nothing  to  give  this  com- 
mittee in  the  way  of  knowledge  on  your  part? 

■ A.  No,  sir.  . 

Mr.  Burr — That  is  all.  Mr.  Gotshall,  please  take  the  stand. 

W.  C.  Gotshall,  recalled,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  examination: 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr: 

Q.  You  have  already  been  sworn,  Mr.  Gotshall? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  I now  ask  you,  sir,  what  is  your  occupation? 

A.  President  of  the  Port  Chester  road. 

Q.  Is  that  your  sole  occupation? 

A.  It  is,  now. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  president  of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad? 

A.  Since  1901. 

Q.  How  long  has  the  railroad  been  in  existence? 

A.  It  was  incorporated  in  1901;  it  is  not  in  existence. 

Q.  It  was  incorporated? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  ■ r 

Q.  It  has  a corporate  existence? 

A.  It  is  not  in  existence;  it  is  not  an  operating  road. 

Q.  No,  but  it  has  a corporate  existence? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  are  its  first  president? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  some  time  in  the  year  1903,  you,  on  behalf  of  that  road  presented  to 
the  then  Board  of  Aldermen  a petition  asking  for  the  granting  of  a franchise  which 
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would  permit  your  road  to  complete  a railroad,  your  company  to  build  a railroad, 
through  certain  parts  of  The  Bronx? 

A.  Well,  I didn’t  ask  them  to  grant  a franchise;  I asked  them  to  grant  a per- 
mit. 

Q.  A right  of  way? 

A.  A permit  or  whatever  you  call  it. 

Q.  Was  that  granted? 

A.  N'o,  sir. 

Q.  By  that  Board? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  was  the  matter  again  presented  by  you  in  1904? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  time  in  1904? 

A.  You  don’t  mind  my  referring  to  a document,  do  you? 

Q.  No,  sir,  not  at  all;  some  time  in  February,  wasn’t  it? 

A.  I think  it  was  before  that;  one  moment;  January  26,  1904. 

Q.  And,  later  on,  was  there  a petition  presented  on  behalf  of  a rival  company  for 
the  same  right  of  way,  or  a similar  right  of  way? 

A.  Well,  I don’t  know  that  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  Have  you  not  taken  the  trouble  to  investigate? 

A.  You  say  “ later  on  ” ; I believe  it  was  before  that. 

Q.  You  think  it  was  before? 

A.  I think  it  was. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know  that  this  petition  for  a franchise,  as  it  is  called,  or  right  of  way, 
was  presented  to  the  Board  on  January  12  last? 

A.  I don’t  know  it;  I say  I think  it  was  presented  before  that;  before  January  26, 
I mean. 

Q.  And  a favorable  report  was  made  upon  the  applications  of  that  company  about 
February  2? 

A.  I don’t  know  when  it  was  made. 

Q.  And  an  ordinance  granting  the  franchise  or  right  or  way  was  adopted  by  the 
Board  on  February  9,  wasn’t  it? 

A.  I don’t  know  the  date;  I know  the  ordinance  was  passed. 

Q.  About  that  time;  I am  correct  in  stating  about  that  time? 

A.  I will  take  your  word  for  it ; I don’t  know  the  dates  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  Now,  quoting  from  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  “World”  of  May  16,  the 
writer,  in  an  article  which  is  well  written,  and  evidently  written  by  a man  who  knows 
what  he  is  talking  about,  says : 

“It  was  on  the  latter  date  (February  9)  that  the  rumors  of  bribery  first  took 
definite  form.”  • 

Do  you  agree  with  the  writer  of  that  article? 

A.  I don’t  know. 
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Q.  In  making  that  statement  ? 

A.  I don’t  know;  show  me  the  article,  if  you  please. 

Q.  With  pleasure  (handing  same  to  witness). 

A.  I don’t  remember  having  seen  that  article. 

Q.  Do  you  know  as  a fact  that  the  statement  made  in  the  article  which  I have  just 
read  is  true,  that  the  rumors  of  bribery  first  assumed  definite  shape  after  the  Aldermen 
had  acted  upon  the  petition  of  your  rival  company? 

A.  I do  not. 

Q.  How  many  directors  has  your  company? 

A.  What  is  the  object  of  this  inquiry? 

Q.  Pardon  me. 

A.  I am  not  here  as  an  officer  of  the  company ; I am  here  as  an  individual. 

Q.  Is  Mr.  Mills  one  of  your  directors? 

A.  .No,  sir. 

Q.  Is_Mr.  Mills  one  of  your  stockholders? 

A.  No,  sir;  one  moment;  mention  the  initials;  who  are  you  talking  about? 

Q.  W.  Wirt  Mills. 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  didn’t  think  I was  referring  to  any  other  Mills,  did  you? 

A.  Well,  I have  a right  to  be  specific. 

Q.  Is  Mr.  Hayes  a stockholder? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Is  Mr.  Davis,  the  gentleman  who  has  been  on  the  witness  stand  to-day? 

A.  Albert  E.  Davis? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  He  is  not. 

Q.  Mr.  Curvillier? 

A.  He  is  not. 

Q.  Is  Mr.  Ogden  Mills,  of  the  “Tribune,”  a stockholder? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  did  he  cease  to  be  a stockholder? 

A.  I don’t  know  that  he  ever  has  been. 

Q.  Well,  will  you  swear  he  never  has  been  a stockholder? 

A.  I will. 

Q.  Well,  now,  you  are  familiar,  Mr.  Gotshall,  with  the  rumors  which  have  appeared 
in  the  public  press  to  the  effect  that  your  petition  for  this  right  of  way  was  not  acted 
upon  favorably  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  because  of  your  refusal  to  pay  some  con- 
sideration therefor? 

A.  I have  seen  those  statements;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  I call  your  attention  to  some  -testimony  which  has  been  given  here  prior 
to  your  appearance  on  the  witness  stand? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  An  article  appeared  in  the  “ Tribune  ” of  May  4 in  which  it  was  stated  that 
the  sum  of  $325,000  was  being  demanded  as  a graft  fund,  or  $300,000  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen.  It  appeared  as  follows: 

“ Graft  Fund,  $300,000. 

“ Demanded  by  Aldermen. 

“ Large  Amount  Asked  From  Port  Chester  Company,  It  Is  Alleged. 

“ Three  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  the  sum  now  mentioned  as  the  price  desired 
for  passing  the  Port  Chester  Railway  permit  resolution.  This  is  the  amount,  it  is 
alleged,  that  certain  men  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  demanded  from  President  Got- 
shall.  They  insist  on  receiving  it  before  anything  is  done  toward  furnishing  The 
Bronx  needed  transit  facilities.” 

The  Editor  of  the  “Tribune,”  Mr.  Meade,  the  City  Editor,  being  questioned  upon 
that  article,  states  that  it  was  written  by  Mr.  Charles  T.  White  upon  information 
furnished  Mr.  White  by  him  (Mr.  Meade)  ; that  he  got  his  information  from  you 
over  the  telephone;  that  you  told  him  that  you  were  given  to  understand  and  in- 
formed that  that  was  the  amount  you  would  have  to  produce  before  your  franchise 
would  be  granted  or  your  right  of  way  given;  that  he  subsequently  saw  you  in  regard 
to  the  matter  and  asked  you  what  your  source  of  information  was,  and  that  you  then 
and  there  told  him  that  your  source  of  information  was  Mr.  W.  Wirt  Mills,  and 
that  he  (Mr.  Meade)  saw  Mr.  Mills  subsequently,  and  Mr.  Mills  informed  him  he  got 
it  from  one,  Mr.  Davis. 

It  was  also  testified  by  Mr.  Hughes,  of  the  “ World,”  who  wrote  an  article  in 
which  it  was  stated^  it  had  come  to  the  attention  of  the  “ World  ’ — on  May  7,  this 
article  appeared — that  the  sum  of  $125,000  was  being  demanded  by  the  Board,  and 
that  he  saw  you  and  had  an  interview  with  you,  which  he  published,  and  he  states 
that  that  publication  was  the  result  of  the  interview  which  he  had  with  you,  and  that 
he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  this  amount  of  money  had  been  demanded  not  so 
much  by  what  you  said  as  by  what  you  left  unsaid. 

Now,  will  you  give  us  fully  and  entirely  any  information  that  you  have  in  regard 
to  any  bribery  or  attempted  bribery  on  the  part  of  this  Board  or  any  member  of  it,  by 
you  or  any  member  of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad? 

A.  In  regard  to  this  article  in  the  “Tribune,”  which  you  refer  to  appearing  on 
May  4;  on  May  3 the  “Tribune”  called  me  up;  they  asked  me  about  the  Port  Chester 
Road  and  about  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  to  which  you  refer;  I told  the 
“Tribune”  that  I knew  nothing  about  that,  and  that  that  had  been  going  about  for 
ten  days,  and  that  I had  heard  it  at  least  three  times  by  different  people ; the  “ Tribune  ” 
asked  me  again  whether  I knew  anything  about  it,  and  whether  any  approach  had 
been  made  to  me;  I told  them  there  was  absolutely  nothing  in  it;  that  no  approach 
had  been  made  to  me,  and  as  far  as  I knew  it  was  simply  an  idle  rumor,  and  that  they 
could  prove  nothing  by  me  on  that ; that  is  the  “ Tribune  ” story. 
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Q.  To  whom  did  you  make  that  statement? 

A.  That  statement  was  made  to  Mr.  Meade.  A few  days  after  that  I was  in 
Cleveland  and  I received  a long  telegram  from  the  “ Herald  ” asking  me  about  that 
story ; I telegraphed  back  to  the  “ Herald,”  and  the  substance  of  the  telegram — in 
fact,  the  telegram 

Q.  Well,  you  need  not  state  that. 

A.  Do  you  want  it? 

Q.  Tell  us  what  you  said  or  did  as  a result  of  that  telegram? 

A.  That  I knew  nothing  about  the  $300,000  story,  and  that  nobody  had  made  any 
demand  upon  me. 

Mr.  Burr— Gentlemen  of  the  committee,  do  you  desire  to  have  the  telegram  read? 

The  Witness — If  . you  want  it  read,  you  had  better  have  it. 

The  Chairman---I  think  so,  and  Mr.  Gotshall’s  answer  as  well. 

The  Witness — I don’t  happen  to  have  the  telegram  with  me,  but  my  answer  was: 

“ I don’t  know  anything  more  about  the  $300,000  than  what  I have  obtained  from  the  New 
York  daily  press.  Nobody  demanded  $300,000  from  me.” 

That  is  the  telegram  which  came  back  from  Cleveland. 

The  Chairman — The  telegram  you  sent? 

The  Witness — Yes,  sir;  the  telegram  calling  for  that  answer  is  of  no  relevancy;  it  is  simply  a 
telegram  asking  me  if  I knew  anything  about  that. 

Q.  What  is  the  date  of  that  answer? 

A.  This  answer  must  have  been  sent  on  the  5th. 

Q:  Haven’t  you  got  the  date  there? 

A.  Well,  I will  see,  no — I will  see  whether  I have  or  not;  just  wait  a minute;  this  is  pub- 
lished on  the  6th,  so  that  it  must  have  been  on  the  5th. 

The  Chairman — Of  May? 

The  Witness — Of  May,  yes,  sir;  I came  back  from  Cleveland  a day  or  so  after,  and  I ihink 
on  the  night  of  the  6th  day  of  May,  a man  representing  the  New  York  “ World,”  on  his  card 
was  the  name  “ Frank  W.  Hughes”— came  to  my  house.  He  started  off  by  saying  that  he  had 
come  to  talk  to  me  about  this  bribery  story.  I told  him  that  I was  going  to  give  him  my  answer 
at  the  cutset  and  it  would  be  the  same  throughout  the  entire  evening,  that  it  made  no  difference 
what  he  said  and  that  answer  was,  “ I don’t  know  anything  about  it,  I have  no  comment  to 
make.”  Mr.  Hughes  sat  there,  I iudge,  nearly  twenty  or  thirty  minutes,  or  probably  longer, 
and : 

Q.  He  says  it  was  an  hour? 

A.  Well,  I don’t  know  whether  it  was  or  not  ; I don’t  believe  it  was,  but  he  asked  a number 
of  questions  and  invariably  he  received  the  answer,  “ I don’t  know  anything  about  it,  I will  not 
comment  on  it.”  There  was  one  question  which  he  did  ask  and  which  I did  answer,  and  that 
wa«,  ” If  you  are  subpoenaed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  will  you  run  away?”  I told  him  I 
would  not.  Now,  that  was  all  there  was  to  that ; there  was  another  question  he  asked  me,  and 
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that  was  whether  I had  evor  been  on  the  witness  stand.  I told  him  I had,  that  I had  spent  a 
good  deal  of  time  on  the  witness  stand  in  the  last  ten  years. 

Q.  Let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  way  that  Mr.  Hughes  put  it  in  the  article.  He  says: 

“Mr.  Gotshall  was  seen  last  night  at  his  home,  No.  49  West  Seventy-second  street,  by  a 
“Wprld”  reporter.  He  was  asked  if  he  was  willing  to  substantiate  the  charge  that  a demand 
for  a financial  consideration  had  been  made  upon  him  for  the  granting  of  a franchise.” 

Now,  as  a matter  of  fact,  was  any  demand  made  upon  you  for  the  payment  of  any  considera- 
tion for  that  franchise? 

A.  To  every  question  that  he  asked  me  relating  to  this  subject  he  got  the  answer  “ I don’t 
know  anything  about  it,  I will  not  comment  on  it.” 

Q.  But  I am  asking  you  now  to  state  a fact,  whether  or  not  it  was  true  at  that  time  that  a 
demand  had  ever  been  made  on  you  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  any  member  of  it  for  a con- 
sideration for  the  passage  of  your  franchise  or  right  of  way? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  So  that  that  article  is  mistaken  in  assuming  there  had  been  a charge  made  or  a demand 
made  upon  you  for  any  consideration? 

A.  The  article  is  certainly  in  error. 

Q.  And  the  article  then  goes  on  to  state: 

“ That  is  a matter  which  I will  not  talk  about  through  the  newspapers.  If  called  upon  to 
testify  before  a committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  before  any  magistrate  I will  tell  th‘e  facts 
just  as  they  have  occurred.  I will  not  evade  the  service  of  a subpoena,  and  I will  hold  back 
nothing  if  I am  called  upon  in  any  legal  procedure.” 

—And  accordingly  you  are  now  here  stating  the  facts  just  as  they  have  occurred,  if  I am  not 
mistaken  ? 

A.  I am,  may  I interject  here? 

Q.  Wait  a minute.  It  goes  on  further  to  say  in  the  article,  to  make  you  say: 

“ I think  I will  make  a pretty  good  witness  ; out  of  the  last  ten  years  of  my  life  I think  I 
have  spent  about  two  years  on  the  witness  stand  in  various  legal  proceedings  ; I will  tell  you  in 
this  case  everything  that  has  occurred  except  what  may  be  ruled  out  by  the  Court  as  irrelevant 
and  improper.  I don’t  want  to  make  any  charges  in  the  newspapers,  but  I will  say  this  much— 
that  the  situation  is  one  well  worthy  of  persistent  investigation.  Let  the  press  go  ahead  and 
demand  a searching  inquiry  into  the  manner  in  which  this  franchise  has  been  .treated,  and  I 
assure  you  that  there  is  rich  material  warranting  such  an  investigation.” 

Have  you  found  that  rich  material  yet  ? «. 

A.  To  begin  with,  that  statement  attributed  to  me  that  there  is  rich  material  was  never 
made  by  me.  Mr.  Hughes  asked  me,  as  a matter  for  his  information,  whether  I would  give  him 
any  information  that  would  help  him  ferret  out  this  matter,  as  he  stated.  I told  him  I knew 
nothing  about  it,  had  nothing  to  say  and  would  not  comment  on  it.  I did  state  that  if  I was 
asked  a question  I would  not  plead  a privilege.  May  I keep  on  ? Are  you  through  with  the 
“ Tribune  ” story  ? 
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Q.  Yes,  sir,  with  the  “Tribune”  story. 

A.  I want  to  add  to  that  “Tribune”  story  that  that  story  was  told  me  by  four  different 
people. 

Q.  Which  story  are  you  referring  to? 

A.  About  the  $300,000  ; I want  to  finish  ; I got  that  story — you  don't  mind  my  finishing  ? 

Q.  I want  you  to  tell  all  you  know  about  it. 

A.  The  story  was  told  to  me  by  a Mr.  Mills. 

Q.  That  is  William  Wirt  Mills? 

A.  I suppose  it  is  ; he  is  a “ Mail  and  Express”  man  ? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  Mr.  Mills  told  me  he  got  that  story  from  somebody  at  the  City  Hall  named  Davis. 

Q.  Let  me  interrupt  you  right  here  and  ask  you  one  question  in  regard  to  Mr.  Mills  ; had 
you  ever  met  him  before  this  conversation  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  known  him  ? 

A.  A very  short  while  ; he  came  to  see  me  about  some  other  matters,  about  the  third 
rail  business,  when  the  third  rail  business  was  going  on  ; I knew  his  name  and  knew  who  he  was. 

Q.  Was  he  connected  with  your  road  or  with  you  in  any  way? 

A.  No,  sir  ; in  no  sense  of  the  word. 

Q.  Was  he  connected  with  your  road  or  with  you  in  any  way? 

A.  No,  sir;  in  no  sense  of  the  word. 

Q.  Proceed. 

A-  That  story  was  told  me  by  another  man  in  almost  the  same  way,  and  that  other  man 
told  me  that  this  same  man,  Davis,  told  him  the  story.  Now,  I don’t  know  this  Davis,  whoever 
he  was,  but  those  two  men  told  exactly  the  same  story  and  the  second  man  was  Anthony  Stump, 
editor  of  the  “ North  Side  News,”  nnd  I think  he  is  here  now. 

Q.  Was  it  upon  those  statements  that  you  communicated  your  information  to  Mr.  Meade  ? 

A.  I did  not  communicate  any  information  to  Mr.  Meade.  Mr.  Meade  asked  me  what  I 
knew  about  it  and  I told  him  it  was  simply  a rumor,  that  I knew  nothing,  and  that  I would  not 
comment  on  it;  there  was  no  communication  of  information  by  me. 

Q,  Mr.  Mills,  in  his  testimony,  said  that  he  repeated  the  chance  remark  of  Mr.  Davis  to  you 
in  the  hope  of  drawing  something  from  you  ? 

He  says  : 

“ I simply  repeated  his  remark  to  Mr.  Gotshall  in  the  hope  of  drawing  something  from  him; 
asked  what  there  was  in  it.  Q.  And  did  Mr.  Gotshall  tell  you  there  was  anything  in  it  ? 
A.  He  said  that  ‘ No  one  has  asked  me  for  any  money,  and  I don’t  care  to  discuss  any 
question  of  bribery,’  or  something  to  that  effect.” 

A.  That  is  very  probably  what  I said,  because  that  is  the  position  I have  taken— that  I 
would  not  comment  on  this  matter. 

Q.  Mr.  Mills  testified,  Mr.  Gotshall,  as  follows  : 

“Q.  In  other  words,  you  are  very  much  interested  with  Mr.  Gotshall  and  his  company 
in  getting  this  franchise?  A.  I can’t  say  that;  I am  interested  in  the  building  of  a road  through 
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a certain  section  of  The  Bronx.  Q.  You  are  interested  with  Mr.  Gotshall  in  building  a road 
through  a certain  section  of  The  Bronx?  A.  No,  sir;  I am  entirely  independent  of  Mr. 
Gotshall.  Q.  You  had  some  interest  in  what  Mr.  Gotshall  was  doing  in  regard  to  the 
Port  Chester  franchise?  A.  I had  an  interest  in  seeing  the  road  built  through  a 

'certain  section  of  The  Bronx.  Q.  Was  Mr.  Gotshall  interested  in  that  road  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Naturally  you  wanted  to  help  him  do  everything  you  could  to  help  him  get  the  franchise 
for  the  road  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Does  that  refresh  your  recollection  as  to  whether  you  and  Mr.  Mills  were  jointly  identified 
in  the  effort  to  get  this  franchise  through  ? 

A.  Well,  Mr.  Mills  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  Port  Chester  road. 

Q.  When  Mr.  Mills  testified  that  for  some  time  prior  to  the  9th  of  February  last  that  he  had 
been  engaged  as  your  press  agent — not  as  your  press  agent — but  in  your  behalf  in  distributing 
matter  favorable  to  the  road,  was  he  telling  the  truth  ? 

A.  He  certainly  was  not ; he  was  not  engaged  by  me. 

Q.  He  says  he  did  not  seek  you  out,  but  you  did  him. 

A.  He  sought  me  out  in  the  first  instance  to  get  information  on  the  third  rail  situation. 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  Mr.  Mills  had  options  on  property  along  the  line  of  your  proposed 
road  ? 

A.  I don’t  know  ; I don’t  know  anything  about  what  he  has. 

Q.  I made  a mistake  a moment  ago,  when  I asked  you  about  Mr.  Ogden  Mills  being  a stock- 
holder, I meant  D.  O.  Mills  of  the  “ Tribune  ” ; is  he  a stockholder  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  he  ever  a stockholder  in  your  road  ? 

A.  Not  that  I know  of. 

Q.  Will  you  swear  he  was  not? 

A.  Not  that  I know  of. 

Q.  Do  you  know  all  the  stockholders  ? 

A.  I think  I do. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Hughes  testified  in  regard  to  that  interview  with  you,  Mr.  Gotshall,  as 
follows: 

“ I wrote  that  article  after  spending  about  an  hour  at  the  house  of  Mr. Gotshall,  president 
of  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  on  the  evening  of  May  6.  I went  up  there  to  question 
him  about  this  matter;  there  have  been  reports  published  in  other  papers  and  especially  the 
article  in  the  “ Tribune,”  referred  to  in  this  investigation;  my  principal  purpose  in  going  to  see 
him  was  to  have  as  close  a talk  with  him  as  I could,  and  to  find  out  what  . had  occurred,  if  possible 
—to  find  out  if  there  was  any  basis  for  this  charge  ; I wanted  to  know  whether  it  was  a matter 
that  ought  to  be  pursued  and  followed  up  by  the  “ World  ” or  by  me  as  a “ World  ” reporter* 
or  whether  there  was  nothing  to  it,  and  a matter  that  simply  ought  to  be  dropped  and  ignored. 
That  was  the  purpose  of  my  call  on  Mr.  Gotshall.” 

Is  that  true  ? 

A.  I don’t  know  what  the  purpose  of  his  call  was. 
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Q.  Did  he  state  that  to  be  his  purpose  ? 

A.  He  told  me  he  came  there  to  discuss  those  bribery  charges. 

Q.  He  also  says  : 

/ 

“ As  I said,  I went  there  and  had  an  hour’s  talk  with  Mr.  Golshall,  and  I came  away  with 
the  very  distinct  impression  that  money  had  been  demanded.” 

Q.  From  what  he  said? 

A.  From  what  he  said  and  from  what  he  refused  to  say,  and  from  his  attitude  throughout 
the  evening,  and  his  refusal  to  answer  certain  questions,  and  from  answers  he  gave  to  other 
questions.  You  will  notice  in  the  article  there  I quote  him  distinctly  as  saying  that  no  money 
had  been  demanded;  in  fact  he  said  “ I believe  you  will  see  in  the  next  paragraph  that  it  was  a 
matter  he  did  not  wish  to  discuss  in  the  newspapers.” 

Q.  Does  that  refresh  your  memory  at  all  as  to  that  interview  ? 

A.  My  memory  does  not  need  any  refreshing.  I know  what  occurred  at  the  interview  and 
my  answer  was  “ I have  no  comment  to  make.” 

Q.  You  are  quite  positive  you  did  not  say  anything  or  do  anything  from  which  it  could  be 
inferred  that  you  claimed  that  the  sum  of  $125,000  had  been  demanded  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
or  any  member  of  it,  to  pass  your  franchise  or  right  of  way  ? 

A.  The  only  sum  that  was  mentioned  that  night  was  $300,000  ; I never  heard  of  the  sum  of 
$125,000;  Mr.,  Hughes  didn’t  mention  it. 

Q.  And  that  was  the  $300,000  which  was  spoken  of  for  the  first  time  to  you  by  Mr.  Mills  ? 

A.  It  was  either  Mr.  Mills  or  two  other  men  whom  I don’t  recall;  I didn’t  imke  a 
practice  before  that  of  asking  newspaper  men  for  their  cards,  and  a number  of  men  came  in  there 
from  time  to  time,  and  Mr.  Mills  is  the  first  man  who  spoke  to  me  about  it. 

Q.  That  was  the  first  article  as  far  as  you  can  recall  in  which  that  sum  of  $300,000  was 
mentioned;  I refer  now  to  the  “Tribune”  article?  - 

A.  That  is  the  only  one  I know  of.  . 

Q.  And  that  Mr.  Meade  has  testified  was  the  result  of  that  conversation  with  you,  and  the 
statement  contained  in  it  was  the  result  of  your  conversation  with  Mr.  Mills  ? 

A.  I have  testified  to  my  conversation  with  Mr.  Meade  and  to  the  basis  of  his  ^supposi- 
tion, and  I testified  that  I told  him  there  was  nothing  in  it  that  I knew  anything  about  and  that 
no  demand  had  been  m,ade  upon  me.  ' - : * 

Q.  Mr.  King,  of  the  Merchants’  Association,  testified  : 

“ Now,  in  regard  to  this  question,  which  every  paper  has  reported,  the  current  runs  all  to  one 
point.  I strove  to  get  from  every  newspaper  man  what  they  had,  where  they  got  their  informa- 
tion from,  and  it  all  traced  down  to  one  man,  and  tliat  is  Mr.  Gotshall,  the  President  of  the 
road?  ” 

Now,  is  that  true,  as  far  as  you  know,  that  all  these  rumors,  all  these  statements,  were  based 
upon  that  statement  made  by  Mr.  Mills  to  you  that  he  learned  from  a chance  remark  that  $300,000 
was  being  demanded  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  some  member  of  it  ? 

A.  I am  not  responsible  for  the  statement  that  $300,000  was  demanded  by  this  Board  of 
Aldermen  ; I am  absolutely  not  responsible  ; the  statement  was  brought  to  me  and  I declined 
absolutely  tc  comment  upon  it. 
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Q.  Let  me  ask  )0U,  Mr.  Gotshall,  did  you  ever,  by  anything  you  said  or  anything  you  re- 
fused to  say,  or  anything  you  did  or  anything  that  you  refused  to  do,  desire  to  have  it  intimated 
or  to  go  abroad  that  your  road  had  a demand  made  upon  it  f or  the  payment  of  a dollar  for  the 
pas-age  of  the  franchise  ? 

A I did  not,  with  the  exception — I have  g >t  to  qualify  that — I don’t  kmw  what  inference 
they  will  draw  from  what  I refused  to  say;  when  I decline  to  answer  a man  I cannot  tell  what 
his  conclusions  are. 

Q.  Of  cour-e  you  are  not  responsible  for  the  conclusions  of  a third  pady,  what  conclusions 
a third  party  may  draw? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Mr.  Hughes,  in  another  part  of  his  testimony,  Mr.  Gotshall,  said  that  he  had  asked  you 
in  regard  to  various  amounts  as  the  sum  fixed  for  the  payment  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

He  says  : 

“ I asked  him  that  and  I asked  him  it  it  w a $tco,cco,  and  I asked  him  a great  many  differ- 
ent figures  and  could  not  pin  him  dowrn  to  say  it  was  a cent,  but  he  said,  ‘It  i-.  a matter  you 
don’t  want  to  drop,  it  wants  to  be  investigated,  it  is  a matter  that  should  be  probed  to  the  bottom.’  ” 

Q.  Do  you  remember  having  any  such  conversation  with  Mr.  Hughes  ? 

A.  I made  no  such  statement  to  anybody  or  to  Mr.  Hughes.  Confining  myself  now'  to  the 
statement  that  it  was  a matter  which  he  should  not  drop  ; he  asked  me  that  specific  question,  and 
I told  him  I had  nothing  to  say  and  would  not  make  any  comment  upon  it. 

Q.  Did  anybody,  any  member  of  this  Board  or  anybody  assuming  to  act  for  any  member  of 
the  B iard,  or  for  the  Board  as  a whole,  ever  demand  the  payment  of  one  dollar  or  any  other 
consideration  for  the  passage  of  the  franchise  for  your  road  ? 

A.  No  alderman  has  ever  approached  me  for  any  money. 

Q.  Or  any  other  person  as-uming  to  act  on  their  behalf? 

A.  I know  of  nobody  else  acting  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Q.  Now,  it  is  hard  to  follow  these  newspaper  reports,  Mr.  Gotshall,  but,  under  the  date  of 
May  18th  in  the  “Journal,”  in  the  “ Evening  Journal,”  an  article  appears  in  which  it  is  stated  : 

“The  price  of  the  favo  able  rep  >rt  of  the  Aldermen  is  the  promise  of  the  men  involved  in 
the  boodle  scandal,  the  men  who  can  tell  the  truth  about  it  and  the  names  of  the  men  involved 
not  to  reveal  to  the  Aldermanic  Investigating  Committee  or  any  other  investigating  Committee 
the  truth  of  the  bribery  charges.” 

So  far  as  you  are  concerned,  is  there  any  truth  in  that  s'atement? 

A.  Is  that  a qu  fa1  ion  from  me  ? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  From  me  ? 

Q.  No,  s'r,  from  this  article  (indicating). 

A.  I thought  you  said  it  was  a quotation  from  me  ? 

Q.  Is  that  statement  true  as  far  as  you  are  concerned  ? 

A.  I know  nothing  about  that. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  that  you  desire  to  say  further  in  explanat'on  of  the  manner  in  which 
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you  now  claim  that  your  w ords  were  contirtedor  distorted  into  a charge  of  bribeiy  against  this 
Board  ? 

A.  I beg  pardon,  let  him  read  the  question. 

Mr.  burr — Please  read  the  question. 

(The  stenographer  here  reads  the  question  as  follows): 

“ Q.  Is  there  anything  that  you  desire  to  say  further  in  explanation  of  the  manner  in  which 
you  now  claim  that  your  wo-ds  were  contorted  or  distorted  in  o a chrrge  of  bribery  against  this 
Board?” 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  full  opportunity  now  here  publicly  to  say  whatever  you  please  in  regard  to  this 
..charge  of  biibeiy  ; do  you  desire  to  say  anything  ? 

A.  Nothing. 

Mr.  Burr — That’s  all. 

Mr.  Hughes — I request  to  be  rtcalled.  I have  a statement  to  make  to  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Burr — That  i>  all.  Mr.  GotshalJ. 

Mr.  Burr — Do  you  wish  to  make  a statement,  Mr.  Hughes  ? 

Mr.  Hughes — I wish  to  make  a sta'ement  to  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Burr — Very  wrell,  take  the  stand. 

Frank  W.  Hughes,  recalled,  testified  as  follows  : 

Direct  examination  : 

Examined  by  Mr.  Burr  : 

Q.  You  have  been  present  during  ihe  examination  of  Mr.  Gotshail  of  the  Poit  Chester  Rail- 
road Company  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  heard  all  hi? 'testimony? 

A.  Not  all;  I came  in  while  he  was  testifying;  I don’t  know  whit  he  said  in  the  early  part 
of  his  testimony. 

Q.  Is  it  because  of  his  testimony  you  heard  that  you  now  desiie  to  be  heard? 

A.  T wish  10  be  heard  in  connection  with  the  testimony  given  by  him. 

Q.  In  connection  with  testimony  given  by  Mr.  Gotshail? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  in  connection  with  testi  nony  given  by  Mr.  Gotsh  ill. 

Q.  What  have  you  to  say? 

A.  I simply  have  a statement  to  make,  which  wa<  not  called  f >rth  by  your  questions  the 
other  day. 

Q.  I asked  y<  u to  state  fully  anything  in  regard  to  this  matter  which  you  know  of? 

A.  There  was  one  question  you  didn’t  ask  me  and  that  was  whether  anybody  else  w^as 
present  at  the  interview  between  me  and  Mr.  Gotshail. 

Q.  That  is  true, sir. 

A.  There  was  another  man  present  who  is  ready  to  testify  here  before  this  Committee,  and  I 
want  you  to  call  him  and  to  ask  him  if  I have  given  a true  statement  of  what  Mr.  Gotshail  said 
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to  me;  that  gentleman  is  Mr.  Monte  Cutler  of  the  New  Yo'k  “Herald”;  I called  at  Mr. 

’ (jrotshaU’s  house  that  evening  of  May  6th,  and  I found  a “ Herald”  reporter,  Mr.  Cutler,  there 
present  at  the  time,  and  I was  received  in  the  same  room  with  Mr.  Cutler  and  Mr.  Gotshall  ; we 
then  had  this  conversation  and  he,  Mr.  Cutler,  listened  to  this  entire  conversation,  and  I simply 
want  to  ask  you  to  call  Mr.  Cutler  and  to  ask  him  if  I truly  reported  Mr.  Gotshall’s  statements  to 
me  ; that  is  all  I wish  to  sny. 

An  Alderman — Can  you  give  any  further  information  about  that  $125,020,  why  that  specific 
sum  was  mentioned  ? 

Mr.  Burr — I have  already  asked  him  fully  in  regard  to  that  subject. 

The  Witness — I cannot  give  any  further  information  than  I told  you  the  other  day  ; I told 
you  how  that  was  arrived  at  as  best  I could. 

Q.  I don't  care  to  go  into  that? 

A.  I wish  to  have  Mr.  Cutler  examined  here.  I wish  to  have  on  the  record  what  Mr.  Got- 
shall said  to  me  that  night  and  I have  now  given  you  the  name  of  a man  whom  you  can  call  and 
I have  not  talked  wdth  him  about  this  matter  since  and  I would  like  to  have  you  call  him  and- 
ask  him  v\hat  Mr.  GotshalLsaid  to  us. 

Mr.  Burr — This,  gentlemen,  seems  to  me  to  terminate  this  investigation.  There  is  nothing 
further  to  be  sai  ; there  is  no  substantial  basis  upon  which  this  charge  ever  could  stand.  We 
have  called  every  one  who  has  been  named  in  connection  with  it;  and  although  there  may  have 
been  a disposition  to  allow  the  B jard  to  be  defamed,  not  so  much  by  what  was  said  as  remiined 
unsaid,  still  the  Committee  can  do  noth  ng  in  regard  to  that.  We  have  asked  Mr.  Gotshall  par- 
ticularly and  definitely  and  circumstantially  in  regird  to  this  charge  of  bribery,  and  all  ihe  wit- 
nesses who  have  te§  ified  have  put  it  up  to  him,  s>  to  speak,  and  he  has  testified  there  was  no 
ground  for  those  rumors  and  no  foundation  in  truth  or  fact. 

Mr.  Hayes,  if  called,  would  say  he  heard  somebody  else  say  something,  and  the  evidence 
here  is  positive  that  no  demand  w'as  tver  made  on  the  railroad  company  for  any  c msideration 
for  the  passage  of  the  franchise  of  the  Port  Chester  road. 

An  Alderman — Mr.  Cutler’s  testimony  would  not  be  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Burr — It  may  be  satisfactory  to  Mr.  Hughes,  but  we  have  no  use  for  it. 

The  Chairman— I declare  this  public  meeting  on  this  matter  closed,  and  we  will  take  up 
this  matter  in  executive  session  and  prep  ire  our  report  for  the  Board. 

Adjourned  to  meet  in  executive  session  to  a day  to  be  fixed. 

Public  hearing  closed.

Hon.  R.  S.  DOULL,  Chairman,  Special  Committee  on  Enquiry,  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Sir — I advised  you  yesterday,  orally,  in  relation  to  the  powers  of  your  Committee 
to  issue  subpoenas,  and  stated  to  you  that  while  there  was  no  special  power  given 
under  the  Charter  which  could  be  used  for  procuring  the  attendance  of  persons,  not 
officers  or  employees  of  the  City  Departments,  or  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State, 
I think  it  perfectly  practicable  to  obtain  the  attendance  of  witnesses. 

As  there  seems  to  be  an  opinion  abroad  that  your  Committee  has  not  the  power 
to  subpoena  witnesses,  I think  it  advisable  to  state  to  you  formally  that,  while  there 
is,  as  I have  said,  no  specific  power  anywhere  given  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  a 
committee  thereof,  to  subpoena  persons,  not  officers  or  employees  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, yet  there  is,  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  such  broad  and  general  power 
that  I have  no  doubt  your  Committee  has,  under  the  statute  mentioned,  ample  power 
not  only  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  person  as  a witness,  together  with  papers, 
but  to  compel  punishment  of  such  person  who  may  neglect  to  obey  your  subpoena. 

I think  it  well  to  advise  you  to  this  effect,  because  a contrary  impression  might 
very  much  embarrass  your  investigation. 

I have  instructed  Mr.  Burr,  whom  I have  assigned  to  aid  you  in  your  investiga- 
tion, and  requested  him  if  any  witness  duly  subpoenaed  refused  to  attend  the  meeting 
of  your  Committee,  to  take,  under  your  direction,  steps  to  procure  the  punishment  of 
such  witness.

At  this  time  the  President  offered  the  following  communication  from  the  Mer- 
chants’ Association  of  New  York:

Dear  Sir — It  has  been  persistently  rumored,  and  allegations  and  accusations  of 
a most  general  and  indefinite  character  have  continually  been  made,  that  there  have 
been  attempts  at  bribery  and  corruption  in  connection  with  the  application  of  the 
New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for  a permit  from  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  for  the  right  to  cross  the  streets  and  highways  in  the  Borough  of  The 
Bronx.  Such  a condition  of  affairs  is  highly  injurious  to  the  good  name  of  our  City. 
If  such  allegations  and  rumors  are  well  founded,  the  vindication  of  the  good  name  of 
our  City  requires  that  the  facts  should  become  known  and  the  guilty  be  punished.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  such  allegat\ons  and  rumors  are  unfounded,  justice  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  our  citizens  requires  that  that  fact  should  be  established. 

General  statements  are  made  that  people  who,  it  is  alleged,  have  knowledge  of 
the  facts  are  unwilling  to  testify  before  any  Aldermanic  Committee,  but  would  be 
willing  to  appear  in  proceedings  brought  in  the  Supreme  Court  under  provisions  of 
the  City  Charter.  In  order  to  give  an  opportunity  to  those  wbo  may  have  knowl- 
edge, and  that  justice  may  be  done  and  the  good  name  of  our  City  be  vindicated, 
The  Merchants’  Association  of  New  York  has  engaged  the  services  of  Hon.  John  W. 
Griggs,  ex-Attorney-General  of  the  United  States,  to  receive,  in  confidence,  any 
information  in  regard  to  this  matter.  After  a reasonable  length  of  time  for  the 
presentation  of  such  evidence,  Mr.  Griggs  will  advise  The  Merchants’  Association 
Committee  on  P'ranchises  and  Transportation  whether,  in  his  opinion,  sufficient 
evidence  exists  to  warrant  proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Court.  If  his  decision  be 
in  the  affirmative,  the  Association  will  then  secure  the  five  taxpayers  necessary  to 
begin  proceedings  and  will  continue  the  prosecution.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  he 
advises  the  Association  that  evidence  of  a sufficient  and  authentic  character  has  not 
been'  presented,  the  Association  will  drop  the  matter,  considering  that,  proof  not 
having  been  forthcoming  after  the  fullest  opportunity  was  afforded  to  all  having 
knowledge  of  the  subject,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  has  been  vindicated,  in  so  far'  as* 
allegations  of  corruption  and  bribery  are  concerned. 

If  Mr.  Griggs  advises  that  proceedings  are  warranted,  the  evidence  submitted  to 
him  will  be  used  in  the  proceedings  before  the  Supreme  Court,  otherwise  state- 
ments made  to  him  will  be  held  in  confidence,  not  even  being  divulged  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

We  therefore  urge  that  if  you  have  any  information  you  immediately  report  the 
same  direct  to  Hon.  John  W.  Griggs,  No.  27  Pine  street,  City,  as  we  believe  this 
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matter  ought  to  be  cleared  up  one  way  or  another  at  once.  We  shall  ask  Mr.  Griggs 
for  his  opinion  one  week  from  to-day.

Hon.  CHARLES  V.  FORNES,  President,  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  City: 

Dear  Sir — This  association  some  time  ago  was  requested  by  numerous  civic  organi- 
zations in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  Westchester  County  to  co-operate  with  them 
in  endeavoring  to  secure  proper  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  applica- 
tion of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  for  the  right  to  cross  certain  streets 
and  highways  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

Immediately  following  this  request,  statements  alleging  corruption  as  a motive  for 
failure  of  the  Railroad  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  act  upon  the  application 
appeared  in  the  newspapers  of  this  City.  Statements  were  made  to  this  association  that 
certain  persons  claiming  to  have  specific  knowledge  of  alleged  offers  of  corruption  would 
refuse  to  appear  before  the  Aldermanic  Committee  charged  with  the  investigation  of 
such,  charges,  but  would,  nevertheless,  confide  their  statements  to  a properly  organized 
body  of  other  investigators,  upon  the  assurance  that  the  testimony  given  would  be 
properly  applied  to  bring  out  the  truth.  Thereupon,  the  Committee  representing  the 
Merchants’  Association  and  the  other  civic  organizations  concerned,  retained  the  ser- 
vices of  Hon.  John  W.  Griggs,  former  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States,  and  gave 
public  notice,  by  means  of  the  letter  appended  hereto,  that  any  persons  having  statements 
to  make  relative  to  the  alleged  charges  of  bribery  might  make  them  under  the  seal  of 
professional  confidence  to  Mr.  Griggs.  Copies  of  this  letter  were  sent  to  the  City 
Editors  and  Chief  Editorial  Writers  of  the  New  York  City  newspapers,  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, to  representatives  of  the  parties  applying  for  the  franchise  and  to  numerous  citi- 
zens of  The  Bronx  and  Westchester  County,  whose  names  had  been  specified  as  prob- 
ably having  knowledge  of  the  charges.  y 

We  are  to-day  in  receipt  of  the  folloWing  letter  from  Mr.  Griggs :

“ Merchants’  Association  of  New  York,  New  York,  N.  Y. : 

“ Gentlemen — Referring  to  the  matter  contained  in  your  circular  letter  of  May  17, 
1904,  concerning  rumored  allegations  and  accusations  of  bribery  and  corruption  in  con- 
nection with  the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  for 
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a permit  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  right  to  cross  the  streets  and  highways  in 
the  Borough  of  1 he  Bronx,  I beg  to  say  that,  up  to  this  time,  no  testimony  or  other 
statements  have  been  presented  to  me  which  would,  in  my  opinion,  justify  the  Merchants’ 
Association  in  instituting  proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Court  under  the  provisions  of  the 
City  Charter.

I11  view  of  the  fact  that  the  persons  who  are  said  to  have  knowledge  of  corrupt 
offers  have  failed  to  submit  to  Mr.  Griggs  evidence  sustaining  the  charges  which  have 
been  imputed  to  them,  the  Merchants’  Association  of  New  York  now  deems  it  its  duty 
to  declare  to  you  that,  so  far  as  its  investigations  have  shown,  there  is  no  ground 
for  the  charges  of  corruption  and  bribery  hitherto  made  against  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen. The  Association  therefore  declines  to  entertain  further  any  unsupported 
allegations  touching  this  subject. 

But  we  wish  to  urge  upon  you  that  there  are  other  considerations  affecting  this 
subject,  no  less  important  to  the  public  welfare.  We  now  charge  the  Railroad  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  with  dereliction  of  duty  in  that  it  has  failed  to- 
perform  the  functions  delegated  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  namely,  a full  and 
proper  investigation  of  the  conditions  surrounding  the  application  of  the  New  York 
and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  and  its  failure  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  the  facts  which  may  have  come  to  its  knowledge,  in  order  that 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  publicly  discuss  and  act  upon  this  application  of  so  much 
importance  to  the  people  of  this  city. 

We  wish  to  impress  upon  you  the  extent  of  the  damage  which  is  being  inflicted 
upon  this  city  as  a whole,  as  well  as  the  residents  of  The  Bronx,  by  the  wilful  re- 
tusal  of  the  Railroad  Committee  to  perform  its  duty.  As  you  are  aware,  railroad 
improvements  of  unprecedented  extent  are  now  being  made  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting the  transit  facilities  of  the  railroads  leading  from  this  city  into  New  Jersey. 
The  purpose  of  these  improvements  is  to  give  ready  access  from  this  city  to  the 
suburban  districts  in  the  adjoining  State,  whereby  a very  large  part  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Manhattan  will  be  induced  to  remove  from  this  city  and  locate  in  an  adjoining 
State,  where  they  will  pay  taxes,  which  will,  in  that  event,  be  lost  to  the  city  rev- 
enues. The  chief  motive  which  will  induce  the  present  residents  of  this  city  to 
abandon  it  and  go  into  an  adjoining  State  is 'the  lack  of  reasonable  transit  facilities" 
within  the  boundaries  of  our  own  city. 

In  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  there  are  immense  tracts  of  property  almost 
wholly  unimproved,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  extreme  lack  of  transit  facilities, 
whereby  it  becomes  impossible  for  the  average  citizen  to  gain  access  to  a territory 
otherwise  admirably  adapted  for  purposes  of  suburban  homes.  This  territory,  if 
afforded  first-class  transit  facilities  such  as  are  proposed  by  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad,  would  add  in  the  course  of  a few  years  hundreds  of  millions  of 
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dollars  to  the  taxable  value  of  the  property  of  this  city,  thereby  affording  an  enor- 
mous increase  in  the  City’s  revenue,  due  wholly  to  this  projected  improvement. 

In  addition  to  this  broad  public  interest  is  the  almost  equally  important  interest 
and  right  of  the  people  of  The  Bronx.  For  many  years  past  individual  interests  in 
that  section  have  been  severely  hampered  by  the  inability  to  develop  property  which 
has  still  been  subject  to  excessive  taxes. because  of  its  location  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  city.  This  aspect  of  the  question  is  so  well  known  as  to  not  need  elaboration. 

It  is  the  unanimous  demand  of  the  people  of  The  Bronx,  nearly  300,000  in  num- 
ber, that  this  improvement  be  made.  The  only  thing  that  stands  in  the  way  of  it, 
so  far  as  the  public  knows,  is  the  refusal  of  a Committee  of  your  Honorable  Body 
to  perform  the  duties  with  which  it  is  charged  and  report  to  you  for  your  informa- 
tion and  guidance.  We  therefore  respectfully  demand  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  that 
it  discharge  its  Committee  on  Railroads  from  further  consideration  of  this  applica- 
tion, in  order  that  the  whole  subject  may  be  brought  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
publicly  discussed,  and  a vote  taken  thereon.

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Every  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  as  a theatre,  hotel, 
lodging  house,  school,  jail,  police  station,  hospital,  asylum,  institution,  for  the  use  or 
treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  which  exceeds  thirty-five  feet,  excepting  all 
buildings  for  which  specifications  and  plans  have  been  heretofore  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  proper  public  authorities,  and  every  other  building  the  height  of 
which  exceeds  seventy-five  feet  shall  be  built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say:  They  snail 
be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in 
which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landing 
shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  wood- 
work or  other  inflammable  material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or 
ceilings  in  any  such  buildings,  excepting,  however,  the  doors  and  windows  and  their 
frames  and  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when  filled  solid  at  the  back  witb 
fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly  thereunder  may  be  of 
wood  treated  bv  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings  or  other  public 
authorities,  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof  or 
of  wood  covered  with  metal,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly 
filled  with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards.

The  annexed  substitute  ordinance  for  adoption. 

(SUBSTITUTE.) 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  section  105  of  the  Building  Code,  relative  to  fire- 
proofing buildings. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

That  section  105  of  the  Building  Code  of  The  City  of  New  York  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  105 — Fireproof  Buildings.  Every  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered 
to  be  used  as  a theatre,  hotel,  lodging  house,  school  (theatre),  jail,  police  station, 
hospital,  asylum,  institution  for  the  (care)  use  or  treatment  of  persons,  the  height 
of  which  exceeds  thirty-five  feet,  excepting  all  buildings  for  which  specifications  and 
plans  have  been  heretofore  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  (Department  of  Build- 
ings) proper  public  authorities,  and  every  other  building  the  height  of  which  ex- 
ceeds seventy-five  feet  (,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,)  shall  be  built  fire- 
proof; that  is  to  say  (,) : (they)  They  shall  be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick,  stone, 
Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in  which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall 
not  be  placed  (,  and  in  which  the  oors  and  roofs  shall  be  of  materials  provided  for 
in  section  106  of  this  Code).  The  stairs  and  staircase  landings  shall  be  built  entirely 
of  brick,  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  wood  work  or  other 
inflamable  material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or  ceilings  in  any 
such  (fireproof)  buildings,  excepting,  however,  (that  when  the  height  of  the  build- 
ing does  not  exceed  twelve  stories  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet)  the 
doors  and  windows  and  their  frames  (,  the)  and  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish 
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when  filled  solid  at  the  back  with  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers 
directly  thereunder,  may  be  of  wood  (,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be 
solidly  filled  with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  under  side  of  the  floor 
boards.  When  the  height  of  a fireproof  building  exceeds  twelve  stories,  or  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  the  floor  surfaces  shall  be  of  stone,  cement,  rock, 
asphalt,  tiling  or  similar  incombustible  material,  or  the  sleepers  and  floors  may  be 
of  wood)  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings,  or  other 
public  authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fire- 
proof (.  All  outside  window  frames  and  sash  shall  be  of  metal)  or  of  wood  covered 
with  metal,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  fireproof 
materials  and  extend  up  to  the  under  side  of  the  floor  boards.  (The  inside  window 
frames  and  sash,  doors,  trim  and  other  interior  finish  may  be  of  wood  covered  with 
metal,  or  of  wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings,  to 
render  the  same  fireproof.) 

All  hall  partitions  or  permanent  partitions  between  rooms  in  fireproof  buildings 
shall  be  built  of  fireproof  material  and  shall  not  be  started  on  wood  sills,  nor  on  wood 
floor  boards,  but  be  built  upon  the  fireproof  construction  of  the  floor  and  extend  to 
the  fireproof  beam  filling  above.  The  tops  of  all  door  and  window  opening^  in  such 
partitions  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  below  the  ceiling  line.

No.  309. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred  on  March  8,  1904  (Minutes, 
page  808),  the  annexed  ordinance  in  favor  of  amending  section  109  of  the  Building 
Code,  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subjett,  they  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance 
be  amended  as  follows:  By  striking  therefrom,  in  the  8th,  9th  and  10th  lines  the 
words:  “No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code,  is  not  in  actual 
use  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and  ” and  by  striking  therefrom,  in  the  5th 
line  of  section  2,  the  words  and  figures  “and  on  or  before  January  1,  1904”;  also  by 
inserting  in  the  4th  line  of  section  2,  between  the  words  “ purposes  ” and  “ for/* 
the  words  “ now  erected  or.” 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  ordinance,  as  so  amended,  be  adopted. 
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AN  ORDINANCE  to  Amend  Section  One  Hundred  and  Nine  of  the  Building  Code. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  nine  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

Section  109.  Theatres  and  Places  of  Public  Amusement. — Every  theatre  or  opera 
house,  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for 
public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  hereafter  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  more 
than  three  hundred  persons  shall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. [No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code  is  not  in  actual  use 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and]  no  building  hereafter  erected  not  in  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  shall  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,, 
or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  made  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  And  no  building  hereinbefore  described  shall 
be  opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments 
of  any  kind,  until  the  Department  of  Buildings  and  the  Fire  Commissioner  shall  have 
approved  the  same  in  writing  as  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  Every 
such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the  street,  and  in  such  front  there  shall 
be  suitable  means  of  entrance  and  exit  for  the  audience,  not  less  than  twenty-five 
feet  in  width.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits  on  the  street  there  shall 
be  reserved  for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency  an  open  court  or  space  in  the  rear  and 
on  the  side  not  bordering  on  the  street,  where  said  building  is  located  on  a corner  lot ; 
and  in  the  rear  and  on  both  sides  of  said  building,  where  there  is  but  one  frontage  on 
the  street  as  hereinafter  provided-  The  width  of  such  open  court  or  courts  shall  be 
not  less  than  (seven)  ten  feet  where  the  seating  capacity  is  not  over  one  thousand 
people,  above  one  thousand  and  not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people  (eight)  twelve 
feet  in  width,  and  above  eighteen  hundred  people  (ten)  fourteen  feet  in  width.  Said 
open  court  or  courts  shall  (begin  on  a line  with  or  near  the  proscenium  wall,  and  shall 
extend  the  length  of  the  auditorium  proper  to  or  near  the  wall  separating  the  same 
from  the  entrance  lobby  or  vestibule)  extend  the  full  length  and  height  of  the  building 
and  across  on  each  side  and  rear  thereof  where  its  sides  or  side  does  not  abut  on  a 
street  or  alley,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  width  at  all  points,  and  exits  hereafter  specified 
shall  lead  into  such  open  courts.  (A  separate  and  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to 
the  street  from  each  open  court  through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the 
street  side  of  the  auditorium,  with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fireproof  materials  on 
each  side  the  entire  length  of  said  corridor  or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors 
shall  be  fireproof.  Said  corridor  or  corridors  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width  to  more 
Chan  three  feet  less  than  the  width  of  the  open  court  or  courts,  and 
there  shall  be  no  projection  in  the  same;  the  outer  openings  to 

be  provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening  toward  the  street.)  Dur- 

ing the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corridors  shall  be  kept 
open  by  proper  fastenings;  at  other  times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by  mov- 
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able  bolts  or  locks.  The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not  be  used  for  storage 
purposes,  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and  to 
the  auditorium  and  stage,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during  performances. 
The  level  of  said  corridors  at  the  front  entrance  to  the  building  shall  be  not  greater 
than  one  step  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk  where  they  begin  at  the  street  en- 
trance. The  entrance  of  the  main  front  of  the  building  shall  be  not  on  a higher 
level  from  the  sidewalk  than  four  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Buildings.  To  overcome  any  difference  of  level  in  and  between  courts,  corridors, 
lobbies,  passages  and  aisles  on  the  ground  floor,  gradients  shall  be  employed 
•of  not  over  one  foot  in  twelve  feet,  with  no  perpendicular  rises.  From  the  audi- 
torium opening  into  the  said  open  courts  or  on  the  side  street,  there  shall  be  not 
less  than  two  exits  on  each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  including  the  parquet  and 
each  and  every  gallery.  Each  exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  in  the  clear 
and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or  wood;  if  of  wood,  the  doors  shall  be  constructed 
as  hereinbefore  in  this  code  described.  All  of  said  doors  shall  open  outwardly, 
and  shall  be  fastened  with  movable  bolts,  the  bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  during  per- 
formances. There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than  (four)  six  feet  in  width  in  the 
'.said  open  court  or  courts  at  each  level  or  tier  above  the  parquet,  on  each  side  of 
the  auditorium,  of  sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits,  and  from  said  bal- 
conies there  shall  be  staircases  extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a rise  of  not 
over  eight  and  one-half  inches  to  a step  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread,  ex- 
clusive of  the  nosing.  The  staircase  from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below 
shall  be  not  less  than  (thirty-six)  forty-eight  inches  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from 
the  first  balcony  to  the  ground  (three)  four  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  where  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  auditorium  is  for  one  thousand  people  or  less  (three  feet 
and  six  inches)  four  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  one  thousand  and 
not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people,  and  five  feet  in  the  clear  where  above 
•eighteen  hundred  people  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  people,  and  not 
over  five  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  twenty-five  hundred  people.  All 
the  before-mentioned  balconies  and  staircases  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  through- 
out, including  the  floors,  and  of  ample  strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  be  carried 
by  them,  and  they  shall  be  covered  with  a metal  hood  or  awning,  to  be  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  Where  one 
side  of  the  building  borders  on  the  street,  there  shall  be  balconies  and  staircases 
of  like  capacity  and  kind,  as  before  mentioned,  carried  to  the  ground.  When 
located  on  a corner  lot,  that  portion  of  the  premises  bordering  on  the  side  street 
and  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  theatre  may,  if  such  portion  be  not  more  than 
twenty-five  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  provided  the  walls 
separating  this  portion  from  the  theatre  proper  are  carried  up  solidly  to  and 
through  the  roof,  and  that  a fireproof  exit  is  provided  for  the  theatre  on  each  tier, 
equal  to  the  combined  width  of  exits  opening  on  opposite  sides  in  each  tier,  com- 
municating with  balconies  and  staircases  leading  to  the  street  in  manner  provided 
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elsewhere  in  this  section ; said  exit  passages  shall  be  entirely  cut  off  by  brick  walls 
from  said  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  and  the  floors  and  ceilings  in  each  tier  shall 
be  fireproof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a roof  garden,  art  gallery  or 
rooms  for  similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a theatre  or  public  building,  provided 
the  floor  of  the  same  forming  the  roof  over  such  theatre  or  building  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron  or  steel  and  fireproof  materials,  and  that  said  floor  shall  have  no 

covering  boards  or  sleepers  of  wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over 

said  garden  or  rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of  iron  or  steel,  and  be  cov- 
ered with  glass  or  fireproof  materials,  or  both,  but  no  such  roof  garden,  art  gallery 
or  room  for  any  public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above  that  portion  of  any 
theatre  or  other  building  which  is  used  as  a stage.  No  workshop,  storage  or  general 
property  room  shall  be  allowed  above  the  auditorium  or  stage,  or  under  the  same,  or 
in  any  of  the  fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms  or  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear 
or  at  the  side  of  the  stage,  but  in  such  cases  they  shall  be  separated  from  the  stage 
by  a brick  wall,  and  the  openings  leading  into  said  portions  shall  have  fireproof  doors 

on  each  side  of  the  openings,  hung  to  iron  eyes  built  into  the  wall.  No  portion  of 

any  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical 
or  other  purposes  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  occupied  or  used  as  a hotel, 
boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory,  workshop  or  manufactory,  or  for  storage  purposes, 
except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially  provided  for.  Said  restriction  relates  not  only 
to  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  but  ap- 
plies also  to  the  entire  structure  in  conjunction  therewith.  No  store  or  room  contained 
in  the  building,  or  the  offices,  stores  or  apartments  adjoining,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
let  or  used  for  carrying  on  any  business,  dealing  and  articles  designated  as  specially 
hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  or  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  No  lodging  accommodations  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part 
of  the  building  communicating  with  the  auditorium.  Interior  walls  built  of  fire- 
proofing materials  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  entrance  vestibule,  and  from 
any  room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  lobbies,  corridors,  refreshment  or  other 
rooms.  All  staircases  for  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  inclosed  with  walls  of 
brick,  or  of  fireproof  materials  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  in  the 
stories  through  which  they  pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier 
shall  be  the  full  width  of  said  staircase.  No  door  shall  open  immediately  upon  a flight 
of  stairs,  but  a landing  at  least  the  width  of  the  door  shall  be  provided  between  such 
stairs  and  such  door.  A firewall,  built  of  brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  ' 
the  stage.  The  same  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  stage  roof, 
or  the  auditorium  roof,  if  the  latter  be  the  higher,  and  shall  be  coped. 
Above  the  proscenium  openings  there  shall  be  an  iron  girder  of  sufficient 
strength  to  safely  support  the  load  above,  and  the  same  shall  be  covered  with  fire- 
proof materials  to  protect  it  from  the  heat.  Should  there  be  constructed  an  orchestra 
over  the  stage,  above  the  proscenium  opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on 
the  auditorium  side  of  the  proscenium  fire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from  the 
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auditorium  side  of  said  wall.  The  moulded  frame  around  the  proscenium 
opening  shall  be  formed  entirely  of  fire-proof  materials;  if  metal  be  used,  the  metal 
shall  be  filled  in  solid  with  non-combustible  material  and  securely  anchored  to  the 
wall  with  iron.  The  proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a fire-proof  metal 
curtain,  or  a curtain  of  asbestos  or  other  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Buildings,  sliding  at  each  end  within  iron  grooves,  securely  fastened  to  the 
brick  wall  and  extending  into  such  grooves  to  a depth  not  less  than  six  inches 
on  each  side  of  the  opening.  Said  fire-proof  curtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  performance  and  lowered  at  the  close  of  said  performance,  and 
be  operated  by  approved  machinery  for  that  purpose.  The  proscenium  curtains 
shall  be  placed  at  least  three  feet  distant  from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point. 
No  doorway  or  opening  through  the  proscenium  wall,  from  the  auditorium,  shall  be 
allowed  above  the  level  of  the  first  floor,  and  such  first  floor  openings  shall  have 
fire-proof  doors  on  each  face  of  the  wall,  and  the  doors  shall  be  hung  so  as  to  be 
opened  from  either  side  at  all  times.  There  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  metal 
skylights  of  an  area  or  combined  area  of  at  least  one-eighth  the  area  of  said  stage, 
fitted  up  with  sliding  sash  and  glazed  with  double  thick  sheet  glass  not  exceeding 
one-twelfth  of  an  inch  thick,  and  each  pane  thereof  measuring  not  less  than  300 
square  inches,  and  the  whole  of  which  sky-light  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
open  instantly  on  the  cutting  or  burning  of  a hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged 
to  hold  said  sky-lights  closed,  or  some  other  equally  simple  approved  device  for 
opening  them  may  be  provided.  Immediately  underneath  the  glass  of  said  sky-lights 
there  shall  be  wire  netting,  but  wire  glass  shall  not  be  used  in  lieu  of  this  requirement. 
All  that  portion  of  the  stage  not  comprised  in  the  working  of  scenery,  traps  and 
other  mechanical  apparatus  for  the  presentation  of  a scene,  usually  equal  to  the  width 
of  the  proscenium  opening,  shall  be  built  of  iron  or  steel  beams  filled  in  between 
with  fire-proof  material,  and  all  girders  for  the  support  of  said  beams  shall  be  of 
wrought  iron  or  rolled  steel.  The  fly  galleries  entire,  including  pin  rails,  shall  be 
constructed  of  iron  or  steel,  and  the  floors  of  said  galleries  shall  be  composed  of 
iron  or  steel  beams,  filled  with  fire-proof  materials,  and  no  wood  boards  or 
sleepers  shall  be  used  as  covering  over  beams,  but  the  said  floors  shall  be  entirely 
fire-proof.  The  rigging  loft  shall  be  fire-proof.  All  stage  scenery,  curtains  and 
decorations  made  of  combustible  material,  and  all  woodwork  on  or  about  the 
stage  shall  be  painted  or  saturated  with  some  non-combustible  material,  or  otherwise 
rendered  safe  against  fire,  and  the 'finishing  coats  of  paint  applied  to  all  wood  work 
through  the  entire  building  shall  be  of  such  kind  as  will  resist  fire  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Department  of  Buildings.  The  roof  over  the  auditorium  and  the  entire  main 
floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  also  the  entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the 
front  superstructure  over  the  entrance,  lobby  and  corridors,  and  all  galleries  and  sup- 
ports for  the  same  in  the  auditorium  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  and  fire- 
proof materials,  not  excluding  the  use  of  wood  floorboards  and  necessary  sleepers 
to  fasten  the  same  to,  but  such  sleepers  shall  not  mean  timbers  of  support,  and  the 
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space  between  the  sleepers,  excepting  a portion  under  the  stepping  in  the  galleries, 
which  shall  be  properly  fire-stopped,  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  incombustible  mate- 
rial up  to  under  side  of  the  floor  boards.  The  fronts  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed 
of  fireproof  materials,  except  the  capping,  which  may  be  made  of  wood.  The  ceiling 
under  each  gallery  shall  be  entirely  formed  of  fireproof  materials.  The  ceiling  of 
the  auditorium  shall  be  formed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  lathing,  whenever  used, 
shall  be  of  wire  or  other  metal.  The  partitions  in  that  portion  of  the  building  which 
contains  the  auditorium,  the  entrance  and  vestibule  and  every  room  and  passage 
devoted  to  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials,  includ- 
ing the  furring  of  outside  or  other  walls.  None  of  the  walls  or  ceilings  shall  be 
covered  with  wood  sheathing,  canvas  or  any  combustible  material.  But  this  shall  not 
exclude  the  use  of  wood  wainscoting  to  a height  not  to  exceed  six  feet,  which  shall 
be  filled  in  solid  between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  with  fireproof  materials. 
The  walls  separating  the  actors’  dressing  rooms  from  the  stage  and  the  partitions 
dividing  the  dressing  rooms,  together  with  the  partitions  of  every  passageway  from 
the  same  to  the  stage,  and  all  other  partitions  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  con- 
structed of  fireproof  material  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  All  doors 
in  any  of  said  partitions  shall  be  fireproof.  All  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and 
every  dressing  room,  property  room  or  other  storage  rooms  shall  be  constructed  of 
metal,  slate  or  some  fireproof  material.  Dressing  rooms  may  be  placed  in  the  fly 
galleries  provided  that  proper  exits  are  secured  therefrom  to  the  fire  escapes  in  the 
open  courts,  and  that  the  partitions  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  dressing  rooms 
shall  conform  to  the  requirements  herein  contained,  but  the  stairs  leading  to  the 
same  shall  be  fireproof.  All  dressing  rooms  shall  have  an  independent  exit  leading 
directly  into  a court  or  street,  and  shall  be  ventilated  by  windows  in  the  external 
walls;  and  no  dressing  room  shall  be  (more  than  one  story)  below  the  street  level. 
All  windows  shall  be  arranged  to  open,  and  none  of  the  windows  in  outside  walls 
shall  have  fixed  sashes,  iron  grills  or  bars.  All  seats  in  the  auditorium,  excepting 
those  contained  in  boxes,  shall  be  not  less  than  thirty-two  inches  from 
back  to  back,  measured  in  a horizontal  direction,  and  firmly  secured  to 
the  floor.  No  seat  in  the  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  six  seats 
intervening  between  it  and  an  aisle  on  either  side.  No  stool  or  seat 
shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle.  All  platforms  in  galleries  formed  to  receive  the 
seats  shall  not  be  more  than  21  inches  in  height  of  riser,  nor  less  than  32  inches  in 
width  of  platform.  All  aisles  on  the  respective  floors  in  the  auditorium  (having 
seats  on  both  sides  of  same)  shall  be  riot  less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin, 
and  shall  be  increased  in  width  towards  the  exits  in  a ratio  of  one  and  one-half 
inches  to  five  running  feet.  (Aisles  having  seats  on  one  side  only  shall  be  not  less 
than  two  feet  wide  at  their  beginning  and  increased  in  width  the  same  as  aisles  hav- 
ing seats  on  both  sides.)  The  (aggregate  capacity  of  the)  foyers,  lobbies,  corridors, 
passages  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  audience,  not  including  aisles  spaced  between 
seats,  shall  (on  each  floor  or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the  entire  number  to 
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be  accommodated  on  said  floor  or  gallery,  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
superficial  feet  of  floor  room  for  every  one  hundred  persons)  on  the  first  or  main 
floor  where  the  seating  capacity  exceeds  500  or  more,  be  at  least  16  feet  clear,  back 
of  the  last  row  of  seats,  and  on  each  balcony  or  gallery  at  least  12  feet  clear  of  the 
last  row  of  seats.  Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  employed  instead  of  steps 
where  possible  to  overcome  slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  cor- 
ridors and  passages.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hundred  persons  shall  have 
at  least  two  exits;  when  accommodating  five  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exits 
shall  be  provided;  these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open  court 
at  the  side  of  the  theatre.  Doorways  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the  public 
shall  be  not  less  that  five  feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons 
or  portions  thereof  to  be  accommodated,  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an  aggregate  of 
twenty  inches  additional  exit  width  must  be  allowed.  All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance 
shall  open  outwardly  and  be  hung  to  swing  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  become  an 
obstruction  in  a passage  or  corridor,  and  no  such  doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked 
during  any  representation,  or  when  the  building  is  open  to  the  public.  Distinct  ana 
separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided  for  each  gallery  above  the 
first.  A common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the  main  floor  of  the 
auditorium  and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to  the  aggregate 
capacity  of  the  outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  No  passage  lead- 
ing to  any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit  shall  be  less  than  four 
feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof.  All  stairs  within  the  building  shall  be  constructed 
of  fireproof  material  throughout.  Stairs  from  balconies  and  galleries  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  basement  or  cellar.  All  stairs  shall  have  treads  of  uniform 
width  and  risers  of  uniform  height  throughout  in  each  flight.  Stairways  serving 
for  the  exit  of  fifty  people  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  wide  between  railings  or  be- 
tween walls,  and  for  every  additional  fifty  people  to  be  accommodated  six  inches 
must  be  added  to  their  width.  The  width  of  all  stairs  shall  be  measured  in  the  clear 
between  hand  rails.  In  no  case  shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a 
half  inches  in  height,  nor  shall  the  treads,  exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less 
than  ten  and  one-half  inches  wide  in  straight  stairs.  No  circular  or 

winding  stairs  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  permitted.  Where 
the  seating  capacity  is  for  more  than  one  thousand  people,  there  shall  be  at  least 
two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  provided  for  each  gallery 
in  the  auditorium,  where  there  are  not  more  than  two  galleries,  and  the  same  shall 
be  located  on  opposite  sides  of  said  galleries.  Where  there  are  more  than  two 
galleries  one  or  more  additional  staircases  shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which 
shall  communicate  directly  with  the  principal  exit  or  other  exterior  outlets.  All 
said  staircases  shall  be  of  width  proportionate  to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere 
herein  prescribed.  Where  the  seating  capacity  is  for  one  thousand  people,  or  less, 
two  direct  lines  of  staircases  only  shall  be  required,  located  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  galleries,  and  in  both  cases  shall  extend  from  the  sidewalk  level  to  the  upper 
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gallery,  with  outlets  from  each  gallery  to  each  of  said  staircases.  At  least  two  in- 
dependent staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall  also  be  provided  for  the 
service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  sides  of  the  same.  All  in- 
side stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium  shall  be  inclosed  on 
both  sides  with  walls  of  fireproof  materials.  Stairs  leading  to  the  first  or  lower 
gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  constructed  as 
herein  provided  for  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  main  floor 
of  the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on 
both  sides.  When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a landing  of  the 
full  width  of  both  flights,  without  any  steps,  shall  be  provided.  The  outer  line  of 
landings  shall  be  curved  to  a radius  of  not  less  than  two  feet,  to  avoid  square  angles. 
Stairs  turning  at  an  angle  shall  have  a proper  landing  without  winders  introduced 
at  said  turn.  In  stairs,  when  two  side  flights  connect  with  one  main  flight,  no 
winders  shall  be  introduced,  and  the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the  side  flights.  All  stairs  shall  have  proper  land- 
ings introduced  at  convenient  distances.  All  inclosed  staircases  shall  have,  on  both 
sides,  strong  hand-rails  firmly  secured  to  the  wall  about  three  inches  distant  there- 
from and  about  three  feet  above  the  stairs,  but  said  hand-rails  shall  not  run  on  level 
platforms  and  landings  where  the  same  is  more  in  length  than  the  width  of  the 
stairs.  All  staircases  eight  feet  and  over  in  width  shall  be  provided  with  a centre 
hand-rail  of  metal,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  placed  at  a height  of  about 
three  feet  above  the  centre  of  the  treads,  and  supported  on  wrought  metal  or  brass 
standards  of  sufficient  strength,  placed  not  nearer  than  four  feet  nor  more  than  six 
feet  apart,  and  securely  bolted  to  the  treads  or  risers  of  stairs,  or  both,  and  at  the 
head  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  on  each  landing,  the  post  or  standard  shall  be  at  least 
six  feet  in  height,  to  which  the  rail  shall  be  secured.  Every  steam  boiler 
which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other  purposes  shall  be  located 

outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  in- 
closed by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such  space 

shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have 
fireproof  doors.  No  floor  register  for  heating  shall  be  permitted.  No  coil  or 

radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  used  as  an  exit,,  but  all  said 

coils  and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  partition  to 
receive  the  same.  All  supply,  return  or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased 
and  protected  where  passing  through  floors  or  near  woodwork.  Standpipes  four 
inches  in  diameter  shall  be  provided  with  hose  attachments  on  every  floor  and 
gallery,  as  follows,  namely:  One  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier,  alsa 
on  each  side  of  the  stage  in  each  tier,  and  at  least  one  in  the  property  room  and 
one  in  the  carpenter’s  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to  the  building.  All  such 
stand  pipes  shall  be  kept  clear  from  obstruction.  Said  stand  pipes  shall  be  separate 
and  distinct,  receiving  their  supply  of  water  direct  from  the  power  pump  or  pumps,, 
and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall 
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be  kept  constantly  .filled  with  water  by  means  of  an  automatic  power  pump  or 
pumps,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all  the  lines  of  hose  when  operated  simul- 
taneously, and  said  pump  or  pumps  shall  be  supplied  from  the  street  main  and  be 
ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times  during  a performance  in  said  building.  In 
■addition  to  the  requirements  contained  in  this  section,  the  standpipes  shall  also 
conform  to  the  requirements  contained  in  section  102  of  this  Code.  A separate  and 
distinct  system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  with  fusible  plugs,  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  Buildings,  supplied  with  water  from  a tank  located  on  the  roof  over 
the  stage  and  not  connected  in  any  manner  with  the  standpipes,  shall  be  placed 
each  side  of  the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceiling  or  roof  over  the  stage  at 
such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot  of  stage  surface  when  said  sprink- 
lers are  in  operation.  Automatic  sprinklers  shall  also  be  placed,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, in  the  dressing  rooms,  under  the  stage  and  in  the  carpenter  shop,  paint 
rooms,  store  rooms  and  property  room.  A proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two 
and  one-half  inch  hose,  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  fitted  with  the 
regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto, 
and  with  hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be  kept  attached  to  each  hose 
attachment  as  the  Fire  Commissioner  may  direct.  There  shall  also  be  kept  in 
readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the  stage,  at  least  four  casks  full  of  water,  and  two 
buckets  to  each  cask.  Said  casks  and  buckets  shall  be  painted  red.  There  shall  also 
be  provided  hand  pumps  or  other  portable  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  and  at  least 
four  axes  and  two  twenty-five-foot  hooks,  two  fifteen-foot  hooks,  and  two  ten-foot 
hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage.  Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to 
the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the  public,  also  all  outlets  leading  to  the  streets  and 
including  the  open  courts  and  corridors,  shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted 
during  every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  remain  lighted  until  the  entire  au- 
dience has  left  the  premises.  All  gas  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corri- 
dors, lobby  or  any  other  part  of  said  buildings  used  by  the  audience,  except  the  audi- 
torium, must  be  controlled  by  a separate  shut-off,  located  in  the  lobby,  and  controlled 
only  in  that  particular  place.  Gas  mains  supplying  the  building  shall  have  independent 
-connections  for  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,,  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  shutting 
off  the  gas  frqm  the  outside  of  the  building.  When  interior  gas  lights  are  not  lighted 
by  electricity  other  suitable  appliances,  to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings, 
•shall  be  provided.  All  suspended  or  bracket  lights  surrounded  by  glass  in  the  audi- 
torium, or  in  any  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public,  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  wire-netting  underneath.  No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  inserted  in  the  walls, 
woodwork,  ceilings,  or  in  any  part  of  the  building,  unless  protected  by  fireproof  mate- 
rials. All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors  in  said  buildings,  and  wherever  deemed 
■necessary  by  the  Department  of  Buildines,  shall  be  protected  with  proper  wire  network. 
The  footlights,  in  addition  to  the  wire  network,  shall  be  protected  with  a strong  wire 
guard  and  chain,  placed  not  less  than  two  feet  distant  from  said  footlights,  and  thev 
trough  containing  said  footlights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fireproof  mate- 
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rials.  All  border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best  known  methods,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Buildings,  and  shall  be  suspended  for 
ten  feet  by  wire  rope.  All  ducts  or  shafts  used  for  conducting  heated  air  from  the 
main  chandelier,  or  from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  and 
made  double,  with  an  air  space  between.  All  stage  lights  shall  have  strong  metal  wire 
guards  or  screens,  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter,  so  constructed  that  any  mate- 
rial in  contact  therewith  shall  be  out  of  reach  of  the  flames  of  said  stage  lights  and 
must  be  soldered  to  the  fixture  in  all  cases-  The  standpipes,  gaspipes,  electric  wires, 
hose,  footlights,  and  all  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fire  or  guarding  against  the 
same,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  in  charge  and  under  control  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, and  the  Commissioner  of  said  Department  is  hereby  directed  to  see  that  the 
arrangements  in  respect  thereto  are  carried  out  and  enforced.  A diagram  or  plan  of 
each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the  exits  therefrom,  each  occupying  a 
space  not  less  than  fifteen  square  inches,  shall  be  printed  in  black  lines  in  a legible 
manner  on  the  programme  of  the  performance.  Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same 
on  the  inside  the  word  “Exit”  painted  in  legible  letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean 
or  made  to  apply  to  any  theatre,  opera  house  or  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  now  erected  or  for  which  plans  have  heretofore  (and  on 
or  before  January  1,  1904)  been  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings. 

Section  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  Committee  on  Buildings,  to  which  was  recommitted  on  April  13,  1904  (Min- 
utes, page  139),  the  annexed  resolution  and  ordinance  to  amend  section  109  of  the 
Building  Code,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  therefore  recommend  that  the  annexed 
substitute  ordinance  be  adopted. 

SUBSTITUTE  REPORT. 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  Amend  Section  One  Hundred  and  Nine  of  the  Building  Code. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  nine  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 
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Section  109.  Theatres  and  Places  of  Public  Amusement. — Every  theatre  or  opera 
house,  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for 
public  entertainment  of  any  kind,  hereafter  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  more 
than  three  hundred  persons  shall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code  is  not  in  actual  use 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and  no  building  hereafter  erected  not  in  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  shall  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes, 
or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  made  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  And  no  building  hereinbefore  described  shall 
be  opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments 
of  any  kind,  until  the  Department  of  Buildings  and  the  Fire  Commissioner  shall  have 
approved  the  same  in  writing  as  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  Every 
such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the  street,  and  in. such  front  there  shall 
be  suitable  means  of  entrance  and  exit  for  the  audience,  not  less  than  twenty-five 
feet  in  width.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits  on  the  street  there  shall 
be  reserved  for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency  an  open  court  or  space  in  the  rear  and 
on  the  side  not  bordering  on  the  street,  where  said  building  is  located  on  a corner  lot; 
and  in  the  rear  and  on  both  sides  of  said  building,  where  there  is  but  one  frontage  on 
the  street  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  width  of  such  open  court  or  courts  shall  be 
not  less  than  (seven)  ten  feet  where,  the  seating  capacity  is  not  over  one  thousand 
people,  above  one  thousand  and  not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people  (eight)  twelve 
feet  in  width,  and  above  eighteen  hundred  people  (ten)  fourteen  feet  in  width.  Said 
open  court  or  courts  shall  (begin  on  a line  with  or  near  the  proscenium  wall,  and  shall 
extend  the  length  of-  the  auditorium  proper  to  or  near  the  wall  separating  the  same 
from  the  entrance  lobby  or  vestibule)  extend  the  full  length  and  height  of  the  building 
and  across  on  each  side  and  rear  thereof  where  its  sides  or  side  does  not  abut  on  a 
street  or  alley,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  width  at  all  points,  and  exits  hereafter  specified 
shall  lead  into  such  open  courts.  (A  separate  and  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to 
the  street  from  each  open  court  through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the 
street  side  of  the  auditorium,  with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fireproof  materials  on 
each  side  the  entire  length  of  said  corridor  or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors  shall 
be  fireproof.  Said  corridor  or  corridors  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width  to  more  than 
three  feet  less  than  the  width  of  the  open  court  or  courts,  and  there  shall  be  no  pro- 
jection in  the  same;  the  outer  openings  to  be  provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening 
toward  the  street.)  During  the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corridors  shall 
be  kept  open  by  proper  fastenings ; at  other  times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by 
movable  bolts  or  blocks.  The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not  be  used  for 
storage  purposes,  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and 
to  the  auditorium  and  stage,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during  performances. 
The  level  of  said  corridors  at  the  front  entrance  to  the  building  shall  be  not  greater 
than  one  step  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk  where  they  begin  at  the  street  en- 
trance. The  entrance  of  the  main  front  of  the  building  shall  be  not  on  a higher 
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level  from  the  sidewalk  than  four  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Buildings.  To  overcome  any  difference  of  level  in  and  between  courts,  corridors, 
lobbies,  passages  and  aisles  on  the  ground  floor,  gradients  shall  be  employed  of  not  over 
one  foot  in  twelve  feet,  with  no  perpendicular  rises.  From  the  auditorium  opening 
into  the  said  open  courts  or  on  the  side  street,  there  shall  be  not  less  than  two  exits  on 
each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  including  the  parquet  and  each  and  every  gallery.  Each 
exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or 
wood ; if  of  wood,  the  doors  shall  be  constructed  as  hereinbefore  in  this  code  described. 
All  of  said  doors  shall  open  outwardly,  and  shall  be  fastened  with  movable  bolts,  the 
bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  during  performances.  There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than 
(four)  six  feet  in  width  in  the  said  open  court  or  courts  at  each  level  or  tier  above  the 
parquet,  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium,  of  sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits, 
and  from  said  balconies  there  shall  be  staircases  extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a 
rise  of  not  over  eight  and  one-half  inches  to  a step  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread, 
exclusive  of  the  nosing.  The  staircase  from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below  shall 
be  not  less  than  (thirty-six)  forty-eight  inches  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from  the  first 
balcony  to  the  ground  (three)  four  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  where  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  auditorium  is  for  one  thousand  people  or  less  (three  feet  and  six  inches)  four 
feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  one  thousand  and  not  more  than  eighteen  hun- 
dred people,  and  five  feet  in  the  clear  where  above  eighteen  hundred  people  and  not 
more  than  twenty-five  hundred  people,  and  not  over  five  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear 
where  above  twenty-five  hundred  people.  All  the  before-mentioned  balconies  and  stair- 
cases shall  be  constructed  of  iron  throughout,  including  the  floors,  and  of  ample 
strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  be  carried  by  them,  and  they  shall  be  covered  with  a 
metal  hood  or  awning,  to  be  constructed  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Buildings.  Where  one  side  of  the  building  borders  on  the  street,  there 
shall  be  balconies  and  staircases  of  like  capacity  and  kind,  as  before  mentioned,  carried 
to  the  ground.  When  located  on  a corner  lot,  that  portion  of  the  premises  bordering 
on  the  side  street  and  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  theatre  may,  if  such  portion  be 
not  more  than  twenty-five  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  pro- 
vided the  walls  separating  this  portion  from  the  theatre  proper  are  carried  up  solidly 
to  and  through  the  roof,  and -that  a fireproof  exit  is  provided  for  the  theatre  on  each 
tier,  equal  to  the  combined  width  of  exits  opening  on  opposite  sides  in  each  tier,  com- 
municating with  balconies  and  staircases  leading  to  the  street  in  manner  provided 
elsewhere  in  this  section;  said  exit  passages  shall  be  entirely  cut  off  by  brick  walls 
from  said  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  and  the  floors  and  ceilings  in  each  tier  shall 
be  fireproof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a roof  garden,  art  gallery  or 
rooms  for  similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a theatre  or  public  building,  provided 
the  floor  of  the  same  forming  the  roof  over  such  theatre  or  building  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron  or  steel  and  fireproof  materials,  and  that  said  floor  shall  have  no  cover- 
ing boards  or  sleepers  of  wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over  said  garden 
or  rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of  iron  or  steel,  and  be  covered  with  glass 
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or  fireproof  materials,  or  both,  but  no  such  roof  garden,  art  gallery  or  room  for  any 
public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above  that  portion  of  any  theatre  or  other 
building  which  is  used  as  a stage.  No  workshop,  storage  or  general  property  room 
shall  be  allowed  above  the  auditorium  or  stage,  or  under  the  same  or  in  any  of  the 
fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms  or  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side  of  the 
stage,  but  in  such  cases  they  shall  be  separated  from  the  stage  by  a brick  wall,  and  the 
openings  leading  into  said  portions  shall  have  fireproof  doors  on  each  side  of  the  open- 
ings, hung  to  iron  eyes  built  into  the  wall.  No  portion  of  any  building  hereafter  erected 
or  altered,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  other  purposes  as  in  this  section 
specified,  shall  be  occupied  or  used  as  a hotel,  boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory, 
workshop  or  manufactory,  or  for  storage  purposes,  except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially 
provided  for.  Said  restriction  relates  not  only  to  that  portion  of  the  building  which 
contains  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  but  applies  also  to  the  entire  structure  in  con- 
junction therewith.  No  store  or  room  contained  in  the  building,  or  the  offices,  stores  or 
apartments  adjoining,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  let  or  used  for  carrying  on  any  business, 
dealing  and  articles  designated  as  specially  hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  New 
York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  or  for  manufacturing  purposes.  No 
lodging  accommodations  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part  of  the  building  com- 
municating with  the  auditorium.  Interior  walls  built  of  fireproofing  nlaterials 
shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  entrance  vestibule,  and  from  any  room 
or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  lobbies,  corridors,  refreshment  or  other 
rooms.  All  staircases  for  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  inclosed  with  walls  of 
brick,  or  of  fireproof  materials  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  in  the 
stories  through  which  they  pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier 
shall  be  the  full  width  of  said  staircase.  No  door  shall  open  immediately  upon  a 
flight  of  stairs,  but  a landing  at  least  the  width  of  the  door  shall  be  provided  bet\veen 
such  stairs  and  such  door.  A firewall,  built  of  brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium 
from  the  stage.  The  same  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  stage  roof,  or 
the  auditorium  roof,  if  the  latter  be  the  higher,  and  shall  be  coped.  Above  the 
proscenium  opening  there  shall  be  an  iron  girder  or  sufficient  strength  to  safely 
support  the  load  above,  and  the  same  shall  be  covered  with  fire-proof  materials  to 
protect  it  from  the  heat.  Should  there  be  constructed  an  orchestra  over  the  stage, 
above  the  proscenium  opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on  the  auditorium 
side  of  the  proscenium  fire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from  the  auditorium  side 
of  said  wall.  The  moulded  frame  afiound  the  proscenium  opening  shall  be  formed 
entirely  of  fire-proof  materials;  if  metal  be  used,  the  metal  shall  be  filled  in  solid 
with  non-combustible  material  and  securely  anchored  to  the  wall  with  iron.  The 
proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a fire-proof  metal  curtain,  or  a curtain 
of  asbestos  or  other  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings, 
sliding  at  each  end  within  iron  grooves,  securely  fastened  to  the  brick  wall  and 
extending  into  such  grooves  to  a depth  not  less  than  six  inches  on  each  side 
of  the  opening.  Said  fire-proof  curtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  commencement  of  each 
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performance  and  lowered  at  the  close  of  said  performance,  and  be  operated  by  ap- 
proved machinery  for  that  purpose.  The  proscenium  curtains  shall  be  placed  at  least 
three  feet  distant  from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point.  No  doorway  or  opening 
through  the  proscenium  wall,  from  the  auditorium,  shall  be  allowed  above  the  level 
of  the  first  floor,  and  such  first  floor  openings  shall  have  fire-proof  doors  on  each  face 
of  the  wall,  and  the  doors  shall  be  hung  so  as  to  be  opened  from  either  side  at  all 
times.  There  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  metal  skylights  of  an  area  or  com- 
bined area  of  at  least  one-eighth  the  area  of  said  stage,  fitted  up  with  sliding  sash 
and  glazed  with  double  thick  sheet  glass  not  exceeding  one-twelfth  of  an  inch  thick, 
and  each  pane  thereof  measuring  not  less  than  300  square  inches,  and  the  whole  of 
which  skylight  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  open  instantly  on  the  cutting  or  burn- 
ing of  a hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged  to  hold  said  skylights  closed,  or  some 
other  equally  simple  approved  device  for  opening  them  may  be  provided.  Imme- 
diately underneath  the  glass  of  said  skylights  there  shall  be  wire  netting,  but  wire  glass 
shall  not  be  used  in  lieu  of  this  requirement.  All  that  portion  of  the  stage  not  com- 
prised in  the  working  of  scenery,  traps  and  other  mechanical  apparatus  for  the 
presentation  of  a scene,  usually  equal  to  the  width  of  the  proscenium  opening,  shall 
be  built  of  iron  or  steel  beams  filled  in  between  with  fire-proof  material,  and  all  gird- 
ers for  the  support  of  said  beams  shall  be  of  wrought  iron  or  rolled  steel.  The  fly 
galleries  entire,  including  pin  rails,  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel,  and  the  floors 
of  said  galleries  shall  be  composed  of  iron  or  steel  beams,  filled  with  fire-proof  ma- 
terials, and  no  wood  boards  or  sleepers  shall  be  used  as  covering  over  beams,  but 
the  said  floors  shall  be  entirely  fire-proof.  The  rigging  loft  shall  be  fire-proof.  All 
stage  scenery,  curtains  and  decorations  made  of  combustible  material,  and  all  wood- 
work on  or  about  the  stage  shall  be  painted  or  saturated  with  some  non-combustible 
material,  or  otherwise  rendered  safe  against  fire,  and  the  finishing  coats  of  paint 
applied  to  all  wood  work  through  the  entire  building  shall  be  of  such  kind  as  will 
resist  fire  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Buildings.  The  roof  over  the 
auditorium  and  the  entire  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  also  the 
entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the  front  superstructure  over  the  entrance,  lobby 
and  corridors,  and  all  galleries  and  supports  for  the  same  in  the  auditorium  shall 
be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  and  fire-proof  materials,  not  excluding  the  use  of 
wood  floorboards  and  necessary  sleepers  to  fasten  the  same  to,  but  such  sleepers 
shall  not  mean  timbers  of  support,  and  the  space  between  the  sleepers,  excepting  a 
portion  under  the  stepping  in  the  galleries,  which  shall  be  properly  fire-stopped, 
shall  be  solidly  filled  with  incombustible  material  up  to  under  side  of  the  floor 
boards.  The  fronts  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed  of  fire-proof  materials,  except 
the  capping,  which  may  be  made  of  wood.  The  ceiling  under  each  gallery  shall  be 
entirely  formed  of  fire-proof  materials.  The  ceiling  of  the  auditorium  shall  be 
formed  of  fire-proof  materials.  All  lathing,  whenever  used,  shall  be  of  wire  or 
other  metal.  The  partitions  in  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  audi- 
torium, the  entrance  and  vestibule  and  every  room  and  passage  devoted  to  the 
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use  of  the  audience  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  including  the  furring 
of  outside  or  other  walls.  None  of  the  walls  or  ceilings  shall  be  covered  with  wood 
sheathing,  canvas  or  any  combustible  material.  But  this  shall  not  exclude  the  use 
of  wood  wainscoting  to  a height  not  to  exceed  six  feet,  which  shall  be  filled  in  solid 
between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  with  fire-proof  materials.  The  walls  separating 
the  actors’  dressing  rooms  from  the  stage  and  the  partitions  dividing  the  dressing 
rooms,  together  with  the  partitions  of  every  passageway  from  the  same  to  the 
stage,  and  all  other  partitions  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  constructed  of  fire- 
proof material  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  All  doors  in  any  of  said 
partitions  shall  be  fireproof.  All  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and  every  dressing 
room,  property  room  or  other  storage  rooms  shall  be  constructed  of  metal,  slate  or 
some  fire-proof  material.  Dressing  rooms  may  be  placed  in  the  fly  galleries  pro- 
vided that  proper  exits  are  secured  therefrom  to  the  fire  escapes  in  the  open  courts, 
and  that  the  partitions  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  dressing  rooms  shall  con- 
form to  the  requirements  herein  contained,  but  the  stairs  leading  to  the  same  shall 
be  fireproof.  All  dressing  rooms  shall  have  an  independent  exit  leading  directly 
into  a court  or  street,  and  shall  be  ventilated  by  windows  in  the  external  walls;  and 
no  dressing  room  shall  be  (more  than  one  story)  below  the  street  level.  All  win- 
dows shall  be  arranged  to  open,  and  none  of  the  windows  in  outside  walls 
shall  have  fixed  sashes,  iron  grills  or  bars.  Ail  seats  in  the  auditorium,  excepting 
those  contained  in  boxes,  shall  be  not  less  than  thirty-two  inches  from 
back  to  back,  measured  in  a horizontal  direction,  and  firmly  secured  to 
the  floor.  No  seat  in  the  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  six  seats 
intervening  between  it  and  an  aisle  on  either  side.  No  stool  or  seat  shall  be  placed  in 
any  aisle.  All  platforms  in  galleries  formed  to  receive  the  seats  shall  not  be  more-than 
21  inches  in  height  of  riser,  nor  less  than  32  inches  in  width  of  platform.  All  aisles  on 
the  respective  floors  in  the  auditorium  (having  seats  on  both  sides  of  same)  shall  be  not 
less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin,  and  shall  be  increased  in  width  towards  the 
exits  in  a ratio  of  one  and  one-half  inches  to  five  running  feet.  (Aisles  having  seats  on 
one  side  only  shall  be  not  less  than  two  feet  wide  at  their  beginning  and  increased  in 
width  the  same  as  aisles  having  seats  on  both  sides.)  The  (aggregate  capacity  of  the) 
foyers,  lobbies,  corridors,  passages  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  audience,  not  including 
aisles  spaced  between  seats,  shall  (on  each  floor  or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the 
entire  number  to  be  accommodated  on  said  floor  or  gallery,  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  superficial  feet  of  floor  room/ for  every  one  hundred  persons)  on  the  first  or  main 
floor  where  the  seating  capacity  exceeds  5C0  or  more,  be  at  least  16  feet  clear,  back 
of  the  last  row  of  seats,  and  on  each  balcony  or  gallery  at  least  12  feet  clear  of- the 
last  row  of  seats.  Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  employed  instead  of  steps 
where  possible  to  overcome  slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  corridors  and 
passages.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hundred  persons  shall  have  at  least  two 
exits ; when  accommodating  five  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exits  shall  be  provided ; 
these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open  court  at  the  side  of  the 
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theatre.  Doorways  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  not  less  than 
five  feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons  or  portions  thereof  to  be 
accommodated,  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an  aggregate  of  twenty  inches  additional  exit 
width  must  be  allowed.  All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance  shall,  open  outwardly  and  be  hung 
to  swing  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  become  an  obstruction  in  a passage  or  corridor,  and 
no  such  doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked  during  any  representation,  or  when  the  building 
is  open  to  the  public.  Distinct  and  separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided 
for  each  gallery  above  the  first.  A common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the 
main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to  the 
aggregate  capacity  of  the  outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  No  passage 
leading  to  qpy  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit  shall  be  less  than 
four  feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof.  All  stairs  within  the  building  shall  be  constructed 
of  fireproof  material  throughout.  Stairs  from  balconies  and  galleries  shall  not  commu- 
nicate with  the  basement  or  cellar.  All  stairs  shall  have  treads  of  uniform  width  and 
risers  of  uniform  height  throughout  in  each  flight.  Stairways  serving  for  the  exit  of 
fifty  people  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  wide  between  railings  or  between  walls,  and  for 
every  additional  fifty  people  to  be  accommodated  six  inches  must  be  added  to  their  width. 
The  width  of  all  stairs  shall  be  measured  in  the  clear  between  hand-rails.  In  no  case 
shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a half  inches  in  height,  nor  shall  the 
treads,  exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less  than  ten  and  one-half  inches  wide  in  straight  stairs. 
No  circular  or  winding  stairs  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  permitted.  Where  the 
seating  capacity  is  for  more  than  one  thousand  people,  there  shall  be  at  least  two  inde- 
pendent staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  provided  for  each  gallery  in  the  audi- 
torium, where  there  are  not  more  than  two  galleries,  and  the  same  shall  be  located  on 
opposite  sides  of  said  galleries.  Where  there  are  more  than  two  galleries  one  or  more 
additional  staircases  shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which  shall  communicate  directly 
with  the  principal  exit  or  other  exterior  outlets.  All  said  staircases  shall  be  of  width 
proportionate  to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere  herein  prescribed.  Where  the  seat- 
ing capacity  is  for  one  thousand  people,  or  less,  two  direct  lines  of  staircases  only  shall 
be  required,  located  on  opposite  sides  of  the  galleries,  and  in  both  cases  shall  extend 
from  the  sidewalk  level  to  the  upper  gallery,  with  outlets  from  each  gallery  to  each  of 
said  staircases.  At  least  two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall 
also  be  provided  for  the  service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  sides  of 
the  same.  All  inside  stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium  shall  be 
inclosed  on  both  sides  with  walls  of  fireproof  materials.  Stairs  leading  to  the  first  or 
lower  gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  constructed  as 
herein  provided  for  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  main  floor  of 
the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on  both 
sides.  When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a landing  of  the  full  width 
of  both  flights,  without  any  steps,  shall  be  provided.  The  outer  line  of  landings  shall  be 
curved  to  a radius  of  not  less  than  two  feet,  to  avoid  square  angles.  Stairs  turning  at 
an  angle  shall  have  a proper  landing  without  winders  introduced  at  said  turn.  In  stairs. 
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when  two  side  flights  connect  with  one  main  flight,  no  winders  shall  be  introduced,  and 
the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the  side 
flights.  All  stairs  shall  have  proper  landings  introduced  at  convenient  distances.  All 
inclosed  staircases  shall  have,  on  both  sides,  strong  hand-rails  firmly  secured  to  the 
wall  about  three  inches  distant  therefrom  and  about  three  feet  above  the  stairs,  but 
said  hand-rails  shall  not  run  on  level  platforms  and  landings  where  the  same  is  more 
in  length  than  the  width  of  the  stairs.  All  staircases  eight  feet  and  over  in  width 
shall  be  provided  with  a centre  hand-rail  of  metal,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter, 
placed  at  a height  of  about  three  feet  above  the  centre  of  the  treads,  and  supported 
on  wrought  metal  or  brass  standards  of  sufficient  strength,  placed  not  nearer  than 
four  feet  nor  more  than  six  feet  apart,  and  securely  bolted  to  the  treads  or  risers  of 
stairs,  or  both,  and  at  the  head  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  on  each  landing,  the  post  or 
standard  shall  be  at  least  six  feet  in  height,  to  which  the  rail  shall  be  secured.  Every 
steam  boiler  which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other  purposes  shall 
be  located  outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same 
shall  be  inclosed  by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such 
space  shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have 
fireproof  doors.  No  floor  register  for  heating  shall  be  permitted.  No  coil  or 
radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  used  as  an  exit,  but  all  said  coils 
and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  partition  to  receive 
the  same.  All  supply,  return  or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased 

and  protected  where  passing  through  floors  or  near  woodwork.  Standpipes  four 
inches  in  diameter  shall  be  provided  with  hose  attachments  on  every  floor  and 
gallery  as  follows,  namely:  One  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier,  also 

on  each  side  of  the  stage  in  each  tier,  and  at  least  onb  in  the  property  room  and 
one  in  the  carpenter’s  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to  the  building.  All  such 
stand  pipes  shall  be  kept  clear  from  obstruction.  Said  stand  pipes  shall  be  separate 
and  distinct,  receiving  their  supply  of  water  direct  from  the  power  pump  or  pumps, 
and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall 
be  kept  constantly  filled  with  water  by  means  of  an  automatic  power  pump  or 
pumps,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all  the  lines  of  hose  when  operated  simul- 
taneously, and  said  pump  or  pumps  shall  be  supplied  from  the  street  main  and  be 
ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times  during  the  performance  in  said  building.  In 
addition  to  the  requirements  contained  in  this  section,  the  standpipes  shall  also 
conform  to  the  requirements  contained  in  section  102  of  this  Code.  A separate  ard 
distinct  system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  with  fusible  plugs,  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  Buildings,  supplied  with  water  from  a tank  located  on  the  roof  over 
the  stage  and  not  connected  in  any  manner  with  the  standpipes,  shall  be  placed 
each  side  of  the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceiling  or  roof  over  the  stage  at 
such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot  of  stage  surface  when  said  sprink- 
lers are  in  operation.  Automatic  sprinklers  shall  also  be  placed,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, in  the  dressing  rooms,  under  the  stage  and  in  the  carpenter  shop,  paint

rooms,  store  rooms  and  property  room.  A proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two 
and  one-half  inch  hose,  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  fitted  with  the 
regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto, 
and  with  hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be  kept  attached  to  each  hose 
attachment  as  the  Fire  Commissioner  may  direct.  There-  shall  also  be  kept  in 
readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the  stage,  at  least  four  casks  full  of  water,  and  two 
buckets  to  each  cask.  Said  casks  and  buckets  shall  be  painted  red.  There  shall  also 
. be  provided  hand  pumps  or  other  portable  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  and  at  least 
four  axes  and  two  twenty-five-foot  hooks,  two  fifteen-foot  hooks,  and  two  ten-foot 
hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage.  Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to 
the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the  public,  also  all  outlets  leading  to  the  streets  and 
including  the  open  courts  or  corridors,  shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted  during 
every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  remain  lighted  until  the  entire  audience  has 
left  the  premises.  All  gas  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corridors,  lobby  or  any 
other  part  of  said  buildings  used  by  the  audience,  except  the  auditorium,  must  be 
controlled  by  a separate  shut-off,  located  in  the  lobby  and  controlled  only  in  that 
particular  place.  Gas  mains  supplying  the  building  shall  have  independent  connec- 
tions for  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  shutting  off 
the  gas  from  the  outside  of  the  building.  When  interior  gas  lights  are  not  lighted  by 
electricity  other  suitable  appliances,  to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings, 
shall  be  provided.  All  suspended  or  bracket  lights  surrounded  by  glass  in  the  audi- 
torium, or  in  any  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public,  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  wire-netting  underneath.  No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
walls,  woodwork,  ceilings,  or  in  any  part  of  the  building,  unless  protected  by  fire- 
proof materials.  All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors  in  said  buildings,  and  wherever 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  of  Buildings  shall  be  protected  with  proper  wire 
network.  The  footlights,  in  addition  to  the  wire  network,  shall  be  protected  with  a strong 
wire  guard  and  chain,  placed  not  less  than  two  feet  distant  from  said  footlights,  and 
the  trough  containing  said  footlights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fireproof 
materials.  All  border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best  known 
methods,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Buildings,  and  shall  be 
suspended  for  ten  feet  by  wire  rope.  All  ducts  or  shafts  used  for  conducting  heated 
air  from  the  main  chandelier,  or  from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed 
of  metal  and  made  double,  with  an  air  space  between.  All  stage  lights  shall  have 
strong  metal  wire  guards  or  screens,  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter,  so  con- 
structed that  any  material  in  contact  therewith  shall  be  out  of  reach  of  the  flames  of 
said  stage  lights  and  must  be  soldered  to  the  fixture  in  all  cases.  The  standpipes, 
gas  pipes,  electric  wires,  hose,  footlights,  and  all  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of 
fire  or  guarding  against  the  same,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  in  charge  and 
under  control  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  Commissioner  of  said  Department  is 
hereby  directed  to  see  that  the  arrangements  in  respect  thereto  are  carried  out  and 
enforced.  A diagram  or  plan  of  each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the 
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exits  therefrom,  each  occupying  a space  not  less  than  fifteen  square  inches,  shall  be 
printed  in  black  lines  in  a legible  manner  on  the  programme  of  the  performance. 
Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same  on  the  inside  the  word  “ Exit  ” painted  in  legible 
letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean 
or  made  to  apply  to  any  theatre,  opera  house,  or  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  now  erected  or  for  which  plans  have  heretofore  been 
approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings. 

Section  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  -inconsistent  or  conflicting  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  an  Ordinance  known  as  the  Building  Code. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows : 

An  ordinance  entitled  the  Building  Code,  adopted  September  12,  1899,  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  by  the  Common  Council  on  October  10,  1899,  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  October  24,  1899,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a section  to 
be  known  as  section  157a,  as  follows: 

Section  157a.  In  case  there  shall  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  in  any  borough  having  jurisdiction,  danger  to  life  or  property  by  reason  of 
any  defective  or  illegal  work,  or  work  in  violation  of  or  not  in  compliance  with  any 
of  the  provisions  or  requirements  of  this  code,  the  said  Superintendent  of  Buildings 
or  such  person  as  may  be  designated  by  him  shall  have  the  right  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  order  all  further  work  to  be  stopped  in  and  about  said 
building,  and  to  require  all  persons  in  and  about  said  building  forthwith  to  vacate  the 
same,  and  to  cause  such  work  to  be  done  in  or  about  the  building  as  in  his  judgment 
may  be  necessary  to  remove  any  danger  therefrom.  And  said  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ings may,  when  necessary  for  the  public  safety,  temporarily  close  the  sidewalks  and 
streets  adjacent  to  said  building,  or  part  thereof,  and  the  Police  Department,  when 
called  upon  by  the  said  Superintendent  of  Buildings  to  co-operate,  shall  enforce  such 
orders  or  requirements.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  the  proposed  improvement  to  be 
necessary. 

The  proposed  ordinance  is  modified  and  amended  in  the  annexed  substitute  ordi- 
nance which  is  recommended  for  adoption  in  lieu  thereof. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  annexed  substitute  ordinance  be  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  ordinance  to  provide  for  a new  market  in  the 
Eighth  Ward  of  Brooklyn  be  amended  to  conform  with  the  objections  made  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  in  his  Veto  No.  5 presented  ^t  the  stated  session  of  the  Board  on 
March  8,  1904. 

(ORIGINAL  ORDINANCE.) 

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  location  of  a public  market 
place  and  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a public  market  in  the 
Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York,  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  lands  for  this  purpose,  and  for  the  regulation  and  maintenance  of  the 
same. 

Whereas,  The  requirements  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  southerly  and  westerly  por- 
tion of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  comprising  an  area  equal  to  one-third  of  the  en- 
tire Borough,  demand  the  location  of  a public  market  in  that  .vicinity,  there  being  no 
market  south  of  the  Wallabout  Market,  distant  about  four  miles  from  said  localities; 

and 
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Whereas,  The  means  of  transportation  by  vehicles  and  cars,  both  trolley  and 
steam,  throughout  said  localities  concentrate  at  or  near  the  Thirty-ninth  Street 
Ferry,  in  said  borough;  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity  would  tend  to 
greatly  increase  the  assessed  valuations  of  real  estate  throughout  said  localities, 
which  are  capable  of  sustaining  a population  at  least  four  times  greater  than  that 
now  existing. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  Citv  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Provision  is  hereby  made  for  the  acquisition  and  establishment  of  a 
public  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York, 
upon  the  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbelow  described,  which  are  hereby  se- 
lected for  a public  market  in  said  Bdfough  of  Brooklyn,  and  surveys  and  maps  there- 
of are  hereby  directed  to  be  made  and  filed  as  provided  bv  law.  Said  lands  or  lands 
under  water  shall  be  acquired  for  said  purposes  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation 
proceedings  as  required  by  law;  provided,  however,  that  this  matter  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  that  no  further  proceedings  be  taken 
until  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  is  approved  and  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  directed  and  instructed  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  acquire  title  to  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and  any  and  all  rights 
and  hereditaments  in  and  to  the  same  by  condemnation  proceedings  to  be  conducted 
as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  so  selected,  whether  purchased  or  ac- 
quired as  above  specified,  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a market  and  dedicated  to 
market  purposes,  and  shall  be  used  and  occupied  as  such  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  expense  of  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water  and  interests  therein  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  amounts  of  the  awards  made 
in  condemnation  proceedings  for  the  value  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and 
interests  therein,  and  the  money  for  the  payment  thereof,  together  with  the  fees  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Estimate,  compensation  of  such  necessary  clerks  or  assistants 
as  they  may  employ,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  said  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  including  the  fees  of  counsel  employed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
in  the  proceeding,  and  all  other  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  said  Corporation 
Counsel  in  the  conduct  of  said  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  through  the  issue  of  Corpo- 
rate Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  upon  the  requisition  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, to  issue  such  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  from  time  to  time 
to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisitions,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
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and  the  amount  so  issued  is  hereby  created  a fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  no 
bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance  unless  the  proposition  for  creating  such  debt  shall  first  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  provided  by 
law.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  paid  into  the  Citv  Treasury  and  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  5.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinabove  mentioned  and  referred  to 
are  described  as  follows:  All  that  certain  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land  or  land  under 
water  situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  County 
of  Kings,  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  bounded  and  described  as  follows, 
to  wit:  Beginning  at  a point  on  the  westerly  line  or  side  of  Second  avenue,  375  feet 
northerly  from  the  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street,  as  said  street  is  laid  down  on 
the  map  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York  to  lay  out  streets,  avenues  and  squares  in  The  Citv  of  New  York,  running 
thence  westerly  on  a line  parallel  with  and  distant  37.S  feet  from  said  centre  line  of 
Thirty-ninth  street  and  a line  drawn  in  continuation  thereof  .994.52  feet;  thence  north- 
easterly 350.89  feet  to  a point  717  feet  northerly  from  the  continuation  of  the  centre 
line  of  Thirty-ninth  street;  thence  easterly,  parallel  with  said  centre  line  of  Thirty- 
ninth  street,  916.02  feet,  to  the  westerly  line  or  side  of  Second  avenue;  thence  south- 
erly along  the  westerly  side  of  Second  avenue  342  feet  to  the  point  or  place  of  be- 
ginning, be  the  said  several  dimensions  more  or  less.

(SUBSTITUTE  ORDINANCE.) 

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
establishment  of  a public  wholesale  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Bor- 
ough of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York,  and  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  to 
pay  for  the  same. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Provision  is  hereby  made  for  the  acquisition  and  establishment  of  a 
public  wholesale  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of 
New  York,  upon  the  lands  and  lands  under  water  hereinafter  described,  which  are 
hereby  selected  for  a public  wholesale  market  in  said  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  sur- 
veys and  maps  thereof  are  hereby  directed  to  be  made  and  filed  as  provided  by  law.  Said 
lands  or  lands  under  water  shall  be  acquired  for  said  purposes  by  purchase  or  by 
condemnation  proceedings,  as  required  by  law,  provided,  however,  that  this  matter  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  that  no  further  proceed- 
ings be  taken  until  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  is  approved  and 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  lands  and  lands  under  water  so  selected  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a 
public  wholesale  market,  provided,  however,  that  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  or 
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any  part  thereof,  whenever  they  shall  no  longer  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  a 
market,  may  be  assigned  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  use  for  any 
other  public  purpose,  or  may  be  sold  by  said  Commissioners  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water,  whether  such  lands  or  lands  under  water  be  acquired  by  purchase  or  by  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  construction  of  said  market,  the 
Comptroller,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law,  is  authorized  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New 
York.  Such  Corporate  Stock  shall  be  issued  from  time  to  time  upon  the  requisition  of 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisi- 
tions, and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  and  shall  constitute 
a fund  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  referred  to  are 
described  as  follows : 

All  that  certain  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land  and  land  under  water,  situate,  lying  and 
being  in  the  Eighth  Ward,  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  County  of  Kings,  City  and  State  of  New 
York,  bounded  and  described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a point  on  the  westerly  line  or 
side  of  Second  avenue,  375  feet  northerly  from  the  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street,  as 
said  street  and  avenue  are  laid  down  on  the  map  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  lay  out  streets,  avenues  and  squares  in  the 
former  City  of  Brooklyn^  running  thence  westerly  on  a line  parallel  with  and  distant  375 
feet  from  said  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street  to  the  pierhead  line  as  established  by

The  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  continue  to  hold 
their  positions  and  perform  their  duties  as  heretofore,  except  that  each  Inspector  shall 
hereafter  have,  in  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  heretofore  held  by  him,  the  duties 
and  powers  of  the  Sealers ; and  each  Sealer  shall  hereafter  have,  in  addition  to  the 
powers  and  duties  heretofore  held  by  him,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Inspectors. 

Sec.  3 r Said  Chief  Inspector  and  each  of  the  Inspectors  and  Sealers  of  Weights 
and  Measures  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  to  The  City 
of  New  York  a bond,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  All  persons  using  weights  and  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances, 
steelyards  or  any  other  instrument  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  ^intended 
to  be  purchased  or  sold  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sealed 
and  marked  by_  an  Inspector  or  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  said  City. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  for  purchase 
or  sale  within  The  City  of  New  York,  use  any  weight,  scale  beam,  patent  balance, 
steelyard  or  other  instrument  not  sealed  and  marked  as  herein  required,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  6.  All  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other 
instruments  for  weighing,  to  be  sealed  and  adjusted  by  an  Inspector  or  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the 
standard  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  marked  by  him  with  the  initials  of  his  name  and  the 
date  on  which  the  same  shall  be  sealed  and  marked. 
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Upon  the  written  request  of  any  resident  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  test  or  cause  to  be  tested,  within  a reason- 
able time  after  the  receipt  of  such  request,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent 
balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  used  in  buying  or  selling  by  the  person,  firm 
or  corporation  designated  in  such  request. 

Sec.  7.  If  any  person  shall  use,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  Weighing  or  measur- 
ing, as  aforesaid,  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other 
instrument  which  shall  not  conform  to  such  standard,  or  shall  use  in  weighing  afore- 
said, any  scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument,  which  shall  be  out 
of  order  or  incorrect,  or  which  shall  not  balance,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  any  pay 
for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  The  Chief  Inspector  shall  keep  a register  of  the  name  of  each  person,  firm 
or  corporation  whose  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or 
other  instruments  have  been  inspected,  together  with  the  number  and  size  of  same, 
and  what  of  each  was  approved  and  what  condemned,  with  the  date  of  inspection,  and 
such  record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  at  all  reasonable  times. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  any  market  or  in  the  public  streets 
or  in  any  other  place  in  The  City  of  New  York  any  fruits,  vegetables  or  berries  in 
crates,  baskets  or  other  measures,  or  any  butter  in  prints,  or  any  ice  or  coal  or  other 
fuel  at  or  for  a greater  weight  or  measure  than  the  true  measure  thereof ; and  all  ice, 
coal,  coke,  meats,  poultry  and  provisions  (except  vegetables  sold  by  the  head  or  bunch) 
of  every  kind,  sold  in  the  streets  or  elsewhere  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be 
weighed  or  measured  by  scales,  measures  or  balances  or  in  measures  duly  tested  and 
stamped  by  the  Chief  Inspector  or  an  Inspector  or  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures; 
provided,  that^poultry  may  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  in  other  manner  than  by 
weight,  but  in  all  cases  where. the  persons  intending  to  purchase  shall  so  desire  and 
request,  poultry  shall  be 'Weighed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  10.  Any  weights  or  scales  found  by  an  Inspector  or  Sealer  in  use  in  any 
market  or  in  the  public  streets,  which,  upon  being  tested,  are  found  to  be  short  in 
weight  by  one-quarter  of  a pound  or  upwards,  may  be  summarily  confiscated  and 
destroyed. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  sell  or  supply  any  coal  or  coke  within  the  limits  of  The 
City  of  New  York,  unless  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  in  charge  of  the 
wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery  a.  certificate  duly  signed  by  the  person 
selling  such  fuel,  showing  the  weight  of  the  fuel  proposed  to  be  delivered,  the  weight 
of  the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery,  the  total  weight  of  fuel  and  con- 
veyance and  the  name  of  the  purchaser. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  in  charge  of  a wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  delivering  coal, 
coke  or  other  fuel,  to  whom  the  certificate  mentioned  in  the  previous  section  has  been 
given,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  supply  such  certificate  to  an  Inspector  or  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  or  to  any  person  designated  by  any  of  them,  or  to  the  pur- 
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chaser  or  intending  purchaser  of  the  fuel  being  delivered ; and  when  the  said  officer 
or  person  so  designated,  or  the  intending  purchaser,  shall  demand  that  the  weight 
shown  by  such  certificate  be  verified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  delivering  such 
fuel  to  convey  the  same  forthwith  to  some  public  scale  in  the  district,  or  to  any  private 
scale  the  owner  whereof  shall  consent  to  such  use  and  permit  the  verifying  of  the  weight 
shown,  and  shall  after  the  delivery  of  such  fuel  return  forthwith  with  the  wagon  or 
conveyance  used  to  the  same  scale  and  verify  the  weight  of  said  wagon  or  conveyance. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Inspector  either  personally  or  by  an 
Inspector  or  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  as  much 
oftener  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  inspect,  examine,  test  and  seal  the  weights,  measures, 
scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instruments  used  in  The  City  of  New 
York  in  weighing  and  measuring  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  anyweights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent 
balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  to  any  of  said  Inspectors  or  Sealers  for  the 
purpose  of  being  so  inspected  and  examined,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  such  offense. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  in  any  way  or  manner  obstruct,  hinder  or  molest  any  In- 
spector or  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  hereby 
imposed  upon  him,  under  a penalty  upon  every  such  person  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
every  such  offense. 

' Sec.  16.  All  weights,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instruments 
used  for  weighing  shall  be  inspected  and  sealed  at  the  stores  and  places  where  the  same 
may  be  used;  but  in  case  they  or  any  of  them  shall  be  found  not  to  conform  to  the 
standard  of  this  State,  the  owner  thereof  shall  within  five  days,  at  his  expense,  have  the 
same  so  altered  and  repaired  as  to  conform  it  to  the  said  standard  of  the  State,  under 
the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  such  neglect. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  Inspectors  and  Sealers  to  make  a 
record  and  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided  of  all  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams, 
patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instruments  used  for  weighing  and  measuring 
inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  same, 
and  whether  they  are  conforming  to  the  standard  of  the  State. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  and  sealers  of  weights  and 
measures  to  report  promptly  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  the 
names  of  all  persons  whose  weights,  measures  and  other  instruments  for  weighing 
and  measuring  shall  be  found  to  be  incorrect. 

Sec.  19.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  inspectors  and  sealers  to  file  monthly 
reports  with  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  to  make  such  other 
and  further  reports  and  keep  such  further  records  as  may  be  required  from  time  to 
time  by  said  Chief  Inspector. 
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Sec.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures 
to  report  forthwith  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  names  and  places  of  business 
of  all  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  of  all  persons  mak- 
ing use  of  any  fradulent  or  unsealed  weights,  measures,  scales  or  other  instruments 
for  weighing  or  measuring. 

Sec.  21.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  Chief  Inspector  or  any  inspector  . 
or  sealer  to  vend  any  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or 
other  instruments  to  be  used  for  weighing  or  measuring,  or  to  offer  or  expose 
the  same  for  sale  in  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for 
every  such  offense. 

Sec.  22.  E'ach  Inspector  and  Sealer  shall  give  a certificate  to  the  owner  of 
the  weights  or  measures  inspected,  and  shall  keep  a record  of  such  certificate  given 
on  a corresponding  stub.  The  certificates  and  corresponding  stubs  shall  be  num- 
bered consecutively.  The  books  containing  the  stubs,  after  the  corresponding  cer- 
tificates have  been  given  out,  shall  become  a public  record.  The  Chief  Inspector 
shall  be  authorized,  when  required,  to  certify  extracts  from  these  records. 

Sec.  23.  All  complaints  against  Inspectors  and  Sealers  of  Weights  and  Measures 
shall  be  lodged  with  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  by  him 
reported,  with  his  recommendation  thereon,  to  the  Mayor  for  his  final  action. 

Sec.  24.  The  Inspectors  and  Sealers  shall  be  assigned  for  service  by  the  Chief 
Inspector  to  such  district  as  he  may  deem  proper.  Whenever  any  Inspector  or 
Sealer  shall  resign  or  be  removed  from  office,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deliver  at  the 
office  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  all  the  standard  weights  and 
measures  and  other  official  property  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  25.  All  existing  ordinances  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  relation  to  the 
sealing  and  inspection  of  weights  and  measures  and  all  other  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  26.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  no  discrimination  should  be  made 
against  men  employed  by  The  City  of  New  York  in  the  matter  of  wages,  and  this  Board 
hereby  respectfully  requests  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  transfer 
from  any  available  fund  moneys  sufficient  to  provide  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  public  hacks  and  hackmen. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows : 


ARTICLE  I. 

Public  Hacks  and  Hackmen. 

Section  1.  Any  carriage  kept  for  hire  shall  be  deemed  a public  hack,  and  a car- 
riage intended  to  seat  two  persons  inside  shall  be  deemed  a cab,  and  a carriage 
intended  to  seat  more  than  two  persons  inside  shall  be  deemed  a coach,  and  the  term 
hackman  shall  be  deemed  to  include  owner  or  driver  or  both. 


Sec.  2.  None  but  licensed  hacks  shall  use  the  designated  public  hack  stands  in  the 
City. 


Sec.  3.  The  legal  rates  of  fare,  of  which  an  official  copy  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Bureau  of  Licenses  and  carried  by  every  licensed  hackman,  shall  be  as  follows : 

Sec.  4.  Cabs — 


By  distance  (including  park  and  road  driving)  : 

For  one  mile  or  any  part  thereof $0  50 

For  each  additional  half-mile  or  part  thereof 25 

For  any.  stop  over  five  minutes  in  a trip,  for  every  fifteen  minutes  or 

fraction  thereof  25 

By  time — 

For  shopping  or  calling  only,  one  hour  or  any  part  thereof.  1 00 

For  each  additional  half-hour  or  part  thereof 50 


Sec.  5.  Every  hack  shall  be  provided  with  a suitable  lamp  on  each  side,  and  shall 
have  securely  fastened  across  the  middle  of  the  outside  of  each  lamp  a metal  band 
not  less  than  two  inches  in  width,  out  of  which  the  official  number  of  the  license  shall 
be  cut  after  the  manner  of  a stencil-plate,  the  component  figures  of  such  numbers  to 
be  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  height,  and  the  style  of  the  whole  to 
be  approved  by  the  Mayor  or  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses.  Every  licensed  hack 
shall  have  the  official  number  of  the  license  legibly  engraved  or  embossed  upon  a metal 
plate  and  affixed  inside,  as  designated  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  or  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Licenses,  and  no  licensed  hack  shall  carry  or  have  affixed  to  it,  inside  or 
outside,  any  number  except  the  official  number  as  aforesaid.  Violation  of  this  pro- 
vision of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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Sec.  6.  Every  licensed  hackman,  immediately  after  the  termination  of  any  hiring 
or  employment,  must  carefully  search  such  hack  for  any  property  lost  or  left  therein, 
any  such  property,  unless  sooner  claimed  or  delivered  to  the  owner  must  be  taken 
to  the  nearest  pdfice  station  and  deposited  with  the  officer  in  charge  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  finding  thereof,  and  in  addition  a written  notice,  with  brief  par- 
ticulars and  description  of  the  property,  must  be  forwarded  at  once  to  the  Bureau 
of  Licenses. 

Sec.  7.  Every  licensed  hackman  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  payment  of  the 
legal  fare  in  advance,  and  may  refuse  employment  unless  so  prepaid,  but  no  licensed 
hackman  shall  otherwise  refuse  or  neglect  to  convey  any  orderly  person  or  persons 
upon  request  anywhere  in  the  City  unless  previously  engaged  or  unable  so  to  do 
No  licensed  hackman  shall  carry  any  other  person  than  the  passenger  first  employing 
a hack  without  the  consent  of  said  passenger. 

Sec.  8.  All  carriages  for  hire  shall  be  licensed  and  the  owner  thereof  shall  pay 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  annually  as  the  license  fee  for  each  and  every  hack  or  carriage 
so  kept  for  hire. 

-Sec.  9.  Failure  to  pay  the  lawful  rate  of  fare,  where  no  agreement  has  been  made, 
or  to  pay  the  agreed  amount,  where  an  agreement  has  been  made,  shall  constitute  a 
misdemeanor,  and  the  person  guilty  of  committing  such  misdemeanor  shall  be  punished 
by  a fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  month 
or  both. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Public  Hack  Stands. 

Section  1.  Any  duly  lincensed  hackney  coach  or  cab  shall  stand  while  waiting  for 
employment  at  any  of  the  following  places  and  for  the  periods  of  time  hereafter 
provided :

Stand  No.  2 — Broadway,  around  Bowling  Green.

Stand  No.  5 — In  Board  street,  from  Stock  Exchange  to  Beaver  street;  one  line  in 
centre  of  street. 

Stand  No.  6 — At  Fulton  Ferry,  along  the  market  side,  south  and  east. 

Stand  No.  7 — Broadway,  from  north  side  of  Beekman  street,  around  in  Chambers 
street  to  west  side  of  new  Court-house,  park  side. 

Stand  No.  8 — In  Canal  street,  west  of  Washington  street. 

Stand  No.  9 — In  Chatham  square. 

Stand  No.  10 — North,  west  and  south  sides  of  Union  square. 

Stand  No.  11 — North,  west  and  south  sides  of  Madison  square. 
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Stand  No.  12 — The  vacant  squares,  junction  of  Broadway  and  Sixth  avenue,  Thirty- 
second  and  Thirty-fifth  streets. 

Stand  No.  13 — On  Fourth  avenue,  between  Fortieth  and  Forty-second  streets,  each 
side  of  the  cut  to  the  tunnel. 

Stand  No.  14 — At  the  junction  of  Broadway  and  Seventh  avenue  on  the  squares, 
Forty-third  to  Forty-seventh  street. 

Stand  No.  15 — On  the  north  side  of  Fortieth  and  south  side  of  Forty-second  streets, 
from  Fifth  avenue  to  Sixth  avenue. 

Stand  No.  16 — On  Fifty-ninth  street,  north  side  from  Fifth  avenue  to  a point  100 
feet  east  of  Eighth  avenue. 

Stand  No.  17 — At  ail  ferries. 

Stand  No.  18 — At  all  passenger  steamboat  landings,  fifteen  minutes  before  the  usual 
time  of  arrival  of  such  passenger  steamboats. 

Stand  No.  19 — At  all  theatres  and  other  places  of  public  amusement,  fifteen  minutes 
before  the  conclusion  of  the  performance. 

Stand  No.  20 — At  all  railroad  depots,  five  minutes  prior  to  the  arrival  of  passenger 
trains,  licensed  owners  and  drivers  may  solicit  passengers  without  their  vehicles,  except 
that  at  the  Grand  Central  Depot  such  hackmen  shall  not  stand  on  the  sidewalk  more 
than  three  feet  within  the  curb. 

Stand  No.  21 — Broadway,  opposite  St.  Paul’s  Church,  from  5 p.  m.  until  sunrise. 

Stand  No.  22 — On  all  street  corners  from  10  p.  m.  until  sunrise. 

Stand  No.  23 — South  side  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth  street,  between  Ninth 
and  Manhattan  avenues. 

Stand  No.  24 — North  side  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street,  from  the  corner 
of  Eighth  avenue  300  feet  east.

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Stand  No.  30 — Fifth  avenue,  Sixtieth  to  Sixty-fifth  street,  on  west  side  of  avenue, 
and  Seventy-first  to  Seventy-second,  and  Seventy-second  to  Seventy-third  streets,  on 
west  side  of  avetiue. 

Stand  No.  31 — Fifth  avenue,  Seventy-second  to  Eightieth  street,  and  from  Ninetieth 
to  Ninety-fourth  street. 

Stand  No.  32 — Sixty-third  street,  from  Broadway  to  Columbus  avenue,  north  side. 
Stand  No.  33 — From  Sixty-third  to  Sixty-fourth  street,  on  Broadway. 

Stand  No.  34 — Sixty-sixth  street,  between  Broadway  and  Columbus  avenue,  south 

side. 

Stand  No.  35 — Sixty-fifth  to  Sixty-sixth  street,  on  Broadway,  east  side ; Amsterdam 
avenue,  Seventy-second  to  Seventy-third  street,  on  west  side. 

Stand  *No.  36 — South  side  of  Seventy-third  street,  between  Broadway  and  Amster- 
dam avenue. 

Stand  No.  37 — From  Seventy-seventh  to  Eighty-first  street,  on  Columbus  avenue, 
east  side. 

Stand  No.  38 — On  Eighty-first  street,  from  Columbus  avenue  to  Eighth  avenue," 
south  side. 

Stand  No.  39 — Sherman  Square,  from  Amsterdam  avenue  to  Broadway,  north

That  not  more  than  two  cabs  or  coaches  shall  stand  at  any  such  station 
(meaning  thereby  the  up-town  or  down-town  station),  and  they  shall  not  impede  or 
obstruct  proper  access  to  and  from  the  stairways  at  such  stations. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Penalties.  • 

Section  1.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  Magistrate,  either  upon 
confession  of  the  party  or  by  competent  testimony,  may  be  fined  for  such  offense  any 
sum  not  less  than  one  dollar,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  in  default  of  payment  of 
such  fine  may  be  committed  to  prison  by  such  Magistrate  until  the  same  is  paid,  but 
such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  thirty  days. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Repeal  of  Inconsistent  Ordinances,  Etc. 

Section  1.  Conflicting  ordinances  repealed.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ojdinances, 
inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

Sir — I am  in  receipt  of  a communication  from  your  Chief  Clerk,  under  date  of 
April  27,  1904,  inclosing  for  my  consideration  and  advice  communication  received  by 
you  from  Messrs.  Black,  Olcott,  Gruber  and  Bonynge,  attorneys  for  Inspector  Grant, 
.requesting  that  his  back  salary  be  paid  to  him. 

There  is  a grave  question  whether  Inspector  Grant  can  recover  any  back  salary  from 
the  City.  By  law  the  Police  Department  is  only  entitled  to  fifteen  Inspectors,  and  when 
Inspector  Grant  was  dismissed  someone  else  was  appointed  or  promoted  in  his  place  and 
stead.  The  salary  of  the  office  was  paid,  if  I understand  the  situation  correctly,  to  the 
de  facto  incumbent  and  Inspector  Grant’s  cause  of  action,  it  seems  to  me,  is  not  against 
-the  City,  but  against  the  officer  to  whom  his  salary  was  paid. 

My  advice  is  to  refuse  to  certify  any  pay-rolls  in  the  matter  until  you  are  compelled 
;to  do  so  in  any  appropriate  proceeding.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen — Section  900  of  the  amended.  Greater  New  York  Charter  provides  as 
follows: 

“ It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  of  said  city  to  prepare  and  submit  to 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  least  four  weeks  before  its  annual  meeting  in  each  and 
every  year  for  the  purpose  of  imposing  the  annual  taxes,  a statement  setting  forth 
the  amounts  by  law  authorized  to  be  raised  by  tax  in  that  year,  on  account  of  the 
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coporation  of  the  city  of  New  York,  as  hereby  constituted,  or  for  city  purposes 
within  said  city,  as  created  by  this  act,  and  purposes  for  which  said  city  is  liable,  and 
on  account  of  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond,  and  also 
an  estimate  of  the  probable  amount  of  receipts  into  the  city  treasury  during  the 
then  current  year  from  all  the  sources  of  revenue  of  the  general  funds,  including 
surplus  revenue  from  the  sinking  funds  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  of  any  of  the  municipal  and  public  corporations,  or 
parts  of  municipal  and  public  corporations, . by  this  act  consolidated  with  the  mu- 
nicipal corporation  known  as  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  other  than  the  surplus  of  revenues  of  any  such  sinking  funds  for  the 
payment  of  interest  on  the  city  debt  of  the  municipal  corporation  known  as  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  the  like  debts  of 
the  municipal  and  public  corporations  by  this  act  consolidated  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  said  board  of  aldermen  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  deduct  the  total 
amount  of  such  estimated  receipts  from  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  the  various 
sums  which,  by  law,  they  are  required  to  order  and  cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  in 
said  year,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  only  the 
balance  of  such  aggregate  amount  after  making  such  deductions.” 

Section  902  of  the  amended  Greater  New  York  Charter  provides  as  follows: 

“ In  the  statement  submitted  by  the  comptroller  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  as 
above  provided  in  this  chapter,  he  shall  each  year  include  and  state  specifically  the 
sum  or  sums  necessary  to  be  raised  to  pay  during  the  current  year  the  salaries  of 
the  county  officers  and  the  other  county  charges  and  expenses  in  the  counties  of 
New  York,  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond,  respectively,  and  the  board  of  aldermen 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  upon  and  collect  from  the  taxable  prop- 
erty within  each  of  said  counties,  respectively,  the  sum  or  sums  so  necessary  to  be 
raised  to  pay  the  salaries  of  county  officers  and  other  county  charges  and  expenses 
of  such  county;  to  the  end  that  each  of  said  counties  shall  ultimately  bear  and  pay 
all  expenses  necessary  to  be  incurred  within  the  county  for  county  as  distinguished 
from  city  purposes.”

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  New  York: 

Gentlemen — We  desire  herewith  to  again  register  our  emphatic  and  unqualified 
protest  against  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  the  Mayor,  the  Board 
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of  Aldermen,  or  any  officer  or  representative  of  The  City  of  New  York  in  any 
manner  recognizing  or  countenancing  the  defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and 
Boston  Railroad. 

At  the  hearing  before  the  Railroad  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  last 
Monday  the  public  desire,  will  and  demand  was  again  unanimously  expressed,  and 
the  expressions  there  voiced  by  the  public  representatives  unequivocally  requested*, 
demanded  and  asked  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  The  City  of  New  York  should 
immediately  give  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  such  an  ordinance 
as  will  be  acceptable  to  those  men,  and  under  which  they  could  and  would  com- 
mence operations.  The  unanimous  public  sentiment  at  the  hearing  here  referred 
to  was  also  unequivocal  in  expressing  condemnation  for  the  defunct  Westchester 
and  Boston  Railroad,  and  in  demanding  that  the  application  of  that  defunct  company 
be  at  once  rejected  and  no  action  thereon  be  taken  until  at  least  it  shall  have  estab- 
lished by  decisions  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  this  State  whether  or  not  it  has  any 
legal  status  or  validity.  It  was  pointed  out  at  that  hearing  that  if  the  defunct 
Westchester  and  Boston  were  anything  but  a fake  and  hold-up  affair  it  could  and 
would  proceed  in  an  honorable,  upright  manner  as  follows: 

Under  the  same  section — that  is,  section  11  of  the  Railroad  Law,  under  which 
the  application  is  made  to  The  City  of  New  York  through  its  Board  of  Aldermen — the 
defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  will  be  compelled  to,  before  it  can  go  any  further, 
make  an  application  to  the  Supreme  Court  at  White  Plains  for  the  right  to  cross 
such  public  streets  in  Westchester  County  not  in  New  Rochelle  and  Mount  Ver- 
non as  it  may  purpose  crossing.  So  soon  as  the  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston 
makes  such  an  application  to  the  Supreme  Court,  if  ever  it  will  do  so,  all  of  the 
questions  relating  to  the  legality  and  validity  of  its  charter  will  be  raised  before 
that  Court.  These  questions  will  all  be  raised  by  the  attorneys  for  the  Supervisors 
of  Westchester  County,  for  the  Town  Boards  of  Westchester  County,  for  the 
Trustees  of  the  various  towns  of  Westchester  County,  and  for  the  various  Boards 
of  Trades  and  other  bodies.  The  Court  in  determining  will  take  into  con- 
sideration all  of  the  facts  relating  to  the  legal  history  of  the  defunct  Westchester 
and  Boston,  and  its  opinion  or  conclusion  will  be  based  entirely  upon  the  legal 
status  of  that  defunct  affair.  If  the  Supreme  Court!  decides  against  it  on  the  ground 
that  it  has  no  legal  status  the  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  can  then  appeal  to 
the  Appellate  Division,  and  should  the  Appellate  Division  decide  against  it  and 
sustain  the  lower  court  the  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  can  then  appeal  for 
a final  determination  to  the  Court  of  Appeals.  This  is  not  a long  process,  and  if 
there  was  any  sincerity  or  genuineness  to  that  disgraceful  hold-up  affair  they  would 
proceed  in  the  honorable  upright  manner  here  outlined.  The  fact  that  they  will 
not  make  this  application  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  first  instance,  and  thereby 
have  their  legal  status  determined,  as  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  did,  is  conclusive 
evidence  that  they  are  an  invalid  corporation  and  have  not  a vestige  of  a charter, 
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and  that  they  are  simply  trying  to  hold  up  the  public  by  securing  some  recognition 
from  The  City  of  New  York. 

We  ask  that  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  Mayor  and  any  other  City  officer  before  whom  they 
may  come  will  reject  their  application  and  demand  that  they  establish  that  they 
have  a legal  status,  by  a decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  to  be  obtained  in  the 
manner  above  outlined  or  otherwise,  before  any  recognition  is  accorded  them. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  the  recent  hearing,  held  on  May  23 
last  before  the  Railroad  Commitcee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  all  of  the  civic  and 
property  owners’  and  taxpayers’  associations  of  the  Borough  of. The  Bronx  and  West- 
chester County,  as  well  as  the  Common  Councils  of  Mount  Vernon  and  New  Rochelle, 
together  with  the  Central  Federated  Labor  Union,  appeared  unequivocally  in  favor  of 
the  Port  Chester  Railroad,  and  against  the  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston.  We  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  as  representatives  of  The  City  of  New  York  you  are 
representing  us — that  is,  the  property-owners  and  taxpayers — and  that  we  have  a right 
to  tell  our  representatives  what  we  want  in  addition  to  expecting  and  demanding  that 
our  representatives  will  do  that  which  will  be  to  the  benefit  of  the  wage-earners,  labor- 
ing men,  property-owners  and  taxpayers. 

The  interests  of  all  the  laboring  men,  wage-earners,  property-owners  and  taxpayers 
now  demand  that  The  City  of  New  York,  through  its  Board  of  Aldermen,  shall  grant 
to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  without  any  further  delay,  that  for  which 
the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  is  asking  The  City  of  New  York.  The  same 
interests  now  demand  that  The  City  of  New  York  shall  at  once  reject  the  applica- 
tion of  the  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad,  and  thereby  prevent  the  public 
of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  Westchester  County  from  being  injured  by  being 
longer  held  up  and  deprived  of  proper  transportation  facilities,  as  well  as  preventing 
the  public  from  suffering  the  incalculable  damage  which  any  recognition  of  the  defunct 
Westchester  and  Boston  will  work  due  to  the  clouding  of  millions  of  dollars  of  prop- 
erty titles  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  Westchester  County. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court 
has  twice  unanimously  decided  that  no  railroad  incorporated  under  the  Laws  of  1850 
can  ever  build  any  railroad  within  The  City  of  New  York.  This  decision  will  be  found 
in  81st  Appellate  Division,  at  page  241.  The  defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and 
Boston  Railroad  in  its  application  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  in  the  first  and 
second  lines  of  its  application,  states  that  it  is  a domestic  corporation,  incorporated 
under  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850. 

Apparently  the  interests  back  of  this  defunct  affair  must  know  that  they  can  never 
build  any  railroad  in  New  York,  unless  the  Supreme  Court  reverses  itself. 

We  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals  has 
twice  unanimously  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division,  above  referred  to,  to 
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the  effect  that  no  railroad  incorporated  under  the  Laws  of  1850  can  ever  build  any  rail- 
road in  The  City  of  New  York.  These  decisions  of  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals 
will  be  found  in  175th  and  in  176th  New  York  Reports. 

We  shall  be  pleased  to  send  you  copies  of  these  decisions  should  you  desire  them. 

In  addition,  we  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  issued  on  March  22,  1881,  the  receiver  of  the  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston 
was  directed  to  sell  at  public  auction  all  of  the  rights,  franchises  and  assets  of  that 
corporation.  In  pursuance  of  said  order,  the  receiver  on  the  7th  of  May,  1881,  did  sell 
at  public  auction,  for  $5,500,  all  of  the  rights,  franchises  and  assets  of  every  kind  and 
nature  whatsoever  of  the  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad. 

This  sale  was  duly  confirmed  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  thereafter  by 
a deed  dated  June  2,  1881,  and  recorded  June  7,  1881,  and  the  said  receiver  conveyed 
all  of  the  rights,  franchises  and  assets  of  the  defunct  Westchester  arid  Boston  Railroad 
Company.  This  sale,  under  the  statutes,  absolutely  stripped  the  said  defunct  Westches- 
ter and  Boston  of  any  located  route  which  it  might  ever  claim,  and  also  deprived  the 
said  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  of  any  right  to  relocate  a line  or  route,  and,  in 
fact,  completely  wiped  it  out  of  existence. 

We  should  be  pleased  to  send  you  copies  of  these  -orders  should  you  desire  them. 

The  records  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  addition,  show  that  subsequently  there 
was  conveyed  all  of  the  said  rights,  franchises  and  assets  of  the  defunct  Westchester 
and  Boston  to  a successor  corporation  known  as  the  East  River  and  Connecticut  Rail- 
way Company.  In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  apparent  that  nothing  remained  or  now 
remains  of  the  defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company. 

We  desire  to  bring  this  matter  to  your  attention  officially,  and  we  trust  that  our 
unanimous  demands  and  desires,  as  above  expressed,  will  be  heeded  and  granted  by 
you  and  by  The  City  of  New  York.

Resolution  of  the  Journeymen  Stone  Cutters’  Association  of  New  York  and  Vicinity, 
Forming  Part  of  the  General  Union  of  North  America,  Passed  May  25,  1904, 
at  Brevoort  Hall,  New  York  City,  Urging  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  Act  on 
the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company’s  Franchise. 

Resolution. 

Whereas,  The  territory  north  of  the  Harlem  river,  known  as  the  Borough  of 
The  Bronx,  with  a population  of  between  three  and  four  hundred  thousand  inhabitants, 
is  in  need  of  more  rapid  transit;  and 

Whereas,  The  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  organized  under 
the  Laws  of  1890,  has  secured  the  right  to  build  a surface  railroad  from  the  Harlem 
river  to  the  Connecticut  line,  where  a five  cent  rate  of'  fare  to  New  Rochelle  and  a 
ten  cent  fare  to  the  Connecticut  line  would  be  charged,  and  has  obtained  the  consents 
of  the  Common  Councils  of  New  Rochelle,  Mount  Vernon,  the  Supervisors  of  West- 
chester County,  and  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State,  being  all  the  consents 
required  except  the  consent  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Aldermen;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  company  did  in  the  month  of  May,  1903,  present  their  petition 
to  the  New  York  Board  of  Aldermen  for  a permit  to  build  its  road,  as  required  under 
the  law,  and  also  in  the  month  of  January  of  the  present  year  presented  another 
petition  requesting  said  Board  of  Aldermen  to  grant  said  permit;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Aldermen  have  been  repeatedly  requested  to  act  upon 
said  petitions  by  the  citizens  of  The  Bronx,  the  Merchants’  Association,  Board  of  Trade, 
and  all  other  prominent  organizations,  through  duly  appointed  committees  who  have 
urged  the  necessity  for  immediate  action  and  asked  for  the  issuance  of  the  permit  so 
that  better  transportation  facilities  might  be  obtained  above  the  Harlem  river ; and

^Vhereas,  The  Board  of  Aldermen  have  refused  until  recently  to  listen  to  these 
appeals  which  are  in  the  interest  of  a vast  public  enterprise;  and 

Whereas,  The  Central  Federation  of  Labor,  in  session  assembled,  on  May  8, 
1904,  have  duly  passed  similar  resolutions  and  appointed  committees  to  wait  upon 
the  Mayor  urging  the  passage  of  the  Port  Chester  franchise  upon  the  ground  that 
it  had  the  legal  right  to  build  and  construct  said  road  within  the  City  limits ; and 

Whereas,  The  opponents  of  organized  labor  have  suddenly  resurrected  an  un- 
heard of  corporation,  namely,  the  New  York,  Boston  and  Westchester  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  had  been  incorporated  twenty-seven  years  ago  and  has  never  attempted 
to  build  the  road,  and  allege  that  it  should  be  granted  a permit  to  build  the  line  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  the 
Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court,  have  already  decided  that  it  could  not  da 
so;  and 

Whereas,  Said  sudden  resurrection  of  the  New  York,  Boston  and  Westchester 
Railroad  Company,  in  view  of  the  decisions  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  the  Appellate 
Division  as  aforesaid,  is  practically  for  the  purpose  of  juggling  with  the  public  interests 
and  for  the  purpose  of  delay ; and 

Whereas,  The  Railroad  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  has  listened  upon 
May  23,  1904,  to  the  earnest  protest  of  the  committee  of  the  Central  Federation  of 
Labor,  through  its  accredited  representative,  James  P.  Holland,  Esq.,  as  chairman 
of  said  committee,  duly  appointed  by  the  Central  Federation  of  Labor,  at  the  out- 
rageous delay  in  the  granting  of  this  permit  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  the  Port 
Chester  Railroad  Company;  and 

Whereas,  Said  delays  and  refusals  upon  the  part  of  the  said  Board  of  Aldermen 
to  issue  said  permit,  or  to  give  any  reason  for  such  refusal  or  delay  is  daily  preventing 
over  five  thousand  friends  of  organized  labor  from  securing  immediate  employment 
upon  the  construction  of  said  line  of  railway;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  first,  That  we,  the  Journeymen  Stone  Cutters’  Association  of  New 
York  and  vicinities,  forming  part  of  the  general  union  of  North  America,  which 
composes  almost  one  million  of  men,  covering  the  United  States  and  Canada,  hereby 
protest  against  such  unwarranted  delay  by  the,  Board  of  Aldermen; 

Second — That  we  here  and  now  endorse  the  action  of  the  Central  Federation 
of  Labor  of  May  8,  1904,  in  demanding  that  this  permit  be  at  once  granted,  so  that 
public  work  and  public  construction  can  at  once  begin; 

Third — That  a committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Mayor  and 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  urge  upon  them  the  great  need  of  acting  at  once  upon 
the  application  of  the  Port  Chester  franchise,  in  order  to  secure  for  the.  people  of 
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The  Bronx  the  facilities  so  urgently  desired  by  its  inhabitants  and  the  people  of  the 
City  generally; 

Fourth — That  the  said  committee  be  instructed  to  report  back  to  this  body  the 
result  of  their  interview  with  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  and,  fifth,  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a copy  of  these  resolutions  to 
the  press.

The  above  association  respectfully  begs  leave  to  place  itself  on  record  as  being 
entirely  and  unanimously  in  favor  of  granting  the  Union  Railway  and  Southern  Boule- 
vard Railway  the  franchises  asked  for  to  cross  bridges  and  extend  along  certain  streets 
with  the  distinct  understanding  that  their  franchises  will  not  be  exclusive  for  crossing 
any  bridge  or  street  or  avenue  or  thoroughfare  that  would  in  any  way  interfere  with 
other  lines  requesting  such  accommodations  for  a reasonable  distance.

Hon.  CHARLES  V.  FORNES,  President,  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Dear  Sir — At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Improvement  League  of  the  Forty- 
fourth  Aldermanic  District  a resolution  was  passed  unanimously  urging  the  extension 
of  the  Union  Railway  lines  from  White  Plains  avenue  through  Two  Hundred  and 
Twenty-fifth  street  to  Westchester  Village;  also  along  Pelham  parkway,  from  Ford- 
ham  square  to  Pelham  Bay  Park,  so  as  to  give  the  people  the  benefit  of  that  important 
breathing  place.  At  present  the  bath  houses  at  Pelham  Bay  Park  are  practically  cut  off 
from  the  general  public,  owing  to  the  inaccessibility  of  the  same  by  railroad,  and  as 
all  are  not  fortunate  enough  to  possess  carriages  or  automobiles  the  great  unwashed  are 
deprived  of  the  benefits  of  a bath.  And  even  those  who  have  the  pluck  to  foot  it,  lose 
all  the  benefit  of  their  immersion  in  Pelham  Bay,  owing  to  the  weary  tramp  through 
and  over  the  dusty  roads. 

The  attention  of  the  Union  Railway  has  been  called  to  this  matter,  but  for  reasons 
of  their  own,  which  they  have  not  vouchsafed  to  this  Improvement  League,  they  failed 
to  include  it  in  their  list  of  extensions  now  before  your  Honbrable  Body.

In  order  to  make  the  proposed  athletic  grounds  at  Pelham  Bay  Park  of  the  greatest 
benefit  it  should  be  insisted  upon  that  the  trolley  lines  be  extended  to  reach  this  grand 
proposed  improvement.

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  the  carrying  of  concealed  weapons  in  The  City  of  New 
York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  carries  or  conceals  on  his  person, 
loaded  fire  arms  or  other  dangerous  weapons  is  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction he  or  they  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  $50  and  be  required  to  give  a bond  in  the 
sum  of  $500  for  six  months  to  preserve  the  peace,  and  in  default  of  said  fine  and  bond, 
he  or  they  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  City  Prison  for  six  months. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Magistrates,  on  application  of  any  citizen  shall,  if  they  shall  deem 
it  necessary  for  the  protection  of  said  citizen,  issue  to  such  citizen  a permit,  in  writing, 
attested  by  the  Clerk  of  said  Magistrate’s  Court,  granting  such  citizen  the  right  to  carry 
loaded  fire  arms  on  his  person,  said  permit  shall  be  issued  for  such  time  as  said  Magis- 
trate shall,  in  his  opinion,  determine,  and  said  Magistrate  may  revoke  such  permit  at  any 
time  that  he  shall  deem  fit,  and  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  community. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  in  no  way  effect  the  carrying  of  loaded  concealed  fire 
arms  on  the  person  of  the  police  or  such  other  public  officers  as  are  now  required  to 
carry  the  same  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  in  no  way  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Army,  the  United  States  Navy  and  the  Militia  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
permitting  the  carrying  of  loaded  fire  arms  on  the  person  of  said  soldiers,  sailors  or 
militiamen  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  affecting  or 
conflicting  with  this  ordinances  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  to  take  effect  immediately.

Brief  on  Ordinances  144  and  241 — Relative  to  Fireproofing  Buildings. 

Buildings  are  divided  into  four  classes  in  respect  to  fireproofing  requirements. 

1.  All  public  buildings  over  35  feet  must  be  fireproof;  they  must  be  built  in  the 
following  manner : 

“ With  walls  of  brick,  stone,  Portland  cement  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in  which  wood 
beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed,  and  in  which  the  floors  and  roofs  shall  be  of  mate- 
rials provided  for  in  section  106  of  this  Code.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landings  shall 
be  built  entirely  of  brick,  stone,  Portland  cement  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  wood- 
work or  other  inflammable  material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or 
ceilings  in  any  such  fireproof  buildings.  * * * The  doors  and  windows  and 

their  frames,  the  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish,  when  filled  solid  at  the  back 
with  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly  thereunder,  may  be 
of  wood,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  fireproof  mate- 
rials and  extend  up  to  the  under  side  of  the  floor  boards.” 

2.  All  private  buildings,  not  exceeding  75  feet  in  height,  need  not  be  fireproof, 
except  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Tenement  House  Law  in  respect  to  tenement  houses. 

3.  All  private  buildings  exceeding  75  feet  and  up  to  150  feet  must  be  built  fireproof, 
the  same  as  in  “ 1 ” above. 

4.  All  buildings  exceeding  150  feet  must  comply  with  all  the  requirements  pro- 
vided for  public  buildings  exceeding  35  feet  and  private  buildings  exceeding  75  feet, 
in  respect  to  the  walls,  floors,  roofs,  stairs  and  staircases,  partitions,  furrings  and  ceil- 
ings, but  must  be  much  more  secure  in  respect  to  floors,  and  the  doors,  windows  and 
their  frames,  trim  and  casing  and  interior  finish ; these  parts  of  public  buildings  exceed- 
ing 35  feet  and  private  buildings  exceeding  75  feet  and  up  to  150  feet  might  be  of  wood. 
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if  the  space  back  of  these  parts  were  “ solidly  filled  with  fireproof  material.”  But  in 
buildings  exceeding  150  feet  these  parts  cannot  be  of  plain  wood,  but  the  “ floor  surfaces 
shall  be  of  stone,  cement,  rock,  asphalt,  tiling  or  similar  incombustible  material,  or  the 
sleepers  and  floors  may  be  of  wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Buildings,  to  render  the  same  fireproof.  All  outside  window  frames  and  sash  shall 
be  of  metal  or  of  wood  covered  with  metal.  The  inside  window  frames  and  sash, 
doors,  trim  and  other  interior  finish  may  be  of  wood  covered  with  metal,  or  of  wood 
treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings,  to  render  the  same  fire- 
proof.” 

Now,  the  amendment  proposes  that  all  private  buildings  exceeding  75  feet  in  height 
shall  comply  with  the  requirements  heretofore  provided  for  buildings  exceeding  150 
feet;  that  is  to  say,  that  the  floors,  window  frames,  sash,  doors,  trim,  interior  finish — 
all  parts  of  the  structure  which  might  be  made  of  wood — cannot  be  of  plain  wood, 
but  must  be  of  such  wood  only  as  is  covered  with  metal  or  fireproofed. 

A. 

Fireproof  wood  is  about  twice  as  expensive  as  ordinary  wood. 

B. 

The  average  height  of  buildings  erected  in  this  City  at  present  is  between  75  and 
150  feet. 

C. 

If  the  use  of  plain  wood  were  prohibited  in  all  these  buildings,  the  increased  expense 
of  providing  fireproof  wood  would  be  so  great  that  many  owners  would  hesitate  to 
build,  and  this,  with  the  well-known  fact  that  the  building  industry,  as  well  as  other 
industries,  is  stagnant  at  present,  would  cause  much  hardship,  especially  among  the 
laboring  classes. 

D. 

There  are  at  present  but  few  firms  which  can  supply  fireproof  wood,  and  if  the 
use  of  that  material  were  made  compulsory  for  that  class  of  buildings,  now  so  largely 
built,  a monopoly  would  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a few,  who,  with  demand  so  greatly 
increased  and  supply  so  small,  would  charge  exhorbitant  prices. 

E. 

This  so-called  fireproof  wood  is  not  fireproof;  it  will  burn;  it  is  true  that  the 
process  deprives  it  of  its  inflammability,  but  it  will  burn. 

The  process  of  fireproofing  the  wood  deprives  it  of  its  strength  and  durability.  It 
becomes  brittle  and  cracks  much  more  easily  than  wood  not  submitted  to  the -fireproof- 
ing process,  nor  will  it  last  so  long. 

It  is  much  more  difficult  to  work.  It  becomes  so  hard  and  brittle  that  the  tools 
used  in  working  it  are  constantly  dulled  and  destroyed. 
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F. 

It  is  not  the  trimming  of  the  building  itself  which  endangers  its  safety,  it  is  the 
furnishing — the  tables,  desks,  chairs  and  carpets  and  other  furniture  and  trappings. 
There  are  no  records  in  this  City  of  any  serious  fires  occurring  in  such  large  buildings 
as  those  between  75  and  150  feet  or  over  as  they  are  now  fireproofed. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  therefore — the  increased  cost  of  building,  the  resultant 
stagnation  in  business,  the  monopoly  in  material,  the  doubtful  value  of  the  process,  the 
difficulty  and  expense  of  working  the  wood,  the  insufficient,  or,  at  least,  very  doubtful 
necessity  of  the  change — it  is  respectfully  submitted  that  these  ordinances  should  not  be 
enacted.

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  an  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  in  the  sum  of  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000)  to  provide  means  for  the  purpose  of  making 
repairs  and  alterations  to  the  building  known  as  No.  264  Madison  street, 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  said  building  being  for  the  use  of  the  Thirteenth 
District  Municipal  Court. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  approves  of  and  concurs  in  the 
following  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  May  27, 
1904,  and  authorizes  the  Comptroller  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New 
York  to  the  amount  and  for  the  purposes  therein  specified: 

“ Resolved,  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  47  of  the  Greater  New 
York  Charter,  as  amended  by  chapter  409  of  the  Laws  of  1904,  the  Board'of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City 
of  New  York,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000),  to 
provide  means  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  and  alterations  to  the  building 
known  as  No.  264  Madison  street,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  said  building  being  for 
the  use  of  the  Thirteenth  District  Municipal  Court,  and  that  when  authority  therefor 
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shall  have  been  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  Comptroller  is  authorized 
to  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
section  169  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000),  the  proceeds  whereof  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes 
aforesaid.”

Mr.  EUGENE  E.  McLEAN,  Engineer: 

Sir — In  the  matter  of  repairs,  alterations,  etc.,  to  the  building  situated  at  No. 
264  Madison  street,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  recently  purchased  by  the  City  for  the 
Thirteenth  District  Municipal  Court,  I beg  to  say  that  I examined  the  building  in 
question  in  March  last,  and  in  a report  to  you  dated  March  24,  1904,  stated  that 
$10,250  would  be  required  for  absolutely  necessary  repairs  and  alterations. 

My  estimate  contemplated  new  plumbing  in  basement,  first  and  second  stories, 
including  new  leaders,  new  fireproof  stairs  to  second  floor,  new  ceiling  to  first 
story,  with  incidental  repairs  to  plaster  and  necessary  painting. 

In  report  to  the  Borough  President  dated  May  13,  1904,  Superintendent  Walker, 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Buildings  and  Offices,  detailed  certain  repairs  and 
alterations  which  he  thinks  necessary  for  fitting  the  entire  building,  consisting  of 
cellar,  basement  and  four  stories,  for  court  and  office  uses. 

I have  visited  the  building  in  company  with  Mr.  Walker  and  noted  what  he 
proposes  to  do;  and  his  plans,  as  outlined  in  the  above-mentioned  report,  and  to 
me  personally,  involve  a much  more  comprehensive  and  radical  system  of  improve- 
ments than  contemplated  in  my  report. 

Against  my  estimate  of  $4,000  for  plumbing  in  two  stories  he  asks  for  $6,000 
for  plumbing  and  electric  work  for  the  entire  building,  and  $1,000  more  for  new 
roof  and  leaders;  iron  stairs  to  fourth  story,  $2,500,  as  against  $1,500  which  I esti- 
mated for  stairs  to  second  story;  $12,000  for  iron  work,  mason  work  and  painting 
of  entire  building,  as  compared  with  $2,500  which  I estimated;  carpenter  work  which 
I limited  to  a new  floor  costing  $750  he  extends  to  include  a two-story  court-room, 
new  floors  throughout,  new  partitions  for  offices,  toilet-rooms,  etc.,  costing  $5,000. 

I estimated  no  marble  work  or  tiling,  no  outside  mason  work,  no  new  roof  and 
no  special  amount  for  incidentals,  architect’s  fees,  etc. 

The  items  above  mentioned  show  wherein  lies  the  difference  between  these 
widely-varying  estimates,  namely,  $10,250  and  $32,550. 

As  to  the  advisability  of  refitting  the  entire  building,  I am  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  advisable,  for  the  reason  that  repairs  and  alterations  made  at  one  time  can  be 
done  more  cheaply  than  at  intervals. 

Mr.  Walker  advises  a two-story  court-room,  which  I recommend  in  view  of  the 
large  amount  of  business  before  this  court,  and  the  crowds  which  attend  its  ses- 
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sions.  This  court-room  will  need  new  trim  throughout,  with  new  Judges*  desk-rail 
and  fittings. 

Mr.  Walker  recommends  the  fitting  up  of  the  fourth  story  for  Judges’  private 
rooms,  Clerks’  offices  and  toilet-rooms.  I approve  this  for  the  reason  that  it  will 
cost  not  more  than  $1,500  if  done  in  connection  with  the  other  repairs,  and  will 
cost  more  if  done  at  some  future  time.  The  iron  stairs  to  fourth  story,  iron  columns 
and  girders  to  support  third  and  fourth  story  ceilings,  new  ceilings,  etc.,  follow 
naturally  in  fitting  up  those  floors. 

As  to  the  heating  plant,  I have  made  no  recommendation  in  my  former  re- 
port, for  the  reason  that  the  present  plant  is  in  fair  condition  and  of  quite  sufficient 
capacity  to  properly  heat  two  floors  in  any  weather,  but  a new  plan  throughout 
will  be  necessary  if  the  entire  building  is  to  be  heated. 

I also  recommend  the  new  fence  wall  which  Mr.  Walker  speaks  of.  This  will 
afford  a secure  enclosure  for  the  discharge  of  prisoners  from  patrol  wagons,  out 
of  the  view  of  the  curious. 

I disagree  with  Mr.  Walker’s  suggestion  as  to  marble  wainscot  and  tiling.  A 
'wainscoting  of  Keene’s  cement  over  the  present  plaster  in  main  hall  with  a rubber 
tile  floor  covering  will  answer  all  requirements. 

I estimate  the  cost  of  repairs  and  alterations  to  fit  the  entire  building  for  occu- 
pancy as  follows.  It  will  be  noted  that  my  separate  items  are  quite  different  from  Mr. 
Walker’s,  but  the  total  is  practically  the  same :

It  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Engineer  of  the  Finance  Department  that  “ the 
proposition  is  to  sell  to  the  City  for  $15,000,  not  only  the  whole  of  the  water  distri- 
bution system,  but  all  the  right  and  title  to  the  streets  in  which  the  mains  are  laid 
and  the  intersection  thereat.”

Sir — Hon.  John  T.  Oakley,  Commissioner,  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and 
Electricity,  in  communication  March  14,  1904,  transmits  a map  entitled  “ City  of  New 
York,  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,”  show- 
ing the  territory  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward,  including  the  streets  and  avenues  in  said 
ward  in  which  the  water  mains,  stop  cocks  and  hydrants  belonging  to  the  German 
American  Improvement  Company  are  located.  He  says : 

“ This  Department  has  an  option  on  the  property  owned  by  said  company,  which 
provides  for  the  payment  of  $15,000  for  their  pipes,  water  supply  system  and  right,  title 
and  interest  of  the  Company  in  the  various  streets  indicated  by  map. 

“ Along  the  line  of  these  distributing  mains  are  324  houses  which  are  furnished 
with  water  by  said  company  at  the  regular  fixed  rates  as  establised  by  The  City  of  New 
York. 

“ The  mains  of  the  German  American  Improvement  Company  are  connected  with 
the  City’s  distributing  pipes  by  means  of  a water  meter,  the  City  charging  for  the  water 
at  the  fixed  rate  of  10  cents  per  hundred  cubic  feet,  as  indicated  by  meter. 

“ In  my  opinion,  the  purchase  of  the  water  mains,  etc.,  of  this  company,  described 
in  the  schedule  annexed,  would  be  a great  advantage  to  the  City,  and  I strongly  recom- 
mend that  I be  allowed  to  make  the  purchase,  in  accordance  with  section  507  of  the 
Charter.” 

To  obtain  a satisfactory  explanation  of  this  matter,  I communicated  personally 
with  Mr.  I.  M.  Varona,  Chief  Engineer  of  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and 
Electricity,  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  from  whom  I obtained  the  following  information: 
That  the  German  American  Improvement  Company,  as  the  title  indicates,  is  a company 
organized  to  improve  the  property  in  question.  It  owns  the  land,  as  well  as  the  streets, 
and  sold  the  lots  and  houses,  reserving,  however,  as  stated  by  its  President,  the  title  to 
the  streets,  which  it  owns  in  fee.  The  company  lay  the  water  pipes,  hydrants,  etc.,  so 
as  to  supply  the  people,  to.  whom  it  has  sold  lots  and  houses  with  water.  Its  own 
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supply  being  insufficient  for  this  purpose,  it  requested  the  City  to  furnish  the  water, 
which  the  City  has  done,  through  a meter,  the  company  paying  for  the  water  it  receives 
from  the  City,  at  metered  rates,  and  in  its  turn  charging  its  customers  for  the  same, 
and  collecting  the  water  rates.  This  is  evidently  a faulty  arrangement. 

The  proposition  is  to  sell  to  the  City  for  $15,000  not  only  the  whole  of  the  water 
distribution  system,  but  all,  the  right  and  title  in  the  streets  in  which  the  mains  are  laid, 
and  the  improvements  therein. 

The  pipes,  hydrants,  etc.,  were  laid  about  the  year  1893.  My  approximate  estimate 
of  the  value  of  the  pipes,  etc.,  as  laid,  amounts  to  about  $17,266. 

I think  the  proposed  amount,  $15,000,  would  be  reasonable,  considering  the  advan- 
tage of  the  control  of  the  City  over  the  system,  and  I would  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  Commissioner’s  request  to  be  allowed  to  make  the  purchase,  in  accordance  with 
section  507  of  the  Charter,  be  complied  with.

A sketch  showing  the  proposed  improvement  and  a detailed  estimate  of  quanti- 
ties accompany  the  application,  with  an  estimate  of  cost  amounting  to  $1,992.50. 
The  design  as  submitted  includes  the  inclosing  of  part  of  the  triangular  place  by 
the  erection  of  a granite  wall  surmounted  by  an  ornamental  railing  and  three  gas 
lamps.  A flight  of  stone  steps  at  the  northerly  end  is  intended  to  afford  a short 
cut  for  the  passage  of  pedestrians  from  one  avenue  to  the  other. 

I have  examined  the  site  of  the  proposed  improvement,  and  believe  that  some 
improvement  is  certainly  desirable,  would  enhance  the  appearance  of  the  corner 
and  would  clearly  be  of  substantial  benefit.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  whether  the 
cutting  off  of  five  feet  on  Third  avenue  and  six  feet  on  Franklin  avenue  of  the 
width  of  the  sidewalk  is  advisable,  the  increase  in  size  of  the  small  park  being 
scarcely  a compensation  to  the  City  for  the  inconvenience  thus  caused  in  the  loss 
of  sidewalk  area. 

Some  improvement  at  this  point  is  positively  necessary,  as  the  difference  in 
grade  of  the  two  avenues  invites  accident,  no  protection  being  offered. 

The  gore  of  land  in  question  is  formed  by  the  intersection  at  a sharp  angle 
of  Third  avenue  and  Franklin  avenue,  and  was  formerly  part  and  parcel  of  the  street 
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area  on  the  map  of  the  Village  of  Morrisania,  made  by  Andrew  Findlay,  dated 
August  10,  1848. 

By  deed  of  cession  dated  November  8,  1864,  recorded  in  Westchester  County 
Clerk’s  office  in  Liber  556,  page  96,  on  January  18,.  1865,  Gouverneur  Morris  con- 
veyed to  the  Town  of  Morrisania  all  of  the  streets  on  the  said  map.  The  same  area 
is  shown  as  a street  on  the  final  maps  of  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards, 
section  6,  but,  as  owing  to  the  difference  in  grades  of  the  two  avenues,  it  cannot 
be  used  or  paved  as  street  area,  it  naturally  comes  under  the  head  of  a public  place, 
and  since  its  proposed  improvement  is  largely  ornamental  it  comes  within  the 
scope  of  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  dated  June  7,  1902,  to  Hon.  W.  R. 
Willcox,  Commissioner  of  Parks,  in  which  he  expresses  his  belief  that  such  public 
places  should  be  maintained  by  the  Department  of  Parks. 

I believe,  therefore,  that  this  improvement  should  be  initiated  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Parks,  and  would  advise  you  that  in  my  opinion  the  matter  should  be 
referred  to  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  who,  if  he 
deems  the  improvement  desirable,  shall  make  an  application  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  for  an  issue  of  Corporate  Stock,  which  should  be  accompanied 
by  a detailed  estimate  of  the  cost.

Gentlemen — I respectfully  appeal  to  you  for  permission  to  increase  the  force  of 
the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Jurors  in  the  County  of  Kings,  by  allowing  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  Process  Server,  and  also  that  of  an  Exemption  and  Fine 
Clerk. 

The  compensation  of  the  Process  Server  is  $1,200  per  annum  and  that  of  the 
Exemption  and  Fine  Clerk  $1,800  per  annum. 

The  need  of  an  additional  Process  Server  is  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  on  the 
arrangement  of  the  force  in  the  office,  under  chapter  564,  Laws  of  1902,  when  the 
Commissioner  and  Special  Commissioner  of  Jurors’  offices  were  combined,  there 
were  four  Process  Servers  discharged,  under  the  belief  that  the  remaining  seven 
would  be  sufficient. 

By  reason  of  the  increased  number  of  parts  of  the  Supreme  Court,  requiring 
additional  Jurors  to  be  drawn  and  served,  and  the  large  and  growing  territory  to  be 
covered  in  the  attempt  to  secure  proper  Jurors,  there  is  absolutely  need  for  an  addi- 
tional Process  Server. 

There  is  great  need  for  an  additional  Clerk,  whose  duty  shall  be  the  preparation 
and  supervision  of  the  exemption  book  and  fine  book.  There  are  at  present  over  a 
hundred  thousand  names  of  exemptions  from  Jury  duty,  of  which  many  are  duplica- 
tions caused  by  change  of  residence,  and  it  would  keep  one  clerk  constantly  employed 
in  classifying  these  names  and  keeping  the  same  from  day  to  day,  so  that  the  many 
who  are  exempt  by  reason  of  employment,  physical  and  mental  condition,  would  not 
be  subjected  annually  to  making  their  appearance  before  the  Commissioner  to  claim 
exemption  from  being  qualified,  when  the  record  should  show  that  fact.  There  are 
many  hundreds  of  persons  called  annually,  who  complain  that  they  should  not  be 
compelled  to  waste  their  time,  when  the  records  of  the  office  should  possess  the  informa- 
tion that  they  are  not  capable  of  or  lare  exempt  from  the  performance  of  Jury  duty. 
The  lack  of  sufficient  force  has  made  such  work  impossible,  and  if  necessary  I will 
make  further  explanations  by  appearing  personally.

The  reason  for  this  request  is  as  follows : 

For  the  four  years  prior  to  the  late  Reform  Administration,  the  salaries  of  the 
positions  were  fixed  at  the  above  rate,  with  the  exception  of  the  Clerk,  who  received

The  amount  of 
compensation  is  fixed  at  $1,950,  for  the  fact  that  under  the  present  regulations  there 
is  no  $2,000  grade. 

The  Helper,  Julius  Ruppert,  has  held  his  title  and  position  for  many  years,  and  is 
a faithful  and  intelligent  public  servant.  He  is  in  charge  of  the  delivery  of  all  supplies 
to  the  many  parks  of  our  Borough. 

In  making  this  application,  I feel  that  I am  not  asking  for  an  increase  for  these 
employees,  but  simply  a restoration  of  salary— an  act  of  justice  to  these  men.  The 
amount  involved  is  comparatively  small — $2,010  in  all — and  I believe  is  not  above 
the  amounts  received  for  similar  services  in  outside  employment.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen — I am  in  receipt  of  a communication  signed  by  P.  J.  Scully,  City  Clerk, 
dated  the  7th  day  of  April,  1904,  inclosing  copy  of  Resolution  No.  410  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  adopted  April  5,  1904,  requesting  an  opinion  upon  four  questions  stated  in 
said  resolution,  for  the  further  guidance  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  such  matters  as 
may  come  before  the  Bx>ard  relating  to  the  Volunteer  Fire  Departments  of  the  Borough 
of  Queens.  The  questions  upon  which  I am  requested  to  pass  are  as  follows : 

1.  Has  a fire  company  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  the  right  within  itself  to  increase 
or  decrease  the  limits  of  membership  other  than  the  number  designated  by  the  Trustees 
previous  to  consolidation  unless  so  authorized  by  some  authority  upon  whom  has 
descended  the  powers  originally  vested  in  the  several  Board  and  Village  Trustees? 

2.  Is  a citizen  eligible  to  membership  in  a Flushing  Volunteer  Fire  Company  who 
resides  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  old  Village  Fire  Department? 

3.  Do  the  powers  originally  vested  in  the  Village  Trustees  to  regulate  and  govern 
the  Volunteer  Fire  Departments  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  descend  upon  the  nresent 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  under  sections  41,  42,  43  of  the  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  so  far  as  to  confirmation  of  membership,  giving  certificates  of  ser- 
vice, or  acting  upon  discharges? 

4.  If  your  decision  should  be  adverse  to  the  action  of  the  companies,  what  action 
should  be  taken  in  regard  to  those  members  elected  above  the  quota  and  from  other 
boroughs  ? 

In  reply,  I beg  to  say  that  the  rights  of  Volunteer  Fire  Companies  in  the  Borough 
of  Queens,  concerning  which  reference  is  made  by  the  first  question  stated  above,  to 
increase  or  decrease  the  membership  of  other  companies,  from  the  form  of  the  question, 
relates  only  to  those  companies  which  were  located  in  and  operating  within  the  limits 
of  incorporated  villages  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  at  the  time  of  consolidation,  and 
must,  in  my  opinion,  be  governed  by  the  several  charters,  ordinances  and  laws  in  force 
at  the  time  of  consolidation,  and  applicable  to  the  various  companies.  Some  of  the  com- 
panies now  operating  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  were  organized  outside  of  the  limits  of 
any  incorporated  village,  and  as  to  those  the  resolution  seems  not  to  be  applicable.  As 
to  those  Fire  Companies  that  were  organized  prior  to  consolidation,  within  the  limits 
of  incorporated  villages  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  charters  of  those  various 
villages,  the  village  charters,  ordinances  and  by-laws  that  were  applicable  to  the  gov- 
ernment and  control  of  those  companies  at  the  time  of  consolidation  are  yet  in 
force  as  they  were  at  that  time,  unless  inconsistent  with  some  provision  of  the  Charter. 
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There  has  been  no  change  in  the  status  of  these  companies  since  consolidation.  The 
ordinances  that  limited  their  membership  and  the  residence  of  their  members  are  as 
much  in  force  to-day,  unless  modified  or  repealed  by  the  former  Municipal  Assembly 
prior  to  January  1,  1902,  or  since  that  time  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as 'they  were 
on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1898.  The  company,  of  itself,  has  no  power  by  by-law  or 
otherwise  to  change  its  limit  of  membership  from  the  number  designated  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Village,  within  which  it  was  organized,  prior  to  consolidation,  unless  author- 
ized so  to  do  by  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  prior  to  January  1,  1902,  or  since 
that  time  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  under  the  power  vested  in  them  by 
section  41  of  the  Charter. 

The  question  whether  a citizen  residing  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  old  Village 
Fire  Department  is  eligible  to  membership  in  a Flushing  Volunteer  Fire  Company  is 
answered  in  the  negative  in  the  light  of  the  general  comprehensive  statement  made 
above.  Whatever  the  requirements  for  membership  in  a Flushing  Volunteer  Fire  Com- 
pany were,  prior  to  January  1,  1898,  they  are  yet  in  force,  unless  they  have  been  changed, 
modified  or  repealed  by  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  prior  to  January  1,  1902, 
or  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  since  that  date. 

To  this  statement  may  be  added  the  general  view  of  the  law  relating  to  fire  com- 
panies and  their  duties.  A volunteer  fire  company  is  a body  corporate,  but  cannot 
become  such  without  the  consent  of  the  municipal  corporation  within  which  it  is  to  be 
located  and  to  operate.  In  incorporated  villages  that  consent  is  given  by  the  trustees  of 
such  village ; in  towns  as  distinct  from  villages  that  consent  is  given  by  the  town  board 
of  such  town.  After  the  incorporation  of  a fire  company  it  is  not  wholly  a law  unto 
itself  and  without  obligation  to  the  public.  It  owes  to  the  municipality  which  consented 
to  its  creation  the  duty  of  effective  fire  service  within  the  limits  of  that  municipality; 
that  is  the  legal  reason  for  its  formation.  If  its  members  do  not  reside  in  the  near 
vicinage  of  the  place  where  the  company  is  located  and  in  which  it  is  to  render  its 
services  they  cannot  perform  the  actual  fire  service  contemplated  by  law,  and  the  duty 
which  their  company  owes  to  the  public  is  by  so  much  lessened  and  impaired.  A mem- 
ber of  a volunteer  fire  company  in  contemplation  of  law  cannot  be  a merely  nominal 
figure-head,  to  attend  meetings  and  pay  dues  only.  He  must  be  . prepared  to  render 
the  service  which  his  company  at  its  organization  impliedly  agreed  to  render.  He  can- 
not be  so  prepared  if  he  does  not  reside  in  or  near  the  place  where  that  service  is  to 
be  rendered. 

The  powers  originally  vested  in  incorporated  villages  and  in  Village  Trustees  to 
regulate  and  govern  the  Volunteer  Fire  Departments  in  their  respective  villages  in  the 
Borough  of  Queens,  are  now  vested  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  under  the  provisions  of  sections  41,  42,  43  and  44  of  the  Charter. 

It  appears  from  the  statement  contained  in  the  resolution  that  in  the  former  Village 
of  Flushing  the  Trustees  of  the  Village  passed  an  ordinance  limiting  the  number  of 
members  in  each  company.  Unless  that  ordinance  was  repealed,  altered  or  changed 
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by  some  proper  authority,  it  is  still  in  force,  and  members  elected  above  the  proper 
quota,  and  those  persons  claiming  to  be  members  who  reside  outside  of  the  limits  pre- 
scribed by  the  Village  Charter  and  ordinances,  and  the  company  By-Laws  adopted  in 
pursuance  of  such  ordinances,  prior  to  January  I,  1898,  as  modified,  altered  or  repealed 
by  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  prior  to  January  1,  1902,  or  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  since  that  date,  should  be  dropped  from  the  company  rolls. 
They  are  not  legal  members  of  the  company  and  have  no  status  as  members. 

As  to  members  who  may  have  moved  since  January  1,  1898,  from  the  limits  of  the 
incorporated  village  within  which  the  company  of  which  they  are  members  operates, 
under  the  By-Laws  of  their  various  companies,  if  such  provision  has  been  made  they 
may  be  placed  on  a suspended  list,  and  if  no  provision  has  been  made,  must  be  dropped 
from  the  company  rolls. 

I return  herewith  all  papers  relating  to  this  matter.

Whereas,  The  Volunteer  Firemen  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  desire  definite  infor- 
mation and  instruction  as  to  certain  matters  concerning  their  organization  and  gov- 
ernment; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  pass  upon  the  several 
questions  specified  in  the  following  statement  and  return  his  answer  to  this  Board  for 
their  future  guidance  in  such  matters  as  may  come  before  the  Board  relating  to  the 
said  Volunteer  Fire  Department  of  the  Borough  of  Queens. 

Statement. 

The  several  Fire  Departments  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  were  duly  authorized, 
under  charters  granted  by  the  State,  to  the  various  villages  and  towns  in  the  borough, 
whose  Trustees  were  empowered  to  organize  and  control  the  said  Fire  Departments 
within  the  limits  of  the  localities  where  located. 

As  a case  in  point,  the  latest  charter,  granted  by  the  State  to  the  Village  of  Flush- 
ing, April  19,  1883,  under  title  III.,  section  4,  reads  as  follows;  “They  (the  Trustees) 
shall  also  have  power  within  the  limits  of  the  said  village  * * * to  organize, 

maintain  and  regulate  a Fire  Department,  to  appoint  engineers,  fire  wardens  and 
other  members  thereof;  to  organize,  govern  and  disband  fire,  hook  and  ladder  and 
hose  companies;  to  procure  and  hold  fire  engines,  hose  carriages,  ladders  and  other 
instruments  and  implements  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  erect  houses,  etc.” 

Under  this  authority,  the  Village  Trustees,  on  August  8,  1883,  passed  “ An 
ordinance  to  establish  and  regulate  a Fire  Department,”  from  which  the  following 
sections  are  copied: 
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Section  1.  “ The  Fire  Department  of  the  Village  of  Flushing  shall  consist  of  a 
chief  engineer,  a first  and  second  assistant  engineers,  a treasurer,  and  such  engine  men, 
hose  men  and  hook  and  ladder  men  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the 
Village  Trustees.” 

“ Sec.  3.  The  Firemen  shall  be  divided  into  engine,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose  com- 
panies, and  each  company  shall  consist  of  as  many  members  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  from  time  to  time  order  and  direct.” 

“ Sec.  6.  Every  member  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  receive  a certificate  of  mem- 
bership, duly  executed  and  signed  by  the  Village  Clerk  and  the  Chief  Engineer,  to  be 
delivered  by  the  Chief  Engineer  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same.  The  com- 
mencement of  the  term  of  service  of  each  member  shall  be  computed  from  the  date  of 
such  certificate.” 

A resolution  was  passed  by  the  Trustees  prior  to  1880  limiting  the  number  of 
members  in  each  company  to  45. 

The  election  of  a member  required  the  confirmatory  action  of  the  trustees  before 
full  membership  was  completed,  and  discharges  and  certificates  of  service  were  given 
by  the  same  direct  authority. 

Since  the  date  of  consolidation  with  the  Greater  New  York  some  of  these  com- 
panies have  increased  their  membership  beyond  the  number  prescribed  by  the  Trustees, 
and  have  changed  their  by-laws  limiting  the  membership  to  residents  in  the  old  Village 
of  Flushing,  and  now  permit  members  to  join  from  any  section  of  the  Greater  New  York. 

As  a result  of  such  action,  to  claim  exemption  from  jury  duty,  taxes  and  certain 
civil  service  benefits,  men  have  joined  the  Flushing  Fire  Department  from  The  Bronx, 
Brooklyn  and  other  boroughs,  now  under  the  protection  of  the  paid  Fire  Department, 
and  some  of  the  companies  have  increased  their  membership  much  above  the  limit 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  many  of  the  Firemen  believe,  to  the  detriment 
of  the  service. 

This  brief  statement  of  affairs  concerning  the  Flushing  Volunteer  Department  indi- 
cates the  questions  which  are  hereby  submitted  for  solution.  * 

1st.  Has  a fire  company  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  the  right  within  itself  to  in- 
crease or  decrease  the  limits  of  membership  other  than  the  number  designated  by 
the  trustees  previous  to  consolidation  unless  so  authorized  by  some  authority  upon 
whom  has  descended  the  powers  originally  invested  in  the  several  boards  of  village 
trustees? 

2d.  Is  a citizen  eligible  to  membership  in  a Flushing  Volunteer  fire  company,  who 
resides  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  old  village  Fire  Department? 

3d.  Do  the  powers  originally  invested  in  the  village  trustees,  to  regulate  and 
govern  the  volunteer  fire  departments,  in  the  Borough  of  Queens,  descend  upon  the 
present  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  under  sections  41,  42,  43  of 
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the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  so  far  as  to  confirmation  of  membership,  giving 
certificates  of  service,  or  acting  upon  dicharges? 

4th.  If  your  decision  should  be  averse  to  the  action  of  the  companies,  what 
action  should  be  taken  in  regard  to  those  members  elected  above  the  quota  and  from 
other  boroughs?

Mr.  JOSIAH  A.  BRIGGS,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx: 

Sir — It  has  been  found  that  the  public  sewer  in  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
seventh  street,  between  Willow  avenue  and  Walnut  avenue,  is  badly  settled  and  should 
be  rebuilt.  This  sewer  was  completed  on  May  1,  1895. 

Surveys  and  soundings  have  been  made  to  determine  the  amount  of  work  neces- 
sary to  be  performed  in  order  to  reconstruct  the  defective  portion  of  the  sewer  re- 
ferred to,  and  it  is  found  that  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  is  as  set  forth  in  the 
following  estimate: 

195  linear  feet  of  18-inch  pipe  sewer. 

450  linear  feet  of  15-inch  pipe  sewer. 

25  linear  feet  of  12-inch  pipe  sewer. 

145  spurs. 

6 manholes. 

5 cubic  yards  of  rock. 

30  cubic  yards  of  concrete. 

30  cubic  yards  of  broken  stone. 

30  cubic  yards  of  masonry. 

15.000  feet  (B.  M.)  of  timber. 

12.000  linear  feet  of  piles. 

Total  estimated  cost,  $8,000. 

In  order  to  meet  the  cost  for  this  necessary  reconstruction  I would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  issue  of  Revenue  Bonds  for  the  purpose,  to  the  amount  of 
$8,000,  be  requested.

June  7,  1904.  ) 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  question  of  determining  the  attitude  of 
the  City  on  the  suggestions  which  appear  in  the  memorandum  filed  by  the  Governor 
in  giving  his  approval  to  the  measure  now  known  as  chapter  752  of  the  Laws  of  1904. 

This  measure  purports  to  deny  to  The  City  of  New  York  the  right  to  acquire 
by  condemnation,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  or  improving  its  water  supply,  “any 
stream  of  water  which  may  be  the  chief  source  of  power  to,  or  necessary  in  the 
process  of  manufacturing,  washing  or  dyeing  in  a mill  or  mills  situated  in  a city 
or  village  within  the  County  of  Dutchess,  which  flows  through  either  of  the  towns 
of  Fishkill,  Wappingers  or  Poughkeepsie  into  the  Hudson  river,  the  inhabitants  whereof 
are  chiefly  dependent  upon  such  mill  or  mills  for  employment  or  support.” 

I have  quoted  the  exact  language  of  the  statute,  but  do  not  purpose  to  comment 
on  the  adequacy  of  expression  as  affecting  the  seeming  intention  of  the  act. 

Assuming  for  the  sake  of  argument  that  the  language  is  legally  sufficient,  and 
that  the  measure  is  constitutional,  its  effect  will  be  to  exclude  New  York  City  from 
acquiring  by  condemnation  any  water  rights  in  Dutchess  County  to  increase  its  present 
resources. 

On  the  hearing  before  the  Legislative  Committee  which  had  the  bill  under  con- 
sideration, the  representative  of  the  City  opposed  its  passage,  but  it  passed  both 
Houses,  and  was  sent  to  the  Governor.  On  the  hearing  before  the  Governor  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  at  my  instance,  opposed  it,  and  associated  with  him  in  opposition 
appeared  Hon.  John  T.  Oakley,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Water  Sup- 
ply, Gas  and  Electricity,  and  his  predecessor  in  office,  Hon.  Robert  Grier  Monroe, 
with  Mr.  J.  H.  Freeman,  the  Engineer  under  the  commission  appointed  by  my  pred- 
ecessor, as  well  as  representatives  of  several  quasi-public  bodies  and  many  of  our 
foremost  citizens.  These  gentlemen  made  clear  explanation  of  the  effect  of  the  bill 
on  the  present  and  future  prosperity  of  the  City  and  the  well-being  of  its  citizens.  The 
Governor,  however,  signed  the  measure,  and  I append  hereto  the  full  text  of  his 
memorandum  filed  at  that  time. 

The  principal  feature  to  which  I direct  your  attention,  is  stated  in  these  words : 

“In  giving  my  approval,  therefore,  to  this  measure,  I do  so  with  no  other  object 

* 
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in  view  than  this : to  reserve  such  authority  as  is  in  me  vested  to  convene  the  Legisla- 
ture in  extra  session,  if  the  citizens  of  New  York  so  desire,  in  order  to  permit  the 
framing  of  a measure  that  will  accomplish  the  object  of  securing  additional  water  sup- 
ply to  The  City  of  New  York.” 

I am  not  convinced  that  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature,  which  would  consist 
of  the  same  men  who  passed  this  measure,  would  result  in  relief  from  the  oppression 
of  this  law.  But,  even  if  it  did,  such  legislation  would  still  have  to  stand  the  survey 
of  the  Governor,  whose  fixed  opinion,  as  I glean  it  from  his  memorandum,  is  opposed 
to  anything  like  a repeal  of  this  law.  It  may  be,  therefore,  that  hope  of  relief  must  be 
deferred  until  the  Senate  and  Assembly  consider  the  matter  in  next  year’s  session. 

I am  loath,  however,  to  permit  my  personal  misgivings  as  to  the  result  to  interfere 
with  any  effort  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  City  to  remedy  the  present  situation, 
and  I would  ask  for  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  were  it  not  for  the  language 
of  the  Governor’s  memorandum  which  makes  as  a condition  for  the  convening  of  an 
extra  session  the  contingency  “if  the  citizens  of  The  City  of  New  York  so  desire.” 

I know  of  no  feasible  method  of  ascertaining  the  desire  of  the  citizens  of  New 
York,  except  by  securing  an  expression  of  opinion  from  their  representatives  in  the 
City  Government,  and  it  is  for  that  reason  that  I submit  the  whole  question  to  your 
Honorable  Body  and  ask  that  you  accord  to  it  immediate  consideration. 

I do  not  presume  to  point  out  to  you  the  method  by  which  you  may  reach  a result 
in  this  matter.  I venture,  however,  to  make  some  suggestions  on  its  importance  which 
I deem  may  be  of  service  to  you  in  your  deliberations  on  the  subject.  1 

The  City  of  New  York  has  shown  an  uninterrupted  growth  which  has  necessitated 
a vast  extension,  year  after  year,  of  the  area  of  settlement  for  residential  and  indus- 
trial purposes,  and  an  average  annual  increase  of  population  of  100,000  persons.  The 
question  of  the  water  supply  is,  therefore,  one  of  primary  importance  and  it  is  our 
duty  not  only  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  present  but  to  insure  provision  for  the 
future,  and  as  the  acquisition  of  rights  and  territory  and  the  construction  of  works 
necessary  for  an  increased  water  supply  generally  require  years  of  effort,  delay  in  such 
a matter  would  be  contrary  to  the  City’s  interests.  As  we  stand  now  the  City  is  de- 
pendent to  a great  extent  upon  the  continuance  of  an  abundant  water  supply  from  nat- 
ural sources.  Should  this  supply  of  nature  at  any  time  undergo  any  considerable  dimi- 
nution for  two  successive  years,  the  City  would  suffer  a calamity  almost  indescribable. 

With  the  development  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  its  water  supply,  I am 
advised,  will  have  to  be  augmented  by  connection  with  the  system  which  now  sup- 
plies the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  and  the  welfare  of  the  Borough 
of  Brooklyn  demands  that  no  condition  should  be  permitted  to  arise  which  would 
dwarf  its  growth.  The  water  supply  of  Brooklyn,  chiefly  because  of  the  physical 
formation  of  Long  Island,  is  furnished  by  wells  naturally  limited  in  producing 
capacity.  At  present  it  is  to  an  extent  adequate,  but  the  day  is  fast  approaching 
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when  mining  for  water  will  not  produce  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  that  growing  part 
of  our  City. 

If  our  growth  for  the  next  twenty-five  years  continues  as  it  has  during  the  past 
quarter  of  a century — and  the  indications  point  to  even  a greater  growth — there 
seems  to  be  no  question  that  the  water  to  be  had  from  all  the  available  streams 
within  the  State  will  be  needed,  and  the  problem  will  then  present  itself  of  supply- 
ing additional  water  from  the  seemingly  only  other  source  of  supply— the  Hudson 
river. 

This  probably  will  not  require  the  attention  of  the  City  Government  for  some 
years,  provided  we  secure  other  available  sources  in  the  meantime. 

The  importance  of  a reservoir  connection  with  streams  in  Dutchess  County  as 
a part  of  the  chain  of  our  supply  system  lies  in  the  fact  that  such  connection  would 
not  only  furnish  a large  quantity  of  wholesome  water,  but  it  could  be  used,  by  ex- 
tension, to  draw  from  streams  beyond  that  county,  which,  on  account  of  the  quantity 
and  the  quality  of  the  water  there  obtainable,  would  not  justify  the  expense  of  an 
independent  aqueduct.  These  waters,  it  is  asserted  by  competent  authorities,  would 
be  worthless  to  the  City  unless  they  could  be  commingled  with  the  waters  of 
Dutchess  County. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  before  long  New  York  City  will  be  required  to  cross 
the  Hudson  river  and  draw  water  from  the  streams  in  the  counties  on  its  westerly 
bank.  When  every  means  of  supply  from  streams  in  these  localities  shall  have 
been  used,  then  resort  may  have  to  be  had  to  the  waters  of  the  Hudson  river. 
The  advocates  of  this  measure  wish  to  consign  us  to  that  necessity  now;  but  there 
are  grave  reasons  against  the  use  of  river  water  if  it  can  be  avoided.  Natural 
streams  tapped  at  a high  elevation,  with  all  sources  of  contamination  removed  from 
the  area  of  drainage,  and  the  territory  properly  policed,  would  give  practically 
pure  water,  and,  for  the  maintenance  of  public  health,  pure  water  is  indispensable. 
If  at  any  time  the  water  of  the  Hudson  river  were  to  be  used  it  would  be  necessary 
to  establish,  among  other  things,  a filtration  plant.  A vast  expense  would  be 
involved,  also,  in  the  construction  of  pumping  stations  furnishing  the  power  suf- 
ficient to  lift  the  water  to  a height  where  it  could  be  stored  in  reservoirs.  Such  a 
plant  would  have  to  be  established  above  Poughkeepsie,  and  so  great  would  be  the 
quantity  of  water  withdrawn  from  the  river  at  the  point  that  the  equal  flow  of  the 
river  would  be  disturbed  and  the  water  from  the  sea  would  rush  in  and  invade 
the  territory  from  which  the  water  for  the  City’s  supply  was  being  taken.  This 
would  render  ineffectual  the  taking  of  such  water  unless  means  were  employed 
to  maintain  the  equal  flow  of  the  river,  because  no  system  of  filtration  will  remove 
all  the  salt  held  in  solution,  and  salt  water  would  be  unserviceable  for  domestic 
use  because  unwholesome  for  drinking  purposes,  and  it  would  be  unsuitable  for 
manufacturing  needs. 
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It  is  urged,  furthermore,  that  in  order  to  prevent  the  invasion  of  salt  water 
it  would  be  necessary  to  establish  in  the  northern  section  of  the  State  reservoirs 
in  which  would  be  stored  water  which  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  when  necessary, 
might  be  permitted  to  escape  in  quantities  so  as  to  equalize  the  flow  of  the  Hudson 
river  at  a point  where  river  water  would  be  withdrawal. 

By  what  I have  said  I do  not  wrish  to  convey  the  impression  that  under  any  cir- 
. cumstances  there  could  occur  a water  famine  in  the  sense  of  a total  deprivation  of  water 
for  purposes  of  food,  but  should  the  withdrawal  of  the  supply  of  water  for  manufactur- 
ing purposes  be  forced  upon  us  for  a period  of  a month  or  even  of  a week,  the  ensuing 
loss  in  money  to  so  many  of  our  population  would  cause  intense  misery,  and  it  might 
be  years  before  we  would  recover  from  its  consequences. 

— There  never  has  been  a disposition  on  the  part  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  injure 
the  residents  of  other  sections  of  the  State,  and  in  all  the  proceedings  which  have  been 
heretofore  taken  for  the  acquisition  of  land  and  water  rights  for  the  City’s  water  sup- 
ply, the  expenses  to  the  City  have  been  generally  conceded  to  be  beyond  what  was  rea- 
sonable and  just. 

Furthermore,  the  precedent  of  this  law  is  pernicious.  It  gives  Dutchess  County 
practically  a monopoly  and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why,  if  the  measure  be  just, 
other  counties  in  the  State  might  not  fairly  apply  for  the  same  exemption.  If  such 
should  be  the  case  it  would  be  impossible  for  The  City  of  New  York  to  take  by  con- 
demnation any  property  for  this  important  public  purpose,  and  it  would  be  left  at  the 
mercy,  not  of  persons  for  whose  protection  this  bill  ostensibly  is  designed,  but  the 
owners  of  the  water  right  wrho  could  sell  as  they  saw  fit  without  any  consideration  for 
those  who  might  be  consequently  injured  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  power  from  mills 
employing  the  waters.  As  a matter  of  fact  the  measure  restrains  The  City  of  New  York, 
but  does  not  protect  the  persons  in  whose  interest  it  is  pretended  to  have  been  enacted. 
The  City  or  any  other  person  or  corporation  could  buy  these  protected  lands  or  rights 
in  Dutchess  County  at  the  owners’  price,  and  the  people  of  the  vicinity  for  whom  such 
sympathy  seemed  to  be  displayed  by  the  promoters  of  the  measure,  could  not  prevent  the 
sale  and  would  not  share  a penny  in  its  profits. 

If  there  is  to  be  a modification  of  this  measure  by  this  suggested  suplemental  legisla- 
tion, it  will  be  useless  to  The  City  of  New  York  if  it  creates  a new  system  of  claims  for 
damage,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  well  established  law  sanctioned  by  centuries  of  applica- 
tion should  not  new  be  changed  to  the  detriment  of  The  City  of  New  York  alone. 

I need  not  prolong  the  discussion  of  this  many-sided  case  beyond  this  point.  The- 
properity  of  the  City,  as  well  as  the  health  of  its  inhabitants,  is  largely  dependent  upon 
an  abundant  and  wholesome  water  supply,  and  I would  suggest,  therefore,  that  this  mat- 
ter receive  your  most  earnest  consideration.  This  effort  must  be  the  beginning  of  an 
active  agitation  on  the  part  of  all  the  people  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  future  of  the  City  and  its  inhabitants,  and  the  question  involved  is  so  grave 
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that  it  transcends  every  consideration  of  a partisan  nature  and  should  be  dealt  with  in 
a broad  and  truly  civic  spirit  and  without  any  display  of  feeling  which  might  embitter 
those  in  other  sections  of  the  State  who  are  likely  not  to  appreciate  the  situation  and 
who  might  be  misled  into  the  belief  that  we  meditate  injustice  to  them. 

In  conclusion  I would  suggest  that  you  devise  some  means  of  ascertaining  the 
sentiments  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  of  your  several  districts,  and  then  take  such 
action  as  to  you  seems  best  in  reference  to  the  suggestion  to  which  I have  called  your 
attention  in  the  memorandum  of  the  Governor.

Memorandum  Filed  by  the  Governor  with  Chapter  752  of  the  Laws  of  1904. 

I am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  needs  of  the  great  municipality  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Hudson  are  of  greater  importance,  perhaps,  so  far  as  numbers  go,  than  any 
small  community  within  the  State,  and  were  I satisfied  that  even  this  great  loss 
were  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  The  City  of  New  York  I should  not 
hesitate  in  disapproving  this  bill;  nor  do  I believe  that  there  would  be  any  difference 
of  opinion  anywhere  as  to  the  necessity  of  contributing  to  the  health  and  the  com- 
fort of  the  citizens  of  New  York  City.  But  there  seems  to  be  no  immediate  necessity 
for  this  improvement. 

True  it  is  that  the  Engineer’s  estimate  that  within  the  next  seven  or  eight  years 
there  will  be  necessary  for  the  utilization  of  this  watershed.  There  can  be  no  ob- 
jection, however,  to  such  use,  provided  the  ideas  and  the  intentions  of  the  engineers 
are  incorporated  as  a part  of  the  law,  thus  making  a certainty  of  what  is  now  but  a 
vague  promise,  and  thus  remove  all  fear  in  the  minds  of  those  who  are  most  directly 
interested  in  the  watershed  of  Dutchess  County.  But  why,  it  may  be  said,  not  allow 
the  work  to  proceed  under  the  existing  law,  and  await  action  by  the  next  Legisla- 
ture? The  answer  to  this  query  is  that  in  the  meantime  it  will  inflict  unnecessary 
hardship  and  sacrifices  which  would  not  be  tolerated  because  they  are  unnecessary. 

There  has  been  much  talk  of  the  Ramapo  Water  Company  through  this  measure 
menacing  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  New  York.  It  will  be  remembered,  per- 
haps, that  among  my  first  official  acts  of  1901  was  my  approval  of  a bill  which  re- 
pealed the  extraordinary  privileges  and  powers  which  had  been  granted  to  this  com- 
pany. It  now  possesses  no  more  power  and  no  greater  rights  than  any  individual. 

Its  rights  are  not  pre-eminent,  and  they  can  be  condemned  and  made  use  of  by 
the  City,  if  there  are  any  rights  existing,  of  which  I have  grave  doubt,  in  the  same 
manner  and  following  the  same  procedure  as  would  apply  in  any  other  condemnation 
proceedings. 

Of  this  there  certainly  can  be  no  doubt,  because  the  improvements  proposed  to 
be  made  under  the  authority  and  sanction  of  a former  administration,  that  of  Mayor 
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Low,  are  in  the  very  territory  which  it  is  now  claimed  is  a part  of  the  original  Ram- 
apo  territory.  Nothing,  therefore,  is  gained  or  lost  by  this  bill  so  -far  as  the  Ramapo 
Company  is  concerned.  The  same  rights  will  be  in  existence  after  my  signature 
as  existed  before. 

But  the  bill  guarantees,  under  a future  session  of  the  Legislature,  however,  such 
immunity  as  will  secure,  not  as  a matter  of  favor,  but  as  an  absolute  right,  con- 
cessions which  are  promised,  but  for  which  there  is  no  positive  guarantee,  and  will 
enable  The  City  of  New  York  to  secure  even  this  watershed  if  it  contents  itself  with 
what  it  claims  to  be  its  desire  for  surplusage  only. 

I am  constrained,  therefore,  to  believe  that  the  bill  is  wise  in  so  far  as  it  safe- 
guards private  interests,  and  by  those  interests  I mean  not  those  of  corporations,  but 
■of  the  humble  home  dweller,  who  has,  perhaps,  all  of  his  savings  invested  in  a 
home,  representing,  in  many  cases,  the  result  of  years  of  toil. 

In  giving  my  approval,  therefore,  to  this  measure  I do  so  with  no  other  object 
in  view  than  this,  and  reserve  such  authority  as  in  me  vested  to  convene  the  Legisla- 
ture in  the  extra  session  if  the  citizens  of  New  York  so  desire,  in  order  to  permit 
the  framing  of  a measure  that  will  accomplish  the  object  of  securing  an  additional 
water  supply  to  The  City  of  New  York  as  well  as  protection  of  vested  rights,  which 
I feel  bound  to  do  in  giving  this  measure  my  approval. 

In  connection  therewith  Alderman  Wirth  moved  that  the  following  Law  of  1904 
be  printed:  ^ 

Laws  of  New  York. — By  Authority. 

Chapter  752. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  general  municipal  law,  in  relation  to  the  acquisition  of  water 

rights. 

Became  a law  May  14,  1904,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed,  three- 
fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Chapter  six  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  law's  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-two,  entitled  “ An  act  in  relation  to  municipal  corporations,  constituting 
chapter  seventeen  of  the  general  laws,v  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  a new  section 
to  be  section  twenty-five-a  thereof,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

§ 25-a.  Limitation  on  acquisition  of  water  rights. — Notwithstanding  the  provisions  * 
of  any  general  or  special  law,  a municipal  or  other  corporation  shall  not  have  power 
to  acquire,  by  condemnation,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  or  improving  its  water 
supply,  any  stream  or  waters,  situated  outside  the  boundaries  of  such  municipal 
corporation,  that  afford  the  chief  source  of  power  to,  or  are  necessary  in  the  process 
of  manufacturing,  washing  or  dyeing  in,  a mill  or  mills,  situated  in  a city  or  village 
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within  the  county  of  Dutchess  that  flows  through  either  of  the  towns  of  Fishkill, 
Wappingers  or  Poughkeepsie  into  the  Hudson  river,  the  inhabitants  whereof  are  chiefly 
dependent  on  such  mill  or  mills  for  employment  and  support. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Which  were  severally  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply,  Gas  and 
Electricity,  with  instructions  to  hold  a public  hearing  thereon.

The  work  of  constructing  the  said  vault  to  be  done  in  a 
manner  approved  by  and  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President 
of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  the  permission  hereby  granted  shall  continue  only 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

And  provided  further,  that  the  said  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Vincent’s  Hospital 
shall  pay  to  The  City  of  New  York,  as  compensation  for  the  privilege  hereby  granted, 
such  amount  as  may  be  deemed  equivalent  therefor'  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 

Apportionment,  the  payment  or  payments  on  said  amount  to  be  by  the  said  Board  of

Estimate  and  Apportionment  determined.  And  in  case  of  any  default  being  made  at 
any  time  in  making  any  payment  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  the 
license  herein  provided  for  shall  cease  and  .determine,  without  any  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  after  such  default.

There  is  no  use  in  trying  to  see  Commissioner  Woodbury,  as  I would  only  be  told  by 
some  snip  of  a clerk  that  he  was  busy  and  that  I could  not  see  him,  for  last  winter  I 
wrote  to  him,  and  marked  it  personal,  in  regards  the  icy  condition  of  the  street;  but 
I suppose  my  letter  was  thrown  in  the  scrap-basket,  as  I received  no  reply. 

Now,  there  are  two  things  I do  wish  the  Board  of  Aldermen  would  have  done: 
One  is  to  get  Mr.  Woodbury  to  have  the  stalls  in  his  stables  made  wider — at  least  3 
feet  wider.  They  are  entirely  too  narrow  for  the  horses.  When  they  lie  down  they  get 
cramped,  then  when  they  go  to  get  up  they  slip  and  scrape  their  hips.  It’s  a shame, 
for.  they  ought  to  have  a good  night’s  rest.  They  work  very  hard  all  day,  and  have 
to  go  a long  distance  with  heavy  loads  to  get  to  the  dumping-ground,  which  should 
be  at  Ninety-sixth  street,  on  the  west  side. 

I am  a member  of  the  S.  P.  C.  A.  and  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  and  comfort 
of  dumb  animals,  and  especially  horses  in  harness,  who  are  so  helpless  and  cannot 
defend  themselves  against  cruelty.  They  are  the  least  appreciated,  yet  have'  the  hardest 
lives  and  hard  work,  and  are  entitled  to  a comfortable,  roomy  stall.  They  could  work 
with  more  life  and  ambition  if  they  had  a good  night’s  rest. 

Now,  my  second  appeal  is  to  get  Mr.  Woodbury  to  have  hats  put  on  all  their 
horses  for  summer.  The  poor  things  work  all  day  long  with  the  hot  sun  beating  down 
on  their  heads.  They  would  not  cost  much  and  would  be  such  a comfort  to  the  animals. 

Now,  please  have  this  put  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  see  what  you  can 
do  for  me.

Gentlemen — The  following  proceedings  were  this  day  directed  by  Police  Commis- 
sioner McAdoo : 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  a meeting  held  May  31,  1904,  adopted  the 
following : 

Resolved,  That,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  276  of  the  Amended 
Greater  New  York  Charter,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
Police  Commissioner,  made  in  accordance  therewith,  the  Inspectors  of  Police  in  the 
Police  Department  of  The  City  of  New  York  are  hereby  increased  in  number  from 
15  to  16  (approved  by  the  Mayor  June  7,  1904)  ; and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  liability  of  the  Police  Department  in  the  amount  of 
appropriation  for  the  year  1904,  viz. : “ Salaries  Police  Fund — Police  Commissioners 
and  Police  Force,”  is  such  in  amount  that  the  Police  Commissioner  could  not  pay  the 
compensation  of  an  additional  Inspector  of  Police  without  exceeding  the  appropriation 
made  to  the  Police  Department  for  said  account;  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  be  and  are  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  authorize  the  issue  of  Special  Revenue 
Bonds  for  the  payment  of  one  additional  Inspector  of  Police  in  the  Police  Department 
of  The  City  of  New  York  from  June  1,  1904,  viz.:  seven  months  at  the  rate  of  thirty- 
five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  amounting  to  two  thousand  and  forty-one  dollars  and 
sixty-two  cents.

Proposed  Terms  and  Conditions  Granting  the  Consent  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  The 
Harlem  Transfer  Company  to  Lay  Tracks  in  Railroad  Avenue,  East,  Borough 
of  The  Bronx. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  having  received  from 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  pursuant  to  a resolution  of  such  Board  adopted  April  19,  1904, 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  April  21,  1904,  a proposed  consent  of  the  Corporation  of 
The  City  of  New  York  to  the  use  of  Railroad  avenue,  East,  between  the  bulkhead-line 
of  the  Harlem  river  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street  in  the  Borough  of 
The  Bronx,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  thereon  a double 
railroad  track  by  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  does  hereby,  pursuant  to  the  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  fix  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  consent,  and  the 
money  value  of  such  privilege  or  rights  proposed,  as  follows : 

I.  — Said  consent  shall  be  for  a period  of  time  coterminus  with  the  lease  now  held 
by  said  Harlem  Transfer  Company  of  the  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Railroad  avenue  and 
the  extensions  or  renewals  of  said  lease,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years  from  the 
granting  of  said  consent,  said  consent  being  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

II.  — The  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  The  City  of  New  York  the  following  sums  of  money: 


During  the  first  five  years  the  annual  sum  of $1,320  00 

During  the  second  five  years  the  annual  sum  of 1,390  00 

During  the  third  five  years  the  annual  sum  of 1.455  00 
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During  the  fourth  five  years  the  annual  sum  of $1,530  00 

During  the  fifth  five  years  the  annual  sum  of 1,600  00 


— after  which  the  permission,  unless  sooner  revoked,  shall  expire  by  limitation. 

III. — The  resolution  granting  such  consent  or  right  should  be  in  substance,  as  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  consent,  in  the  words  and  figures  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  consent  of  the  corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  given  to  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  a corporation,  to  lay,  maintain 
and  operate  two  (2)  railroad  tracks  along  Railroad  avenue,  East,  beginning  at  the 
bulkhead-line  of  the  Harlem  river,  and  extending  northerly  along  said  avenue  to  a 
point  south  of  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  as  shown  and  indicated  upon 
the  map  marked  “ The  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  Map  showing  proposed  tracks  in 
Railroad  avenue,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  New  York  City.  Proposed  tracks  shown  in 
red.  Scale  1 inch,  20  feet.  Dated  May  6,  1904,  made  by  Edward  D.  B.  Brown,  Engineer, 
and  signed  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  per  J.  C.  Watson,  General  Manager,”  copy  of 
'which  is  annexed  hereto,  and  which  is  made  a part  hereof,  upon  the  following  terms 
and  conditions : 

First — Said  consent  >shall  be  for  a period  of  time  coterminus  with  the  lease  now 
held  by  the  said  Harlem  Transfer  Company  of  the  bulkhead,  at  the  foot  of  Railroad 
avenue,  and  the  extensions  or  renewals  of  said  lease,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years 
from  the  granting  of  said  consent. 

Second — The  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  following  sums  of  money: 


During  the  first  five  years  the  annual  sum  of $1,320  00 

During  the  second  five  years  the  annual  sum  of i,390  00 

During  the  third  five  years  the  annual  sum  of 1,455  00 

During  the  fourth  five  years  the  annual  sum  of 1,530  00 

During  the  fifth  five  years  the  annual  sum  of 1,600  00 


— after  which  the  permission,  unless  sooner  revoked,  shall  expire  by  limitation. 

Such  sums  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  The  City  of  New  York  on  November 
1 in  each  year,  provided,  however,  that  the  first  payment  shall  be  only  that  proportion 
of  $1,320  as  the  time  between  the  approval  of  this  cons'ent  and  November  1 following, 
shall  bear  to  the  whole  of  one  year. 

Third — Upon  the  revocation  or  termination  by  limitation  of  this  consent,  the  said 
company  shall  forthwith  remove  the  plant  and  property,  with  its  appurtenances,  from 
the  street,  and  the  surface  of  the- street 'shall  be  restored  to  a condition  equal  to  that 
of  the  surrounding  surface  or  pavement.  In  of  the  performance  of  this  condi- 

tion by  the  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  the  proper  local  authorities  may 
cause  such  tracks,  property  and  plant  to  be  removed  from  the  street  aforesaid,  and 
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the  surface  thereof  to  be  restored  in  the  manner  above  described,  at  the  expense 
of  the  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  and  such  expense  shall  be  recovered 
by  The  City  of  New  York  by  action  or  otherwise. 

Fourth — The  consent  hereby  given  shall  not  be  assigned  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  or  leased  or  sublet  in  any  manner,  nor  shall  title  thereto,  or  right,  interest  or 
property  therein,  pass  to  or  vest  in  any  other  person  or  corporation  whatsoever,  either 
by  the  acts  of  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  or  by  operation 
of  law,  whether  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  relating  to  the  consolidation  or 
merger  of  corporations  or  otherwise,  without  the  consent  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
acting  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  or  its  successor  in  authority, 
evidenced  by  an  instrument  under  seal,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary 
thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding,  and  the  granting,  giving  or  waiving  of  any  one 
or  more  of  such  consents  shall  not  render  unnecessary  any  subsequent  consent  or 
consents. 

Fifth — The  said  railroad  tracks  may  be  used  and  operated  by  locomotive  steam 
power  or  by  any  other  motive  power  which  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law,  excepting 
overhead  electrical  power ; provided,  however,  that  the  locomotive  steam  engines 
used  shall  be  housed  or  boxed  so  as  to  conform  to  the  type  commonly  known  as  the 
dummy  engine. 

The  number  of  cars  to  be  included  in  any  train  operated  upon  the  railroad 
tracks  shall  be  limited  to  ten,  and  the  speed  of  the  engine  and  cars  shall  never 
exceed  six  miles  per  hour. 

Sixth — The  railroad  tracks  constructed  under  this  consent  shall  be  maintained 
and  operated  solely  for  the  purpose  of  the  transportation  of  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise  and  for  no  other  purpose,  and  especially  for  no  purpose  in  connec- 
tion with  the  passenger  traffic  as  commonly  understood. 

Seventh — Such  railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated 
in  the  latest  improved  manner  of  street  railroad  construction  and  operation,  and 
solely  upon  the  terms  and  according  to  the  lines  and  surveys  and  of  the  character 
of  the  rails  and  other  parts  of  the  construction  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx.  Such  railroad  tracks  of  the  said  company,  its  successor 
or  assigns,  shall  be  maintained  in  good  and  safe  condition  throughout  the  terms 
of  this  consent. 

Eighth — Such  railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated 
subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  authorities  of  The  City  of  New 
York  who  have-  jurisdiction  in  such  matters  under  the  Charter  of  The  City  of 
New  York.  ' 

Ninth — The  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  at  the 
time  of  the  laying  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  to  be  laid,  pave  with  granite 
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blocks  or  other  material,  as  required  by  the  proper  City  authorities,  upon  a good 
and  sufficient  foundation,  a roadway  of  a width  of  twenty-four  (24)  feet  in  the 
centre  of  Railroad  avenue,  East,  extending  from  the  bulkhead  platform  to  the 
southerly  side  of  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street  under  the  supervision 
of  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  and  shall  pay  the  cost  thereof. 

Tenth — The  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  keep  in  permanent 
repair  the  pavement  of  the  roadway  required  to  be  laid  by  it,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so,  and 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  prescribe. 

Eleventh — The  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  at  all  times  keep 
the  street  between  the  tracks  free  and  clear  from  ice  and  snow. 

- Twelfth — Said  company  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  persons  or  property 

and  to  the  street  and  the  sewer  therein  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  operation 
of  said  railroad  tracks,  and  it  is  a condition  of  this  consent  that  The  City  of  New 
York  assumes  no  liability  to  either  persons  or  property  on  account  of  this  con- 
sent. 

Thirteenth — This  consent  is  upon  the  further  and  express  condition  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law  applicable  thereto,  and  all  laws  or  ordinances  now 
in  force  or  which  may  be  adopted  relating  to  surface  railroads  operating  in  The 
City  of  New  York  shall  be  strictly  complied  with. 

Fourteenth — The  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  commence  the 
construction  of  the  railroad  tracks  under  this  consent  and  complete  the  same 
within  one  year  from  the  date  when  it  has  obtained  the  necessary  permits  and 
resolutions  of  the  City  officials  and  departments  and  on  or  before  June  1,  1905; 
otherwise  this  consent  shall  be  forfeited  forthwith  and  without  any  proceedings 
either  at  law  or  otherwise  for  that  purpose;  provided,  however,  that  such  time  may 
be  extended  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  a period  not  exceed- 
ing six  months. 

Fifteenth — This  consent  is  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  said  company, 
within  thirty  days  after  it  has  been  duly  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  its  railroad  tracks  hereunder  and  before  anything  is  done  in  exercise  of  the 
rights  conferred  hereby,  shall  deposit  with  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New 
York  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  either  in  money  or  in  securities,  to  be 
approved  by  him,  which  fund  shall  be  security  for  the  performance  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  consent,  especially  those  which  relate  to  the  payment  -of  the  annual 
charge  for  the  consent,  the  repairs  of  the  street  pavement  and  the  removal  of  snow 
and  ice  and  the  quality  or  construction  of  the  railroad  tracks.  In  case  default  in 
the  performance  by  said  company  of  such  terms  and  conditions,  The  City  of  New 
York  shall  have  the  right  to  cause  the  work  to  be  done  and  the  materials  to  be  fur- 
nished for  the  performance  thereof,  after  due  notice,  and  shall  collect  the  reason- 
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able  cost  thereof  from  the  said  fund  without  legal  proceedings,  or  after  default  in 
the  payment  of  the  annual  charges  shall  collect  the  same  with  interest  from  such 
fund  after  ten  days’  notice  in  writing  to  the  said  company. 

In  case  of  any  drafts  so  made  upon  the  security  fund,  the  said  company  shall, 
upon  thirty  days’  notice  in  writing,  pay  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York 
a sum  of  money  sufficient  to  restore  the  said  fund  to  the  original  amount  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500),  and  in  default  thereof  the  consent  hereby  given  may  be 
cancelled  and  annulled  at  the  option  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
acting  on  behalf  of  said  City.  No  action  or  proceeding  or  rights  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  affect  any  other  legal  rights,  remedies  or  causes  of  ac- 
tion belonging  to  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sixteenth — This  consent  shall  not  become  operative  until  said  company  shall 
duly  execute,  under  its  corporate  seal,  an  instrument  in  writing  wherein  said  com- 
pany shall  promise,  covenant  and  agree  on  its  part  and  behalf  to  conform  to  and 
abide  by  and  perform  all  the  terms  and  conditions  and  requirements  in  this  consent 
fixed  and  contained,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City 
of  New  York  within  thirty  days  after  the  signing  of  this  resolution  by  the  Mayor. 

Seventeenth — The  compensation  herein  reserved  shall  commence  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  resolution  by  the  Mayor. 

Eighteenth — The  consent  hereby  granted  is  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.

I would  report  that  the  work  proposed  to  be  done  and  the  estimate  of  each  as  fur- 
nished by  the  architects  is  as  follows : 

1.  Tunneling  $16,500  00 

2.  Tiling  of  flooring 2,000  00 

3.  New  steam  and  heating  plant 11,500  00 

4.  New  foundations  under  pools 5, 000  00 

5.  New  supply  and  drainage  pipes  to  pools . .. 2,500  00 

Architect’s  fees  and  contingencies 2,500  00 

Total  $40,000  00 

The  work  in  detail  consists : 


Item  1,  Tunneling — It  is  proposed  to  construct  a tunnel  5 feet  wide  by  4 feet  deep 
to  run  from  the  boiler  room  around  the  interior  of  the  Aquarium  with  connecting  tun- 
nels to  pool,  etc.  In  this  tunnel  will  be  placed  all  the  water  and  steam-pipes.  Manholes 
will  be  placed  at  convenient  localities  to  allow  easy  access  to  the  tunnel  in  case  of 
needed  repairs  to  any  of  the  pipes. 

Item  2,  Tiling  of  Floor — New  tile  over  the  new  tunnel  and  other  portions  of  the 
floor  where  it  will  be  necessary  to  tear  it  up  to  make  the  proposed  alterations. 

Item  3,  New  Steam  and  Heating  Plant — The  main  and  returns  are  all  in  poor  con- 
dition and  should  be  replaced  by  new.  It  is  proposed  to  repair  the  present  boilers, 
installing  new  mains  and  returns,  placing  same  within  the  new  tunnel. 
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Item  4,  New  Foundations  Under  Pools — On  examination  of  one  pool,  it  was  found 
that  one  end  has  been  undermined,  by  water  leaking  from  the  supply  main;  there  is  a 
hole  at  least  4 feet  by  5 feet,  from  1 foot  to  2 feet  in  depth ; $5, 000  has  been  estimated 
for  this  work,  but  it  is  not  definitely  settled  how  much  work  will  have  to  be  done,  and 
the  manner  of  doing  the  work.  These  items  can  only  be  determined  after  the  excavation 
is  made  for  the  tunnel  adjacent  to  each  pool,  then  the  condition  of  the  earth  foundation 
under  the  respective  pools,  and  the  manner  of  reinforcing  can  be  determined. 

In  this  connection  it  would  seem  advisable  for  the  Department  of  Parks  to  cause 
excavations  to  be  made,  adjacent  to  the  pools,  on  the  line  of  the  supply-pipe  to  each 
pool,  so  that  the  prospective  bidders  can  see  or  be  informed  of  the  extent  of  the  worjc. 

While  the  estimate  of  $5,000  is  based  upon  incomplete  data,  examination  of  the 
premises  leads  me  to  think  that  it  is  not  excessive. 

Item  5,  New  Supply  and  Drainage  Pipes  to  Pools — All  of  the  present  lines  are 
defective,  and  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones.  It  is  proposed  to  place  the  new  lines 
within  the  new  tunnel. 

All  of  the  above  specified  works  may  be  considered  as  “ permanent  betterments,” 
the  items  of  repairs  are  not  repairs  to  existing  work,  but  are  caused  by  the  new  work. 

All  of  the  work  being  necessary,  and  the  total  estimate  not  excessive,  I think 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  may  properly  authorize  the  Comptroller, 
pursuant  to  section  47  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  as  amended  by  chapter  409  of 
the  Laws  of  1904,  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  to  the  amount  of  $40,000,  to  provide  for 
certain  alterations  in  the  New  York  Aquarium,  to  wit:

Report  No.  2001. 

Hon.  George  B.  McClellan,  Mayor,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment: 

Sir — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  held  on  May 
13,  1904,  the  accompanying  communication  from  the  President  of  the  Borough  of 
Queens,  through,  his  Secretary,  was  referred  to  me  for  investigation  and  report. 

In  this  communication  the  Board  is  requested  to  authorize  the  issue  of  Corporate 
Stock  in  the  amount  of  $184,300  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  work  of  mapping 
the  Borough  of  Queens.  It  is  accompanied  by  a report  of  the  Topographical  Engineer 
of  the  borough,  giving  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  surveying  and  compiling  topographical 
maps  and  monumenting  streets,  of  computing  and  drawing  final  section  maps,  resetting 
-monuments  and  revising  street  grades,  triangulation,  etc.,  and  includes  provision  for 
the  making  of  street  opening  maps,  the  purchase  of  necessary  monuments,  instruments 
and  drawing  materials,  while  provision  is  also  made  for  three  Searchers,  and  for  the 
transportation  expenses  of  parties  in  the  field. 

The  estimate  is.  made  upon  an  acreage  basis,  it  being  assumed  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  make  the  necessary  topographical  surveys  for  the  mapping  of  13,000  acres,  at 
$8  an  acre ; to  survey  and  monument  7,000  acres  at  $10  an  acre,  and  to  do  the  necessary 
computing  and  the  making  of  the  sectional  maps  for  10,000  acres  at  $3  an  acre. 

This  is  an  immense  amount  of  work  to  be  done  during  the  remaining  seven  months 
of  this  year,  and  it  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  utterly  impossible  to  organize  a sufficient 
number  of  parties  to  accomplish  it. 

On  June  19  of  last  year  a request  of  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  for 
$90,500,  for  topographical  work  in  his  borough,  was  referred  to  me,  and  on  July  1 
I made  a report,  in  which  I endeavored  to  show  what  it  would  be  possible  to  accom- 
plish during  the  remainder  of  that  year,  the  conclusion  being  that  it  would  not  be 
practicable  to  expend  more  than  $83,000  on  topographical  work,  as  a maximum.  The 
present  report  is  being  made  one  month  earlier,  and  there  is,  therefore,  one  more 
month  available  for  work. 

The  arrangement  of  a schedule  of  parties  for  the  different  kinds  of  work  would 
be  largely  a matter  of  guesswork,  as  the  carrying  out  of  any  such  plan  would  depend 
upon  the  availability  of  men  on  the  eligible  lists  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  who 
would  accept  appointments.  The  organization  of  field  parties  to  do  so  large  an  amount 
of  work  requires  time,  and  must  be  a matter  of  gradual  development.  I believe  it 
futile,  therefore,  to  attempt  to  estimate  just  the  number  of  men  who  could  profitably 
be  employed,  or  where  they  could  be  placed  to  the  best  advantage.  The  present  pay-roll 
of  the  Topographical  Bureau  is  approximately  $6,000  per  month,  the  amount  allowed 
for  the  current  year  having  been  $64,852.50. 

I cannot  state  too  emphatically  my  conviction  that  the  most  liberal  appropriations 
for  topographical  work  for  the  boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond  are  necessary. 
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This  has  been  demonstrated  frequently  by  the  inability  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  to  authorize  improvements  which  are  sorely  needed  and  which  would 
stimulate  the  development  of  both  of  these  suburban  boroughs.  Investors  and  home- 
seekers  are  waiting  to  get  in  and  improve  the  property.  They  can  do  nothing  until 
a street  plan  has  been  adopted.  A street  plan  cannot  be  made  until  the  necessary 
topographical  surveys  have  been  completed.  To  rush  this  work  through  hastily  and 
inadvisedly  would  be  to  throw  away  the  greatest  opportunity  which  has  ever  been 
presented  to  this  country  to  make  a city  plan  which  shall  fully  avail  of  the  topographical 
features  of  the  territory,  unless  it  may  have  been  in  the  case  of  the  City  of  Washington. 
In  that  case,  however,  a plan  was  made  several  generations  before  the  development 
began.  Now  everything  is  ready  for  the  development,  and  the  plan  only  is  lacking. 
I believe,  therefore,  that  no  expense  should  be  spared  to  study  the  subject  most 
thoroughly  and  to  arrive  at  the  best  solution  which  is  possible.  To  accomplish  this  I 
believe  that  the  most  expert  advice  obtainable  should  be  secured  as  to  the  general 
features  of  the  plans  for  both  these  boroughs. 

The  work  which  the  Borough  President  proposes'  to  do  with  the  money  which  he 
asks  for  is  the  detail  mapping,  the  laying  out  of  streets  and  blocks.  The  broader 
aspects  of  the  problem  cannot  be  studied,  when  the  entire  attention  of  the  Topographical 
Bureau  is  engrossed  with  the  details.  I therefore  believe  that  any  allowance  which 
may  be  made  for  topographical  work  should  provide  for  the  employment  of  experts, 
who  could  advise  with  the  Borough  President  upon  the  general  plan  of  work  before 
the  details  have  been  carried  so  far  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  adopt  a general  plan 
to  the  conditions  which  exist.  I beg  to  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  sum  of  $75,000 
be  allowed  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  for  topographical  work.  This 
sum  is  suggested  with  the  idea  that  the  present  force  can  be  increased  as  rapidly  as 
possible  until  it  has  reached  four  times  its  present  size,  and  that  a sufficient  sum 
would  then  remain  for  the  employment  of  expert  advice  and  also  for  the  purchase  of 
fire-proof  filing  cases  for  the  valuable  maps  and  records  which  have  already  accumu- 
lated. 

The  manner  in  which  these  records  are  now  housed  is  dangerous  in  the  extreme. 
It  will  be  several  years  before  the  new  Borough  Hall  will  be  ready  for  use,  but  steel 
cases  can  be  made  at  once,  which  would  be  available  in  the  new  building,  and  I think 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  them  without  further  delay. 

I believe  that  the  allowance  should  also  be  sufficiently  liberal  to  carry  the  work 
of  the  Topographical  Bureau  through  the  first  two  months  of  the  year  1905.  Now  that 
the  Amended  Charter  permits  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  for  such  purposes  as  the 
mapping  of  the  City,  it  may  be  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  will 
make  much  smaller,  if  any,  appropriations  for  this  purpose,  and  it  would  be  most 
unfortunate  if  work  had  to  be  abandoned  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  for  lack 
of  an  available  appropriation.  I believe,  however,  that  the  amount  above  suggested, 
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in  addition  to  the  $37,800  of  the  present  appropriation,  which  it  is  estimated  will 
be  available  on  June  1,  will  provide  for  any  such  emergency.

Subsequently  the  committee  reported  as  follows:

Sir — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  held  on 
May  13,  1904,  there  was  referred  to  me  for  investigation  and  report  a communication 
from  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  asking  that  additional  funds  to 
the  amount  of  $122,200  be  allowed  him  for  topographical  work  in  his  borough,  this 
work  to  consist  of  the  surveying  and  mapping  of  First  Ward  and  parts  of  Second, 
Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Wards.  Accompanying  the  letter  of  the  Borough  President 
is  a report  from  the  Topographical  Engineer  of  the  Borough,  containing  a detailed 
statement  of  the  manner  in  which  this  money  would  be  expended.  The  estimate 
includes  the  surveying,  mapping  and  compiling  of  5,380  acres  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  from  $12  to  $16  per  acre;  the  completion  of  topographical  surveys  of  2,850  acres,  in- 
cluding the  mapping,  at  a cost  estimated  to  be  from  $5  to  $8  per  acre;  the  setting 
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of  monuments;  running  of  precise  levels;  triangulation;  revising  street  lines  and 
grades;  together  with  an  allowance  for  office  expenses;  instruments,  supplies  and 
transportation.  It  is  estimated  that  there  could  be  expended  on  this  work  during 
the  remaining  seven  months  of  the  year  the  sum  of  $145,900,  while  the  balance  of 
the  appropriation  on  June  1 is  estimated  to  be  $23,700,  and  the  Borough  President 
requests  that  an  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  to  the  amount  of  $122,200  be  authorized 
to  permit  him  to  carry  out  the  work. 

In  reporting  on  May  21  upon  a similar  request  from  the  President  of  the  Bor- 
ough of  Queens,  I commented  upon  the  difficulty  of  organizing  parties  to  do  the 
work  on  so  extensive  a scale,  and  emphasized  the  great  necessity  of  pushing  topo- 
graphical work  in  the  boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond  with  the  greatest  possible 
speed.  It  was  also  strongly  recommended  that  expert  advice  be  secured  in  laying 
out  a general  system  of  streets,  parks  and  boulevards  in  these  boroughs  before 
the  detail  mapping  of  streets  and  blocks  was  undertaken,  in  order  that  a general 
well-considered  scheme  might  govern  the  detail  work,  instead  of  allowing  the 
general  plan  to  be  controlled  by  the  detail  mapping  of  small  areas  without  due  re- 
gard to  unity  and  consistency  of  the  whole  design. 

The  estimates  per  acre  are  higher  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond  than  those  pre- 
sented for  the  Borough  of  Queens.  This'  was  to  be  expected,  as  the  topography 
is  much  more  rugged  in  the  former  borough,  and  the  making  of  contour  maps  is 
a more  formidable  task. 

In  the  budget  for  the  present  year  there  was  allowed  the  President  of  the  Bor- 
ough of  Richmond  for  topographical  work  the  sum  of  $43,980,  with  an  additional 
allowance  of  $13,500  for  preliminary  surveys,  street  opening  maps  and  monumenting 
streets  and  avenues.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  the  Borough  of  Rich- 
mond has  given  me  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  additional  men  which  he  thinks 
could  at  once  be  employed  to  advantage,  the  expense  of  which  for  six  months 
would  be  about  $60,000. 

As  was  pointed  out  in  the  report  on  the  similar  request  from  the  President 
of  the  Borough  of  Queens,  organization  of  the  increased  force  would  be  a gradual 
development  and  it  would  be  several  months  before  it  could  possibly  be  placed 
upon  the  basis  outlined  by  the  Commissioner.  Making  a reasonable  allowance 
for  the  expense  of  the  topographical  work  during  the  first  two  months  of  the  year 
1905,  in  case  there  should  not  be  any  appropriation  available  after  the  close  of  the 
present  year,  I believe  that  it  would  be  proper  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Borough  of  Richmond  the  sum  of  $60,000,  which,  with  the  estimated 
balance  of  $23,700  on  June  1,  would  be  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work  without 
embarrassment  until  March  1,  1905. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  for  that  amount  be  author- 
ized.

Hon.  JOHN  T.  OAKLEY,  Commissioner: 

Dear  Sir — I send  you  herewith  estimate  for  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, as  requested  in  their  letter  of  January  26,  1904,'  of  the  amount  of  Corporate 
Stock  which  will  be  required  for  necessary  extensions  and  improvements  to  the  plant 
under  the  control  of  this  Bureau  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx,  Queens 
and  Richmond.  While  the  amount  may  at  first  seem  large,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  one  item  alone,  the  laying  of  the  48-inch-  mains  from  the  Jerome  Park  Reservoir 
in  Jerome  avenue  and  the  laying  of  the  main  in  Southern  Boulevard,  involve  an  expendi- 
ture of  nearly  a million  and  a half  dollars.  This  matter  will  be  referred  to  later. 
Th,e  annual  appropriations  for  the  Department  for  the  last  four  years  have  been 
entirely  inadequate,  and  although  requests  have  been  made  for  funds  to  enable  this 
Bureau  to  make  necessary  extensions,  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  has  been  limited. 
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This  necessarily  involves  a proportionately  larger  expenditure  this  year  to  properly 
provide  for  extensions  of  mains  and  improvements  to  pumping  stations  in  the  several 
boroughs,  in  order  that  an  adequate  supply  of  water  may  be  furnished  the  residents 
in  various  parts  of  these  districts. 

Items  1 and  2.  The  Jerome  Park  Reservoir  is  being  pushed  to  completion,  but  no 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  distribution  of  the  water  stored  in  this  reservoir  when 
the  water  is  turned  into  this  basin.  It  has  been  decided  that  it  is  the  function  of  this 
Department,  and  not  of  the  Aqueduct  Commission,  to  lay  these  mains,  and  it  is  there- 
fore incumbent  upon  us  to  provide  the  necessary  means  of  utilizing  this  reservoir 
when  finished.  The  total  cost  of  laying  all  the  trunk  lines  necessary  to  equip  The 
Bronx  with  a sufficient  and  adequate  supply  and  procure  the  full  benefits  of  the  storage 
in  the  Jerome  Park  Reservoir  would  cost  about  $6,000,000.  Work  on  the  greater 
part  of  these  trunk  lines  should  be  commenced  at  an  early  date,  but,  in  order  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  the  estimates  for  this  year  as  far  as  possible,  I have  restricted  the  request 
for  appropriations  for  this  purpose  to  the  laying  of  48-inch  mains  in  Jerome  avenue  to 
the  Harlem  river,  and  under  the  Harlem  river  to  Seventh  avenue,  and  down  Seventh 
avenue  to  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street,  and  the  main  in  Southern  Boulevard 
from  Boston  avenue  to  Hunt’s  Point  road.  The  two  mains  in  Jerome  avenue  will  supple- 
ment the  present  aqueduct  and  connect  the  Jerome  Park  Reservoir  with  the  Borough 
of  Manhattan,  thus  allowing  the  storage  at  this  point  to  supplement  the  present  storage 
in  Manhattan.  As  the  present  storage  in  the  reservoirs  in  the  City  is  limited,  and  as 
we  have  reached  the  limit  of  the  capacity  of  the  present  aqueduct,  this  is  an  important 
step  to  take  to  provide  against  a possible  shortage  of  water  in  dry  seasons  in  the  future. 
The  construction  of  these  mains  will  also  facilitate  any  necessary  repairs  to  the  aque- 
duct at  a future  date. 

Item  3.  There  are  many  points  in  Manhattan  where,  owing  to  the  development  of 
factories,  large  apartment  houses  and  hotels,  the  old  6-inch  mains  have  become  entirely 
inadequate,  and  the  pressures  as  a consequence  have  become  so  reduced  as  to  provide 
a very  poor  supply  of  water.  It  is  urgently  necessary  to  supplement  these  mains  with 
pipes  of  a larger  size,  and  the  $500,000  requested  for  necessary  distributing  mains  in 
Manhattan  is  for  the  purpose  of  reinforcing  the  service  in  these  sections. 

Item  4.  In  The  Bronx  there  are  many  streets  which  have  already  been  graded,  and 
in  many  cases  paved,  with  curbstones  set  and  sidewalks,  and  in  some  cases  supplied 
with  sewers,  where  there  is  no  water  supply.  Of  course,  this  materially  affects  the 
development  of  this  section,  as  well  as  the  values  of  property,  and  I have  requested 
$500,000  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains  in  streets  in  this  condition.  This  work,  I 
think,  is  imperative.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  City  to  anticipate  the  certain  growth  of  The 
Bronx  in  these  various  streets. 

Item  5.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  is.  doing 
an  enormous  amount  of  work  in  establishing  new  grades  for  streets  upon  which  houses 
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have  already  been  built.  A change  of  grade  necessitates  relaying  the  water  mains,  and 
as  our  annual  appropriations  for  the  operation  of  this  Bureau  are  entirely  inadequate  to 
take  care  of  this  work,  I have  made  request  for  the  necessary  money  to  provide  for  relay- 
ing mains  where  needed. 

Item  6.  The  City  acquired  the  property  of  the  New  York  and  Westchester  Water 
Company  on  the  first  of  February  of  last  year.  This  company  formerly  supplied  the 
territory  in  The  Bronx  lying  east  of  the  Bronx  river.  The  distribution  system  of  this 
company  was  in  very  poor  condition,  and  there  are  many  streets  upon  which  there 
are  houses  which  have  no  water  supply.  During  the  past  year  we  have  laid  about 
twenty  miles  of  mains  in  this  section,  but  there  is  much  more  to  be  done  in  this  line 
in  order  to  furnish  an  adequate  supply,  and  an  appropriation  of  $300,000  is  asked 
for  this  purpose. 

Item  7.  There  are  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  eight  thousand  hydrants  of  an 
old  pattern,  which  are  not  provided  with  the  means  of  draining  the  barrel  after  use. 
As  a result,  our  repair  gangs  are  continually  at  work  thawing  out  these  hydrants  in 
cold  weather.  Without  considering  the  expense  of  maintaining  these  hydrants,  the 
question  of  danger  from  fire  due  to  failure  of  the  hydrants  to  furnish  water  at  a critical 
moment  makes  it  imperative  to  replace  these  hydrants  with  others  of  a newer 
and  more  modern  type. 

Item  8.  At  the  present  time  there  is  but  one  36-inch  suction  main  at  the  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy-ninth  Street  Pumping  Station,  and  as  the  total  capacity  of  this 
station  is  about  63,000,000  gallons  per  day,  this  main  is  entirely  too  small  for  the 
service.  It  is  desired  to  supplement  this  main  with  a second  one  in  order  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  water  for  the  station. 

Item  9.  The  boilers  and  steam  piping  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth 
Street  Pumping  Station  are  old,  and  the  steam  piping  is  not  properly  designed  or 
erected.  This  results  in  a loss  of  efficiency,  causing  an  excessive  use  of  fuel.  It  is 
desired  to  change  the  present  boilers  and  piping,  with  a view  to  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  plant.  I have  no  doubt  the  saving  in  fuel  resulting  from  such 
change  would  more  than  repay  the  interest  and  fixed  charges  on  the  cost  of  the  in- 
stallation. 0 

Item  10.  The  present  coal  conveying  system,  which  elevates  the  coal  from  the 
river  to  the  coal-house,  has  been  in  use  for  a number  of  years  and  is  completely 
worn  out.  This  plant  is  continually  breaking  down  and  is  in  need  of  frequent  re- 
pair. The  breakage  of  this  plant  at  times  is  a serious  matter,  as  a large  portion  of 
the  City  is  dependent  on  the  operation  of  this  station.  It  is  necessary  to  replace 
this  machinery  at  as  early  a date  as  possible. 

Item  11.  All  the  oil  used  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth  Street  Pumping 
Station  is  now  stored  in  the  cellar.  It  seems  preposterous  to  have  twenty  or  thirty 
barrels  of  oil  stored  in  the  basement  of  a pumping  station  where  machinery  worth 
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hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  is  stalled,  and  subject  the  plant  to  the  possible 
danger  of  fire.  It  would  be  impossible  to  supply  the  upper  West  Side  and  the 
Murray  Hill  District  with  water  if  a fire  should  occur  at  this  point.  It  is  desired, 
therefore,  to  remove  the  oil  from  this  station  and  store  it  on  the  outside  in  a safe 
place.  The  cost  of  this  work,  as  shown  on  the  estimate,  will  be  about  $8,000. 

Item  12.  Proper  provision  for  the  ventilation  of  the  engine  and  fire  rooms  at  the 
One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth  Street  Station  was  not  made  by  the  architect 
who  designed  these  buildings,  the  result  being  that  in  summer  the  temperature  on 
the  galleries  of  the  engines  reaches  140  degrees.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  Engine- 
men  will  properly  care  for  their  machinery  when  they  have  to  work  in  such  a 
temperature.  I feel  that  the  value  of  the  machinery  is  such  as  to  warrant  any  ex- 
pense which  would  tend  to  maintain  it  in  the  best  condition.  It  is  desired  to  place 
ventilators  in  the  roof  so  that  the  men  may  work  with  more  comfort. 

, Item  13.  The  above  applies  to  the  roof  of  the  Jerome  Park  Pumping  Station 
also. 

Item  14.  It  is  customary  throughout  the  watershed  for  the  City  to  build  fences 
on  the  boundary  lines  of  all  their  property.  No  such  fencing  has  been  provided  at 
Rye  Lake,  and  this  work  should  be  completed  at  an  early  date. 

Item  15.  Contract  has  also  been  let  for  the  repairs  to  the  spillway  and  a portion 
of  the  channel  at  the  East  Branch  Reservoir,  which  was  badly  washed  in  the  freshet 
in  December,  1901.  It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  continue  this  work  further 
down  stream  in  order  to  properly  protect  our  property. 

Item  16.  The  Village  of  Mt.  Kisco  has  already  prepared  plans  and  specifications 
for  a sewage  system,  and  has  requested  us  to  confer  with  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  provide  the  necessary  means  of  protecting  our  water  supply  from  contamina- 
tion. It  is  proposed  to  empty  the  sewage  into  the  Kisco  river,  which  is  a tributary 
of  the  Croton.  It  will  be  incumbent  upon  us,  in  the  near  future,  to  provide  such  a 
plant,  and  plans  have  already  been  completed  for  the  same.  This  work  should  be 
commenced  without  delay,  and  not  later  than  the  spring  or  early  summer. 

Item  17.  During  the  past  year  several  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid  in  Long^ 
Island  City,  but  there  are  several  districts  where  large  manufacturing  interests  have 
centred  in  which  there  is  no  fire  protection.  It  is  incumbent  upon  the  City  to  protect 
this  property  and  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  industries  of  this  kind  in  this 
section.  The  appropriation  of  $200,000  requested  is  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
mains  to  supply  water  in  these  sections. 

Item  18.  The  statements  in  regard  to  the  shortage  of  water  in  Long  Island  City 
apply  equally  to  the  Flushing  districts  in  Ward  Three,  and  it  is  desired  to  lay  a 
force  main  of  sufficient  capacity  from  Bayside  Pumping  Station  to  the  stand- 
pipe in  Flushing  to  supplement  the  present  system.  The  urgency  for  the  appropria- 
tions for  Queens  cannot  be  too  strongly  put  before  you.  There  is  hardly  a town 
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of  five  thousand  people  in  the  United  States  which  is  as  poorly  supplied  with  water 
as  Long  Island  City  and  Ward  Three,  and  the  situation  is  really  a disgrace. 

Item  19.  The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  of  Queens  has  been  in  deplorable 
condition,  and  while  during  ’ the  past  year  the  system  has  been  very  much  aug- 
mented. it  is  necessary  to  go  further  to  provide  for  the  coming  summer.  There  is 
a possibility  of  getting  more  water  at  Station  No.  1,  and  I recommend  that  an 
appropriation  of  $15,000  be  made  for  wells  at  that  point.  . . 

Item  20.  During  the  year  the  water  service  from  the  Tottenville  Station  has  been 
extended  along  the  Amboy  road,  and  it  is  desired  to  extend  this  still  further.  An 
appropriation  of  $50,000  is  asked  for  this  purpose.  This  is  done  in  order  to  in- 
crease the  usefulness  of  the  Tottenville  Pumping  Station. 

Item  21.  The  present  engine-house  at  the  Tottenville  Pumping  Station  is  in- 
adequate and  unsuitable.  It  is  desired  to  replace  it  with  a house  of  proper  dimen- 
sions. For  this  purpose  $10,000  has  been  asked.

Dear  Sir — In  compliance  with  your  request  of  the  14th  inst.,  I beg  to  report  here- 
with on  the  works  for  the  maintenance,  improvement  and  extension  of  the  water 
supply  in  this  borough,  which  it  is  necessary  to  undertake  during  the  present  year, 
and  for  which  bond  issues  will  be  required. 

In  preparing  this  report,  I have  carefully  borne  in  mind  the  explicit  directions 
from  the  Commissioner  and  from  you  to  exclude  whatever  was  not  necessary  during 
the  present  year,  and  to  endeavor  by  all  means  to  reduce  the  amount  of  appropriations 
to  be  asked  as  much  as  possible,  with  due  regard,  however,  to  the  safety  and  proper 
maintenance  of  the  water  supply  and  its  efficient  and  economical  management. 

The  works  to  be  carried  out  during  the  present  year  and  their  estimated  cost  are 
as  follows,  mentioned  in  their  order  of  precedence:

The  various  items  in  the  above  schedule  will  now  be  briefly  discussed  : 

Item  1.  Increased  Pumping  and  Boiler  Capacity  for  Ridgewood,  South  Side — The 
battery  of  Bigelow  boilers,  installed  at  this  station  in  1890,  have  long  passed  the  limit 
of  economical  operation,  so  that  the  cost  of  repairs  is  excessive  and  the  interruptions 
to  the  service  due  to  their  poor  condition  too  frequent.  It  is  proposed  to  replace  these 
v boilers  by  a new  battery  of  somewhat  larger  capacity  than  the  existing  one.  The 
pumping  capacity  at  this  station  is  also  to  be  increased  to  the  extent  of  20,000.000 
gallons  a day  by  installing  a centrifugal  pump  driven  by  a steam  turbine.  The  present 
daily  pumping  capacity  at  the  North  Side,  Ridgewood  Station,  is  90,000,000  gallons, 
and  the  daily  capacity  of  the  South  Side  is  50,000,000  gallons,  making  an  aggregate 
total  for  both  plants  of  140,000,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  Owing  to  the  frequent  over- 
hauling and  repairs  needed  on  the  high  duty  and  complicated  engines,  the  safe  aggre- 
gate capacity  of  both  stations  should  not  be  estimated  at  more  than  100,000,000  gallons 
per  day,  assuming  one  20,000,000  gallon  engine  on  the  North  Side  and  two  10,000,000 
gallon  engines  on  the  South  Side  to  be  out  of  commission.  The  average  pumping  at 
Ridgewood  in  February  last  was  approximately  110,000,000  gallons,  or  10,000,000  gallons 
beyond  the  above  estimated  safe  capacity,  and  next  winter,  with  the  normal  increase 
in  consumption,  the  conditions  will  be  still  worse.  The  additional  engine  is,  there- 
fore, imperatively  needed.  The  engine  proposed  is  extremely  simple,  and  can  be 
installed  at  a low  cost  and  within  a comparatively  short  time.  Should  the  results  o£ 
this  centrifugal  be  such  as  we  have  reason  to  anticipate,  it  will  be  adopted  later  on  to 
entirely  remodel  this  station,  whch  is  very  uneconomical,  and  also  for  the  -proposed 
remodeling  of  the  Ridgewood  Station  on  the  North  Side.  There  is  sufficient  floor 
space  on  the  South  Side  engine-room  for  this  engine  without  interfering  with  the 
existing  ones.

The  estimated  cost  of  the  engines  and  boilers  herein  proposed  is,  as  already  stated, 
$70,000,  and  the  work  would  be  completed  within  about  eight  or  nine  months  from  the 
beginning  of  work. 

Item  2.  Extending  and  Remodeling  Ridgewood,  North  Side — This  work  is  required 
not  only  to  provide  pumping  capacity  for  both  the  Ridgewood  and  the  high  service,  but 
also  to  secure  a considerable  economy  of  operation  as  well  as  increased  efficiency.  In 
the  Annual  Report  for  1902  will  be  found  a discussion  of  the  plan  to  concentrate  both 
the  Ridgewood  and  high  service  pumping  at  the  Ridgewood  Station  and  to  suppress 
the  Mt.  Prospect  Station.  It  is  shown  in  that  report  that  a yearly  saving  of  about  $35,500 
would  thereby  be  secured,  which,  capitalized  at  3 per  cent.,  would  represent,  in  round 
figures,  the  sum  of  about  $1,180,000.  Furthermore,  that  by  this  plan  the  high  service  dis- 
trict could  be  enlarged,  as  required  by  present  and  prospective  conditions,  and  its  effic- 
iency increased;  and  lastly,  that  if  the  Mt.  Prospect  Station  were  to  be  contined,  it 
would  have  to  be  enlarged  and  extended  at  considerable  cost.  In  pursuance  of  this 
plan,  the  advantages  of  which  are  obvious,  a 48-inch  force  main  is  at  present  being 
laid  from  the  Ridgewood  engine-house  to  the  Mt.  Prospect  reservoir  and  tower,  which 
will  be  ultimately  used  to  deliver  from  Ridgewood  the  water  required  for  the  high 
service  system  at  the  Mt.  Prospect  reservoir  and  tower. 

The  plan  for  the  remodeling  of  the  Ridgewood  Station  provides  for  the  removal  of 
the  old  No.  3 beam  engine,  now  35  years  old,  which  would  be  replaced  by  a new' 
20,000,000-gallon  engine.  Also  for  two  15,000,000-gallon  engines  for  the  Mt.  Prospect 
service,  besides  the  necessary  boilers  and  building  extension.  Should  the  turbine  and 
centrifugal  pumps  which  it  is  proposed  to  install  in  the  South  Side  yield  the  results 
expected,  similar  types  of  engines  will  be  adopted,  as  already  stated,  011  the  North  Side, 
and  two  20,000,000-gallon  engines  will  be  erected  for  the  Ridgewood  service  instead  of 
the  single  one  already  mentioned,  which  is  to  replace  No.  3.  And  in  that  case  a new 
boiler  house  would  be  erected  to  the  west  of  the  present  engine  house,  which  would  be 
a counterpart  of  th«  boiler  house  to  the  east  of  the  latter,  and  the  new  engines  would  be 
erected  within  the  existing  engine  house  and  passageway  leading  from  the  latter  to  the 
new  boiler  house.  The  new  boilers  would  be  erected  in  the  new  boiler  house. 

The  whole  work  could  be  completed  for  $500,000,  which  is  the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation herein  asked.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  results  from  the  centrifugal  and  turbine 
to  be  installed  on  the  South  Side  fell  short  of  our  anticipation,  the  engines  to  be  erected 
on  the  North  Side  would  be  of  the  usual  vertical  compound  or  triple  expansion  type, 
and  the  total  cost  of  remodeling  the  station  would  probably  be  about  $800,000  more  than 
herein  asked.  In  this  case  the  $500,000  now  to  be  appropriated  would  be  devoted  to  the 
work  of  remodeling  the  building  and  for  the  boilers  and  an  additional  appropriation 
would  be  asked  next  year  for  the  erection  of  the  engines.  Should  the  centrifugal  and 
turbine  plan  be  carried  out,  the  whole  work  could  be  completed  in  about  eighteen  months 
from  the  beginning  of  work. 
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Item  3.  Cross-connecting  Force  Mains  Leading  from  the  Ridgewood  Engine  House 
to  Ridgewood  Reservoir — This  work  is  required  in  order  to  connect  the  six  force  mains 
leading  from  the  Ridgewood  Engine  House  to  Ridgewood  Reservoir,  four  of  which 
are  36  inches  in  diameter,  one  42  inches  and  the  other  48  inches.  By  this  means  a large 
decrease  would  be  secured  in  the  frictional  head  against  which  the  engines  now  work, 
owing  to*  the  fact  that  the  old  36-inch  mains  are  badly  tuberculated  and  that  one  of 
these  36-inch  mains  is  often  out  of  service,  since  in  only  one  case  is  there  more  than  one 
engine  connected  to  a main.  In  other  words,  the  whole  main  capacity  would  at  all  times 
be  available,  whatever  the  number  of  engines  in  service,  with  the  resulting  advantage  of 
a considerable  decrease  in  frictional  resistance,  which  means  wasteful  work. 

This  work  could  be  completed  in  four  months  after  beginning  work,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  cost,  as  already  stated,  would  be  $10,000. 

Item  4.  Replacing  Existing  Small  Tuberculated  Mains  and  Laying  Additional 
Mains,  to  Remove  Dead  Ends  on  the  Mt.  Prospect  and  New  Lots  Systems — As  stated  in 
the  last  annual  report  and  in  previous  ones,  a comprehensive  plan  has  been  prepared  by 
this  Bureau  for  remodeling  the  distribution  system  throughout  the  older  section  of 
“Brooklyn,  of  which  the  main  features  are  the  provision  of  new  48-inch  trunk  mains  with 
the  necessary  branches,  and  the  laying  of  other  mains  from  12-inches  to  24-inches,  block- 
ing the  whole  territory  through  which  these  mains  would  be  laid  in  rectangles,  so  that  no 
house  would  be  more  than  two  blocks  distant  from  one  of  these  new  mains,  and  leaving 
for  the  future  the  replacing  of  the  smaller  tuberculated  mains  within  these  rectangles. 
By  this  means  the  benefits  of  the  remodeled  system  were  spread  over  the  largest 
possible  territory.  Furthermore,  this  work  was  to  be  carried  on  in  three  or  four 
years,  not  only  to  distribute  the  expense  over  a longer  period,  but  to  present  the 
wholesale  and  impracticable  tearing  up  of  the  streets  and  the  resulting  interruption  ,to 
traffic.  In  pursuance  of  this  plan  we  have  already  made  contracts^for  the  48-inch 
mains,  which  are  under  way,  and  for  practically  all  the  mains  from  20  inches  up.  The 
appropriation  herein  requested,  therefore,  is  for  that  part  of  the  plan  which  it  is 
deemed  advisable  to  carry  out  this  year,  of  laying  12-inch  and  16-inch  mains.  The 
appropriation  also  provides  for  the  connection  of  dead  ends,  of  which  there  are  190 
on  the  Mt.  Prospect  service  and  about  100  on  the  New  Lots  service.  Much  difficulty 
is  experienced  both  from  leakage  in  the  gates  forming  the  boundary  between  the  high 
and  low  service  and  from  the  stagnation  of  water  at  the  dead  ends.  It  is  proposed  to* 
lay  boundary  mains  in  the  street  forming  the  limits  of  the  New  Lots  service  and  of 
the  Mt.  Prospect  Reservoir  and  Tower  service.  This  would  greatly  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  distribution  system  for  fire  purposes  and  would  do  away  with  the 
leakage  through  the  gates  and  avoid  the  complaints  from  stagnation  of  water  at  the 
dead  ends. 

The  amount  of  the  appropriation  asked  for  this  work  is  $700,000,  and  the  work 
could  be  completed  within  about  one  year  after  commencing  work. 
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Item  5.  Filter  Beds  for  Valley  Stream — The  water  from  Valley  stream  is  subject 
to  serious  pollution,  and,  following  out  the  general  policy  of  filtering  all  the  water 
from  the  surface  streams  on  the  west  or  old  watershed,  it  is  proposed  to  establish  slow 
sand  filters  for  the  water  from  this  brook.  The  filter  beds  would  be  probably  of  the 
same  type  as  those  adopted  for  the  Simonson’s  stream,  and  the  water  after  being 
filtered  would  have  to  be  pumped  into  the  conduit  at  either  our  present  Watts  Pond 
Station  or  at  the  proposed  Watts  Pond  Infiltration  Gallery  Station.  We  are  at  pres- 
ent filtering  the  flow  from  our  Baisleys,  Springfield  and  Horse  Brook  streams,  and 
have  under  contract  filters  for  the  Simonson’s  stream.  This  leaves  the  Valley 
Stream,  Pines  and  Schodack  brook  as  the  only  streams  on  the  old  watershed  which 
are  not  filtered,  and  of  these  three  streams  the  Valley  stream  is  much  more  liable  to 
contamination.  It  will  be  proposed  next  year  to  filter  the  Pines  and  Schodack  brook 
supplies. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $40,000,  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about  six 
months  after  beginning  work. 

Item  6.  Extension  of  Distribution — The  work  under  this  head  comprises  the 
yearly  extension  of  the  distributing  mains,  for  which  we  have  now  a particularly  large 
number  of  petitions  from  the  outlying  wards,  mainly  in  the  Eighth,  Thirtieth  and 
Thirty-first  Wards.  It  is  proposed  to  apply  about  $150,000  of  the  amount  herein 
asked  for  these  extensions,  which  will  only  be  made  where  houses  are  either  in  course 
of  construction  or  about  to  be  commenced.  The  other  $150000  are  intended  to  pro- 
vide for  the  cost  of  laying  the  most  important  sections  of  the  large  trunk  mains  from 
our  48-inch  main  on  Fort  Hamilton  avenue,  which  will  be  necessary  to  deliver  the 
requisite  supply  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes  throughout  the  outlying  wards.  This 
Bureau  has  recommended  the  policy  of  laying  each  year  a portion  of  these  trunk 
mains  and  also  the  distribution  mains,  as  required,  so  as  to  ultimately  provide  adequate 
distribution  for  both  domestic  and  fire  purposes. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $300,000,  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about 
one  year  from  the  time  of  beginning  work. 

Item  7.  Additional  Hydrants  on  Existing  Large  Mains — When  the  system  of  dis- 
tribution was  originally  laid  out,  hydrants  were  not  placed  on  mains  larger  than  12 
inches  in  diameter,  and  this  practice  has  been  followed  up  to  recent  years.  It  has 
resulted  in  there  being  a comparatively  large  length  of  20  and  30.  inch  mains  on 
which  no  hydrants  have  been  placed  and  where  hydrants  would  prove  of  great  ad- 
vantage in  case  of  fire,  it  being  possible  to  obtain  a large  supply  through  these  mains. 
It  is  proposed  to  place  hydrants  on  these  mains  at  intervals  of  about  200  feet.  The 
estimate  includes  the  cost  of  a main  laid  around  the  Borough  Hall  Park,  with  twelve 
triple  nozzle  hydrants  connected  thereto,  this  main  being  supplied  by  the  36-inch  main 
at  present  crossing  the  park,  thus  giving  an  adequate  supply  for  the  fire  engines  to 
fight  a fire  in  any  of  the  large  buildings  surrounding  the  Borough  Hall. 
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The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $90,000,  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about  one 
year  from  the  time  of  beginning  work. 

Item  8.  Remodeling  of  New  Lots  Station — The  existing  New  Lots  Station  was 
acquired  by  the  City  through  the  purchase  of  the  Long  Island  Water  Supply  Com- 
pany’s plant  and  is  ill-adapted  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  was  put.  The  Engineer’s 
house  is  a frame  structure  located  over  the  engine  room,  and  the  plant  has  been 
criticized  by  the  Fire  Underwriters  on  account  of  danger  of  interruption  of  the  ser- 
vice by  fire  in  the  dwelling  over  the  engine  room.  This  plant  can  safely  supply  about 
4,000,000  gallons  a day  with  the  present  wells,  and  the  deep  wells  which  are  now  being 
tested  may  probably  give  an  additional  supply  of  from  1,000,000  to  2,000,000  gallons 
a day,  making  the  total  capacity  of  the  plant  between  5,000,000  and  6,000,000  gallons 
a day.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  remodeling  for  a new  building  and  steel 
chimney,  with  new  deep  wells,  boilers,  engines,  delivery  main  and  standpipe,  so  that 
the  station  when  completed,  can  pump  into  a standpipe  to  supply  the  high  section 
adjoining  the  Ridgewood  Reservoir,  which  cannot,  at  present,  be  supplied  by  our 
Ridgewood  or  New  Lots  service,  and  the  system  will  be  so  cross-connected  to  the 
Ridgewood  service  that  the  full  capacity  of  the  station  can  be  utilized  at  all  times, 
even  though  the  consumption  of  the  area  supplied  be  less  than  the  capacity  of  the 
station.  As  has  already  been  discussed  in  my  previous  reports,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  make  some  arrangement  whereby  water  can  be  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Queens 
from  the  high  service  standpipe,  as  it  will  be  many  years  before  the  system  in  the 
Borough  of  Queens  could  economically  supply  this  district. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $160,000  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about 
one  year  from  the  time  of  beginning  work. 

Item  9.  Remodeling  of  Spring  Creek  Station — The  operation  of  this  station  is 
relatively  too  costly,  as  we  have  two  separate  pumping  plants  within  a short  distance, 
requiring  a separate  crew  at  each  plant.  The  engines  and  boilers  at  the  old  perma- 
nent plant  are  old  and  wasteful  and  the  engines  and  boilers  at  the  new  plant,  which 
was  intended  t.o  be  a temporary  one,  are  equally  antiquated  and  uneconomical,  the 
material  being  second-hand  when  first  installed.  This  results  in  a very  large  amount 
of  expenditure,  both  for  fuel  and  repairs.  It  is  proposed  to  build  a new  engine  and 
boiler-house  and  equip  it  with  modern  high  duty  engines  and  new  boilers.  A main 
would  be  laid  connecting  this  point  with  the  New  Lots  or  Ridgewood  systems,  so 
that  the  water  would  be  pumped  directly  into*  the  distribution  system  insttad  of  being 
pumped,  as  at  present,  into  the  conduit  and  flowing  for  about  a mile  to  Ridgewood, 
where  it  is  again  pumped  into  the  reservoir.  By  this  remodeling  we  would  obtain 
the  economy  of  high  duty  in  the  operation  of  the  engines,  a reduction  in  the  force 
required  and  the  doing  away  with  the  cost  of  pumping  at  the  Ridgewood  Station: 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $175,000,  and  it  could  be  completed  in  about 
one  year  from  the  time  of  beginning  work. 
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Additional  Improvements  and  Extensions  Which  Are  Not  Asked  for  but  Which 
Will  Be  Needed  in  the  Near  Future — In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  above,  there 
will  be  required  not  later  than  next  year,  additional  conduit  capacity,  both  for  the 
eastern  and  western  watersheds,  and  it  will  probably  prove  to  be  economical  to  have 
this  conduit  constructed  to  withstand  a pressure  sufficient  to  pump  the  water  directly 
into  the  Ridgewood  Reservoir. 

The  infiltration  galleries  now  being  built  can  be  equipped  with  high  pressure 
pumps  and  directly  connected  to  this  conduit,  and  the  conduit  could  be  laid,  for  a 
greater  part  of  the  distance,  along  the  line  other  than  the  existing  conduit  line,  thus 
removing  the  danger  of  an  interruption  to  the  entire  service  by  a breakage  of  the 
main  while  under  high  pressure.  This  conduit  would  be  laid  so  that  it  could  be 
readily  connected  to  the  Forest  Park  Reservoir,  if  it  is  decided  to  construct  that 
reservoir. 

To  increase  the  supply  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  additional  infiltration  galleries, 
and  the  most  available  site  to  be  developed  is  the  proposed  gallery  with  a central 
station  near  the  present  Springfield  Station.  If  it  be  deemed  advisable,  an  additional 
station  can  readily  be  established  within  the  City  limits  and  so  designed  as  to  pump 
directly  into  the  distribution  system.  By  this  means  the  water  could  be  furnished  at 
a comparatively  low  cost.

Dear  Sir — The  inclosed  bill  from  Thomas  G.  Carlin  for  extra  foundation  and 
waterproofing  work  at  Seventy-fifth  Precinct  Police  Station-house,  Long  Island 
City,  N.  Y.,  submitted  by  your  Department  to  me  for  report  on  same  is  herewith 
returned. 

The  bill  is  correct,  except  that  the  damp-proofing,  as  per  specifications,  is  not 
entirely  completed.  The  amount  of  work  executed  is  correct.  The  amounts  per  foot, 
yard,  etc.,  were  agreed  upon  by  Commissioner  Greene  some  time  ago,  after  obtaining 
competitive  estimates  from  five  contractors.  The  statements  contained  in  Mr.  Carlin's 
letter  attached  to  this  bill  are  correct. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  adopted  a resolution  on  December  8,  1903,  which  resolution 
was  approved  by  the  Mayor  December  18,  1903,  granting  permission  to  the  Police  Com- 
missioner to  accept  the  estimate  of  Thomas  G.  Carlin  for  extra  work  at  the  prices 
charged  for  in  Mr.  Carlin’s  bill,  but  stating  that  the  total  amount  was  not  to  exceed 
three  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  ($3,700).  This  amount,  I had  stated  to  Commis- 
sioner Greene,  would  be  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  extra  work,  but  on 
excavating,  we  found  the  nature  of  the  ground  was  worse  than  we  had  anticipated,  and 
consequently  extra  footings  had  to  be  built  and  more  sheath  piling  was  required,  etc., 
bringing  the  cost  up  to  the  amount  of  bill  as  rendered. 
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Mr.  Carlin,  with  the  approval  of  myself,  and  also  with  the  approval  of  Commis- 
sioner Greene,  went  ahead  with  this  work  so  as  not  to  delay  the  erection  of  the  building, 
and  said  work  was  executed  before  the  resolution  was  passed  and  approved.  I did  not 
know,  neither  did  Mr.  Carlin,  that  the  resolution  would  limit  the  expenditure  to  $3,700, 
as  Mr.  Carlin  had  given  no  lump  figure  except  for  the  damp-proofing.  Most  of  the 
work,  i.  e.,  the  excavating,  concrete  bases,  sheath  piling  and  brick  being  agreed  upon  at 
so  much  per  foot,  yard,  etc.

By  the  same — 

Whereas,  Transportation  facilities  on  the  Ninth  Avenue  Elevated  Railroad  between 
the  hours  of  1 a.  m.  and  5.30  p.  m.  (about)  are  inadequate  to  the  demands  of  the  many 
who  ride  regularly  thereon,  principally  market,  produce  and  business  men,  causing  loss 
of  time  and  subjecting  them  to  the  dangers  of  variable  and  inclement  weathers  because 
of  the  seemingly  unnecessary  transfer  which  they  are  compelled  to  make  at  Fifty-ninth 
street  during  said  hours ; and 

Whereas,  Several  petitions  have  been  filed  wfith  the  management  of  the  said  rail- 
road company  respecting  the  inconvenience,  and  praying  for  relief  in  the  shape  of 
through  trains,  which  petitions  have  thus  far  brought  no  response;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Ninth  Avenue  Elevated  Railroad  is  an  artery,  if  not  the  main 
one,  of  transit  to  the  ferries  and  railroad  terminals  on  the  west  side  of  the  City  to  and 
from  which  travelers  should  be  afforded  better  means  of  communication ; and 

Whereas,  The  constantly  increasing  population  and  the  rapidly  developing  business 
interests  along  the  upper  west  side  of  the  City  demand  a saving  of  time  in  going  to  and 
from  their  homes  and  businesses  and  should  be  accorded  some  measure  of  relief  com- 
patible with  other  conditions;  therefore 

Resolved,  That,  supplemental  to  the  requests  heretofore  made,  the  Interborough 
Rapid  Transit  Company  be  and  hereby  is  requested  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
install  a system  of  through  trains  all  night  on  its  Ninth  avenue  branch  of  the  elevated 
railroad,  so  that  the  relief  sought  in  the  foregoing  preamble  may  be  afforded. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  be  and  hereby 
is  requested  to  give  such  aid  to  the  foregoing  prayer  as  may  be  meet  and  proper  in 
the  premises.

By  Alderman  Richter — 

AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  the  sprinkling  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  highways 

of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  persons  and  corporations  engaged  in  sprinkling  the  streets,  lanes  or 
highways  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  required  to  contract  with  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the  water 
necessary  therefor,  and  obtain  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  Borough  to  such 
contract,  but  in  no  case  shall  there  be  contracted  for  or  used  more  water  than  shall 
be  sufficient  to  thoroughly  lay  the  dust  on  such  streets,  lanes  and  highways. 

Every  street  railroad  corporation  in  the  boroughs  of  Richmond  and  Queens  shall 
sprinkle  the  pavement  between  its  tracks  and  rails  when  and  as  often  as  directed  so 
to  do  by  the  Superintendent  of  Highways.  Water  shall  be  furnished  for  this  purpose 
free  of  charge  by  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  2.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  the  foregoing  section  are  hereby  repealed. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets.  Highways  and  Sewers. 

No.  766. 

By  Alderman  McCall — 

Resolved.  That  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  419  of  the  amended  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  to  award  contracts,  without  public  letting,  for  making  the  neces- 
sary repairs  to  the  County  Court-house  in  the  County  of  New  York,  the  total  ex- 
penditure therefor  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000). 

In  connection  therewith  Alderman  McCall  presented  the  following: 

Supreme  Court,  County  Court-house — Judges’  Chambers,  ) 

New  York,  June  14,  1904.  ) 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

We,  as  members  of  a committee  appointed  by  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
to  aid  in  having  needed  repairs  made  in  the  County  Court-house,  write  to  recommend 
the  favorable  consideration  of  a resolution  which  we  are  informed  is  to  be  presented 
to  your  Honorable  Body,  and  by  which  it  is  sought  to  authorize  the  President  of 
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the  Borough  of  Manhattan  to  award  contracts  for  making  repairs  to  the  County 
Court-house,  without  public  letting,  the  total  expenditure  not  to  exceed  $50,000.  The 
work  to  be  done  is  chiefly  in  respect  to  the  ventilation  .of  the  building,  and  as  this 
work  will  be  of  an  experimental  character,  it  seems  to  us  that  it  ought  to  be  done  in 
parts,  so  that  as  a part  is  done  the  efficiency  of  that  part  may  be  considered  in  deter- 
mining the  manner  in  which  the  parts  that  are  to  follow  should  be  done.  In  other 
words  it  would  be  well  in  the  doing  of  this  work  that  we  should  be  able  to  avail  our- 
selves of  the  information  to  be  gained  from  the  use  of  such  part  or  parts  of  the  work 
as  may  be  finished  at  any  particular  time;  there  will  thus  be  a greater  probability  of  a 
satisfactory  result  upon  the  completion  of  the  whole  work. 

In  the  past,  plans  and  specifications  prepared  upon  theories  with  respect  to  ventila- 
tion have  rarely  been  followed  with  the  results  which  were  sought.

to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  concurrence  therein.

Hon.  JOHN  F.  AHEARN,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan: 

Dear  Sir — In  accordance  with  a resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on 
May  10,  1904,  and  approved  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  May  19,  1904,  as  follows : 

r‘  That  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  prepare  a comprehensive  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings, the  salient  points  of  which  -shall  be 
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“(1st).  A numerical  increase  in  the  force  of  Inspectors  commensurate  with  the 
needs  of  said  Bureau. 

“(2d).  The  laying  put  erf  Inspection  Districts  which  shall  cover  reasonable  ter- 
ritory, and  in  and  for  which  an  Inspector  may  be  held  to  account  for  transgressions  of 
the  Building  Rules  and  Regulations. 

“(3d).  More  reasonable  compensation  for  Inspectors,  so  that  the  head  of  the 
Bureau  may  be  enabled  to  procure  the  services  of  the  best  informed  in  relation  to 
building  requirements. 

“(4th).  A system  of  examinations  under  which  appointments  are  to  be  made 
which  will  bring  to  the  service  practical  and  experienced  men,  rather  than  men  whose 
qualifications  are  theoretic  and  academic.”, 

I hereby  respectfully  submit  the  following  plan : 

(1st).  The  Inspectors’  force  is  entirely  inadequate  and  should  be  increased  as  fol- 
lows : 

25  additional  Inspectors  of  Masonry  and  Carpentry; 

8 additional  Inspectors  of  Iron; 

4 additional  Inspectors  of  Elevators ; 

5 additional  Inspectors  of  Plumbing; 

— -which,  with  the  present  number,  would  make  a force  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
Inspectors.  I will  also  require 

6 additional  Chief  Inspectors  of  Buildings,  and 

6 Secretaries — or  one  for  each  Chief  Inspector. 

(2d).  I propose  to  lay  out  the  Inspection  Districts  so  that  the  territory  assigned 
to  each  Inspector  will  be  such  as  to  enable  said  Inspector  to  visit  each  building  in 
course  of  erection  or  alteration  in  his  district  daily. 

The  Inspection  Districts  will  be  divided  among  the  Chief  Inspectors  in  propor- 
tion to  the  building  operations  therein,  and  they  will  hold  the  District  Inspectors  under 
their  charge  strictly  accountable  for  the  work  assigned  them. 

(3d)  I propqse  that  each  Inspector  shall  receive  a salary  of  $2,000  per  annum; 
that  the  Chief  Inspector  receive  $4,000  per  annum;  that  the  Assistant  Engineers  receive 
$2,400  per  annum ; and  that  the  present  Chief  Inspector  of  Buildings  receive  $4,000  per 
annum. 

In  my  opinion,  the  Inspectors  and  Engineers  are  inadequately  compensated  for  the 
expert  and  technical  work  required  of  them.  The  present  Inspectors  now  receive  but 
$1,200  per  annum,  which  is  a small  remuneration  for  their  services.  They  are  subject 
to  duty  throughout  the  year,  night  and  day,  and  I consider  their  positions  and  respon- 
sibilities the  most  important  in  the  service  of  the  City.  The  Engineers  of  this  bureau 
examine  and  pass  upon  all  plans  fifed  for  the  erection  and  alteration  of  buildings,  a 
responsibility  which  should  command  a much  higher  compensation  than  they  are  now 
receiving. 
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The  city  of  Boston  pays  its  Inspectors  of  Buildings  from  $1,800  to  $2,000  per  annum; 
the  city  of  Chicago  pays  its  Inspectors  $1,800  per  annum;  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn 
pays  an  average  of  $1,700  per  annum;  the  Department  of  Education  of  this  City  pays 
its  Inspectors  of  Construction  of  School  Buildings  at  the  rate  of  $1,500  per  annum; 
whereas,  the  Inspectors  of  this  bureau,  who  are  expected  to  visit  every  building  in  this 
Cily  in  the  course  of  erection  or  alteration,  from  its  commmencement  to  its  comple- 
tion, and  to  discover  every  unsafe  building,  receive  but  $1,200  per  annum. 

The  force  of  Elevator  Inspectors  is  too  small.  There  are  five  thousand  passenger 
elevators  in  this  borough,  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  Building  Code  this  bureau  is 
required  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  same  at  least  once  every  three  months.  This  is 
a physical  impossibility  with  the  present  force  of  twelve  Elevator  Inspectors,  if  the 
inspections  are  thoroughly  and  properly  made. 

If  the  foregoing  plan  is  adopted,  in  my  opinion  there  will  be  no  recurrence  of 
such  an  unfortunate  calamity  as  the  falling  of  the  Hotel  Darlington  building,  as  each 
building  will  be  under  constant  surveillance  by  competent  Inspectors,  and  this  cannot 
be  accomplished  with  the  present  force. 

The  building  operations  in  this  City  are  constantly  increasing,  plans  having  been 
submitted  to  this  bureau  during  the  year  1903  representing  an  outlay  of  $75,104,200  for 
new  buildings,  and  $11,398,031  for  alterations  to  buildings;  and,  in  addition,  2,616 
buildings  were  reported  by  the  Inspectors  during  said  period  as  being  in  an  unsafe 
condition.  From  the  number  of  plans  submitted  during  the  five  months  ending  May 
31,  1904,  the  indications  are  that  there  will  be  a marked  increase  in  the  building  opera- 
tions of  the  present  year  over  those  of  1903. 

Trusting  that  the  foregoing  plan  may  be  adopted,  and  believing  that  the  objects 
thereby  sought  to  be  obtained  will  be  accomplished,  I remain,

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“ Memorial.” 

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  “ Associated  Employees  of  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  of  The  City  of  New  York,”  held  on  May  1,  1903,  the  following  resolutions 
were  submitted  and  unanimously  adopted. 

Know  ye  by  these  presents  that 

Whereas,  The  “Constitution”  of  the  “United  States”  and  the  “State  of  New 
York”  have  in  a spirit  of  liberty  granted  unto  all  citizens  the  right  to  join  together  for 
mutual  protection  and  advancement ; while  in  the  pursuit  of  happiness  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a just  saying,  “ That  the  mechanic  is  worthy  of  his  hire,”  which  must 
be  admitted  in  every  locality  where  equity  and  impartiality  prevail ; and  whether  skilled 
or  unskilled,  it  is  but  right  that  the  remuneration  be  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  the 
services  rendered  to  the  employer,  be  that  employer  an  individual,  firm,  corporation, 
community,  city  or  government  r 

Therefore,  In  order  to  set  forth  in  clear,  just  and  concise  terms  the  facts  which 
embody  the  duties  of  Inspectors  of  Buildings,  in  the  “ City  of  New  York,”  the  value  of 
their  services  and  responsibilities,  and  the  insufficiency  of  the  salaries  paid  them  in  pro- 
portion to  the  extent  of  said  services,  added  to  the  consideration  of  the  small  percentage 
of  mechanics  competent  to  pass  the  examinations  necessary  to  qualify,  as  indicated  by 
the  records  of  the  “ Civil  Service  Bureau,”  we  hereby  offer  this  “ Memorial.” 

Stated  briefly,  the  question  resolves  itself  into  the  simple  theorem,  under  two  heads : 

I.  — Are  or  are  not  the  present  salaries  of  Inspectors  of  Buildings  adequate  or  com- 
mensurate to  the  services  rendered? 

II.  — Would  the  Inspectors  be  justified  in  asking  for  more  salary?  How  should 
they  ask  for  it?  And  how  proceed  successfully  in  order  to  obtain  an  increase  in  salhry? 

In  answering  the  first  query,  it  will  be  necessary  to  set  forth  the  actual  details  of 
the  duties  and  their  values,  in  comparison  with  others  of  a similar  nature,  so  we  answer : 

No;  it  is  not  adequate  or  sufficient,  for  the  following  reasons: 

By  comparison — The  wages  now  prevailing  in  the  trades  engaged  in  the  several 
branches  will  show  that  those  who  inspect  the  work  are  paid  less  than  those  who  execute 
it,  and  the  annexed  schedule  will  explain  that  the  following  prices  of  labor  paid  up  to 
May  1,  1903,  is  taken  from  the  scale  of  wages  paid  members  of  the  unions  controlled  by 


the  New  York  Board  of  Building  Trades; 

Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  per  day $4  50 

Tar,  Felt  and  Waterproof  Workers,  per  day 3 50 

Plumbers  and  Gasfitters,  per  day 4 25 

Plain  and  Ornamental  Plasterers,  per  day 5 50 

Plasterers’  Laborers,  per  day 3 25 

Amalgamated  Painters  and  Decorators,  per  day 4 00 

Amalgamated  Sheet  Iron  and  Metal  Workers,  per  day. 4 00 
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Metal  Roofers,  per  day $4  00 

Bricklayers,  per  hour 60 

Steam  and  Hot  Water  Fitters,  per  day 4 00 

Steam  Pipe  Helpers,  per  day 2 30 

House  Shorers  and  Movers,  per  day 3 50 

Cement  Masons,  per  day 4 50 

Cement  and  Asphalt  Laborers,  per  day 2 50 

Electrical  Workers,  per  day 4 00 

Marble  Cutters,  per  day 4 00 

Marble  Cutters’  Helpers,  per  day 2 65 

Marble  Polishers  and  Rubbers,  per  day 3 50 

Mosaic  Workers’  Helpers,  per  day 2 65 

Tile  Layers,  per  day 5 00 

Tile  Layers’  Helpers,  per  day 3 00 

Portable  Hoisting  Engineers,  per  week 24  00 

Wood  Lathers,  per  day 4 00 

Metal  Lathers,  per  day „ 400 

Granite  Cutters,  per  day 4 50 

Journeyman  Stone  Cutters,  per  day 5 00 

United  Derrickmen,  Riggers  and  Painters,  per  day 3 00 

Housesmiths  and  Bridgemen,  per  day 4 00 


From  the  above  schedule  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Inspectors  of  Buildings  receive 
less  salary  than  the  wages  of  any  of  the  mechanics  and  only  4 cents  per  day  more 
than  the  highest  paid  laborer,  despite  superior  qualifications  as  skilled  mechanics  and 
higher  attainments  as  experts  which  they  must  possess  to  pass  the  Civil  Service  ex- 
amination, as  laid  down  by  law.  In  plain  words,  they  are  rated  below  the  status  of 
the  union  mechanics  and  rank,  in  regard  to  the  financial  value,  slightly  above  skilled 
laborers. 

Taking  up  now  the  question  of  their  increased  duties  and  responsibilities  we 
maintain  that  the  Building  Inspectors  are  entitled  to  an  increased  salary  for  the 
following  reasons,  viz.: 

I.  — By  the  necessity  for  closer  vigilance  on  the  work. 

II.  — By  its  hazardous  nature,  as  buildings  are  now  deeper  and  higher,  and  con- 
sequently more  dangerous. 

III.  — By  the  increased  technical  knowledge  required  whereby  Inspectors  must 
read  and  keep  abreast  of  contemporaneous  practice. 

IV.  — By  the  risks  involved  in  night  duty,  on  fires,  emergency  unsafes,  and  so 
forth. 
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V.  — By  the  fact  that  Inspectors,  on  account  of  their  advanced  education,  know- 
ledge and  experience,  are  entitled  to  more  compensation  than  the  artisans  whose 
varied  and  different  branches  of  work  they  must  not  only  be  familiar  with,  but  like- 
wise inspect,  supervise  and  see  completed  according  to  law,  thus  placing  them  on  a 
par  with  the  highest  professional  element  of  building  construction,  composed  of 
architects  and  engineers,  with  whom  they  are  in  daily  consultation  in  matters  of 
building  technics  and  law. 

VI.  — By  the  fact  that  Inspectors  are  subject  to  duty  365  days  of  the  year. 

VII.  — Because  their  positions  and  responsibilities  are  primarily  the  most  im- 
portant in  the  municipal  service  of  New  York. 

VIII.  — The  changed  and  exacting  conditions,  consequent  with  the  rapid  evolu- 
tion of  building  construction  since  the  year  1892,  when  the  building  code  first  went 
into  force,  a period  of  ten  years  has  changed  the  entire  nature  of  the  forms  of  con- 
struction, in  all  details,  from  brick  and  timber  methods  and  elementary  plumbing,  to 
the  skeleton  steel  and  iron  frames,  complicated  combinations  of  brick,  stone,  terra- 
cotta and  various  processes  which  comprise  architectural  engineering;  and  similarly 
with  plumbing,  for  this,  too,  has  undergone  a complete  revolution  of  methods  and 
materials,  so  that  the  Plumbing  Inspector  of  to-day  must  be  a sanitary  engineer;  in  the 
same  way  as  a Construction  Inspector  must  combine  an  architect’s  and  engineer’s  knowl- 
edge, yet  there  has  been  no  extra  or  increased  compensation  for  either  during  these 
years.  Concerning  the  Inspectors  of  Iron  and  Steel  Work,  it  is  to  be  said  that 
they,  too,  must  have  had  similar  experience  in  the  several  branches  of  the  trades 
coming  under  their  supervision;  for  example,  skeleton  steel  and  iron  frames  and  their 
multitudinous  parts,  and  have  worked  as  practical  mechanics  for  a period  of  not  less 
than  five  years,  and  be  familiar  with  the  theory  of  the  construction.  With  all  this 
requisite  knowledge,  they  are  still  paid  less  than  the  mechanics  whose  work  they  super- 
intend and  inspect;  bridgemen  and  iron-setters  being  paid  $5  per  diem,  while  the 
salary  of  an  Inspector  of  Iron  Work  is  but  $3.29  per  diem,  proving  that,  although 
the  Inspector  must  be  possessed  of  greater  technical  knowledge  than  the  mechanic,  yet 
he  receives  less  salary  or  wages,  as  you  may  be  pleased  to  term  the  compensation. 
Elevator  Inspectors,  or  Inspectors  to  supervise  elevators,  must  also  be  skilled  machinists 
of  not  less  than  ten  years’  experience,  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  all  the  electrical  and 
hydraulic  machinery  used  in  connection  with  elevators,  and  be  mechanical  engineers 
and  elevator  builders,  for  which  qualifications  they  are  paid  less  than  the  machinists 
and  builders  who  erect  the  elevators. 

Furthermore — The  Inspectors  are  entitled  to  increased  salary  by  the  following 
comparative  schedule : 

The  City  of  Boston  pays  its  Inspectors  of  Buildings  the  sum  of  $1,800  to  $2,000 
per  annum,  with  a population  of  560,000. 
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City  of  Chicago  pays  its  Inspectors  $1,800  per  annum,  with  a population  of  1,689,575. 

City  of  New  York  pays  its  Inspectors  $1,200  per  annum,  with  a population  of 
3,437,202,  or  $600  less  than  the  two  sister  cities  of  lesser  population. 

The  United  States  Government  pays  each  “Superintendent”  of  Construction  in  the 
employ  of  the  “ Architect  of  the  Treasury,”  who  is  in  charge  of  only  one  government 
building  from  $6  per  diem  to  $3,000  per  annum,  according  to  the  size  of  the  building 
and  the  responsibilities  involved.  Private  firms  engaged  in  building  construction,  also 
corporations,  pay  their  foremen  $6  and  $8  per  day,  and  superintendents  from  $40  to 
$100  per  week.  The  Department  of  Education  of  New  York  City  pays  each  Inspector 
on  the  construction  of  one  school  building  only,  $5.50  per  diem,  $1,500  per  annum. 
The  Bureau  of  Sewers  of  The  City  of  New  York  pays  its  Inspectors  on  the  construc- 
tion of  new  street  sewers  from  $1,200  to  $2,100  per  annum,  and  this  only  involves 
leveling  and  the  superintendence  of  the  brickwork  x)f  the  sewers.  A Tenement  House 
Inspector  of  The  City  of  New  York  only  requires  slight  technical  knowledge,  need  have 
had  no  experience  nor  have  been  as  a practical  mechanic,  yet  he  obtains  a salary  of 
$1,200  per  annum. 

We  therefore  maintain  that  the  present  salaries  of  the  Inspectors  are  too  small  in 
consideration  of  the  comparisons  set  forth  above,  in  addition  to  which  might  be  added 
the  facts,  that  the  Charter  of  The  City  of  New  York  compels  them  to  be  men  of  a 
calibre  superior  to  any  classified  in  Class  D of  the  Civil  Service  list,  and  insists  that 
each  and  every  Inspector  of  Buildings  must  have  at  least  five  years’  practical  experi- 
ence, be  a skilled  mechanic,  pass  two  examinations,  one  before  the  Civil  -Service 
Commission  and  one  before  the  Board  of  Examiners,  either  of  which  may  disqualify 
him  for  office.  The  technical  knowledge  necessary  to  pass  can  only  be  acquired  by 
years  of  actual  practice  at  a trade  or  handicraft,  and  in  many  cases  is  absolutely 
unattainable  in  less  than  ten  years. 

In  many  of  the  cases  quoted  herein  we  have  demonstrated  there  are  many 
skilled  employees  of  the  City  who  are  better  paid  with  much  less  onerous  duties  and 
responsibilities;  and  for  another  example  we  might  cite  the  Inspectors  of  Masonry 
on  the  rapid  transit  tunnel  construction  who  are-  at  present  earning  on  an  average 
of  from  $4,50  to  $5.50  per  diem,  and  with  overtime  from  $35  to  $40  per  week;  but 
the  District  Inspectors  of  the  Bureaus  of  Buildings  are  each  responsible  for  the 
construction  of  from  25  to  50  and  the  legal  care,  condition  and  safety  of  from  500 
to  2,000  houses,  ranging  from  the  frame  shed  to  the  steel  skeleton  fireproof  sky- 
scrapers, receive  the  least  compensation  of  all,  viz.:  the  small  sum  of  $3.39  pei 
diem,  $25  per  week  and  $1,200  per  annum. 

We  therefore  ask  your  Honorable  Body  to  give  full)  and  earnest  consideration 
to  the  statements  contained  in  this  “ memorial,”  as  we  believe  it  holds  facts  and 
figures  which  are  irrefutable  and  will  tend  to  show  the  vital  necessity  for  active 
and  urgent  action  on  the  part  of  the  association  to  increase  compensations  of  the 
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Inspectors  of  the  several  Bureaus  of  Buildings  by  an  early  and  sincere  effort  to 
lay  these  facts  before  the  higher  authorities  for  their  consideration  and  action. 

We  believe  that  an  increase  of  salary  can  be  obtained  by  placing  -the  data  and 
facts  as  herein  set  forth  in  the  form  of  a “ memorial  ” before  the  Superintendent 
of  each  borough,  in  order  that  each  may  scrutinize  and  approve  of  the  procedure} 
and  when  approved  or  indorsed  may  serve  as  a.n  instrument  for  him  to  lay  before 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  when  the  appropriations  for  the  several 
departments  for  the  years  1904  are  under  consideration;  or  it  might  be  submitted 
in  the  meantime  to  the  Presidents  of  the  five  boroughs  for  their  approval  by  the 
Superintendents  of  Buildings  before  the  fall  of  1903,  thus  making  the  " memorial  * 
lawful  and  regular. 

In  all  the  movements  which  will  affect  the  welfare  and  progress  of  individuals 
and  organizations  a time  arrives  when  concerted  action  becomes  necessary;  that 
the  initiative  must  be  taken,  and  .the  best  ideas  and  methods  essential  to  success 
be  transmitted  to  paper;  this,  we  believe,  we  have  done  in  this  “ memorial,”  and 
such  are  fairly  and  impartially  set  forth. 

Recognizing,  however,  the  truth  that  there  are  many  members  among  youi 
Honorable  Body  whose  suggestions  and  propositions  would  tend  to  strengthen  and 
improve  the  value  of  the  document,  it  is  submitted  in  .this  elementary  form  as  a 
simple  basis  for  future  action,  and  the  promotion,  discussion  and  interchange 
of  ideas  on  the  extremely  important  subject  of  increasing  salaries. 

The  present  progressive  movement  of  the  time  shows  that  never  in  the  mechan- 
ical history  of  New  York  have  the  trades  and  crafts  reached  such  a scientific 
height,  and  we  in  conclusion  put  forward  our  request  as  being  fair,  just,  equitable 
and  due  our  increased  attainments  and  responsibilities. 

With  the  assurance  >to  the  organization  of  our  best  efforts  in  all  things  vital 
and  beneficial  to  its  members  this  “ memorial  ” is  very  respectfully  submitted.

MESSAGE  FROM  HIS  HONOR  THE  MAYOR. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  message  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor :

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — You  have  been  called  together  at  this  special  meeting  to  take  action 
upon  and  give  expression  to  the  sorrow  caused  by  the  lamentable  disaster  to  the 
steamer  “General  Slocum”  on  Wednesday,  the  15th  of  this  month. 

In  that  disaster  many  hundreds  of  persons  lost  their  lives  by  drowning  and  burning. 
These  losses  are  peculiarly  sad  because  they  consist  almost  exclusively  of  women  and 
children. 

The  public-spirited  citizens  of  this  City  have  already  undertaken,  systematically,  the 
relief  so  far  as  possible  of  the  victims  ^of  this  disaster,  and  their  families,  and  some 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  have  already  been  contributed  for  that  purpose.

General  Daniel  E.  Sickles,  Alderman  from  the  Fifth  District,  in  speaking  to  the 
resolution,  suggested  that  the  Committee  on  Laws  and  Legislation  should  investigate 
the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  ascertain  if  they  had  not  concurrent  juris- 
diction with  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in  the  matter  of  excursion  steamers, 
so  that  human  life  might  be  safeguarded  in  the  future.

That  the  City  Hall  and  Aldermanic  Chamber  be  draped  in  mourning  for  thirty  days ; 

That  a special  committee  of  fifteen  members  be  appointed  by  the  President  to 
devise  such  measures  of  relief  for  the  survivors  and  stricken  families  as  may  be  meet 
and  proper  in  the  premises; 
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That  a copy  of  these  resolutions  suitably  engrossed  and  duly  authenticated  by  the 
City  Clerk  be  transmitted  to  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mark’s  German  Lutheran  Evangelical 
Church;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  as  an  additional  mark  of  respect  this  Board  do  now  adjourn.

Dear  Sir — The  Chester  District  Alliance  has  learned  with  great  satisfaction  that 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  yesterday  approved  the  ordinance  asked 
for  by  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company.

Gentlemen — Upon  behalf  of  the  Van  Nest  Property-Owners’  Association,  I inclose 
you  matter  which  has  been  sent  to  us  by  representatives  of  the  public,  relating  to  the 
contest  between  the  people  and  the  New  York  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  the  effort  of  the 
people  to  secure  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  ordinance  for  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad.

Every  North  Side  labor  organization  should  be  represented  at  the  Port  Chester 
hearing  of  the  Railroad  Committee,  in  the  Aldermanic  Chamber,  on  Tuesday  next  at 
it  a.  m.  The  building  of  this  road,  extending  from  the  Harlem  river  to  Port  Chester, 
involves  an  outlay  of  $13,000,000,  a large  part  of  which  will  be  paid  out  to  working  men 
employed  on  the  job.  Unless  a permit  to  cross  streets  is  given  to  the  Port  Chester 
Company,  no  railroad  can  be  built,  since  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Com- 
pany has  no  charter,  and  so  can  make  no  use  of  the  permit  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen.  It  is,  therefore,  a plain  issue  between  having  a railroad  which  will  furnish 
two  years’  employment  for  a large  body  of  workers  and  no  railroad  and  no  employ- 
ment for  anybody.  In  holding  up  the  Port  Chester  application  the  Railroad  Commit- 
tee and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  are  guilty  of  directing  an  open  hostility  to  labor. 

Working  men  owe  it  to  themselves  and  the  cause  maintained  and  vindicated  by 
unions  to  serve  formal  notice  on  the  Board  of  Aldermen  that  this  policy  of  obstruc- 
tion must  stop,  and  the  Port  Chester  ordinance  be  promptly  passed,  so  that  the  rail- 
road may  be  constructed  and  labor  have  a new  field  opened  for  its  activity.

The  business  community  of  The  Bronx  should  be  effectively  represented  at  the 
Port  Chester  hearing  of  the  Railroad  Committee,  in  the  Aldermanic  Chamber,  next 
Tuesday  at  11  a.  m.  Every  branch  of  trade  and  industry  in  the  borough  suffers  enor- 
mous loss  by  the  persistent  denial  of.  adequate  transit  facilities.  To-day  an  unprece- 
dented building  boom  is  in  progress  in  the  Morrisania  half  of  the  borough,  but  east  of 
the  Bronx  river  there  is  universal  stagnation.  This  condition  has  but  one  cause,  and 
the  evil  can  be  removed  only  by  the  building  of  a railroad.

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charter  from  the  State  and  abundance  of  capital.  The  New  York,  Westchester  and 
Boston  Company,  on  the  other  hand,  has  no  charter,  and,  therefore,  a permit  from  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  possession  of  unlimited  capital  are  of  no  avail.  During 
the  first  five  months  of  3904  the  estimated  cost  of  new  buildings  for  which  plans  were 
filed  in  The  Bronx  approximates  $4,000,000,  most  of  which  is  in  Morrisania.  To  in- 
augurate a building  boom  in  Chester,  and  general  activity  in  a material  trade,  as  well  as 
stimulate  every  branch  of  business,  it  is  only  necessary  to  construct  and  open  the  rail- 
road which  will  bring  everything  else  now  waited  for  in  its  train.

Gentlemen— I beg  to  request  that  a resolution  be  adopted,  under  section  419,  chapter 
10  of  the  Charter,  authorizing  this  Department  to  purchase  in  the  open  market,  without 
advertising,  a steamboat,  at  a cost  not  exceeding  $11,000.  This  boat  is  to  be  used  for 
the  ferry  service  which  this  Department  maintains  between  the  City,  Randall’s  and 
Blackwell’s  Islands.  One  of  the  launches  that  has  been  used  on  this  service  was 
loaned  to  this  Department  by  the  Department  of  Correction,  and  now  it  is  required 
for  the  service  of  that  Department.  The  emergency  has  been  so  great  lately  that 

we  have  chartered  a steam  launch  such  as  we  require  at  a cost  of  $25  per  day,  and 

find  it  admirably  adapted  for  our  purposes.  This  boat  can  be  bought  of  the  owner 
for  $11,000.  This  sum  will  include  the  amount  already  due  on  the  charter.  I consider 
is  advisable  tp  buy  the  boat  in  this  way,  as  it  would  take  at  least  six  months  to  adver- 
tise for  and  have  a boat  built  to  suit  our  purposes.  We  have  the  funds  necessary 

to  purchase  this  boat,  and  the  only  question  is  to  have  authority  to  buy  without  adver- 
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tising.  During  the  year  1903  our  boats  carried  492,677  passengers,  of  which  150,131 
visited  Randall’s  Island.

PROPOSED  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  GRANTING  TO  THE  NEW  YORK, 
WESTCHESTER  AND  BOSTON  RAILWAY  COMPANY  THE  RIGHT  TO 
CROSS  CERTAIN  STREETS  AND  HIGHWAYS  IN  THE  BOROUGH  OF 
TLIE  BRONX,  AND  TO  CONSTRUCT  AND  OPERATE  A FOUR-TRACK 
RAILWAY  THEREON. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  having  received  from 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  pursuant  to  a resolution  of  such  Board  adopted  March  15.  1904, 
a proposed  ordinance,  granting  to  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway 
Company  the  right  to  cross  certain  streets  and  highways  for  the  purposes  of  construct- 
ing and  operating  a four-track  railway,  and  having  duly  inquired  into  and  considered 
the  matter,  does  hereby,  pursuant  to  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  fix  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  proposed  grant  and  the  money  value  of  the  right  proposed,  for  a 
period  of  25  years -from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  by  the 
Mayor,  as  follows : 

I. — The  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  its  successor  and 
assigns,  shall  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  this  privilege  the 
following  sums  of  money : During  the  first  ten  years,  commencing  upon  the  date  when 
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the  ordinance  granting  such  right  shall  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  an  annual  sum  of 
eight  thousand  (8,000)  dollars,  and  during  the  succeeding  fifteen  years  an  annual  sum 
of  sixteen  thousand  (16,000)  dollars.  From  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the 
operation  of  any  portion  of  the  railway  until  the  end  of  the  first  ten  years  of  the  pro- 
posed grant  an  additional  sum  of  forty  (40)  cents  per  linear  foot  per  annum  for  each 
line  of  single  track  railway  within  the  lines  of  any  street  in  use,  legally  opened  street, 
or  street  for  which  proceedings  to  open  have  been  initiated ; and  for  the  succeeding 
fifteen  years  an  additional  sum  of  eighty  (80)  cents  per  linear  foot  per  annum,  in  lieu 
of  said  sum  of  forty  (40)  cents.  The  terms  hereafter  to  be  fixed  Tor  any  renewal  term 
of  the  proposed  grant,  shall  not  in  any  event  be  less  than  the  minimum  amount  fixed  as 
the  sum  to  be  paid  annually  during  the  last  year  of  the  original  grant,  and  no  renewal 
of  such  grant  shall  provide  for  a further  renewal. 

II.  — Upon  the  termination  of  the  proposed  grant,  whether  original  or  renewal,  all 
rights  and  privileges  to  cross  the  said  streets  shall  cease  and  determine,  unless  the  said 
railway  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  have  previously  procured  a new  grant 
from  The  City  of  New  York. 

III.  — The  ordinance  granting  such  right  or  privilege  should  be  in  substance,  as  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  grant,  in  the  words  and  figures  following : 

AN  ORDINANCE  granting  to  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Com- 
pany the  right  to  cross  certain  streets  and  highways  and  to  construct  and  operate 
a four-track  railway  above  or  below  said  streets  or  highways  of  The  City  of 
Ne\v  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  hereby  grants  to 
the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions 
and  provisions  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  right  to  cross  certain  streets  and  highways 
and  the  privilege  to  construct  and  operate  a four-track  railway,  with  all  connections, 
turnouts,  switches  and  cross-overs  necessary  for  the  accommodation  and  operation 
of  said  railway,  by  means  of  electricity,  except  the  overhead  trolley  system,  or  by  any 
Other  mechanical  motive  power  which  may  be  lawfully  employed  upon  the  same,  except 
steam  locomotive  power;  in,  upon  and  across  the  following-named  streets,  avenues, 
parkways,  highways  and  public  places,  and  upon  the  following  route,  all  situate  in  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx,  City,  County  ancj  State  of  New  York,  namely: 

First — Main  Line : Beginning  at  a point  on  the  Harlem  river,  between  Lincoln 

avenue  and  Third  avenue,  and  then  running  northerly  substantially  parallel  to  Lincoln 
avenue  and  crossing  the  Southern  Boulevard,  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street, 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-sixth  street,  between 
Lincoln  avenue  and  Third  avenue;  then  crossing  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh 
street,  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Lincoln  avenue;  then  crossing  Lincoln  avenue, 
between  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth 
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street;  then  crossing  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  and  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-ninth  street,  between  Alexander  avenue  and  Third  avenue;  then  crossing  Alex- 
ander avenue,  between  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  and  One  Hundred  and  Fortieth 
streets ; then  running  substantially  parallel  to  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street, 
and  crossing  Willis  avenue,  Brook  avenue  and  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  between  One  Hundred 
and  Thirty-ninth  and  One  Hundred  and  Fortieth  streets;  then  crossing  One  Hundred 
and  Fortieth  street,  between  St.  Ann’s  avenue  and  Cypress  avenue;  then 
crossing  Cypress  avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-first  street  at  or  near 
their  intersection;  then  crossing  Powers  avenue,  between  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-first  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-second  streets ; then  crossing  Robbins 
avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-second  street,  at  or  near  their  intersection ; then 
crossing  St.  Mary’s  street,  between  Robbins  and  Concord  avenues ; then  crossing  Con- 
cord avenue,  between  St.  Mary’s  and  St.  Joseph’s  streets,  crossing  St.  Joseph’s  street, 
between  Concord  and  Wales  avenues;  then  crossing  Wales  avenue  and  Crane  street 
at  or  near  their  intersection,  and  crossing  Beach  avenue  and  Dater  street  at  or  near 
their  intersection ; then  crossing  Union  avenue,  between  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
ninth  street  and  the  Southern  Boulevard;  then  crossing  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth 
street,  between  Union  avenue  and  the  Southern  Boulevard;  then  crossing  Prospect 
avenue  and  St.  John’s  avenue,  between  Fox  street  and  the  Southern  Boulevard,  and 
crossing  Leggett  avenue  and  Fox  street  at  or  near  their  intersection ; then  running 
substantially  parallel  with  Fox  street  and  crossing  Craven  street,  Longwood  avenue, 
Intervale  avenue,  Tiffany  street  and  Barretto  street,  between  Fox  street  and  the 
Southern  Boulevard;  then  crossing  Dongan  street  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Fox 
street ; then  crossing  Southern  Boulevard  and  Aldus  street  at  or  near  their  intersection ; 
then  crossing  Hoe  street  and  Guttenberg  street  at  or  near  their  intersection ; then  cross- 
ing Westchester  avenue,  between  Faile  street  and  Hoe  street;  then  crossing  One  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty-seventh  street,  between  Bryant  street  and  West  Farms  road;  then  cross- 
ing Bryant  street,  between  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh  street  and  West  Farms 
road;  then  crossing  West  Farms  road  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Longfellow 
street,  Home  street  and  Freeman  street;  then  crossing  Jennings  street,  between  Long- 
fellow street  and  Boone  street;  then  running  substantially  parallel  with  Longfellow 
street,  and  crossing  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-second  street,  One  Hundred  and  Sev- 
enty-third street  and  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-fourth  street,  and  One  Hundred  and 
Seventy-sixth  street,  between  Longfellow  street  and  Boone  street;  then  crossing  Rod 
man  place,  between  Longfellow  street  and  West  Farms  road ; then  crossing  West  Farms 
road,  between  Rodman  place  and  Boston  road ; then  crossing  the  Bronx  river,  southerly 
from  Tremont  avenue  or  West  Farms  road,  and  running  substantially . parallel  with 
West  Farms  road  or  Tremont  avenue  to  or  near  the  point  of  crossing  the  West  Farms 
road,  and  crossing  that  road  and  Bronx  Park  avenue  at  or  near  their  intersection ; then 
crossing  Lebanon  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  street,  between  Bronx  Park 
avenue  and  Morris  Park  avenue;  then  running  between  Bronx  Park  and  Morris  Park 
avenue,  and  crossing  old  West  Farms  road ; and  then  crossing  Unionport  road,  between 
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Mianna  street  and  Birchall  avenue;  then  crossing  Oakley  street,  between  Mianna  and 
Sagamore  streets ; then  crossing  Brown  avenue  and  Sagamore  street  at  or  near  their 
intersection ; then  crossing  Hunt  avenue,  between  Mianna  street  and  Bear  Swamp  road ; 
then  running  substantially  parallel  with  Morris  Park  avenue,  and  crossing  Lincoln  street, 
Jefferson  street,  Madison  street  and  Bear  Swamp  road  (Bronxdale  avenue)  ; then 
crossing  Bronx  and  Pelham  parkway  and  Williamsbridge  road  at  or  near  their  inter- 
section ; then  crossing  Saw  Mill  lane,  between  Williamsbridge  road  and  Eastchester 
road;  then  crossing  Eastchester  road,  between  Kingston  avenue  and  Syracuse  avenue; 
then  crossing  Kingston  avenue  and  Birch  street  at  or  near  their  intersection;  then 
crossing  Cedar  street  and  Oak  street,  between  Kingston  avenue  and  Cornell  avenue ; 
then  crossing  Cornell  avenue  and  Walnut  street  at  or  near  their  intersection ; then 
crossing  Chestnut  street,  between  Cornell  avenue  and  Boston  road;  then  crossing  Bos- 
ton road  and  running  approximately  parallel  with  Boston  road  and  crossing  Schiefflin’s 
lane,  Fifth  avenue,  road  to  White  Plains,  and  Fisher’s  Landing  road,  and  continuing 
approximately  parallel  with  Boston  road  to  the  northerly  line  of  The  City  of  New  York. 
All  as  shown  on  maps  entitled  “ Map  and  Profile  of  the  Amended  Route  of  the  New 
York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company.  Section  1,”  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  said  company  on  the  twentieth  day  of  May,  1904,  and  signed  by  Wm. 
L.  Bull,  President;  John  Bogart,  Engineer,  and  H.  C.  Winchester,  Secretary,  under 
seal,  and  “ Map  and  Profile  of  the  Amended  Route  of  the  New  York,  Westchester 
and  Boston  Railway  Company,  Section  2,”  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said 
company  on  the  seventh  day  of  April,  1904,  and  signed  by  Wm.  L.  Bull,  President; 
John  Bogart,  Engineer,  and  Thomas  W.  Baker,  Secretary,  under  seal,  and  which 
maps  and  profiles  were  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County 
of  New  York  on  the  23d  day  of  June,  1904,  or  any  lawful  amendment  thereof  con 
sented  to  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

Second — Branch  Line:  Beginning  at  a point  on  the  main  line  of  the  New  York, 
Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  at  or  near  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  street  and 
running  southerly,  crossing  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  street,  Lebanon  street,  West 
Farms  road,  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-eighth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
seventh  street,  between  Morris  Park  avenue  and  Bronx  Park  avenue  (with  a curved 
connection  also  joining  the  main  line  near  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street 
which  crosses  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  and  Bronx  Park  avenue  at  or 
near  their  intersection)  ; then  crossing  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road and  running  southerly  crossing  Westchester  avenue;  thence  running  southeasterly 
and  crossing  the  Clason  Point  road  near  Clason’s  Point  and  running  substantially 
parallel  with  the  United  States  bulkhead-lines,  in  the  vicinity  of  Clason’s  Point ; thence 
crossing  Pugsley’s  creek  and  Westchester  creek  and  Baxter  creek,  and  thence  running 
easterly  along  Throgs  Neck  and  crossing  Throgs  Neck  road  with  a terminal  near  the 
lines  of  the  United  States  Reservation  property.  All  as  shown  on  a map  entitled  “ Map 
and  Profile  of  the  Amended  Route  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Bos- 
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ton  Railway  Company,  Section  3,”  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  com- 
pany on  the  5th  day  of  May,  1904,  and  signed  by  Wm.  L.  Bull,  President ; John  Bogart, 
Engineer,  and  H.  C.  Winchester,  Secretary,  under  seal,  and  which  maps  and  profiles 
were  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  on  the 
23d  day  of  June,  1904,  or  any  lawful  amendment  thereof  consented  to  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

Third — General : And  such  other  streets,  avenues,  highways,  public  places,  etc. 
(named  and  unnamed),  as  may  be  hereafter  opened  or  encountered  in  such  routes  or 
amended  routes ; and  alsp  such  other  streets,  avenues,  highways,  public  places,  etc. 
(named  and  unnamed),  now  open  or  in  use,  or  as  may  be  hereafter  opened  or  put  in 
use,  which  it  may  be  necessary  for  said  railway  to  cross  in  order  to  make  connections 
with  any  other  railway  within  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet  of  said  routes;  provided  that 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall  first  have  given  permission  for  such 
connection  or  connections,  and  provided  further  that  such  connections  shall  be  limited 
to  two  in  number. 

Sec.  2.  The  grant  of  this  privilege  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

First — The  provisions  of  section  6 of  the  Railroad  Law  shall  be  fully  complied  with, 
and  in  addition  to  the  maps  required  to  be  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  it 
shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  grantee  to  file  with  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  and  also  with  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  a map  or  maps  show- 
ing the  number  of  tracks  and  the  length  and  direction  of  each  crossing  of  all  streets 
legally  open,  in  use,  or  for  which  proceedings  have  been  initiated  to  open,  accurately 
determined  by  measurements  to  be  taken  after  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of 
any  portion  of  the  railway. 

Second — The  said  right  to  cross  the  streets  and  the  privilege  to  construct  and 
operate  said  railway  shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  said  railway  company,  its  lessee  or 
successors,  for  the  term  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  date  when  this  ordinance  is 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  with  the  privilege  of  renewal  of  said  grant  for  a further  period 
of  twenty-five  years  upon  a fair  revaluation  of  said  right  and  privilege.  Such  revalua- 
tion shall  be  of  the  right  and  privilege  to  maintain  and  operate  said  railway  across  the 
said  streets  by  itself,  and  not  to  include  any  valuation  derived  from  the  ownership, 
operation  or  control  of  any  other  railroad  by  the  grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns. 

If  the  railway  company  shall  determine  to  exercise  its  privilege  of  renewal,  it 
shall  make  application  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  The  City 
of  New  York,  or  any  authority  which  shall  be  authorized  by  law  to  act  for  the 
City  in  place  of  the  said  Board.  Such  application  shall  be  made  at  any  time  not 
earlier  than  two  years  and  not  later  than  one  year  before  the  expiration  of  the 
original  term  of  this  grant.  The  determination  of  the  revaluation  shall  be 
sufficient,  if  agreed  to  in  writing  by  the  railway  company  and  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  or  such  other  authority  in  its  place.  If  the  railway 
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company  and  the  Board,  or  such  other  authority  in  its  place  for  the  City, 
shall  not  reach  such  agreement  on  or  before  the  day  one  year  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  original  term  of  this  grant,  then  the  annual  rate  of  compensation  for  such 
succeeding  twenty-five  years  shall  be  reasonable;  and  either  the  City  (by  the  Board,  or 
such  other  authority  in  its  place)  or  the  railway  company  shall  be  bound  upon  request 
of  the  other  to  enter  into  a written  agreement  with  such  other  authority  fixing  the  rate 
of  such  compensation  at  such  amount  as  shall  be  reasonable ; and  if  the  parties  shall 
not  forthwith  agree  upon  what  is  reasonable,  then  the  parties  shall  enter  into  a written 
agreement  fixing  such  annual  rate  at  such  amount  as  shall  be  determined  by  three  dis- 
interested freeholders  selected  in  the  following  manner: 

One  disinterested  freeholder  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment or  its  successors  in  authority;  one  disinterested  freeholder  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  railway  company;  these  two  shall  choose  a third  disinterested  freeholder;  and  the 
three  so  chosen  shall  act  as  appraisers  and  shall  make  the  revaluations  aforesaid.  Such 
appraisers  shall  be  chosen  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  grant,  and 
their  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  Comptroller  or  his  successor  in  authority  within  three 
months  after  they  are  chosen.  They  shall  act  as  appraisers  and  not  as  arbitrators. 
They  may  base  their  judgment  upon  their  own  experience,  and  upon  such  information 
as  they  may  obtain  by  inquiries  and  investigations  without  the  presence  of  either  party. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  the  books  of  the  railway  company.  The  valuations 
so  ascertained,  fixed  and  determined  shall  be  conclusive  upon  both  parties,  but  shall  not 
in  any  event  be  less  than  the  minimum  amount  fixed  as  the  sum  to  be  paid  annually  for 
the  last  year  of  the  original  grant.  If  in  any  case  the  annual  rate  shall  not  be  fixed 
prior  to  the  termination  of  the  original  term  of  this  grant,  then  the  railway  company 
shall  pay  the  annual  rate  theretofore  prevailing  until  the  new  rate  shall  be  determined, 
and  shall  then  make  up  to  the  City  the  amount  of  any  excess  of  the  annual  rate  then 
determined  over  the  previous  annual  rate. 

Third — Upon  the  termination  of  this  grant,  whether  original  or  renewal,  all  rights 
and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  cross  the  said  streets  shall  cease  and  determine,  unless 
the  said  railway  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  have  previously  procured  a new 
gram  for  the  same  from  The  City  of  New  York. 

Fourth — The  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  its  successor 
or  assigns,  shail  pay  for  this  privilege  to  The  City  of  New  York  the  following  sums 
of  money:  During  the  first  ten  years,  commencing  upon  the  day  when  this  ordinance 

shall  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  an  annual  sum  of  eight  thousand  (8,000)  dollars,  and 
during  the  succeeding  fifteen  years  an  annual  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  (16,000)  dollars. 
From  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  any  portion  of  the  railway 
until  the  end  of  the  first  ten  years  of  this  grant,  an  additional  sum  of  forty  (40)  cents 
per  linear  foot  per  annum  for  each  line  of  single  track  railway  within  the  lines  of  all 
streets  in  use,  legally  opened  streets,  or  streets  for  which  proceedings  to  open  have  been 
initiated,  and  for  the  succeeding  fifteen  years  an  additional  sum  of  eighty  (80)  cents  pei 
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linear  foot  per  annum,  in  lieu  of  said  sum  of  forty  (40)  cents.  Such  payments  shall 
likewise  apply  to  all  streets  hereafter  opened  during  the  terms  of  this  grant,  unless  the 
land  required  for  the  opening  of  such  street  across  the  right  of  way  of  the  railway 
company  shall  have  been  ceded  free  of  cost  to  The  City  of  New  York.  All  such  pay- 
ments shall  be  made  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  in  equal  payments  at  the  end  of  each 
-quarter  year  on  the  1st  day  of  January.  April,  July  and  October  in  each  year.  The 
terms  hereafter  to  be  fixed  for  any  renewal  term  of  this  grant  shall  not  in  any  event 
be  less  than  the  minimum  amount  fixed  as  the  sum  to  be  paid  annually  during  the  last 
year  of  the  original  grant,  and  no  renewal  of  such  grant  shall  provide  for  a further, 
renewal. 

Fifth — The  said  annual  charge  or  payment  shall  continue  throughout  the  whole- 
term  of  the  privilege  hereby  granted,  whether  original  or  renewal,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, notwithstanding  any  clause  in  any  statute  or  in  the  charter  of  any  other  rail- 
way company  providing  for  payments  for  railway  rights  or  franchises  at  a different 
rate,  and  no  assignment,  lease  or  sub-lease  of  the  rights  or  privileges  hereby  granted, 
whether  original  or  renewal,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  or  of  any  of  the  routes  mentioned 
herein,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  valid  or  effectual  for  any  purpose  unless  the 
said  assignment,  lease  or  sub-lease  shall  contain  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  assignee 
or  lessee  that  the  same  is  subject  to  all  the  conditions  of  this  grant;  and  that  the  as- 
signee or  lessee  assumes  and  will  be  bound  by  all  of  said  conditions,  and  especially  said 
condition  as  to  payments,  anything  in  any  statute  or  in  the  charter  of  such  assignee  or 
lessee  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  that  the  said  assignee  or  lessee  waives  any 
more  favorable  conditions  created  by  such  statute  or  its  charter,  and  that  it  will  not 
claim  by  reason  thereof  or  otherwise,  exemption  from  liability  to  perform  each  and  all 
of  the  conditions  of  this  grant.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  any  mort- 
gagee  or  mere  lienor,  but  shall  apply  to  any  purchaser  upon  foreclosure  or  under  or 
by  virtue  of  any  provision  of  a mortgage  or  lien. 

Sixth — The  rights  and  privileges  granted  hereby  shall  not  be  assigned  either  ir* 
whole  or  in  part,  or  leased  or  sub-let  in  any  manner,  nor  shall  title  thereto  or  right,, 
interest  or  property  therein  pass  to  or  vest  in  any  other  person  or  corporation  what- 
soever, either  by  the  act  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company, 
its  successor  or  . assigns,  or  by  operation  of  law,  whether  under  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  relating  to  the  consolidation  or  merger  of  corporations,  or  otherwise,  without 
the  consent  of  The  City  of  New  York,  acting  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, or  its  successor  in  authority,  evidenced  by  an  instrument  under  seal,  anything; 
herein  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  anywise  notwithstanding,  and  the  granting,, 
giving  or  waiving  of  any  one  or  more  of  such  consents  shall  not  render  unnecessary  any 
subsequent  consent  or  consents.  This  provision,  however,  shall  not  apply  to  the  making 
of  a mortgage,  but  shall  apply  to  a sale  under  foreclosure. 

Seventh — No  street  shall  be  crossed  by  the  railway  at  grade,  and  all  streets  now 
open  or  in  use,  or  streets  hereafter  opened  crossing  the  line  of  said  railway  shall  be 
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carried  over  or  under  said  railway  by  the  grantee,  at  the  sole  cost  and  expense  of  the 
■grantee.  The  costs  of  all  approaches  to  said  crossings  and  any  damages  to  property 
incurred  by  such  change  of  grade  shall  likewise  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  grantee. 

Eighth — All  viaducts  over  streets  and  all  tunnels  under  streets  and  all  bridges  nec- 
essary to  carry  the  streets  over  an  open  cut,  shall  be  constructed  at  the  expense  of  the 
grantee,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  ordinary  use  of  the  street 
as  a public  highway.  All  viaducts  over  streets  shall  have  a height  of  at  least  sixteen 
feet  in  the  clear  throughout,  and  in  the  case  of  arch  construction  not  less  than  sixteen 
feet  in  the  clear  at  the  centre  and  ten  feet  in  the  clear  on  the  building  or  side  line  of 
■said  street.  In  the  case  of  tunnel  construction  under  a street,  there  shall  be  at  least  four 
Teet  between  the  grade  of  the  street  and  the  exterior  surface  of  the  arch  of  said  tunnel. 

jNinth — Any  superstructure  of  the  railway  crossing  a street  and  having  a length  of 
■seventy-five  (75)  feet  or  less,  shall  be  constructed  in  a single  span;  if  more  than 
seventy-five  (75)  feet  in  length,  intermediate  columns  to  support  the  structure  may  be 
placed  in  the  street  in  such  manner  as  may  be  approved.  The  width  of  such  super- 
structure of  the  railway  shall  not  exceed  sixty  (60)  feet  when  measured  over  all. 

Tenth — The  plans  for  all  structures  over  or  under  any  street  must  first  be  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  all  such 
structures  shall  be  constructed  of  either  steel,  concrete  or  masonry,  or  a combination 
of  these  materials. 

Eleventh — The  railway  shall  be  constructed  in  the  most  modern  and  approved 
manner  of  railway  construction.  The  roadbed  shall  be  ballasted  throughout  its  entire 
length  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  with  a sufficient  quantity  of  either 
blast  furnace  slag  or  broken  trap  rock  of  a hard  and  durable  quality,  and  no  dirt,  sand, 
gravel  or  cinders  shall  be  used  in  such  ballast. 

Twelfth — The  roadbed  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  watered 
daily  whenever  the  thermometer  is  above  35  degrees  Fahrenheit.  For  any  failure  to 
comply  herewith,  the  railway  company  shall  be  liable  for  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars  ($50) 
per  day. 

Thirteenth — The  entire  right  of  way  of  the  qompany  within  the  City  limits  shall 
be  fenced  throughout. 

Fourteenth — All  abutments  or  foundations  for  bridges,  viaducts  and  stations  and 
the  stations  proper,  except  intermediate  supports  for  viaducts,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, shall  be  placed  on  the  land  of  the  company.  There  shall  be  constructed  along 
the  line  of  the  route  of  the  main  line  of  the  railway  as  proposed,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  local  passenger  traffic,  at  least  six  (6)  stations  between  the  Harlem 
river  and  the  Bronx  river,  and  at  least  four  (4)  stations  between  the  Bronx  river  and 
the  northerly  line  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  now  fixed;  provided,  however,  that  if 
the  railway  is  constructed  only  as  far  south  as  the  intersection  of  the  Southern  Boule- 
vard and  Westchester  avenue,  then  there  shall  be  at  least  three  (3)  stations  w*est  of  the 
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Bronx  river.  On  the  branch  line  there  shall  be  constructed  at  least  three  (3)  stations 
east  of  Westchester  avenue. 

Fifteenth — The  said  railway  may  be  operated  by  electrical  power,  except  the  over- 
head trolley  system,  or  by  any  other  mechanical  motive  power  which  may  be  lawfully  em- 
ployed upon  the  same,  except  locomotive  steam  power;  provided,  however,  that  steam 
locomotive  power  may  be  used  for  switching  and  shunting  trains  when  specifically  au- 
thorized by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment;  such  permission  to  continue 
only  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said  Board. 

Sixteenth — No  wires  for  the  transmission  of  power  shall  be  permitted  except  they 
be  placed  in  conduits,  and  in  any  conduits  laid  by  the  company  for  the  transmission  of 
power  for  its  own  use,  provision  shall  be  made  to  carry  three  (3)  cables  for  the  use  of 
the  police,  fire  and  ambulance  service  of  the  City  without  charge  therefor. 

Seventeenth — The  railway  company  shall  not  carry  power  along  its  structure  for 
any  purpose  except  the  operation  of  its  railway,  except  as  provided  above. 

Eighteenth — The  railway  company  shall  operate  a train  schedule  on  the  main  line 
of  at  least  sixty  (60)  trains  in  either  direction  daily,  stopping  at  all  of  the  stations 
within  the  City  limits,  and  at  no  time  either  day  or  night  shall  there  be  greater  head- 
way between  such  trains  than  thirty  (30)  minutes ; provided,  however,  that  said  railway 
company  during  the  first  five  years  after  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  any 
portion  of  the  railway  shall  not  be  required  to  operate  its  trains  within  the  City  limits 
between  the  hours  of  1 o’clock  and  4 o’clock  a.  m.,  each  day,  unless  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  shall  determine,  after  a hearing  had  thereon,  that  public  con- 
venience requires  the  operation  of  its  cars  during  such  hours. 

Nineteenth — All  cars  on  said  railway  shall  be  heated  during  the  cold  weather  irr 
conformity  to  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  are  now  in  force,  or  may  hereafter  be 
enacted  or  adopted  by  the  State  or  City  authorities,  and  any  failure  to  keep  the  t anpera- 
ture  of  any  of  the  cars  of  the  company  above  50  degrees  Fahrenheit,  shall  make  the 
company  liable  for  a penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  per  car  per  day  for  each  offense. 

Twentieth — All  cars  operated  by  the  company  shall  be  vestibuled  and  the  system 
of  lighting  same  shall  be  adequate  and  be  made  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment. 

Twenty-first — During  the  first  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  this  grant  the  rate  of 
fare  upon  said  railway  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  now  fixed  shall 
not  exceed  five  (5)  cents  for  any  passenger.  The  said  company  shall  not  charge  any 
passenger  more  than  such  sum  for  one  continuous  ride  from  any  point  on  said  railway 
or  a line  or  branch  operated  in  connection  therewith  and  controlled  by  it,  to  any 
paint  thereof  or  of  any  such  connecting  line  or  branch  thereof,  within  the  limits  of 
The  City  of  New  York,  as  such  limits  now  exist,  during  such  term. 

At  the  expiration  of  twenty-five  years  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
shall  be  entitled,  after  due  hearing  and  determination  of  the  reasonableness  thereof. 
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to  require  for  the  term  of  the  renewal  of  said  grant  that  the  fare  for  each  passenger 
within  the  City  limits,  as  they  may  then  be  constituted,  shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  cents. 

The  rates  for  the  carrying  of  property  upon  the  routes  of  the  grantee  within  the 
limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  in  all  cases  be  reasonable  in  amount  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  or  its  suc- 
cessor in  authority,  and  may  be  fixed  by  such  Board  after  notice  and  hearing  to  the 
grantee,  and  when  so  fixed  such  rate  shall  be  binding  upon  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessor or  assigns,  and  no  greater  sums  shall  be  charged  for  such  service  than  pro- 
vided for  by  it. 

Twenty-second; — The  said  railway  company  shall  carry  free  within  the  limits  of 
The  City  of  New  York  during  the  existence  of  this  grant  or  its  renewal,  all  letter 
carriers  of  the  United  States  Government,  and  members  of  the  Police  and  -Fire  De- 
partments of  The  City  of  New  York,  when  such  employees  are  in  full  uniform. 

Twenty-third — The  said  railway  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated 
'subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  authorities  of  The  City  of  New  York 
who  have  jurisdiction  in  such  matters  under  the  Charter  of  the  City. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  any  violation  or  breach  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
provisions  herein  contained  this  grant  may  be  forfeited  and  avoided  by  The. City  of 
New  York  by  a suit  brought  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  provided,  that  in  case 
.of  any  such  violation,  breach  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  said  provisions  the  said 
City  shall  cause  notice  in  writing  thereof  to  be  served  upon  said  company,  and  said 
company  shall  remedy  such  violation,  breach  or  failure  within  ten  (10)  days  there- 
after, and  in  default  thereof  then,  and  not  otherwise,  said  right  of  forfeiture  shall 
accrue  and  may  be  enforced  by  the  said  City;  provided,  further,  that  if  the  said 
railway  company,  grantee  hereunder,  shall  within  said  ten  (10)  days  commence  to 
remedy  said  violation,  breach  or  failure  and  shall  prosecute  the  work  of  completing 
such  remedy  with  diligence  and  with  the  utmost  practicable  dispatch  until  the  same 
shall  be  completed,  then  no  right  of  forfeiture  shall  accrue. 

Sec.  4.  The  grant  of  this  privilege  shall  not  affect  in  any  way  the  right  of  The 
City  of  New  York  to  grant  a similar  privilege  upon  the  same  or  other  terms  and 
.conditions  to  any  other  person  or  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  Said  railway  company  shall  commence  actual  construction  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  signing  of  this  prditiance  by  the  Mayor,  and  shall  complete  a 
four-track  railway  upon  the  main  line,  from  the  northerly  line  of  the  City  as  far  south 
as  the  intersection  of  the  Southern  Boulevard  and  Westchester  avenue,  within  five 
years  from  such  date,  otherwise  this  grant  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Said  railway  company  shall  expend  the  sum  of  at  least  one  million  dollars 
($1,000,000)  for  construction  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  within  two 
years  from  the  date  of  the  signing  of  this  ordinance,  which  sum  shall  be  exclusive  of 
any  moneys  expended  for  right  of  way. 
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A statement  of  the  moneys  so  expended  for  construction  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York,  who  shall,  after  investigation,  report  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  his  opinion  as  to  whether  such  sums  have  been 
actually  expended,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Board  the  grantee  has  not  proven 
an  expenditure  of  the  said  sum  within  the  time  given,  then  said  Board  may  declare 
that  this  grant  has  ceased  and  determined,  and  the  said  action  of  said  Board  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  said  forfeiture. 

Any  portion  of  the  route  covered  by  this  grant  which  shall  not  be  completed  and 
in  full  operation  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  signing  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  abandoned,  and  all  rights  hereby  granted  in  and  to  such 
portions  of  said  railway  shall  cease  and  determine. 

And  in  the  event  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  not,  within  the  said  seven 
years,  construct  its  main  line  south  of  the  intersection  of  the  Southern  Boulevard  and 
Westchester  avenue  and  to  the  Harlem  river,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, or  its  successors  in  office,  may  fix  and  finally  determine  such  additional  compensa- 
tion as  shall  be  imposed  upon  said  railway  company  because  of  such  failure. 

A majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  regard  to  the  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  the  rights  under 
this  grant,  as  provided  for  in  this  section.  Before  action  is  taken  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  grantee  shall 
have  at  least  thirty  (30)  days’  notice  of  the  intention  of  said  Board  to  take  action, 
and  at  such  time  as  is  appointed,  shall  be  allowed  a hearing.  In  case  any  or  all  of 
the  rights  hereby  granted  are  forfeited,  it  is  a condition  of  this  grant  that  all  sums 
theretofore  paid  to  The  City  of  New  York,  together  with  the  deposit  of  $20,000,  as 
provided  for  in  section  14  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  structures  erected  by  said  grantee, 
its  successor  or  assigns,  within  the  lines  of  any  street,  shall  be  forfeited  to  and 
become  the  property  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall  have  power  to  extend  the  time 
provided  for  in  this  section  for  the  completion  of  the  railway  and  for  the  work  to  be 
performed  and  expenditure  to  be  made,  as  above,  for  a period  or  periods  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  aggregate  two  years,  but  such  extension  shall  not  be  made  unless  the  rea- 
sons given  by  the  grantee  for  non-fulfillment  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  for  causes  over  which  the  grantee  had  no  control  and 
was  in  nowise  responsible. 

Sec.  6.  The  grantee  shall  assume  all  liability  by  reason  of  the  construction  and 
operation  of  the  railway  and  the  City  shall  assume  no  liability  whatsoever  to  either 
persons  or  property  by  reason  of  its  construction  or  operation. 

As  a condition  of  this  grant,  the  grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns,  hereby  agrees 
to  repay  to  the  City  any  damages  which  the  City  shall  be  compelled  to  pay  by  reason 
of  any  acts  or  defaults  of  the  railway  company,  its  successor  or  assigns. 
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Sec.  7.  Any  portion  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  said  railway  company  falling  within  T 
the  lines  of  a street  now  shown  on  the  map  of  The  City  of  New  York,  which  it  may!: 
be  necessary  for  the  City  to  subsequently  acquire,  shall  be  ceded  to  the  City,  with-J 
out  cost  to  it,  subject  to  the  company’s  easement  therein. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  the  City  shall  acquire  the  land  necessary  for  a street  across  the® 
grantee’s  right  of  way  and  such  land  for  the  street  is  not  ceded  by  the  said  grantee,! 
then  the  railway  company  shall  pay  the  same  rates  for  the  privilege  of  crossing  saidl 
street  as  are  provided  for  in  paragraph  fourth  of  section  2 of  this  ordinance. 

I 

Sec.  9.  In  case  any  of  the  streets  as  now  shown  on  the  map  of  The  City  of  New! 
York  and  crossed  by  the  said  railway  above  grade  are  altered  or  widened  after  the  1 
grantee  has  completed  its  railway,  and  such  widening  requires  the  alteration  of  the  1 
superstructure  of  the  railway,  the  grantee  and  The  City  of  New  York  shall  each  pay  I 
one-half  of  the  cost  of  such  alteration  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  10.  In  case  the  route  as  laid  out  shall  make  it  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  1 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  change  the  map  of  The  City  of  New  York,  1 
in  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  or  undesirable  crossings  or  for  other  reasons  purely  on  1 
account  of  the  location  of  the  railway,  and  by  such  change  or  alteration  additional  j 
streets  bounding  the  grantee’s  right  of  way  are  determined  upon,  then  the  grantee  shall  j 
acquire  such  streets  at  its  own  expense. 

Sec.  11.  Any  alterations  which  may  be  required  to  the  sewerage  or  drainage  system,  ] 
or  to  any  subsurface  structures,  pipes,  etc.,  laid  in  the  streets,  on  account  of  the  con- 
struction or  operation  of  the  railway,  shall  be  made  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  railway  com-  j 
pany,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  proper  City  officials  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  12.  All  construction  of  railway  crossings  shall  be  done  in  such  manner  as  shall 
not  substantially  interfere  with  the  ordinary  use  of  any  street  as  a public  highway,  and 
all  streets  in  any  way  disturbed  by  such  construction  shall  be  restored  to  their  original 
condition.  In  case  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  grantee  to  restore  such  streets  within 
a reasonable  length  of  time,  The  City  of  New  York  shall  have  the  right,  under  resolu-  ; 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  to  cause  the  work  to  be  done  and 
the  materials  to  be  furnished  after  due  notice  and  shall  collect  the  reasonable  cost 
thereof  fr-om  the  fund  herein  provided. 

Sec.  13.  The  company’s  property  and  structures  shall  not  be  used  for  advertising 
purposes  in  any  way,  under  a penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  per  day  for  each  offense. 
Such  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  the  interior  vof  stations  or  cars. 

Sec.  14.  This  grant  is  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  New  York,  Westchester 
and  Boston  Railway  Company,  within  thirty  days  after  the  said  company  has  been 
duly  authorized  to  operate  its  railway  and  before  anything  is  done  in  exercise  of  the 
rights  conferred  thereby,  shall  deposit  with  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000),  either  in  money  or  in  securities,  to  be 
approved  by  him,  which  fund  shall  be  security  for  the  performance  by  such  company 
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of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  grant,  especially  those  which  relate  to  the  payment 
of  the  annual  charge  for  the  privilege  and  the  penalties  herein  provided,  and  in  case 
of  default  in  the  performance  by  said  company  of  such  terms  and  conditions,  The  City 
of  New  York  shall  have  the  right,  after  due  notice,  to  collect  the  same  from  the  said 
fund  without  legal  proceedings,  or  after  default  in  the  payment  of  the  annual  charges 
shall  'collect  the  same,  with  interest,  from  such  fund  after  ten  days’  notice  in  writing  to 
the  said  company.  In  case  of  any  drafts  so  made  upon  this  security  fund,  the  said  com- 
pany shall,  upon  thirty  days’  notice  in  writing,  pay  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of 
New  York  a sum  of  money  sufficient  to  restore  the  said  fund  to  the  original  amount  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  in  default  thereof  the  grant  hereby  made  may  be  canceled 
and  annulled  at  the  option  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York,  acting  on  behalf 
of  said  City.  No  action  or  proceeding  or  rights  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
affect  other  legal  rights,  remedies  or  causes  of  action  belonging  to  The  City  of  New 
York. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company, 
its  successor  and  assigns,  shall  fail  to  give  efficient  public  service  at  the  rates  herein 
fixed,  or  fail  to  maintain  its  structures  and  all  street  crossings  in  good  condition  through- 
out the  full  term  of  its  occupancy  of  said  streets,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment of  the  City  may  give  written  notice  to  said  company,  specifying  any  default  on  the 
part  of  said  company  and  requiring  said  company  to  remedy  the  same  within  a reason- 
able time,  and  upon  the  failure  of  said  company  to  remedy  its  said  default  within  a rea- 
sonable time,  said  company  shall,  for  each  day  thereafter  during  which  the  default  or 
defect  remains,  pay  to  The  City  of  New  York  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($250)  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages,  or  the  said  City  in  case  said  structures  over  or 
under  streets  shall  not  he  put  in  good  condition  within  a reasonable  time  after  notice 
-by  the  Board  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  right  to  make. all  needed  repairs  at  the  expense 
of  the  company,  in  which  case  the  said  company  shall  pay  to  the  City  the  amount  of  the 
cost  of  such  repairs,  with  legal  interest  thereon;  all  of  which  sums  may  be  deducted 
from  the  fund  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  16.  This  grant  shall  not  become  operative  until  said  railway  company  shall 
duly  execute,  under  its  corporate  seal,  an  instrument  in  writing  wherein  said  company 
shall  promise,  covenant  and  agree  on  its  part  and  behalf  to  conform  to  and  abide  by 
and  perform  all  the  terms  and  conditions  and  requirements  in  this  ordinance  fixed  and 
contained,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
within  ten  days  after  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  17.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

A true  copy  of  resolution  adopted  at  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  held  24th  day  of  June,  1904.

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In  connection  herewith  Alderman  Haggerty  offered  the  following: 

No.  789. 

Resolved,  That  the  proposed  ordinance  granting  fo  the  New  York,  Westchester 
and  Boston  Railway  Company  the  right  to  cross  certain  streets  and  highways  and  to 
construct  and  operate  a four-track  railway  above  or  below  said  streets  or  highways 
of  The  City  of  New  York,  which  has  just  been  received  from  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment,  be  published  in  the  City  Record  for  at  least  twenty  (20)  days,  and 
twice  in  two  daily  newspapers  to  be  designated  therefor  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  at 
the  expense  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  said  ordinance  be  made  a special  order  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  matter  thereof,  as  provided  in  section  48  of  the  Greater  New 
York  Charter,  on  Tuesday,  July  5,  1904,  at  20’clock  p.  m. 

Which  was  adopted. 

In  connection  with  the  above  matter,  President  Haffen  submitted  the  following 
communication : 

No.  790. 

Re  Application  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company. 

The  application  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  was 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  at  its  meeting  held  on  March  1,  1904  (page  681 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen).  Its  general  route  was  as  follows: 

“ Beginning  at  a point  near  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  line  of  Lincoln  avenue 
and  the  north  shore  line  of  the  Harlem  river,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  and  running  thence  in  a northerly,  easterly  and  northeasterly  direc- 
tion through  the  said  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  as  hereinafter  more  specifically  described, 
and  the  cities,  towns  and  villages  of  West  Farms,  Westchester,  Baychester,  Pelham  , 
Manor,  Pelham,  New  Rochelle,  Larchmont,  Mamaroneck,  Rye  and  Port  Chester,  to 
the  boundary  line  between  The  City  of  New  York  and  the  State  of  Connecticut,  with 
a branch  line  leaving  said  main  line  at  or  near  Pelham,  and  running  through  the 
towns,  villages  and  cities  of  Mount  Vernon,  Alameda  Park,  Fairview  Park,  Tuckahoe, 
Arthur  Manor  and  Scarsdale  to  White  Plains,  and  with  another  branch  line  leaving 
said  main  line  at  or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Bronx  Park,  and  running  thence 
southerly  to  the  East  river  at  Clason’s  Point,  and  running  thence  northerly  and  crossing 
Westchester  creek  to  Ferris  avenue,  and  thence  northeasterly  and  approximately  parallel 
to  the  east  shore  line  of  the  East  river  to  and  across  Fort  Schuyler  road;  thence 
easterly  and  southeasterly  to  and  around  a loop  upon  Throgg’s  Neck,  on  the  East 
river.” 

In  the  third  subdivision  or  paragraph  of  the  petition,  the  route  of  said  railroad 
and  of  the  branches  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  intersects 
certain  streets  and  avenues  in  the  said  City  of  New  York,  a description  of  which 
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route  and  of  the  streets  intersected  or  crossed,  is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  “ A,”  hereto 
annexed : 

Exhibit  “ A ” (Page  689). 

“ Beginning  at  a point  near  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  line  of  Lincoln  avenue 
and  the  north  shore  line  of  the  Harlem  river ; thence  running  northerly  diagonally  across 
Lincoln  avenue  to  a point  near  the  intersection  of  the  easterly  line  of  Lincoln  ave- 
nue, with  the  northerly  line  of  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  street;  thence 
running  easterly,  crossing  Alexander  avenue  and  Willis  avenue,  between  the  Southern 
Boulevard  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  street,  to  a point  near  the  inter- 
section of  the  easterly  line  of  Willis  avenue  with  the  northerly  line  of  One  Hundred 
and  Thirty-second  street,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx ; thence  running  easterly  to 
and  crossing  Brown  place,  Brook  avenue  and  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  to  the  easterly  line 
of  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  between  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  street  and  the 
Southern  Boulevard,  with  a branch  line  to  form  a loop,  leaving  the  main  line  at  or  near 
the  easterly  side  of  Willis  avenue,  and  running  thence  to  and  across  the  Southern 
Boulevard  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  the  same  with  Willis  avenue;  thence  running 
easterly  between  the  Southern  Boulevard  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth 
street,  etc.” 

On  May  27,  1904,  at  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  (see 
City  Record  June  22,  1904)  a resolution  was  adopted  fixing  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  granting  of  the  assent  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  the  New  York,  Westchester 
and  Boston  Railroad,  and  referring  the  matter  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  approval 
as  to  form,  in  which  the  description  of  the  route  of  the  said  railroad  was  entirely 
different  from  the  route  named  in  the  application  of  the  said  company  in  its  application 
to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  March  1,  1904,  in  that  the  location  of  the  route  reads 
as  follows :

“ Main  Line — Beginning  at  a point  on  the  Harlem  river,  between  Lincoln  avenue 
and  Third  avenue,  and  then  running  northerly  substantially  parallel  to  Lincoln  avenue 
and  crossing  the  Southern  Boulevard,  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street,  One 
Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-sixth  street,  between 
Lincoln  avenue  and  Third  avenue ; then  crossing  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh 
street,  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Lincoln  avenue;  then  crossing  Lincoln  ave- 
nue, between  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh . street  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
eighth  street;  then  crossing  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  and  One  Hundred 
and  Thirty-ninth  street,  between  Alexander  avenue  and  Third  avenue;  thence  cross- 
ing Alexander  avenue,  between  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  and  One  Hundred  and 
Fortieth  streets;  then  running  substantially  parallel  to  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
ninth  street,  and  crossing  Willis  avenue,  Brook  avenue  and  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  between 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  and  One  Hundred  and  Fortieth  streets;  then  crossing 
One  Hundred  and  Fortieth  street,  between  St.  Ann’s  avenue  and  Cypress  avenue;

then  crossing  Cypress  avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-first  streets  at  or  near 
their  intersection;  then  crossing-  Powers  avenue,  between  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
first  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-second  streets;  then  crossing  Robbins  avenue  and 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-second  street,  at  or  near  their  intersection,  etc.” 

In  the  revision  of  June  24,  1904,  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
of  the  proposed  terms  and  conditions  granting  to  this  railroad  the  right  to  cross 
certain  streets,  etc.,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  the  description  of  the  route  differs  radically 
from  that  specified  in  the  railroad  company’s  application  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  March  1,  1904,  in  that  it  omits  about  three  miles  of  said  route  in  the 

southerly  portion  of  the  borough,  between  Lincoln  avenue  and  the  Harlem  river  and 

Westchester  avenue,  the  construction  of  which  is  not  guaranteed,  and  also  about  six 
miles  of  the  Clason  Point  and  Throgg’s  Neck  portion  of  said  route,  the  construction 
of  which  is  not  guaranteed. 

Point  1. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  should  not  act  upon,  or  pass  the  proposed  franchise  for 

the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  until  it  can  be  ascertained  by  the 

opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  the  description  of  route  contained  in  the 
revision  of  June  24,  1904,  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  differing 
from  the  description  of  the  route  in  the  petition  of  the  applicant  company  is  legal. 

Point  2. 

Nor  should  the  Board  of  Aldermen  act  upon  this  franchise  until  said  -company 
guarantees  that  the  three  miles  of  route  of  the  southerly  portion  thereof,  between 
Westchester  avenue  and  the  Harlem  river,  omitted  therefrom,  be  inserted  or  the  con- 
struction thereof  guaranteed  within  a reasonable  time. 

Point  3. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  should  also  before  passing  upon  said  franchise  provide 
for  the  six  miles  of  construction  petitioned  for  in  the  application  of  the  company  of 
March  1,  1904,  of  the  Clason  Point  and  Throgg’s  Neck  portion,  which  is  omitted  in 
the  terms  of  the  revision  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  June  24, 
1904. 

Point  4. 

If  the  franchise  sought  be  granted,  and  the  expressed  intention  of  the  petitioner 
be  carried  out,  namely  to  not  construct  south  of  Westchester  avenue  and  the  Southern 
Boulevard,  then  the  people  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  who  will  use  this  road  will 
be  obliged  to  pay  two  fares  for  railroad  transit  in  their  own  borough. 

As  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  ( representing,  as  I beileve,  almost  the 
unanimous  sentiment  of  the  residents  and  property  owners  of  the  southeasterly  and 
easterly  se«tions  of  said  borough,  who  are  desirous  of  rapid  transit  which  will  serve 
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their  interests  and  those  of  the  City  as  well,  I earnestly  request  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  to  consider  carefully  these  questions  before  deciding  this  most  important  matter.

Dear  Sir — Referring  to  our  conversation  yesterday  with  President  Ahearn,  in  refer- 
ence to  appropriation  for  cleaning  sewers  and  basins,  I beg  leave  to  state,  as  a matter 
for  his  information  as  to  the  present  condition  of  the  system,  I find  upon  consulting 
records,  that  since  the  1st  of  January  there  were  received  at  this  office  by  letters  and 
telephone  messages,  1,618  complaints,  and  at  the  headquarters  of  the  laboring  force, 
No.  72  Elm  street,  449  complaints,  making  a total  of  2,067  complaints  as  to  sewers  and 
basins  out  of  repair  and  stopped  by  accumulation  of  dirt  and  filth,  and  that  of  these  we 
have  on  hand  328,  which  are  not  yet  Attended  to. 


To  show  how  this  branch  of  our  work  has  gone  beyond  our  control,  on  account  of 
inadequate  means  to  meet  the  situation,  I submit  the  following : 

For  a corresponding  period  in  the  year — 

1900,  478  complaints  received. 

1901,  689  complaints  received. 

1902,  720  complaints  received. 

1903,  925  complaints  received. 

1904,  2,067  complaints  received. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  is  a pretty  good  index  as  to  the  condition  of 
our  sewer  system.  While  we  receive  no  praise  for  a successful  operation,  as  soon  as 
it  fails  in  any  particular,  these  are  speedily  brought  to  our  notice  by  complaining  citizens. 
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I think  the  foregoing  figures  make  it  plain  that  a speedy  remedy  should  be  found 
for  the  present  condition  of  our  sewer  system.  Since  the  heated  term  is  now  upon  us. 
I am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  feasible  to  undertake  to  organize  a day  labor 
force  to  meet  the  present  emergency.  Before  a thorough  organization  could  be 
effected  the  season  would.be  over. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  to  obtain  quick  relief  it  would  be  advisable  to  employ 
reliable  contractors  who  have  plants  and  men  at  their  command,  and  could  be  imme- 
diately set  to  work.  This  system  was  in  vogue  some  years  ago,  and  worked  well. 

I think  our  present  difficulties  could  be  solved  in  this  way,  while  a permanent  re- 
organization of  our  labor  force  could  be  made  later  on.

Hon.  WILLIAM  DALTON,  Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

Dear  Sir — The  alarming  conditions  developed  by  the  overflowing  of  sewers  and 
receiving-basins,  caused  by  rainfalls  and  by  the  flushing  of  the  streets  by  the  employees 
of  the  Street  Cleaning  Department,  causing  an  endless  number  of  complaints  to  be 
filed  in  this  office,  called  for  an  investigation  as  to  the  existing  conditions  of  the 
sewers  and  basins  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan. 

The  result  of  this  investigation  has  shown  a most  alarming  condition  of  affairs. 
I forward  herewith  the  report  of  Mr.  Horace  Loomis,  Chief  Engineer  of  Sewers  of 
th'e  Borough  of  Manhattan,  together  with  a tabulated  statement  showing  the  location 
of  the  sewer  manholes  and  basins,  at  which  locations  measurements  of  deposits  were 
taken. 

This  report  shows  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  months  and  the  heated 
term  we  are  confronted  with  a condition  that  would  warrant  the  immediate  interven- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Health.  There  are  over  6,000  receiving-basins  in  this  bor- 
ough, containing  an  average  deposit  of  over  three  feet  each,  located  on  every  corner 
of  every  street.  The  recognized  danger  of  cesspools  as  a menace  to  public  health, 
years  ago,  calls  for  stringent  measures  to  eradicate  the  evil. 

The  present  condition  of  our  basins  makes  them  almost  as  serious  a menace  to 
the  public  health,  and  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  regarding  the  condition  of 
the  sewers,  showing  an  average  deposit  of  11  inches,  is  no  more  reassuring. 

Measures  should  be  taken  at  once  to  remedy  these  conditions,  for  which  this 
Bureau  is  not  responsible.  ' 

I regret  to  say  that  the  present  force,  including  the  additional  help  obtained 
since  January  1,  1904,  is  totally  inadequate  to  cope  with  these  conditions;  and  if  the 
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present  force  is  continued  until  the  end  of  the  year  the  report  on  my  appropriation 
for  sewers,  cleaning  and  repairing,  rendered  by  our  bookkeeper  on  May  5,  shows  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  we  will  have  a deficiency  of  $21,381.19. 

I have  no  desire  to  reflect  on  past  administrations  of  this  Bureau,  as  the  records 
of  this  office  and  the  report' of  the  Chief  Engineer  show  that  year  after  year  an  in- 
creased appropriation  was  urged  upon  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment, 
and  that  said  Board  refused  to  grant  the  same  favorable  consideration. 

In  the  year  1890  the  appropriation  for  cleaning  sewers  and  basins  was  $160,000, 
since  which  time  over  70  miles  of  sewers  and  850  basins  have  been  constructed,  the 
maintenance  of  which  is  an  additional  charge  upon  our  appropriation.  The  appro- 
priation for  the  year  1904 — fourteen  years  later — is  $165,000,  only  $5,000  additional; 
and  this  policy  has  been  carried  out  religiously  during  the  period  of  fourteen  years, 
with  a tendency,  if  anything,  to  reduce  the  amount  allowed  for  this  purpose. 

The  census  of  the  Health  Department  shows  that  the  population  of  the  Borough 
of  Manhattan  in  the  year  1890  was  1,538,669,  from  which  time  to  the  present  date  the 
census  of  the  year  1904  shows  that  the  population  has  increased  401,453  souls,  making 
a total  of  1,940,121. 

In  addition  to  this  a large  increase  of  the  temporary  population  of  the  day 
should  be  taken  into  consideration.  It  is  fair  to  presume  that  fully  as  many  more 
people  come  into  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  from  various  outlying  sections,  and  are 


for  an  average  of  ten  hours  per  day  sojourning  in  this  borough. 

In  1890  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  was $i,353>893>473  00 

Since  which  time  the  total  valuation  in  the  Borough  of  Manhat- 
tan has  increased  by 2,348,489,888  00 

Making  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  1904 $3>7°2>383,-36i  00 


These  figures  are  obtained  from  the  Department  of  Taxes.  The  greater  per- 
centage of  this  increased  valuation  is  represented  in  large  office  buildings,  hotels, 
apartment  houses,  factories  and  buildings  of  miscellaneous  description,  a great  num- 
ber of  which  have  been  erected  during  the  past  fourteen  years,  all  of  which  condi- 
tions have  added  to  the  burdens  of  the  sewerage  system  of  this  borough. 

An  additional  burden  has  been  the  increase  of  the  flushing  system  of  pavements,; 
which  system  has  been  materially  extended.  This  system,  while  resulting  in  much 
good  from  the  cooling  of  the  heated  pavements  and  the  thorough  cleansing  of  th« 
streets,  has  carried  mud  and  dirt  into  the  receiving  basins  and  sewers,  helping  to 
congest  and  choke  the  same,  and  has  added  still  further  to  the  charges  against  our 
appropriation  for  sewers  cleaning  and  repairing. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  shows  that  at  this  time  there  is  absolute^ 
required  to  place  the  sewerage  system  in  a proper  condition  an  additional  expendi- 
64 
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ture  for  this  year  of  $235,440,  and  the  liberal  increase  of  the  yearly  appropriation 
for  these  purposes.  (See  page  2 of  the  Chief  Engineer’s  report). 

I would  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  using  every  possible  effort  to  obtain 
this  money,  which  is,  absolutely  needed,  and  by  the  expenditure  of  which  alone  we 
Can  place  the  system,  which  has  been  becoming  more  and  more  overcharged  yea? 
after  year,  in  a safe  and  sanitary  condition.

01  immediately  cleaning  out  the  same  and  estimating  the  cost  thereof,  I would  say 

that  such  an  examination  has  been  made,  and  it  is  herewith  submitted— as  far  as  time 

would  permit  and  with  the  force  available— with  the  following  results:

The  average  depth  of  deposit  was  found  to  be  3.97  feet,  or  about  iy2  cubic  : 
■yards  each.  Under  the  present  system  it  costs  $5  36  per  cubic  yard,  or  at  the  rate  * 

of  $7.54  per  basin.  In  round  numbers,  to  clean  the  6,000  basins  of  the  city  once  ' 
thoroughly  would  cost  $45,240. 

With  the  whole  system  once  cleaned,  for  sanitary  reasons,  a system  should  be  '] 
inaugurated  for  cleaning  them  every  three  months  (four  times  per  year).  While  in 
some  locations  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  clean  as  often  as  this,  in  others  it  should 
be  done  at  shorter  intervals-in  some  cases  as  often  as  once  a month;  s<5  it  is  safe 
to  say  there  should  be  at  least  24,000  cleanings  per  year. 

I estimate  that  the  deposits  would  average  one  foot  for  each  basin,  or  one-half 
cubic  yard  each,  or  12,000  cubic  yards  per  year,  which,  at  $7.50  per  cubic  yard,  would 
equal  $90,000  per  year  for  basin  cleaning  alone. 

As  to  the  cleaning  of  brick  sewers,  of  which  there  are  about  300  miles  in  this  • 
borough,  the  record  of  1903  shows  9,404  loads  removed  at  the  cost  of  $29,828.85.  A 
cart  is  rated  at  40  cubic  feet,  but  on  account  of  the  watery  character  of  the  mud  re- 
moved, it  does  not  carry  over  one  cubic  yard,  or  27  cubic  feet.  The  cost  for  one  cubic 
yard  for  removing  is  therefore  $3.17. 
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By  examinations  recently  made,  the  deposits  were  found  to  average  about  11  inches, 
which,  taking  all  sizes  of  sewers,  means  about  200  cubic  yards  per  mile,  costing  to  re- 
move $634,  so  that  to  now  clean  thoroughly  the  300  miles  of  brick  sewers  would  cost 
$190,200. 

Therefore,  to  put  the  system  of  basins  and  brick  sewers  in  order  to-day,  leaving 
out  of  the  account  the  flushing  of  about  200  miles  of  pipe  sewers,  would  cost : 


Cleaning  sewers  $190,200  00 

Cleaning  basins  45,240  00 

Total $235,440  00 


The  conditions  described  above  are  the  result  of  lack  of  means  to  establish  a 
proper  system  for  the  maintenance  of  the  ■ sewer  system.  The  importance  of  the 
subject  does  not  seem  to  be  appreciated.  While  it  ranks  next  to  the  water  supply 
in  its  value  as  a public  utility,  it  has  never  been  treated  with  any  liberality,  or  even 
justice  in  the  matter  of  appropriations. 

In  1890,  $160,000  was  set  apart  for  this  purpose.  Since  that  time  the  system  has 
increased  in  length  by  over  70  miles  and  850  receiving  basins  have  been  added  to  it,  and 
yet  14  years  later  only  $165,000  is  allowed. 

Year  after  year,  I have  stated  the  needs  of  this  service,  and  argued  that  the 
proper  regard  for  the  public  health  required  that  the  sewers  and  basins  be  cleaned 
and  kept  clean,  for  which  purpose  much  larger  sums  were  needed.  But  being  unable 
by  actual  visual  demonstrations  to  prove  all  my  statements  as  to  the  conditions  of 
the  sewer  system,  my  appeals  were  not  heeded. 

If  our  financial  officers  could  see  the  dirty  sewers  as  they  see  the  dirty  streets,  there 
would  be  no  delay  in  furnishing  the  necessary  funds. 

At  the  present  time  the  situation  is  further  aggravated  by  the  practice  of  the 
Street  Cleaning  Department  of  cleaning  streets  by  flushing  instead  of  sweeping  and 
carting  away  the  dirt. 

A large  number  of  catch  basins  are  filled  up  daily  by  this  practice,  and  when  they 
will  receive  no  more  the  nozzle  of  the  hose  is  inserted  and  as  much  dirt  as  possible 
r is  forced  into  the  sewers.  This  use  of  the  sewers  and  street  basins  is  forbidden  by - 
law,  and  notice  should  be  served  on  the  Street  Cleaning  Commissioner  to  discontinue 
the  same.  Unless  it  now  be  stopped,  basins  overflowed  and  crosswalks  flooded  will 
still  be  a daily  spectacle. 

Assuming  that  funds  will  be  provided  to  put  the  sewer  system  in  good  condition 
during  the  coming  hot  season,  the  next  step  will  be  to  reorganize  the  maintenance 
force  on  the  basis  of  thorough  and  systematic  methods,  so  that  sewers  and  basins, 
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once  cleaned,  can  be  kept  so,  and  this  means  of  preserving  the  public  health  efficiently 
maintained.

My  Dear  Sir — At  the  conference  held  on  February  12  between  yourself  and  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Institute,  with  regard  to  the 
-immediate  need  at  the  Museum  Building  of  the  construction  of  front  steps,  the 
approach  thereto,  and  the  completion  of  the  pediment  portico,  you  will  remember 
that  you  requested  us  to  present  to  you  by  February  16  such  recommendation  as 
we  might  have  to  make  with  regard  to  this  work  and  other  necessary  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  Museum. 

In  pursuance  of  your  request,  we  have  'asked  the  architects  of  the  building, 
Messrs.  McKim,  Mead  & White,  to  furnish  estimates  on  the  cost  of  the  front  steps, 
the  approach  thereto,  and  the  carving  of  the  pediment.  We  have  also  asked  them  to 
submit  a statement  with  regard  to  the  necessity  for  having  completed  plans  and  a 
model  of  the  entire  Museum  structure. 

Inclosed  please  find  a communication  from  Messrs.  McKim,  Mead  & White  with 
regard  to  the  above  points. 
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The  proposition  to  have  completed  plans  for  the  entire  Museum  structure  was 
carefully  considered  at  a conference  between  Park  Commissioner  Young,  the  archi- 
tects, and  the  Trustees  in  the  spring  of  1903,  and  it  was  then  agreed  as  between  the 
Park  Commissioner,  the  Trustees,  and  the  architects,  that  it  was  essential  to  the 
economic  construction  of  the  Museum  Building  that  the  plans  and  model  be  prepared.

Dear  Sir — I would  most  respectfully  request  that  the  application  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  for  one  million  of  dollars  ($1,000,000) 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  water  mains  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx 
be  granted. 

I am  in  constant  receipt  of  requests  from  various  sections  of  this  borough  that 
water  mains  be  laid  in  the  streets  and  avenues  of  the  borough  that  are  still  unsupplied 
with  Croton  water,  and  in  relation  to  the  last  request,  which  was  forwarded  by  me 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  requesting  that  water  mains 
be  laid  in  the  Lott  G.  Hunt  estate,  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  Van  Nest,  Borough  of  The 
Bronx,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  said  Department  reports  as  follows : 

“ We  are  unable  to  lay  all  the  water  mains  we  desire  to  day,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  funds  granted  this  Department  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains  are  utterly 
inadequate  for  our  needs.  There  are  approximately  one  hundred  streets  in  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx,  aggregating  forty  miles  in  length,  which  are  graded,  have  sidewalks, 
curbs,  and  many  cases  sewers,  and  have  buildings  thereon,  but  which  have  no  water 
mains;  and  we  are  unable,  with  our  inadequate  appropriations,  to  supply  these  streets 
with  water.  ^ 
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We  cannot  lay  water  mains  in  the  Lott  G.  Hunt  estate  at  the  present  time.  Some-4 
time  in  the  future  it  is  intended  to  lay  a water  main  in  the  Bear  Swamp  road,  from  the| 
Morris  Park  race  track  to  the  Bronx  and  Pelham  parkway;  and  in  connection  with 
this  work  we  will,  if  possible,  take  up  the  matter  of  laying  a main  in  the  Hunt  estate, 
but  at  the  present  time,  as  stated  above,  we  cannot  do  it.”

report 

The  general  description  of  the  work  to  be  done  mostly  given  by  the  architects, 
Bernstein  & Bernstein,  No.  72  Trinity  place,  is  as  follows: 

Mason’s  Work,  Iron  Work,  Concreting — All  necessary  excavation  for  new  tunnel 
and  removal  of  present  cesspools  under  sidewalk  and  filling  in  brick  work  and  iron 
work  for  new  tunnels  under  corridors  of  basement,  tunnels  to  extend  the  entire 
length  underneath  basement  corridors  and  to  be  about  9 feet  wide  by  6 feet  6 inches 
high,  250  feet  long,  with  concrete  floor.  Brick  piers  for  support  of  new  house  drain. 
Foundations  for  pumps,  all  concrete  footings  under  new  walls,  arches  for  new  floor 
of  basement  corridor  over  tunnels,  brick  catch-basins  in  area,  resetting  of  manhole 
covers,  all  bluestone  templates,  resetting  of  flagging  of  area  walls.  New  brick  wall 
32  feet  long  for  area  on  northerly  side  of  building  in  place  of  present  damaged  wall. 
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Concreting  present  damaged  sidewalk  at  northerly  side  of  building  22  feet  by  58  feet, 
concreting  of  all  areas  and  tunnels. 

Plastering — All  defective  plastering  and  all  plastering  that  will  be  disturbed  during 
the  alterations  to  be  repaired  in  three-coat  work. 

Tiling,  Marble  and  Slate  Work — Present  tiling  of  floor  of  basement  corridors  to 
be  removed  and  relayed,  damaged  tiling  to  be  replaced  by  new.

Wiring 
to  be  extended  for  lighting  69  lights  in  basement,  26  Jights  on  first  story,  72  lights 
on  second  story.  New  Electric  auxiliary  centrifugal  pump  capable  of  delivering  6,600 
gallons  of  water  per  hour. 

Ventilation — Rooms  to  be  ventilated.  Marriage  Bureau,  Officers’  toilet-room, 
Roundsmen’s  room,  new  pump-room,  street  lamps  room,  new  tunnels  and  rotunda. 
Rotunda  to  have  48-inch  fan;  Marriage  Bureau,  24-inch  fan;  new  tunnel,  42-inch  fan, 
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There  are  to  be  47  panels  of  automatic  ventilators  under  sashes  for  various  rooms 
requiring  same. 

Carpentry — New  partitions  in  Mayor’s  Clerks’  rooms.  Parquet  flooring  for 
Governor’s  rooms,  Mayor’s  Secretary  and  Clerks’  (3)  rooms,  panel  wainscoting,  45 
inches  high,  of  cherry,  in  the  three  (3)  Governor’s  rooms.

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I have  had  the  building  examined  with  the  plans  and  general  specifications  as 
prepared  by  the  architects,  and  it  is  reported  to  me  that  all  the  work  proposed  to  be 
done  is  necessary,  in  order  to  repair  certain  defects  and  put  the  building  in  a good 
sanitary  condition.  The  new  tunnel,  which  is  the  largest  item  of  expense,  is  essen- 
tial to  carry  the  drain,  steam  and  water  pipes  and  all  the  electric  conduits;  the  pres- 
ent tunnel  in  basement  is  entirely  inadequate,  besides  not  being  large  enough  to 
admit  of  the  increased  size  drain-pipes,  made  necessary  by  the  leaders  being  con- 
nected with  the  house  drain;  it  is  entirely  too  small  to  allow  repairs  to  the  present 
pipes  without  tearing  up  the  floor  of  the  basement  corridor. 

On  February  5,  1904,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  authorized  an 
issue  of  Special  Revenue  Bonds  in  the  amount  of  $15,000,  for  repairs  and  altera- 
tions to  the  City  Hall;  of  this  amount  $10,000  has  been  issued,  but  I understand 
none  of  it  has  been  expended.  The  estimate  of  the  work  being  $60,000,  it  will  be 
only  necessary  to  authorize  an  additional  $45,000. 

I have  endeavored  to  classify  and  divide  the  work,  in  order  to  make  an  esti- 
mate of  what  may  be  called  solely  repairs,  although  in  a general  sense  all  the  work 
may  be  considered  as  “ improving  and  permanently  bettering  ” the  building. 

Considering  the  matter  with  the  architects  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  and  Offices,  I estimate  the  repairs  proper  as  follows:

Gentlemen — By  chapter  563  of  the  Laws  of  1904  the  Legislature  has  enacted  that 
after  September  1,  1904,  all  cases  prosecuted  in  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions  in  this 
County  shall  be  tried  upon  information  filed  by  the  District  Attorney,  substantially  in 
the  form  of  an  indictment.  This  law  makes  no  provision  to  meet  the  expenses  of  its 
enforcement,  which,  in  my  opinion,  will  amount  to  at  least  $17,500  per  annum. 

In  order  that  your  Honorable  Board  may  have  an  idea  as  to  the  large  volume 
of  business  which  will  devolve  upon  this  office,  I beg  to  state  that  under  the  present 
conditions,  an  average  of  4,500  cases  is  received  annually,  all  of  which  are  disposed 
of  in  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  and  the  Supreme  Court,  while  under  this  new  law 
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at  least  7,000  additional  cases,  triable  in  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions,  will  have  to 
be  carefully  investigated,  and  prepared  by  this  office  before  they  are  ready  for  'trial. 

During  the  year  1903,  7,460  cases  were  dsiposed  of  in  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions, 
and  for  the  past  three  years  the  number  of  cases  tried  in  that  Court  has  been  constantly 
increasing,  and  it  is  to  be  supposed  that  it  will  continue  to  increase  in  the  future. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  me  to  establish  an'  entirely  new  bureau  in  my  office  to  dis- 
pose of  the  immense  amount  of  additional  work  which  this  statute  necessitates,  and 
to  meet  this  expense  I hereby  request  your  Board  to  authorize  the  Comptroller  to 
issue  Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $10,166,  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be 
used  in  making  additions  to  the  professional  and  administrative  force  of  my  office,  and 
to  purchase  desks,  safes  and  other  necessary  office  supplies,  in  order  that  the  new 
bureau,  so  to  be  created,  may  be  properly  equipped  for  the  transaction  of  public  business.

In  ordor  to  prepare  properly  for  the  work  of  this  Bureau  it  is  necessary  that  the 
appointments  should  be  made  about  July  1,  as  it  will  be  necessary  to  prepare  a large 
number  of  new  blank  forms  to  cover  all  of  the  common  offenses  triable  in  the  Court 
of  Special  Sessions,  together  with  the  record  books,  registers,  etc.,  of  the  bureau,  and 
to  have  the  entire  bureau  in  readiness  for  work  at  the  time  the  law  goes  into  effect. 

In  making  the  foregoing  appointments  it  is  proposed  to  promote  experienced  and 
efficient  men  to  fill  said  positions  and  to  appoint  new.  men  to  minor  positions. 

The  increase  of  force  requested  herein  is  absolutely  essential  in  order  to  cope  with 
the  large  volume  of  business  which  will  devolve  upon  this  bureau,  and  in  all  probability 
it  may  be  necessary  later  on  to  request  another  appropriation  to  secure  additional 
force.  With  the  constantly  increasing  population  of  this  county,  the  business  of  this 
office  naturally  increases  also,  and  from  year  to  year  makes  it  necessary  to  increase 
its  working  force,  and  add  to  its  expenditures;  nevertheless,  the  salary  appropriations,

This  statement  shows  that  our  appropriation  for  salaries  for  the  current  year  is 
$18,510  less  than  the  amount  granted  for  salaries  for  the  year  1900,  and  the  work 
of  this  department  has  considerably  increased  since  that  time. 

Owing  to  various  resignations  in  my  professional  staff  in  1903  it  was  necessary 
to  reorganize  the  same  and  readjust  their  salaries,  and  in  May,  1903,  the  Honorable 
-Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  approved  my  recommendation  increasing  their 
salaries,  but  in  making  up  the  Budget  for  1904,  this  readjustment,  which  took  effect 
in  May,  1903,  was  overlooked,  and  no  provision  made  to  continue  the  payment  of  the 
increases  authorized  by  the  said  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  which 
resulted  in  creating  two  vacancies  in  this  office,  one  Deputy  Assistant  District  Attorney 
at  $2,000,  and  one  County  Detective  at  $1,200  per  annum,  which  positions  I have  been 
unable  to  fill  owing  to  the  lack  of  appropriations,  thereby  imposing  additional  labors 
Ton  my  present  limited  force.

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  request  that,  pursuant  to  section  56  of  the  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  you  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  that  the  position  of  In- 
formation Clerk  in  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney  of  New  York  County  be  created 
and  the  salary  of  same  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of  $1,500  per  annum. 

By  chapter  563  of  the  Laws  of  1904,  sections  221,  741,  et  seq.,  of  the  Criminal  Code 
were  entirely  remodelled,  and  the  law  was  so  altered  that  the  proceedings  in  the  Court 
of  Special  Sessions  will  be  substantially  conformed  to  proceedings  upon  indictment  in 
the  Court  of  General  Sessions,  and  it  wilF  be  necessary  for  me  to  establish  a new 
Bureau  in  my  office  to  dispose  of  the  immense  amount  of  work  which  this  statute  neces- 
sitates. One  of  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  provides  that  defendants  in  misdemeanor 
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cases  will  no  longer  be  tried  on  papers  presented  by  the  Magistrate,  but  in  each  case  the 
District  Attorney  is  required  to  prepare  what  the  statute  designates  as  “ an  information/' 
the  form  of  which  the  law  provides,  and  which  is  substantially  identical  with  an  indict- 
ment, save  that  instead  of  being  filed  by  the  Grand  Jury,  it  is  presented  by  the  District 
Attorney  himself. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Information  Clerk  to  assist  the  Deputy  Assistant  Dis- 
trict Attorney  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  in  making  a careful  examination  of  the  facts 
surrounding  the  commission  of  each  misdemeanor,  in  order  t£>  ascertain  whether  to 
prosecute  or  recommend  the  dismissal  of  the  complaint,  and  to  make  such  recom- 
mendations on  behalf  of  the  District  Attorney  as  the  circumstances  may  warrant.

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  communication  from  the  Board 
of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners:

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York : 

Communication  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City 
of  New  York,  transmitting  certificate  to  the  New  York  Connecting  Railroad 
Company.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

The  New  York  Connecting  Railroad  Company  is  a steam  railroad  corporation 
owning  a railroad  wholly  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York.  In  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  the  General  Railroad  Law  it  has  filed  a route  and  profile  showing 
an  extension  which  it  desires  to  build  entirely  within  this  City.  The  proposed  route 
begins  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  close  to  the  line  of  the  Borough  of  Queens, 
and  near  the  Cemetery  of  the  Most  Holy  Trinity,  and  thence  the  route  runs  through 
the  Borough  of  Queens  to  the  East  river,  and  crosses  over  the  East  river  by  a bridge 
and  runs  over  Ward’s  Island  and  Randall’s  Island  to  a point  in  the  Borough  of 
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The  Bronx,  where  it  forms  a connection  with  the  lines  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 

The  New  York  Connecting  Railroad  Company  has  applied  to  this  Board  pursu- 
ant to  chapter  4 of  the  Laws  of  1891,  and  the  various  acts  amendatory  thereof  and 
supplemental  thereto,  to  fix  and  determine  the  route  or  routes  by  which  the  applicant 
corporation  may  connect  with  other  railroads  or  the  stations  thereof  in  The  City  of 
New  York  and  may  extend  its  lines  within  the  City,  and  for  authority  to  acquire 
terminal  and  other  facilities  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling  public 
on  certain  streets  and  places  in  The  City  of  New  York  as  shown  upon  the  map  and 
profile  submitted  by  it,  together  with  all  necessary  sidings,  platforms,  stations  and 
other  appurtenances,  and  to  lay  its  tracks  and  operate  its  railways  and  to  transport 
passengers  or  freight  over  the  same,  and  to  run  either  passenger  trains  or  freight 
trains,  or  mixed  trains,  and  that  this  Board  shall  fix  and  determine  the  location  and 
plans  of  construction  of  the  said  railway. 

The  New  York  Connecting  Railroad  Company  has  obtained  from  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  by  chapter  752  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  the  right  and  privilege 
to  construct  upon  the  line  of  its  railroad  a bridge  of  a single  span  across  East  river,  at 
or  near  Hell  Gate,  together  with  the  necessary  viaduct  and  approaches,  and  to  main- 
tain and  operate  the  same.  The  said  bridge  is  to  have  an  elevation  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  and  thirty-five  feet  above  mean  high  water,  and  to  span  the  East  river 
from  abutments  built  upon  the  shores  thereof.  This  Board  is  advised  that  the  rail- 
road company  has  also  obtained  from  the  United  States  authorities  approval  of  the 
proposed  bridge. 

The  proposed  route  of  the  New  York  Connecting  Railroad  Company  lies  wholly 
within  private  property  acquired  or  to  be  acquired  by  the  railroad  company  except 
where  the  same  crosses  over  or  under  various  City  streets  and  except  where  it  crosses 
over  Ward’s  Island  and  Randall’s  Island  and  the  waters  adjacent  thereto.  The  route 
does  not  at  any  point  follow  the  line  of  any  City  street  or  avenue.  For  the  most 
part  it  will  be  constructed  upon  a viaduct  or  embankment  running  through  the  blocks, 
and  near  the  river  it  will  necessarily  attain  a great  height  above  the  ground,  inasmuch 
as  the  bridge,  as  above  stated,  must  be  at  height  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  feet 
above  mean  high  water. 

The  stock  of  the  New  York  Connecting  Railroad  Company  is  owned  jointly  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  also  owns  the  stock  of  the 
Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  which  is  now  construct- 
ing the  new  tunnel  line  extending  from  New  Jersey  under  the  Borough  of  Manhattan 
to  the  Borough  of  Queens,  and  a controlling  interest  in  the  stock  of  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  Company. 
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By  means  of  the  new  railroad  now  proposed,  the  controlling  interests  have  in 
contemplation  the  establishment  of  a through  line  of  railroad  for  the  transportation 
of  freight  and  passengers  between  all  points  reached  by  the  Long  Island  Railroad 
and  all  points  reached  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad.  The 
new  railroad  will,  it  is  expected,  be  used  chiefly  for  carrying  freight.  The  result 
here  sought  is  a closer  intimacy  between  the  business  interests  of  Brooklyn  and  the 
rest  of  Long  Island  and  those  of  New  England,  and  a direct  freight  outlet  and  inlet 
from  Long  Island  to  the  Northeast,  North  and  Northwest. 

This  Board,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  application,  did,  on  the  23d  day 
of  June,  1904,  by  a concurrent  vote  of  six  of  its  members,  fix  and  determine  the 
location  and  plans  of  construction  of  the  said  railroad  of  the  New  York  Connecting 
Railroad  Company  upon  the  proposed  routes  and  of  its  tracks  and  facilities,  the  times 
within  which  they  are  to  be  respectively  constructed  and  the  compensation  to  be 
paid  therefor  to  the  City  by  the  railroad  company,  and  did  also  prescribe  such  terms, 
conditions  and  requirements  as  to  the  Board  appeared  to  be  just  and  proper  for  the 
grant  in  question,  including  the  terms,  conditions  and  requirements  provided  by  the 
Rapid  Transit  Act,  and  including  a provision  that  the  company  shall  from  the  time 
of  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  such  railroad  under  the  determination  of 
the  Board  annually  pay  to  the  City  a rental  for  a period  of  twenty-five  years,  begin- 
ning with  such  operation,  and  also  providing  for  a readjustment  of  the  amount  of 
such  sum  or  rental  at  the  expiration  of  such  period,  and  at  intervals  thereafter  of 
twenty-five  years.  The  general  form  of  the  certificate  granting  this  franchise  follows 
the  form  of  the  certificate  granted  to  the  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  Long  Island 
Railroad  Company  and  approved  by  your  Honorable  Board  on  December  16,  1902. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  railroad,  unlike  the  Pennsylvania  tunnel,  does  not 
follow  the  line  of  any  street,  the  compensation  payable  to  the  City  should  obviously 
be  calculated  upon  a different  scale.  So  far  as  the  franchise  to  cross  the  East  river 
is  concerned,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  a year  has  been  fixed,  being  the  same 
amount  that  was  fixed  in  the  Pennsylvania  franchise  for  the  right  to  pass  under  the 
East  river.  For  the  remainder  of  the  road  an  annual  charge  is  made  of  five  cents 
a linear  foot  of  railroad  track  for  the  first  ten  years,  and  ten  cents  a linear  foot  for 
the  next  fifteen  years.  These  amounts,  considering  the  small  extent  to  which  the 
railroad  makes  use  of  any  City  property  in  the  streets,  are  considered  by  this  Board 
full  and  reasonable  compensation. 

So  far  as  Ward’s  Island  and  Randall’s  Island  are  concerned,  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany will  need  to  make  use  of  the  property,  first,  by  obtaining  the  right  to  place 
foundations  on  the  ground  for  the  support  of  their  viaduct,  and,  second,  by  se- 
curing an  easement  for  an  overhead  right  of  way  between  such  supports.  Inasmuch 
as  the  exact  extent  of  such  use  cannot  now  be  determined,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
Board  of  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  is  the  usual  authority  for  determining  the 
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value  of  property  disposed  of  by  the  City,  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  compensation 
to  be  paid  to  the  City  for  the  property  so  needed  shall  be  determined  by  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners. 

The  certificate  provides  that  the  new  railroad  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  cross 
all  streets  either  below  or  above  grade  at  suitable  distances;  that  all  plans  for  and 
the  method  of  doing  the  work  shall  from  time  to  time  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  and  .that  the  roadbed,  except  on  bridges,  shall  be  ballasted 
with  either  blast  furnace  slag  or  broken  stone  of  a hard,  durable  quality,  so  as  to  avoid 
dust  as  far  as  possible. 

The  motive  power  to  be  used  by  the  new  railroad  company  is  to  be  steam,  but 
the  railroad  company  is  given  the  option  to  substitute  electricity  at  any  time.  It  is 
also  provided  that  if  by  reason  of  increased  density  of  population  upon  or  along  the 
line  of  the  new  railroad  the  use  of  steam  shall  constitute  a nuisance,  the  railroad  com- 
pany shall  change  its  motive  power  upon  the  demand  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board, 
unless  the  Supreme  Court  should  hold  that  the  use  of  steam  was  not  in  fact  a 
nuisance  or  dangerous  to  the  residents  along  the  route  or  that  it  did  not  materially 
depreciate  the  value  of  property. 

This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  while  every  improved  means  of  communication 
is  of  benefit  to  the  City,  the  fact  that  the  proposed  new  road  will  give  to  the  boroughs 
of  Brooklyn  and  Queens,  and  through  them  to  the  whole  of  Long  Island,  direct  rail- 
road communication  with  New  England,  is  a matter  of  peculiar  advantage  to  the 
City  as  a whole  and  to  the  two  boroughs  above  mentioned  in  particular.  It  is  to  be 
remembered  that  large  tracts  of  land  in  those  two  boroughs  are  vacant  and  well 
adapted  for  manufacturing  and  other  business  enterprises.  Up  to  the  present  time 
the  fact  that  they  were  cut  off  from  the  Continent  of  America  by  broad  .tidal  streams 
has  undoubtedly  operated  to  retard  their  development.  The  plans  now  in  contem- 
plation will,  it  is  believed,  tend  to  bring  into  use  many  .tracts  of  land  within  the  City 
which  would  otherwise  not  be  available;  and  by  enhancing  taxable  values  and  also  by 
broadening  the  area  within  which  the  industries  of  the  City  are  carried  on  it  will  in  a 
great  variety  of  ways  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  entire  community.  When  to  this  is 
added  the  fact  that  the  City  will  receive  a substantial  income  from  the  railroad  cor- 
poration, which  is  to  be  readjusted  in  the  future  at  intervals  of  twenty-five  years,  but  is 
never  to  be  less  than  the  greatest  rental  now  fixed,  it  is  believed  that  the  proposed 
arrangement  is  one  which  will  commend  itself  to  the  judgment  of  your  Honorable 
Board. 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  this  Board,  together  with  a copy  of  a written  instru- 
ment duly  executed  and  acknowledged  by  the  New  York  Connecting  Railroad  Com- 
pany accepting  the  said  franchise  and  all  the  terms,  conditions  and  requirements 
thereof,  is  transmitted  herewith. 
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> This  Board  feels  that  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  public  and  of  The  City  of  New 
York  that  the  necessary  constitutional  consents  to  the  construction  and.  operation  of 
said  proposed  railroad  should  be  obtained  as  soon  as  possible.

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of  New  York 
does  hereby  certify  as  follows : 

Whereas,  The  New  York  Connecting  Railroad  Company  (which  is  hereinafter 
called  the  railroad  company)  is  a railroad  corporation  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York  and  owns  and  actually  operates  railroads'  now  constructed 
which  are  wholly  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  which  City  is  hereinafter 
called  the  city,  and  which  railroads  are  hereinafter  called  the  railroad  now  constructed  ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  railroad  company  desires  that  the  said  railroad  now  constructed 
shail  be  connected  with  the  railroad  of  the  Harlem  River  and  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company  and  thereby  with  the  railroad  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  and  that  the  said  railroad  now  constructed  shall  be  also  connected 
with  the  railroad  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  (both  railroads  with  which 
connection  is  so  desired  being  railroads  within  the  State  of  New  York  and  extending 
respectively  from  points  within  the  City  to  points  without  the  same),  and  that  the  said 
railroad  now  constructed  shall  be  also  connected  with  the  railroad  of  the  Pennsylvania, 
New  York  and  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  (being  a railroad  now  under  con- 
struction and  situate  and  to  be  situate  entirely  within  the  City),  and  the  railroad  com- 
pany desires  by  such  connections  to  form  a continuous  line  or  lines  for  the  carriage 
of  passengers  and  property  between  points,  on  the  one  hand,  within  the  City  and  more 
particularly  points  within  the  boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens  therein,  and  still  more 
particularly  points  on  the  Long  Island  Railroad  therein  and,  on  the  other  hand,  points 
as  follows : First,  points  without  the  City,  along  the  railroad  of  the  New  York,  New 
66 
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Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  between  the  City  and  various  points  thereby 
reached  in  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusets  and  other  States 
of  New  England;  secondly,  points  upon  the  Long  Island  Railroad  without  the  City; 
thirdly,  points  upon  the  line  of  the  railroad  of  the  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  Long- 
Island  Railroad  Company  now  being  constructed  and  thereby  and  through  it,  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  otherwise,  with  points  without  the  City  upon  the  said  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  and  upon  its  connections  in  the  States  of  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania 
and  other  States  to  the  West  and  South,  the  intention  being  to  establish  rapid,  direct 
and  convenient  connections  between  the  said  boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens  and  such 
States  of  New  England,  the  West  and  South;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  has,  by  chapter  752  of  the 
Laws  of  1900,  granted  to  the  railroad  company  the  right  to  construct  upon  the  line  of 
its  railroad  a bridge  for  railroad  purposes  only,  of  a single  span  across  the  East  river 
at  or  near  Hell  Gate,  together  with  necessary  viaduct  approaches,  and  to  maintain  and 
operate  the  same,  the  said  bridge  to  have  an  elevation  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  feet  above  mean  high-water  and  to  span  the  East  river  from  abutments  built 
upon  the  shores  thereof  and  within  the  bulkhead-lines  so  as  not  to  impede  navigation 
upon  the  said  river;  and 

Whereas,  The  railroad  company  did,  prior  to  the  nth  day  of  June,  1903,  duly  file 
its  route  and  profile  as  provided  by  the  Railroad  Law,  and,  whereas,  later  and  on  the 
said  nth  day  of  June,  1903,  the  railroad  company  did  duly  and  with  the  assent  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  directors  of  the  said  company,  file  in  the  offices  of  the  Clerks 
of  the  Counties  of  Queens  and  New  York  its  amendedToute  and  profile,  and  on  the 
21  st  day  of  June,  1904,  with  like  assent  did  file  said  amended  route  and  profile  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  of  Kings;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  route  lies  wholly  within  private  property  acquired  or  to  be 
acquired  by  the  railroad  company  except  where  the  same  crosses  over  or  under  certain 
streets,  avenues  and  highways,  and  also  except  where  the  same  extends  over  and 
across  Ward’s  Island  and  Randall’s  Island  and  the  waters  surrounding  the  said  islands 
and  the  shores  of  the  East  river,  Little  Hell  Gate  and  Bronx  Kills ; and 

Whereas,  The  railroad  company,  pursuant  to  section  thirty-two  of  chapter  four 
of  the  Laws  of  1891  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  the  Laws 
of  1902  (which  entire  statute  as  amended  by  various  acts  and  as  now  in  force,  is  here- 
inafter called  the  Rapid  Transit  Act),  has  made  application  to  the  Board  of  Rapid 
Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of  New  York  (which  Board  is  here- 
inafter called  the  Board)  to  fix  and  determine  the  route  or  routes  by  which  the  rail- 
road company  may  connect  with  the  several  railroads  above  mentioned,  and  may 
establish,  construct  and  extend  the  lines  of  the  railroad  company  within  the  City, 
and  also  for  authority  to  the  railroad  company  to  lay  railroad  tracks  within  the  City 
and  to  operate  its  railway  to  certain  terminals  within  the  City,  and  otherwise  for  the 
authority  and  rights  hereinalter  more  particularly  set  forth,  including  the  right  to 
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transport  over  its  railroad  passengers  and  freight  or  both ; and  whereas,  the  additions, 
tracks,  extensions,  railroad  and  connections  hereby  authorized  (and  including  the 
portion  of  the  routes  hereinafter  described  upon  which  the  railroad  company  has 
already  constructed  and  now  owns  a railroad)  are  hereinafter  called  the  new  railroad; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Board,  by  a concurrent  vote  of  at  least  six  of  its  members,  has  fixed 
and  determined  the  locations  and  plans  of  construction  of  such  new  railroad  of  the 
railroad  company  upon  such  routes  and  of  such  tracks  and  facilities,  the  times  within 
which  they  shall  be  respectively  constructed,  and  the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor 
to  the  City  by  the  railroad  company;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board,  by  such  concurrent  vote,  has  prescribed  such  terms,  con- 
ditions and  requirements  as  to  the  Board  appear  to  be  just  and  proper  for  the  grant 
hereby  made  to  the  railroad  company,  including  the  terms,  conditions  and  requirements’ 
provided  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Act,  and  has  included  among  them  a provision  that 
the  railroad  company  shall,  from  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of 
such  new  railroad  of  the  railroad  company  under  such  determination,  annually  pay  to 
the  City  certain  sums  or  rentals  for  a period  of  twenty-five  years,  beginning  with 
such  operation,  and  also  providing  for  a readjustment  of  the  amount  of  such  sums 
or  rentals  at  the  expiration  of  such  period  and  at  intervals  thereafter  of  twenty-five 
years : 

Now,  therefore,  the  Board  has  authorized  and  does  hereby  authorize,  but  subject,, 
however,  to  the  terms,  conditions  and  requirements  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  railroad, 
company, 

1.  To  lay  down,  construct  and  operate  a railway  upon  a route  the  centre  line  oi 
which  is  as  follows,  to  wit : Beginning  at  a point  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  over 
the  northeasterly  side  of  Knickerbocker  avenue,  near  the  Roman  Catholic  Cemetery 
of  the  Most  Holy  Trinity,  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty-five  (145)  feet 
or  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifteen  (115)  feet  southeasterly  from  the  southeasterly 
side  of  Moffat  street  as  the  same  is  now  laid  out  or  proposed,  and  running  thence  into 
the  Borough  of  Queens  and  to  the  west  of  Evergreen  Cemetery  and  crossing  over 
Cooper  avenue  at  or  near  its  intersection  wtih  Wyckoff  avenue  as  now  existing  or

Woodside  avenue. 

The  said  route  is  illustratively  shown  upon  the  plan  and  profile  of  the  new  rail- 
road and  its  spurs  and  connections  herewith  attached,  which  plan  and  profile  are  Jo 
be  deemed  a part  of  this  franchise  and  to  be  construed  with  the  text  hereof,  and 
are  to  be  substantially  followed;  Provided  that  deviations  therefrom  which  are  con- 
sistent with  the  foregoing  description  and  the  other  provisions  of  this  franchise  may 
be  permitted  by  the  Board. 

2.  To  lay  down,  construct  and  operate  upon  the  main  line  of  the  said  route  of  the 
said  railway  tracks  not  exceeding  four  in  number,  and  upon  the  said  spurs  A.,  B., 
C.  and  D.  tracks  not  exceeding  two  in  number,  Provided  that  the  entire  structure  of 
the  said  railway,  including  cuttings  and  embankments,  shall  not  over  or  under  any 
street  or  road  exceed  two  hundred  (200)  feet  in  width,  and  Provided,  still  further,  that 
the  Railroad  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  add  an  additional  track  by  way  of  siding 
along  any  portion  or  portions  of  its  main  line  of  its  said  railway  not  in  all  exceeding 
in  length  of  such  siding  or  sidings  forty  (40)  per  cent,  of  the  total  length  of  the  said 
main  line,  and  to  increase  the  width  of  the  structure  or  right  of  way  of  the  said  rail- 
way by  not  more  than  fifty  (50)  feet  for  each  such  siding  or  sidings  for  the  length  or 
lengths  thereof;  Provided,  however,  that  the  said  percentage  of  sidings  may  be  in- 
creased upon  consent  of  the  Board;  and  Provided,  further,  that  this  provision  shall 
not  limit  the  right  of  the  railroad  company  in  the  use  of  lands  owned  or  which  shall 
be  owned  by  it. 
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3.  To  acquire  and  maintain  terminals  or  stations. 

4.  To  run  upon  the  said  railway  (which  with  the  said  terminal,  stations  and  all 
other  appurtenances,  are  together  hereinafter  called  the  new  railroad)  locomotives, 
motors,  cars  and  carriages  for  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  and  to  use 
thereon  and  in  connection  therewith  all  suitable  appliances. 

5.  To  maintain  and  operate  upon  or  over  the  routes  aforesaid  including  all  streets, 
avenues  or  highways  which  shall1  be  intersected  by  the  new  railroad,  or  over  or  under 
which  any  part  of  the  routes  thereof  shall  run,  telegraph  wires  and  wires,  cables,  con- 
duits, ducts  and  ways  for  the  distribution  of  power,  heat  and  light,  and  other  appur- 
tenances for  use  of  the  new  railroad  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

6.  To  acquire  and  use  for  power  plants,  pumping  stations,  shafts  or  stairways  for 
access  to  or  from  the  railroad,  and  other  necessary  purposes  of  the  new  railroad,  as 
well  as  for  stations  and  station  extensions,  private  property,  as  the  same  has  been  or 
shall  be  lawfully  acquired,  within  the  scope  of  the  corporate  rights  and  powers  of  the 
railroad  company. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  give  any  right  to  construct  or 
operate  a railroad  upon  the  surface  of  any  street,  avenue  or  highway  in  The  City  of 
New  York. 

The  rights  hereinbefore  granted  to  maintain  and  operate  the  new  railroad  or 
necessary  or  convenient  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  held  by  the  railroad  company  in 
perpetuity  except  as  may  be  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided. 

But  this  authorization,  including  all  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  are 
subject  to  certain  terms,  conditions  and  requirements  which  appear  to  the  Board  to  be 
just  and  proper  and  as  so  subject,  are  hereinafter  called  the  franchise  hereby  granted. 

The  following  further  terms,  conditions  and  requirements  are  accordingly  hereby 
prescribed  as  follows,  to  wit: 


I. 

This  certificate  will  be  executed  by  the  Board  in  four  identical  originals,  so 
proved  as  to  be  entitled  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Register  or  County  Clerk  of 
each  of  the  Counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  New  York,  and  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
-the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  New  York,  all  of  which  will  be  delivered  by  the 
Board  to  the  president,  vice-president,  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  railroad  company. 
The  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  be  inoperative,  and  this  certificate  shall  be  void 
unless  within  thirty  days  after  such  delivery  or  such  further  period  not  exceeding 
three  months  as  shall  be  prescribed  in  writing  by  the  Board,  the  railroad  company 
shall  have  procured  three  of  the  said  identical  originals  to  be  returned  to  the  Board, 
each  of  them  having  an  acceptance  of  the  franchise  and  all  the  terms,  conditions  and 
requirements  thereof  subscribed  at  the  foot  thereof  by  the  railroad  company,  such 
acceptance  being  so  proved  as  to  entitle  it  to  be  recorded  and  filed  as  aforesaid. 
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II. 

The  franchise  hereby  granted  shall,  if  the  Board  shall  so  determine,  become  void 
unless  within  six  calendar  months  after  the  time  of  the  delivery  to  the  Board  of  the 
acceptance  of  this  certificate  by  the  railroad  company,  that  company  shall,  in  due 
and  lawful  form,  obtain  or  receive  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City, 
being  the  local  authority  having  the  control  of  the  streets,  avenues  and  highways 
over  or  under  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  the  new  railroad,  and  of  the  other 
property  of  the  City  upon,  under  or  over  which  such  new  railroad  is  to  be  constructed, 
together  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City. 

The  franchise  hereby  granted  shall,  if  the  Board  shall  so  determine,  become  void, 
unless  within  one  year  after  the  time  of  such  acceptance  of  this  certificate  by  the  rail- 
road company,  that  company  shall  further,  and  in  due  and  lawful  form,  obtain,  so 
far  as  n^y  be  necessary,  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property 
bounded  on  each  portion  of  the  streets  or  avenues  over  or  under  which  the  new  rail- 
road or  any  part  of  the  route  thereof  runs,  to  the  construction  and  operation  of  the 
new  railroad  or  such  part  thereof,  or  in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners 
cannot  be  obtained,  then  the  determination  of  commissioners  to  be  appointed  pursuant 
to  law  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  First  Department  or 
the  Second  Department  (as  the  case  may  be)  that  such  portion  of  the  new  railroad 
ought  to  be  constructed  and  operated,  the  said  determination  of  such  commissioners, 
when  confirmed  by  the  Appellate  Division  which  shall  have  appointed  such  commis- 
sioners, to  be  taken  in  lieu  of  such  consent  of  property  owners,  provided,  however,  and 
it  is  expressly  stipulated,  that  the  Board  shall  have  power,  upon  reasonable  cause 
shown,  to  extend  by  written  certificate  either  of  the  periods  hereinbefore  in  this  article 
prescribed. 

III. 

The  railroad  company  shall  begin  or  continue  the  construction  of  the  new  railroad 
•within  three  months  after  it  shall  have  obtained  the  consents  aforesaid,  or  such  of 
them  as  shall  be  necessary  as  aforesaid  and  shall  complete  the  construction  of  the 
railroad  and  begin  its  operation  within  five  years  after  such  construction  shall  be 
begun  or  continued. 

In  case  the  railroad  company,  within  the  period  of  three  months  after  it  shall 
bave  obtained  the  consents  necessary  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  have  begun  or  continued 
the  actual  construction  of  the  new  railroad,  or  if,  after  having  begun  or  continued 
such  construction,  it  shall  suspend  the  same  prior  to  the  completion  thereof  for  a 
period  exceeding  three  months,  or  if  it  shall  not  complete  such  construction  and  begin 
the  operation  of  the  new  railroad  within  the  said  period  of  five  years,  then  and  in 
that  case,  the  Board,  upon  a written  notice  to  be  delivered  to  the  railroad  company, 
may  annul  the  franchise  hereby  granted  as  to  any  part  of  the  new  railroad  not  then 
completed  and  in  operation;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  shall  have  the  power, 
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upon  reasonable  cause  shown,  to  extend  by  written  order  any  of  the  periods  in  this 
article  prescribed ; provided,  further,  however,  that  such  extension  or  extensions  shall 
not  in  all  exceed  five  years;  and  provided,  further,  that  additional  time  shall  be  al- 
lowed by  way  of  extension  of  any  period  for  such  commencement  or  continuance 
of  construction  or  for  the  completion  thereof,  or  for  the  commencement  of  operation 
of  the  new  railroad  equal  to  the  total  period  of  delay  caused  by  injunction  or  by 
necessary  proceedings  for  condemnation  of  real  estate,  easements  or  other  property, 
so  far  as  such  proceedings  shall  necessarily  prevent  the  railroad  company  from  prose- 
cuting such  construction,  but  no  delay  to  be  so  allowed  for  unless,  during  the  same, 
such  proceedings  shall  be  diligently  prosecuted  by  or  for  the  railroad  company;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  in  no  case  shall  such  delay  be  deemed  to  begin  until  the  railroad 
company  shall  have  given  written  notice  to  the  Board  of  the  injunction  or  other  occasion 
of  delay  and  delivered  to  the  Board  copies  of  the  injunction  or  other  orders  causing  de- 
lay and  of  such  of  the  papers  upon  which  the  same  shall  have  been  granted  as  shall  have 
been  served  upon  the  railroad  company,  and  unless,  upon  the  request  of  the  Board,  the 
railroad  company  shall,  in  writing,  consent  that  the  Board,  either  in  its  own  name  as  a 
party  or  in  the  name  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  a party,  may  intervene  in  any  such 
injunction  proceedings  or  other  suit  or  proceedings;  and  provided,  further,  that  in  case 
of  annulment  of  any  part  of  the  franchise  the  railroad  company  shall  have  no  right  to 
any  return  of  payments  which  it  shall  have  made  to  tbe  City  by  way  of  rental  or  other- 
wise. 

IV. 

The  railroad  company  shall  pay  to  the  City  for  the  franchise  to  construct  and  main- 
tain the  new  railroad  over  the  East  river  between  bulkhead-lines  as  heretofore  deter- 
mined by  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100)  for  each  year,  beginning  on  the  date  on  which  the  railroad  company  shall  first 
commence  the  actual  operation  of  the  new  railroad  (but  such  date  to  be  not  later  than 
the  last  day  on  which  the  railroad  company  shall  be  bound  to  begin  such  operation) 
and  ending  on  the  day  twenty-five  (25)  years  next  thereafter.  The  railroad  company 
shall  further  pay  to  the  City  for  the  rights,  franchises  and  licenses  hereby  granted  the 
sum  of  five  (5)  cents  per  annum  for  each  linear  foot  of  single  track  of  the  new  rail- 
road, which  at  the  dates  when  the  respective  payments  are  due  shall  be  constructed  or^ 
which  the  railroad  company  shall  be  bound  to  have  then  constructed,  during  the  period 
beginning  on  the  date  when  the  railroad  company  shall  first  commence  actual  operation 
of  the  new  railroad  (but  not  later  than  the  last  day  on  which  the  railroad  company  shall 
be  bound  to  begin  such  operation)  and  ending  on  the  day  ten  (10)  years  next  there- 
after, and  ten  (10)  cents  per  annum  for  each  linear  foot  of  such  single  track  during  the 
period  beginning  on  the  last  day  of  such  ten  (10)  years  and  ending  on  the  day  fifteen 
(15)  years  next  thereafter.  In  computing  the  length  of  the  tracks  on  which  payments 
are  to  be  made  as  aforesaid  both  main  tracks  and  side  tracks  shall  be  included ; but 
tracks  shall  be  excluded  which  are  used  exclusively  for  switching  and  storage  of  cars 
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and  which  are  situated  wholly  within  yards  or  terminals  belonging  or  leased  to  the  rail- 
road company;  and  there  shall  also  be  excluded  such  tracks  as  rest  upon  the  portions 
of  the  bridge  directly  over  the  East  river,  Little  Hell  Gate  and  Bronx  Kills.  The 
length  of  the  said  portions  of  the  bridge  shall  be  determined  by  ascertaining  the  dis- 
tance from  the  bulkhead-line  as  heretofore  determined  on  one  shore  to  the  bulkhead- 
line as  heretofore  determined  on  the  other  shore,  at  points  vertically  under  the  bridge. 
The  railroad  company,  in  addition  to  the  payments  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  pay 
annually  the  reasonable  value  of  its  use  and  occupation  of  the  portions  of  ground  upon 
the  said  Ward’s  Island  and  Randall's  Island  permanently  occupied  by  the  abutments, 
piers  and  other  supports  of  the  bridge  or  elevated  structure  and  of  its  use  and  occupa- 
tion of  the  portions  of  overhead  space  occupied  by  such  bridge  or  elevated  structure. 
^The  time  for  such  payment  shall  be  computed  from  the  date  of  the  first  occupation  of 
the  ground  of  Ward’s  or  Randall’s  Island  for  any  purpose  of  such  bridge  or  elevated 
structure.  The  amount  of  such  annual  payments  may  be  agreed  upon  in 
writing  by  the  railroad  company  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  of  the  City,  If  such  agreement  shall  not  be  made  within 
six  months  after  such  date  of  the  first  occupation  . of  the  ground  as  afore- 
said, then  the  rates  of  such  payment  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  and,  as  so  prescribed,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Railroad  Company,  Provided,  that,  if  the  Railroad  Company  shall  claim  that  the 
amount  prescribed  is  unreasonable,  it  shall  have  the  right,  notwithstanding  such  pay- 
ment, to  recover  back  from  the  City  the  amount  of  the  excess,  if  any,  of  its  payment 
over  and  above  the  amount  which  shall  be  reasonable,  and  the  City  shall  repay  to 
the  Railroad  Company  the  amount  of  such  excess.  Two  rates  shall  jye  agreed  upon 
or  prescribed  as  aforesaid,  the  first  for  the  period  which  shall  begin  on  the  date  of 
the  first  occupation  of  the  ground  on  Ward’s  or  Randall’s  Island  for  any  purpose 
of  such  elevated  structure  and  shall  end  ten  (10)  years  from  and  after  the  date  when 
the  Railroad  Company  shall  first  commence  the  actual  operation  of  the  new  railroad 
(but  not  later  than  the  last  day  on  which  The  Railroad  Company  shall  be  bound  to 
begin  such  operation)  and  the  second  rate  for  the  period  of  fifteen  (15)  years  which 
shall  begin  on  the  last  day  of  such  first  period  and  end  on  the  day  fifteen  (15)  years 
next  thereafter.  In  case  either  of  the  said  rates  shall  be  prescribed,  not  by  agree- 
ment, but  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  as  aforesaid,  and  if 
the  Railroad  Company  shall,  as  aforesaid,  object  that  the  rate  is  unreasonable,  then 
the  rate,  if  any,  which  shall  be  ascertained,  to  be  reasonable  in  tiny  suit  or  proceed- 
ing brought  by  the  Railroad  Company  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  rea- 
sonable rate  for  the  remainder  of  the  said  period  ending  on  the  last  day  of  the  said 
period  of  ten  (10)  years  or  for  the  said  period  of  fifteen  (15)  years  as  the  case  may 
be.  The  payments  hereinbefore  provided  with  respect  to  Ward’s  Island  and  Randall’s 
Island  are  to  be  limited  to  amounts  which  are  reasonable  for  the  occupation  and 
use  of  the  estate  and  title  of  the  City  in  the  property  occupied  or  used  as  aforesajd. 
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In  determining  what  amounts  shall  be  reasonable,  due  regard  shall  be  had  to  such 
estate  and  title. 

All  such  payments  shall  be  made  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  in  equal  pay- 
ments at  the  end  of  each  quarter  year  on  the  first  days  of  January,  April.  July  and 
October  in  each  year. 

The  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the  Railroad  Company  as  aforesaid  shall  be  readjusted 
at  the  end  of  the  first  period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years,  and  shall  thereafter  be  read- 
justed at  intervals  of  twenty-five  (25)  years.  The  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the  Rail- 
road Company  at  the  end  of  the  first  period  and  at  the  end  of  each  successive 
period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years  shall  be  determined  as  follows,  to  wit:  Each  such 

determination  shall  be  had  upon  the  application  of  either  the  Railroad  Compand- 
or the  Board  or  any  authority  which  shall  be  authorized  by  law  to  act  for  the  .City 
in  place  of  the  Board.  Such  application  shall  be  made  at  any  time  not  earlier  than 
two  years  and  not  later  than  one  3-ear  before  the  expiration  of  the  preceding  period 
of  twent}--five  (25)  3-ears.  The  determination  shall  be  sufficient  if  agreed  to  in 
writing  bA-  the  Railroad  Compand"  and  the  Board  or  such  other  authority^  in  its  place. 
If  the  Railroad  Company  and  the  Board  or  such  other  authored*  in  its  place  for  the 
Citd*  shall  not  reach  such  agreement  on  or  before  the  day  one  d'ear  before  the  expira- 
tion of  such  preceding  twentd'-five  (25)  d ears  period,  then  the  rate  of  compensation 
for  such  succeeding  twentd-fhe  dears  period  shall  be  reasonable;  and  either  the  City 
( bv-  the  Board  or  such  other  authority  in  its  place)  or  the  Railroad  Company  shall 
be  bound,  upon  request  of  the  other,  to  enter  into  a written  agreement  with  such 
other  fixing  the  rate  of  such  compensation  at  such  amount  as  shall  be  reasonable; 
and  if  the  parties  shall  not  forthAvith  agree  upon  AA'hat  is  reasonable,  then  theA'  shall 
enter  into  a written  agreement  fixing  such  rate  at  such  amount  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined bd'  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York;  and  either  party  may  in 
such  case  appld"  to  the  said  Court  to  fix  such  rate.  If.  in  and*  case,  the  rate  shall 
not  be  fixed  prior  to  the  commencement  of  such  succeeding  tAventd'-five  years  period, 
then  the  Railroad  Compamr  shall  pay  the  rate  theretofore  preAailing  until  the  new 
rate  shall  be  determined,  and  shall  then  make  up  to  the  City  the  amount  of  the  excess 
of  the  rate  then  determined  over  the  previous  rate.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
deemed  to  determine  or  affect  the  basis  of  any  such  readjustment  of  amounts  to  be 
paid,  it  being  intended  that  such  basis  shall  be  completely  open  to  either  the  City  or 
the  Railroad  CompanA'  AAheneAer  am*  such  readjustment  is  to  be  made,  except  that 
any  such  readjusted  amount  shall  never  be  less  than  the  greatest  corresponding 
amount  provided  herein. 

The  Board  shall  certify  to  the  Comptroller  the  dates  from  AA-hich  the  payments 
herein  provided  for  shall  respectiveh-  be  computed. 
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V. 

The  new  railroad,  wherever  the  same  shall  intersect  roads,  streets  or  avenues, 
shall  be  constructed  above  or  below  the  grade  thereof  and  in  every  case  so  as  to 
permit  the  convenient  use  by  the  public  of  such  street  or  avenue.  The  City  shall  be 
entitled  to  require  vertical  clearances  for  streets  crossing  under  its  route  of  not  less 
than  twelve  nor  more  than  fourteen  feet,  and  for  streets  crossing  above  the  route 
not  less  than  eighteen  feet.  The  City  shall  also  be  entitled  to  require  solid  floor 
construction  on  all  bridges  crossing  streets.  I11  crossing  Ward’s  Island  and  Ran- 
dall’s Island  the  railroad  shall  be  upon  an  elevated  structure  in  continuation  of  the 
bridge  over  the  East  river;  and  the  under  side  of  the  roadway  of  such  elevated 
structure  over  the  said  islands  shall  be  at  a height  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet 
above  the  present  natural  grade;  and  the  railroad  company  shall  have  the  right 
upon  the  said  islands  to  construct  all  necessary  or  proper  piers,  columns  and  other 
supports  for  the  elevated  structure  and  all  necessary  or  proper  foundations  there- 
for. In  case  of  tunnel  construction  under  a street,  there  shall  be  at  least  four, (4) 
feet  between  the  grade  of  the  street  and  the  exterior  surface  of  the  arch  or  cover 
of  said  tunnel.  The  roadbed,  except  on  bridges,  shall  be  ballasted  with  a sufficient 
quantity  of  either  blast  furnace  slag  or  broken  stone  of  a hard  durable  quality. 

The  railroad  company  shall,  in  the  course  of  its  construction  and  at  its  own  ex- 
pense, maintain  and  care  for  all  underground  and  overground  structures  (including 
pipes,  wires  and  other  conduits)  in  its  route  or  directly  interfered  with  by  its  con- 
struction; and  any  necessary  interference  with  underground  or  overground  structures 
shall  be  subject  to  reasonable  regulation  by  the  Department,  if  any,  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  City  in  control  or  charge  thereof. 

The  railroad  company  shall  observe  all  reasonable  regulations  which  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  any  lawful  authority  tending  to  prevent  the  throwing,  deposit  or  dropping 
of  noxious  or  offensive  objects,  substances  or  things  from  the  portion  of  the  new 
railroad  crossing  the  East  river,  Ward’s  Island  and  Randall’s  Island  and  other  public 
property. 

The  bridge  across  the  East  river  shall  in  all  respects  conform  with  the  provisions 
of  the  said  act  of  the  legislature  granting  the  right  to  build  the  same. 

The  railroad  company  shall  make  good  to  the  City  all  damage  which  shall  be 
done  to  the  property  of  the  City,  and  shall  make  good  to  every  owner  of  property 
abutting  upon  the  new  railroad  or  which  shall  be  injured  by  the  work  of  construc- 
tion or  by  operation  thereof,  all  damage  which  shall  be  done  to  such  abutting  or 
injured  property  through  any  fault  or  negligence  of  the  railroad  company  or  any 
successor  thereof  or  of  any  contractor,  sub-contractor  or  other  person  in  the  course 
of  any  employment  upon  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  new  railroad  or  any 
part  thereof.  The  railroad  company  shall  save  harmless  the  City  of  and  from  alt 
claims  lawfully  made  against  the  City  by  reason  of  any  act  or  proceeding  of  the 
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railroad  .company  hereunder.-  The  railroad  company  shall  keep  its  structure  in  good 
order  and  where  the  same  crosses  public  property  it  shall  have  such  access  as  may 
be  reasonably  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  and  repair  the  same. 

All  plans  for,  and  the  method  of  doing,  the  work  including  necessary  inter- 
ference with  roads,  streets,  avenues  or  other  public  property  during  construction,  shall 
from  time  to  time,  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  which  shall  be  given  when 
reasonably  requested.  All  necessary  permits  for  work  upon  roads,  streets  or  avenues  or 
other  public  property  and  other  departmental  permits  so  far  as  any  shall  be  necessary 
shall  be  respectively  granted  by  the  presidents  of  the  proper  boroughs  or  other  officers 
as  provided  by  law. 

VI.  ' 

The  motive  power  to  be  used  upon  the  new  railroad  shall  be  steam  with  the  right 
to  the  railroad  company  to  substitute  therefor  electricity;  but  any  other  motive  power 
may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  substituted  for  steam  or  electricity  upon  the  consent  of  the 
Board  and  the  railroad  company.  If  the  railroad  company  shall  use  steam  and  if,  by 
reason  of  increased  density  of  population  along  the  line  of  the  new  railroad,  such  use  of 
steam  shall  constitute  a nuisance  or  be  dangerous  to  the  residents  along  the  route,  or 
materially  depreciate  the  value  of  property  along  the  route,  then  the  Board  may  notify 
the  railroad  company  that  such  use  constitutes  a nuisance,  or  is,  in  its  opinion,  dangerous 
to  the  residents  along  the  route  or  materially  depreciates  the  value  of  property  along 
the  route,  and  that  the  public  necessity  for  a change  by  reason  thereof  to  some  other 
motive  power  is  such  that  the  railroad  company  should  make  a change,  and  that  the 
Board  accordingly  requires  the  change  to  be  made.  The  railroad  company  shall  there- 
upon within  ninety  days  notify  the  Board  whether  it  will  change  its  motive  power  as 
required  by  the  Board.  If  the  railroad  company  refuses  or  neglects  to  notify  the  Board 
within  The  time  above  specified,  the  Board  may  thereupon  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  of  New  York  for  a writ  of  mandamus  or  other  proper  remedy  and  the 
issues  shall  thereupon  be  whether  in  fact  such  use  of  steam  by  the  railroad  company 
constitutes  a nuisance,  or  is  dangerous  to  the  residents  along  the  route  or  materially  de- 
preciates the  value  of  property  along  the  route,  and  whether  the  public  necessity  for 
such  change  by  reason  thereof  is  such  that  the  railroad  company  should  make  the 
change.  In  case  the  Supreme  Court  upon  such  proceeding  shall  decide  against  the 
railroad  company  that  such  use  constitutes  a nuisance,  or  is  so  dangerous  or  materially 
depreciates  the  value  of  property  along  the  route  and  that  the  public  necessity  by  reason 
thereof  is  such  that  the  railroad  company  should  make  the  change,  and  upon  a written 
notice  of  not  less  than  three  years  to  be  given  by  the  Board,  the  railroad  company  shall 
change  its  motive  power  to  electricity  or  to  some  other  motive  power  not  less  con- 
venient to  the  public. 
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VII. 

The  railroad  company  shall  itself  bear  the  entire  cost  of  preserving  the  streets 
already  opened  across  the  route  of  the  railroad  company  from  injury  or  interference 
with  the  traffic  thereof  or  with  the  lawful  public  use  thereof,  by  the  construction  or 
operation  of  the  new  railroad  under  or  over  the  same. 

The  City  reserves  the  right  additionally  to  open  across  the  said  route  in  the  Bor- 
ough of  Queens  three  streets  between  Juniper  avenue  and  Johnson  avenue,  a fourth 
street  between  Trains  Meadow  road  and  Jackson  avenue  and  a fifth  street-  between 
Charlotte  avenue  and  Bowery  Bay  road. 

The  City  shall  also  have  the  right,  but  only  if  and  when  the  public  necessity  re- 
quires, to  open  across  the  route  of  the  railroad  company  any  new  streets  other  than  the 
five  last  mentioned;  and  the  railroad  company  shall  consent  to  such  opening  (but 
subject  to.  its  right  without  interference  to  control,  maintain  and  operate  its  road  as 
herein  provided)  if  and  when  the  public  necessity  shall  require  and  |hall  not  object 
to  the  right  of  the  City  to  so  open  them  on  the  ground  that  the  land  required  there- 
for is  already  applied  to  a public  use, — provided,  however,  and  it  is  expressly  agreed 
that  if  the  railroad  company  shall  deny  that  the  public  necessity  does  in  fact  exist, 
and  shall  raise  an  issue  as  to  the  existence  of  such  necessity  either  in  the  City’s  pro- 
ceedings to  acquire  title  to  such  street  or  in  some  other  proper  action  or  proceeding, 
and  if  the  Supreme  Court  shall  decide  that  such  public  necessity  does  not  exist,  then 
and  in  every  such  case  the  railroad  company  shall  not  be  required  to  permit  the  actual 
use  of  its  land  for  such  street.  The  determination  of  the  Appellate  Division  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  in  case  an  appeal  is  taken  by  either  party,  shall  be  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  herein  intended. 

The  cost  of  regulating,  grading  and  paving  all  streets  which  shall  be  opened  as 
herein  provided  across  the  route  of  the  railroad  company,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by 
the  railroad  company. 

The  cost  of  regulating,  grading  and  paving,  streets  within  the  meaning  of  this 
article  shall  be  deemed  to  include  only  the  cost  of  actual  construction  within  the 
limits  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  railroad  company  together  with  the  cost  of  bridges 
over  such  streets  and  the  abutments  thereof  and  supports  therefor  whether  such 
bridges  be  used  to  carry  the  new  railroad  over  streets  or  to  carry  streets  over  the  new 
railroad. 

VIII. 

It  is  understood  that  the  intention  of  the  railroad  company  is  to  use  the  new  « 
railroad  principally  for  the  carriage  of  property;  but  the  railroad  company  shall  have 
the  right  without  restriction  to  transport  over  the  new  railroad  passengers,  provided, 
however,  that  the  railroad  company  shall  have  no  power  to  carry  on  merely  local 
traffic  unless  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Mayor 
of  the  City,  and  for  such  additional  consideration  to  be  paid  to  the  City  as  they  shall 
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prescribe.  Local  traffic  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  carriage  of  passengers  or 
freight  between  points  all  within  the  boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens  or  between 
points  all  within  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

The  new  railroad  shall  be  diligently  and  skillfully  operated  with  due  regard  to 
the  convenience  of  the  traveling  public  so  long  as  the  franchise  hereby  granted  shall 
be  in  force. 

IX. 

The  City  shall  have  a lien  upon  the  franchise  and  real  property  of  the  railroad 
company  to  secure  the  payment  of  such  compensation  and  rental  and  for  the  perform- 
ance of  all  the  other  obligations  by  the  railroad  company  hereunder  including  the 
obligation  to  make  good  to  the  City  damage  in  the  case  and  as  prescribed  in  Article  V 
hereof.  In  case  of  any  failure  to  make  such  payments  as  herein  prescribed,  the  lien 
aforesaid  may  be  enforced  by  the  Board  or  by  any  authority  which  shall  be  authorized 
to  act  for  the  City  in  place  of  the  Board,  either  by  entry,  foreclosure  or  other  proper 
proceeding  and  by  sale  of  such  franchise  and  real  property. 

The  Board  may,  in  its  own  name,  or  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City,  bring 
action  for  the  specific  performance,  or  may  apply  by  mandamus  to  compel  the  per- 
formance by  the  railroad  company  of  the  duties  and  obligations  hereby  imposed  upon 
the  said  company,  or  any  of  them.  And  the  Board  may,  in  behalf  or  in  the  name  of 
the  City,  bring  action  or  proceedings  to  recover  possession  of  any  part  of  the  property 
of  the  City  to  be  used  by  the  railroad  company  as  aforesaid,  where  such  recovery  is 
necessary  to  the  enforcement  hereof  or  (to  enforce  the  said  lien  of  the  city,  or  to 
enforce  any  part  of  this  contract  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  nine  (9)  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Act,  or  any  other  proper  action  or  proceeding. 

X. 

The  railroad  company  will  not  at  any  future  time  oppose — but  shall  at  any  time 
upon  the  request  of  the  Board  consent  to — the  construction  of  any  rapid  transit  or 
street  railroad  otherwise  duly  authorized  over,  along,  under  or  across  any  portion  of 
any  of  the  said  streets,  roads  or  avenues  to  be  occupied  by  the  new  railroad  where  the 
same  shall  not  actually  interfere  with  the  structure  or  uses  of  the  new  railroad  as 
herein  authorized. 

XL 

The  City,  the  Board,  and  all  duly,  authorized  representatives  of  the  City,  shall 
have  the  right  at  all  reasonable  times,  as  well  during  construction  as  afterwards,  to 
inspect  the  new  railroad  and  any  part  thereof,  and  to  enter  thereon  when  necessary 
for  the  examination,  supervision  or  care  of  any  property  of  the  City  or  of  abutting 
property-owners  or  for  any  proper  purpose.  Nothing  in  this  franchise  shall  be 
deemed  to  diminish  or  affect  the  sanitary  or  police  jurisdiction  which  the  public 
authorities  shall  lawfully  have  over  property  in  the  City. 
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XII. 

The  railroad  company  shall  have  the  right  to  grant,  convey,  mortgage,  assign  or 
transfer  the  franchise  hereby  granted,  Provided,  however,  that  every  grantee,  assignee 
or  transferee  thereof,  not  including,  however,  a mortgagee  or  mere  lineor,  but  in- 
cluding any  purchaser  upon  foreclosure  of  or  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  provision  of 
any  mortgage  or  lien,  shall  be  a corporation  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  shall,  upon  accepting  the  grant,  assignment  or  transfer,  and  before  such 
grant,  assignment  or  transfer  shall  be  valid,  assume  and  agree  to  perform  all  of  the 
obligations  which  by  the  provisions  hereof  are  assumed  by  the  railroad  company,  and? 
that  no  such  grant,  conveyance,  assignment  or  transfer  shall  relieve  the  railroad  com- 
pany of  its  obligations  hereunder.  Such  obligations  shall  be  deemed  to  include  all 
obligations  for  damages  or  otherwise  and  whether  such  obligations  shall  have  been: 
reduced  to  judgment  or  not. 

XIII. 

If,  at  any  time,  the  powers  of  the  Board  or  any  othfer  of  the  authorities  herein 
mentioned  or  intended  to  be  mentioned  shall  be  transferred  by  law  to  any  other  boardr 
authority,  officer  or  officers,  then  and  in  such  case  such  other  board,  authority,  officer 
or  officers  shall  have  all  the  powers,  rights  and  duties  herein  reserved  to  or  prescribed 
for  the  Board  or  other  authorities,  officer  or  officers.

My  Dear  Mr.  Scully — I inclose  herewith  copies  of  proceedings  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  upon  which  some  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
and  I respectfully  ask  that  you  will  prepare  such  resolutions  as  may  be  necessary  to 
have  them  take  the  matter  up  at  the  next  meeting. 

On  June  6 the  Commissioner  requested  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  to  authorize  the  issue  of  Special  Revenue  bonds  for  the  payment  of 
additional  salary  for  Hostlers.  As  I understand  it,  this  has  to  be  first  acted  upon 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  In  this  case  the  Board  of  Aldermen  fixed  the  salary  at 
$2.50  per  day,  but  no  provision  has  been  made  for  their  payment. 

On  July  9 the  Commissioner  asked  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  authorize  the  issue  of  Special  Revenue  bonds  for  the  payment  of  an 
additional  Inspector  of  Police.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  have  authorized  the  addi- 
tional Inspector,  but  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  his  salary.  As 
I understand  it,  this  must  first  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  before  the 
Board  of  Estimate  will  act. 

You  will  greatly  oblige  me  if  you  will  give  these  matters  your  personal  attention.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen — I am  directed  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  to  request 
your  Honorable  Board  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  the 
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amount  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000),  this  sum  to  be  added  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  Commission  for  the  year  1904. 

On  August  31,  1903,  the  Commission  presented  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  its  estimate  for  this  year.  Request  was  made  for  the  sum  of  $115,730 
(an  increase  of  $15,730  over  the  amount  appropriated  for  1903)  in  lump  sum,  but  to 


be  devoted  to  the  following  purposes :

Monitors  4,000  00 

Experts  2,000  00 

Rent  2,000  00

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  appropriated  the  sum  of  $100,000,  the 
same  as  that  fixed  for  1903,  despite  the  fact  that  in  the  latter  part  of  that  year  it  became 
evident  that  the  expenses  of  the  Commission  would  exceed  the  sum  fixed  in  the  appro- 
priation and  that  then  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  at  the  Commission’s 
request,  transferred  the  sum  of  $8,700  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropria- 
tion of  another  department,  increasing  the  appropriation  for  that  year  (1903)  to 
$108,700. 

The  Commission  now  believes  that  if  the  work  of  the  Department  is  to  be  advanced 
an  additional  appropriation  of  $15,000  is  absolutely  necessary.  The  increase  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  City  and  the  constant  enlarging  of  the  several  departments  make  necessary 
the  holding  of  many  more  examinations,  and  the  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
public  in  civil  service  matters  and  the  prolific  advertising  of  examinations  in  publications 
devoted  to  civil  service  news,  in  the  daily  press  and  in  technical  and  professional  jour- 
nals has  attracted  to  those  examinations  unusually  large  numbers  of  candidates. 

Five  of  the  six  months  of  1904  have  been  given  to  the  holding  of  examinations,  the 
remaining  month — so  far  as  the  examining  force  was  concerned — having  been  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  clearing  up  of  work  left  over  from  the  year  1903.  During  that  month, 
however,  other  examinations  were  announced  and  applications  were  received,  so  that 
the  temporary  cessation  of  the  work  of  holding  examinations  will  increase  propor- 
tionately the  amount  of  work  that  will  have  to  be  done  during  the  remaining  months 
of  the  year.  It  is  estimated  that  25,000  persons  will  have  been  examined  before  the 
close  of  the  year  for  positions  in  the  competitive  class  alone,  this  estimate  being  based 
on  the  amount  of  work  that  has  thus  far  been  accomplished. 
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The  following  table  will  give  some  idea  of  the  increase  of  the  work  of  this 
Department  during  the  past  few  years :

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The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  communication  from  the 
President  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  transmitting  resolution: 


P.  J.  SCULLY,  Clerk  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  New  York,  N.  Y.: 

Dear  Sir — On  the  4th  day  of  February,  1902,  the  last  Board  of  Aldermen  (1902-04) 
requested  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  issue  Special  Revenue  Bonds 
in  various  amounts,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  suitable  street  signs  in  all  the  bor- 
oughs of  the  City,  including  a request  for  $15,000  for  that  purpose  in  the  Borough  of 
Richmond.  Owing  to  the  fact,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment failed  to  take  action  upon  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  so  far  as  Rich- 
mond was  concerned,  before  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office,  the  matter  with 
reference  to  Richmond  has  lapsed. 

I accordingly  renew  the  former  application,  and  request  that  the  present  Board 
of  Aldermen  request  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  'Apportionment  for  an  issue  of 
Special  Revenue  Bonds  in  the  amount  of  $15,000,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  suitable 
signs  designating  the  names  of  streets  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond. 

Probably  in  no  part  of  the  City  is  the  need  for  an  expenditure  of  this  kind  more 
apparent.  Appropriations  for  this  purpose  were  made  last  year  and  the  year  before 
for  all  of  the  boroughs  except  Richmond. 

The  requests  made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  this  purpose  upon  which  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  acted  were  as  follows:

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  be  and  hereby  is  Re- 
quested, in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  subdivision  8 of  section  188  of  the  amended 
Greater-  New  York  Charter,  to  authorize  the  Comptroller  to  issue  Special  Revenue 
Bonds  to  the  amount  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000),  the  proceeds  whereof  shall 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  suitable  signs  designating  the  names  of  streets  in 
the  Borough  of  Richmond.

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity — 

No.  697— (G.  O.  No.  86). 

The  Committee  on  Water  Supply*  Gas  and  Electricity,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  communication  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  submitting  to  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  the  question  of  determining  the  attitude  of  this  City  on  the  suggestions  which 
appear  in  the  memorandum  filed  by  the  Governor  in  giving  his  approval  to  the 
measure  now  known  as  chapter  752  of  the  Laws  of  1904.  commonly  called  the  Smith 
Dutchess  County  bill,  begs  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the 
Board  it  held  a public  hearing  on  the  subject  on  June  17,  1904.  and  invited  the  fol- 
lowing representative  associations  and  gentlemen  to  be  present: 

The  Merchants’  Association. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

New  York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

New  York  Fire  Insurance  Exchange. 

Builders’  League. 

Manufacturers’  Association  of  Brooklyn.

Charles  II.  Schnelle.  Secretary  of  the  Twelfth  and  Nineteenth  Ward  Real  Es- 
tate Association. 
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The  Committee  also  issued  through  the  public  press  of  the  city  a general  invi- 
tation to  the  citizens  of  the  city  to  be  present  at  the  hearing. 

The  Merchants’  Association,  through  Mr.  William  F.  King,  spoke  of  the  neces- 
sity for  an  increased  water  supply  for  the  city,  and  favored  an  extra  session  of  the 
Legislature  to  consider  the  subject. 

Mr.  Henry  W.  Eaton,  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters;  Mr.  V. 
Underwood,  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Mr.  Florace  E.  Deming,  of  the  City 
Club,  and  Mr.  Albert  R.  Lesinsky,  in  behalf  of  several  manufacturing  concerns,  while 
strongly  advocating  an  additional  water  supply  argued  against  the  advisability  of 
calling  the  Legislature  in  extra  session. 

The  Committee  also  received  letters,  which  are  appended  hereto,  from  Col. 
Robert  Grier  Monroe,  former  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity, 
and  from  Mr.  Jdhn  B.  Creighton,  Secretary  of  the  Brooklyn  League,  opposing  a 
call  for  ah  extra  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Committee,  after  giving  this  most  important  subject  full  consideration,  re- 
spectfully begs  to  report  as  follows: 

Should  the  Governor  call  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  for  the  purpose 
of  “ framing  a measure  that  will  accomplish  the  object  of  securing  additional  water 
supply  to  The  City  of  New  York”  it  would  do  either  one  of  two  things. 

1st.  It  might,  through  the  influence  of  the  Governor,  establish  a State  Purveyor 
of  Water,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Wm.  F.  King,  and  place  all  authority  for  furnishing  water 
to  cities  under  State  control. 

2d.  It  might  amend  the  Dutchess  County  act  to  permit  this  City  to  take  such 
water  from  that  county  as  was  not  required  by  the  citizens  of  that  coifnty. 

Neither  of  these  propositions  would  be  a guarantee  of  an  increased  water  supply 
to  the  City. 

If  the  first  proposition  prevailed  it  would  violate  the  first  principles  of  home  rule 
for  the  City  and  would  place  the  water  supply  of  this  City  at  the  mercy  of  the  poli- 
ticians of  the  State,  a proposition  not  to  be  countenanced  for  a moment.  . 

If  the  second  proposition  prevailed,  it  would  mean  that  this  City  after  an  expen- 
diture of  millions  of  dollars  would  be  permitted  to  take  only  the  surplus  water  from* 
that  county,  and  in  years  of  small  rainfall  and  in  years  of  drought,  the  officials  of 
that  county  could,  and  doubtless  would,  claim  that  the  county  needed  all  of  its  water 
supply  for  its  own  use,  and  this  City  would  be  deprived  of  water  from  that-  source 
at  times  when  it  was  most  urgently  needed. 

And  in  any  case,  it  may  be  assumed,  as  the  Mayor  says,  that  “ an  extra  session 
of  the  Legislature,  which  . would  consist  of  the  same  men  who  passed  this  measure, 
would  not  result  in  relief  from  the  oppression  of  this  law.” 
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But  the  Mayor  did  not  confine  his  communication  to  the  question  of  an  extra 
session  of  the  Legislature.  He"  submitted  a comprehensive  statement  of  the  water 
supply  problem,  which  he  declares  to  be  a question  of  primary  importance. 

We  have  sought,  therefore,  to  obtain  an  expression  of  public  opinion  relative 
to  the  character  and  sources  of  the  future  water  supply  of  the  City,  as  affecting  the 
question  before  us. 

The  Committee  find  there  is  a general  feeling  of  protest  against  unnecessary- 
delay  in  securing  an  additional  water  supply  and  a popular  disapproval  of  whatever 
has  been  done,  in  the  Legislature  or  elsewhere,  to  obstruct  the  City  in  obtaining: 
such  a supply. 

But  we  do  not  find  that  there  is  any  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  obtaining  water 
from  the  Dutchess  County  streams.  The  water  from  those  streams,  as  shown  by  the 
report  of  the  Burr  Water  Commission,  is  not  of  the  best  quality,  owing  to  its  exces- 
sive hardness,  making  it  undesirable  for  municipal  use  unless  mixed  with  softer 
water,  because,  with  other  objections,  of  the  danger  to  steam  boilers  from  the  use 
of  water  of  extreme  hardness.  And,  we  find,  there  are  other  and  more  important 
reasons  why  the  extension  of  our  water  system  to  the  Dutchess  County  streams 
is  undesirable. 

For  many  years  past  property-owners  and  insurance  men  have  united  in  demand- 
ing an  additional  water  supply  delivered  by  gravity  from  elevations  greater  than  the 
Croton.  They  have  protested  against  the  low  pressure  of  the  Croton,  which  makes 
it  necessary  to  pump  into  tanks  most  of  the  water  used  in  the  lower -part  of  the  Cityr 
and  much  of  that  used  in  the  -upper  portion. 

The  Fire  Underwriters  have  repeatedly  urged  the  need  of  a supply  of  water  by 
gravity,  under  a pressure  due  to  an  elevation  superior  to  that  of  the  Croton  system,  and 
sufficient  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  at  the  time  of  delivery  from  standpipes  and 
hose  in  the  buildings,  and  without  depending  upon  pumping. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  pressure  of  the  Croton  is  so  low 
that,  as  has  repeatedly  happened,  fires  have  gained  dangerous  headway  because  the 
engines  could  not  obtain  sufficient  water  from  the  hydrants,  at  the  street  level. 

It  is  conceded  by  all  that  we  have  a Fire  Department  superior  to  most  and  un- 
excelled by  any ; but  the  fire  engines  can  only  use  the  water  supplied  to  them.  If  that 
supply  is  deficient,  in  quantity  or  pressure,  the  engines  are  necessarily  ineffective. 

Few  cities  have  water  pressures  as  low  as  ours.  In  many  cities  the  pressure  is  from 
three  to  six  times  greater  than  in  New  York,  and  fires  can  be  extinguished  without  fire 
engines.  There  are  many  towns  in  New  York  St-te  which  have  water  pressures  suffi- 
cient to  put  out  fires  direct  from  the  hydrant.  To  quote  from  a statement  made  by 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters : 

“ New  York  has  outgrown  its  water  supply,  aside  from  any  question  of  quantity. 
When  the  Croton  system  was  introduced,  in  1842,  the  Astor  House  was  the  highest 
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building  in  the  City,  and  its  roof  was  eight  feet  below  the  level  to  which  the  water  would 
rise  by  gravity.  That  roof  is  now  fifty  feet  above  the  highest  point  in  the  building  which 
could  be  supplied  if  the  street  pressure  were  to  be  relied  upon  for  distribution.  As 
the  height  of  buildings  has  increased^  and  the  residential  districts  have  extended  to 
higher  grounds,  the  Croton  water  delivery  has  steadily  gone  down  lower  and  lower; 
as  the  buildings  have  risen  the  pressure  has  fallen.  In  thousands  of  buildings  the 
water  does  not  rise  above  the  first  floor.  Throughout  the  city  are  tanks,  on  the  roofs, 
which  must  be  supplied  by  pumps,.  All  large  buildings  and  thousands  of  residences 
have  force  pumps.” 

It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  while  we  must  have  more  water,  quantity  alone  is  not 
all  that  is  required.  Security  against  fire,  as  well  as  that  free  use  of  water  upon  which 
depends  our  health  and  comfort,  cannot  be  had  with  a supply  which  must  be  pumped  up 
or  drawn  from  tanks. 

And  the  cost  of  such  pumping  is  so  great  as  to  be  a serious  burden  upon  property- 
owners  ; while  the  use  of  drinking  water  drawn  from  tanks  is  always  a menace  to 
health.  To  quote  from  the  Underwriters’  statement: 

“ It  is  inadvisable  to  extend  any  pumping  system.  The  water  supply  of  the  City 
should  be  furnished  wholly  by  gravity ; not  only  because  of  the  greater  cost  of  pumping, 
but  for  the  more  important  reason  that  a gravity  supply  affords  better  security  against 
fire;  and  it  should  be  drawn  from  that  available  source  having  the  greatest  elevation.” 

In  considering  the  City’s  needs  as  to  quantity,  waste  and  excessive  use  of  water 
have  been  frequently  charged,  unjustly,  we  believe.  The  City  of  New  York  uses 
less  water  per  capita  than  any  large  city  in  this  country.  In  our  opinion  there  should 
be  no  restriction  upon  the  proper  use  of  water  by  our  people.  It  is  not  pertinent  to 
make  comparison  between  this  city  and  London  and  Paris,  which  use  less  water.  In 
both  of  those  cities  bath  tubs  and  water  closets  are  unknown  to  a great  majority  of 
the  people,  and  the  need  of  water  for  manufacturing  and  navigation  purposes,  and  for 
boilers  for  pumping  and  running  elevators,  is  comparatively  insignificant. 

Waste  should  be  prevented.  But  if  we  are  to  rely  upon  the  report  of  the  Burr 
Commission  the  loss  from  waste  “ is  much  less  than  heretofore  supposed.” 

We  are  convinced  that  the  future  needs  of  the  City  should  be  supplied  from  a 
source  and  through  a system  separate  from  that  of  the  Croton. 

It  is  possible  for  The  City  of  New  York  to  obtain  water,  of  greater  purity  and 
softness  than  the  Croton,  from  mountain  regions  west  of  the  Hudson,  in  abundant 
quantity,  from  elevations  that  will  afford  'a  pressure  sufficient  to  carry  the  water 
by  gravity  to  the  tops  of  all  buildings,  except  the  so-called  “ sky-scrapers.”  It*  would 
not  be  desirable  to  supply  water  under  such  pressure  to  all  parts  of  the  City,  but  it 
could  be  furnished  to  the  lower  sections  and  to  parts  of  Brooklyn,  where  high  pressure 
is  most  needed  and  where  fire  risks  are  greatest,  and  to  those  “ high  service  ” districts 
now  furnished  from  pumping  stations;  leaving  the  Croton  to  be  supplied  to  those 
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sections  where  “ high  service  ” is  not  necessary.  A rearrangement  of  pipes  and  con- 
nections for  such  distribution  would  be  necessary.  But  whatever  might  be  required 
in  that  direction  would  be  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  advantages  gained.  The 

burden  of  cost  would  doubtless  be  less  than  now  imposed  by  the  necessity  of 

pumping,  and  by  the  high  rates  of  insurance  due  to  greater  fire  risks. 

The  report  of  the  Burr  Commission  informs  us  that  water  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Catskills  in  greater  quantity,  from  superior  elevations  and  of  better  quality,  than 
from  any  other  sources.  The  report  says: 

“ The  waters  of  the  Esopus  and  Rondout  creeks  are  exceptionally  desirable  for 

public  supply;  they  are  the  best  waters  that  are  available  in  any  direction  for  an  addi- 
tional supply  for  New  York  City.” 

If  that  be  so,  and  from  our  inquiry  we  are  convinced  that  it  is  so,  the  City  ought 
not  to  go  to  Dutchess  County,  or  to  any  watershed  east  of  the  Hudson,  for  its  addi- 
tional water  supply.  Such  a supply  from  Dutchess  County,  besides  being  of  inferior 
quality,  would  necessarily  be  supplemental  to  the  Croton  system,  and  could  not  be 
delivered  in  the  City  under  a pressure  greater  than  that  of  the  Croton. 

The  Mayor  says : 

‘‘It  is  not  improbable  that  before  long  New  York  City  will  be  required  to  cross 
the  Hudson  and  draw  water  from  the  streams  in  the  Counties  on  its  westerly  bank.” 

Our  inquiry  has  convinced  us  that  the  City  should  do  that  now,  and  that  it  is 
inadvisable  to  resort  to  any  other  sources  of  supply  until  the  watersheds  west  of  the 
Hudson  are  exhausted.  How  long  it  will  be  before  that  would  occur  may  be  judged 
by  the  fact  that  it  is  demonstrated  by  the  Engineers’  reports  that  we  may  obtain  from 
those  sheds  a supply  of  nearly,  if  not  quite,  1,000,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  superior  quality  and  purity  of  the  water  from  the  Catskill  regions,  where 
the  population  is  sparse  and  there  is  little  or  no  manufacturing,  should,  apart  from 
any  other  consideration,  determine  the  matter  as  against  the  watersheds  east  of  the 
Hudson,  where  population  is  rapidly  increasing,  and  where  there  are  numerous  factories 
and  other  sources  of  pollution,  which  do  not  exist  on  the  mountain  slopes  west  of  4he 
Hudson. 

It  may  be  that  the  cost  of  constructing  works  necessary  to  secure  a supply  from 
the  west  side  of  the  river  would  be  greater  than  from  the  east  side;  but,  if  so,  we  be- 
lieve it  would  be  offset,  and  perhaps  overbalanced,  by  the  greater  cost  of  the  property 
necessary  to  be  taken  on  the  east  side  of  the  Hudson.  It  certainly  would  be  greatly 
over-balanced  if  the  City  were  compelled  to  pay  damages  on  account  of  the  industrial 
interests  which  might  be  destroyed  or  injured.  The  question  o^  cost  is  a serious  one 
and  should  be  carefully  considered;  but  it  should  not  govern  the  conclusion  as  to 
what  is  best  to  be  done,  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  cheaper  method  is,  in  all  other 
respects,  the  least  desirable. 
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We  are  convinced  that  public  opinion  will  sustain  the  City  authorities  in  dealing 
with  this  question  not  from  the  standpoint  of  the  present,  but  with  a broad  and  com- 
prehensive regard  for  the  needs  of  the  metropolis  which  is  to  come. 

We  are  justified  in  supposing  that  this  is  to  be  the  first  city  of  the  world,  not 
only  in  wealth  and  importance,  but  in  population.  Everywhere  we  have  evidence  that 
former  administrations  have  failed  to  realize  the  future  greatness  of  the  city  they 
were  providing  for.  We  should  not  make  that  mistake.  In  dealing  with  this  water 
question  we  should  provide  for  all  future  needs.  It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  obtain 
more  water  now  than  we  will  need  for  the  immediate  future ; but  the  system  we  adopt 
should  be  capable  of  extension  into  elevated  areas  from  which  can  be  drawn  by  gravity, 
as  necessity  requires,  further  supplies  of  pure  water  under  pressure  sufficient  to  make 
pumps  and  tanks  unnecessary,  in  great  part  at  least,  and  to  afford  protection  against 
fire. 

The  report  of  the  Burr  Commission,  the  reports  formerly  made  by  the  Engineers 
of  the  Water  Department,  and  the  statements  of  the  fire  underwriters  and  property 
owners  who  have  interested  themselves  in  the  matter,  in  their  own  and  in  the  City’s 
behalf,  warrant  us  in  the  conclusion  that  such  a water  supply  as  that  described  can 
only  be  obtained  from  west  of  the  Hudson. 

That  being  so,  our  being  prohibited  from  going  to  Dutchess  County  for  water 
is  of  no  present  consequence.  That  was  the  opinion  of  the  greater  number  of  those 
who  appeared  at  the  public  hearing  held  by  the  committee. 

To  sum  up,  the  Committee  most  respectfully  reports  that,  according  to  the  sen- 
timents expressed  by  those  who  attended  the  public  hearing,  and  in  the  communica- 
tions received  from  prominent  gentlemen,  the  Committee  finds  that  the  citizens  of 
the  City  arex>pposed  to  requesting  the  Governor  to  convene  the  Legislature  in  extra 
session. 

The  City  of  New  York  ha:s  authority,  under  sections  472,  486,  488,  489  and  490 
of  the  Charter,  to  condemn  for  its  water  supply  land  in  any  part  of  the  State*  except 
in  Suffolk  and  Dutchess  counties.  And  it  can  proceed  to  do  whatever  may  be  neces- 
sary without  awaiting  further  legislation. 

The  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel  are  vested  with  full  power  under  the  sections  of  the  Charter  above  quoted, 
to  go  into  any  county,  except  the  two  above  mentioned,  make  surveys  and  prepare 
maps  of  available  watersheds  and  to  file  th*e  same  in  the  county  or  counties  from 
which  it  is  considered  necessary  to  draw  a supply  of  water  for  the  City,  these  being 
the  first  necessary  steps  toward  condemnation  proceedings. 

Realizing  the  truth  of  the  declaration  of  the  Mayor,  that  “ the  prosperity  of  the 
City,  as  well  as  the  health  of  its  inhabitants,  is  largely  dependent  upon  an  abundant 
and  wholesome  water  supply.” 
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The  Committee  recommends  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  com- 
municate with  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  who  has  the 
authority  under  the  law  to  determine  sources  of  available  water  supply,  and  to  urge 
the  resumption  of  the  work  which  was  commenced  in  May,  1901,  by  the  then  Commis- 
sioner of  Water  Supply  and  suspended  by  his  successor  in  office  in  January,  1902, 
and  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  be  requested  to  make  the  neces- 
sary appropriations. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  by  the  interruption  of  this  work  nearly  three  years  of 
valuable  time  has  been  lost. 

The  Committee  attaches  herewith  all  the  papers  on  the  subject.

Dear  Sir — On  behalf  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  and  at  its 
special  request,  I present  to  your  Honor  copy  of  a resolution  unanimously  passed  at  its 
monthly  meeting  yesterday,  drawing  your  serious  attention  to  the  situation  brought  about 
by  the  late  action  of  the  Legislature  as  affecting  the  water  supply  of  this  City.  This 
resolution  has  been  signed,  as  you  will  perceive,  by  the  President  of  the  Board,  and  I 
am  now  addressing  you  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply  of  that  body. 

For  a period  of  over  twenty  years  the  underwriters  of  this  City  have  endeavored 
to  awake  public  interest  to  the  needs  of  the  City  in  regard  to  its  water  supply,  and  have 
repeatedly  urged  that  the  Croton  watershed  was  inadequate  as  a source  of  supply,  and 
much  gratification  has  been  afforded  the  interests  I represent  by  the  clearly  expressed 
view  cf  the  eminent  engineers  who  form  the  Water  Commission  confirmatory  of  the 
opinion  so  consistently  entertained  by  the  underwriting  interest. 

As  ihe  watersheds  of  the  Fishkill  and  Wappinger  figure  in  the  report  of  the 
Commission  as  those  most  readily  available,  and  whose  supplies  could  be  the  most 
quickly  furnished,  the  action  taken  by  the  Legislature  would  appear  to  be 
peculiarly  unfortunate  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  especially  as  your  Honor’s 
attention  has  doubtless  been  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  consumption  of  water  in  New 
York  now  fully  equals  the  estimated  supply  of  the  Croton  watershed,  even  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  works  now  in  progress.  As,  in  order  to  procure  the  supply  recommended 
by  the  Commission  to  be  taken  by  the  City  from  the  Fishkill  and  Wappinger,  a con- 
siderable time  would  be  required,  the  situation  would  appear  to  be  most  threatening 
and  to  demand  the  quickest  remedy  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  City  to  apply.

In  view  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  appointed  to  consider  the  water  supply 
of  New  York  City,  in  which  the  acquirement  by  the  City,  among  other  sources  of 
supply,  of  the  watersheds  of  the  Fishkill  and  the  Wappinger  was  strongly  urged  as  a 
necessary  addition  to  the  Croton  system;  and  in  view  of  the  urgency  of  the  City’s 
need  in  the  near  future  for  more  water  than  it  is  possible  for  the  Croton  shed  to 
supply,  even  with  the  additional  storage  facilities  now  in  course  of  construction;  and 
in  view  of  the  recent  law  having  the  assent  of  the  Governor  of  this  State,  which  pro- 
hibits the  diversion  to  the  Croton  of  the  sources  of  supply  mentioned, 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  regards  with  much  anxiety  the  delay  in  providing  an 
additional  water  supply  involved  in  the  action  in  question,  and  respectfully  invites  the 
serious  attention  of  the  Mayor  of  this  City  to  the  report  of  the  Commission,  deprecating 
any  action  that  will  interfere  with  or  diminish  any  of  the  natural  sources  of  water 
supply  recommended  in  said  report. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply  be  authorized  to  present  the 
above  resolution,  bearing  the  signature  of  the  President  of  this  Board,  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  of  this  City,  with  such  remarks  in  furtherance  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
to  take  such  other  action  in  a like  direction  as  may  seem  to  it  desirable  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Board.

Sir — In  a communication  sent  by  you  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  under  date  of  June 
7,  1904,  you  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  water  supply  of  The  City 
of  New  York,  both  present  and  future. 

We  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  facts: 

The  Present  Needs. 

The  danger  of  a water  famine  is  always  perilously  near  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

The  serious  risk  of  such  a condition  of  affairs,  not  only  to  the  business  and 
financial  interests  of  this  City,  but  to  the  health  and  safety  of  the  community  as  well, 
need  not  be  dwelt  upon,  nor  the  danger  from  a conflagration  which  might  ensue  such  * 
as  that  which  recently  took  place  in  Baltimore. 

The  present  possible  supply  of  water  from  the  Croton  watershed,  when  there  is 
abundant  rainfall,  is  about  270,000,000  to  280,000,000  gallons  per  day.  This  is  barely 
sufficient  for  the  City’s  present  needs  without  any  increase  of  consumption.  In  a 
dry  season,  such  as  occurred  several  times  between  1880  and  1898,  and  which  is  sure  to 
occur  again,  this  supply  would  be  reduced  from  one-third  to  one-half,  and  the  City 
would  face  a water  famine.

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The  daily  consumption  of  water  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  increases  each  year 
from  7.000.000  to  10,000,000  gallons.  Without  provision  for  an  increased  supply  of 
water  to  meet  this  increased  consumption  a water  famine  will  result,  irrespective  of 
whether  we  have  dry  seasons  or  wet  seasons. 

The  Facts  Well  Known. 

These  facts  are  not  new;  attention  has  been  called  to  the  situation  repeatedly  in 
the  past  five  years  by  those  familiar  with  the  subject,  but  the  warnings  given  have 
not  been  heeded.  The  problem  has  been  investigated  again  and  again.  What  is 
required  now  is  action. 

Sources  of  Additional  Supply. 

The  available  sources  of  additional  water  supply  for  the  City  all  lie  to  the  north 
and  northwest  of  the  present  Croton  watershed; 

The  main  sources  are: 

1.  The  Fishkill  creek  watershed. 

2.  The  Wappinger  creek,  watershed. 

3.  The  Esopus  watershed  in  the  Catskills. 

4.  Rondout  creek  watershed. 

5.  The  Jantzen  kill  watershed. 

All  of  the  above  are  gravity  systems.  A sixth  possibility  is  to  obtain  water  from 
the  Hudson  river  by  a pumping  system  with  a pumping  station  at  about  Hyde  Park. 
A Hudson  river  supply  would  involve  provision  for  artificial  filtration. 

The  Fishkill  and  Wappinger  creek  watersheds  with  the  necessary  reservoirs  would 
afford  a supply  of  60.000.000  gallons  per  day  at  a cost  of  approximately  $39,000. 

The  Esopus  creek  watershed  would  afford  a further  supply  of  260,000.000  gallons 
per  day,  tit  an  additional  cost  of  $21,000,000.  That  is,  an  additional  supply  of  320,- 
000,000  gallons  per  day  from  the  Fishkill  creek,  Wappinger  creek  and  Esopus  creek 
watersheds  can  be  secured  at  an  expenditure  of  $60,000,000. 

To  get  water  from  any  of  these  sources  or  from  any  additional  source  whatever 
it  is  necessary  in  every  case  to  build  a tunnel  through  the  mountainous  country  north 
of  the  Croton  watershed. 

Under  the  most  favorable  conditions,  it  will  take  five  years  to  build  this  tunneh 
What  Should  be  Done. 

Existing  law  gives  the  City  power  to  condemn  for  its  water  supply  land  in  any 
part  of  the  State  except  in  Suffolk  and  Dutchess  counties.  The  City  has  the  financial 
ability  and  the  legal  power  to  build  the  tunnel  through  which  the  additional  water 
supply  must  be  brought.  Whether  the  so-called  Smith  law  is  repealed  this  sum- 
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mer  or  next  winter  is  of  little  moment.  It  will  take  at  least  five  years  in  any  event 
before  the  City  can  procure  water  from  Dutchess  County. 

What  is  most  imperatively  needed  now  is  that  the  City  Administration  declare 
a definite  policy  as  to  the  procuring  of  an  additional  water  supply — a policy  which 
can  be  carried  out  within  measurable  time — and  show  some  clear  indications  of  a 
determination  to  act. 

The  Legislature. 

When  New  York  City  has  a definite  and  adequate  policy  for  obtaining  the  ad- 
ditional water  without  which,  as  is  perfectly  plain,  its  growth  in  population  and  com- 
merce must  cease,  and  for  lack  of  which  the  health  and  the  property  of  its  citizens’ 
are  in  grave  peril,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  State  Legislature  will  grant  any 
further  powers  needed  to  put  that  policy  into  execution. 

To  Sum  Up. 

The  City’s  dire  need  of  more  water  is  known.  The  most  readily  available  sources 
of  additional  water  supply  are  known.  A commission  composed  of  three  of  the  most 
competent  and  best  equipped  experts  in  the  country  has  reported  a complete  and 
thoroughly  worked  out  plan  which,  if  carried  out  intelligently,  will,  within  the  short- 
est possible  time,  bring  these  courses  within  reach  of  the  City  and  furnish  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  water  to  every  one  of  its  boroughs.  The  City  has  ample  legal  power 
to  "begin  the  work  at  once.  . . 

The  City  should  either  adopt  this  plan  promptly  or  give  the  most  cogent  of  rea- 
sons for  rejecting  it;  and  if  this  plan  is  to  be  rejected  there  is  the  greater  need  of 
prompt  action  by  the  City  authorities.

Committee  on  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Chairman  and  Gentlemen — As  a careful  listener  at  the  public  hearing  before  you 
June  17,  1904,  upon  the  question  whether  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  should 
be  called  to  consider  the  City’s  water  supply  problem,  I was  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  only  one  of  the  civic  bodies  represented  advanced  any  arguments  in  favor  of 
calling  such  an  extra  session.  The  representatives  of  that  body  stated  that  the  extra 
session  was  needed  to  “ put  up  ” to  the  Legislature  not  merely  the  water  supply  ques- 
tion, but  also  the  question  of  pipe  galleries,  transportation  reforms  and  other  un- 
related matters. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  if  you  believe  that  the  gentlemen  who  spoke  before 
you  represented  the  sentiments  of  the  “citizens,”  may  conscientiously  report  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  that  the  “citizens”  of  the  City  do  not  desire  the  extra  session 
which  the  Governor  has  volunteered  to  call  if  the  “ citizens  ” desire  it. 

There  are  other  considerations,  however,  which  may  appeal  to  your  committee. 
The  thinking  and  voting  independent  citizens  of  the  City  were  not  represented  by  any 
gentleman  who  spoke  before  you.  Most  of  the  speakers  represented  special  interests 
and  each  one  of  them  has  a different  solution  of  the  water  supply  problem,  and  no  oie 
of  them  can  by  any  known  arguments  be  induced  to  abandon  the  advocacy  of  his 
particular  solution. 

The  thinking  and  voting  independent  masses  will  be  individually  affected  by  an^ 
scarcity  or  shortage  of  the  public  water  supply,  and  exactty  to  the  extent  to  which 
they  are  individually  harmed  will  they  hojd  responsible  the  City  administration  which 
tails  for  no  matter  how  good  a reason  to  foresee  a coming  disaster  and  take  th: 
necessary  steps  to  avert  it.  It  is  impossible  to  expect  that  those  masses  either  knew 
of  your  public  hearing,  or  if  they  did  know  of  it,  could  attend,  or  if  they  could  at- 
tend, could  make  their  sentiments  known  to  your  committee.  Doubtless  there 
are  few  of  them  who  have  any  definite  ideas- on  the  question  of  water  supply.  That 
is  a very  technical  question  which  only  an  interested  and  intelligent  minority  can 
properly  solve.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  the  great  majority  whose  sentiments 
it  is  impossible  to  obtain  by  calling  public  hearings  will  hold  responsible  for  any 
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disaster  those  who  have  the  power  to  act  to  avert  such  disaster  and  who  fail  to  use 
such  power. 

Whether  properly  or  improperly  the  responsibility  has  been  shifted  upon  you  cf 
determining  whether  action  in  the  direction  of  an  adequate  water  supply  should  be 
taken  at  once.  That  disaster  through  water  shortage  is  a reasonable  probability  has 
been  pointed  out  by  all  of  the  experts  and  officials  who  have  ever  studied  the  water 
question.  Four  years  ago,  according  to  the  present  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  the 
danger  was  so  imminent  as  to  justify  the  then  City  administration  in  advocating  a very 
long-term  contract  with  the  Ramapo  Water  Company  for  the  purchase  of  water  by 
the  City  at  $70  per  million  gallons.  If  the  danger  was  so  imminent  then  as  to  justify 
such  a contract,  how  much  more  imminent  it  is  now ! 

The  best  sources  from  which  to  obtain  an  adequate  future  supply  of  pure  and 
wholesome  water  have  been  determined  at  great  expense  by  the  Burr  Commission, 
composed  of  experts,  two  of  whom  had  made  previously  special  studies  of  the  water 
problem  of  this  City,  and  the  third  of  whom  is  so  highly  regarded  as  an  engineer 
as  to  be  placed  upon  the  Panama  Canal  Commission.  It  is  not  to  be  conceived  that  any 
other  or  different  commission  could  make  any  better  recommendations  or  get  at  the 
necessary  facts  more  accurately  and  exhaustively,  and  any  one  who  attempts  to  state 
otherwise  runs  the  risk  of  being  considered  favorable  to  interests  which  are  adverse 
to  those  of  the  City.  You  can  well  therefore  take  for  granted  that  the  best  and  most 
available  future  sources  of  water  supply  have  been  determined. 

The  City  authorities  as  at  present  constituted  have  ample  power  to  carry  out 
all  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Burr  Commission  except  a recommendation  to  take 
the  head  waters  of  the  Fishkill  and  Wappinger  creeks  in  Dutchess  County.  The  City 
can  outside  of  that  county  condemn  land  which  may  be  needed  as  a source  of  water 
supply  and  for  the  aqueducts  and  other  appurtenances  to  make  such  source  available. 
The  City’s  debt  limit  will  not  be  exceeded  if  the  entire  expense  estimated  by  the  Burr 
Commission  should  be  authorized  by  the  City  authorities.  The  City  authorities  have 
power  to  issue  bonds  for  any  purpose  authorized  by  the  Charter.  There  is  absolutely 
nothing  to  prevent  the  present  City  administration  from  taking  action  on  the  whole 
Burr  Commission  report,  except  that  the  so-called  Smith  Bill  prevents  the  City  from 
condemning  land  for  a water  supply  in  Dutchess  County.  Such  land  can,  however, 
even  now,  be  bought  at  private  sale. 

There  are  only  two  things,  then,  which  can  require  an  extra  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature. The  first  is  the  modification  of  the  Smith  Bill,  in  case  the  present  City  ad- 
ministration think  it  necessary  or  advisable  to  take  the  water  of  Dutchess  County. 
If  the  administration  fails  to  seize  the  present  opportunity  of  getting  such  water,  the 
responsibility  is  on  it  alone.  It  can  say  the  Dutchess  County  water  is  not  fit  for 
municipal  use  even  when  mingled  with  the  Croton.  It  can  say  that  the  Croton  sup- 
ply when  properly  impounded  will  be  entirely  adequate  for  many  years  to  come.  It 
can  say  that  the  Mayor  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  were  all  wrong  when  they  begged 
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and  implored  the  Governor  not  to  sign  the  Smith  Bill.  It  can  say  that  what  with 
politics  and  other  things  it  is  entirely  too  busy,  anyhow,  to  take  up  the  water  question 
at  the  present  time.  It  can  do  any  of  these  things,  but  the  responsibility  is  on  it,  and 
it  will  be  held  accountable  according  as  it  recognizes  or  fails  to  recognize  the  responsi- 
bility or  meets  or  evades  the  same. 

The  second  and  only  other  consideration  which  could  lead  to  the  calling  of  an 
extra  session  at  the  present  time  would  be  a concession  by  the  present  administration 
that  it  is  unable  to  grapple  with  the  present  situation,  either  because  of  the  press  of 
other  public  business  or  lack  of  facilities  or  for  any  other  reason.  Here  again  the 
administration  is  at  the  meeting  of  the  ways,  and  according  to  the  path  which  it  shall 
choose  will  it  be  judged.  If  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
immediately  take  up  the  water  problem  with  the  intention  of  getting  some  results,  and 
they  actually  do  get  results,  the  City  will  applaud.  If  they  frankly  and  honestly  con- 
fess that  the  press  of  current  business  prevents  them  from  taking  action  which  will 
end  in  results  and  if  they  call  upon  the  Governor  to  pass  a law  for  the  creation  of  a 
water  supply  commission  to  serve  for  a fixed  term  of  years,  removable  by  the  Mayor 
on  charges  possessing  properly  regulated  but  independent  powers  and  functions  to 
do  those  things  which  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  are 
too  busy  to  do,  the  City  will  again  applaud,  even  though  political  or  other  considera- 
tions may  prevent  the  Republican  Governor  and  Legislature  from  giving  the  City^ 
what  its  representatives  ask.  The  responsibility  of  failure  in  such  a case  will  not  rest 
upon  the  City  administration,  but  it  will  be  deemed  to  have  fulfilled  its  entire  duty. 

Even  though  the  public  hearing  may  not  have  made  it  clear  to  your  committee,  the 
people  of  this  City  want  action  on  the  water  supply  problem,  and  the  present  administra- 
tion will  be  applauded  or  condemned  according  as  it  foresees  or  fails  to  foresee  its 
plain  duty.  The  function  of  your  committee  and  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  to 
make  these  truths  plain  to  those  who  would  shift  upon  you  the  responsibility  for  doing- 
nothing.

Dear  Sir— I have  your  communication  referring  to  the  memorandum  filed  by  the 
Governor  in  giving  his  approval  to  a bill  which  now  stands  as  chapter  752  of  the  Laws 
of  1904,  by  which  measure  it  appears  that  the  City  is  practically  prohibited  from  acquir- 
ing by  condemnation  lands  or  water  rights  in  Dutchess  County  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  an  additional  water  supply.  I am  compelled  to  be  out  of  town  on  Friday  and 
will  be  unable  to  attend  the  public  hearing  at  which  this  matter  is  to  be  discussed. 

Before  my  appointment  as  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  in 
July,  1902,  Mayor  Low  stated  to  me  that  in  his  opinion  steps  should  be  immediately 
taken  for  securing  and  developing  an  additional  source  of  water  supply  for  the  City ; 
that  the  matter  was  most  urgent  and  should  be  undertaken  with  the  least  possible 
delay.  In  the  fall  of  that-year,  the  Comptroller  addressed  a letter  to  the  Mayor  urging 
immediate  action  and  suggesting  the  appointment  of  an  expert  commission  to  investi- 
gate the  entire  subject  and  submit  the  result  of  their  investigations  with  such  recom- 
mend .tions  as  they  saw  fit  to  make  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

On  December  16,  1902,  a contract  was  entered  into  between  the  City  and  William 
H.  Burr,  Rudolph  Herring  and  John  R.  Freeman,  as  a Commission  on  Additional 
Water  Supply,  such  Commission  agreeing  to  “make  a thorough,  complete  and  ex- 
haustive examination  and  investigation  of”  certain  subjects  connected  with  the  water 
supply  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  to  report  fully  upon 

“ The  future  source  of  supply  for  the  City  which  shall  be  most  available  from  the 
point  of  view  of  cost  and  quality  of  water,  to  meet  the  probable  future  conditions  of 
the  City,  with  the  estimated  cost  of  each,  the  probable  yield  of  water  from  each  and' the 
length  of  time  required  to  complete  each,  with  general  plans  and  specifications.” 

The  Commission  completed  the  work  of  investigation  on  November  .30,  1903,  and 
presented  their  report,  which  was  subsequently  submitted  by  Mayor  Low  to  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.  The  Commission  reported  that  the  most  available 
waters  for  the  future  source  of  supply  for  the  City  in  cost  and  quality  were  the  upper 
waters  of  the  Fishkill  and  Wappinger  creeks  in  Dutchess  County,  together  with  the 
waters  of  the  Esopus  and  Rondout  creeks  in  the  Catskills,  and  later  the  Jansen  kill  in 
Columbia  County.  The  Commission  found  that  by  the  development  of  the  upper  waters 
of  these  nearby  streams  on  both  banks  of  the  Hudson,  a gravity  supply  could  be  ob-v 
tained  which  would  provide  for  the  increasing  needs  of  the  City  during  the  next  thirty 
years.  The  Commission  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a supply  from  Fishkill  creek 
could  be  secured  more  quickly  than  from  any  other  source.  They  emphasized  this  con- 
sideration because  we  are  now  using  what  may  be  considered  the  safe  yield  of  the  Cro- 
ton watershed  in  dry  years,  and  each  month’s  delay  in  starting  the  work  of  construction 
involves  additional  risk  of  shortage. 
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The  bill  which  the  Governor  has  approved  in  effect  deprives  the  City  from  securing 
not  only  any  of  the  waters  of  the  Fishkill  creek,  but  any  creek  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Hudson. 

At  the  hearing  before  the  Governor  it  was  urged  on  behalf  of  the  City  that  the 
plan  proposed  by  the  Commission  on  Additional  Water  Supply  did  not  contemplate 
extracting  all  the  water  from  the  two  Dutchess  County  streams,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  after  the  City’s  development  of  the  watersheds  was  completed  there  would  be 
a more  even  flow  and  better  provision  for  local  industries  than  now  exists.  The 
supporters  of  the  bill  met  these  statements  with  the  argument  Jhat  there  could  be 
no  guarantee  that  the  City  would  adhere  to  the  plan  recommended  by  the  Commis- 
sion on  Additional  Water  Supply,  but  might  decide  to  divert  the  entire  flow  of  the 
streams. 

I do  not  think  that  the  Legislature  as  at  present  constituted  will  repeal  abso- 
lutely chapter  752  of  the  Laws  of  1904,  and  I believe,  moreover,  that  before  appli- 
cation is  made  to  the  Legislature  to  modify  this  law  the  policy  of  the  City  should 
be  definitely  determined.  The  people  of  Dutchess  County  have  secured  special 
legislation,  but  the  situation  in  Dutchess  County  with  regard  to  local  riparian  in- 
dustries is  not  unique,  and  unless  this  City  has  a specific  proposition  to  submit  legis- 
lation of  a general  character  may  be  enacted  which  will  prove  more  embarrassing 
than  the  loss  of  water  from  the  two  streams  we  are  trying  to  secure. 

In  my  opinion  The  City  of  New  York  should  first  adopt  the  recommendations 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Additional  Water  Supply,  or  reject 
that  report  and  prepare  and  adopt  other  plans  for  the  development  of  other  sources 
as  speedily  as  possible.  If,  during  the  next  four  or  five  weeks,  the  City  government 
can  fully  examine  and  consider  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Additional  Water 
Supply  and  after  examination  and  consideration  decide  that  the  sources  of  supply 
recommended  in  that  report  should  be  developed  for  a future  supply  for  the  City, 
then  I would  advocate  the  calling  of  an  extra  session  for  the  repeal  or  a modifica- 
tion of  the  Smith  bill  and  the  enactment  of  whatever  further  legislation  may  be  ad- 
visable. On  the  other  hand,  if  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission  on  Addi- 
tional Water  Supply  do  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  City  authorities  and  other 
plans  are  to  be  prepared,  then,  in  my  opinion,  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature 
is  neither  necessary  or  advantageous.

Dear  Sir — I must  apologize  for  this  tardy  reply  to  your  letter  of  June  11  regarding 
an  expression  of  opinion  from  the^Brooklyn  League  with  reference  to  an  extra 'ses- 
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sion  of  the  Legislature  for  the  consideration  of  an  increased  water  supply  for  Ihe  City 
of  New  York.  I was  disappointed  upon  attending  the  meeting  to  find  J.  Hampden 
Dougherty,  James  McKeen  and  Abner  S.  Haight  all  absent.  I had  depended  upon 
these  men  to  be  present  and  speak  on  behalf  of  the  League.  We  have  had  no  general 
meeting  at  which  this  matter  has  come  up,  and  I am  unable  to  report  what  the  action 
of  the  League  might  be. 

There  seems  to  be  a very  great  apathy  on  the  part  of  Brooklyn  citizens  which  a 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  might  possibly  dispel.  However,  personally,  I be- 
lieve that  it  would  be  better  to  defer  any  legislation  until  the  regular  session.

In  connection  therewith  Alderman  Wirth  moved  that  the  following  Law  of  1904 
be  printed: 

Laws  of  New  York. — By  Authority. 

Chapter  752. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  general  municipal  law,  in  relation  to  the  acquisition  of  water 

rights. 

Became  a law  May  14,  1904,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed,  three- 
fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Chapter  six  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-two,  entitled  “ An  act  in  relation  to  municipal  corporations,  constituting 
chapter  seventeen  of  the  general  laws,”  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  a new  section 
to  be  section  twenty-five-a  thereof,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

§ 25-a.  Limitation  on  acquisition  of  water  rights. — Notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  any  general  or  special  law,  a municipal  or  other  corporation  shall  not  have  power 
to  acquire,  by  condemnation,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  or  improving  its  water 
supply,  any  stream  or  waters,  situated  outside  the  boundaries  of  such  municipal 
corporation,  that  afford  the  chief  source  of  power  to,  or  are  necessary  in  the  process 
of  manufacturing,  washing  or  dyeing  in,  a mill  or  mills,  situated  in  a city  or  village 
within  the  county  of  Dutchess  that  flows  through  either  of  the  towns  of  Fishkill, 
Wappingers  or  Poughkeepsie  into  the  Hudson  river,  the  inhabitants  whereof  are  chiefly 
dependent  on  such  mill  or  mills  for  employment  and  support. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  question  of  determining  the  attitude  of 
the  .City  on  the  suggestions  which  appear  in  the  memorandum  filed  by  the  Governor 
in  giving  his  approval  to  the  measure  now  known  as  chapter  752  of  the  Laws  of  1904. 

This  measure  purports  to  deny  to  The  City  of  New  York  the  right  to  acquire 
by  condemnation,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  or  improving  its  water  supply,  “ any 
stream  of  water  which  may  be  the  chief  source  of  power  to,  or  necessary  in  the 
process  of  manufacturing,  washing  or  dyeing  in  a mill  or  mills  situated  in  a city 
or  village  within  the  County  of  Dutchess,  which  flows  through  either  of  the  towns 
of  Fishkill,  Wappingers  or  Poughkeepsie  into  the  Hudson  river,  the  inhabitants  whereof 
are  chiefly  dependent  upon  such  mill  or  mills  for  employment  or  support.” 

I have  quoted  the  exact  language  of  the  statute,  but  do  not  purpose  to  comment 
on  the  adequacy  of  expression  as  affecting  the  seeming  intention  of  the  act. 

Assuming  for  the  sake  of  argument  that  the  language  is  legally  sufficient,  and 
that  the  measure  is  constitutional,  its  effect  will  be  to  exclude  New  York  City  from 
acquiring  by  condemnation  any  water  rights  in  Dutchess  County  to  increase  its  present 
resources. 

O11  the  hearing  before  the  Legislative  Committee  which  had  the  bill  under  con- 
sideration, the  representative  of  the  City  opposed  its  passage,  but  it  passed  both 
Houses,  and  was  sent  to  the  Governor.  On  the  hearing  before  the  Governor  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  at  my  instance,  opposed  it,  and  associated  with  him  in  opposition 
appeared  Hon.  John  T.  Oakley,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Water  Sup- 
ply, Lias  and  Electricity,  and  his  predecessor  in  office,  Hon.  Robert  Grier  Monroe, 
with  Mr.  J.  H.  Freeman,  the  Engineer  under  the  commission  appointed  by  my  pred- 
ecessor. as  well  as  representatives  of  several  quasi-public  bodies  and  many  of  our 
foremost  citizens.  These  gentlemen  made  clear  explanation  of  the  effect  of  the  bill 
on  the  present  and  future  prosperity  of  the  City  and  the  well-being  of  its  citizens.  The 
Governor,  however,  signed  the  measure,  and  I append  hereto  the  full  text  of  his 
memorandum  filed  at  that  time. 

The  principal  feature  to  which  I direct  your  attention,  is  stated  in  these  words : 

“ In  giving  my  approval,  therefore,  to  this  measure,  I do  so  with  no  other  object 
in  view  than  this:  to  reserve  such  authority  yas  is  in  me  vested  to  convene  the  Legisla- 
ture in  extra  session,  if  the  citizens  of  New  York  so  desire,  in  order  to  permit  the 
framing  of  a measure  that  will  accomplish  the  object  of  securing  additional  water  sup- 
ply to  The  City  of  New  York.” 

I am  not  convinced  that  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature,  which  would  consist 
of  the  same  men  who  passed  this  measure,  would  result  in  relief  from  the  oppression 
of  this  law.  But,  even  if  it  did,  such  legislation  would  still  have  to  stand  the  survey' 
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of  the  Governor,  whose  fixed  opinion,  as  I glean  it  from  his  memorandum,  is  opposed 
to  anything  like  a repeal  of  this  law.  It  may  be,  therefore,  that  hope  of  relief  must  be 
deferred  until  the  Senate  and  Assembly  consider  the  matter  in  next  year’s  session. 

I am  loath,  however,  to  permit  my  personal  misgivings  as  to  the  result  to  interfere 
with  any  effort  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  City  to  remedy  the  present  situation, 
and  I would  ask  for  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  were  it  not  for  the  language 
of  the  Governor’s  memorandum  which  makes  as  a condition  for  the  convening  of  an 
extra  session  the  contingency  “ if  the  citizens  of  The  City  of  New  York  so  desire.” 

I know  of  no  feasible  method  of  ascertaining  the  desire  of  the  citizens  of  New 
York,  except  by  securing  an  expression  of  opinion  from  their  representatives  in  the 
City  Government,  and  it  is  for  that  reason  that  I submit  the  whole  question  to  your 
Honorable  Body  and  ask  that  you  accord  to  it  immediate  consideration. 

I do  not  presume  to  point  out  to  you  the  method  by  which  you  may  reach  a result 
in  this  matter.  I venture,  however,  to  make  some  suggestions  on  its  importance  which 
I deem  may  be  of  service  to  you  in  your  deliberations  on  the  subject. 

The  City  of  New  York  has  shown  an  uninterrupted  growth  which  has  necessitated 
a vast  extension,  year  after  year,  of  the  area  of  settlement  for  residential  and  indus- 
trial purposes,  and  an  average  annual  increase  of  population  of  100,000  persons.  The 
question  of  the  water  supply  is,  therefore,  one  of  primary  importance  and  it  is  our 
duty  not  only  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  present  but  to  insure  provision  for  the 
future,  and  as  the  acquisition  of  rights  and  territory  and  the  construction  of  works 
necessary  for  an  increased  water  supply  generally  require  years  of  effort,  delay  in  such 
a matter  would  be  contrary  to  the  City’s  interests.  As  we  stand  now  the  City  is  de- 
pendent to  a great  extent  upon  the  continuance  of  an  abundant  water  supply  from  nat- 
ural sources.  Should  this  supply  of  nature  at  any  time  undergo  any  considerable  dimi- 
nution for  two  successive  years,  the  City  would  suffer  a calamity  almost  indescribable'. 

With  the  development  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  its  water  supply,  I am 
advised,  will  have  to  be  augmented  by  connection  with  the  system  which  now  sup- 
plies the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  and  the  welfare  of  the  Borough 
of  Brooklyn  demands  that  no  condition  should  be  permitted  to  arise  which  would 
dwarf  its  growth.  The  water  supply  of  Brooklyn,  chiefly  because  of  the  physical 
formation  of  Long  Island,  is  furnished  by  wells  naturally  limited  in  pro  ucing 
capacity.  At  present  it  is  to  an  extent  adequate,  but  the  day  is  fast  appioaching 
when  mining  for  water  will  not  produce  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  that  growing  part 
of  our  City.  , ' « 

If  our  growth  for  the  next  twenty-five  years  continues  as  it  has  during  the  past 
■quarter  of  a century — and  the  indications  point  to  even  a greater  growth — there 
seems  to  be  no  question  that  the  water  to  be  had  from  all  the  available  streams 
within  the  State  will  be  needed,  and  the  problem  will  then  present  itself  of  supply- 
ing additional  water  from  the  seemingly  only  other  source  of  supply — the  Hudson 
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This  probably  will  not  require  the  attention  of  the  City  Government  for  some 
years,  provided  'we  secure  other  available  sources  in  the  meantime. 

The  importance  of  a reservoir  connection  with  streams  in  Dutchess  County  as 
a part  of  the  chain  of  our  supply  system  lies  in  the  fact  that  such  connection  would 
not  only  furnish  a large  quantity  of  wholesome  water,  but  it  could  be  used,  by  ex- 
tension, to  draw  from  streams  beyond  that  county,  which,  on  account  of  the  quantity 
and  the  quality  of  the  water  there  obtainable,  would  not  justify  the  expense  of  an 
independent  aqueduct.  These  waters,  it  is  asserted  by  competent  authorities,  would 
be  worthless  to  the  City  unless  they  could  be  commingled  with  the  waters  of 
Dutchess  County. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  before  long  New  York  City  will  be  required  to  cross 
the  Hudson  river  and  draw  water  from  the  streams  in  the  counties  on  its  westerly 
bank.  When  every  means  of  supply  from  streams  in  these  localities  shall  have 
been  used,  then  resort  may  have  to  be  had  to  the  waters  of  the  Hudson  river. 
The  advocates  of  this  measure  wish  to  consign  us  to  that  necessity  now;  but  there 
are  grave  reasons  against  the  use  of  river  water  if  it  can  be  avoided.  Natural 
streams  tapped  at  a high  elevation,  with  all  sources  of  contamination  removed  from 
the  area  of  drainage,  and  the  territory  properly  policed,  would  give  practically 
pure  water,  and,  for  the  maintenance  of  public  health,  pure  water  is  indispensable. 
If  at  any  time  the  water  of  the  Hudson  river  were  to  be  used  it  would  be  necessary 
to  establish,  among  other  things,  a filtration  plant.  A vast  expense  would  be 
involved,  also,  in  the  construction  of  pumping  stations  furnishing  the  power  suf- 
ficient to  lift  the  water  to  a height  where  it  could  be  stored  in  reservoirs.  Such  a 
plant  would  have  to  be  established  above  Poughkeepsie,  and  so  great  would  be  the 
quantity  of  water  withdrawn  from  the  river  at  the  point  that  the  equal  flow  of  the 
river  would  be  disturbed  and  the  water  from  the  sea  would  rush  in  and  invade 
the  territory  from  which  the  water  for  the  City’s  supply  was  being  taken.  This 
would  render  ineffectual  the  taking  of  such  water  unless  means  were  employed 
to  maintain  the  equal  flow  of  the  river,  because  no  system  of  filtration  will  remove 
all  the  salt  held  in  solution,  and  salt  water  would  be  unserviceable  for  domestic 
use  because  unwholesome  for  drinking  purposes,  and  it  would  be  unsuitable  for 
manufacturing  needs. 

It  is  urged,  furthermore,  that  in  order  to  prevent  the  invasion  of  salt  water 
it  would  be  necessary  to  establish  in  the  northern  section  of  the  State  reservoirs 
in  which  would  be  stored  water  which  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  when  necessary, 
might  be  permitted  to  escape  in  quantities  so  as  to  equalize  the  flow  of  the  Hudson 
river  at  a point  where  river  water  would  be  withdrawn. 

By  what  I have  said  I do  not  wish  to  convey  the  impression  that  under  any  cir- 
cumstances there  could  occur  a water  famine  in  the  sense  of  a total  deprivation  of  water 
for  purposes  of  food,  but  should  the  withdrawal  of  the  supply  of  water  for  manufactur- 
ing purposes  be  forced  upon  us  for  a period  of  a month  or  even  of  a week,  the  ensuing 
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loss  in  money  to  so  many  of  our  population  would  cause  intense  misery,  and  it  might 
be  years  before  we  would  recover  from  its  consequences. 

There  never  has  been  a disposition  on  the  part  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  injure 
the  residents  of  other  sections  of  the  State,  and  in  all  the  proceedings  which  have  been 
heretofore  taken  for  the  acquisition  of  land  and  water  rights  for  the  City’s  water  sup- 
ply, the  expenses  to  the  City  have  been  generally  conceded  to  be  beyond  what  was  rea- 
sonable and  just. 

Furthermore,  the  precedent  of  this  law  is  pernicious.  It  gives  Dutchess  County 
practically  a monopoly  and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why,  if  the  measure  be  just, 
■other  counties  in  the  State  might  not  fairly  apply  for  the  same  exemption.  If  such 
should  be  the  case  it  would  be  impossible  for  The  City  of  New  York  to  take  by  con- 
demnation any  property  for  this  important  public  purpose,  and  it  would  be  left  at  the 
mercy,  not  of  persons  for  whose  protection  this  bill  ostensibly  is  designed,  but  the 
owners  of  the  water  right  who  could  sell  as  they  saw  fit  without  any  consideration  for 
those  who  might  be  consequently  injured  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  power  from  mills 
employing  the  wraters.  As  a matter  of  fact  the  measure  restrains  The  City  of  New  York, 
but  does  not  protect  the  persons  in  whose  interest  it  is  pretended  to  have  been  enacted. 
The  City  or  any  other  person  or  corporation  could  buy  these  protected  lands  or  rights 
in  Dutchess  County  at  the  owners’  price,  and  the  people  of  the  vicinity  for  whom  such 
sympathy  seemed  to  be  displayed  by  the  promoters  of  the  measure,  could  not  prevent  the 
sale  and  would  not  share  a penny  in  its  profit. 

If  there  is  to  be  a modification  of  this  measure  by  this  suggested  suplemental  legisla- 
tion, it  will  be  useless  to  The  City  of  New  York  if  it  creates  a new  system  of  claims  for 
damage,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  well  established  law  sanctioned  by  centuries  of  applica- 
tion should  not  now  be  changed  to  the  detriment  of  The  City  of  New  York  alone. 

I need  not  prolong  the  discussion  of  this  many-sided  case  beyond  this  point.  The 
prosperity  of  the  City,  as  well  as  the  health  of  its  inhabitants,  is  largely  dependent  upon 
an  abundant  and  wholesome  water  supply,  and  I would  suggest,  therefore,  that  this  mat- 
ter receive  your  most  earnest  consideration.  This  effort  must  be  the  beginning  of  an 
active  agitation  on  the  part  of  all  the  people  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  future  of  the  City  and  its  inhabitants,  and  the  question  involved  is  so  grave 
that  it  transcends  every  consideration  of  a partisan  nature  and  should  be  dealt  with  in 
a broad  and  truly  civic  spirit  and  without  any  display  of  feeling  which  might  embitter 
those  in  other  sections  of  the  State  who  are  likely  not  to  appreciate  the  situation  and 
who  might  be  misled  into  the  belief  that  we  meditate  injustice  to  them. 

In  conclusion  I would  suggest  that  you  devise  some  means  of  ascertaining  the 
sentiments  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  of  your  several  districts,  and  then  take  such 
action  as  to  you  seems  best  in  reference  to  the  suggestion  to  which  I have  called  your 
attention  in  the  memorandum  of  the  Governor.

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Memorandum  Filed  by  the  Governor  with  Chapter  752  of  the  Laws  of  1904. 

I am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  needs  of  the  great  municipality  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Hudson  are  of  greater  importance,  perhaps,  so  far  as  numbers  go,  than  any 
small  community  within  the  State,  and  were  I satisfied  that  even  this  great  loss 
were  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  The  City  of  New  York  I should  not 
hesitate  in  disapproving  this  bill;  nor  do  I believe  that  there  would  be  any  difference 
of  opinion  anywhere  as  to  the  necessity  of  contributing  to  the  health  and  the  com- 
fort of  the  citizens  of  New  York  City.  But  there  seems  to  be  no  immediate  necessity 
for  this  improvement. 

True  it  is  that  the  Engineer’s  estimate  that  within  the  next  seven  or  eight  years 
there  will  be  necessity  for  the  utilization  of  this  watershed.  There  can  be  no  ob- 
jection, however,  to  such  use,  provided  the  ideas  and  the  intentions  of  the  engineers 
are  incorporated  as  a part  of  the  law,  thus  making  a certainty  of  what  is  now  but  a 
vague  promise,  and  thus  remove  all  fear  in  the  minds  of  those  who  are  most  directly 
interested  in  the  watershed  of  Dutchess  County.  But  why,  it  may  be  said,  not  allow 
the  work  to  proceed  under  the  existing  law,  and  await  action  by  the  next  Legisla- 
ture? The  answer  to  this  query  is  that  in  the  meantime  it  will  inflict  unnecessary 
hardship  and  sacrifices  which  should  not  be  tolerated  because  they  are  unnecessary. 

There  has  been  much  talk  of  the  Ramapo  Water  Company  through  this  measure 
menacing  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  New  York-  It  will  be  remembered,  per- 
haps, that  among  my  first  official  acts  of  1901  was  my  approval  of  a bill  which  re- 
pealed the  extraordinary  privileges  and  powers  which  had  been  granted  to  this  com- 
pany.^ It  now  possesses  no  more  power  and  no  greater  rights  than  any  individual. 

Its  rights  are  not  pre-eminent,  and  they  can  be  condemned  and  made  use  of  by 
the  City,  if  there  are  any  rights  existing,  of  which  I have  grave  doubt,  in  the  same 
manner  and  following  the  same  procedure  as  would  apply  in  any  other  condemnation 
proceedings. 

Of  this  there  certainly  can  be  no  doubt,  because  the  improvements  proposed  to 
be  made  under  the  authority  and  sanction  of  a former  administration,  that  of  Mayor 
Low,  are  in  the  very  territory  which  it  is  now  claimed  is  a part  of  the  original  Ram- 
apo territory.  Nothing,  therefore,  is  gained  or  lost  by  this  bill  so  far  as  the  Ramapo 
Company  is  concerned.  The  same  rights  will  be  in  existence  after  my  signature 
as  existed  before. 

But  the  bill  guarantees,  under  a future  session  of  the  Legislature,  however,  such 
immunity  as  will  secure,  not  as  a matter  of  favor,  but  as  an  absolute  right,  con- 
cessions which  are  promised,  but  for  which  there  is  no  positive  guarantee,  and  will 
enable  The  City  of  New  York  to  secure  even  this  watershed  if  it  contents  itself  with 
what  it  claims  to  be  its  desire  for  surplusage  only. 

I am  constrained,  therefore,  to  believe  that  the  bill  is  wise  in  so  far  as  it  safe- 
guards private  interests,  and  by  those  interests  I mean  not  those  of  corporations,  but 
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of  the  humble  home  dweller,  who  has,  perhaps,  all  of  his  savings  invested  in  a 
home,  representing,  in  many  cases,  the  result  of  years  of  toil. 

In  giving  my  approval,  therefore,  to  this  measure  I do  so  with  no  other  object 
in  view  than  this,  and  reserve  such  authority  as  in  me  vested  to  convene  the  Legisla- 
ture in  the  extra  session  if  the  citizens  of  New  York  so  desire,  in  order  to  permit 
the  framing  of  a measure  that  will  accomplish  the  object  of  securing  an  additional 
water  supply  to  The  City  of  New  York  as  well  as  protection  of  vested  rights,  which 
I feel  bound  to  do  in  giving  this  measure  my  approval.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  a public  hearing  having  been  Reid  thereon  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law,  they  submit  herewith  a proposed 
ordinance,  and  recommend  that  the  annexed  resolution  be  adopted. 

AN  ORDINANCE  granting  to  the  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company  the  right  or 
franchise  to  construct  and  operate  a street-surface  railroad  in,  upon,  over 
and  along  certain  streets,  avenues  and  highways  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn, 
in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

A grant  of  the  franchise  and  right  to  use  certain  streets  and  highways  in  jRe 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York,  hereinafter  described,  is  hereby  given  to 
the  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company,  its  successors,  lessees  or  assigns,  upon  the 
premises  hereinafter  mentioned,  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years;  and  there  is  also 
given  to  the  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company,  its  successors,  lessees  01- 
assigns,  the  right  of  renewal  of  said  franchise  and  right  to  use  said  streets  and  high- 
ways for  twenty-five  (25)  years,  after  the  expiration  of  said  original  period  of  twenty- 
five  (25)  years,  at  a fair  revaluation  or  revaluations,  provided,  however,  that  on  the 
termination  of  the  franchise  and  right  herein  granted,  there  shall  be  a fair  valuation 
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of  the  plant  of  the  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company  located  in  that  portion  of 
the  streets  and  avenues  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  such  plant  shall  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  on  paying  the  grantee  such  valuation.  Such  payment  shall  be  at  a 
fair  valuation  of  said  plant  as  property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from  the  fran- 
chise. And  the  City  shall  have  the  option  either  to  operate  the  plant  and  property 
aforesaid  on  its  own  account,  or  to  lease  the  said  plant  and  property,  and  the  right 
to  the  use  of  the  streets  and  public  places  in  connection  therewith  for  limited  periods, 
in  the  same  or  similar  manner  as  it  leases  the  ferries  and  docks. 

The  following  is  a description  of  the  streets  and  avenues  covered  by  the  franchise 
and  right  herein  granted: 

Commencing  at  a point  where  the  centre  line  of  Twenty-eighth  street,  if  ex- 
tended, would  meet  the  centre  line  of  Second  avenue,  if  extended;  running  thence 
southerly  upon  and  along  private  property  to  Second  avenue  at  the  former  tide-water 
line;  thence  southerly  upon  and  along  Second  avenue  to  Forty-first  street;  thence 
westerly  upon  and  along  Forty-first  street  to  First  avenue;  and  thence  southerly 
upon  and  along  First  avenue  to  the  southerly  side  of  Sixty-fifth  street. 

Together  with  the  necessary  connections,  switches,  sidings,  turn-tables,  turn-outs, 
cross-overs  and  suitable  stands  for  the  convenient  operation  of  said  street  surface  rail- 
road, and  for  the  accommodation  of  the  cars  of  the  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad 
Company,  which  may  be  run  over  said  railroad  tracks  by  the  said  Bush  Terminal  Rail- 
road Company,  its  successors,  lessees  or  assigns. 

And  also  consent  and  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  Bush  Terminal 
Railroad  Company,  its  successors,  lessees  or  assigns,  for  the  erection  along  the  line 
of  said  extensions  of  the  necessary  apparatus  and  poles  for  stringing  wires,  so  that  the 
cars  of  the  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company  may  be  used  and  operated  thereon 
by  means  or  power  of  electricity. 

Provided,  however,  that  said  railroad  shall  be  so  built  and  at  all  times  equipped 
and  maintained  on  the  surface  of  the  streets  and  highways  aforesaid  in  safe  and 
suitable  condition,  and  the  surface  of  the  streets  shall  be  restored  to  their  former  con- 
dition as  soon  as  can  be  done. 

The  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company,  its  successors,  lessees  or  assigns,  shall 
be  entitled  to  fix  and  collect  the  following  rates  of  fare  as  compensation  for  trans- 
porting any  passenger  thereon,  to  wit  Fiv£  cents  (5c.)  for  passage  over  the  whole  of 
the  line  of  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company,  or  any  part  thereof. 

^he  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company,  its  successors,  lessees  or  assigns,  shall 
equip  and  maintain  the  railroad  and  its  property  in  the  streets  and  highways  aforesaid 
throughout  the  full  term  of  this  grant,  and  shall  give  the  public  good  and  sufficient 
service. 

And  the  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company  prior  to  and  as  a condition  of  the 
making  of  this  grant  shall  enter  into  a binding  agreement,  to  be  duly  executed  by  it,  to 
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pay  to  The  City  of  New  York  three  per  cent  (3%)  of  the  net  profits  derived  from  the 
use  of  the  tracks  constructed  by  it,  upon  the  streets  and  highways  hereinabove  speci- 
fied, after  there  shall  have  been  retained  by  said  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company, 
its  successors,  lessees  or  assigns,  from  such  profits  a sum  equal  to  five  per  cent.  (5%). 
upon  the  amount  expended  to  construct  the  railroad  upon  that  portion  of  said  streets 
and  highways  covered  by  this  grant. 

And  the  consent  of  this  Board  of  Aldermen  is  hereby  given  to  the  construction, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  railroad  aforesaid  for  the  public  use  in  the  con- 
veyance and  transportation  of  persons  and  property,  in  cars  propelled  by  electric  power 
or  some  other  desirable  mechanical  power  other  than  steam  for  compensation  upon 
the  surface  of  the  streets  hereinabove  specified. 

And  consent  is  hereby  given  to  the  construction  of  all  necessary  connections, 
switches,  sidings,  turn-tables,  turn-outs  and  stands  in  connection  with  said  railroad 
necessary  for  the  convenience  and  accommodation  of  passengers  and  for  the  convenient 
operation  of  said  railroad. 

Resolved,  That  the  proposed  specific  grant,  embodied  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance 
to  the  Bush  Terminal  Railroad  Company,  of  the  right  or  franchise  to  construct  and 
operate  a street  surface  railroad  in,  upon,  over  and  along  certain  streets,  avenues  and 
highways  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  approved  and  declared  to  have  had  its  first  reading. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  said  ordinance  be  and  hereby  is  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the  purpose  of  making  inquiry  as  to  the  money 
value  of  the  franchise  or  right  proposed,  to  be  paid  therefor  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  74  of  the  amended  Greater  New  York  Charter.

accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter.

Whereas,  The  burning  of  the  excursion  boat  “ General  Slocum  ” — resulting  in 
the  loss  of  hundreds  of  human  lives — emphasizes  the  imperative  necessity  of  legisla- 
tion which  wqII  tend  to  minimize,  if  not  avert,  the  danger  of  a repetition  of  such  a 
terrible  calamity;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  wisely  suggested  that  on  each  and  all  boats  leaving  our 
docks  with  excursion  parties  there  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Fire  Department  at 
least  two  Firemen,  with  similar  powers  as  are  now  vested  in  the  Firemen  detailed 
at  out  several  theatres — the  presence  of  whom,  because  of  their  training  and  expe- 
rience, will  tend  to  prevent  a panic  such  as  occurred  on  the  fated  steamboat  “ Gen- 
eral Slocum”;  and 

Whereas,  This  timely  suggestion  has  elicited  many  expressions  of  approval, 
notably  from  the  officials  of  the  Fire  Department;  and 

Whereas,  The  power  or  right  does  not  now  exist  in  the  City  to  carry  this  pro- 
posed plan  into  practical  operation,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  our  Committee  on  Law  and  Legislation  be  and  it  hereby  is  in- 
structed to  carefully  and  promptly  give  this  matter  due  consideration,  and  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  about  the  relief  and  the  safety  which  the 
plan  proposed  is  intended  to  guarantee. 
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Resolved,  That  in  the  furtherance  of  the  plan  suggested  the  Committee  keep 
constantly  in  mind  the  words  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haas: 

“ That  the  tragedy  has  opened  the  eyes  of  the  country  to  what  is  needed  to  save 
others  from  like  fate 

— and  thus  the  Committee,  by  its  recommendations  and  by  its  acts,  shall  provide  the 
means  that  will  save  from  danger  the  many  thousands  of  men,  women  and  children 
who  are  necessarily  and  constantly  seeking  recreation  on  our  excursion  boats. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Committee  on  Laws  and  Legislation  confer  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  with  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  with  all  others  who  may  be  dis- 
posed to  lend  encouragement  or  aid  to  the  plan  herein  contemplated. 

Resolved,  That  whatever  official  authority  or  sanction  may  be  needed  from  the 
United  States  Government — whether  from  departmental  heads  or  by  special  legisla- 
tion— or  from  the  State,  shall  be  sought  and  solicited  without  delay;  and  if  any  City 
ordinances  are  requisite  they  shall  be  prepared  by  the  said  Committee  and  presented 
for  our  consideration  and  action  at  the  earliest  date  practicable.

approved  by  the  proper  public  authorities,  and  every  other  building  the  height  of 
which  exceeds  seventy-five  feet  shall  be  built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say:  They  snail 
be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in 
which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landing 
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shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  wood- 
work or  other  inflammable  material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or 
ceilings  in  any  such  buildings,  excepting,  however,  the  doors  and  windows  and  their 
frhmes  and  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when  filled  solid  at  the  back  with 
fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly  thereunder  may  be  of 
wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings  or  other  public 
authorities,  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof  or 
of  -wood  covered  with  metal,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly 
filled  with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards.

That  section  105  of  the  Building  Code  of  The  City  of  New  York  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  105 — Fireproof  Buildings.  Every  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered 
to  be  used  as  a theatre,  hotel,  lodging  house,  school  (theatre),  jail,  police  station, 
hospital,  asylum,  institution  for  the  (care)  use  or  treatment  of  persons,  the  height 
of  which  exceeds  thirty-five  feet,  excepting  all  buildings  for  which  specifications  and 
plans  have  been  heretofore  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  (Department  of  Build 
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ings)  proper  public  authorities,  and  every  other  building  the  height  of  which  ex- 
ceeds seventy-five  feet  (,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,)  shall  be  built  fire- 
proof; that  is  to  say  (,) : (they)  They  shall  be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick,  stone, 
Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in  which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall 
not  be  placed  (,  and  in  which  the  floors  and  roofs  shall  be  of  materials  provided  for 
in  section  106  of  this  Code).  The  stairs  and  staircase  landings  shall  be  built  entirely 
of  brick,  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  wood  work  or  other 
inflammable  material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or  ceilings  in  any 
such  (fireproof)  buildings,  excepting,  however,  (that  when  the  height  of  the  build- 
ing does  not  exceed  twelve  stories  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet)  the 
doors  and  windows  and  their  frames  (,  the)  and  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish 
when  filled  solid  at  the  back  with  fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers 
directly  thereunder,  may  be  of  wood  (,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be 
solidly  filled  with  fireproof 'materials  and  extend  up  to  the  under  side  of  the  floor 
boards.  When  the  height  of  a fireproof  building  exceeds  twelve  stories,  or  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  the  floor  surfaces  shall  be  of  stone,  cement,  rock, 
as/  halt,  tiling  or  similar  incombustible  material,  or  the  sleepers  and  floors  may  be 
of  wood)  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings,  or  other 
pr  blic  authorities  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fire- 
proof (.  All  outside  window  frames  and  sash  shall  be  of  metal)  or  of  wood  covered 
with  metal,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  fireproof 
materials  and  extend  up  to  the  under  side  of  the  floor  boards.  (The  inside  window 
frames  and  sash,  doors,  trim  and  other  interior  finish  may  be  of  wood  covered  with 
metal,  or  of  wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board- of  Buildings,  to 
render  the  same  fireproof.) 

All  hall  partitions  or  permanent  partitions  between  rooms  in  fireproof  buildings 
shall  be  built  of  fireproof  material  and  shall  not  be  started  on  wood  sills,  nor  on  wood 
floor  boards,  but  be  built  upon  the  fireproof  construction  of  the  floor  and  extend  to 
the  fireproof  beam  filling  above.  The  tops  of  all  door  and  window  openings  in  such 
partitions  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  below  the  ceiling  line.

The  Committee  on  Laws  and  Legislation,  to  which  was  referred  on  April  13,  1904 
(Minutes,  page  hi),  the  annexed  communication  and  ordinances  in  relation  to  the 
public  parks  in  The  City  of  New  York,  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  the  proposed  ordinances  to  be 
necessary.  They  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  said  Code  of  Ordinances,  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Department  of  Parks,  be  approved  under  the  following  title: 

“AN  ORDINANCE  establishing  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and  pro- 
tection of  the  public  parks  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

That  the  following  Code  of  Ordinances,  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  parks,  parkways,  etc.,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  as  approved  and  adopted 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Parks  of  The  City  of  New  York,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
approved. 

The  Park  Board  of  the  Department  of  Parks  of  The  City  of  New  York  ordains 
as  follows: 

All  persons  are  forbidden — 

I.  To  cut,  break  or  in  any  way  injure  or  deface  the  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  grass, 
posts,  railings,  chains,  lamps,  lampposts,  benches,  tree-guards,  buildings,  structures 
or  other  property  in  or  upon  any  of  the  public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places 
of  or  within  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Parks,  or  to  dig  into  or  upon  the  soil  within  the  boundaries  of  any  such  parks,,  park- 
ways, squares  or  places,  or  of  any  roads  or  roadways  upon  or  across  the  same. 
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II.  To  go  on  foot  or  otherwise  upon  the  grass,  except  when  and  where  per- 
mitted, or  to  throw  or  leave  any  paper,  refuse  or  rubbish  on  any  of  the  lawns  or 
walks  of  the  said  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places. 

III.  To  expose  any  article  for  sale  or  exhibition,  unless  previously  licensed  by 
the  Department  of  Parks  therefor,  on  any  part  of  such  public  parks,  parkways, 
squares  or  places. 

IV.  To  post  any  bill,  placard,  notice  or  other  paper  upon  any  structure  within 
such  public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  or  upon  any  street  or  avenue  adjacent 
thereto  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Parks,  unless  previously  licensed 
so  to  do  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  XVI.  hereof. 

V.  To  play  upon  any  musical  instrument  within  such  public  parks,  parkways, 
squares  or  places,  or  take  into,  carry  or  display  any  flag,  banner,  target,  or  trans- 
parency without  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

VI.  To  erect  any  structure,  stand  or  platform,  or  hold  any  meetings  in  such 
parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  without  previous  permission  therefor  from  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

VII.  To  use  threatening,  abusive  or  insulting  language  upofi  any  of  such  public 
parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  or  doing  any  obscene  or  indecent  act  thereon, 
or  any  act  tending  to  a breach  of  the  public  peace. 

VIII.  No  hackney  coach,,  carriage,  wagon,  cart  or  other  vehicle  for  hire  shall 
stand  upon  any  such  public  park,  parkway,  square  or  place,  or  upon  any  street  or 
avenue  adjacent  thereto  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Parks  without 
previous  lincense,  and  then  only  at  such  place  as  shall  be  indicated  and  allowed  by  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

IX.  No  horse  or  other  animal  shall  be  allowed  to  go  at  large  upon  such  public 
parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  except  that  dogs  may  be  allowed  therein  when 
led  by  a chain  or  proper  dog-string  not  exceeding  six  feet  in  length. 

X.  No  person  shall  bathe  or  fish  in  any  of  the  waters  or  fountains,  nor  cast 
any  substance  therein,  nor  disturb  or  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  fish,  birds  or 
animals  within  such  public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  except  in  the  waters 
adjacent  to  Pelham  Bay  Park,  where  bathing  and  fishing  shall  be  permitted,  subject 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the.  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Bor- 
ough of  The  Bronx.  Fishing  may  be  allowed  in  the  lakes  of  Prospect  Park  under 
permits  granted  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XI.  All  drunken,  disorderly,  or  improper  persons,  and  all  persons  doing  any 
act  injurious  to  such  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places,  shall  be  removed  therefrom 
by  the  parkkeeper  or  police  in  charge  thereof.  When  necessary  to  the  protection 
of  life  or  property,  the  officers  and  keepers  of  the  park  may  remove  all  persons 
from  any  designated  part  thereof. 
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XII.  No  animal  or  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stand,  nor  any  incumbrance 
of  any  kind  be  allowed  to  remain  upon  any  street  adjacent  to  or  bounding  upon  any 
public  square  or  place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Parks,  without  permission  of  the  Commissioner  for  the  boroughs  wherein 
located,  except  that  vehicles  may  be  permitted  td  take  up  and  set  down  passengers, 
and  to  load  and  unload  merchandise  in  the  usual  manner,  and  may  occupy  the  street 
a reasonable  time  for  the  purpose;  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  not,  while 
so  doing  unnecessarily  incumber  the  street  or  obstruct  travel  therein. 

XIII.  No  one  shall  throw  stones  or  other  missiles,  nor  beg  or  publicly  solicit 
subscriptions  or  contributions,  nor  tell  fortunes,  nor  play  games  of  chance  or  with 
any  table  or  instrument  of  gaming,  nor  make  any  harangue,  nor  climb  upon  any  wall, 
fence,  shelter,  seat,  statue  or  other  erection  within  such  public  parks,  parkways, 
squares  or  places  within  The  City  of  New  York. 

XIV.  No  automobile  or  horseless  vehicle  shall  be  driven  upon  or  oyer  the  drives 
of  such  public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  at  a greater  rate  of  speed  than 
eight  miles  an  hour. 

XV.  No  fence  in  or  about  any  land  fronting  upon  or  adjacent  to  any  pubic  park, 
parkway,  square  or  place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  erected  until  a plan, 
showing  the  height,  character  and  method  of  construction  of  the  proposed  fence,  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  having  jurisdiction,  and  approved  by 
him,  and  a permit  in  writing  issued  therefor. 

XVI.  No  poster  or  advertising  device  shall  be  placed  upon  any  fence  or  other 
structure  used  for  advertisement  or  the  exhibition  in,  about  or  upon  any  land  front- 
ing upon  or  adjacent  to  any  public  park,  parkway,  square  or  place  in  The  City  of 
New  York,  until  a description  or  a drawing  of  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Parks  having  jurisdiction,  and  approved  by  him,  and  a permit  in  writing 
issued  therefor. 

XVII.  Owners  of  fences  or  other  structures  now  existing  in,  about  or  upon 
lands  fronting  upon  or  adjacent  to  any  park,  parkway,  square  or  place  in  The  City 
of  New  York  used  for  advertising  or  exhibition  of  advertisements,  shall  not 
modify  or  alter  such  structures  or  the  advertising  device  placed  thereon  until  a writ- 
ten application  has  been  made  to  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
same,  requesting  his  permission  for  the  said  alteration  or  modification,  which  shall 
be  fully  described  in  the  said  application,  and  the  necessary  permit  obtained  therefor. 

XVIII.  No  military  or  target  company,  or  civic  or  other  procession,  shall  be 
allowed  to  parade,  drill  or  perform  upon  any  of  the  parks,  parkways,  squares  or 
public  places,  without  permission  from  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  having  jurisdic- 
tion, except  in  the  case  of  the  use  of  Van  Cortlandt  parade  ground  in  Van  Cortlandt 
Park  and  the  Parade  Ground  adjacent  to  Prospect  Park,  by  the  National  Guard  of 
the  State  of  New  York* 
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XIX.  No  automobile,  stage  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  allowed  to  carry  pas- 
sengers for  hire  over  or  upon  any  of  the  parks,  parkways  or  drives,  concourses, 
plazas  or  circles,  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Parks,  excepting  upon 
traffic  roads  and  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  juris- 
diction. 

XX.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  operator  of  any  automobile  or  other 
vehicle  to  stop  near  any  of  the  music  stands  or  other  places,  in  or  about  any  of  the 
parks,  parkways,  plazas,  concourses,  circles  or  squares,  of  the  said  Department  of 
Parks,  where  any  number  of  persons  are  accustomed  to  congregate,  or  where  such 
automobiles  would  be  a source  of  danger  to  life  and  limb,  except  by  permission  of 
the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXI.  No  garbage,  ashes,  manure  or  other  offensive  material,  is  to  be  carried 
over  any  of  the  parkways  or  through  such  parks,  circles,  squares  or  concourses, 
except  upon  traffic  roads  set  apart  for  such  purpose.  When  such  refuse  is  to  be 
removed  from  residences  fronting  on  any  of  the  above  parkways,  etc.,  the  vehicles 
collecting  such  refuse  must  leave  the  parkway  as  soon  as  such  collection  is  accom- 
plished, and  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

No  earth,  sand  or  broken  stone  is  to  be  carted  over  any  of  the  parkways, 
except  on  traffic  roads,  unless  special  permit  for  the  same  is  obtained  from  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXII.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  modify,  alter,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with 
the  lines  or  grades  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  parks,  parkways,  concourses,  circles, 
squares,  avenues,  roads,  streets,  entrances  or  approaches  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  said  Department  of  Parks,  nor  to  take  up,  move  or  disturb  any  of  the  curb  and 
gutter-stones,  flagging,  trees,  tree-boxes,  railing,  fences,  sod,  soil  or  gravel,  or  to  go 
upon  or  cross  said  parks,  parkways,  concourses,  circles,  squares,  roads,  streets  or 
avenues,  except  by  the  means  and  in  the  manner  provided  therefor;  nor  shall  it  be 
lawful  to  open  or  otherwise  expose  or  interfere  with  any  of  the  water,  gas  and 
sewer  pipes,  or  any  of  the  hydrants,  stop-cocks,  basins  or  other  constructions 
within  or  upon  said  places,  nor  to  take  any  water  or  gas  therefrom,  nor  to  make 
any  connection  therewith,  except  by  special  written  consent  of  the  Commissioner 
having  jurisdiction,  and  where  such  consent  is  given  a deposit  .of  money  may  be 
required  to  insure  the  restoration  of  the  said  curbs,  gutters,  flagging,  etc. 

XXIII.  No  person  in  bathing  costume  will  be  permitted  to  walk  or  ride  upon 
any  parks,  parkways  or  beaches,  except  Pelham  Bay  Park,  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Department  of  Parks.  No  boat  or  vessel  shall  be  placed  upon  any  of  the 
waters  of  the  said  parks,  except  by  special  permission  from  the  Commissioner 
having  jurisdiction.  No  skating  or  sledding  will  be  allowed  on  the  lakes  unless  the 
ice  is  declared  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction  to  be  in  a suitable  condi- 
tion for  that  purpose. 
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XXIV.  No  one  shall  fire  or  carry  any  firearm,  fire  cracker,  torpedo,  or  fire- 
works, nor  make  a fire,  nor  make  any  oration,  nor  conduct  any  religious  or  other 
meeting  or  ceremony  within  any  of  the  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  in  The 
City  of  New  York  under  theAjurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Parks  without 
special  permission  from  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXV.  No  one  shall  enter  or  leave  the  parks  except  at  the  established  entrance- 
ways;  nor  shall  any  one  enter  or  remain  therein  after  12  o’clock  at  night,  except  as, 
on  special  occasions,  use  thereof  may  be  authorized  beyond  the  regular  hours. 

XXVI.  The  drives  shall  be  used  only  by  persons  in  pleasure  vehicles,  on  bicy- 
cles, or  on  horseback;  the  bridle  paths  only  by  persons  on  horseback.  Animals  to 
be  used  on  either  shall  be  well  broken,  and  constantly  held  in  such  control  that 
they  may  be  easily  and  quickly  turned  or  stopped;  they  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
move  at  a rate  of  speed  on  the  drives  or  bridle  paths  of  more  than  eight  miles  an 
hour;  and  when  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  safety,  good  order,  or  the  general 
convenience  that  the  speed  of  an  animal  or  vehicle  should  be  checked,  or  that  it 
should  be  stopped,  or  its  course  altered,  and  the  officers  on  duty  shall  so  direct,  by 
gesture  or  otherwise,  such  direction  shall  be  obeyed;  and  no  horse  or  other  beast 
of  burden  nor  automobile  shall  be  driven  or  suffered  to  stand  anywhere  except  on 
the  drive  or  bridle  path. 

XXVII.  No  hackney  coach  or  other  vehicle  for  hire  shall  stand  within  the  pub- 
lic parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Parks  for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  passengers,  other  than  those  whom  it  has 
brought  in,  excepting  with  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  haying  jurisdiction. 
No  public  omnibus  or  express  wagon,  and  no  wagon,  cart  or  other  vehicle,  carrying 
or  ordinarily  used  to  carry  merchandise  goods,  tools  or  rubbish  shall  enter  such 
public  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  without  permission  of  the  Commissioner 
having  jurisdiction,  excepting  upon  traffic  roads  provided  for  the  purpose.  No  fire 
engine  or  other  apparatus  on  wheels  for  extinguishing  fire  shall  enter  or  be  allowed 
upon  any  part  of  the  park  excepting  the  Transverse  and  Traffic  roads. 

XXVIII.  No  military  or  target  company  and  no  civic,  funeral  or  other  proces- 
sion, or  a detachment  of  a procession,  and  no  hearse  or  other  vehicle,  or  person 
carrying  the  body  of  a dead  person  shall  enter  or  be  allowed  on  any  part  of  the 
public  parks,  except  by  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXIX.  No  person  shall  bring  into  or  carry  within  the  parks  any  tree,  shrub, 
'plant  or  flower,  nor  any  newly  plucked  branch  or  portion  thereof  without  a permit 
from  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

XXX.  No  person  shall  solicit  passengers  for  any  coach  or  other  vehicle  for 
hire  within  or  upon  any  of  the  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Department  of  Parks.  All  drivers  or  attendants  of  vehicles  for  hire 
standing  upon  or  within  any  such  parks,  parkways,  squares  or  places  shall  remain 
in  close  proximity  to  their  vehicles  while  so  standing,  and  shall  not  follow,  solicit 
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or  importune  any  person  entering  or  leaving  the  said  parks,  parkways,  squares  or 
places. 

Ordinances  relating  to  the  use  of  vehicles  in  the  public  parks,  parkways  and 
streets  under  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  Parks  of  The 
City  of  New  York: 

1.  All  vehicles  must  carry  a lighted  lamp,  showing  a white  light  ahead,  from 
thirty  minutes  after  sunset  until  thirty  minutes  before  sunrise. 

2.  All  vehicles  and  horsemen  when  passing  another  vehicle  or  horseman  going 
in  the  same  direction,  must  keep  to  the  left  and  leave  the  vehicle  or  horseman  they 
are  passing  on  the  right  hand. 

3.  All  vehicles  or  horsemen  going  at  a walk  or  slow  trot  must  keep  near  the 
curbstone  or  gutter  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road;  those  going  more  rapidly 
must  keep  nearer  the  middle  of  the  road. 

4.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  for  any  purpose  without  drawing  up  to  the  curbstone 
or  gutter,  and  always  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road. 

5.  Before  pulling  up  and  before  crossing  from  one  side  to  the  other  of  the  road 
or  street  the  driver  should  signal  to  those  behind  him  by  raising  his  whip. 

6.  On  all  drives  and  parkways  where  grass  plots  divide  the  drive  all  vehicles 
and  horsemen  must  keep  on  the  right  hand  side  drive  or  bridle  path. 

7.  Drivers,  riders  and  cyclists  must  not  exceed  a speed  of  eight  miles  an  hour 
in  the  parks  and  parkways. 

8.  Cyclists  must  not  coast  in  the  parks,  nor  on  the  parkways,  or  bicycle  paths, 
and  must  keep  their  feet  on  the  pedals  and  their  hands  on  the  handle  bars. 

9.  Cyclists  must  not  mount  or  dismount,  except  on  the  extreme  right  of  the 
roads  or  bicycle  paths. 

10.  All  bicycles,  tricycles,  velocipedes  or  other  vehicles  of  propulsion  must  be 
provided  with  a bicycle  bell,  not  to  exceed  three  inches  in  diameter. 

11.  Riding  more  than  two  abreast  is  prohibited. 

12.  Instruction  in  operating  automobiles,  bicycles,  tricycles,  velocipedes  or  other 
such  vehicles  of  propulsion,  and  all  trick  or  fancy  riding  on  the  same,  is  prohibited  in 
the  parks  and  parkways  at  all  times. 

13.  Wheelmen  shall  not  ride  on  the  paths  in  any  park;  those  walking  upon  the 
park  paths  may  push  their  wheels  along  said  paths;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  wheels 
be  taken  upon  the  turf. 

14.  The  delivery  of  supplies  to  the  residences  of  West  Seventy-second  street, 
West  Eighty-sixth  street,  Riverside  drive,  Cathedral  parkway  and  Morningside 
avenue,  west,  in  Manhattan,  and  the  Shore  road  in  Brooklyn,  will  be  permitted  in 
the  forenoon;  but  no  business  vehicles  shall  enter  upon  or  pass  over  said  parkways 
after  the  hour  of  noon,  excepting  by  special  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having 
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jurisdiction.  In  passing  over  the  said  parkways,  business  vehicles  must  go  direct 
to  place  of  delivery,  mtist  leave  the  said  parkways  without  unnecessary  delay,  and 
by  the  shortest  route — the  place  of  entry,  if  possible.  The  said  parkways  must  not 
be  used  to  enable  business  vehicles  to  reach  places  exterior  to  them. 

Ordinances  applying  to  the  Harlem  River  Driveway: 

1.  The  use  of  the  Speedway  is  restricted  to  light  vehicles  of  the  classes  known 
as  buggies,  runabouts,  surreys  and  other  like  vehicles  adapted  to  the  speeding  of 
light  harness  horses,  seating  not  more  than  four  persons  and  drawn  by  one  or  two 
horses,  except  by  permission  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction.  Exercising 
carts  may  be  used  until  1 p.  m only. 

2.  Speeding  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  after  3 o’clock  p.  m.  on  other  days, 
will  be  permitted  in  one  direction — from  north  to  south  only. 

Turning  is  forbidden  except  at  the  ends  of  the  driveway  and  at  the  bridges. 

3.  When  not  speeding,  drivers  must  keep  closely  to  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
road  and  keep  moving. 

4.  Pedestrians  must  not  cross  on  the  Speedway;  subways  are  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

5.  Loud  shouting  to  make  horses  break  or  to  urge  them  on  is  strictly  forbidden. 

6.  The  use  of  hobbles,  or  other  similar  device  or  apparatus  to  fetter  or  con- 
nect the  legs  of  horses,  for  the  purpose  of  restricting  or  hampering  their  motion  or 
gait,  is  forbidden  upon  the  Harlem  River  Driveway. 

Rules  and  regulations  for  establishing  limits  of  projection  for  constructions  on 
the  line  of  Riverside  drive: 

1.  No  structure  or  construction  of  any  description  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
placed  or  permitted  on  or  under  Riverside  avenue  until  working  plans  in  duplicate, 
drawn  to  a scale  of  one-quarter  inch  to  the  foot,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the 
Department  of  Parks,  with  an  application  for  the  erection  or  construction  of  the 
said  structure;  said  drawings  to  show  elevations,  floor  plans  and  vertical  sections  of 
the  extent  of  projections,  and  that  the  applicant  has  received  permission  to  erect 
the  said  projection,  as  shown  on  drawings  from  the  Department  of  Parks. 

A (a)  Stoops  or  steps,  courtyards  and  areas,  or  any  part  or  appurtenance 
thereof  shall  not  project  in  the  avenue  beyond  the  building  line  to  the  extent  of  more 
than  5 feet  where  the  sidewalk  is  16  feet  wide;  7 feet  where  the  sidewalk  is  20  feet 
wide;  8 feet  where  the  sidewalk  is  25  feet  wide;  and  in  proportion  to  the  above 
where  the  sidewalk  is  between  16  and  20  feet  or  between  20  and  25  feet. 

(b)  No  stoop  or  steps  shall  be  covered,  except  over  the  landing  or  platform  at 
the  top;  nor  shall  they  be  inclosed  except  by  an  open  railing  not  more  than  4 feet 
in  height. 

B (a)  Bay  windows  shall  not  project  in  the  avenue  beyond  the  building  line  to 
the  extent  of  more  than  4 feet. 
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(b)  Bay  windows  when  allowed  to  project  in  the  avenue  shall  not  occupy  longi- 
tudinally with  the  avenue  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  width  of  the  building  from 
which  they  project. 

C (a)  No  balcony,  cornice  or  ornament  shall  project  in  the  avenue  beyond  the 
house  line  to  the  extent  of  more  than  4 feet. 

(b)  No  balcony  shall  be  inclosed  on  the  front  or  side,  except  by  a railing  not 
over  4 feet  in  height. 

D.  No  vault  or  other  construction  below  the  sidewajk  shall  be  built,  except  in 
such  manner  as  shall  leave  the  sewers,  gas  and  water  pipes,  or  space  proposed  to 
be  occupied  by  the  same,  free  and  uninclosed  and  in  safe  condition;  nor  in  any  case 
to  extend  in  the  clear  beyond  the  curb  line. 

Ordinance  adopted,  pursuant  to  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of  1902: 

1.  No  shade  or  ornamental  tree  or  shrub  shall  be  planted  in  any  of  the  streets, 
avenues  or  public  thoroughfares  of  The  City  of  New  York  until  such  tree  or  shrub 
shall  have  been  first  approved  by  a duly  appointed  employee  or  expert  of  the  Com- 
missioner having  jurisdiction,  and  a permit  granted  therefor. 

2.  No  holes  or  excavation  shall  be  prepared  for  planting  any  tree  or  shrub 
unless  sufficient  mould  of  satisfactory  quality  shall  be  used,  and  a duly  appointed 
employee  or  expert  of  the  Department  of  Parks  shall  report  that  the  conditions, 
such  as  the  absence  of  poisonous  gas  and  deleterious  substances,  have  been  made 
satisfactory  and  a permit  granted  therefor. 

3.  No  stem,  branch  or  leaf  of  any  such  tree  or  shrub  shall  be  cut,  broken  or 
otherwise  disturbed  until  a permit  has  been  granted  therefor  by  the  Commissioner 
having  jurisdiction. 

4.  No  root  of  any  such  tree  or  shrub  shall  be  disturbed  or  interfered  with  in  any 
way  by  any  individual  or  any  officer  or  employee  of  a public  or  private  corporation  until 
a permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

5.  The  surface  of  the  ground  within  three  feet  of  any  tree  or  shrub  growing  on  any 
street,  avenue  or  other  public  thoroughfare  shall  not  be  cultivated,  fertilized,  paved,  or 
given  any  treatment  whatever,  except  under  permit  granted  of  the  Commissioner  having 
jurisdiction. 

6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  attach  or  maintain  any  guy  rope,  cable  or  other  con- 
trivance to  any  tree  or  shrub,  or  to  use  the  same  in  connection  with  any  banner,  trans- 
parency, or  any  business  purpose  whatever,  except  under  a permit  from  the  Commis- 
sioner having  jurisdiction. 

7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  cut,  deface,  mutilate,  or  in  any  way  misuse,  any  tree  or 
shrub,  nor  shall  any  horse  or  other  animal  be  permitted  to  stand  in  a manner  or  position 
where  it  may  or  shall  cut,  deface  or  mutilate  any  tree  or  shrub,  nor  shall  any  building 
material  or  other  material  of  any  kind  or  any  debris  be  piled  or  maintained  against  any 
tree  or  shrub. 
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8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  attach  or  string  any  electric  or  other  wire,  or  to  adjust 
or  carry  the  same  into  or  over  any  park  or  parkway,  except  under  a permit  from  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

9.  Any  person  violating  the  foregoing  ordinances  of  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of 
1902  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  on  conviction  thereof  before  a City 
Magistrate  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  $50,  or  in  default  of  payment  of  such 
fine,  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Rules  and  regulations  relating  to  projections  and  line  of  curb  and  surface  con- 
structions, under  provisions  of  section  612  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  as 
amended  by  chapter  723  of  the  Laws  of  1901 : 

1.  Each  Commissioner  may  grant  permits  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  pro- 
jections on  any  park,  parkway,  square  or  public  place  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  on  all 
streets  and  avenues  within  a distance  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  outer 
boundaries  thereof,  upon  such' terms  and  conditions  and  upon  the  making  of  such  com- 
pensation to  the  City  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  determine  with  respect  to  the  particular 
locality. 

2.  Where  permits  have  heretofore  been  granted  upon  the  making  of  compen- 

...  . ....  ' ' - 

sation  and  a new  permit  is  desired  to  correct  any  irregularity,  defect  or  supposed 
want  of  jurisdiction  in  the  granting  of  such  permit,  a new  permit  may  be  granted 
without  the  making  of  further  compensation. 

3.  Each  Commissioner  may  determine  the  line  of  curb  and  the  surface  con- 
structions of  all  streets  and  avenues  lying  within  any  park,  parkway,  square  or 
public  place  in  his  jurisdiction  or  within  a distance  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
from  the  outer  boundaries  thereof  as  he  may  deem  advisable  according  to  the  particular 
locality,  and  best  calculated  to  maintain  the  beauty  and  utility  of  such  parks,  parkways, 
squares  and  public  places. 

4.  All  applications  for  the  privilege  of  erecting  bay  windows  or  other  house  pro- 
jections shall  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  in  whose  administrative  jurisdiction  the 
park  or  parkway  affected  lies,  who  may  in  his  discretion  grant  the  same  upon  payment 
of  a fee  to  be  determined  in  each  case  by  said  Commissioner. 

5.  Working  plans  in  duplicate,  drawn  to  a scale  of  one-quarter  inch  to  the  foot, 
shall  be  required  to  accompany  each  application,  showing  elevation,  plans  and  vertical 
section  of  extent  of  projection,  one  copy  of  which  will  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner having  jurisdiction,  and  one  other  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant  for  filing 
in  the  Department  of  Buildings,  with  the  approval  of  said  Commissioner. 

6.  No  permit  will  be  granted  to  cover  more  than  four  feet  of  projection  beyond 
the  house  or  building  line,  nor  shall  the  projections  occupy  longitudinally  with  the  street 
or  avenue  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  width  of  the  building  from  which  they  project. 
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Affecting  Central  Park  and  Fifth  Avenue,  Manhattan. 

1.  Owners  of  property  on  the  easterly  side  of  said  Fifth  avenue,  between  Fifty- 
eighth  and  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  streets,  are  permitted  to  inclose,  for  court- 
yard purposes,  and  not  -otherwise,  fifteen  feet  of  the  sidewalks  adjacent  to  and  in 
front  of  their  respective  lots;  and  the  stoops  of  buildings  erected  on  said  avenue  may, 
in  such  cases,  project  to  the  extent  of  such  courtyards;  provided  further,  that  such 
stoops  shall,  in  every  instance,  be  open  above  the  railing  or  balustrade  thereof,  and 
the  form,  size  and  character  thereof,  together  with  the  form,  size  and  character  of  the 
area  railings,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction; 
and  provided  further,  that  no  stoop  or  area  railing  shall  be  constructed  or  put  upon  said 
Fifth  avenue,  or  upon  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  surrounding  said  park,  within  the 
boundaries  first  above  mentioned,  until  the  plan  thereof  has  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  said  Commissioner. 

2.  No  more  than  four  horses  shall  be  allowed  to  be  driven  together  in  the  parks 
of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  then  only  when  attached  to  private  vehicles,  except 
by  special  permit. 

3.  No  person  shall  go  on  the  turf  without  the  permit  of  the  Commissioner  having 
jurisdiction  except  when  and  where  a blue  flag  with  a white  star  is  shown  as  an  indica- 
tion that  at  that  time  and  place  all  persons  are  allowed  to  go  on  it. 

* 4.  No  bicycle  or  tricycle  shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  upon  or  remain  on  the  Mall 
in  Central  Park  during  the  progress  of  a concert. 

Rules  Relating  to  Park  Conservatories. 

1.  The  Conservatories  will  be  open  daily  between  10  a.  m.  and  4.30  p.  m. 

2.  Visitors  on  entering  will  keep  to  the  right  in  order  to  avoid  crowding. 

3.  Any  person  found  pilfering  flowers  or  leaves  or  causing  damage  to  the  build- 
ings or  plants  will  be  arrested  and  punished. 

4.  No  intoxicated,  noisy  or  disorderly  persons  will  be  admitted. 

5.  Children  under  eight  years  of  age  will  not  be  admitted  except  when  accom- 
panied by  parents  or  guardians. 

6.  No  dogs  will  be  allowed  inside  the  buildings  or  on  the  grounds. 

7.  The  scattering  of  paper  or  refuse  inside  the  buildings  or  on  the  grounds  is 
prohibited. 

8.  Any  incivility  on  the  part  of  employees  should  be  reported  to  the  Commis- 
sioner having  jurisdiction.  Visitors  are  requested  not  to  engage  in  unnecessary  con^ 
versation  with  employees. 

9.  Fifteen  minutes  before  closing  time  visitors  will  be  warned  by  the  call 
“ All  out.” 
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10.  No  person  will  be  permitted  in  a house  or  wing  of  the  conservatory  which  is 
shown  to  be  closed. 

11.  No  smoking  will  be  allowed. 

12.  Loud,  indecent  or  noisy  language  is  strictly  prohibited. 

Rules  and  Regulations  Relating  to  the  New  York  Botanical  Garden  in  Bronx  Park. 

1.  The  picking  of  flowers,  leaves,  fruits,  nuts,  or  the  breaking  of  branches  of  any 
plants  either  wild  or  cultivated,  the  uprooting  of  plants  of  any  kind,  the  defacing  of 
trees,  and  the  carrying  of  flowers,  fruits  or  plants  into  or  from  the  grounds  of  the 
Garden,  are  prohibited,  except  by  written  permission  of  the  Director-in-Chief  of  the 
Garden. 

2.  Leaving  or  depositing  paper,  boxes,  glass  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  within  the 
grounds  of  the  Garden  is  forbidden. 

3.  Dogs  are  not  allowed  within  the  limits  of  the  Garden  except  in  leash. 

4.  It  is  forbidden  to  take  fish  from  within  the  Garden,  or  to  molest  in  any  way 
squirrels,  birds,  snakes,  frogs,  toads,  turtles  or  any  other  wild  animal. 

5.  Throwing  stones  or  other  missiles,  playing  ball,  football,  tennis  or  any  other 
game  is  prohibited. 

6.  It  is  forbidden  to  offer  for  sale  food,  candy,  newspapers,  books,  tobacco, 
beverages,  flowers  or  other  objects,  without  written  permission  from  the  Director- 
in-Chief  and  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

7.  Boating  or  rafting  on  the  ponds,  lakes  and  streams  is  forbidden. 

8.  Trucking,  or  the  driving  of  business  wagons  of  any  kind,  is  forbidden  on  the 
roads  of  the  Garden,  except  those  designated  for  such  purposes. 

9.  It  is  forbidden  to  accept  or  solicit  passengers  for  any  cab,  carriage,  or  other 
conveyance  at  any  point  within  the  grounds  of  the  Garden  without  written  permis- 
sion from  the  Director-in-Chief  of  the  Garden  and  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  for 
the  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

10.  Visitors  are  not  allowed  within  the  Garden  after  11  o’clock  at  night  nor 
before  6 o’clock  in  the  morning,  except  upon  driveways  and  paths  designated  for  their 
use  between  those  hours. 

Ordinances  Applicable  to  the  Ordinary  Use  of  the  Ocean  Boulevard,  the  Eastern 
Parkway  and  the  Speedway  in  the  Boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens. 

Light  harness  driving  on  the  Speedway,  Ocean  parkway  (Ocean  Parkway, 
between  Bay  parkway  and  Kings  Highway)  shall  not  be  restricted  as  to  speed 
between  the  hours  of  sunrise  and  sunset;  speeding,  however,  is  only  to  be  permitted 
from  Bay  parkway  toward  Coney  Island,  and  drivers  shall  be  compelled  to  observe 
the  rules  of  the  road.  Automobiles  will  not  be  permitted  on  the  Speedway,  but  must 
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take  the  west  road  on  the  Ocean  parkway,  between  Bay  parkway  and  Kings  High- 
way, at  all  times. 

Business  wagons,  trucks,  etc.,  heavy  or  light,  are  prohibited  from  using  the  main 
drive  of  the  Ocean  parkway,  and  must  use  the  west  road  at  all  times.  Business 
wagons,  trucks,  etc.,  must  use  the  block  pavement  at  either  side  of  the  main  road 
or  the  traffic  roads  of  the  Eastern  parkway. 

Prospect  Park. 

1.  All  lawns  in  Prospect  Park  are  commons,  and  may  be  used  as  such,  except 
those  restricted  by  special  order,  and  such  restricted  sections  plainly  indicated  by 
proper  signs. 

Coney  Island  Cycle  Paths. 

Cyclists  must  use  the  west  path  when  going  toward  Coney  Island  and  the  east 
path  in  returning. 

Cyclists  must  not  exceed  a speed  of  twelve  miles  an  hour  on  the  bicycle  paths. 

Racing  on  the  bicycle  paths  is  prohibited,  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
Commissioner  having  jurisdiction. 

Horses,  wagons,  carriages  and  pedestrians  must  not  use  the  bicycle  paths. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  heretofore  adopted  affecting  the  parks, 
parkways  and  public  places  of  The  City  of  New  York  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Department  of  Parks  inconsistent  with  or  in  conflict  with  the  ordinances  above  set 
forth  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  person,  except  Judges  of  the  Federal,  State  and  City  Courts, 
and  officers  of  the  general  State  and  Municipal  Government  authorized  by  law  to 
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make  arrests,  and  persons  to  whom  permits  shall  have  been  issued,  as  heretofore 
provided,  who  shall  have  in  his  possession  within  The  City  of  New  York  a pistol 
of  any  description  concealed  on  his  person  or  not  carried  openly  shall  be  guilty  of 
a misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished  on  conviction  before  a City  Magistrate  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  or,  in  default  of  such  fine,  by  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  ten  days. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  the  carrying  of  concealed  weapons  in  The  City  of  New 
York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  carries  or  conceals  on  his  person, 
loaded  fire  arms  or  other  dangerous  weapons  is  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction he  or  they  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  $50  and  be  required  to  give  a bond  in  the 
sum  of  $500  for  six  months  to  preserve  the  peace,  and  in  default  of  said  fine  and  bond, 
he  or  they  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  City  Prison  for  six  months. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Magistrates,  on  application  of  any  citizen  shall,  if  they  shall  deem 
it  necessary  for  the  protection  of  said  citizen,  issue  to  such  citizen  a permit,  in  writing, 
attested  by  the  Clerk  of  said  Magistrate’s  Court,  granting  such  citizen  the  right  to  carry 
loaded  fire  arms  on  his  person,  said  permit  shall  be  issued  for  such  time  as  said  Magis- 
trate shall,  in  his  opinion,  determine,  and  said  Magistrate  may  revoke  such  permit  at  any 
time  that  he  shall  deem  fit,  and  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  community. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  in  no  way  effect  the  carrying  of  loaded  concealed  fire 
arms  on  the  person  of  the  police  or  such  other  public  officers  as  are  now  required  to 
carry  the  same  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  in  no  way  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Army,  the  United  States  Navy  and  the  Militia  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
permitting  the  carrying  of  loaded  fire  arms  on  the  person  of  said  soldiers,  sailors  or 
militiamen  in  The  City  of  New  York. 
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Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  affecting  or 
conflicting  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

♦ Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  to  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ORDINANCE  giving  and  granting  to  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company  permission 
to  lay  and  maintain  and  operate  railroad  tracks  on  Railroad  or  Park  avenue, 
south  of  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  Borough  of  The  Bronx. 

Be  it  Ordained,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  approves  and  concurs  in  the  following 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  the  10th  day  of  June, 
1904,  giving  and  granting  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company  permission  to  lay,  maintain 
and  operate  railroad  tracks  on  Railroad  or  Park  avenue,  south  of  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-fifth  street,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  therein 
specified. 

Resolved,  That  the  consent  of  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  given  to  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  a corporation,  to  lay, 
maintain  and  operate  two  (2)  railroad  tracks  along  Railroad  avenue,  East,  beginning 
at  the  bulkhead  line  of  the  Harlem  river  and  extending  northerly  along  said  avenue 
to  a point  south  of  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  as  shown  and  indicated 
upon  the  map  marked  “ The  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  Map  showing  proposed 
tracks  in  Railway  avenue,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  New  York  City.  Proposed  tracks* 
shown  in  red.  Scale,  1 inch,  20  feet.  Dated  May  6,  1904,  made  by  Edward  D.  B.  Brown, 
Engineer,  and  signed  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  per  J.  C.  Watson,  General  Manager,” 
copy  pf  which  is  annexed  hereto,  and  which  is  made  a part  hereof,  upon  the  following 
terms  and  conditions: 

First — Said  consent  shall  be  for  a period  of  time  coterminus  with  the  lease  now 
held  by  the  said  Harlem  Transfer  Company  of  the  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Railroad 
avenue,  and  the  extensions  or  renewals  of  said  lease,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years 
from  the  granting  of  said  consent 

Second — The  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  its  successor  or  assigns  shall  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  following  sums  of  money:

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Such  sums  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  The  City  of  New  York  on  November 
1 in  each  year,  provided,  however,  that  the  first  payment  shall  be  only  that  proportion 
of  $1,320  as  the  time  between  the  approval  of  this  consent  and  November  1,  following, 
shall  bear  to  the  whole  of  one  year. 

Third — Upon  the  revocation  or  termination  by  limitation  of  this  consent,  the  said 
company  shall  forthwith  remove  the  plant  and  property,  with  its  appurtenances,  from 
the  street,  and  the  surface  of  the  street  shall  be  restored  to  a condition  equal  to  that 
of  the  surrounding  surface  or  pavement.

Fourth — The  consent  hereby  given  shall  not  be  assigned,  either  in  whole  or 
in  part,  or  leased  or  sublet  in  any  manner,  nor  shall  title  thereto,  or  right,  interest 
or  property  therein  pass  to  or  vest  in  any  other  person  or  corporation  whatsoever, 
either  by  the  acts  of  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  or  by 
operation  of  law,  whether  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  relating  to  the  con- 
solidation or  merger  of  corporations  or  otherwise,  without  the  consent  of  The  City 
of  New  York,  acting  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  or  its  successor 
in  authority,  evidenced  by  an  instrument  under  seal,  anything  herein  contained  to  the 
contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding,  and  the  granting,  giving  or  waiving 
of  any  one  or  more  of  such  consents  shall  not  render  unnecessary  any  subsequent 
consent  or  consents. 

Fifth — The  said  railroad  tracks  may  be  used  and  operated  by  locomotive  steam 
power  or  by  any  other  motive  power  which  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law,  ex- 
cepting overhead  electrical  power,  provided,  however,  that  the  locomotive  steam  en- 
gines used  shall  be  housed  or  boxed  so  as  to  conform  to  the  type  commonly  known 
as  the  dummy  engine. 

The  number  of  cars  to  be  included  in  any  train  operated  upon  the  railroad  tracks 
shall  be  limited  to  ten,  and  the  speed  ofi  the  engine  and  cars  shall  never  exceed  six 
miles  per  hour. 

Sixth — The  railroad  tracks  constructed  under  this  consent  shall  be  maintained 
and  operated  solely  for  the  purpose  of  transportation  of  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
dise, and  for  no  other  purpose,  and  especially  for  no  purpose  in  connection  with  the 
passenger  traffic  as  commonly  understood. 

Seventh — Such  railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  in 
the  latest  improved  manner  of  street  railroad  construction  and  operation,  and  solely 
upon  the  terms  and  according  to  the  lines  and  surveys  and  of  the  character  of  the

rails  and  other  parts  of  the  construction  approved  by  the  President  of  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx.  Such  railroad  tracks  of  the  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns, 
shall  be  maintained  in  good  and  safe  condition  throughout  the  terms  of  this  consent. 

Eighth — Such  railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  authorities  of  The  City  of  New  York 
who  have  jurisdiction  in  such  matters  under  the  Charter  of  The  City  of  New  York.

Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  under  the  supervision  of  the  President  of  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx,  and  shall  pay  the  cost  thereof. 

Tenth — The  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  keep  in  permanent  repair 
the  pavement  of  the  roadway  required  to  be  laid  by  it,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so,  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  may  prescribe. 

Eleventh — The  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  at  all  times  keep  the 
street  between  the  tracks  free  and  clear  from  ice  and  snow. 

Twelfth — Said  company  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  persons  or  property  and  to 
the  street  and  the  sewer  therein  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  operation  of  said  rail- 
road tracks,  and  it  is  a condition  of  this  consent  that  The  City  of  New  York  assumes 
no  liability  to  either  persons  or  property  on  account  of  this  consent. 

Thirteenth — This  consent  is  upon  the  further  and  express  condition  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Railroad  Law'  applicable  thereto,  and  all  laws  or  ordinances  now  in  force 
or  which  may  be  adopted  relating  to  surface  railroads  operating  in  The  City  of  New 
York  shall  be  strictly  complied  with. 

Fourteenth — The  said  company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  commence  the 
construction  of  the  railroad  tracks  under  this  consent  and  complete  the  same  within 
one  year  from  the  date  when  it  has  obtained  the  necessary  permits  and  resolutions

The  number  of  cars  to  be  included  in  any  train  operated  upon  the  railroad 
tracks  shall  be  limited  to  ten,  and  the  speed  of  the  engine  and  cars  shall  never 
exceed  six  miles  per  hour. 

Sixth — The  railroad  tracks  constructed  under  this  consent  shall  be  maintained 
and  operated  solely  for  the  purpose  of  the  transportation  of  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise  and  for  no  other  purpose,  and  especially  for  no  purpose  in  connec- 
tion with  the  passenger  traffic  as  commonly  understood. 

Seventh — Such  railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated 
in  the  latest  improved  manner  of  street  railroad  construction  and  operation,  and 
solely  upon  the  terms  and  according  to  the  lines  and  surveys  and  of  the  character 
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of  the  rails  and  other  parts  of  the  construction  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx.  Such  railroad  tracks  of  the  said  company,  its  successor 
or  assigns,  shall  be  maintained  in  good  and  safe  condition  throughout  the  terms 
of  this  consent. 

Eighth— Such  railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated 
subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  authorities  of  The  City  of  New 
York  who  have  jurisdiction  in  such  matters  under  the  Charter  of  The  City  of 
New  York. 

Ninth — The  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  at  the 
time  of  the  laying  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  to  be  laid,  pave  with  granite 
blocks  or  other  material,  as  required  by  the  proper  City  authorities,  upon  a good 
and  sufficient  foundation,  a roadway  of  a width  of  twenty-four  (24)  feet  in  the 
centre  of  Railroad  avenue,  East,  extending  from  the  bulkhead  platform  to  the 
southerly  side  of  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street  under  the  supervision 
of  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  and  shall  pay  the  cost  thereof. 

Tenth — The  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  keep  in  permanent 
repair  the  pavement  of  the  roadway  required  to  be  laid  by  it,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so,  and 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  prescribe. 

Eleventh — The  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  at  all  times  keep 
the  street  between  the  tracks  free  and  clear  from  ice  and  snow. 

Twelfth — Said  company  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  persons  or  property 
and  to  the  street  and  the  sewer  therein  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  operation 
of  said  railroad  tracks,  and  it  is  a condition  of  this  consent  that  The  City  of  New 
York  assumes  no  liability  to  either  persons  or  property  on  account  of  this  con- 
sent.^ 

Thirteenth — This  consent  is  upon  the  further  and  express  condition  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law  applicable  thereto,  and  all  laws  or  ordinances  now 
in  force  or  which  may  be  adopted  relating  to  surface  railroads  operating  in  The 
City  of  New  York  shall  be  strictly  complied  with. 

Fourteenth — The  said  company,  its  successor  or  assigns,  shall  commence  the 
construction  of  the  railroad  tracks  under  this  consent  and  complete  the  same 
within  one  year  from  the  date  when  dt  has  obtained  the  necessary  permits  and 
resolutions  of  the  City  officials  and  departments  and  on  or  before  June  1,  1905; 
otherwise  this  consent  shall  be  forfeited  forthwith  and  without  any  proceedings 
either  at  law  or  otherwise  for  that  purpose;  provided,  however,  that  such  time  may 
be  extended  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  a period  not  exceed- 
ing six  months. 

Fifteenth — This  consent  is  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  said  company, 
within  thirty  days  after  it  has  been  duly  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and 
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operate  its  railroad  tracks  hereunder  and  before  anything  is  done  in  exercise  of  the 
rights  conferred  hereby,  shall  deposit  with  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New 
York  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  either  in  money  or  in  securities,  to  be 
approved  by  him,  which  fund  shall  be  security  for  the  performance  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  consent,  especially  those  which  relate  to  the  payment  of  the  annual 
charge  for  the  consent,  the  repairs  of  the  street  pavement  and  the  removal  of  snow 
and  ice  and  the  quality  or  construction  of  the  railroad  tracks.  In  case  default  in 
the  performance  by  said  company  of  such  terms  and  conditions,  The  City  of  New 
York  shall  have  the  right  to  cause  the  work  to  be  done  and  the  materials  to  be  fur- 
nished for  the  performance  thereof,  after  due  notice,  and  shall  collect  the  reason- 
able cost  thereof  from  the  said  fund  without  legal  proceedings,  or  after  default  in 
the  payment  of  the  annual  charges  shall  collect  the  same  with  interest  from  such 
fund  after  ten  days’  notice  in  writing  to  the  said  company. 

In  case  of  any  drafts  so  made  upon  the  security  fund,  the  said  company  shall, 
upon  thirty  days’  notice  in  writing,  pay  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York 
a sum  of  money  sufficient  to  restore  the  said  fund  to  the  original  amount  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500),  and  in  default  thereof  the  consent  hereby  given  may  be 
cancelled  and  annulled  at  the  option  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
acting  on  behalf  of  said  City.  No  action  or  proceeding  or  rights  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  affect  any  other  legal  rights,  remedies  or  causes  of  ac- 
tion belonging  to  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sixteenth — This  consent  shall  not  become  operative  until  said  company  shall 
duly  execute,  under  its  corporate  seal,  an  instrument  in  writing  wherein  said  com- 
pany shall  promise,  covenant  and  agree  on  its  part  and  behalf  to  conform  to  and 
abide  by  and  perform  all  the  terms  and  conditions  and  requirements  in  this  consent 
fixed  and  contained,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City 
of  New  York  within  thirty  days  after  ttie  signing  of  this  resolution  by  the  Mayor. 

Seventeenth — The  compensation  herein  reserved  shall  commence  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  resolution  by  the  Mayor. 

Eighteenth — The  consent  hereby  granted  is  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.

Section  1.  Each  owner,  lessee,  driver  or  operator  of  a public  cab,  coach,  hansom, 
coupe,  brougham,  automobile  locomobile  or  vehicle  operated  by  electricity  or  steam, 
with  the  exception  of  railroad  trains  and  surface  cars,  used  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing passengers,  except  stages  and  omnibuses  operated  on  highways  or  in  parks  and 
capable  of  carrying  six  or  more  passengers,  shall  attach,  install  and  use  in  said  vehicles 
so  owned,  leased  or  driven,  a machine,  device,  register  or  taxameter  in  such  a manner 
as  can  be  readily  seen  by  the  passenger  or  occupant  therein,  showing  in  numerical 
figures  the  fare  of  the  passenger  during,  and  at  the  termination  of  the  distance  ridden 
by  jthe  said  passenger  the  number  of  miles  covered  by  said  vehicle,  the  number  of 
trips  counting  from  the  destination  of  each  route  for  which  the  cab  or  vehicle  may 
have  been  employed  or  engaged  by  the  said  passenger,  the  fare  for  the  time  waited 
during  such  employment  or  engagement,  the  amount  of  money  in  total  earned  by  said 
driver,  lessee,  or  operator  of  said  vehicle  or  conveyance  above  mentioned. 

Sec.  2.  A public  cab,  hansom,  coupe,  brougham,  automobile,  locomobile  or  other 
public  vehicle  or  conveyance  is  herein  defined  to  be  a vehicle  or  conveyance  used  for 
public  hire,  standing  at  any  street  curb  or  any  public  place,  or  in  front  of  any  hotel, 
railroad  station,  ferry  or  public  building,  and  owned,  leased  or  operated  by  any  person 
or  persons,  corporations  or  firms  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  and  for  passen- 
ger service.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a private  call  or  engagement 
made  at  any  stable  for  the  hire  or  use  of  any  vehicle  mentioned  above  for  funeral  or 
private  purposes  only. 

Sec.  3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  in  any  way  affect  or  change  ordinances  here- 
tofore existing  in  reference  to  cab  service  so  far  as  the  rate  per  mile  and  the  rate 
per  hour  are  concerned,  nor  shall  anything  in  this  act  be  construed  as  abridging  the 
rights  of  The  City  of  New  York  over  the  cab  owners  or  lessees  of  vehicles  herein 
described  not  inconsistent  herewith. 

Sec.  4.  Any  owner,  lessee,  driver  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  or  conveyance  men- 
tioned herein  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  attach  such  a machine  as  herein  specified,  in 
any  vehicle  of  conveyance  described,  shall  forfeit  any  license  granted  to  him  to  operate 
such  a vehicle  or  public  conveyance,  and  no  new  license  shall  be  issued  to  him  for  at 
least  one  year  from  the  time  of  such  forfeiture  as  herein  provided.

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Part  XXVIII.,  section  144,  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 
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The  provisions,  in  this  section  contained,  shall  apply  to  buildings  and  structures, 
whether  temporary  or  permanent,  within  the  fire  limits,  as  the  said  fire  limits  now 
are  or  may  hereafter  be  established. 

Temporary  one-story  frame  building  may  be  erected  for  the  uses  of  builders, 
within  the  limits  of  lots  whereon  buildings  are  in  course  of  erection,  or  on  adjoining 
vacant  lots,  upon  permits  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  having  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Temporary  structures  shall  be  taken  to  mean  and  include  platforms,  stands, 
election  booths,  temporary  buildings  and  circus  tents. 

Sheds  of  wood  not  over  fifteen  feet  high,  open  on  or  at  least  one  side,  with  the 
sides  and  roof  thereof  covered  with  fireproof  material,  may  also  be  built,  but  a fence 
shall  not  be  used  as  the  back  or  side  thereof. 

Such  sheds  shall  not  cover  an  area  exceeding  2,500  square  feet,  except  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Board  of  Buildings. 

Fences,  signs  or  billboards  shall  not  be  at  any  pokit  over  ten  feet  above  the  ad- 
joining ground;  except  that  when  any  fence,  sign  or  billboard  shall  be  constructed 
entirely  of  metal  or  of  wood  covered  on  all  sides  with  sheet  metal,  including  the  up- 
rights, supports  and  braces  for  same,  it  shall  not  be  at  any  point  over  fifteen  feet 
(eighteen  feet  six  inches)  above  the  adjoining  ground. 

Any  letter,  word,  model,  sign,  device  or  representation  in  the  nature  of  an  ad- 
vertisement, announcement  or  direction,  supported  or  attached,  wholly  or  in  part, 
over  or  above  any  wall,  building  or  structure,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a “ sky  sign.” 

Sky  signs  shall  be  constructed  entirely  of  metal,  including  the  uprights,  supports 
and  braces  for  same,  and  shall  not  be  at  any  point  over  four  (nine)  feet  above  the 
front  wall  or  cornice  of  the  building  or  structure  to  which  they  are  attached  or  by 
which  they  are  supported. 

All  fences,  signs,  bill  boards  and  sky  signs  shall  be  erected  entirely  within  the 
building  line,  and  be  properly  secured,  supported  and  braced,  and  shall  be  so  con- 
structed as  not  to  be,  or  become,  dangerous. 

Before  the  erection  of  any  fence,  sign,  bill  board  or  sky  sign  shall  have  been 
commenced  a permit  for  the  erection  of  the  same  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Super- 
intendent of  Buildings  having  jurisdiction,  as  provided  in  Part  II,  section  4 of  this 
Code.  Each  application  for  the  erection  of  any  fence,  sign,  bill  board  or  sky  sign 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners,  or  the  lessee 
or  lessees  of  the  property  upon  which  it  is  to  be  erected. 

Piazzas  or  balconies  of  wood  on  buildings  other  than  frame  buildings  which  do 
not  exceed  eight  feet  in  width  and  which  do  not  extend  more  than  three  feet  above 
the  second-storv  floor  beams,  may  be  erected,  provided  a permit  from  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Buildings  having  jurisdiction  be  granted  therefor. 
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In  connected  houses  such  piazzas  or  balconies  may  be  built,  provided  the  same  are 
open  on  the  front  and  have  brick  ends  not  less  than  eight  inches  thick,  carried  up  above 
the  roof  of  such  piazza  or  balcony  and  coped  with  stone. 

The  roofs  of  all  piazzas  shall  be  covered  with  some  fireproof  material. 

Frame  buildings  already  erected  may  have  placed  on  any  story  piazzas,  balconies  or 
bay  windows  of  wood,  the  roofs  of  which  may  be  covered  with  the  same  material  as 
the  roof  of  the  main  building. 

Exterior  privies,  and  wood  or  coal-houses,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty 
square  feet  in  superficial  area  and  eight  feet  high,  may  be  built  of  wood,  but  the  roofs 
thereof  must  be  covered  with  metal,  gravel  or  slate. 

Sec.  2.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.
